*''''^'''*'        '^^^  Moderator  laid  on  the  table  commiinications  addresBed  to 
FiMtSadernnt.  the  Synod  from  the  Central  Consistory  of  die  Beformed  Church  of 
Spain,  and  from  the  General  Aasembly  of  the  United  Preabyteriau 
Church  of  North  America.    Agreed  that  theae  communications  be 
taken  up  at  a  future  sedenint. 

The  Synod  proceeded  to  make  choice  of  a  Moderator,  when  the 
Bev.  James  Reid  M'Gavin,  D.D.,  I>undee ;  the  Rev.  John  Smart, 
D.D.,  Leith ;  the  Rev,  Peter  M'Dowall,  A.M.,  Alloa,  and  the  Rev.  James 
Towers,  Birkenhead,  were  severally  proposed  and  seconded.  The 
Moderator  having  declared  the  leet  closed,  Dr  Smart  and  Mr  Towers, 
aeverally,  craved  to  have  their  names  withdrawn  from  the  leet. 
The  movers  emd  seconders  having,  with  leave  of  Synod,  foJlen  from 
their  nominatioiL  of  Dr  Smart  and  Mr  Towers,  the  Synod  proceeded 
to  election  with  the  leet  thus  reduced.  A  vote  having  been  taken 
ns  between  Dr  M'Gavin  and  Mr  M'Dowall,  it  was  found  that  a 
majority  was  in  favour  of  Mr  M'Dowall,  who  was,  therefore,  declared 
t.o  be  duly  elected.  Mr  M'Dowall  not  being  present,  Dr  Bruce 
continued  to  occupy  the  chair  as  Moderator,  p.  t. 

Read  minutes  of  the  Committee  on  Bills  and  Overtures,  reporting 
the  causes  which  they  had  agreed  to  transmit,  and  the  order  in 
irhich  they  recommended  these  to  be  taken  up  by  the  Synod,  It 
was  agreed  to  take  up  to-morrow  forenoon  the  report  on  Aged 
Ministers  Scheme,  and,  with  that  exception,  the  Synod  adhered  to 
tiie  order  of  causes  as  set  down  in  the  roll. 

On  recommendation  of  the  Committee,  it  was  agreed  that,  in 
consideration  of  the  amount  of  business  before  the  Synod,  it  meet 
daily  at  ten  o'clock  forenoon.  Also,  that  lapsed  causes,  if  any, 
during  the  first  week,  be  taken  up  in  the  order  in  which  they  stand 
on  the  roll,  on  the  evenings  of  Friday,  13th,  and  Monday,  16th 
instant,  if  time  permit,  after  the  other  causes  set  down  for  these 
days  have  been  disposed  of. 

The  Committee  on  Bills  and  Overtures  having  recommended 
that  a  case  of  Protest  and  Appeal  by  Mr  Gabriel  Muir  and  others 
against  a  deed  of  the  Presbytery  of  Glasgow,  of  date  12tii  October 
last,  in  their  case,  be  remitted  to  a  Committee,  it  was  moved  and 
seconded,  That  the  Synod  adopt  this  recommendation.  It  was  also 
moved  and  seconded,  That  the  Synod,  in  absence  of  partiee,  delay 
deciding  on  the  method  of  procediue  as  to  this  case.  On  a  vote 
being  taken,  the  first  motion  was  preferred,  and  the  Synod  resolve 
accordingly  that  this  case  be  remitted  to  a  Committee. 

It  was  fiirther  agreed,  that,  in  like  manner,  a  Protest  and  Appeal 
by  Mr  Thomas  F.  M'Farlane,  Crieff,  against  a  deed  of  the  Presbytery 
of  Perth,  of  date  15th  Maich  laat,  and  a  Protest  and  Appeal  by  Mr 
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John  Harley  against  a  deed  of  the  same  Presbytery,  of  date  12th  M»rB^8T0. 
April,  be  each  remitted  to  a  Committee.  Firrtaedenmt. 

Called  for  Keport  of  the  Committee  appointed  last  year  regarding  Eoport  cm 
Notices  of  Motions  on  Important  Subjects,  -which,  in  absence  of  Mr  MotionB. 
Jamea  Brown,  Paisley,  the  Convener,  was  presented  and  read  by 
Mr  George  C.  Hatton.  After  reasoning,  it  was  agreed  that  in  the 
spirit  of  reconmiendations  contained  in  this  Report,  the  Synod  shall 
invite  notices  of  leading  motions  on  important  subjects,  and  thus 
make  trial  of  the  scheme  proposed,  with  a  view  to  the  adoption 
afterwards  of  some  standing  order  on  the  subject. 

The  Home  Secretary,  as  Convener  of  the  Committee  on  Aged  ^^^rwti- 
Ministera  Scbeme,  reported  Uiat  in  consequence  of  the  decease  of  monw  Fand 
Mr  George  Wood,  Kirkcudbright,  annuitant  on  the  Brown  Testi- 
monial Fund,  it  now  fell  to  the  Synod  to  take  measures  for  appoint- 
ing an  annuitant  in  Mr  Wood's  room.  The  Synod  agreed  that,  in 
terms  of  the  trust  deed,'  a  Committee  of  five  members  be  appointed 
for  this  purpose. 

The  Synod  agreed  to  set  apart  a  portion  of  to-morrow  forenoon's  5?^^^ 
aedemnt  for  devotional  exercises,  to  be  conducted  by  the  Moderator, 
and  by  Mr  James  Robertson,  Bread  Street  Church,  Edinburgh,  and 
Mr  Andrew  Henderson,  Paisley. 

Adjourned,  to  meet  in  the  same  place  to-morrow,  at  ten  o'clock 
forenoon.    Concluded  with  prayer,

That  inasmuch  as  annual  negotiations  with  congregations  ThrasyoarB' 
concerning  the  amount  to  be  raised  by  them  for  their  ministers' 
stipends,  have,  at  least  occasionally,  a  disturbing  influence,  as  the 
condition  of  the  great  majority  of  supplemented  charges  is  not 
greatly  changed  witliin  periods  of  twelve  months;  and  as  the

IV,  That  as,  in  order  to  obtain  the  advice  and  assistance  of 
Presbyteries  in  arranging  the  amount  of  the  supplements  to  be  paid 
either  for  the  current  year,  or  during  the  next  period  of  three  years, 
as  may  be  deemed  moat  expedient,  the  Home  Committee  have  sent 
to  each  Presbytery  a  statement  of  the  designations  of  all  the  supple-

of  the  Presbytery  of  Perth,  made  a  report  by  Dr  Ritchie,  their  Con- 
vener.    In  acoordance  with  the  nnanimoue  recommendation  of  the 
Committee,  the  Synod  disnuss  this  appeal  and  confirm  the  decision 
of  the  Presbytery. 

Dr  Frew,  Convener  of  the  Committee  on  Appeal  of  Mr  Gabriel  '"'*  ^-  **•"''' 
Moir  and  others  against  a  Deed  of  the  Presbytery  of  Glasgow,  re- 
ported that  the  Committee  had  met  at  twelve  o'clock  noon  this  day, 
aocordiug  to  amiouncement  made  in  Synod,  and  that  the  appellants 
had  &iled  to  appear.  The  Committee,  it  being  now  a  few  minutes 
past  twelve  o'clock,  craved  leave  to  meet  again  at  half-past  one, 
and  iutimatioD  of  said  meeting  was  made  from' the  Moderator's 
chair,  with  certification  that  if  the  appellants  do  not  appear,  the 
Committee  wonld  report,  recommending  that  the  appeal  be  dis- 
RUBsed.  By  order  of  Synod,  the  appellants  were  called  in  the  lobby, 
and  did  not  compear. 

The  Conmiittee  subsequently  reported  that  they  had  met  a  EHsmiHrd. 
second  time  according  to  intimation  irom  the  chair,  and  that  Mr 
Gabriel  Muir  and  the  other  appellants  had  again  failed  to  appear. 
The  Synod,  in  consideration  of  the  circumstances  stated,  hold  this 
appeal  to  be  fallen  from,  and  dismiss  the  same. 

Mr  David  Anderson,  Chairman  of  the  Mission  Board,  laid  on  the  inoTewe  or 
table  a  representation  unanimously  adopted  by  the  Board,  in  favour  I^J^" 
of  an  increase  of  Salary  to  the  Foreign  and  Homo  Secretaries. 
The  representation,  being  printed  among  the  Synod  Papers,  was 
held  afi  read,  and  Mr  Anderson,  with  Mr  David  M'Cowan,  a  member 
of  the  Board,  was  heard  in  explanation  of  the  reasons  which  had 
led  to  the  adoption  of  the  Board's  resolution  in  this  matter. 

After  reasoning,  it  was  moved  and  seconded — That  the  Synod 
adopt  tl^e  resolution  of  the  Mission  Board,  and  agree  that  the 
satiury  of  each  Secretary  be  raised  to  £500  s-year ;  and  that  this 
expenditure  be  apportioned  among  such  schemes  of  the  CSiurch  as 
the  Synod's  General  Finance  Committee  may  from  time  to  time 
determine. 

It  was  also  moved  and  seconded  that  the  recommendation  of  the  '

A  vote  having  been  taken  between  the  two  motions,  the  first

£500  annoally,  each,  the  expenditure  to  be  apportioned  among  such

sixth  Bede-      from  time  to  time,  determine. 

Neit  Meeting.  '^^'^  Synod  reBolve  that  their  next  meeting  shall  be  held  in  the 
Synod  Hall,  Edinburgh,  on  the  Monday  after  the  second  Sabbath  of 
May,  1871,  at  half-past  six  o'clock  P.M. 

Dr  M'Ewen  gave  in  a  report  from  the  Committee  appointed  to 
consider  the  Protest  and  Appeal  of  Mr  Thomas  F.  M'Farlane,  against 
a  Deed  of  the  Presbytery  of  Perth.  In  terms  of  the  Committee's 
unanimous  recommendation,  the  Synod  dismiss  this  appeal  and 
affirm  the  decision  of  Presbytery. 

On  recommendation  of  the  Home  Mission  Committee,  the  Synod 
agree  that  the  Congregations  of  Burray,  in  Orkney,  and  Stomo- 
way,  in  the  Isle  of  Lewis,  be  put  on  the  same  footing  with  the 
Congregations  of  Shetland  in  regard  to  supplementing  of  stipend. 

The  Synod  adjourned,  to  meet  in  the  same  place  this  evening  at 
six  o'clock.    Concluded  with  prayer.

Pasteur  Byae,  of  Nimea,  a  minister  of  the  Union  of  Evangelical  ^  ^-  ^™<» ; 
Chnrches  in  France,  was  intioduced  to   the  Synod,   and    gave    "^"""^  ^'*' 
an     address    on     the     progress     of     these     Union     Churches, 
amidst    obstacles    presented  by  Romanism    and    Infidelity,    and 
expressing  the  thanks  of  the  Union  for  aid  given  it    by  this 
Synod, 

Pasteur  Dardier,  Deputy  from  the  Evangelical  Society  of  Geneva,  Pwtetir  Dm- 
and  Superintendent  of  Colportage  in  France,  addresaed  the  Synod,     ^  ' 
giving  some  details  of  Colportage  work  in  that  country,,  expressing 
a  hope  of  continued  aid  in  behalf  of  the  Evangelical  Society  of 
Geneva,  and  desiring  that  a  deputation  be  sent  from  this  Synod  to 
their  next  annual  meeting. 

The  Rev.  Alexander  Young  of  Montreal,  minister  of  the  Canada  Urronng; 
Presbyterian  Cbmvh,  and  Honorary  Secretary  of  the  French 
Canadian  Hiaaion,  was  introduced  to  the  Synod  and  his  credentials 
read,  shewing  his  standing  as  a  minister  and  his  appointment  as 
Honorary  Secretary.

Friday,  13th  May,  1870, 10  o'clock  A.M. 

The  Synod  met,  and  wa8  constituted  by  the  Moderator.  The 
minuteB  of  last  aederunt  were  read  and  approved  o(  and  the  scroll 
thereof  subscribed  by  the  Moderator. 

Attention  having  been  called  to  the  fact  that  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  Irish  Presbyterian  Church  is  about  to  meet  for  the 
tirst  time  since  the  abolition  of  Regium  Donum,  it  was  moved  and 
seconded,  That  the  Synod  send  a  deputation  to  that  Assembly,  at 
its  meeting  in  Beltaet  in  June  next.  The  Synod  agree  to  take  up 
this  motion  as  the  first  cause  at  this  evening's  sederunt.

On  the  first  point  20  Presb3rteries  have  reported — 10  of  these  in 
favour  of  the  recommendation  that  the  preacher  should  be  paid 
according  to  the  whole  stipend  received  by  the  mimster  from 
whatever  source ;  and  10  against.  On  the  second  point  18  Presby- 
teries have  reported— 15  in  iavour  of  .the  proportionate  rise  of 
preachen^  pay  from  the  lowest  stipend  up  to  the  highest ;  and  3 
against.  The  reports,  however,  present  various  modifications  or 
qualificationB  of  the  general  principle  of  proportionate  rise.  The 
FresbyteHes  of  Edinburgh,  Paisley  and  Greenock,  and  Orkney,  have 
each  constructed  and  recommended  certain  scales  of  remuneration 
which  cannot  be  conveniently  embodied  in  a  report,  but  may  be 
submitted  to  the  Synod  if  called  for.

It 
was  also  moved  and  seconded  that  it  be  not  granted.  On  a  vote 
being  taken,  the  second  motion  was  preferred,  and  the  Synod  ac- 
cordingly do  not  grant  this  application.

fees,  to  students  who  may  obtain  that  degree ;  also  the  sum  of  £50 
per  AnnriTTi,  for  five  years,  to  be  given  as  borsaries  or  scholarships 
to  those  graduates  who  shall  proceed  to  take  the  degree  of  B  J). ; 
on  condition  that  the  Scholarship  Committee  take  charge  of  this 
matter,  and  travel  in  it. 

Agreed  that  the  Synod  have  heard,  with  interest  and  gratifica- 
tion the  statement  made  by  Mr  Sttu-k,  and  request  him  to  convey 
the  Synod's  thanks  to  the  donor.

That  the 
nae  of  Hymns  along  -nith  the  Psalter  in  the  public  worship  of  God 
was  adopted  at  the  Reformation  by  the  Church  of  Scotland ;  that 
the  metre  version  of  the  Psalms  adopted  upwards  of  two  centuries 
a^  by  tiie  General  Assembly,  with  the  collection  of  Translations 
and  Paraphrases,  approved  of  by  it  nearly  a  century  ago,  have  been 
in  general  use  among  nearly  all  the  Presbyterian  Chnrches  in  the 
United  Kingdom ;  tiiat  the  introduction  of  a  separate  and  enlarged 
Hymn  Book  by  this  Church  has  been  followed  by  the  introduction 
of  separate  Hymn  Books  in  the  English  Presbyterian  Church  and  in 
the  Church  of  Scotland, — and  that  several  overtures  for  a  revised 
and  amended  Hymn  Book  having  been  brought  before  this  Synod, 
with  tiie  proposal,  in  two  of  them,  that  means  should  be  taken  to 
obtain  a  common  Hymn  Book  for  the  Presbyterian  Churches  of 
Scotland,  ihe  Synod  approve  of  the  object  of  the  overtures,  and, 
deeming  it  very  greatly  to  be  desired,  where  these  Churches  have 
BO  much  in  common,  and  when  witiiout  necessity  nothing  should  be 
done  to  increase  but  every  proper  endeavour  made  to  diminish 
differences  between  them,  that  the  old  unity  which  has  long  pre- 
vailed among  Uiem  in  tiie  service  of  praise,  of  a  common  Psalter 
and  collection  of  Paraphrases,  should  be  conserved  and  promoted 
by  the  sabstitution  for  the  latter  of  a  choice  and  moderate-sized  Hymn 
Book ;  and  farther,  deeming  that  this  end  might  be  attfuned  by  the 
concurrence  of  these  Chnrches  severally,  to  appoint  Committees  to 
co-operate  in  the  preparation  of  such  a  H}iinn  Book,  respectfully 
communicate  to  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Church  of  Scotland, 
and  to  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Free  Church,  this  desire  and 
proposal, — and  appoint  a  Committee  to  correspond  with  any  Com- 
mittees which  said  Assemblies  may  appoint  for  this  purpose,  and 
with  the  Committees  of  any  other  Presbyterian  Churches  which 
may  be  imposed  to  concur  in  the  design,  and  to  take  all  suitable 
steps  towards  the  prosecution  of  the  same — with  power  to  deal 
with  the  whole  subject  and  to  report  to  next  Synod.

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iUj  IT,  WO.  thing  contrary  to  tho  epirit  and  preoopts  of  the  Gospel,  or  ■which 
KiaTMith8»ae.  may  hinder  the  advancement  of  true  religion  either  at  home  ca 
abroad.

Churoh ;— it  could  easily  be  shown  that  the  additional  eqtense  occasioned  by  the 
attendance  <rf  English  members  baa  been  fsr  more  than  compensated  for  by  the 
saving  of  the  Synod's  funds  which  has  otherwise  resulted  from  that  attendance  ; — and

DaimilMrion  Dr  MacGill  introduced  to  ihs  Synod  these  deputies,  namely, 
Seiior  Juan  B.  Cabrera,  President,  and  Mr  Stewart  B.  Clough,  Con- 
tinental Secretaiy,  of  the  Central  Consistory  of  the  Beformed  Church 
of  Spain.  A  communication  from  the  Consistory,  addressed  to  this 
Ett&uiCubicn.  Synod,  was  read.  Seaor  Cabrera  addressed  the  Synod,  giving  an 
accotmt  of  the  progress  made  by  the  Protestant  cause  in  Spain,  amidst 
the  difficultjes  and  hiudrances  presented  in  that  country,  recently 
emancipated  from  a  Bomish  government  and  priesthood ;  thanking 
'  the  Synod  for  assistance  which  it  has  ab^ady  given  to  Evangelical 
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sgendes  there,  and  floliciting  aid  to  fit  up,  ae  a  Protestant  place  "*r  "<  '^°- 
of  ivorehip,  a  building  which,  prior  to  the  revolution  in  Spain,  had  TweUihSede- 
beeu  occupied  as  a  Jesuit  Church,  DepnUm  from 

Mr  Clough  gave  an  address,  in  the  course  of  which  he  refeiTcd  ^J"'"" 
to  the  Confession  and  Form  of  Government  of  the  Beformed         "^ 
Chnrch  of  Spain,  stating  that  the  Confession  and  Govermneut 
were  in  doie  harmony  with  those  of  the  PresbTterian  Churohea 
in  Scotland. 

On  motion  made  and  aeconded,  it  was  unanimously  agreed — 
That  the  Synod,  having  heard  the  deputies  from  Spain,  express  their 
gratitude  to  God  for  the  opening  of  that  country  to  the  Bible  and 
to  the  Evangelist,  after  it  had  been  closed  for  centuries  against 
them ;  their  sense  of  the  duty  of  the  Church  to  take  advantage 
of  the  opening  of  this  great  door  and  effectual,  and  their  deep 
interest  in  the  work  of  evangelization  carried  ou  by  the  deputies 
and  others,  and  anew  remit  to  the  Foreign  Mission  Committee  to 
oonaider  the  claims  of  these  and  other  labourers  in  Spain,  and,  if 
they  shall  see  cause,  to  make  a  grant  in  aid  of  their  operations, 

,  The  Moderator  then  addressed  the  deputies,  giving  them  wel- 
come in  name  of  the  Synod,  thanking  them  for  their  visit  and 
addressea,  and  expressing  the  Synod's  earnest  desire  for  the 
Buoceas  of  the  work  in  which  they  and  their  brethren  are  engaged. 

On  the  call  of  the  Synod,  Mr  Benton  led  ita  devotions,  giving 
thanks  for  the  good  news  borne  by  these  brethren  in  regard  to  the 
work  of  Evangelization  in  Spain,  and  commending  them  and  their 
associatea  to  the  grace  of  God. 

The  Synod  resumed  the  discussion  interrupted  by  the  re-  DatieB  ud 
ception  of  the  Spanish  deputies,  on  the  i-eport  anent  the  LibnuUtne. 
I>utieB  and  Salaries  of  the  Librariane.  Hie  report  was  received, 
and,  after  reasoning,  the  Synod  agreed  to  remit  to  the  same  Com- 
mittee to  bring  up  more  specific  and  Ml  information  regarding 
the  work  performed  by  the  Librarians,  the  time  devoted  to  it,  and 
the  grounds  of  the  recommendationa  they  submit. 

The  Committee  ia  accordingly  re-appointed  for  this  purpose,  and 
Btauds  as  follows — ^Dr  M'Michael,  Dr  Smart,  David  Young,  Glaagow ; 
John  Mitdiell  Harvey,  William  Wood,  William  Blair,  miniatera,  with 
William  Walls,  Glasgow,  fmd  William  Purves,  Edinburgh,  elders — 
ISx  3.  M.  Harvey,  Convener, 

The  Synod  took  up  an  Overture  transmitted  fi-om  the  Presbytery  A«M«i»tine  of 
of  Edinburgh,  anent  the  rule  of  Synod  recommending  ministers,  Otuinegatioui 
with  the  sanction  of  their  Sessions,  to  aasociate  with  them  students     ^' 
of  the  fourth  year  in  certain  parts  of  congregational  work.     The 
0\'erture  was  read,  and  Dr  Peddje  heard  for  the  Preebyterj-. 
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H»y  17, 1870.  After  reasoning,  it  "was  moved,  Beconded,  and  agreed  to — ^That 
TwoHUi  s«de-  this  Overture  be  adopted,  and  that  in  terms  thereof  the  rule  adopted 
at  eighth  aederunt  laet  year,  and  standing  No.  4,  of  the  recommen- 
dations of  the  Theological  Committee,  is  not  to  be  understood 
as  authorizdug  nunistera  and  sessions  to  emplc^  students  in 
pulpit  ministrations,  except  under  the  restrictions  mentioned 
in  Chap,  viii.  Sec.  ii,  Rule  19,  and  other  Bules  of  the  Forms  of 
Procedure. 
0|»>«t|w«t  Called  for  report  of  the  Committee  on  Constituent  Membership 

of  Higher  of  Higher  Church  Courts,  which  was  presented  and  read  by  Dr 
°  George  JeSrej,  the  Convener,  and  he  was  heard  in  explanation  and 
support  thereof.  The  report  recommended  that  the  Synod  make 
the  follo^ving  addition  to  the  BuUs  and  Forms  of  Procedure,  Chap. 
IV.  Sect.  m.  Rule  6:  "Ministers  who,  being  incapacitated  by  old 
age,  infirmity,  or  sickness,  are  obHged,  in  whole  or  in  part,  to  give 
up  the  discharge  of  their  paetoral  duties,  shall  notwithstanding 
retain  tiieir  seats  and  votes  in  the  Church  Courts,  unless  they 
expressly  desire  to  be  relieved  of  these ;  but  when  ministers  are  for 
other  reasons  relieved  of  the  work  of  the  pastorate,  the  pastoral  tie 
shall  be  dissolved,  unless  the  Presbytery  shall  judge  it  expedient 
that  it  be  not  dissolved,  and  that  such  cases  shall  be  specially 
reported  to  Synod."  After  reasoning,  it  was  moved,  seconded,  and 
agreed  to.  That  the  report  be  sent  down  to  Presbyteries  to  consider

Dr  Q.  Brawo't  Called  for  report  of  the  Commitee  respecting  the  MS.  volome 
prepared  by  the  late  Rev.  Dr  George  Brown,  Liverpool,  containing 
Annals  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church,  and  gifted  to  the  Synod 
by  his  representatives.  The  report  was  presented  and  laid  on  the 
table  by  Dr  Peddie,  the  Convener,  and  he  was  heard  in  relation 
thereto.  The  Synod  agree  that  this  matter  be  remitted  to  the  same 
Committee,  which  is  hereby  re-appointed,  with  powers  to  correspond 
with  the  Committee  ontheM'KelvieMSS.,  and  consult  as  to  whether 
these  two  Committees  might  not  act  together  in  carrying  out  the 
business  committed  to  them.  The  Committee  on  the  late  Dr  George 
Brown's  MSS.  stands  therefore  as  foUows : — Dr  Peddie,  J.  M.  Har- 
vey, and  Andrew  Gardiner,  ministers,  with  Robert  Pateison,  Edin- 
burgh, elder — Dt  Peddie,  Convener. 
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On   recommendation  of   the   Selection  Committee,  the    Synod  M«riT,ie7ft. 
appoint  the   following  a  Committee  on  Planting  of  Churches  in  TwoUth  Beds- 
Large  Towns  : — Dr  George  Jeffrey,  James  Ronnie,  Dr  Finlaysoii,  cjimniittao  on 
and  David   Williamaon,  mmisters ;  with   William   Duncan,   David  ^^^^^"^ 
Anderson,  and  William  Walls,  elders — Mr  Williamson,  Convener. 

Attention  having  been  called  to  the  asaessmenta  impoeed  la  ABMiamonti 
variouB  parts  of  the  country  for  the  building  and  repairmg  of  churches  chnrohes  ud 
and  manses  of  the  Established  Church,  it  was  unanimously  agreed. 
That  the  Synod  deem  this  matter  one  which  demands  special 
attention,  and  remit  to  the  Committee  on  the  Irish  Church  Dia- 
establiflhment  and  Kindred  Questions  to  take  all  competent  steps 
for  Bapporting  Parliamentary  action  to  redress  so  flagrant  a 
gnevaoce. 

On  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  with  PrMcWng 
Foreign  Churches,  the  Synod  agreed.  That  said  Committee  be  Contiiunt. 
empowered  to  raise  a  special  fund  for  the  maintenance  of  gospel 
ordinances  on  the  Continent  of  Europe,  for  the  benefit  of  those  ■ 
who  speak  the  English  language ;  to  select  suitable  localities, 
whether  for  permanent  settlement  or  occasional  preaching  ;  to 
appoint  and  send  out  agents  for  conducting  these  services ;  and 
in  general  to  have  the  entire  management  placed  in  their  hands. 

In  reference  to  a  resolution  of  Synod  adopted  at  first  sederunt,  ^°^'""*f 
inviting  notices  of  leading  motions  on  important  subjects,  the  Synod 
resolve  to  follow  ad  interim  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee 
on  Notices  of  Motions,  in  regard  Xo  the  printing  of  notices  of 
motion  ;  and  remit  to  the  said  Committee  to  recall  the  attention  of 
the  Synod  to  the  working  of  the  plan,  during  n&zt  meeting  of 
Synod. 

The  Synod,  having  taken  up  a  communication  laid  on  the  table  Gen«wi 
at  first  sederunt,  from  the  General  Assembly  of  the  United  Presby-  th^op.diurch, 
terian  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  agree  to  remit  said  *^™»- 
communication  to  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  with  Foreign 
Churches,  to  consider  the  same,  and  deal  with  it  as  they  may  see 
cause. 

On  motion  made  and  seconded,  the  Synod  authorize  tiie  Foreign  station  at 
Missioii  Committee  to  consider  the  claims  of  the  Station  at  Palermo, 
Sicily,  and  of  the  Rev.  JohnS.  Kay,  officiating  there,  and  to  give 
a  grant  as  they  may  see  cause. 

The  Synod  instruct  Presbyteries  to  report  on  the  remit  on  Union  instnuiUoB  lo 
before  the  end  of  March  nest,  and  the  Union  Committee  to  arrange  Unioo.      °° 
that  copies  of  the  returns  of  Presbyteries,  with  a  digest  of  the  same, 
and  also  copies  of  their  own  report  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  mem- 
bers of  Synod  a  fortnight  before  the  next  meeting.

HEPOKT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  UNION.     Mat,  1870. 

The  Committee  on  Union  having  at  last  meeting  of  Synod  presented  a 
final  report  oa  the  programme  of  mattera  which  fell  to  be  considered  by 
them,  the  Synod  resolved  that  the  Report  should  be  sent  down  to  Preeby- 
teries,  Sesdons,  and  Congregations  for  the  more  fall  ioformation  of  the 
Church,  and  recommended  that  the  present  movement  towards  Union  should 
be  made  the  subject  of  conference  and  prayer.  The  Committee  was  aUo  re- 
appointed to  receive  and  consider  any  BU^estions  which  Presbyteries, 
Bes^ona,  or  Congregations  might  see  meet  to  make ;  and  farther,  in  conjunc- 
tion with  the  Committees  of  the  other  chnrches,  to  watch  generally  over  the 
progress  of  the  question. 

Following  ont,  aa  they  judged,  the  intention  and  wishes  of  the  Supreme 
Court,  the  convener  and  vice-convener  addressed  a  note  to  Sessions,  request- 
ing their  co-{^>eration  in  circulating  the  Beport ;  and  farther,  in  accordance 
with  the  spirit  of  the  Synod's  deliverance,  they  circulated  extensively 
throughout  the  Church  a  Call  to  Prayer,  in  which  special  prominence  was 
given  to  the  contemplated  Union  of  the  negotiating  Churches. 

The  first  meeting  of  Committee  after  their  re-appointment  was  held  on 
the  19th  October.  At  that  date  20,000  copies  of  the  Beport  had  been  applied 
for.  This,  however,  was  so  far  &om  corresponding  to  the  membership  of  our 
Church,  that  the  Committee  directed  their  clerk  to  issue  a  circular  to  clerks 
of  Presftjrteries,  informing  them  of  what  had  been  done  for  distributing  the 
Beport,  and  stating  where  and  on  what  terms  it  might  still  be  obtained ;  at 
the  same  time  suggesting  the  adoption  by  Presbyteries  of  such  means  as 
might  «eem  to  them  best  suited  to  promote  i\s  more  general  circulation. 
The  result  is,  that  of  40,000  copies  printed,  only  200  remain.  This  number 
does  not  inclade  1200  issued  to  ministers  and  elders  prior  to  the  meeting  of 
Synod  last  year ;  700  distributed  among  the  "  Synod  Papers  "  to  members  of 
court  attending  that  meetmg,  and  1550  stitched  up  with  the  Synod  minntes, 
— malring  43,450  in  all. 
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From  this  it  wonld  appear  that  the  membera  of  our  Congregations  are 
pretty  generally  in  poaaesaion  of  the  means  of  acquainting  themselves  with 
the  important  qnestion  on  which  it  is  desirable  the  mind  of  the  Churoh 
should)  in  due  time,  be  intcUigently  and  deliberately  expressed. 

To  what  extent  the  Call  to  Prayer  was  responded  to,  it  is  not  for  the 
Committee  to  say,  seeing  that  the  mvitation  was  both  to  public  and  private 
prayer ;  but  they  have  the  satisfaction  to  know  that  stated  diets  of  prayer 
have  been  observed  by  several  Presbyteries,  and  they  cannot  but  hope  that 
the  subject  has  engaged,  in  greater  measure  than  heretofore,  the  private 
devotions  of  those  who  pray  for  the  peace  of  Jerusalem. 

No  active  steps  have  been  takeu  by  the  Congregations  generaUy  in  the 
way  of  Union  meetings,  or  memorials,  or  such  like,  but  a.s  yet  no  direct  appeal 
has  been  made  ta  them,  and  therefore  the  somewhat  quiescent  state  which 
Congregations  have  maintained  is  not  to  be  regarded  as  the  listless  onlooking 
of  indifference,  but  rather  as  an  attitude  of  expectation  that  a  call  and  a  more 
Bpecial  opportunity  will  be  given  them  to  express  their  opinion  on  the  sub- 
ject of  the  proposed  Union  and  the  grounds  of  it. 

It  would  have  been  peculiarly  encouraging  had  there  been  a  general 
response  to  the  invitation  in  the  way  of  united  prayer  among  sessions  and 
congregations,  for  a  divine  blessing  on  the  cause.  We  have  not  been  without 
instances  of  such  brotherly  fellowship  ;  and  these  occasions  where  they  oc- 
curred have  been  felt,  both  by  ministers  and  people,  to  be  times  of  refreshing 
from  the  presence  of  the  Lord.  While  the  Committee  cannot  refrain  from 
the  expression  of  a  wish  that  Christian  and  ministerial  communion  had  been 
more  generaUy  cultivated,  it  would  be  hasty  to  conclude  that  the  compara- 
tive  Bnfrequency  of  such  meetings  is  to  bo  attributed  to  supineneas  in  the 
cause,  or  indisposedness  towards  it  in  any  of  the  negotiating  Churches.  The 
proper  test  will  be  when  the  Churches  at  large  are  appealed  to,  not  merely 
by  the  communication  of  intelligence,  but  by  invitation  from  the  Supreme 
CouriB  to  take  up  the  question  and  to  report  theii  judgment  upon  it. 

Although  the  Programme  had  been  fully  considered  and  approved  when 
the  Committee,  at  last  meeting  of  Synod,  gave  in  their  final  Report,  yet 
circumstances  occurred  which  rendered  it  highly  expedient  to  recur  to 
one  of  the  topics  at  the  meeting  of  the  Joint-Committee.  It  is  well  known 
that  the  question  of  National  Education  was  one  of  the  matters  on  which 
there  was  reason  to  apprehend  some  difference  of  opinion  between  the 
United  Presbyterian  and  the  other  Churches.  This  question  engaged  the 
attention  of  the  Joint-Committee  in  October,  1863,  July,  1866,  and  April, 
1867,  and  was  brought  under  the  consideration  of  Synod  in  the  Committee's 
Reports  for  those  years  refpectively.  The  discussion  of  the  subject  by  the 
Joint-Committee  led  to  what  was  felt  at  the  time  to  be  on  the  whole  a 
favourable  issue.  But  since  then,  and  more  especially  of  late,  active  means 
have  been  employed  to  represent  the  difference  as  one  of  principle,  and  one 
vital  to  the  question  of  Union.  The  charge  has  been  made  in  blunt  and 
starthng  terms,  that  the  real  object  of  United  Presbyterians  is  to  drive 
religion  from  the  National  Schools.    As  might  be  supposed,  this  imputation, 
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indnstriously  ciiculated  as  it  has  been,  was  calculated  to  arouse  a  feeling 
hostile  to  Union  among  the  membeis  of  the  Free  and  of  the'  Reformed  Pres- 
byterian Churches.  Notice  of  it  behoved  to  be  taken  in  the  Joint-Com- 
mittee. The  subject  was  introduced  by  an  honoured  member  of  the  Free 
Church  Committee,  vho  referred  to  it  in  a  most  candid  and  brotherly  spirit, 
and  opportunity  was  taken  by  members  of  your  Committee  to  repudiate  the 
charge.  On  account  of  the  pertinacity  with  which  repreaeutationa  are 
circulated,  and  the  degree  in  which  National  Educatiou  engages  the 
attention  of  the  countiy,  it  seems  to  be  more  than  ever  necessary  to  keep 
befcHv  the  public  mind  the  position  which  our  Church  muutains  regarding 
it — that  instead  of  driving  religion  out  of  the  schools,  our  views  recognise  its 
fundantental  importance  in  every  scheme  for  the  training  of  the  young,  and 
that  our  aim  is  to  secure  the  efficiency  of  religious  instruction  by  placing  it 
under  the  superintendence  of  parents  and  the  Church. 

The  Committee  again  met  on  the  2nd  of  March.  There  was  laid  on  the 
table  an  elaborate  and  reiy  able  paper  from  the  session  of  Coupland  Street, 
Manchester,  proposing  certain  amendments  on  the  Articles  of  Agreement. 
Tbeae  amendments  regard  matters  of  arrangement  and  modes  of  expression, 
and  are  illustrated  with  a  commendable  spirit  of  fairness  and  candour.  The 
Committee  agreed  to  record  that  they  had  perused  the  document  with  much 
interest,  and  directed  It  to  be  retained  for  future  use  as  occasion  may  require. 
There  were  also  forwarded  reports,  all  favourable  to  the  proposed  TTnion, 
from  the  Sesaious  of  Montrose  Street,  Wellington  Street,  John  Street,  and 
Greyfriars,  Glasgow ;  aoA  from  the  Session  of  North  Leith. 

On  a  review  of  the  whole  subject,  the  Committee  were  unanimously  of 
opinion  that  the  time  was  come  for  sending  down  to  Preabyteriea  the  question 
(rf  Union  on  the  basis  of  the  Standards  of  the  negotiating  Churches,  with 
the  qualifications  at  present  adopted  by  these  Churches  respectively.  At 
the  meeting  of  the  Joint-Committee,  same  day,  the  same  proposal  was 
lm)nght  forward  by  the  other  Committees,  and  after  full  deliberation  it  was 
adopted  as  the  mind  of  the  Joint-Committee.  This  result  was  the  more 
cordially  agreed  to,  because  there  was  reason  to  believe  that  some  persons 
had  the  idea,  that  the  propositions  known  as  the  Articles  of  Agreement,  were 
designed  to  sketch  a  basis  of  Union,  or  to  furnish  the  materials  for  such. 
This  is  a  mistake  to  which  the  proceedings  of  the  Joint^Committee  gave  no 
just  occasion,  seeing  that  these  articles  were  the  result  of  the  conferences 
which  were  held  from  the  first  with  the  avowed  object  of  ascertaining  how 
far  the  Churches  were  agreed,  and  in  what  they  differed,  that  the  nature  and 
extent  of  such  difference  being  made  to  appear,  the  Churches  might  judge 
whether  the  difference  is  such  as  ought  to  keep  them  asunder.  The  result 
of  the  many  conferences  which  have  been  held  were  duly  presented  to  the 
several  Supreme  Courto  for  their  information  on  this  indispensable  preliminary. 
And  now,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Committee,  the  Supreme  Courts  are  in  a 
condition  to  say  whether  the  information  which  has  been  laid  before  them 
warrants  the  submission  of  the  whole  case,  without  further  delay,  to  the 
Fresbyteriea  of  the  several  Churches,  and  a  call  for  their  deliberate  response 
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to  the  question.  Is  the  way  open  to  &  Union  of  the  Chutchee  on  the  basis  of 
the  standards  which  they  hold  in  oonunon  i 

Ttie  Committee  have  nothing  further  to  connnnnicate  j  but  though  their 
meetings,  this  last  year  of  their  appointment,  have  been  few,  and  the  subject 
matter  of  their  Report  of  smaU  compass,  they  feel  that  it  bears  on  one  of  the 
most  momentous  stages  of  the  great  and  sacred  movement  which  has  for 
nearly  seven  yeats  engaged  their  attention.  All  that  is  past  has  been  pre* 
paratory  to  the  decisive  step  which  is  now  proposed  to  be  taken- 

It  ia  not  for  the  Committee  to  anticipate  the  result  of  as  appeal  to  the 
Charcb  if  the  Synod  should  see  meet  to  adopt  this  course.  But  whatever 
the  response  may  be,  it  can  hardly  be  qnestioned  that  it  is  high  time  that 
the  voice  of  the  Church  were  heard.  It  ia  to  be  hoped  that  it  will  be  ex- 
pressed nnder  a  solemn  sense  of  the  responsibility  of  every  individual  to  seek 
divine  direction,  to  view  the  question  in  the  light  of  evidence,  and  to  guard 
against  every  unfair  bias.  Nor  ia  it  out  of  phice  to  express  a  hope  that  the 
leadings  of  Providence  wiU  be  recognised  as  of  more  than  ordinary  significance 
in  the  movements  of  the  time.  We  have  seen  the  two  great  branches  of 
the  American  Church,  after  long  years  of  estnmgement,  again  one  in  the 
Lord — re-united  on  the  identical  basis  proposed  for  the  nnion  of  the  Churches 
now  negotiating,  amoug  whom  there  exist  no  such  differences  in  doctrine  as 
rent  in  twain  the  Presbyterianism  of  the  United  States.  We  have  blessed 
Ood  for  this  example  of  separated  brethren  again  dweUing  together  in  unity. 
Accomplished  how  ?  Not  by  "the  wisdom  of  the  wise;"  not  "  by  the  under- 
standing of  the  prudent ;"  but  by  "  My  Spirit,  saith  the  Lord."  Prayer 
opened  the  heavens.  The  Spirit  was  poured  from  on  high.  Hills  melted 
like  wax  at  the  presence  of  the  Lord.  Before  Zerubb&bel  the  mountain  be< 
came  a  plain  ;  the  divided  host  saw  the  arm  of  the  Lord  revealed,  and  with 
mutual  greetings  walked  into  each  other's  embrace.  Why  ehoold  not 
Scottish  Inrethren,  with  less  to  sunder  them,  yearn  for,  and  expect  a  ^milar 
jubilee  f 

These  are  not  the  times  for  divided  counsels  and  internecine  war,  when 
Borne  is  strengthening  her  stakes.  If  with  so  many  internal  schisms  she 
succeed  1^  worldly  policy  in  hiding  her  wounds  and  bruises  from  public 
gaze,  the  more  shame  to  those  who,  belon^g  to  one  household  of  faith,  per- 
sist in  exposing  to  every  pa88e^by  their  femily  quarrels,  which  >ome  without 
are  ready  to  foment  in  hope  of  profiting  by  their  neighbour's  contentions,  and 
others  enjoy  with  a  leer  of  contempt,  over  which  devout  men  make  great 
lamentation,  as  devout  men  behove  to  do.

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FINDING  ON  THE  SUBJECT  OF  FORMULAS. 

"  The  Joint-Committee  entered  into  conversalJOD  on  the  subject  of  formulas 
used  in  the  Heveral  Churches,  and  relative  questions  in  connenon  with  the 
report  of  the  Free  Church  Committee  thereanent  After  comparing  the  state- 
ments in  the  sever^  foimnl^,  and  qaestions  put  to  office-bearers  at  ordination 
and  admissiw),  as  well  as  to  students,  previously  to  their  bdng  licensed  as 
p-obationeTS,  and  after  conversation  thereanent,  the  Joint-Committee  hereby 
recOTd  their  gratificatJon  at  finding'  that  there  appears  to  be  no  intended 
difference  of  meaning  in  the  diversity  of  expression  in  adhering  to  the  West- 
minster Confession  of  Faith,  and  that  there  doea  not  appear  to  be  any  difficulty 
(xuutected  with  that  diversity  as  to  an  agreement  by  the  several  Churches  in  a 
comnuMi  formula.  In  this  finding,  the  Committee  do  not  embrace  any  definite 
conclnsion  aa  to  the  manner  in  which  the  views  of  the  several  Chnrches  on  the 
subject  of  the  relation  of  the  civil  mag^trate  to  religion  and  the  Church  are  at 
pieAent  expressed  in  their  respective  formulas,  or  in  which  they  onght  to  be 
dealt  wHh  in  the  f<»mnla  of  the  proposed  Union  Church.  The  fittmg  time  for 
framing  such  a  f(Kmnla  will  not  arrive  till  a  basis  of  union  shall  have  been 
agreed  on," — See  Appendix  to  Minuter,  ilay,  1869,  p.  796.

ciplea  as  to  the  duties  of  nations  and  their  rulers  in  reference  to  true  rehgion 
and  the  Chnrch  of  Christ,  for  which  she  has  hitherto  contended,  she  disclaims 
intolerant  or  persecuting  principles,  and  does  not  regard  her  Confeesiqn  of 
Faith,  or  any  portion  thereof,  when  fairly  interpreted,  as  favouring  intolerance 
or  persecution,  or  consider  that  her  office-bearers,  by  subscribing  it,  profess 
any  principles  inconsistent  with  liberty  of  conscience  and  the  right  of  private 
judgment.

BASES  OP  UNION  ADOPTED  BY  PRESBYTERIAN  CHUEOHES  IN 
BRITISH  COLONIES. 

I^FRESBTTBRUN  CHUKCH  OF  VICTOItlA.— 7(ft  Apnl,  1859. 

1.  That  the  Westminster  CoDfession  of  Ftuth,  the  Larger  and  Shorter 
Catechisms,  the  Form  of  Presbyterian  Chmx:h  Goverumeut,  tiie  Directory  for 
FalJic  Wor^p,  and  the  Second  Book  of  Disdplise,  be  the  standards  and 
formularies  of  this  Church. 

2.  Tliat,  inasmuch  as  there  \b  a  difference  of  opdnion  in  regard  to  the 
doctrines  contained  in  these  standards  relative  to  the  power  and  dnty  of  the 
Civil  Magistrate  in  matters  of  religion,  the  office-bearers  of  this  Church,  iu 
subscribing  Uiese  standards  and  formularies,  are  not  to  be  held  as  counteuandng 
any  persecuting  or  intolerant  principles,  or  aa  professing  any  views  in  refer- 
ence to  the  power  and  duty  of  the  Civil  Ma^trate,  inconsistent  with  the 
liberty  of  personal  consdenoe,  or  the  right  of  private  ju^ment. 

9.  That  this  Synod  asserts  for  itself  a  separate  and  independent  character 
and  pofiitiOQ  as  a  Cfaurcb,  possesses  supreme  jurisdictjcm  over  its  subordmate 
judicatories,  congregations,  and  people,  and  will  receive  all  ministers  and 
preachers  from  other  Presbyterian  Chnrches  applymg  for  adiius»on,  who  shall 
therenpon  become  subject  to  its  authority  alone. 

H.— PRESBYTERIAN  CHURCH  OP  NOVA  SCOTIA.— Octoio- 41ft,  J^eo. 

The  Synod  of  tbe  Prest^teriaD  Church  of  Nova  Scotia,  and  the  Synod  of 
the  Free  Church  of  Nova  Scotia,  recognising  each  other  as  Churches  of  Christ, 
deploring  the  differences  which  have  hi^erto  eusted  between  them,  and 
desirous  of  forming  a  anion,  agree  to  the  foUowing  statement  of  prindples  as  a 
basis: — 

1.  That  whatever  designation  mi^  be  adopted  by  the  United  Church,  it 
shall  be  in  all  respects  free  and  comi^etely  independent  of  foreign  jurisdictaoa 
and  iuterierenoe,  but  may  hold  friendly  intercourse  with  sister  chnrches,  whoso 
soundness  in  ijie  f^th,  and  whose  eodesiastical  polity,  accord  with  the  senti- 
ments of  the  united  body. 

2.  That  the  great  object  of  imion  shall  be  the  advancement  of  the  Redeemer's 
Mory  by  a  more  visible  expres^on  of  the  unity  and  love  of  the  members  of 
<jhrist's  body,  the  cultivation  of  a  more  fervent  piety,  devoted  zeal,  and  prac- 
tical godliness,  and  subordinate  thereto  the  setting  forth  of  a  more  muted 
testimony  agunst  all  Popish,  Sodniau,  Arminian,  Erastian,  and  other  heresies, 
as  these  have  been  exhibited  in  past  ages,  or  are  now  manifested  nnder  the 
garb  of  the  reUgion  of  Jesus,  and  tbe  providing  by  the  combined  exertions  of 
the  United  Body  of  a  duly  qualified  ministry  for  an  efficient  dispensation  of 
gospel  ordinances  within  our  bounds,  and  for  the  enlargement  and  permanence 
of  the  church,  and  the  preparation  of  a  platform  of  discipline  for  the  sake  of 
ohtuntng  uniformity  in  the  proceedings  of  church  courts. 
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S.  Tluit  the  standards  of  the  United  Church  shall  be  the  Westminater  G<m- 
feesion  of  Faith,  with  the  Catechiams  Larger  aad  Shortei';  the  followiojf 
exfdaaatjons  being  Bubjoiaed,  in  reference  to  the  statemeat  of  the  Confessicm 
regarding  the  power  of  the  Civil  Magistrate,  circa  sacra,  as  timited  by  the  Act 
irf  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Churcli  of  Scotltmd,  27th  August,  1647,  and 
excepted  to  by  the  Presbyterian  Charch  of  Nova  Scotia. 

Ist,  That  the  United  Body  disclaim,  as  unscriptural,  all  right  on  the  part 
of  the  Civil  Magistrate  to  regulate  or  review  the  procedure  of  the  courts  of 
Christ's  church,  mtdntaining  that  the  church  is  a  free  institution  under  law  to 
JeaoB,  and  to  be  held  entirdy  by  His  authority,  and  furnisbed  by  Him  with 
ample  power  to  meet,  deliberate,  and  consult  iu  Hia  naaie,  whenever,  and  aa 
often  BB  the  rights  or  interests  or  government  of  TTU  house  may  require. 

2d,  That  while  recognising  Magisterial  authority  as  an  ordinance  of  God 
iar  good  to  man,  and  holding,  in  the  language  of  the  Associate  Presbytery, 
that  "  it  is  peculiarly  incumbent  on  every  civil  state  wherein  Christianity  is 
introduced,  to  stndy  tmd  bring  to  pass  that  civil  government  among  them,  even 
iu  agreeableness  to  the  mind  of  God,  be  subservient  to  the  spiritual  kingdom 
of  Jesus  Christ,  and  tothe  interests  of  true  religion,"  a  principle  clearly  founded 
on  the  supremacy  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  over  the  chun^  and  ova  the  nations, 
the  United  Body  repudiates  the  idea  of  attomptiug  to  enforce  the  belief  or 
professioD  of  Christiamty  by  the  power  of  the  sword,  as  alike  contrary  to  the 
law  of  Christ,  the  spirit  of  Uis  gospel,  the  rights  of  consdence,  and  the 
liberties  of  man, 

3d,  Finally,  while  recognising  the  responsibilities  of  the  Civil  Magistrate 
to  God,  and  praying  foe  the  time  when  Mngs  shall  be  nursing  fathei's,  and 
their  queens  nursing  mothers  to  the  church,  the  Synod  finds  that  the  question 
as  to  nie  mode  in  which  the  Civil  Magistrate  may  discharge  his  responsibilities, 
is  one  on  which,  in  their  circumstances,  they  are  not  called  upon  to  come  to 
any  deliverance, 

hl-canada  pbesbtterean  cmmcR.~Jiim,  isex. 

•'The  Preal^rian  Church  of  Canada,"  and  "The  United  Presbyterian 
Church  in  Canada,"  believing  that  it  would  be  for  the  glory  of  God,  and  for 
the  advancement  of  the  cause  of  Christ  iu  the  land,  that  they  should  be  united 
and  form  one  Church,  do  agree  to  unite  on  the  following  hams,  to  be  sub- 
scribed by  the  Moderators  of  the  respective  Synods  in  their  name  and  behalf; 
decUiing  at  the  same  time,  that  no  inference  from  the  fourth  Article  of  stud 
BauB  is  held  to  be  le^timate,  which  asserts  that  the  Civil  Magistrate  has  the 
right  to  prescribe  the  faith  of  the  Church,  or  to  interfere  with  the  freedom  of 
her  ecclesiastical  action ;  further,  that  unanimity  of  sentiment  is  not  required 
in  regard  to  the  practical  application  of  the  principle  embodied  in  the  said 
fourth  Article,  and  that,  whatever  differences  of  sentiment  may  arise  on  these 
subjects,  sU  action  in  reference  thereto  shall  be  regulated  by,  and  be  subject 
to,  the  recognised  principles  of  Presbyterian  Church  order. 

Article  I.  Of  Hoty  Ser^ourt. — Tliat  the  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and  New 
Testaments,  bemg  the  inspued  Word  of  God,  are  the  supreme  and  infallible 
rule  of  faith  and  llf  & 

Artade  II.  0/  the  Sviordmate  Slcmdardt. — ^That  the  'Westminster  Confession 
of  Faith,  with  the  Larger  and  Shorter  Catechisms,  are  received  by  this  Church 
as  her  subordmate  Standards. 

Bat  whereas  certmn  sections  of  the  said  Confession  of  F^th  which  treat  of 
the  power  or  duty  of  the  Civil  M^istrate  have  been  objected  to,  as  teaching 
principles  adverse  both  to  the  right  of  private  ju^ment  in  religions  matters, 
and  to  the  prerogatives  which  Christ  has  vested  in  hia  Churcb,  it  is  to  be 
understood  as  fdlows : —  05 
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1.  That  no  ioterpretation  or  reception  of  those  sections  is  held  by  tbia 
Church  which  would  interfere  with  the  fullest  forbearance  as  to  any  differ- 
ences of  opinion  which  may  prevail  on  the  question  of  the  endowment  of  the 
Church  by  the  State. 

2.  That  no  interpretation  or  reception  of  these  sections  is  required  by  this 
Church  vhich  would  accord  to  the  State  any  auth<Hity  to  violate  that  lib^y 
of  consdenoe  and  right  of  private  judgment,  which  are  asserted  in  Chap.  XX., 
Sec  2,  of  the  Confession,  and  in  accordance  with  the  statements  of  which  this 
Church  holds,  that  every  person  oaght  to  be  at  full  liberty  to  search  the 
Scriptures  for  himself,  and  to  follow  out  what  he  conscienlionsly  beUeves  to 
he  ttie  doctrine  of  Scripture,  without  let  ot  hindrance,  provided  that  no  one  is 
allowed,  nnder  pretext  of  following  the  dictates  of  conscience,  to  interfere  with 
the  peace  and  good  ordw  of  sodety. 

%.  That  no  interpretation  or  reception  of  these  sections  is  required  by  this 
Church,  which  would  admit  of  any  interference  on  the  part  of  the  State  with 
the  spiritual  independence  of  the  Church,  as  set  forth  in  Ch^.  XXX.  <^  the 
Confession. 

III.  0/  Ae  Headship  of  Christ — That  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  ia  the  <Hily 
King  and  Kead  of  His  Church ;  that  Ke  has  made  her  free  from  all  extemu 
or  secular  authority  in  the  administration  of  her  affiurs,  and  that  she  is  bonnd 
to  assert  and  defend  thb  liberty  to  the  utmost,  and  ought  not  to  enter  into 
such  engagements  with  any  party  as  would  be  prejudicial  thereto. 

IV-  Of  the  Headship  of  Christ  over  the  Natitma  and  the  Duly  of  tht  Ciril 
Magistrate. — That  the  Lord  Jesns  Christ,  as  the  Mediator,  is  invested  with 
universal  sovereignty,  and  is,  therefore.  King  of  nations,  and  that  all  men,  in 
every  capadty  and  relation,  sue  bound  to  obey  His  will  as  revealed  in  His 
word ;  and  particdarly,  that  the  civU  magistrate  (including  in  that  term,  all 
who  are  in  any  way  concerned  in  the  le^lative  or  administrative  action  of 
the  State),  is  bound  to  regnlate  his  offidal  procedure,  as  well  as  his  personal 
conduct,  by  the  revealed  will  of  Christ. 

V.  Of  Church  Govenvnad. — That  the  system  of  pdity  ediihited  m  the 
"Westnunster  Form  of  Presbyterian  Church  Government,"  in  so  far  as  it 
declares  a  plurality  of  elders  for  each  congregation,  the  official  equality  of 
presbyters  who  minister  in  word  and  doctrine,  witliont  any  officers  in  said 
chureh,  Buperbr  to  sud  preshytera,  and  the  nnity  of  tlie  chiux:h  in  a  due  Bnb< 
ordination  of  a  smaller  part  to  a  larger,  and  of  a  larger  to  the  whole,  is  the 
government  of  this  Church,  and  is,  in  the  general  features  of  it  therein  set 
forth,  bdieved  by  this  Church  to  be  founded  on,  and  agreeable  to,  the  Word  of 
Gfod. 

VI.  Of  Worthy. — That  the  ordinances  of  worship  shall  be  administered  in 
this  Church  as  they  have  heretofore  been,  by  the  respective  bodies  of  which  it 
b  a»nposed,  in  a  general  accordimce  wim  the  directdons  contained  in  th» 
Weetmuster  Directory  of  Worship. 

IV.— PRESBYTBRUN  CHURCH  OF  NEW  ZEALAND.— SSA  Nov.,  laSS. 

FreamhU. — We,  the  undersigned  ministers  and  elders  of  the  Preslwterian 
Church  of  Otago,  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  Auckland,  and  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church  of  Wellington,  and  the  several  other  undersigned  miniBters  and 
elders  in  New  Zealand,  believing  that  it  would  be  for  the  glory  of  God  and  the 
advancement  of  the  cause  of  Christ,  that  we  should  unite  and  form  one  Church, 
do  hereby  agree  so  to  onite  onder  the  name  and  title  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  of  New  Zealand,  and  resolve  that  the  following  be  adopted  as  the 
"  basis  of  union." 

1,  That  the  Word  of  God,  as  contwned  in  the  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and 
New  Testaments,  is  the  only  infalliUe  nile  of  ffuth  and  practice,  and  tiw  only 
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oeituQ  standard  hy  which  all  mattera  of  dbctrine,  wcH'ship,  gOTemment,  and 
disd{JiDe  in  the  church  of  Christ  are  to  be  dedded. 

2.  That  the  Westaunster  ConfeHsion  of  Faith,  the  Larger  and  Shorter 
Gatechiams,  are  adopted  as  the  tubon&uUe  Standards  of  this  Chtirch ;  as  also 
the  Directory  for  Public  Worship,  the  form  of  Presbyteriaa  GovernmeDt,  aad 
the  First  and  Second  Books  of  Discipline,  m  so  far  as  these  latter  are  ap{dicable 
to  the  circumBtances  of  the  Church, 

In  reference  to  these  tubonHnatt  Standards,  this  Church  thinks  it  right  to 
declare, — 

(1.)  That  inasmuch  as  the  doctriuea  therein  contained,  relative  to  the  power 
(^  m&  civil  magistrate,  are  liable  to  a  difference  of  interpretation,  her  odSce> 
bearers,  ia  subscribing  her  standards,  are  not  to  be  held  as  conntenaiKdng

(2.)  That  this  Church,  while  recognising  the  authorit;^  of  the  dvU  magis- 
trate in  his  own  province,  and  the  great  principle  of  the  responsibility  of  nations 
and  rol^a  to  God,  asserts  for  herself  a  distinct  and  iadependent  character  and 
poaitioD  i  dvms,  as  vested  in  her  superior  conrts,  supreme  and  exdusive 
jurisdiction  in  matters  spiritual  over  all  her  office-bearers,  coogregatious,  and 
people ;  and  declares  that  no  spiritual  privH^e  enjoyed  by  her  officei-beaFers 
and  membere  is  subject  to  the  control  or  interference  of  any  body  foreign  to 
herself.

2.  That  the  Westminster  Confession  of  Faith,  the  Larger  and  Shorter 
Catechisms,  the  form  of  Presbyterian  Chorch  Government,  the  Directory  for 
PuUic  Worship,  and  the  Second  Book  of  Disdpline  are  the  tubordmOe  Standards 
and  formnlaries  of  this  Church. 

3.  That,  inasmuch  as  there  is  a  difference  of  opinion  in  regard  to  the  doc- 
trines contained  in  these  standards,  relative  to  the  power  and  dnty  of  the  dvQ 
magistrate,  in  matters  of  religion,  IJie  office-bearers  of  this  Church,  in  subscrib- 
ing these  standards  and  formnlaries,  are  not  to  be  held  as  conntenancing  any 
persecuting  or  iutolerant  prindples,  or  as  professing  any  views  iu  reference  to 
the  power  and  duty  of  the  dvil  magistrate,  inconsistent  with  the  liberty  of 
personal  consdence,  or  the  right  of  private  judgment. 

4.  That  this  Chnrch  asserts  for  itself  a  separate  and  independent  character 
and  portion,  possesses  supreme  jurisdiction  over  its  subordinate  judicatories, 
ctHigregatdons,  and  people,  and  will  receive  ministere  and  preachers  from  other 
Presbyterian  Churches  applying  for  admission,  on  an  equal  footing,  who  shall 
thereupon  beccHoe  subject  to  its  anthori^  alone. 

VL-PRESBTTERIAN  CHURCH  OP  SOUTH  AUSTRALIA.— Afay  10,  1866.

with  tneee  articles. 

Jfolt. — That  the  Form  of  Presbyterian  Chnrch  Government,  and  ^ba 
Directory  for  Public  Worsiup,  are  regarded  by  this  Chnrch  as  containing  ex- 
cellent snggestions  on  the  points  discussed,  and  beoce  as  wwtby  of  the  cuefnl 
coDBhteration  of  mlniaterB  and  office-hdders. 

TIL— FRESBTTEBIAK  CHDBCH  OF  NEW  SOUTH  WALEa— &pt,  1865.

REPORT  ON  GENERAL  STATISTICS. 

Mat  1870. 

Fos  the  first  time  Bince  the  attempt  was  made  to  collect  the  Annnal 
Statistics  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church,  it  can  be  reported  that 
there  is  no  congregation  on  the  Sjmod's  roll,  from  which  a  Schedale  of 
Statistics  has  never  been  retomed.  The  nnmber  of  congregations  which 
had  declined  to  make  returns  has  been  annually  diminishing ;  and  this 
jear  it  has  been  reduced  to  zero,  aa  the  two  congregations  which  were 
mentioned  in  last  year's  report  as  not  having  made  any  return,  have 
recently  sent  in  their  schedules,  and  have  proved,  by  the  retnma  now 
made,  that  they  had  previonsly  withheld  their  reports  from  no  feeling 
of  inferiority  to  other  churches,  either  in  numbers  or  in  liberality  of 
contribntion.  While,  however,  there  is  no  congregation  which  has  not 
at  some  tJme  given  in  a  Statistical  Betum,  there  are  five  congregations 
which  have  not  filled  up  the  schedules  sent  to  them  for  the  year  1869; 
and  of  these,  two  belong  to  the  Presbytery  of  Glasgow,  and  one  to  each 
of  the  Presbyteries  of  Aunandale,  Berwick,  and  Stirling.  The  Schedules 
of  Statistics  for  the  year  1869  have  thus  been  filled  up  and  returned  \>y 
595  congregations ;  and  the  returns  have  been  complete  from  27  ont  of 
the  31  Presbyteries  of  the  Church.  The  following  table  exhibits  the  pro- 
gressive increase  in  the  number  of  congregations  by  which  the  annual 
returns  have  been  made : — 
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The  number  of  congregations  on  the  Synod's  roll  has  been  increased 
dnring  the  year  1869,  from  599  to  600.  Four  new  congregations  have 
been  erected  during  that  year, — namely,  one  at  Pendleton,  Manchester, 
by  the  Presbytery  of  Lancashire ;  one  at  Bow,  on  the  east  of  London, 
by  the  Presbjrtery  of  London ;  one  at  Dennistonn,  by  the  Presbytery  of 
Glasgow;  and  one  at  InnellaD,  on  the  Clyde,  by  the  Presbytery  of  Paisley 
and  Greenock ;  and  these  fonr  added  to  the  599'congregatioQ8  previonslj 
on  the  Synod's  roll,  would  have  made  a  total  number  of  603.  Bat 
during  the  year  the  congregation  at  Sixtowns,*Ireland,  has  been  removed 
from  the  roll  of  the  Presbytery  of  Ireland;  the  two  congregations 
formerly  existing  in  Crieff  have  been  formed  into  one  church ;  and  the 
two  congregations  at  Duntocher,  and  Old  Kilpatrick,  Craigs,  have  been 
anited  as  the  congregation  of  Craigs  and  Duntocher.  The  names  of 
three  congregations  have  thus  been  taken  from  the  number  on  the  roll 
of  the  Synod,  reducing  the  actual  number  of  congregations  at  Slst 
December  186d  to  600,  and  the  increase  in  the  number  of  congregations 
in  that  year  to  one. 

The  number  of  baptisms,  bo^  of  infants  and  adults,  has  been  very 
nearly  the  same  as  in  the  preceding  year.  In  1868  the  number  of  infants 
baptized  was  11,544,  and  of  adnlts  80,  making  the  total  number  of  bap- 
tisms 11,624;  and  in  1869,  the  number  of  infants  baptised  was  11,540, 
and  of  adults  96,  making  the  total  number  11,636.  There  has  conse- 
quently been  a  decrease  of  4  in  the  number  of  infants  baptieed,  but  an 
increase  of  16  in  the  number  of  adolts,  and  of  12  in  the  whole  number 
of  the  baptiaed.  It  is  most  satisfactory  to  record  that  the  returns  again 
indicate  a  very  considerable  increase  in  the  provision  made  in  connection 
with  congregations  for  tlie  religious  training  of  the  young.  The  number 
of  Sabbath-school  teachers  has  again  risen  from  9753  to  10,036,  show- 
ing an  increase  of  283;  and  the  number  of  scholars  has  risen  from 
75,549  to  79,238,  showing  an  increase  of  3689  children  and  young  per- 
sons under  instruction.  The  number  of  Bible  classes  taught  by  ministera 
and  elders  in  1869  is  returned  as  731,  which  is  35  less  than  the  number 
reported  in  166S,  bat  shows  an  increase  of  14  over  the  returns  for  1867. 
Of  these  731  Bible  classes,  555,  or  12  less  than  in  the  previous  year, 
attended  by  17,225  young  persons,  or  119  less  than  in  1868,  have  been 
taught  by  ministers,  while  the  rest  hare  been  taught  by  the  eldership. 
The  aggregate  attendance  on  the  whole  731  classes  has  been  20,475, 
showing  a  diminution  for  the  year  1869  of  469,  but  ^ving  an  increase 
of  2033  within  the  last  three  years. 

The  number  of  members  in  full  communion  with  the  United  Pres- 
byterian Church  at  the  close  of  the  year  1869,  is  reported  as  178,423, 
showing  a  numerical  increase  during  the  year  of  518 ;  and  the  average 
Sabbath  attendance  is  returned  as  205,187,  which  also  shows  an  increase 
dnring  the  past  year  of  338.    The  average  membership  in  each  congre- 
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gation  is  297,  and  the  average  attendance  is  842, — these  aTerages  being 
exactly  the  same  as  those  given  in  last  year's  report. 

The  number  of  members  has  been  diminished  during  the  past  year 
in  the  following  21  Presbyteries, — namely,  Annandale,  Arbroath,  Banff- 
shire, Berwick,  Bachan,  Cvlisle,  Capar,  Dumfries,  Elgin  and  Inverness, 
Falkirk,  Galloway,  Kelso,  Kilmarnock,  Kinross,  Kirkcaldy,  Lanark, 
London,  Melrose,  Orkney,  Paisley  and  Greenock,  and  Perth, — the 
diminadon  being  largest  in  the  Presbyteries  of  Perth  (183),  and  Kil- 
marnock (155),  being  above  50  in  each  of  the  Presbyteries  of  Berwick, 
Cupar,  £]gin  and  Inverness,  Falkirk,  Kelso,  Kirkcaldy,  Lanark,  and 
LondoD,  and  ranging  from  12  to  35  in  the  other  eleven  Presbyteries 
named  abo%'a.  In  the  remaining  ten  Presbyteries  of  the  Church,  the 
nnmber  of  members  has  been  increased  during  the  year  1869, — the 
lai^est  nnmber  of  accessions  having  been  in  the  Presbyteries  of  Glasgow, 
which  has  added  884,  and  of  Lancashire,  which  has  added  212.  The 
Presbyteries  of  Aberdeen  and  Dandee  have  each  added  considerably 
more  than  100  members  during  the  year;  and  in  the  remaining  Fresby^ 
teries  of  Dunfermline,  Edinburgh,  Hamilton,  Ireland,  Newcastle,  aqd 
Stirling,  the  increase  of  membership  has  ranged  between  9  and  63,  being 
least  in  the  Presbytery  of  Dunfermline,  and  largest  in  that  of  Ireland. 

As  this  diminution  of  the  membership  of  the  Church  over  so  large  a 
portion  of  its  area  is  a  fact  that  shontd  arrest  the  attention  of  the  Synod, 
and  should  e^ccite  inquiry  as  to  its  causes,  and  the  means  by  which  its 
increase  may  be  prevented,  a  tabular  statement  has  been  prepared,  to 
exhibit  the  number  of  congregations  in  each  Presby^ry  in  which  the 
decrease  in  the  number  of  members  has  not  exceeded  ten,  or  has  been 
more  than  ten ;  the  number  of  congregations  in  which  the  increase  of  the 
membership  has  not  exceeded  ten,  or  has  been  more  than  ten ;  the  number 
of  congregations  in  each  Presbytery;  the  number  of  congregations  in 
the  larger  cities  and  towns,  or  their  vicinity,  and  the  proportion  o^f  these 
in  which  the  membership  has  increased ;  and  tlie  number  of  congrega- 
^ons  in  smaller  towns  and  rural  districts,  with  the  proportion  of  these  in 
which  the  meqiberphip  h^  not  diminished.  From  that  t^Ue  it  will  be 
seen,  that  of  the  600  congregations  on  the  Synod's  roll,  there  are  274  in 
which  the  membership  has  increased,  54  in  which  the  number  of  members 
has  been  the  same  in  1869  as  in  1868,  and  272  in  which  the  membership 
has  dimipished,  Also,  that  of  the  212  congregations  classified  as  jn  or 
near  to  large  towns,  there  are  119  in  which  the  number  of  members  baa 
been  increased,  and  therefore  93  in  which  it  has  been  stattoqary,  or  has 
decreased ;  while  of  the  388  congregations  classified  as  located  in  small 
towns  and  rural  districts,  there  are  only  155  in  which  an  increase  of  the 
number  of  members  is  returned,  and,  consequently,  233  in  which  the 
membership  has  been  either  stationary  or  retrograde.  The  table  is 
tabjoined. 
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The  number  of  students  enrolled  in  the  Ideological  Hall  for  the 
session  of  1869  was  146,  of  whom  i  were  private  students.  The  regular 
students  were  thus  142,  heing  three  more  than  in  the  year  1868 ;  and 
of  these,  28  were  of  the  fifth  year,  25  of  the  fourth  year,  31  of  the  third, 
30  of  the  second,  and  28  of  the  first  year.  The  gradual  increase  in  the 
number  of  students  which  has  been  noted  in  several  previous  years  has 
thus  been  continued  in  1869,  and  is  therefore  the  more  hopeful  and 
satisfactory. 
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The  nnmber  of  paid  agents  employed  as  missiooaries,  Bible-women, 
catechiatB,  etc.,  in  conuection  with  the  congregations  of  the  Synod,  has 
been  retamed  for  the  year  1869  as  188,  being  5  less  than  in  the  previoiiB 
year.  Of  these  agents  there  are  employed  in  the  Presbytery  of  Aber- 
deen, 2 ;  of  Banffshire,  1 ;  of  Berwick,  1 ;  of  Bachan,  1 ;  of  Carlisle,  1 ; 
of  Dundee,  4 ;  of  Dunfermline,  5 ;  of  Edinburgh,  32 ;  of  Elgin  and 
loveraess,  2 ;  of  Falkirk,  1 ;  of  Glasgow,  88 ;  of  Hamilton,  1 ;  of  Kil- 
marnock, 1;  of  Lanark,  1-;  of  Lancashire,  16;  of  London,  5;  of  Mel- 
rose, 2 ;  of  Newcastle,  3 ;  of  Orkney,  10 ;  of  Paisley  and  Greenock,  8  ; 
of  Perth,  1 ;  and  of  Stirling,  2.  These  agents  are  consequently  em- 
plcyed  in  every  district  of  the  Church,  though  they  are  necessarily  most 
numerous  in  those  central  districts  in  which  the  population  is  more 
densely  massed  together,  and  in  which  there  is  the  greater  need  for  their 
employment.  On  the  labours  of  some  of  them  there  have  manifestly 
rested  the  tokens  of  a  divine  blessing ;  and  it  is  hoped  that  in  every  district 
in  which  they  prosecute  their  tinostentatious  labours  of  Christian  com- 
pas»oD  and  love,  they  are  both  blessed  and  made  a  blessing,  and  become 
as  a  sweet  savour  of  Christ  to  those  among  whom  they  publish  the  glad 
tJdioga  of  '  redemption  throogh  His  blood,  the  forgiveness  of  sins,  accord- 
ing to  the  riches  of  His  grace.' 

From  the  statistics  of  persons  and  agencies  the  returns  proceed  to 
those  of  income  and  expenditure,  and  the  total  income  of  the  Church 
may  he  distributed  under  two  heads: — Itt,  Income  which  appears  in  the 
Treasurer's  accouota,  and  in  the  statistical  returns,  as  contributed  by  con- 
gregations, and  which  may,  therefore,  be  regarded  as  strictly  congrega- 
tional ;  and,  2d,  Licome  derived  from  legacies,  contributions  by  foreign 
mission  churches,  and  donations  from  individuals  belonging  either  to  our 
own  or  to  other  denominations,  who  pay  their  contributions  direct  to 
the  Synod's  Treasurer,  without  passing  them  through  any  congregational 
society.  The  latter  head  of  the  Treasurer's  accounts  represents  income 
which  is  more  fluctuating  and  precarioDs ;  the  former  head  includes  the  - 
more  reliable  sources  of  income,  and  is  more  closely  associated  with  the 
pennaneot  progress  and  prosperity  of  the  Church.  Under  this  head 
of  congregational  income,  we  may,  however,  again  distinguish  between 
income  obtained  for  strictly  congregational  purposes,  and  income  con- 
tributed for  missionary  and  benevolent  purposes. 

The  congregational  income  returned  in  the  Schedules  of  Statistics 
for  1869,  as  collected  for  such  congregational  purposes  as  the  support 
of  Mrdiuances,  the  erection,  enla]^;ement,  or  repair  of  buildings,  the 
liquidation  of  congregational  debt,  and  other  items  of  interior  ex- 
penditure, is  £209,682,  lis.  3d.,  which  is  £14,  19s.  2d.  less  than  the 
expenditure  for  the  same  purposes  in  the  year  1868;  but  the  amount 
returned  as  contributed  in  1869  for  missionary  and  benevolent  purposes

is  £63,979,  128.  lOd.,  which  is  £4660, 138.  8d.  more  than  the  sum  re- 
ceived for  these  purposes  in  the  year  1868.  Under  both  heads  of  congre- 
gational income  the  amount  returned  as  collected  in  1869  is  £273,663, 
4s.  Id.;  which  exceeds  the  total  congregational  income  for  1^68  bj 
£4645,  14b.  6d. ; — an  increase  which  is  so  much  the  more  grat<fying  and 
encouraging,  because  it  was  made  after  so  long  a  series  of  annual  ad- 
vances in  the  development  of  the  resources  of  the  Church.  Commencing 
with  the  year  1860,  the  amounts  retnrned  as  congregational  inoome  daring 
the  last  ten  years  have  been— £202,052 ;  £205,166 ;  £202,875;  £316,018; 
£229,549 ;  £246,701 ;  £260,540 ;  £265,561 ;  £269,016 ,  and  £273,662  ; 
the  income  for  1869  exceeding  that  of  1859  by  £81,301 ;  and  the  aggre- 
gate amount  collected  and  contributed  in  the  ten  years  ending  at  31st 
December  1869  having  been  £2,371,140,  or  £81,201  more  than  was 
collected  in  the  ten  years  ending  at  31st  December  1868. 

The  amount  received  under  the  second  general  head  of  the  Church's 
income, — namely,  income  derived  from  legacies,  and  from  other  contribtt- 
tions  and  donations  which  are  not  included  in  congregational  retams,  for 
the  ten  years  which  ended  with  1868,  was  £169,766,  showing  a  yearly 
average  of  £16,976 ;  while  the  amount  received  in  1859,  the  first  year  of 
the  decade,  was  £9597,  and  the  sum  reported  as  received  In  1868,  the  last 
year  of  the  ten,  was  £49,837,  this  branch  of  income  having  been  increased 
during  that  year  by  the  large  legacies,  amounting  to  £36,000,  which  were 
bequeathed  to  the  funds  of  the  Church  by  the  late  John  Henderson,  Esq. 
of  Park.  This  non-congregational  portion  of  the  Church's  income  for 
1869  has  amounted  to  £15,904,  18s.  6d. ;  which,  for  the  reason  stated 
above,  is  nearly  £34,000  less  than  the  sum  received  in  the  previous  year, 
but  is  a  slight  increase  on  this  branch  of  income  for  1867.  The  aggre- 
gate income  under  this  head,  during  the  ten  years  ending  31st  December 
1869,  has  been  £176,074,  which  exceeds  the  aggregate  income  under 
the  same  head,  for  the  ten  years  ending  on  31st  December  1866,  by 
£6308. 

In  the  amonnt  of  contributions  made  through  congregations  for  all 
purposes,  there  has  been,  in  the  year  1869,  a  decrease  in  the  sixteen 
Presbyteries  of  Hamilton,  Melrose,  Paisley  and  C^reenock,  Edinburgh, 
Elgin  and  Inverness,  Buchan,  Falkirk,  Annandale,  Perth,  Orkney, 
Cupar,  Dumfries,  Berwick,  Lanark,  Stirling,  and  Dunfermline ;  this 
diminntion  being  greatest  (£1514)  in  the  Presbytery  of  Hamilton,  and 
least  (£82)  in  the  Presbytery  of  Dunfermline.  In  the  remaining  fifteen 
Presbyteries  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  amount  contributed  in 
1869  for  all  purposes;  this  increase  being  greatest  (£4728)  in  the 
Presbytery  of  Lancashire,  while  in  the  Presbyteiy  of  Xiondon  it  has 
been  £2662,  and  in  the  Presbyteiy  of  Glasgow  £1622.  In  the  four 
Presbyteries  of  Kilmarnock,  Kirkcaldy,  Newcastle,  and  Kinross,  the 
increase  has  ranged  between  £1211  in  Kilmarnock,  and  £905  in  Kin- 
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roBs;  and  ia  the  remaining  Presbyteries  of  Ireland,  Galloway,  Aibroath, 
Banffshire,  Dtmdee,  Carlisle,  Aberdeen,  and  Eelso,  the  increase  baa 
gradually  descended  from  £386  in  the  Presbytery  of  Ireland  to  £1  In 
that  of  Eelso.  In  that  portion  of  the  Chnrch  which  is  located  in  Eng- 
land, and  which  comprises  the  four  Presbyteries  of  Carlisle,  Lancashire, 
London,  and  Newcastle,  together  with  a  portion  of  the  Presbytery  of 
Berwick,  there  has  been,  daring  the  year  1869,  an  increase  of  136  in 
the  number  of  members ;  and  the  increase  in  the  amount  of  contribo- 
tions  for  all  purposes  has  reached  the  large  sum  of  £8415,  lis.  5d. 

The  following  table  exhibits  a  comparative  statement  of  the  mem- 
bership and  the  income  of  the  Presbyteries  of  the  Chnrch  for  the  years 
1868  and  1869 :— 
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The  total  income  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  from  all  sources 
in  the  year  1868  was  larger  than  it  had  been  in  any  previous  year ;  and 
in  consequence  of  the  payment  of  Mr.  Henderson's  princely  bequests  In 
that  year,  it  amounted  to  £818,853,  15s.  9d.  For  the  year  1869  the 
total  income  has  been  £289,567,  2s.  7d.,  which  is  less  Ui.n  the  above 
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income  for  1868  by  £29,286,  13a,  2d.  As  compared  with  the  total 
income  for  the  year  1867  the  retoms  for  the  year  1869  exhibit  an  in- 
crease of  £^263  in  the  latter  year ;  and  if  Mr.  Henderson's  legsdes  be 
deducted  from  the  income  for  1868,  the  balance  will  fall  short  of  the 
income  for  the  year  1869  by  £6714.  In  the  development  of  the  onli- 
nary  financial  resources  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  there  has 
thns  been,  for  a  long  series  of  years,  steady  and  continuoos  progress ; 
and  the  statistical  returns  of  the  past  year  give  no  indications  that  ^e 
highest  limit  has  been  reached,  or  that  the  strength  of  the  Chorch  is 
exhausted.  .  Rather  does  the  stream  of  benevolent  contribution,  which 
during  the  preceding  years  has  run  so  continnonsly  into  the  treasury  of 
the  Church,  attest  that  the  members  of  the  Cfanrch,  'knowing  the  grace 
of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  that,  though  He  was  rich,  yet  for  our  sakes  He 
became  poor,  that  we  through  His  poverty  might  be  rich,'  and  hanng 
'  first  given  their  own  selves  to  the  Lord,'  have  been  brought  under  the 
constraining  influence  of  a  love  to  Christ  which  induces  them  to  conse- 
crate their  substance  and  their  gains  to  His  service  and  to  the  advance- 
ment of  His  kingdom  in  the  world,  and  which,  by  the  strength  and 
tenderness  of  the  motives  to  that  consecration  which  it  supplies,  will 
make  it  continually  more  and  more  cheerful  and  complete.  And  just 
in  as  far  as  these  motives  are  influential  in  controlling  the  innumerable 
^fts  which  so  large  a  number  of  givers  are  casting  into  the  treasury  of 
the  Church,  for  the  support  of  its  ordinances  at  home,  and  for  their 
extension  in  all  the  fields  of  missionary  enterprise  into  which  that  Church 
has  found  an  entrance,  will  they  secure  the  continued  and  increasing 
abundance  of  the  offerings,  by  transforming  them  into  acts  of  worship 
and  of  homage,  which  the  believing  heart  will  delight  to  render  to  its 
Saviour  and  its  King,  by  filling  the  minds  of  the  offerers  with  the 
grateful  conviction  that  the  Lord  Jesus  has  honoured  His  people  by 
placing  the  advancement  of  His  kingdom  and  glory  in  the  world  instru- 
mentally  in  their  hands ;  and  by  imparting  greater  earnestness  and 
fervour  to  the  petitions  which  they  present  for  the  coming  of  His  king- 
dom, and  to  the  efforts  which  they  put  forth  for  hastening  the  advent 
of  that  millennial  age  in  which  *  men  shall  be  blessed  in  Him,  and  all 
nations  shall  call  Him  blessed.' 

The  amount  raised  by  congregations  for  the  payment  of  ministers' 
stipends  has  had  a  special  place  assigned  to  it  in  these  reports.  Last 
year  it  was  reported  that  the  amount  of  the  payments  made  by  congre- 
gations to  their  own  ministers  for  stipend  was  £106,599,  2s.  4d. ;  that 
the  sums  paid  as  allowances  for  travelling  and  other  incidental  expenses 
amoanted  to  £2686,  Is.  6d.  j  and  that  taken  together  these  payments 
amounted  to  £109,285,  Ss.  lOd.,  which  was  an  increase  of  J^d40  be- 
yond the  total  payments  of  the  year  1867,  and  a  near  approximation  to 
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tiie  rate  of  £3000  per  annnm  at  which  the  aggregate  stipends  paid  by 
the  congregations  on  the  Synod's  roll  had  been  steadily  increased  during 
the  ten  years  ending  in  1867.  That  rate  of  increase  has  again  been 
fully  sustained  during  the  year  1869.  In  that  year  the  direct  payments 
for  stipend  made  by  congregations  have  been  £109,932,  73.  lOd.,  and 
the  sums  paid  for  traTelling  and  other  incidental  expenses  have  amounted 
to  £2961,  16s.  Id.,  making  together  as  the  full  amount  of  payments 
£112,894,  3s.  lid.,  and  showing  an  increase  on  the  total  payments  for 
stipends  in  the  preceding  year  of  £3609.  Exclusive  of  the  allowances 
for  expenses,  the  amounts  paid  for  stipends  in  each  of  the  ten -years  of 
the  decade  terminating  with  the  year  1869  hare  heen  £77,932;  :^0,185; 
£83,196;  £84,922;  £92,405;  £95,975;  £100,456;  £103,495;  £106,599; 
and  £10i),932.  In  all,  these  payments  amount  to  £935,097,  which  is 
£34,627  more  than  was  raised  for  stipends  in  the  decade  wliich  closed 
with  the  year  1868,  and  shows  that  the  amount  raised  for  stipends  by 
the  congregations  of  the  Church  in  1869  exceeded  the  snm  raised  for 
that  parpoae  in  1859  by  very  nearly  £35,000. 

An  important  addition  to  the  sums  thus  contributed  by  congregations 
for  the  support  of  their  own  ministers  is  the  amount  of  the  payments 
made  under  the  direction  of  the  Home  Committee  of  the  Eoard  of 
Missions  aa  supplements  to  the  weaker  congregations  on  the  Synod's  roll. 
The  amount  of  these  supplemental  grants,  which  had  been  very  con- 
siderably increased  in  1868,  and  the  aggregate  of  which  for  that  year 
was  £9456,  has  in  1869  been  £10,835,  or  £1379  more  than  in  the  pre- 
ceding year.  Adding  these  supplemental  grants  to  the  payments  by 
congregations  for  the  support  of  their  own  ministers,  there  is  found  as 
(exclusive  of  payments  from  bequests  and  other  extraneous  sources)  the 
total  annual  stipend  paid  by  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  the  sum 
of  £123,729;  which  gives  an  average  stipend  to  each  minister  of 
£206,  4s.  3d.,  and  implies  an  average  contribution  for  stipend  from  each 
member  of  the  Church  of  13s.  lOd.  This  result  is  more  clearly  set  forth 
by  the  following — 

COMPARATIYE  TABLE  OF  STIPENDS  FOR  TEN  TEARS. 
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The  returns  giren  in  tlie  schedules  for  the  past  year  in  reference  to 
libraries  and  books,  indicate  that  the  number  of  libraries  in  congrega- 
tions has  decreased  from  501  in  the  year  1868,  to  498  in  the  year  1869, 
which  is  a  diminution  of  three  during  the  latter  year.  The  number 
of  volumes  in  these  libraries  has,  however,  been  increased  from  193,017 
to  194,809,  being  an  addition  of  1792  volnmes  in  the  year  1869:  There 
is  no  return  of  the  number  of  readers  in  these  libraries,  nor  of  the 
number  of  volumes  taken  out  for  perusal  and  study  ;  but  as  the  means 
of  knowledge  have  been  increased  by  the  addition  to  these  libraries 
of  BO  many  new  books,  it  may  be  hoped  that  there  has  also  been, 
especially  among  the  yonng,  a  corresponding  desire  to  improve  the  facili- 
ties thus  afforded  for  the  acquisition  of  knowledge  and  the  improvement 
of  the  mind. 

In  the  aggregate  attendance  at  prayer-meetings,  weekly,  fortnightly, 
and  monthly,  there  has  been  a  decrease  in  the  year  1869,  as  compared 
with  1868,  of  490,— the  numbers  having  been  in  1868,  28,247,  and  in 
1869  only  27,757. 

The  number  of  out-«tatioDB  at  which  the  ministers  of  the  Church 
have  conducted  religions  services,  in  addition  to  the  public  services  in 
their  stated  places  of  worship,  with  greater  or  less  frequency  and  re- 
gularity during  the  year  1869,  have  been  returned  as  729. 

As  the  present  report  on  Statistics,  in  all  its  leading  features,  cloa^y 
resembles  that  which  was  presented  to  the  Synod  twelve  months  ago,  it 
is  unnecessary  to  prolong  it  by  a  formal  conclusion.  A  remark  or  two 
on  its  character  as  a  report  on  the  statistics  of  congregational  finance, 
and  on  the  statistics  of  persons  and  agencies,  alone  are  added.  And  in 
reference  to  the  statistics  of  congregational  finance,  the  report  presents 
indications  of  continued  prosperity,  which  should  excite  devout  gratitude 
to  the  Giver  of  all  good,  and  should  inspire  hope  and  trustful  confidence 
for  the  future.  Although  the  year  has  been  one  of  dulness  and  depres- 
sion in  some  departments  of  bnsiness  and  trade,  there  has  been  no  falling 
off  in  the  aggregate  amount  contributed  by  the  members  of  the  Church 
for  the  support  of  religious  ordinances  at  home,  and  for  the  extension  of 
the  kingdom  of  the  Redeemer  in  distant  landa.  From  week  to  week,  and 
from  month  to  month,  the  stream  of  Christian  benevolence  has  flowed 
on  almost  spontaneously ;  and  the  result  has  been  such  as  sustains  con- 
fidence in  the  liberality  of  the  Christian  people,  as  illustrates  the  wisdom 
of  the  law  of  Christ's  house,  '  Freely  ye  have  received,  freely  giv^' 
and  as  affords  encouragement  to  the  office-bearers  in  that  honse  to  devise 
and  attempt  more  liberal  things  for  the  advancement  of  the  work  of 
Christ,  and  for  the  attainment  of  the  ends  for  which  the  Church  has 
been  planted  in  the  earth,  in  the  confident  expectation,  that  by  liberal 
tilings  they  shall  be  sustained,  and  that  still  the  prediction  and  the  pro- 
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mise  sliall  be  falfilled,  *  Aod  He  shall  live,  and  to  Him  shall  he  given  of 
the  gold  of  Sheba ;  prayer  also  shall  be  made  for  Him  continn&lly,  and 
daily  shall  He  be  praised.* 

In  reference  to  the  statistics  of  persons  and  agencies,  the  report 
shows  that  altboagh  in  the  preceding  period  of  ten  years  there  have  been 
added  to  the  Synod's  roll  60  congregations,  with  an  increased  member- 
ship of  nearly  15,000  communicants,  yet  in  point  of  numbers  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church  has,  during  the  past  year,  been  almost  stationary. 
If  there  has  been  increase  in  some  districts  of  the  Church,  it  has  been 
almost  nentralized  by  diminution  in  other  places  ;  and  the  addition  of  one 
congregation  and  about  500  members,  is  all  the  numerical  increase  which 
has  been  gained  by  the  labours  of  a  year.  It  is  sot  forgotten  that  other 
resolts  have  been  achieved  by  the  faithful  preaching  of  the  gospel  and 
the  diligent  performance  of  pastoral  work,  in  the  religious  training  of  the 
yoang,  in  the  building  up  of  believers  on  their  most  holy  faith,  and  in 
their  confirmation  and  establishment  in  the  tnitb  of  Christ.  But  the 
Chnrch  should  '  lengthen  her  cords'  as  well  as  '  strengthen  her  stakes ;' 
and  as,  amid  all  merely  local  changes  by  which  the  inhabitants  of  certain 
districts  may  be  reduced  in  immher,  the  population  of  the  country  at  large 
is  steadily  augmenting,  the  facts  stated  in  this  report  may  suggest  the 
consideration  of  the  question.  Whether  the  Church  is,  to  the  extent  of  her 
resources  and  opportunities,  fulQlling  her  mission  to  the  world !  or^ 
whether  there  is  not  a  call  addressed  to  her  to  go  up  and  possess  the 
land,  and  to  pnt  forth  throughont  all  her  borders  more  earnest,  prayerful, 
and  continuoos  efforts  for  gathering  the  ontcast  and  the  wanderers  into 
the  fold  of  Christ ;  for  beseeching  men  in  Christ's  stead  to  be  reconciled 
to  God ;  and  for  the  realizaUon  of  that  revival  of  spiritual  power  in 
connection  with  the  preaching  of  the  gospel  and  the  administration  of 
gospel  ordinances,  through  which,  in  apostolic  times,  '  the  Lord  added 
to  the  Church  diuly  sacb  as  should  be  saved.'

REPOET  ON  THE  AGED  AND  INFIRM 
MINISTERS'  FUND. 

At  the  meetiiig  of  Synod  in  Kay  1869,  it  was  agreed  that,  with  a 
view  to  Byuodical  economy  and  despatch  of  biisinesa,  the  Special  Com- 
mittee on  the  Aged  and  Infirm  Ministers'  Fund  should  be  discharged, 
with  thanka  to  the  members  enrolled  in  it  for  their  services;  and  that 
the  then  exisUng  fonctions  of  that  Committee  should  be  vested  in  the 
Home  Comnuttee  of  the  Synod's  Board  of  Missions.  It  was  provided, 
however,  in  order  that  this  important  Fand  might  occupy  its  proper 
place  in  the  attention  and  business  of  the  Sjrood,  that  the  Home  Com- 
mittee should  keep  a  separate  record  of  their  proceedings  in  connection 
with  the  Fond,  and  should  annually  present  to  the  Synod  a  separate 
report  in  reference  to  it. 

In  accordance  with  these  resolntions  of  the  Supreme  Court,  the 
management  of  the  Aged  and  Infirm  Ministers'  Fund  has  been  vested 
in  the  Home  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Missions  since  May  last ;  and 
as  that  Committee  has,  during  the  year,  had  the  opportunity  of  transact- 
ing business  in  connection  with  the  Fond  at  eight  of  its  meetings,  while 
the  former  Special  Committee  on  the  Fund  usnally  met  only  thrice  in 
each  year,  it  may  be  presumed  that  applicants  for  admission  to  the  Ibt 
of  Annuitants  have  been  more  speedily  relieved  from  suspense  in  refer- 
ence  to  the  result  of  their  applications  than  in  former  years,  and  that 
the  Synod's  wishes  in  relation  to  the  despatch  of  business  have  been 
realized.  And  as  all  matters  connected  with  the  Aged  and  Infirm 
Ministers'  Fund  have  been  attended  to,  without  inconvenience,  at  the 
ontinaiy  meedngs  of  the  Home  Committee,  economy  in  the  manage- 
tnent  of  the  Synod's  Funds  has  .also  resulted  from  the  change,  inas- 
much as  the  whole  expenses  of  the  members  of  the  Special  .Committee 
on  the  Fund  have  been  saved  since  May  last ;  and  the  cost  of  manage- 
ment, which  for  the  year  1868  was  £23,  lOs.  2d.,  has  for  tlie  year  1869 
been  only  £13,  7s.,  and  may  be  further  reduced  in  1870,  when  the  new 
arrangements  will,  for  the  first  time,  extend  over  the  whole  twelve  months. 

At  the  date  of  last  year's  report  the  number  of  Annmtaiits  on  the 
Fond  was  32.  One  of  these,  the  Bev.  George  Wood  of  Kirkcudbright, 
was,  by  the  appointment  of  Synod,  at  the  eighth  sederunt  of  its 
meetings  in  May  1869,  transferred  from'the  Aged  and  Infirm  Minister^ 
Fond,  and  placed  as  the  third  Annuitant  <m  the  Brown  Testimonial 
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Fand.  After  having  received  one  half-year's  annaity  from  the  Synod's 
Fund,  and  twi>  from  the  Brown  Fund,  this  venerable  and  highly 
esteemed  minister  of  the  gospel  died  at  Kirkcudbright  on  the  7th  March 
1870,  in  the  seventy-seventh  year  of  his  age,  and  the  fifty-first  year  of 
his  ministry ;  and  the  Synod  will  consequently  be  called,  at  its  present 
meeting,  to  elect  another  minister  as  the  fourth  Annuitant  on  the  Brown 
Testimonial  Fund.  Other  two  of  the  Annaitanis  have  died  since  May 
1869,  viz.  the  Rev.  James  Fleming  of  Cullybackey,  who  had  received 
thirteen  half-yearly  payments  of  his  annuity,  and  the  Rev,  James 
Stark  of  Ayton,  who  had  received  only  two  half-yearly  payments  from 
the  Fund,  his  name  having  been  read  at  last  meeting  of  Synod  as  one 
of  the  ministers  who  had  been  placed  on  the  roll  of  Annuitants,  while 
it  is  now  mentioned  as  that  of  one  who  has  not  been  suffered  to  continue 
by  reason  of  death. 

These  changes  would  have  reduced  the  number  of  Annuitants 
to  29 ;  hat  it  has  been  augmented  to  34,  by  the  admission,  in 
accordance  with  the  reports  and  recommendations  of  their  respective 
Presbyteries,  of  the  following  brethren  as  participants  in  the  benefits  of 
the  Fund,  viz.  the  Bev.  William  Lander  of  BUckhill,  who,  at  a  com- 
paratively early  age,  has  been  incapacitated  for  the  performance  of 
ministerial  duty  by  the  loss  of  his  eyesight ;  the  Bev.  William  Ramsay 
of  Crieff ;  the  Bev.  Bobert  Paterson  of  Aberchirder ;  the  Bev.  James 
Gilfillan,  D.D.,  of  Stirling;  and  the  Rev.  John  Inglis  of  Hamilton. 

The  names  taken  from  the  list  of  Annuitants  since  last  meeting 
of  Synod  have  thus  been  3,  and  the  additions  to  the  list  have  been  5. 
The  increase  in  the  number  of  Annuitants  on  the  Fund  daring  the 
year  has  consequently  been  2 ;  and  there  are  at  present  34  ministers 
on  the  roll  of  the  Synod  who  are  entitled  to  receive  annuities  at  the 
next  half-yearly  distribution  on  the  Ist  July  1870. 

The  Financial  Statement  of  the  year  1869,  in  accordance  with  the 
Treasurer's  Account,  printed  in  the  Misgionary  Record  for  April  1870, 
divides  itself  into  two  branches,  viz.  1st,  The  Capital  Fund ;  and  Sd, 
the  Annuity  Fund,  which  is  supported  by  the  annual  profits  of  the 
Funded  Capital,  and  by  annual  subscriptions,  donations,  and  collections 
specially  allocated  to  the  payment  of  the  annuities  granted  by  the 
Committee.

The  sbove  atatement  does  not  indade  the  mm  of  £59,  7s.,  which 
was  leceived  daring  th^  year  1869  from  the  tmsteeB  of  Dr.  Brown's 
Testimonial  Fand,  and  paid,  prior  to  his  decease  in  March  1870,  to  the 
Ber.  George  Wood  of  Eirkcadbright,  the  third  Annuitant  on  that  Fund. 

From  these  accounts  it  appears  that  the  expenditure  under  the 
Annuity  hnincb  of  the  Aged  and  Infirm  Ministers*  Fund,  for  the  year 
1869,  has  exceeded  the  income  for  that  year  by  £136,  6s, ;  and  that 
the  balance  in  farour  of  the  Fnnd,  which  at  the  commencement  of  the 
year  was  £394,  7s.  lOd.,  had  consequently  been  reduced  at  81et  Decern- 
bw  last  to  £256,  Is.  lOd.  But  as  the  annnities  payable  on  the  1st 
Jannary  1870  amounted  to  £850,  the  balance  shown  to  the  credit  of 
the  Fund  at  the  end  of  the  year,  though  accurately  stated  at  the  date 
when  the  Treasurer's  accounts  are  closed,  does  not  represent  the  real  con- 
dition of  the  Annni^  branch  of  the  Fund.  Its  working  for  the  current 
half-year  may  be  tfaos  exhibited  :—

be  about £496  11  10 
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while  tJiat  deBdeocy  would  have  been  very  nearly  £800,  if  one  generous 
memberof  the  Cbnrdi  bad  not,  in  addition  to  a  considerable  annnal  sob- 
ecrtption,  rendered  most  seasonable  aid  to  the  Fond  by  the  payment  to 
the  Treasurer  of  a  donation  of  £300.  This  condition  of  the  Annmty 
^und,  which  is  far  from  satisfactory,  has  been  the  sabject  of  earnest 
consideration  at  several  meetings  of  the  Committee ;  and  in  November 
last  it  nas  brought  formally  under  their  notice  by  a  communication  from 
the  Synod's  finance  Committee,  informing  them  that  the  Annuity  Fund 
had  then  a  balance  of  neariy  £350  against  it,  and  reminding  them  of  the 
Synod's  rule,  which  provides  that  no  Committee  shall  borrow  the  funds  of 
one  scheme  of  the  Church  to  meet  a  deficiency  in  the  funds  of  another' 
scheme,  without  the  consent  of  the  said  Finance  Committee. 

In  addition,  therefore,  to  the  publication  in  the  Afutiatuay  Seeord 
for  July  1669,  of  the  report  on  ^e  Aged  and  Infirm  Ministers'  Fund, 
which  was  presented  to  the  Synod  at  its  meeting  in  May  last,  a  circular 
was  addressed  to  the  minister  and  the  session-clerk  of  each  of  the  350 
congregations  in  which  the  collection  appointed  by  the  Synod  on  behalf 
of  the  Fand  had  not  been  made,  stating  the  claims  of  the  Fund,  and  its 
argent  need  of  increased  support,  and  requesting  that  a  liberal  collection 
should  be  made  cm  an  early  day.  A  list  of  the  annual  subscriptions 
which  at  Tarions  times  had  been  promised  to  the  Fund  was  also  obtained 
from  the  Treasorer,  and  a  note  was  sent  to  such  subscribers  as  had 
allowed  their  payments  to  fall  into  arrear,  requesting  them  to  forward 
tb«r  contributions  to  the  Treasurer  without  delay.  The  result  <^  these 
measures  has  been  that,  in  addition  to  the  250  congregations  mentioned 
in  last  report  as  having  collected  for  the  Fund,  about  50  other  con- 
gregations have,  up  to  Slst  December  1869,  sent  in  their  collections, 
amounting  in  the  a^^regate  to  aboat  £160 ;  and  that  up  to  the  same 
date  about  £1 74  have  been  received  in  subscriptions  and  donations.  The 
amoont  contributed  to  the  Annuity  Fnnd  for  the  year  1869,  exdoave  of 
interest  derived  from  the  Capital  Fund,  has  been  in  all  £613,  6s.  3d. ; 
while  at  least  the  sum  of  £750,  in  addition  to  that  interest,  was  neces- 
sary to  meet  the  payments  to  the  Annuitants. 

It  is  thns  manifest  that  until  the  Capital  Fund  shall  he  nearly 
doubled,  the  income  derived  from  it  must  be  insufficient  for  the  ex- 
penditure of  the  Annuity  Fnnd ;  and  that  meanwhile  the  present 
rate  of  annuity  cannot  ha  maintained  without  an  annnal  income  of 
£800,  in  addition  to  the  amount  received  for  interest  and  feu-duties. 
And  although  the  Committee  have  adopted  measures  for  securing 
a  more  effective  collection  of  annual  subscriptions  in  the  months  of 
November  and  December  in  each  year,  they  have  to  report  to  the 
Synod  that  «  biennial  collection  on  -  behalf  of  the  Annuity  Fund  is 
essentia]  to  the  maintenance  of  that  Fund ;  and  also  to  request  that  the 
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SjDod  will  sdopt  such  meuoFes  as  it  may  deem  expedient,  in  order  to 
lecnre  that  the  coUectiDn,  if  appointed,  shall  be  at  once  general  through- 
out the  Church,  and  liberal  in  amoout.  Of  the  600  congregations  on 
the  Synod's  roll,  only  340  hare  up  to  the  present  time  made  the  collec- 
tion for  this  Fund,  which  -was  appointed  to  be  made  on  the  third  Sabbath 
(^  November  1868,  leaving  260  in  which  no  collection  has  been  taken ; 
and  as  the  amount  received  from  the  360  congregations  which  have  col- 
lected has  been  £1450,  the  average  amount  of  the  collections  has  been 
only  about  £4  from  each  congregation.  As  the  ministers  of  the  weakest 
congrt^tions  are  all  eligible  as  Annuitants  on  the  Fund,  when  age  and 
other  circumstances  require  that  they  should  seek  Uie  aid  which  it  affords, 
every  congregation  should  make  its  collection  for  tlie  Fund  according  to 
its  ability,  and  should  feel  that  to  withhold  its  contribution  is  to  fail  to 
fulfil  its  duty  to  the  body  of  which  it  forms  a  part,  and  to  act  nnjaatly 
towarda  its  sister  congregations.  And  as  the  aid  which  this  Fand  sup- 
plies to  the  Aged  and  Infirm  Ministers  of  the  denomination,  is  asked 
only  when  lengthened  service  has  exhausted  the  vigour  both  of  body  and 
of  mind,  and  is  usually  enjoyed  by  the  Annnitants  for  so  very  limited  a 
period,  the  congr^tions  which  are  strong  in  nnmbers  and  resources, 
and  especially  the  more  wealthy  friends  and  members  of  these  congrega- 
tions, should  recognise  the  claims  which  this  Fund  has  on  their  sympathy 
and  libendity,  and  testify,  by  their  generous  contributions,  that  they  realize 
how  truly  an  apostle  said,  '  If  one  member  suffer,  all  the  members  suffer 
with  it,'  and  that  they  regard  it  as  a  privilege  to  diminish  the  cares,  and 
to  minister  to  the  comfort  of  those  who  have  laboured  long  in  the  vine- 
yard of  the  great  Master,  or  of  those  who,  by  the  pressure  of  affliction 
and  infirmity,  liave  been  laid  aside  at  an  earlier  period  than  they  antici- 
pated from  that  work  in  which  it  was  their  eameet  desire  to  spend,  and 
to  be  spent,  for  the  advancement  of  the  kingdom  of  their  Lord.  Many 
of  those  who  are  now,  in  tlie  kind  providence  of  God,  enjoying  a  com- 
fortable competency,  have,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  been  indebted  to 
the  ministrations  of  those  aged  servants  of  Christ,  to  whose  comfort  this 
Fund  seeks  to  minister,  for  the  formation  of  those  principles  and  habits 
i^ch  have  conduced  to  their  success  in  life,  as  well  as  for  the  inculcation 
of  those  truths,  in  the  belief  of  which  they  find  the  basis  of  their  hope  of 
a  blessed  immortality.  The  feeling  of  grateful  obligation  to  the  servant, 
as  well  as  the  sense  of  du^  to  the  Master,  should  induce  these  to  con-, 
tribute  of  their  abundance  for  maintaining  the  small  annuity  to  aged 
pastors  which  this  Fund  secures.  If  an  apostle  enforced  his  appeal  on 
behalf  of  one  of  his  spiritual  children  by  describing  himself  as  'such  an  one 
as  Paid  the  aged,'  may  we  not  plead  in  behalf  of  this  Fund  by  a  refer- 
ence to  the  fact  that  it  is  designed  for  the  relief  of  those  who,  under  the 
pressure  of  infirmity  and  age,  may  present,  for  the  friends  by  whose  Ohris- 
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Uan  liberality  thej  are  refreshed,  the  prayer  of  the  same  apostle, '  The 
Lord  grant  unto  them  that  they  may  find  mercy  of  the  Lord  in  that 
dayl" 

The  support  of  the  Ananity  branch  of  the  Fund  is  thos  the  present 
daty  of  the  members  of  the  Church  ;  and  as  do  permanent  diminution 
of  the  number  of  Annuitants  can  be  anticipated,  the  prompt  and  cheerful 
performance  of  that  duty  is  indispensable  for  maintaining  the  present 
rate  of  annaal  payments  to  the  Annuitants  on  the  Fund.  But  a  large 
increase  of  the  Capital  Fund  is  also  earnestly  to  be  desired ;  and  the 
Committee  have  again  to  submit  to  the  consideration  of  the  wealthier 
members  of  the  Ghnrch  the  claims  which  this  Fund  has  on  them  in  the 
final  disposition  of  that  property  which  has  been  committed  to  their 
stewardship.  The  c(»t  of  administering  the  Fund  has- now  been  reduced 
to  a  minimum ;  and  there  is  no  way  la  which  property  bequeathed  for 
benevolent  purposes  can  be  more  folly  and  directly  applied  to  the  end 
contemplated  by  the  donors  than  in  connection  with  this  Fond.  During 
the  past  year  the  addi^os  made  to  the  Capital  Fund  have  been  com- 
paratively small,  not  exceeding  one-tenth  of  the  additions  in  the  year 
1868  \  but  it  may  be  hoped  that  in  future  years  the  Fund  will  be 
steadily  augmented,  until  it  shall  reach  an  amount  which  shall  more 
fnlly  secure  the  permanence  and  stabihty  of  the  annual  distribution  to 
the  Annoitanta.  To  young  ministers  also,  who  hare  been  recently 
ordained,  and  to  other  ministers  who  have  not  previously  contributed, 
the  Committee  again  commend  this  Fund,  as  one  which  has  special 
claims  on  their  attention  and  liberality.  And  as  the  welfare  of  congre- 
gations, as  well  as  the  comfort  of  the  aged  servants  of  Christ,  requires 
that  suitable  provision  should  he  made  for  those  who  have  fully  '  served 
their  generation  according  to  the  will  of  God  in  the  gospel  of  His  Son,' 
without  necessitating  the  continuance  of  their  ministerial  labours  long 
after  their  failing  strength  has  diminisbed  their  usefulness  and  their 
acceptability,  the  Fond  in  both  its  branches  is  commended  to  the  liberal 
consideraUon  of  all  the  members  of  the  Church,  in  the  hope  that, 
by  their  united  and  willing  efforts,  the  benevolent  design  of  the  Aged 
and  Infirm  Ministers'  Scheme  may  be  realized,  its  benefits  may  be  per- 
petuated, and  those  who  more  directly  participate  in  them  may  instra- 
mentally  obtain  the  f  alfilment  of  the  promise,  that '  their  bread  shall  be 
given  them,  and  their  water  shall  be  sure,'  and  that '  the  eye  of  the  Lord 
is  apon  them  that  hope  in  His  mercy,'  so  that '  there  ia  no  want  to  them 
that  fear  Him.'

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REPORT  OP  THE  SYNOD'S  BOARD  FOR  MANSES 
AND  DEBT  LIQUIDATION. 

The  Synod's  scheme  for  the  improvemcDt  of  the  Manse  accommodation  of 
congregations  on  its  roll,  paying  to  their  respective  ministers  a  stipend 
not  exceeding  £200  per  annum,  has  been  diligently  prosecuted  tbroagh- 
ont  the  past  year ;  and  although,  from  the  exhausted  condition  of  the 
Fond  at  the  date  of  last  report,  the  grants  made  in  1869  hare  been  less 
numeroos  than  in  preceding  years,  the  Board  to  which  the  management 
of  the  scheme  is  entrusted,  have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  the  Synod  the 
following  summary  of  the  work  performed  during  that  year : —

The  namber  of  congregations '  which  have  received  promises  of 
pecaniarj  assistance  for  manse  improvements  since  the  commencement 
of  the  Fund  has  been  increased  by  the  above  grants  to  182 ;  and  of 
thwe  congregations  92  bare  received  assistance  for  the  erection  or  pur- 
chase of  manses  where  none  had  been  previonslj  provided,  49  hava 
obtained  grants  for  rebuilding  or  replacing  old  manses  which  had  be> 
come  minons  or  nnsuitable,  and  the  remaining  41  hare  obtained  aid  in 
extending  or  improving  their  former  manse  accommodation.  The  total 
amount  of  these  grants  has  been  £39,138 ;  of  which  sum  £23,586  hare 
been  voted-  for  the  erection  of  92  new  manses,  being  an  average  of  rather 
more  than  £256  in  each  case ;  while  for  the  recoiiBtmction  or  improve 
ment  of  existing  manses,  90  congregations  have  received  aid  to  the 
amount  of  £15,552,  being  an  average  grant  in  each  case  of  nearly  £173. 
In  Bocae  instances,  indeed,  the  Board  have  granted  a  £xed  proportion  of 
the  actoal  cost  of  the  works  to  be  executed,  instead  of  naming  a  definite 
earn ;  and  in  sach  cases,  the  exact  amount  of  the  grants  made  cannot  be 
ascertained  until  the  building  operations  are  completed,  and  the  builders' 
occonnts  presented.  The  soms  mentioned  above  are,  however,  a  very 
close  approximation  to  the  amount  of  the  grants  actually  mode,  and  the 
table  inserted  below  affords  a  similar  approximation  to  the  payment 
which  will  actually  be  required  in  each  case.  To  that  table  the  Manae 
Board  direct  attention,  as  it  exhibits  the  proportion  between  the  amounts 
to  be  contributed  by  the  congregations  receiving  aid  from  the  ilanse 
Fnnd,  and  snms  granted  by  the  Board.  It  also  indicates  the  manner  in 
which  the  assistance  and  benefit!  of  the  Manse  Scheme  have  been  dis- 
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tribnted  over  the  Presbjteries  of  the  Charoh,  and  shows  that  as  the  con- 
gregations receiving  aid  in  manse  improTement  are  required  to  raise 
£66,082  as  the  condition  of  the  payment  of  the  grants  which  have  been 
made  to  them,  and  which  amount  to  £39,138,  the  completion  of  the  works 
for  which  these  grants  hare  been  made  will  increase  the  value  of  manse 
properly,inconnectionwiththedenoiiiination,bythe  large  sum  of  £105,220.

The  end  contemplated  in  the  formation  of  the  Manse  Scheme,  was  to 
provide  suitable  manse  accommodation  for  those  ministers  of  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church  who  did  not  receive  from  their  respective  congrega- 
tions for  annual  stipend  more  than  £200,  and  for  the  attainment  of  that 
end  it  was  estimated  that  a  fund  of  £45,000  would  be  required.     The 


*  In  previous  tables  the  nttmber  of  congregations  in  this  Preebytery  to  which  grants 
had  been  promised  for  new  manses  woe  8 ;  but  the  number  has  tieen  reduced  to  7, 
■ince  the  grant  to  Bridge  Streeb  Congregation,  Stranraer,  boa  been  cancelled,  as  a  r». 
>alt  of  tbe  union  of  Bridge  Street  and  Bellevilla  congregations,  as  the  West  Cbntob. 
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Biibscriptions  originally  promised  for  the  Manse  Fund  amounted  to 
£36,957,  Os.  2d.,  and  they  were  regarded  as  payable  by  instalments,  ex- 
tending over  a  period  of  five  years.  It  coald  not,  however,  be  expected 
that  subscriptions  for  so  large  an  amount,  and  the  payment  of  which 
extended  over  so  many  years,  would  all  be  realized,  since  deaths  and  un- 
foreseen changes  iu  the  circumstances  of  the  subscribers  would  necessarily 
occur  to  prevent  the  payment  of  a  certain  portion  of  the  sums  which  had 
been  promised.  At  the  date  of  last  report  about  £3300  of  those  original 
subscriptions  remained  unpaid;  and  it  was  then  estimated  that  of  that 
balance  about  £1600,  or  nearly  one-half  of  the  whole,  might  he  collected. 
Since  that  time  about  £1445  have  been  paid  to  the  Synod's  Treasurer 
on  account  of  the  outstanding  balance  of  the  original  subscriptions; 
and  as,  after  a  careful  examination  of  the  subscription  lists,  the  sum  of 
£1051, 12s.  5d.  has  been  written  off  as  irrecoverable,  th^re  remains  a 
balance  of  £839,  15s.,  of  which  at  least  a  portion  may  hereafter  be 
obtained.  The  following  table  shows,  in  I'eference  to  each  Presbytery, 
the  proportion  of  the  original  subscriptions  promised  within  its  bounds, 
tlie  amount  which  has  been  forwarded  to  the  Synod's  Treasurer,  the  sum

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At  the  meeting  of  Synod  in  May  last,  the  Manse  Board  reported 
that  if  the  whole  of  the  grants  which  up  to  that  time  had  been  voted  to 
congregations  for  manse  pnrposes  had  then  become  due,  there  would 
have  been  a  balance  of  more  than  £2600  unprovided  for  by  the  amount 
of  eabscriptions  actually  paid  ;  that  new  subscriptions  to  the  extent  of 
nearly  £7000  were  required  to  complete  the  sum  of  £45,000,  which  had 
from  the  first  been  regarded  as  necessary  for  the  accomplishment  of  tlie 
ends  contemplated  in  the  formation  of  the  Manse  Scheme ;  and  that,  in 
consequence  of  the  increased  valae  of  labour  in  the  building  trades,  the 
enlarged  scale  of  expenditure  which  had  been  forced  on  some  congrega> 
tions  by  their  position,  and  by  the  requiremepts  of  surrounding  distncts, 
and  the  excess  of  the  actual  cost  of  repairing  and  enlarging  the  previously 
existing  manses,  above  what  had  been  estimated  as  the  probable  ex- 
penditure, a  sum  considerably  larger  than  £45,000  would  be  necessary 
for  the  successful  completion  of  the  work  of  manse  improvement,  in 
which  the  Board  had,  with  so  many  happy  results  to  the  Church  at 
Inrgs,  been  engaged  daring  several  previous  years.  The  Board  there- 
fore sDggested  to  the  Synod  and  the  Church  that  suitable  measures 
diould  be  immediately  adopted  for  obtaining,  in  addition  to  the  snb- 
scriptions  and  donations  which  had  been  paid  to  the  Synod's  Treasurer, 
Qp  to  Slat  March  1869,  a  further  supplementary  Manse  Fund  of 
£14,000 ;  and,  after  careful  deliberation,  the  Synod  authorized  '  the 
Manse  Board  to  avail  themselves  of  the  services  of  three  ot  more  in- 
fluential ministers,  and  of  a  corresponding  number  of  elders  or  members 
of  the  denomination,  for  visiting  various  districts  of  the  Church,  in  order 
to  impart  information  and  evoke  liberality  in  connection  with  the  Manse 
Fund,  and  for  securing  snch  additional  contributions,  payable  at  once, 
or  by  instalments  extending  over  a  period  of  four  years,  as  may  enable 
the  Board  to  bring  its  work  of  manse  erection  and  improvement  to  a 
happy  and  prosperous  completion.'  For  the  service  thus  indicated,  the 
Synod  specially  designated  the  Rev.  Thomas  Finlayson,  D.D.,  of  Rose 
Street  Church,  Edinburgh,  and  the  Rev.  Alexander  MacEwen,  D.D.,  of 
Claremont  Church,  Glasgow;  and  the  Board,  in  virtue  of  the  power 
vested  in  them  by  the  Synod,  afterwards  associated  with  these  esteemed 
minbters  of  the  Church,  Messrs.  James  H.  Young  and  David  M'Cowan 
of  Glasgow  i  while  the  Rev.  George  Johnston,  D.D.,  of  Edinburgh,  the 
Rev.  J.  C.  Baxter  of  Dundee,  the  Home  Secretary,  and  others,  have 
been  employed  on  special  missions  to  various  districts  of  the  country  in 
furtherance  of  the  supplementary  effort  for  the  completion  of  the  Manse 
Fund.  These  arrangements  have  proved  eminently  successful.  By 
means  of  them,  and  very  specially  tlirongh  the  indefatigable  exertions 
of  Drs.  Finlayson  and  MacEwen,  and  the  wise  counsels  and  energetic 
assistance  of  Messrs.  Young  and  M'Cowan,  additional  subscriptions 
have  been  obtained  amounting  to  £11,421,  Ss.  Od.,  of  which  not  less 
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than  £3949  have  already  been  paid  to  the  Synod's  Treasarer,  while 
the  balance  is  payable  by  instalnients  extending  over  a  tenn  of  four 
years.  This  snccess  has  been  highly  satisfactory  and  encouraging; 
and  as  the  total  amonnt  of  contributions  has  thus  been  raised  above 
£45,000,  and  the  condition  on  which  the  payment  of  the  balance  of  the 
jnnnificent  subscriptions  of  the  late  John  Henderson,  Esq.  of  Park,  had 
been  suspended  was  fulfilled,  application  for  that  balance,  amounting 
to  £1000,  was  made  to  his  trustees,  who  immediately  authorized  th^r 
agents  to  pay  the  money  to  the  Sjmod's  Treasurer.  The  Board  report 
this  payment  with  special  Batisfaction,  on  account  at  once  of  the  settle- 
ment of  the  final  claims  which  the  Synod  had  against  the  estate  of  Mr. 
Henderson,  and  of  the  prompt  and  cheerful  manner  in  which  his  trustees 
responded  to  the  application  for  payment  of  the  balance  of  the  snbscnp- 
tion,  when  it  was  accompanied  by  the  certification  that  the  Manse  Fund 
had  been  made  up  to  the  amonnt  aimed  at  in  its  formation,  viz.  £45,000. 
Thefollowing  table  exhibits  the  proportionof  the  supplementary  manse  sub- 
scriptions which  have  beenobtained  in  the  Presbyteries  specified,  the  amount 
already  paid  in  each  Preshyteiy,  and  the  balance  yet  to  be  collected : —

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It  thus  appears  that,  aa  the  result  of  the  efforts  put  forth  dnring  the 
past  year  in  connection  with  the  Supplementaiy  Manse  Scheme,  the 
Manse  Fund,  which  at  Slst  March  1869,  if  all  available  snbscriptions  had 
then  been  collected,  and  all  promised  grants  for  manses  had  been  paid, 
wonld  have  been  above  £1000  in  debt  to  the  Synod's  Treasurer,  has 
now,  on  the  same  conditions,  a  balance  of  about  £9420  available  for 
fatare  grants.  The  average  amonnt  of  the  grants  made  to  each  of  the 
182  congregations  to  which  the  Manse  Board  has  given  assistance  for 
the  erection  of  new  manses,  or  the  improvement  of  existing  manse 
accommodation,  has  been  £215  ;  and  it  may  therefore  be  calculated  that 
the  £9000  now  available  for  distribution  (after  an  allowance  for  the 
non-payment  of  a  portion  of  the  promised  Buhscriptions),  will  enable  the 
Board  to  make  grants  to  abont  42  additional  cases,  and  to  increase  the 
number  of  congregations  to  which  the  benefits  of  the  Manse  Scheme 
diall  be  directly  extended  to  224, — the  number  for  which  it  was  esti- 
mated in  last  year's  report  that  grants  would  be  required.  With  the 
completion  of  the  present  supplementary  effort,  then,  the  task  of  soliciting 
additional  contribations  for  the  Manse  Fund  may  be  regarded  as  hope- 
fully concluded;  and  the  duties  which  henceforth  will  devolve  upon  the 
Manse  Board  will  be  the  careful  and  timely  collection  of  the  subscrip- 
tions which  have  been  promised,  and  the  earnest  endeavours  so  to  dis- 
tribute the  balance  of  the  fund  that  they  may  at  once  give  all  needful 
assistance  to  congregations  to  which  new  or  enlarged  manse  accommoda- 
tion would  be  a  real  and  permanent  benefit,  and  avoid  the  unwise 
generosity,  which  by  granting  undue  assistance  to  cases  less  woiiihy  of 
aid,  would  deprive  them  of  the  means  of  rendering  seasonable  help  and 
encouragement  to  the  really  deserving. 

In  concluding  these  remarks  on  the  Manae  Fund,  the  Board  desire 
to  record  the  satisfaction  with  which  they  have  observed  the  cordial  and 
generous  liberality  with  which,  in  very  many  instances,  the  appeal  for 
(Mntributions  on  behalf  of  this  supplementary  manse  effort  has  been 
responded  to  by  the  members  of  the  Church.  They  regard  that  libe- 
rality as  an  evidence  of  the  strong  attachment  of  those  who  have  mani- 
fested it  to  the  worship  and  institutions  of  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church,  and  of  their  love  to  that  glorious  gospel  of  the  blessed  God 
which  that  Church  has  been  honoured  both  to  hold  fast,  and  to  bold 
forth,  at  all  periods  of  its  history,  and,  consequently,  as  fruit  which  shall 
abound  to  their  account  And  the  Board  cannot  close  their  report  on 
manse  operations  without  directing  the  attention  of  the  Synod  to  the 
valoable  services  which,  in  connection  with  the  collection  of  the  supple- 
mentary sabscripUons  to  the  Manse  Fund,  have  been  rendered  to  the 
Church  by  Drs.  Finlayson  and  MacEwen,  and  by  their  helpers  and 
associates  in  the  work,  among  whom  may  be  specially  mentioned  Messrs. 
James  H.  Young  and  David  M'Cowan  of  G-lasgow.     The  wise  and 
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prudent  couDsels  of  these  elders  of  the  Church  oftentimes  prepared  the 
way  for  the  soccessfal  application  of  the  ministers  to  whom  the  task  of 
soliciting  Babscriptions  had  more  imibediately  been  entrasted  by  the 
Synod ;  while  the  unwearied  diligence,  end  the  Christian  tact  and  wisdom 
with  which  T)n,  Finlayson  and  MacEwea  have  performed  the  work 
committed  to  them,  have  fully  jnstified  the  wisdom  of  the  Synod  in  their 
selection,  and  have  fully  entitled  them  to  the  moat  cordial  thanks  of  the 
Synod,  and  to  the  grateful  acknowledgments  of  the  whole  Charch. 


DEBT  LIQUIDATION. 

Id  the  report  presented  to  the  Synod  in  May  1869,  it  was  stated 
that,  in  anticipation  of  the  distribution  of  the  funds  then  available  for 
the  extinction  of  congregational  debt,  applications  for  aid  had  been 
received  by  the  Synod's  Board  for  Manses  and  Debt  Liqaidation  from 
38  congregations,  whose  collective  debt  exceeded  £25,000.  That  report 
further  stated,  that  in  order  as  far  as  possible  to  do  justice  to  all  part^est 
and  to  distribute  the  funds  entrusted  to  their  disposal  in  the  manner 
which  might  prove  most  advantageous  to  the  Church  at  large,  the  Board 
had  agreed  to  delay  the  consideration  of  these  applications  nndl,  by  an 
examination  of  the  statistical  returns  for  the  year  1868,  they  shonld 
have  ascertained  the  number  of  congregations  whose  debt  could  be 
regarded  as  hnrdensome  and  injurious,  and  the  extent  of  the  peconiaiy 
obligations  resting  on  each.  That  examination  was  accordingly  duly 
made  by  a  Sub-Committee  of  the  Board ;  and  schedules  of  application 
for  grants  from  the  Debt  Liqaidation  Fund  were  afterwards  sent  to 
the  congregations  which  had  previously  requested  aid,  and  to  others 
whose  position  and  circumstances  seemed  to  the  Board  to  demand  special 
sympathy  and  assistance.  When  these  schedules  were  returned  to  the 
convener  of  the  Board,  it  was  found  that  they  represented  an  aggregate 
debt  of  more  than  £50,000,  resting  on  about  75  congregations ;  and  it 
became  at  once  apparent  that,  with  the  limited  funds  at  their  disposal, 
the  Board  could  not  deal  effectively  with  the  whole  number  of  con- 
gregations desiring  and  requiring  aid,  but  must,  from  the  applications 
presented  to  them,  make  a  selection  of  a  limited  number  of  cases  to  which 
conditional  grants  should  be  offered.  Acting  on  the  principles  by  which 
the  Debt  Liquidation  Board  of  former  years  had,  with  so  much  advan- 
tage to  the  Church,  regulated  their  procedure,  it  was  agreed  that  no 
grant  should  be  made  to  any  congregation,  except  on  the  condition  that 
the  members  of  that  congregation  shonld  raise  among  themselves  a 
certain  proportion  of  the  amount  by  which  the  debt  was  to  be  reduced 
or  extinguished ;  and  as  the  funds  to  be  distributed,  or  the  greater  portion 
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of  them,  had  been  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Synod  for  the  extinction 
of  debt  abottt  the  year  1866,  it  was  further  agreed  that  congregations, 
whose  pecaniaiy  obligationa  had  been  incarred  before  that  year,  should 
take  precedence  of  congregations  whose  debt  had  been  contracted  at  a 
more  recent  date.  In  accordance  with  these  resolutions,  and  after 
careful  consideration  of  the  claims  of  each  individual  case,  proposals 
were  subtoitted  to  43  congregations,  and  afterwards  cordially  accepted 
by  all  these  congregations,  except  one,  for  effecting  the  extinction,  or 
the  redaction  to  a  considerably  smaller  amount,  of  the  debt  resting  on 
their  congregational  property.  The  Board  regret  that  even  in  the  case 
of  one  congregation  the  proposal  made  could  not  be  carried  out ;  but  as, 
from  the  indisposition  of  their  minister,  now  deceased,  and  from  other 
cames,  that  congregation  could  not  make  any  effort  among  themselves  for 
the  reduction  of  their  debt,  the  Board  were  nnable  to  appropriate  to  this 
casethe  grant  from  the  Debt  Liquidation  Fundwbich  they  would  otherwise 
willingly  bare  made.  The  tabular  statement  inserted  below  exhibits  the 
arrangements  made  with  the  remaining  42  congregations ;  and  shows 
in  its  successive  columns  the  whole  debt  reported  by  each  congregation, 
the  snm  its  members  were  required  to  raise,  the  amount  of  the  grant 
made  to  it,  the  amount  of  the  debt  to  be  extinguished,  and  the  amount 
of  debt,  if  any,  which  will  remain  after  the  arrangement  is  completed ; 
also,  the  sam  which  has  been  paid,  if  any,  on  account  of  the  Board's 
grant,  and  the  amount  which  is  still  to  pay  from  the  Debt  Liquidation 
Fund,  as  congregations  shall  fulfil  the  conditions  of  their  respective 
graota.  The  first  seven  congregations  on  the  list  have  already  raised  the 
som  required  from  them  as  the  condition  of  their  respective  grants ; 
have  received  the  grants  offered  to  them  ;  and  have  paid  off  either  the 
whole  of  their  debt,  or  that  portion  of  it  which  waa  stipulated  in  the 
proposals  of  the  Board.  The  next  seven  congregations  have  collected 
and  paid  a  portion  of  the  sums  required  from  them,  and  have,  by  special 
arrangement  with  the  Debt  Liquidation  Board,  received  a  corresponding 
proportion  of  their  respective  grants,  to  enable  them  to  obtain  the 
immediate  advantages  resulting  from  a  partial  reduction  of  their  debt. 
The  remaining  28  congregations  are  hopefully  collecting  the  amount 
which  they  are  required  to  contribute  as  the  condition  of  their  respective 
grants.

A  large  proportion  of  the  Fnnd  whose  distribution  is  accounted  for 
in  the  above  statement  was  derived  from  the  generous  bequest  of  the 
late  John  Henderson,  £sq.  of  Park ;  and  the  results  of  the  distribution 
have  been  such  as,  it  may  well  be  believed,  would  have  rejoiced  the 
heart  of  that  benevolent  supporter  of  all  the  schemes  of  the  Church. 
When  the  proposals  made  bj  the  Board,  and  accepted  by  the  42  congre- 
gations named  above,  shall  be  fully  carried  into  effect,  as  in  most  cases 
tbey  will  be  in  October  nest,  congregational  debt  to  the  amount  of 
£18,720  will  be  liquidated,  and  at  least  £800  per  annum  will  be  saved 
as  the  iiiterest  on  that  sum.  Nor  is  this  the  only  benefit  resnll^g  from 
the  operation  of  this  Fund.  Fresh  hope  and  vigour  have  been  infused 
into  congregations  by  the  efforts  which  they  have  made  to  fulfil  the  con- 
ditions of  the  grant,  and  to  realize  the  sum  which  entitles  them  to  its 
payment.  They  have  discovered  in  many  cases  that  they  are  stronger 
than  they  had  believed  themselves  to  be ;  and  the  success  of  the  present 
effort  to  pay  off  one  portion  of  their  debt  has  animated  the  hope  and 
inspired  die  resolution  to  attempt  greater  things,  and  to  discharge  the 
whole.  In  their  distribution  of  the  Fimd,  and  correspondence- with  the 
congregations  who  have  obtained  grants,  the  Board  have  had  unalloyed 
satisfaction ;  and  their  only  regret  has  been  that  another  Bum  of  £5000 
has  not  been  placed  at  their  disposal,  in  order  that  they  might  have  been 
able  to  distribute  it  to  other  congregations  asking  aid  which  they  could 
not  bestow,  and  to  whose  petitions  for  assistance  they  coald  only  reply 
that  their  cases  should  be  reported  to  the  Synod,  as  they  now  axe.  The 
Ibt  of  these  as  yet  nnsuccessf ul  applicants  is  oa  fi^ows :

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THEOLOGICAL 

EDUCATION,  ETC. 

Mat  1870. 

I. — ^The  DiviNiTT  Hall. — Ses8IOn1869. 

The  Committee  have  to  report  that  29  students  made  applica- 
tion through  the  Presbyteries  of  the  Church  for  admission  to  the  Hall. 
The  usual  examinations  were  held  on  the  third  Tuesday  of  June,  at 
Edinburgh,  Glasgow,  Dundee,  Ellon,  Manctiester,  Bristol,  and  Coleraine. 
One  of  the  candidates  failed  to  pass,  and  one  had  died  before  the  session 
opened.  The  rest  (with  the  exception  of  one,  who  did  not  come  np) 
were  admitted  to  the  Hall.  Among  those  examined  was  one  student 
who,  as  formerly  reported,  was  admitted  to  the  Hall  last  year  without 
examination,  on  account  of  illness ;  and  also  the  only  student  who  failed 
in  last  year's  examination,  both  of  whom  have  now  passed.    The  large 
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Dnmber  of  sixteen  had  pardy  nndei^Mie  the  UniTeruty  examinatioDS  for 
a  degree  in  Arts,  and  will  in  due  time  graduate. 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  Presbytery  of  Perth,  Mr.  James  G. 
Crawford,  who  had  not  been  able  to  andergo  the  entrance  examination, 
owing  to  the  state  of  his  health,  waa  admitted  provisionally.  Mr.  Craw- 
ford will  bring  his  case  before  the  Synod  by  petition ;  and  the  Com- 
mittee request  the  Synod  to  decide  whether  or  not  the  session  is  to  be 
snstained. 

Thirteen  stndenta  of  the  first  year  appeared  for  examination  in 
Natoral  Philosophy,  all  of  whom  passed.  The  other  students  of  the  first 
year  had  either  passed  the  degree  examinaUon  in  Nataral  Philosophy,  or 
were  temporarily  exempted  by  the  Synod.  The  nnmber  of  dispensations 
from  this  examination  granted  by  laat  Synod  was  7.  In  accordance 
with  the  decision  of  Synod  on  his  application,  Mr.  John  Frame,  M.A., 
formerly  a  student  of  the  Established  Church,  was  admitted  to  the  Hall 
as  a  student  of  the  second  year. 

The  Committee  are  unable  to  ipeak  with  perfect  satisfaction  of  the 
results  of  these  examinations.  While  a  few  students  acquitted  them- 
selves most  honourably,  the  average  of  scholarship  was  somewhat  in- 
ferior to  that  of  preceding  years.  To  whatever  temporary  cause  this 
may  be  attributed,  the  Committee  feel  confident  that  the  Synod  will  not 
think  the  standard  set  up  in  the  examination  papers  too  high.  These 
papers  were  transmitted  to  Presbyteries,  and  are  now  laid  on  the  Synod's 
table. 

The  sessionof  1869  was  opened  in  presence  of  the  Committee,  on 
Tuesday,  the  3d  Augast,  when,  after  prayer  by  the  moderator  of 
Synod,  a  lecture  was  delivered  by  Professor  Harper  on  '  The  CredoHly 
of  Unbelief.*  The  cUsses  were  conducted  under  the  same  arrangements 
as  formerly.  The  session  was  closed  on  the  23d  of  September, 
when  an  excellent  practical  address  was  delivered  to  the  students  by  the 
moderator.  The  Committee  submit  the  usual  abstracts  of  the  reports 
furnished  to  them  by  the  Professors. 

Br.  Harper,  Professor  of  Systematic  and  Pastoral  Theology,  reports 
that  the  session  in  his  class  was  chiefly  devoted  to  the  Pastoral  depart- 
ment. The  Pastoral  Epistles  were  examined,  the  objections  which  had 
been  taken  to  their  genuineness  discussed,  and  selected  passages,  especially 
from  1st  Timothy,  considered  in  their  bearing  on  the  pastoral  office.  The 
habits  which  ought  to  be  cultivated  by  the  Christian  minister,  and  the 
spirit  and  deportment  which  it  becomes  him  to  manifest,  in  his  honse- 
hold  and  in  society,  were  thus  brought  under  review.  The  duty  and 
advantages  of  household  visitation,  and  the  visitation  of  the  sick,  were 
also  noticed  in  the  course  of  prelection,  and  the  principles  on  which  a[^ 
plicants  for  membership  should  be  received  into  the  communion  of  the 
Church.     Dr.  Harper  also  examined  his  class  daring  several  hooca 
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weekly  on  Hodge's  Oatlines  of  Thedogy,  and  on  the  subjects  of  hia  own 
lectures.  There  were,  besides,  the  nsoal  written  ezaminations,  with  the 
results  of  which,  as  in  former  years,  the  Professor  expresses  himself 
generidly  satisfied.  The  students  of  the  £fth  year,  and  half  of  those  of 
the  third,  delirered  their  discourses  in  this  class,  showing  *  good  ability,' 
and  '  attention  to  the  subjects.'  '  The  deportment  of  the  stadenta  as  a 
body  was  highly  satisfactory.' 

Dr.  M'Michael,  Professor  of  Chnrcb  History,  and  the  History  of 
Doctrines,  lectored  on  the  Church — its  constitation,  its  sacraments,  and 
its  gOTernment.  There  were  both  oral  and  written  examinations  en  tlie 
sabjetts  of  lecture ;  and  the  Professor  speaks  veiy  favourably  of  the 
latter,  '  as  furnishing  a  more  accurate  test  of  the  attainments  and  dili- 
gence of  the  students  than  oral  ezambations  can  do.'  Dr.  M'Michael 
beard  the  discourses  of  the  students  of  the  fourth  year,  and  of  half  of 
those  of  the  third.  He  also  prescribed  an  essay  to  each  student,  to  be 
written  during  the  session,  and  partly  read  in  public.  '  The  Professor 
has  much  pleasure  in  bearing  testimony  to  the  attendance,  diligence,  and 
good  conduct  of  the  class.' 

Dr.  Eadie,  Professor  of  Biblical  Literature  and  Hzegesis,  lectured  on 
the  Languages,  the  Text,  and  the  Interpretation  of  Scripture ;  and  the 
stndents  read  with  him  in  Hebrew  the  Life  of  Abraham,  and  a  portion 
of  the  Book  of  Isaiah,  comparing  the  Septnagint  with  the  Hebrew 
original.  In  Exegesis,  the  Professor  gave  an  exposition  of  the  First 
Epistle  to  the  Thessalouians.  The  discourses  in  this  class  were  all 
'  exceedingly  good ;  the  behaviour  of  the  class  was  excellent ;  and  the 
absences  (not  very  many)  were,  with  almost  no  exception,  satisfactorily 
accounted  for.' 

Dr.  Cairns,  Professor  of  Apologetical  Theology,  reports  that,  though 
somewhat  impeded  daring  the  session  by  defective  health,  yet,  so  far  as 
the  work  was  concerned,  and  the  conduct  of  the  class,  he  has  reason  for 
satisfaction  and  gratitude.  The  course  of  lectures  embraced  the  Evi- 
dence of  Christianity,  and  Prevailing  Errors.  In  the  former  depart- 
ment the  Professor  delivered  seventeen  lectures,  in  which  he  considered  at 
length  the  Argtunents  from  Miracles,from  the  Propagation  of  Christianity, 
and  from  Christian  Experience  of  the  Saving  Power  of  the  Gospel ;  also 
from  Prophecy,  and  other  Evidences  of  Supernatural  Knowledge  in  the 
Scriptures ;  from  the  Evidences  of  Divine  Wisdom  in  the  Adaptation  of 
Christianity  to  Man's  Nature,  as  well  as  in  the  mode  of  its  Introduction 
to  the  World ;  from  the  Peculiarities  of  the  Bible  as  reflecting  a  Divine 
Holiness  and  Love ;  and  from  the  union  of  all  the  foregoing  evidences 
of  Divinity  in  the  Person  and  Life  of  the  Saviour.  Under  these 
different  heads  the  relative  literature,  especially  of  recent  date,  was  con- 
sidered, either  in  special  lectures  or  in  oral  discussions,  embracing  such 
works  as  Mozley  on  Miracles ;  Hengstenberg's  Chriatolagy ;  Pnaey  on 
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Daniel ;  Staart  Mill's  Esiay  on  Lihtrty  (Animadveraioiu  on  the  Cfaris- 
tiiin  Morality);  Eenan's  7m  da  Jetua;  Stranss's  Leben  Jem,  and 
Eece  Homo ;  with  remarks  on  the  criticism  of  the  last-named  work  by 
Mr.  Gladstone.  Dr.  Cairns  has  now  also  enlarged  his  course  so  as  to 
take  in  the  foundations  of  natural  religion,  and  has  given  fonr  oral 
lectures  on  Theism,  Pantheism,  Atheism,  and  Defective  Theism,  em- 
bracing a  review  of  ancient  and  modem  speculation  on  the  being  and  pnv 
vidence  of  God ;  and  he  has  entered,  in  other  oral  lectures  and  examina- 
tions, on  a  detailed  contrast  between  Christianity  and  the  other  religions 
of  the  world.  Under  the  head  of  Prevailing  Errors,  Dr.  Cairns  has 
delivered  four  vmtten  iectares,— one  introductoiy,  on  the  Classification 
of  Errors,  and  the  Sources  of  Error  j  two  on  Errors  regarding  the 
Scriptores  as  the  Sources  of  Christian  Knowledge ;  and  the  last  on 
Errors  regarding  the  Contents  of  Scripture,  in  which  Mr.  Maurice's 
dieory  of  the  atonement  was  examined.  At  various  points  in  the  course 
examinations  were  held  on  imperfect  views  of  the  Incarnation,  on  Pela- 
gianlzing  errors  regarding  sin,  and  on  nngroanded  inferences  from  the 
Divine  benignity  in  the  direction  of  universal  restoration.  Besides  the 
oral  examinations,  the  fonr  written  examinations  prescribed  hy  the  Synod 
were  carefully  conducted,  and  gave  very  satisfactory  proof  of  the  dili- 
gence and  attention  of  the  class.  Dr.  Cairns  heard  the  discourses  of 
half  of  the  students  of  the  second  year,  which  *  indicated  excellent  and 
satisfactory  qualities.'  The '  becoming  deportment'  and  'hopeful  promise' 
of  the  students  are  noted  by  the  Professor,  in  recording  his  thankfnlness 
for  die  results  of  the  session. 

Dr.  Somerville,  according  to  appointment  of  Synod,  has  continued 
his  lectures  on  Missions  and  Evangelism.  As  agreed  at  last  Synod,  these 
lectnres  are  now  conBned  to  the  students  of  the  Senior  Hall.  They 
'men  delivered  weekly  during  the  session,  and  comprised  three  lectures 
on  'The  Obligations  which  lie  on  the  Church  to  seek  the  Evangelization 
of  the  whole  World;'  oneon 'The  Work  to  be  done  amtoig  the  Heathen;' 
two  on  *  The  Qualifications  of  Missionaries ;'  and  (me  on '  The  Missionary 
Map  of  the  World,'  The  students  attended  the  lectures  with  great 
regolarity,  and  their  interest  in  the  subjects  brought  before  them  was 
increasingly  manifest  *  I  believe,'  says  Dr.  Somerville,  *  that  the  mis- 
sionary spirit  is  growing  in  the  Hall  -,  that  several  students  are  looking 
to  the  foreign  field  as  the  scene  of  their  future  labours ;  and  that  there 
is  the  prospect  that  our  missionary  wants  will,  in  respect  to  men,  be  ere 
long  adequately  supplied.' 

Mr.  Blumenreich,  tutor  in  Hebrew,  has,  as  usual,  condncted  a  class 
composed  of  the  first  year's  students.  The  portions  of  Hebrew  read  in 
Dr.  Eadie's  class  have  been  carefully  gone  over,  and  the  students  have 
been  esereised  in  Gesenins'  Gramoiar.  Mr.  Blumenreich  expresses  satis- 
faction with  the  attendance  and  conduct  of  the  students,  and  notes  a 
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*  decided  improTement'  as  to  their  knowledge  of  Hebrew  in  the  eDtrants 
to  the  HBll^-ooe  good  resnlt,  he  thinks,  of  the  Board's  entrance  exami- 
nation. 

The  whole  namber  of  Htadents  attending  the  Hall  dnring  the  session 
was  148.  Of  these  142  were  regalar  students.  Of  the  other  six,  4  were 
admitted  as  occasional  students  at  the  request  of  the  Mission  Board ;  1 
was  recommended  from  Canada,  and  1  belonged  to  another  denomina- 
tion in  our  own  conntry.  The  number  of  regular  students  (142)  is  the 
lai^est  that  has  been  in  attendance  for  several  years.  In  1865,  there 
were  on  the  roll  132  ;  in  1866,  134 ;  in  1867,  136  ;  and  in  1868,  139. 
This  steady  increase,  though  small,  is  gratifying ;  and  if  it  can  be  main- 
tained, the  demand  both  for  ministers  and  for  missionaries  would  soon  be 
adequately  met.  Of  the  142  attending  last  session,  84  belonged  to  the 
senior  class,  viz.  28  to  the  fifth  year,  25  to  the  fourth,  and  31  to  the 
third ;  while  58  belonged  to  the  junior  class,  viz.  30  to  the  second 
year,  and  28  to  the  first.  The  last  number  includes  a  missionaiy 
student,  who,  in  accordance  with  the  arrangement  adopted  by  the 
Synod  at  last  meeting,  takes  his  literary  and  tbeolo^cal  curriculum 
nmnltaneoosly. 

n. — SuPEBINXEirDEHCB  OF  DiVINirr  StODSKTS  DUBtNa  THE  ReCESB. 

The  Committee  has  obtained  the  nsnal  returns  from  Presbyteries  as 
to  the  superintendence  of  students  resident  within  their  bounds  daring 
the  recess.  From  these  returns  it  appears  that  a  nniform  system  of 
superintendence  is  fully  maintained,  according  to  the  regulations  pre- 
scribed by  the  Synod.  All  the  appointed  examinations  have  been  held, 
and  all  the  required  discourses  have  been  delivered  and  sustained.  As 
anthoriKed  by  the  Synod,  the  Committee  has  now  substituted  Shedd's 
Mittory  of  Doctrinea  for  Hagenbach's,  as  the  text-book  for  examination 
on  that  subject.  From  the  completeness  of  the  returns  made  to  them, 
the  Committee  have  reason  to  believe  that  this  important  department  of 
our  scheme  of  ministerial  training  is  carefully  and  efficiently  conducted 
by  the  Presbyteries  of  the  Church. 


HI. — SUFEBINTEKDENOK  OF  SlDDEaTTS  DUBIKO  IHEIB  UNITEBSnT 
CUBBICDLDU. 

The  Superintendents  of  Stndents  attending  the  fonr  Universities 
report  favourably  of  those  noder  their  charge.  Mr.  Harvey  writes :  *  I 
have  to  report  that  I  have  met  with  the  stndents  attending  Edinburgh 
University,  and  belon|^ng  to  the  United  I^sbyterian  Church,  during

the  session  just  closed,  mODthly,  end,  except  od  one  occssion,  in  my  own 
Iiouse.  At  every  meeting  I  examined  a  representative  from  each  class, 
and  made  inquiry  as  to  the  regnlarity  of  attendance  on  the  part  of  the 
students,  and  the  nature  of  the  work  they  were  doing.  At  every  meet- 
ing also  I  engaged  with  them  in  religious  exercises,  conducted  in  part 
by  myself,  and  in  part  by  some  of  their  own  number.  I  did  not  prescribe 
any  special  work  to  be  done  for  me,  being  of  opinion  that  the  object  of 
their  attendance  at  the  University  and  of  presbyterial  superintendence 
would  be  fully  attained  if  the  students  did  their  duty  faithfully  in  their 
several  classes,  and  if  I  bad  sufficient  opportunity  to  judge  of  their 
diligence.  After  spending  an  hour  with  them  in  this  way,  I  invited  all 
of  them  to  stay  and  pass  the  evening,  and  the  invitation  was  cordially 
accepted  on  every  occasion  by  those  who  were  present.  The  number  of 
stadenta  on  my  roll  was  51,  and  the  average  attendance  at  our  meetings 
was  27.  I  have  to  report  uniform  good  conduct  and  gentlemanly  bearing 
on  the  part  of  the  students,  and  satisfactory  progress  in  their  studies  so 
far  as  I  could  judge.' 

Mr.  Oliver  reports :  '  The  number  of  students  of  the  United  Presby- 
terian Church  attending  the  Glasgow  University,  and  under  the  care  of 
the  Presbytery's  Superintendent,  was  26.  The  Superintendent  had 
five  meetings  with  them  during  the  session,  besides  a  meeting  with 
them  in  his  own  house.  In  addition  to  conversing  with  them  on  the 
subject  of  their  studies,  he  endeavoured  to  interest  them  in  the  study  of 
the  Hebrew  Grammar,  and  was  glad  to  find  that  this  study  was  heartily 
entered  into  by  them.  The  attendance,  except  at  the  two  last  meetings, 
was  large,  and  the  condnct  throughout  unexceptionable.  Your  Superin- 
tendent intimated  to  the  students  that  he  would  be  glad  to  see  them  at 
any  time  in  connection  with  their  studies,  and  to  give  such  aid  by  hooks 
or  otherwise  as  he  was  able, — an  intimation  which,  though  not  largely 
taken  advantage  of,  was  not  wholly  neglected.' 

Mr.  Rutherford  reports :  '  The  number  of  students  in  connection 
with  the  United  Presbyterian  Ohnrch  who  attended  the  University  of 
Aberdeen  during  the  past  session  was  10,  most  of  whom  attended  the 
Superintendent's  class  with  commendable  regularity.  Meetings  were 
held  every  Sabbath  evening  during  the  session  for  devotional  exercises, 
and  short  readings  in  Christian  evidences.' 

Mr.  Scott  reports :  *  Twelve  students  belonging  to  the  United  Pres- 
byterian Chnrch  attended  St.  Andrews  University  during  the  session 
1869-70.  Eight  of  these  attended  the  Superintendent's  class;  one  of 
the  remuning  four  was  non-resident  in  St.  Andrews.  Part  of  the 
Epistle  to  the  ^phesians  was  read  in  Gfeek,  and  Paul's  life  and  work 
formed  the  subject  of  several  conversations.  Addresses  were  also  given 
on  the  "  Threefold  Nature  of  Man,"  and  "  The  Best  Methods  of  Study," 
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The  students  were  invited  to  report  on  the  work  done  in  the  varioiu 
classes,  and  to  give  brief  accoants  of  the  origin  of  the  Septuagint,  and 
the  argument  in  Paley'a  Hora  Paulina.  The  missionaiy  meeting  con- 
ducted hj  the  students  was  held  each  Sabhath  afternoon,  and  was  well 
attended.  It  affords  me  satisfaction  to  report  the  attention  and  diligence 
of  most  of  the  students,  and  the  distinguished  scholarship  of  some.' 

From  these  reports  it  will  he  at  once  seen  how  important  it  is  that 
Presbyteries  should  still  encourage,  by  all  means  ia  their  power,  this 
most  useful  superintendence. 


IV. — Tbe  Libbabim. 


1.  'ITie  Edmburgh  Library. 

During  the  past  year  this  Library  has  been  carefully  attended  to  by 
a  Sub-Committee,  of  which  Rer.  Fergus  Ferguson  is  convener.  Mr. 
Morris,  the  librarian,  has  given  his  usual  attention  to  the  duties  of  his 
ofBce ;  and,  after  examination,  the  affairs  of  this  important  department 
have  been  pronounced  satisfactory.  The  Library  continues  to  be  largely 
taken  advantage  of,  especially  for  the  purposes  of  consultation.  During 
the  year,  111  volumes  have  been  added — 58  by  purchase,  and  53  by  pre- 
sentation. Of  those  presented,  48  consbt  of  the  Unitarian  volumes 
referred  to  in  last  year's  report.  Among  the  works  purchased  are  the

2.   The  Brown  lAbrary,  Glasgow. 

The  advantage  of  this  Library  b  increasingly  felt,  especially  by  those 
resident  in  the  west,  and  the  dnties  of  librarian  have  been  most  efiBoiently 
discharged  by  Mr.  Taylor.  The  number  of  volumes  given  out  during 
the  course  of  the  year  is  2019,  while  1590  have  been  consulted  in  the 
i-ooms.  Thei-e  are  212  readers,  of  whom  62  are  ministers,  100  students, 
and  50  city  missionaries. 

It  is  hoped  that,  by  continned  careful  attention,  this  Library  may  attain 
to  even  greater  efficiency. 
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v. — Pbesbttret  Records. 

Mr.  Morris  reports  :  '  My  attention  has  been  given  during  the  year 
to  the  preparation  of  the  Index  to  the  Chnrch  Itecords.  The  portion  of 
the  work  finished  I  sabmitted  to  the  Committee  for  inspection  lately,  and 
approval  was  expressed.  The  work  is  one  of  vast  magnitude,  and  will 
require  a  long  time  to  complete.  The  whole  merits  of  It  have  been 
detailed  by  me  to  the  "  Committee  on  Librarians'  Salaries  and  Duties," 
and  wilt  doabtless  be  submitted  by  them  to  the  Synod  in  their  report' 


yi. — Application  of  Mb.  A.  Olabke  Houston.    ' 

Mr.  A.  Clarke  Houston,  a  student  of  £dihbargh  University,  has 
intimated  to' the  Committee  his  intention  of  applying  for  admission  to  the 
Hall  next  session,  and  inquires  whether  a  curriculum  of  ooe  session  at 
Qaeen'a  College,  Belfast,  and  two  at  Kdinburgh,  will  entitle  him  to  be 
taken  on  examination.  The  Committee,  considering  that  Mr.  Houston, 
before  coming  np  for  examination,  will  have  attended  all  the  requisite 
classes,  accepting  his  explanation  of  the  reasons  why  his  course  has  been 
irregolar,  and  having  respect  to  his  declared  intention  of  completing  his 
cnrricnlum  by  continuing  bis  attendance  at  the  University  to  a  fifth 
session,  agreed  to  recommend  his  case  to  the  favourable  consideration  of 
the  Synod,  which  is  now  accordingly  done. 


VII. — Stcdektb'  Pbeaohhtg. 

The  attention  of  the  Committee  having  been  oalled  by  the  Professors 
and  others  to  the  contiunance  and  increase  of  the  practice  of  irregular 
preaching  by  students  under  their  care,  feel  it  to  be  their  duty  to  suggest 
to  the  Synod  the  necessity  of  anew  considering  what  the  Committee 
believe  to  be  the  injurious  influence,  both  upon  the  training  and  the  cha- 
racter of  the  young  men,  which  results  from  their  being  employed  at  an 
early  stage  of  their  studies  in  the  ordinary  ministrations  of  the  pulpit, 
and  to  urge  the  Synod  to  review  its  regulations  on  this  subject,  with  the 
view  of  enforcing  them  either  in  their  present  form,  or  with  such  modi- 
ficaticms  as  the  Synod  may  see  reason  to  introduce. 
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VUI. — The  Desirableness  of  Entrance  Ezauinations  fob 
Univeesitt  Stddents. 

Taking  into  consideration  the  defective  scholarship  often  exhibited  by 
students  coining  np  for  the  entrance  examination  to  the  Hall,  and  belier- 
ing  that  this  resulu,  in  a  great  measure,  from  the  practice  of  receiving 
students  into  the  Universities,  and  permitting  them  to  pass  from  stsge  to 
stage  of  their  studies  without  previoos  examination  as  to  their  fitness  to 
derive  profit  from  the  instractions  of  the  Professors,  the  Committee  have 
been  strongly  impressed  with  the  desirableness  of  having  such  examina- 
tions instituted.  They  therefore  request  the  Synod  to  consider  this  im- 
portant matter  in  its  bearing  npon  the  edncation  of  our  own  students, 
and,  if  it  shall  see  cause,  at  least  to  declare  an  opinion  in  favour  of 
entrance  examinations  in  the  Universities ;  or  to  take  such  other  measores 
as  may  bring  the  question  before  the  University  Councils  and  Courts.

KEPOET  ON  EVANGELISTIC  ETOOET  AND  HOME 
EVAITGELIZATION. 


The  attention  of  the  Synod,  at  its  meeting  in  May  1869,  was  specially 
directed  to  the  subject  of  Home  Evangelization ;  and  after  carefol  con- 
rideration  of  the  scheme  submitted  by  the  Committee  on  Evangelistic 
Efifort,  which  had  been  appointed  by  the  Synod  in  May  1868,  a  aeries  of 
rales  were  adopted  for  'the  establishment  and  working  of  aa  agency,  by 
which  evangelistic  efforts  might  be  carried  on,  alike  in  connection  with 
congregations,  and  m  localities  where,  from  special  circumstances,  there 
either  exists  a  destitution,  or  prevails  a  neglect,  of  the  means  of  grace.' 
The  working  of  thu  scheme  was  placed  under  the  charge  of  the  Home 
Committee  of  the  Synod's  Board  of  Missions,  and  it  has  engaged  the 
attention  of  that  Committee  at  most  of  its  meetings  during  the  year 
1869-70.  The  members  of  Uie  Committee  have  realized  the  import- 
ance, responsibility,  and  peculiar  difficulty  of  the  work  entrusted  to  them ; 
and  they  have  endeavoured  to  prosecute  it  in  the  manner  which  might 
most  directly  tend  to  the  attainment  of  the  results  contemplated  by  the 
Synod  in  the  adoption  of  the  scheme, — the  awakening  of  the  careless, 
the  reformation  of  the  ungodly  and  the  profane,  the  reclaiming  of  the 
backslider,  the  manifestation  of  the  power  of  vital  godliness,  and  the  in- 
creased prosperity  of  the  Church.  To  a  considerable  extent,  however, 
their  procedure  has  been  initiatory  and  tentative ;  and  its  value  is  to  be 
estimated  rather  by  its  tendency  to  open  up  the  way  for  more  extended 
effort  and  more  enlarged  results  in  future  years,  than  by  any  statement 
which  can  be  presented  of  the  work  already  done.  Yet  the  Committee 
are  hopeful  that,  during  part  of  the  past  year,  agencies  havo  been 
employed,  and  meetings  held,  and  work  accomplished,  which  God  has 
owned  and  blessed  for  the  spiritual  good  of  many  souls,  and  as  the  means 
at  once  of  gathering  some  who  were  living  without  God  and  without 
hope  in  the  world  into  the  kingdom  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus 
Christ,  and  of  exciting  others  to  greater  diligence  in  working  the  work 
of  God,  and  in  the  service  of  Him  whom  they  had  previously  called 
Lord  and  Master. 
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The  first  rale  adopted  by  the  Synod  in  1869  for  the  management  of 
this  scheme,  placed  it  in  charge  of  the  Home  Committee  of  the  Board 
of  Missions;  and  that  Committee,  at  their  first  meeting  after  the  Synod, 
appointed  a  small  Sub-Committee  to  consider  the  whole  scheme,  and  to 
report  on  the  means  by  which  the  Home  Committee  might  most  effi- 
ciently cany  ont  the  wishes  and  intentions  of  the  Synod  in  the  adoption 
of  the  scheme.  This  Sub-Committee  issued  a  circular  to  the  Clerks  of 
Presbyteries,  inviting  their  attention  to  the  Synod's  resolutions,  requesting 
them  to  forward  to  the  Home  Secretary  the  names  of  the  Conveners  of 
the  Evangelistic  Committees  appointed  in  their  respective  Presbyteries, 
and  asking  them  to  report  the  names  and  addresses  of  such  persona — 
ministers,  or  others — as  tliey  might  be  prepared  to  recommend  as  suitable 
Evangelistic  Agents,  to  be  employed  in  evangelistic  work  either  con- 
stantly or  occasionally.  Accordingly,  at  the  meeting  of  the  Home  Com- 
mittee in  the  month  of  August,  the  Sub-Committee  reported  that 
Evangelistic  Committees  had  been  appointed  by  nearly  the  whole  of  the 
Presbyteries  of  the  Church,  and  that  the  Conveners  of  these  Committees 
were  the  following : —

The  Home  Committee  further  appointed  as  a  standing  Sab-Com- 
mittee, to  superintend  the  operations  of  the  Evangelistic  Scheme,  to 
arrange  the  business  connected  with  that  scheme  for  the  meetings  of 
the  Committee,  and  to  report  from  time  to  time,  the  following  members

Also  appointed  as  a  special  Sub-Committee,  to  receive  the  testimonials 
of  applicants  for  employment  as  Evangelistic  Agents,  to  converse  with 
applicants,  to  secnre  meetings  at  which  trial  addresses  might  be  delivered, 
and  generally  to  arrange  these  applications  for  due  consideration  by  the

The  fii-st  rule  adopted  by  the  Synod  further  provided  that  the  Evan- 
gelistic Scheme  should  *  he  supported  from  the  Evangelistic  Branch  of

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tfaa  Home  Mission  Fand,  augmented,  so  far  as  necessary,  hj  increased 
liberality  on  the  part  of  the  Church  generally,  by  special  subscriptions, 
and  by  local  collections.'  The  Home  Committee,  therefore,  take  this 
opportunity  of  directing  the  attention  of  the  Synod,  of  congregations, 
and  of  individual  members  of  the  Church,  to  the  necessity  for  more 
liberal  contributions  for  the  support  of  the  Evangelistic  Branch  of  the 
Home  Mission  Fond.  The  special  additional  expenditure  under  this 
new  Kvangelistic  Scheme  in  1869  was  comparatively  small,  amounting 
only  to  £113, 18s.  6d.,  inclusive  of  a  grant  of  £20  to  the  fiev.  T.  Russell, 
for  work  at  Sydenham,  near  London.  Yet  the  whole  expenditure 
under  the  Evangelistic  Branch  of  the  Home  Mission  Fund  for  the 
year  1869  exceeded  the  income  for  the  year  by  more  than  £30 ;  and 
the  balance  in  favour  of  the  Fond,  which  at  31st  December  1869 
amounted  to  £440,  4s.  lOd.  (exclusive  of  the  Reserve  Fund),  had  been 
reduced  to  about  £6  at  the  end  of  March  last.  And  as  the  appoint- 
ment of  agents  under  the  scheme  necessitates  the  payment  of  several 
additional  salaries  during  the  present  year,  and  affords  the  opportunity 
for  conducting  evangelistic  operations  on  a  wider  scale,  the  expenditure 
for  1870  most  considerably  exceed  that  of  the  previous  year,  and  enlarged 
contributions  are  therefore  required  for  the  adequate  support  of  the  Synod's 
Scheme.  One  member  of  the  Committee  has,  indeed,  generously  trans- 
ferred to  the  Synod's  funds  the  annual  contribution  of  £100,  which  be 
had  previously  given,  in  another  channel,  for  the  maintenance  of  an 
Evangelistic  Agent ;  bat  there  is  still  urgent  need  for  the  exercise  of 
increased  liberality  by  congregations,  and  the  more  wealthy  members  of 
the  Church ;  and  the  Committee  earnestly  hope  that  the  Synod  may 
adopt  measures  for  obtaining  for  the  Evangelistic  Fund  the  increased 
support  which  the  extension  of  evangelistic  operations  under  this  new 
scheme,  and  in  other  ways  in  connection  with  that  Fund,  justifies  and 
demands. 

The  second  rule  adopted  by  the  Synod  for  the  management  of  the 
Evangelistic  Scheme,  had  special  reference  to  the  appointment,  remune- 
ration, and  employment  of  suitable  agents.  The  Committee  feel  that 
the  selection  of  proper  persons  to  be  employed  in  the  work  of  evangeli- 
zation was  one  of  the  most  responsible  portions  of  the  duty  committed 
to  them  ;  and  they  have  endeavoured  to  make  that  selection  with  fitting 
caution  and  deliberation,  and  with  prayer  for  all  needed  wisdom  and 
direction  from  above.  In  several  instances  in  which  applications  for 
employment  as  agents  under  the  Synod's  Scheme,  or  intimations  from 
ministers  or  others  of  parties  specially  adapted  to  the  work,  were  received 
by  the  Committee,  it  was  fonnd,  after  inquiry  and  correspondence,  that 
there  were  difficulties  or  objections,  in  consequence  of  which  the  names  of 
individuals  had  to  be  withdrawn  from  the  list  of  candidates,  and  the  hope  of 
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obtaining  their  services  as  efficient  Evangelistic  Agents  was  disappointed. 
In  other  cases,  Iiowever,  tlie  Committee  have  been  more  successful.  Mr, 
David  Cameron,  who,  prior  to  last  meeting  of  Synod,  had  been  employed 
in  conducting  evangelistic  services  in  connection  witli  the  United  Presby- 
terian Presbytery  of  Glasgow,  was  first  engaged  temporarily  under  the 
superintendence  of  the  Committee,  and  afterwards  regularly  appointed 
as  an  Evangelistic  Agent  under  the  Synod's  Scheme.  He  has  thus  been 
engaged  in  evangelistic  work  in  several  districts  during  the  greater  part 
of  the  past  year;  and  the  Committee  have  been  gratified  by  the  testimony 
uniformly  ^ven,  by  the  ministers  and  others  with  whom  he  has  been 
associated  in  his  work,  to  his  earnestness  and  acceptability,  to  his  readi- 
ness to  receive  advice  and  to  act  harmoniously  with  his  fellow-labourers, 
and  to  his  usefulness  and  success.  Mr.  William  Murray,  who  had  been 
employed  for  some  time  under  the  immediate  observation  of  a  member 
of  Committee  as  a  district  missionary,  and  who  had  high  testimonials 
as  to  character  and  adaptation  to  the  work  of  evangelization,  was  ap- 
pointed as  an  agent  under  the  Synod's  Scheme  in  January  1870,  and 
has  since  been  labouring  in  connection  with  it  with  great  earnestness  and 
hopeful  tokens  of  success.  Mr.  James  Murray,  brother  of  the  above, 
formerly  engaged  in  business  as  a  master  mason,  and  well  reported  of 
by  the  minister  of  the  congregation  of  which  he  was  a  member,  was 
appointed  as  an  agent  shortly  after  his  brother,  and  has  since  been 
associated  with  him  in  conducting  meetings  in  various  places  with 
similar  zeal  and  devotedness.  And  more  recently  Mr.  Peter  Williamson, 
who  has  for  some  time  been  employed  as  an  evangelist  in  Dunfermline 
and  the  surrounding  district,  and  of  whose  diligent!^  and  success  most 
favourable  evidence  has  been  received,  has  been  added  to  the  list  of 
agents,  and  will  in  a  few  days  enter  on  his  work  onder  the  direcUon  of 
the  Committee. 

The  Committee  were  also  desirous  to  obtain  the  services  of  Mr.  John 
Colville,  yr.,  in  connection  with  the  Synod's  Scheme,  and  to  secure  for 
it  the  benefit  of  his  somewhat  large  experience  in  evangelistic  labour; 
and  although  Mr.  Colville  has  not  been  engaged  as  one  of  the  paid 
agents  under  the  Synod's  Scheme,  and  does  not  give  himself  exclusively 
to  the  work  in  connection  with  it,  the  Committee  are  happy  to  report 
that  he  has  consented  to  assist  in  carrying  oat  the  Synod's  operations, 
by  taking,  in  as  far  as  other  engagements  may  permit,  a  friendly  super- 
intendence of  the  work  of  the  agents,  and  by  such  personal  efforts  as  be 
may  be  able  to  put  forth,  for  increasing  the  practical  efficiency  of  the 
meetings  held  by  these  agents.  The  severe  and  protracted  illness  of  a 
near  relative  has  deprived  the  Committee  of  the  benefit  of  Mr.  Culville's 
aid  during  the  past  months ;  but  they  hope  that,  as  his  anxiety  for  his 
friend  is  removed  by  his  restoration  to  health,  he  may  now  be  able  to 
devote  a  larger  portion  of  his  time  and  efforts  to  the  advancement  of  the 
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Synod's  Scheme,  and  they  are  well  assured  that  thor  hope  is  in  accord- 
ance with  hia  own  wishes  and  intention.

In  determining  the  amonnt  of  salary  to  be  paid  to  these  agents,  the 
Oommittee  have  taken  into  consideration  the  sama  paid  by  other  Societies 
by  whom  Evangelists  are  employed,  the  experience  which  the  applicants 
have  had  in  evangelistic  work,  and  the  income  which  they  may  have 
received  in  their  previous  occnpationA;  and  they  have  resolved  that 
Messrs.  Cameron  and  William  Murray  shall  receive  £100  per  annam, 
and  that  the  salaries  of  iSieBsrs.  James  Murray  and  Peter  Williamson 
Bball  meanwhile  be  at  the  rate  of  £90  per  annum,  with  the  prospect  of 
increase  if  their  labours  are  accq>table,  and  as  their  experience  is  en- 
larged. The  Committee  have  further  agreed  that,  in  addition  to  th^ 
stated  income,  the  agents  shall  receive  an  allowance  for  their  travelling 
expenses  when  they  are  employed  at  a  dirtance  from  their  homes ;  bnt 
that  in  general  the  coat  of  board  and  lodging,  when  it  is  not  provided 
for  by  local  parties,  shall  be  borne  by  the  agents  themaelves.  It  is 
hoped  that  these  arrangements  may  meet  with  the  approval  of  the  Synod; 
and  that  aa  other  Societies  have  found  it  necessary  to  increase  the  maxi- 
mum allowance  to  their  agents,  the  Synod  will  sustain  its  Committee  in 
the  exercise  of  a  prudent  liberality  towards  the  agents  employed  in  its 
evangelistic  service. 

In  connection  with  the  third  section  of  the  second  rule,  the  Com- 
mittee have  to  report  that,  after  correspondence  with  ministers,  sessions, 
and  other  parties,  meetings  have  been  uranged,  and  evangelistic  services 
have  been  condncted,  within  the  bounds  of  several  Presbyteries,  in  con- 
nection either  with  congregations,  or  with  the  Mission  Stations  which  are 
supported  by  them.  The  Ministers  and  Missionaries  of  these  congrega- 
tions have  been  expected  to  take  the  superintendence  of  the  meetings 
held  in  their  respective  districts;  and  they  have  often  rendered  most 
important  a&aidiance  to  the  evangelistic  agents  of  the  Synod  in  conduct- 
ing the  services,  while  they  report  that  they  have,  at  all  times,  found  the 
agents  ready  to  receive  their  suggestions  and  counsels,  and  earnest  and 
devoted  in  the  performance  of  the  wQrk  assigned  to  them.  The  dates  at 
which  these  meetings  and  services  were  commenced  and  concluded,  have 
not  been  stated  in  some  of  the  reports  which  have  been  received  con- 
cerning them ;  but  it  is  hoped  that  the  following  tabular  statement  of 
the  meetings  held,  and  of  the  ministers  and  agents  who  assisted  in  con- 
ducting the  services,  may  be  found  substantially  correct.

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In  the  initial  stage  of  its  histoiy,  throngli  which  the  present  scheme 
has  hitherto  been  passing,  the  Committee  hare  found  employment  for 
the  agents  at  their  command  in  complying  with  the  requests  for  assist- 
ance in  evangelistic  work  which  have  been  addressed  to  them ;  and  have 
only  to  a  very  limited  extent  exercised  the  power  committed  to  them  of 
selecting  localities  at  their  own  instance,  and  of  soliciting  the  consent  of 
Presbyteries  and  sessions  to  conduct  evangelistic  work  in  these  localities. 
The  attention  of  the  Committee  has,  however,  been  directed  to  some 
places  in  which  it  aeema  expedient  that  evangelistic  services  should  be 
originated  for  the  benefit  of  a  dense  and  spiritually  destitute  population  ; 
and  they  hope  to  be  able  to  send  evangelistic  agents  to  some  of  these 
localities  during  the  approaching  summer  and  autumn. 

In  connection  with  the  services  which  have  been  conducted  by  the 
agents  of  the  Synod,  and  the  meetings  which  have  been  held  in  the 
districts  specified  above,  the  Committee  have  endeavoured,  as  far  as 
practicable,  to  secure  that  everything  should  be  done  in  accordance  with 
the  letter  and  the  spirit  of  rules  third,  fourth,  and  fifth ;  but,  in  order 
that  these  may  be  more  clearly  understood,  they  would  suggest  that  the 
rules,  as  amended  by  the  Synod  at  its  twelfth  sederunt,  on  the  18th  May 
1869,  should  be  reprinted  in  the  Appendix  to  the  Minutes  of  Synod  for 
the  present  year.  The  Committee  have  availed  themselves  of  the  per- 
mission given  by  the  third  rule  to  employ  in  evangelistic  work  not  only 
ministers  and  preachers,  but  also  other  persons  of  whose  qualifica^ons 
they  might  approve, — as  to  secure  the  services  of  Mr.  John  Ross, 
student  of  the  fifth  year,  in  connection  with  meetings  in  Glasgow  and  at 
Lismore  ;  and  they  recommend  as  one  means  of  increasing  the  interest 
of  the  rising  ministry  in  evangelistic  work,  and  of  imparting  greater 
readiness  for  its  performance,  that  advanced  students  should  be  invited 
and  encouraged  to  assist  in  such  evangelistic  services  as  may  be  con- 
ducted in  the  districts  where  they  reside,  or  in  connection  with  the  con- 
gregations of  wliich  they  are  members. 

The  Synod's  regulations  instruct  the  Committee  to  receive  monthly 
reports  from  the  agents  of  the  evangelistic  work  conducted  by  them ; 
but  it  has  been  found  that  the  agents  are  generally  averse  to  report  con- 
cerning their  own  labours,  and  are  desirous  rather  that  the  ministers  or 
missionaries,  under  whose  immediate  superintendence  the  various  services 
are  conducted,  should  prepare  and  forward  such  reports  as  the  Committee 
may  require.  A  considerable  number  of  these  reports  have  been  for- 
warded to  the  Home  Secretary  during  the  past  months,  and  have  been 
read  with  interest  and  pleasure  at  the  meetings  of  the  Committee ;  and 
as  illustrations  of  the  spirit  in  which  the  meetings  have  been  held,  of  the 
interest  which  they  have  awakened,  and  of  the  results  which  they  have 
produced,  the  following  extracts  are  sabjoined  : — 
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Frwu  Stomoway  the  Bev,  James  Holmes  writes  as  follows : — 

'  Mr.  Cameron  arriyed  tn  Stornoway  on  the  19th  Uay,  and  from  tliat 
date  has  laboured  with  great  diligence  and  much  acceptance,  among  fisher- 
men especially.  Fishermen  cannot  be  easUy  reached  through  the  ireek, 
being  Uttle  out  of  their  boats  from  Monday  night  to  Saturday  morning. 
Every  opportunity  of  holding  meetings  has,  however,  been  taken  advantage 
of,  and  four  have  been  held  each  week.  Special  attention  shcold,  however, 
be  directed  to  the  meetings  held  on  Saturday  and  Sabbath  evenings.  As 
soon  as  Hr.  Cameron  arrived,  permission  was  obtuned  from  the  authorities 
to  hold  services  on  Saturday  evenings  in  one  of  the  leading  streets  in 
town.  The  weather  being  favourable,  large  crowds  (500  or  more)  as- 
sembled each  evening,  and  listened  attentively  to  the  addresses  given. 
Iliere  is  leason  to  think  that  much  good  has  been  accomplished  through 
these  meetings,  especially  in  the  way  of  keeping  men  out  of  the  publio 
houses,  and  bringing  them  to  ohurch  on  the  Sabbath,  He  best  proof 
that  good  has  resulted  from  the  Saturday  gatherings  is,  that  the  publicans 
■lone  have  been  doubtful  about  their  usefulness. 

'  The  devotional  exercises  were  conducted  chiefly  by  the  fishermen 
themselves,  and  many  expressed  themselves  as  delighted  with  the  earnest- 
ness and  evident  siacerity  of  the  men.  A  number  expressed  concern  about 
the  salvation  of  their  souls,  and  it  is  hoped  have  found  peace  in  Christ. 
One  case,  that  of  a  young  woman  from  Wick,  was  especially  interesting. 
She  had  been  for  some  years  servant  to  a  Free  Chnrch  minister,  and  being 
out  of  a  situation  had  come  here  as  a  servant  to  a  crew  of  fishermen. 
She  found  her  way  into  the  church  one  evening,  and  heard  one  of  Mr, 
Cameron's  discourses,  and  at  once  her  heart  was  reached.  She  remained 
to  be  conversed  with  at  the  end  of  the  service,  and  called  upon  Mr. 
Cameron  through  the  week,  and  at  last  professed  to  have  found  rest  in 
the  Saviour.  There  is  reason  to  think  that  there  have  been  other  oases 
of  awakening  besides  those  made  known,  and  these  also,  it  is  hoped,  will 
be  gathered  in.' 

Of  GatesLead,  the  Rev,  William  Clark  of  Barrhead  writes : — 

'  The  Rev,  Messrs.  Brown,  Leitch,  and  Wallace  of  Newcastle,  and  the 
Bev.  Mr,  Jeffrey  of  the  English  Presbyterian  Church,  Gateshead,  co- 
operated with  me  in  these  week-night  meetings.  The  attendance  varied 
from  40  to  130.  The  tone  of  fediog  seemed  to  deepen  in  solemnity, 
especially  during  the  second  week ;  a  few  persons  were  conversed  with, 
who  seemed  to  be  less  or  more  anxious ;  and  united  prayer  was  offered 
every  evening  at  the  close  of  the  meeting. 

'  In  coarse  of  visitation  1  fonnd  one  Scotch  person,  a  single  woman 
from  Aberdeen,  who  attends  no  place  of  worship  whatever ;  and  another 
Scotchwoman,  mother  of  a  large  family,  who  had  once  heek  a  member  of 
one  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Churches  in  KeUo,  and  was  afterwards, 
along  with  her  husband,  for  some  time  in  connection  with  the  English 
Independents,  but  has  latterly  been  in  full  communion  with  no  Church, 
Her  husband  has  been  occasionally  at  the  United  Presbyterian  station ; 
but  none  of  the  family  are  in  regular  attendance  upon  any  place  of 
worship.  The  week-night  meetings  prevented  me  from  giving  so  much 
time  and  strength  to  visitation  as  otherwise  I  should ;  bat  I  was  told  that 
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there  vers  many  Scotch  people  Bottcred  throi^hoQt  the  town,  vho  formed 
pul  of  "  the  lapsed,  manea,"  and  that  not  a  few  of  the  present  members  of 
Methodist  congregatioDa  had  originally  been  Presbyterians.  The  popola- 
tioa  of  the  town  is  sud  to  be  45,000.' 

Of  Dnnfennlme  and  its  neighboorlioocl,  the  Eer.  Joseph  Hay  of 
Letliendy  writes : — 

'  In  several  villages  I  went  from  honse  to  honse  speaking  a  few  words, 
or  in  oases  of  siclmett  remaining  a  little  longer,  and  engaging  in  prayer. 
I  distribnted  an  immense  aomber  of  tracts,  and  small  books  for  children. 
A  goodly  portion  of  the  tracts  I  got  from  Mr.  David  Morton,  Perth,  and 
Mr.  Peter  Taylor,  Dunfermline.  The  small  books  I  purchased  myself,  and 
believed,  that  by  taking  a  kindly  interest  in  the  young,  much  precious  seed 
was  sown.  In  visiting  I  usually  left  a  tract,  and  invited  to  the  meeting. 
Very  specially  in  the  Mission  Hall,  and  in  the  Music  Hall,  very  deep  in- 
terest was  manifested.  Both  halls  were  filled,  and  riveted  attention 
given bytheaudience;  and  at  Cowdenbeath, Lochgelly,  Fordel,  Crossgates, 
etc.,  there  was  evidence  of  the  Lord's  presence,  not  only  in  the  deep  at- 
tendon,  bat  also  in  the  absorbing  interest  evinced.' 

From  Tranent  and  Elpbinstone,  at  vhich  places  the  Rev.  James  H. 
Cameron,  of  Newburgb,  conducted  services  in  October  1869,  the  Ber. 
William  Farlane  writes : — 

'  Mr.  Cameron  generally  visited  in  Tranent  an  hoar  or  two  in  the  fore- 
noon before  going  to  Elphinstone  in  the  aAemoon.  He  also  gave  two  full 
days  to  Tranent — visiting  in  the  forenoon,  addressing  meetings  in  the  even- 
ing. He  did  so  likewise  at  Preatonpans.  Besides,  he  preached  one  Sab- 
bath evening  in  Tranent,  and  on  Monday,  the  2Sth,  at  New  Winton,  in  the 
parish  of  Penoutland. 

'  How  was  Mr.  Cameron  received  ?  Moat  civilly  and  kindly  by  persona 
of  all  classes,  opinions,  and  characters.  His  audiences  were  very  good, 
considering  the  want  of  bills, — a  serious  deficiency, — and  that  he  was  here 
during  potato  harvest  On  the  Sabbath  evening  hb  audience  was  v^ry 
large.  What  effect  has  been  produced  by  his  labours  ?  A  most  favour- 
able impression  in  regard  to  himself  and  to  the  gospel  which  he  preached. 
His  hearers  appeared  to  be  deeply  interested,  serious,  and  affected.  As 
to  spiritual  and  saving  effects,  these  are  as  yet  known  only  to  God. 

'  Mr.  Cameron's  abilities,  prudence,  manners,  sound  doctrine,  aptitude 
to  teach,  boming  xeal,  and  unwearied  labours,  commanded  universal  re- 
spect. I  trust  that  his  labours  have  not  been  in  vain  in  the  Lord.  Mj 
<^ef  regret  is,  that  they  could  not  be  continued  in  this  district,  whitji 
contains  so  large  a  population  of  miners  and  other  working  classes,  among 
whom  the  conttant  laiouri  of  a  jvdicioui,  fMlhful,  and  ztdUnia  mitsionary  ora 
to  mvch  needed.' 


From  Johnston,  where  Mr.  David  Cameron  assisted  in  holding  meet- 
ings in  the  mouth  of  October  last,  the  Bev.  James  Inglis  writes  : — 

'  We  have  held  nx  meetings  in  six  days,  well  attended,  the  people  in- 
t«a«sted,  and,  I  believe,  good  done.    Several  hopeful  cases. 

'  Mr.  Cnneron's  addresses  were  tuefiil  and  aronang,  with  very  Uttle  of 
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self  in  them ;  and,  on  the  whole,  I  tUak  he  is  aa  effidoit  and  sober-minded 
an  agent  aa  we  are  likely  to  get.     Some  care  ii  needed  to  prorent  ex- 
tnvigance  in  the  after  meetinga.' 
From  Milngavie  tlie  Rev.  G.  M'Qtteen  writes : — 

'  Mr.  Cameron  began  his  laboura  bj  addressiDg  the  congregation  and 
cUaaeB.  For  oar  evening  meetings  we  had  a  canvass  of  the  village,  with  , 
conuderable  success,  in  bringing  out,  especially  on  the  week-nights,  the 
non-churchgoing  portion.  During  the  fint  week  we  held  the  meetings  in 
a  kind  of  hall  or  schoolroom,  capable  of  holding  nearly  200.  The  hall  was 
well  filled,  and  latterly  became  so  uncomfortably  crowded,  that  we  deemed 
it  proper  to  take  the  meetings  dorii^  the  second  week  to  the  churob. 

'  Throughout  the  meetings  I  had  the  co-operation  of  a  Free  Church 
n^hbour.  I  was  also  favoured  with  the  services  of  several  of  roy  brethren 
from  Glasgow  and  neighbourhood,  whose  addresses  were  greatly  helpful  in 
promoting  the  interest  and  benefit  of  the  occasion.  Mr.  Cameron  took 
part  all  through  with  great  earnestness  and  acceptance.  As  for  results,  I 
wish  not  to  speak  too  rashly,  but  I  think  we  may,  with  some  reasonable 
hope,  speak  of  a  measure  of  fruit  A  considerable  number — about  forty- 
waited  for  convocation.  Of  these  there  were  a  number  who  bod  madepro- 
fessioiis  on  former  occasions,  and  others  who  had  no  very  deep  impressions. 

'  I  have  formed  what  I  have  called  a  class-meeting,  in  which  my  pur- 
pose is  to  mingle,  with  the  engagements  of  the  prayer-meeting,  a  course 
of  doctrinal  instruction.  At  this  meeting  there  was,  to-night,  an  attend- 
ance of  about  twenty,  mainly  drawn  from  the  meetings.  A  number, 
however,  have  been  consistent  and  earnest  professors  for  a  length  of 
time.  We  have  been  in  the  habit  of  having  Sabbath  evening  meetings 
in  the  winter  time.  These  we  have  been  holding,  since  Mr.  Cameron's 
visit,  in  the  hall,  and  they  have  been  well  attended,  the  hall  being  filled. 
The  coi^iregational  prayer-meeting  also  is  meanwhile  improved.  Ther« 
has,  I  think,  been  a  stirring  of  the  hearts  of  some  who  were  true  Chris> 
tjoma,  and  of  others  who  did  not  come  forward.' 

OF  the  services  held  in  Fortsbargb,  Ediubargh,  uid  with  reference 
to  a  meeting  with  some  who  professed  to  hare  been  broogbt  to  the 
Savionr,  Dr.  Ogilvie  writes : — 

*  The  meeting  was  deeply  interesting,  and  passed  off  in  evety  way  as 
we  could  de^re.  I  am  not  without  my  fears  respecting  some  of  them, 
knowing,  as  I  do  so  well,  their  former  habits ;  but  we  shall  do  everything 
in  our,  power  to  help  them  in  the  right  course,  and  trust  to  be  able  to  say 
something  satisfactory  afterwards,  as  time  and  circumstances  may  warrant. 
'  The  meeting  I  believe,  have  been  blessed  to  others  who  made  no 
ptofessioQ,  and  blessed  also  to  God's  people.  Deep  impressions  appeared 
h)  be  made.  We  shall  carry  on  our  meetings  every  Sabbath  evening, 
with  another  week  or  two  of  spetuol  services  by  and  by.  Meantime,  I 
conclude  with  the  expresdon  of  my  gratitude  to  the  Committee  for  send- 
mg  Mr.  Cameron,  with  thankfulness  to  God  for  blessing  bis  labours  and 
the  labours  of  others.' 

Of  the  meetiogs  at  Springbum,  Glo^w,  in  Augost  1869,  the  Ber, 
J-A-Jobnaton  writes: — 
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'  The  attendance  and  interest  in  the  hall,  where  we  held  oar  ordin&T? 
meetings,  gradually  increased.  Upwards  of  200  would  sometimes  be  in 
attendance.  About  90  persons  in  all  pTofessed  to  be  anxious,  and  were 
personally  dealt  with,  but  nearly  one -half  of  these  were  young  persons^ 
Those  attending  the  meetings  were  chiefly  those  not  regularly  attending 
any  place  of  worship,  but  parties  whom  I  had  fVequently  visited  and 
spoken  to,  especially  in  seasons  of  siclcness  and  bereaTement.  Many  were 
without  Bibles,  and  we  sold  to  them,  at  a  reduced  price,  37  copies  of  the 
New  Testament  and  26  Bibles,  besides  copies  of  the  Psalms  and  other 
portions  of  the  Scriptures-  Since  the  meetings  were  discontinaed,  I  hare 
fisted  at  their  homes  nearly  all  who  professed  to  be  anxious,  and  have  been 
much  gratified  at  the  state  of  matters  ou  the  whole.  Not  a  few  have  been 
■avingly  benefited,  and  others  still  profess  an  interest  in  spiritual  thiiigSL 
Four  hare  been  admitted  to  the  fellowship  of  the  Church,  and  others  are 
applicants  for  the  privilege.  To  conserve  and  increase  the  benefit,  I 
formed  a  class  of  young  women  on  Friday  evenings.  It  numbers  up* 
wards  of  80, — one-half,  at  least,  of  those  attending  being  mill  girls,  who 
were  more  or  less  careless  about  their  souls.  The  exercises  are  singing, 
reading,  sewing,  and  Bible  instruction.  A  few  of  the  girls  attending  this 
class  are  at  our  Sabbath  school,  but  not  one  of  them  in  my  Bible  class  on 
Sabbath  evenings.' 
Concerning  the  meetings  at  Lismoi'e,  Mr.  John  Ross  writes : — 

'  Meeting*  were  held  in  Usmore  and  Appin  from  19th  Decethber  up 
till  Thursday,  6th  January,  when  I  had  to  leave  for  Glasgow,  to  attend  the 
Presbytery  on  the  succeeding  Tuesday.  The  people  generally  seemed  greatly 
interested  in  these  meetings,  and  many  were  deeply  impressed ;  there  was  a 
very  manifest  earnestness  and  seriousaess  on  the  part  of  the  hearers,  which, 
I  trust,  shall  not  be  like  the  "  morning  clond,"  Ilie  attendance  was  such  as 
has  not  been  witnessed  for  years,  on  week-days,  in  Liamore — not  since  a 
previous  revival  in  1848.  The  children  of  God  there  were  sorry  the 
nightly  meetings  were  to  be  given  up ;  but  I  believe  two  or  three  meet- 
ings per  week  will  be  continued  by  our  excellent  missionary  there  and 
the  Free  Church  minister  of  Appin,  who  is  greatly  interested  by  the 
aspect  of  afiairs  on  the  island.  Sernvl  professed  anxiety  for  their  soul's 
salvation ;  but  only  the  two  before  mentbned  have  professed  to  have 
found  peace.  I  believe  the  good  work  b  only  begun,  however,  for  the 
believers  on  the  island  have  been  stirred  up  to  earnest  prayer,  and  to 
expect  blessings  from  above.' 

Of  the  meetings  held  at  Partick  and  Whiteinch,  in  September  1869, 
the  Rev.  K.  M.  Gibson  writes :  — 

'  We  opened  on  the  evening  of  Sabbath,  the  5th  inst.,  in  the  church, 
vrith  an  attendance  of  about  500  persons.  We  had  a  little  band  of  about 
40  tract  distributors  and  household  visitors,  who  covered  the  district 
repeatedly  wilh  a  distribution  of  tracts.  Upwards  of  5000  tracts,  and 
little  books  for  the  anxious,  were  given  away  during  these  meetings. 
Among  these  little  books  were  included  "  Come  to  Jesus,"  "  The  Blood  of 
Jesus,"  "  A  Saviour  for  You,"  "  God's  Way  of  Peace,"  "  The  Way  of 
Salvation,"  "  Heaven,  and  how  to  get  there,"  etc.,  which  we  found  to  be 
very  useful.    The  attendance  kept  up  well  during  the  week,  averaging, 
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I  should  My,  850  nightly.  Every  night  we  had  anxioiu  sonla  muting 
at  the  close  of  the  meeting  for  further  convenation  and  prayer.  I  fomid 
Mr.  Cameron  able  in  address,  and  specially  usefnl  among  the  inquiring. 
At  Whiteinch  the  attendancs  was  not  so  large,  as  was  to  be  expected 
&om  the  aixe  of  the  district  Still  the  Trades  Hall,  in  which  we  met,  was 
filled  nightly ;  uid  onr  arerage  attendance  for  tbe  we^  conld  not  be 
under  200  persons.  Here  also  we  covered  tbe  whole  locality,  three  times 
dnring  the  week,  with  tracts  ;  we  bad  anxious  souls  every  night ;  and  I 
believe  great  good  has  been  done.  During  these  services,  Mr.  Cameron 
and  I  have  spoken  to  about  100  anxious  inquirers ;  aod  about  20  of  these 
now  profess  to  have  fonnd  peace  through  believing  in  the  Lord  Jesus. 
I  feel  devoutly  thankful  to  Grod  for  the  manifestations  of  His  presence  and 
power  amongst  us  during  these  services ;  and  I  take  encouragement  from 
tbe  results,  and  will  attempt  similar  meetings  again  in  due  time.' 

And  agaii!)  of  the  meetings  held  in  Febroary  and  March  1870,  Mr. 
Gibeoo  writes : — 

*  Before  comment^g  these  services,  I  had  provided,  chiefly  tlirough  the 
asdstance  of  others,  a  large  supply  of  good  gospel  tracts  for  general  dis- 
tribution, and  a  considerable  quantity  of  little  books  for  the  anxious.  I 
was  able  to  organize  a  staff  of  about  60  persons  of  my  own  congregation, 
to  co-opeiate  with  us  as  district  viutors.  About  600  tracts  have  been 
given  away  by  these  visitors,  who  went  round  inviting  the  people  to  the 
meetings.  During  the  two  weeks  the  meetings  were  held  in  the  church, 
we  had  an  average  attendance  of  about  260  nightly.  We  also  held  two 
meetings  during  the  day  for  mothers,  and  ladies  who  could  not  get  out  in 
the  evening ;  and  one  meeting  early  in  the  evening  for  children,  which 
was  eloeed  before  the  hour  of  the  regular  meeting  for  tbe  adults.  At 
the  nightly  meetings  we  had  many  tokens  of  the  preeenoe  and  power  of 
die  Lord,  The  Messrs.  Munay  spoke  well,  and  Uieir  addresses  seemed 
tA  produce  a  deep  impression  upon  tbe  petals.  Eveiy  night  we  had 
persons  waiting  at  the  close  of  the  meeting,  awakened  to  ooncem  about 
the  salvation  of  their  souls,  and  desiring  prayer  and  direction.  At  White- 
ineh  we  met  in  the  Trades  Hall,  wiUi  an  average  attendance  of  about 
180  nightly;  there,  too,  we  had  anxious  souls  at  the  cloae  of  each  meet- 
ing. Daring  the  three  weeks  of  special  services  I  conversed  with  about 
60  persona  under  concern  about  salvati(»i,  over  a  dozen  of  whom  profess 
to  have  found  peace  in  believing  on  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  I  couM  give 
some  cases  of  a  very  interesting  kind,  but  I  forbeu: ;  and  content  myself 
amply  with  the  statement  of  the  above  facts.' 

Of  the  meetings  in  New  City  Road  Church,  dnring  Glasgow  Fair 
weel^  the  Rev.  D.  Pirret  writes : — 

'The  attendance  in  the  open  air  was  generally  good,  frequenUy 
numbering  several  hundreds.  In  the  hall  there  would  be  regularly  from 
100  to  160.  The  meetings  there  were  very  interesting.  Every  night 
there  were  more  or  fewer  anxious  cases,  and  what  is  rather  unusual, 
then  were  a  number  of  old  persons  amongst  them.  As  the  greater 
number  of  those  conversed  with  resided  at  a  considerable  distance,  it  was 
not  possible  to  follow  out  all  the  oases  by  subsequent  vints.     Some  we 
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know  hwve  turned  out  aatisf&ctorily,  and  we  doubt  not  permanent  good 
has  been  done. 

'  If  I  may  be  allowed  to  make  a  sn^^ion,  it  wonld  be  well,  I  think, 
in  your  eubsequent  arrangement,  to  make  it  a  part  of  the  daily  duty  of 
the  agents  to  Tisit  at  their  own  hooBes,  as  far  as  possible,  those  persona 
who  may  have  been  awakened  at  the  meetings.' 

Of  the  services  In  connection  vrith  the  missioa  of  Berkeley  Street 
CoDgregation,  Qlasgovr,  Mr.  A.  Hanter,  misaionary,  writes : — 

'  Great  solemnity  prevailed  as  the  andience  listened  whh  deep  inte- 
rest to  the  earnest  and  appropriate  address  of  the  speaker,  ^s  sotd 
seemed  to  be  on  fire ;  and  be  failed  not  to  kindle  the  sools  of  those  who 
were  privileged  to  hear  him.  Every  night  some  remained  behind  to  ask 
the  way  oF  salvation ;  every  night  some  went  away  rejoicing  in  the  Lord, 
and  in  the  power  of  His  might ;  and  every  night  God's  people  experienced 
that  it  was  good  for  diem  to  be  there,  for  there  the  Lord  \ 
with  them,  stirring  up  their  souls,  and  sending  them  away  to  labour  a 
for  the  Redeemer's  kingdom  and  glory. 

<  We  leave  the  woric  in  the  hands  of  the  Great  Master,  and,  while 
thanking  H'm  for  what  we  have  seen,  we  will  not  cease  to  ask  His  bless- 
ing on  die  seed  still  hid  in  the  soil,  knowing  well  that  "  it  shall  not  return 
unto  Him  void,  but  shall  accomplish  that  which  He  pleaaeth,  and  proq>er 
in  the  thing  whereto  He  has  sent  it." ' 

Of  the  meetings  held  in  connection  with  the  mission  of  Dote  Street 
Ghorch,  Glasgow,  Mr.  John  Sutherland  writes: — 

'  We  had  some  most  solemn  and  joyful  meetings  after  the  ordinaiy 
meeting  was  over.  I  believe  we  had  many  a  time  at  these  after  meetings 
the  special  presence  of  the  promised  Spirit,  and  that,  by  His  blessed  in- 
fluence, our  labours  were  owned  and  souls  saved.  We  had  all  along 
large  meetings,  and  aome  of  those  who  came  were  the  lowest  of  society. 
I  think  I  could  safely  point  to  six  or  eight  young  persons  on  whom  a 
powerful  impression  was  made,  and  who  are  now  attending  regularly  my 
Bible  class  and  meetings.  The  number  of  those  anxious  at  the  close  of  the 
meetings  was,  however,  much  larger  than  this.  It  was  no  uncommon 
thing  for  twenty  or  thirty  to  be  waiting  behind  on  one  evening.' 

Of  the  services  held  in  Butterbnm  Church,  Dondee,  the  Bev.  David 
Hay  reports : — 

'  On  the  Sabbath  evening  we  had  a  good  audience,  but  during  the 
week  the  meetings  were  not  numerously  attended.  This  is  to  be  attributed 
in  part  to  the  very  stormy  state  of  die  weather  in  the  beginning  of  tiie 
week,  and  in  part  to  our  being  imable  to  make  arrangements  to  make  the 
meetings  more  widely  known.  I  am  glad,  however,  to  say  that  good 
fruits  have  appeared.  I  can  speak  with  the  best  hopes  of  some  young 
persons  who  were,  I  believe,  brought  to  dectnoo.  Several  other  indi- 
vidnals  were  conversed  with,  who  appeared  to  be  impressed  by  the  truth. 

'  I  had  much  pleasure  in  Hr.  Cameron's  co-operation.  I  believe  he 
is  a  worker  very  well  fitted  tor  evangetistio  labour.' 
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fVom  Tflinple  Lane  Chuich,  Doadee,  the  Iter.  Jamea  Wilson 
writes: — 

'  The  ATerage  attendance  was  about  eixtj.  The  meetings  were 
addressed  hy  Mr.  Cameton,  the  Home  Committee's  Evangelist;  and  also 
by  the  Kev.  Dr.  M'Ga-rin,  Messrs.  Hay,  Laurie,  and  Wilson.  The 
mee^gs,  though  not  large,  were  deeply  interestiDg  to  those  who  attended 
them.  The  addresses  of  Mr.  Cameron  were  sound,  sensible,  and  earnest, 
and  well  adapted  to  impress  those  who  are  not  accustomed  to  attend  a 
regular  minister.  The  meetings  woald  probably  have  been  larger  had 
they  been  longer  continued  in  one  place. 

'  However,  I  believe  that  good  was  done  by  these  meetings ;  some  of 
the  young  are  manifesting  more  interest  in  rdigious  matters,  and  there 
are  some  who,  I  trust,  have  been  savingly  impressed,  and  a  few  who  have 
been  quickened  in  the  divine  life.' 

Of  the  serriceB  held  b  eonnecdon  with  the  mission  of  John  Street 
Church,  GUsgow,  Mr.  James  M.  Rae,  missionary,  reports : — 

*The  meetings,  though  not  crowded,  were  yet  very  interesting,  having, 
as  an  average  attendance,  from  100  to  150.  At  the  close  of  each  meet- 
ing an  opportunity  was  given  to  any  that  might  be  anxions  to  remain. 
Of  those  who  remuned  to  be  spoken  with,  we  have  jotted  down  the  names 
of  fifty-nine  as  inquiring  and  hopeftiL  Of  these  it  were  premature  now 
and  here  definitely  to  speak.  Suffice  it  to  say,  many — most  of  these — 
we  formerly  knew  as  moral  and  decent,  and  interested  in  our  meetings ; 
and  when  they  came  forward  asking,  "What  must  we  do  to  be  saved?" 
and  subsequenUy  professing,  through  faith  in  Christ  and  His  word,  to 
know  what  a  change  of  heart  and  the  new  birth  mean, — we  were  in  all 
candom?  bound  to  receive  favourably  their  testimony,  believing  that  if 
they  were  decent  before,  they  will  not  be  less  so  now  that  they  have  pro- 
fessed to  rest  themselves  in  ^e  faith  and  peace  of  the  gospel. 

'One— a  Churdi  member  of  considerable  intelligence,  who  has  sat 
under  the  best  of  teaching  for  years — told  me,  with  tears  in  her  eyes,  "  I 
never  thought  seriously  of  my  state  before  God,  till  these  words  from  the 
evangelist's  lips  arrested  me,  '  Perhaps  there  may  be  some  Church 
member  here  of  whom  Christ's  words  are  true,  "Ye  neither  enter  in 
•  yourselves,  and  them  that  are  entering  in  ye  hinder." '  These  words," 
said  she,  "exactly  described  my  case."  Burdened  in  soul  she  went 
home,  and  falling  on  her  knees,  she  there  prayed,  and  did  not  rise  till  she 
felt  the  burden  gone,  and  knew  that  God,  for  Christ's  sake,  had  pardoned 
all  her  sin. 

'A  second  says;  ■<!  have  for  some  time  been  interested  in  your 
meetings,  but  I  always  thonght  that  I  must  make  myself  better,  though 
now  I  see  that  it  is  God  that  is  working  in  me."  Tlus  man  now  shows  a 
marked  change  in  his  life,  and  professes  to  be  joyful  in  the  faith  of  the 
gospel. 

'Another,  formerly  a  socialist  in  his  sympathies,  has,  through  the 
agonies  of  the  second  birth,  been  entering  into  life.  Formerly  proud 
and  overbearing,  he  now,  humbled  and  subdued,  and  with  the  spirit  of 
"  a  little  child,"  tells  us,  "  I  have  come  at  rest  at  last,  bat  it  has  cost  me 
a  terrible  stmg^e." 
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'Wp  miglit  instuice  seveial  sacli  cues,  but  theM  ma;  aiiffioe  to 
show  that  good  has  been  'wrought.  There  is  not  a  week  goes  b^  hot  we 
are  meeting,  in  the  course  of  our  vialtation,  with  some  one  who  expresses 
himself  as  having  been  benefited  at  these  meetings.  And,  indeed,  we 
should  be  disguising  our  coDvictions  if  we  did  not  gratefully  own  that 
God  has  been  with  ua,  and  that  real  worh  /or  etemit}/  has  been  done. 
Uany  ctumot  speak  without  emotion  of  the  striking  modes  in  which  the 
truth  was  presented  at  these  meetings,  and  not  a  few  of  those  whom, 
under  God,  these  Evangelists  have  been  instrumental  in  blessing,  will,  we 
doubt  not,  hold  their  earnest  and  loving  appeals  in  "  everlasting  remem- 
brsDce."  Suffice  it  to  say,  "The  Lord  hath  done  great  things  for  ns, 
whereof  we  are  glad."' 

Of  the  meeUngs  held  in  comiectiOD  with  Arthur  Street  CongregaUoo, 
Edinbargh,  the  Rev.  R.  Gemmell,  after  referring  to  the  meetings  held, 
and  the  honse-to^ouse  visitation,  conducted  b^  the  Bev.  Jamea  Christie 
and  himself,  thus  writes: — 

'  The  meetdnga  grew  in  their  attendance  and  interest,  notwithatandlng 
the  severe  and  unfavourable  state  of  the  weather,  and  Mr.  Christie'a 
muiistrationa  were  more  and  more  prized  by  those  who  enjoyed  them. 
Some  attended  regularly  almost  every  evenijig,  and  several  that  we  knew 
came  from  the  more  distant  parts  of  the  city.  Several  attended  that 
are  not  in  the  habit  of  frequenting  weekly  services  or  prayer-meetings. 
Most  were  apparently  churchgoers,  at  least  occasionally ;  but  some,  per- 
haps, were  not  so.  It  is  sometimes  difficult  to  distinguish  at  an  evening 
meeting  in  the  week  the  regular  from  the  irregular,  or  non-churchgoera. 
Not  only  those  without  the  church  need  to  be  reclaimed,  but  occasional 
worshippers  in  the  sanctuary  on  Sabbath,  and  slack  and  backsliding  pro- 
fessors require  to  be  quickened,  revived,  and  recovered.  It  would  be 
premature  to  speak  of  results;  but  we  are  hopeful  of  good  having  been 
done.     We  shall  pray,  wait,  and  watch  for  fruit' 

Other  reports  have  been  received,  but  only  one  more  extract  is  added. 
Of  meetings  at  Bedlington,  the  Rev.  Richard  Leitch  writes : — 

'  I  went  to  Bedlington  on  Thnraday,  the  21at  of  April,  at  the  request 
of  the  Newcasde  Presbytery,  and  conducted  religions  services  in  the  United 
Pre8byl«riaQ  Church  there,  on  the  evenings  of  Thursday,  Friday,  and 
Saturday.  The  attendance  was  tolerably  good,  and  the  people  appeared 
to  be  interested  in  the  work.  Several  ezpreased  themselves  to  the  effect 
that  they  had  derived  a  considerable  amount  of  spiritual  quickening  from 
the  services.  On  the  Saturday  J  distributed  some  tracts,  all  of  wMoh 
were  very  gladly  recuved  by  those  to  whom  they  were  given.  On  the 
Sabbath  following,  I  officiated  both  at  the  morning  and  evening  services. 
There  were  several  strangers  present  on  both  occasions,  besides  the  uaoal 
congregation.  All  listened  very  attentively  to  the  preaching  of  the  gospel, 
and  I  hope  that  some  good  results  have,  under  the  blessing  of  God,  been 
achieved.' 

At  a  recent  meeting  the  Home  Committee  had  their  attention 
directed  to  a  report  of  their  Sub-Committee  on  Evangelisation  in  re- 
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{erenm  to  the  meana  by  which  *  persons  who  may  be  likely  to  prove 
efficient  Evangelists  may  be  pat  in  the  way  of  acqairing  such  educational 
and  practical  training  for  the  work,  as  may  be  necessary  to  their  engagmg 
in  it  with  greater  credit  and  success  ;'  and  the  Committee  have  now  to 
report  to  the  Synod,  th^  in  their  opinion  the  iostmction  of  Evangelistic 
Agents  shoold  be  committed  to  one  who  is  actively  engaged  in  evange- 
listic work,  in  order  that  it  may  be  practical  and  experimental,  as  well  as 
literaiy  and  theoretical;  that  an  opportunity  for  imparting  such  instruc- 
timis  in  an  effective  manner  may  possibly  be  found  in  connection  with 
the  proposed  new  f^ency  which  it  is  intended  to  institute  in  connection 
with  the  erection  of  a  new  church  for  the  masses  in  Glasgow ;  and  that, 
iriiile  not  losing  sight  of  the  directions  on  this  point  contained  in  the 
remit  of  Synod,  the  Committee  have  not  as  yet  taken  any  specific  action 
in  relation  to  it,  as  they  have  anticipated  the  opportunity  indicated  above 
for  attaining,  in  the  most  satisfactory  manner,  the  means  for  imparting 
the  instruction  desired.  It  was  thought,  however,  that  something  might 
be  done  for  the  training  of  Evangelists,  by  supplying  them  with  some 
soitable  books,  such  as  Spencer's  Pastoral  Sketcket,  Hodge's  Outlaua  of 
T^eoloffy,  Life  of  Rev.  Wm.  JBumi,  etc. 

The  Committee  will  gladly  receive  the  reoommendatious  with  which 
any  of  the  Presbyteries  of  the  Church  may  supply  them,  of  peiaons 
whom  they  may  deem  suitable  for  the  evangelistic  worii  contemplated 
under  the  Synod's  Scheme. 

The  Home  Committee  have  thus  endeavoured  to  present  to  the  Synod 
a  clear,  succinct,  and  candid  statement  of  their  procedure  in  relation  to 
the  work  of  Home  Evangelization,  and  to  the  Sj'uod's  Scheme  for  its 
advancement.  It  is  possible,  and  not  onlikely,  that  some  may  receive 
this  report  with  a  feeling  of  disappointment  and  regret,  because  more 
has  not  been  attempted  and  accomplished,  becaose  more  numeroas 
agKits  have  not  been  enlisted  for  the  work,  and  because  evangelistic 
operations  have  not  been  conducted  on  a  wider  and  grander  scale.  The 
Committee  feel,  however,  that  they  have  not  been  insensible  to  the 
magnitude  and  importance  of  the  work,  to  its  urgency  and  pressing 
necessity,  to  the  evils  for  which  it  may  provide  a  remedy,  and  to  the 
positive  good  of  which,  through  the  divine  blessing,  it  may  become  the 
efficient  instrument.  Bat  they  request  the  Synod  to  bear  in  mind  that 
tbe  yrotk  of  the  past  year  has  only  been  as  the  laying  of  the  foundation 
for  the  future  structure ;  and  they  trust  that,  in  endeavouring  to  secure 
a  solid  basis  for  future  efforts  and  progress,  they  may  be  found  to  have 
best  consulted  the  wishes  of  the  Synod,  and  to  have  most  effectively 
contributed  to  the  attainment  of  the  ends  which  the  Synod  had  in  view 
in  the  adoption  of  its  Evangelistic  Scheme,  The  work  of  Home  Evan- 
gelization truly  is  great,  and  the  obstacles  and  hindrances  which  lie  in 
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the  waj  of  its  performance  are  nnmeroas  and  varied.  The  massing  of 
the  people  in  large  factories  and  public  works,  and  the  crowding  of  them 
together  in  the -confined  streets  and  dwellings  of  great  towns  and  cities, 
seem  to  render  considerable  portions  of  the  population  less  accessible  to, 
and  less  impressible  by,  the  stated  means  of  public  religious  instmctitm,  to 
remove  them  beyond  the  infiaence  of  many  salutary  restraints,  and  to 
expose  them  more  directly,  and  with  less  power  of  resistance,  to  the  assaults 
of  temptation.  It  thus  becomes  the  more  necessary  to  cany  to  them  those 
offers  and  invitations  of  the  gospel,  which  they  have  become  more  in- 
disposed to  seek  after  for  themselves,  and  to  endeavour  to  arrest  the 
progress  of  those  moral  plagues  by  which  so  many  are  in  danger  of  Imng 
destroyed  and  consumed.  And  how  can  the  Chnrcb,  and  the  membera 
who  constitnte  its  fellowship,  be  innocent  if  they  overlook  and  neglect 
this  work  which  is  lying  around  them  and  at  the  very  door  1  '  If  thoa 
forbear  to  deliver  them  that  are  drawn  unto  death,  and  those  that  are 
ready  to  be  slain ;  if  thou  sayest,  Behold,  we  knew  it  not ;  doth  not 
He  that  pondereth  the  heart  consider  it?  and  He  that  keepeth  thy  soul, 
doth  not  He  know  it  t  and  shall  not  He  render  to  every  man  according 
to  his  works  T'  Let  the  Church,  then,  arise  and  gird  herself  with 
strength  for  this  work  of  evangelisation  at  home,  as  well  as  for  mission- 
ary enterprise  in  distant  lands.  Let  her  members  learn  that  since  the 
careless,  and  the  nngodly,  and  the  wicked  aroond  them  are  as  the  multi- 
tude of  a  great  army,  while  each  individual  in  the  host  is  an  instrument 
for  increasing  the  mass  of  evil  and  of  sin,  so  the  war  against  that  sin 
and  evil  can  only  be  successfully  maintained  by  every  one  in  the 
Christieii  army  feeling  that  he  is  engaged  in  a  soldier's  battle,  in  which 
each  follower  of  Christ  must  do  his  part  beneath  the  banner  of  his  . 
great  Leader  to  secure  the  victory,  anticipating  the  time  when  he  shall 
receive  from  that  Leader's  hand  the  glorious  reward  promised  to  him 
who  overcometh.  By  individttal  and  willing  contribations,  by  penonal 
and  united  prayer,  by  consecration  to  cheerful  and  continued  labour,  and 
by  a  generoua  and  euatained  interest  in  all  that  tends  to  the  advancement 
of  the  work,  let  the  Church,  through  all  her  congregations,  and  in  all 
her  members,  show  that  she  sympathizes  with  the  tears  which  Jesus  shed 
as  He  beheld  the  guilty  and  doomed  city  of  Jemsalem ;  that  in  her 
efforts  to  reach  even  the  lowest  of  the  people,  she  is  animated  by  the  love 
onder  the  constraint  of  which  Mary  washed  her  Savioni's  feet  with  her 
tears;  and  that  she  has  some  experience  of  that  deep  and  anxions  con- 
cern for  the  spiritual  good  of  kinsmen  according  to  the  flesh,  and  of 
brethren  of  the  same  country  and  the  same  nation,  which  the  Apostle 
Paul  displayed  when  he  wrote,  '  Brethren,  my  heart's  desire  and  prayer 
to  God  for  Israel  is,  that  they  might  be  saved.'

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REPORT  OF  THE  SYNOD'S  FINANCE  COMMITTEE. 

Mat  1870. 

The  Finance  Committee  hare  to  report  generally,  that  thej  hare  during 
the  past  year  giren  attention  to  the  several  branches  of  the  financial 
bosiness  of  the  Chnrch,  as  loans  of  Sorplos  Funds,  Legacies  and  Be- 
quests, the  stat«  of  the  different  Funds,  and  Accounts,  and  Management 
of  Property. 

Stnod'b  Genebai,  Fund, — There  has  heen  a  slight  deficiency  in 
the  amount  received  from  congregations  for  this  Fund  during  the  year 
1869,  as  compared  with  the  preceding  year.  In  the  year  1868  the 
amoont  was  £1729,  7s.;  in  the  present  year  it  is  £1661,  7s.  4d.  Thirty- 
seven  congregations,  some  of  them  well  able  to  snpport  the  Fund  libe- 
rally, have  made  nO  coutribntions  from  lat  January  1869  to  Ist  April 
1870. 

Tonr  Committee  would  call  the  special  atteution  of  the  Synod  to 
the  small  sums  paid  by  some  of  the  larger  congregations  to  this  Fund,  in 
pn^rtion  to  their  ability.  The  greater  number  of  congregations  honoor^ 
ably  remit  the  full  sam  asked  from  them,  but  there  are  others  which 
from  year  to  year  contribute  only  a  fraction  of  the  snm  due  by  them. 
A  list  of  a  few  of  the  chief  defaulters  is  subjoined : —

The  deficiency  on  these  twelve  congregations  alone  for  the  present 
year  is  more  than  One  Hundred  Foukds.  Most  of  these  congrega- 
tions have  fallen  short  to  about  the  same  amount  for  several  years,  and 
are  now  due  a  very  large  sum  to  this  Fund.  They  are  congregations 
baring  alarge  membership,  they  are  as  strong  in  means  as  in  numbers,  they 
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enjoy  the  privileges  common  to  the  other  coagregationsj  and  they  onght 
to  take  their  full  share  of  the  common  burdens ;  yet,  Trhile  small  congr&- 
gatious  pay  the  full  sum  required  of  them,  they  contrihute  one-half  or 
one-third  of  their  proportion.  Were  other  congregations  to  follow  their 
example,  tha  ordinary  expenses  of  the  Synod  conld  not  be  met.  Your 
Committee  would  submit  whether  measures  might  not  he  taken  by  the 
Synod  itself  to  bring  before  such  congregations  the  claims  of  this  Fund, 
or  if  this  Committee  should  not  be  authorized  to  communicate  direcUy 
with  them,  as  they  believe  they  would  be  as  liberal  as  others,  were  the 
claims  of  the  Fund  properly  represented  and  understood. 

Repaibs  on  Synod  House. — Your  Committee  having  found  that 
the  Synod  House,  which  had  not  been  painted  for  eight  years,  required  re- 
painting and  decorating,  have  given  orders  to  have  this  done  accordingly. 

ABRAKQGMEaiTS  FOB  TAKING  THE  VoTE. — ^The  SyDod  having  in- 
structed this  Committee  to  make  such  arrangements  in  the  Synod  House 
as  are  required  to  suit  the  new  mode  of  taking  the  Vote,  they  have  pro- 
vided electric  bells  in  connection  with  the  Synod  Clerk's  desk ;  and 
have  made  such  alterations  on  the  four  wickets  leading  from  the  house 
to  the  lobby  as  are  necessary. 

Synod  House  Debt. — It  was  remitted  to  your  Committee  to  take 
such  measures  during  the  ensuing  year  as  might  be  conndered  expedient 
to  liquidate  the  debt  on  the  Synod  House,  amounting  to  upwards  of 
£€000.  In  consequence  of  the  more  urgent  claims  of  other  schemes  on 
the  liberality  of  the  Church,  your  Committee,  after  much  consideration, 
found  themselves  under  the  necessity  of  deferring  for  the  present  any 
plan  for  the  liquidation  of  the  debt.  They  renew  the  expression  of  their 
desire  to  have  it  entirely  removed,  and  trust  that,  at  an  early  period,  the 
way  may  be  clear  for  their  undertaking  a  scheme  for  its  extinction  with 
success. 

PoBTEAiT  OF  THE  Rev.  Ebenezeb  Eeskinb. — Your  Committee 
have  received  through  the  Treasurer  an  original  Portrait  of  the  Bev. 
Ebenezer  Erskine  from  Mr.  W.  F.  Browne,  one  of  his  descendants,  with 
the  following  letter : —

Yoar  Com- 
mittee have  caused  it  to  be  pat  into  proper  condition,  and  hnng  up 
meanwhile  in  the  Class  Room,  5,  Queen  Street,  abore  the  pulpit  of  the 
Bev.  Ebenezer  Erskine. 

Title-deeds  op  Pbopebtt. — AU  the  titles  of  the  Mission  Property, 
so  far  as  in  this  country,  have  been  arranged  and  inventoried ;  hut  a  good 
many  are  stQl  wanting.  Very  full  returns  in  reference  to  property  have 
been  obtained  from  almost  all  the  Missiqparies,  which  give  much  infor- 
mation in  regard  to  titles.

— As  tbe  Kules  of  the  Synod  make  no  provision  as  to 
the  persons  in  whose  names  the  Funds  of  the  Church  are  to  be  invested, 
except  in  the  case  of  the  Aged  and  Infirm  Ministers'  Fund,  yonr  Com- 
mittee would  snggest  that  authority  should  be  given  that  all  future 
investments  shall  be  in  the  names  of  tbe  members  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee for  the  time  being,  as  trustees  for  behoof  of  the  Synod. 

Special  Qrants. — Yonr  Committee  would  respectfully  ask  the 
Synod  whether,  before  making  a  Special  Grant  from  the  Synod  Fund 
for  any  object,  all  applications  for  such  grants  ought  not  to  be  trans- 
mitted  through  the  Committee  on  Bills  and  Overtures  to  the  Finance 
Committee,  that  they  may  report  to  the  Synod  whether  the  state  of  the 
Synod  Fund  is  such  as  to  allow  the  grant  to  be  made  T  Your  Committee 
do  not  ask  to  have  any  voice  in  the  propriety  of  granting  the  application ; 
they  merely  desire  to  have  tlie  means  of  putting  the  Synod  in  possession 
of  the  condition  of  the  Fund  before  tbe  Synod  gives  its  judgment  on 
tbe  application. 

AppoiNTMEirr  OF  Members  op  Committee. — The  Synod,  at  the 
last  meeting,  agreed  to  the  following  resolution  in  regard  to  the  ap- 
pointment of  Members  of  Committee ; — '  Instruct  the  Selection  Com- 
mittee to  see  that  the  convener  and  at  least  two  other  members  of  the 
General  Finance  Committee  shall  be  resident  in  Edinburgh,  to  transact 
business  with  the  Treasurer.'  Your  Committee  would  respectfully 
represent  to  the  Synod,  that  in  such  a  Committee  the  consent  of  persons 
chosen  should  be  asked,  so  that,  if  they  are  unable  to  act,  others  may  be 
selected  before  the  close  of  the  Synod;  and  that  it  is  most  desirable  that 
all  the  mmibers  shall  be  resident  either  in  Glasgow  or  Edinburgh,  or  at 
a  convenient  distance  near  those  cities.

REPORT  ON  THE  AUGMENTATION  BRANCH  OP 
THE  HOME  MISSION  FUND, 

AMD  THE  AUGMENTATION  OF  THE  SMALLER  STIPENDS 
rs  THE  UNITED  PRESBYTERIAN  CHURCH. 

The  operations  of  the  Synod's  Scheme  for  the  Augmentation  of  Stipends 
in  supplemented  congregations,  have  largely  occupied  the  attention  of 
the  Home  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Missions  during  the  past  year. 
In  accordance  with  the  report  presented  to  the  Supreme  Court  at  its 
meeting  in  May  1869,  and  the  instructions  then  given  by  the  Synod, 
the  Home  Committee  have  endeavoured  to  effect  and  carry  ont,  with 
the  co-operation  of  Presbyteries,  such  arrangements  as  would  secure  a 
minimum  stipend  of  £157,  10s.  (including  an  allowance  of  £,1, 10s.  for 
necessary  and  incidental  expenses),  in  every  case  in  which  this  could  be 
attained  without  exceeding  a  maximum  supplement  of  £60  to  one  con- 
gregation. In  these  arrangements  with  congregations  they  hare  also 
given  effect  to  the  resolutions  of  the  Synod,  wluch  '  authorized  the  pay- 
ment of  an  annual  siim,  not  exceeding  £10,  and,  consequently,  not 
sufEcient  to  raise  any  obstacle  in  the  way  of  manae  erection,  as  a  partial 
allowance  for  house  rent  to  those  ministers'  for  whom  manse  accom- 
modation has  not  been  provided,  and  'whose  stipend  is  made  up  to 
£157,  10s.  by  a  supplement  less  than  the  maximum  grant  of  £60 ;'  and 
also,  'in  cases  where  there  is  not  a.  manse,  and  where  the  maximum 
supplement  of  £60  does  not  make  up  a  stipend  of  £150'  per  annum. 
Tlie  Committee  have  further,  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the 
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Synod,  increased  the  maximnm  supplemental  grant,  in  the  case  of  the 

Shetland  congregations,  to  £90.

At  the  commencement  of  these  arrangements  for  the  year  1869-70, 
there  were,  besides  the  congregations  then  on  the  supplemental  list, 
113  other  congregations,  which  were  paying  for  stipend  and   incidental 
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expenses  less  than  £157,  10s.  per  annum.     In  aceorduice  with  the 
instructions  of  the  Synod,  these  cases  were  reported  to  their  respective 
Presbyteries,  with  the  view  of  ascertaining  whether  they  conld  of  them- 
selves  increase  the  annual  payment  for  stipend  and  expenses  to  £157, 10s., 
or  would  require  aid  for  that  purpose  in  the  Comtnittee's  distribution  of 
the  funds  of  the  Church.

The  funds  for  the  payment  of  the  supplemental  grants  included  in 
the  above  arrangements  have  been,  as  in  previous  years,  derived  from 
two  sources,  viz.  Itt,  From  that  fourth  part  of  Home  Mission  contri- 
butions not  otherwise  distributed  by  the  donors,  which  is  allocated  to 
the  Augmentation  Branch  of  the  Home  Mission  Fund ;  and  2d,  From 
donations  and  subscriptions  specially  given  for  augmentation  purposes. 
As  there  has  been  some  misunderstanding  in  reference  to  the  amount 
derived  from  the  first  of  these  sources,  it  is  of  importance  to  remember, 
that  the  Home  Mission  Fund  was  originally  instituted,  and  has  all  along 
been  supported,  as  the  means  of  providing  for  the  support  of  divine 
ordinances,  and  of  the  ministers  appointed  to  dispense  them,  in  remote 
districts,  in  small  congregations,  and  in  mission  stations.  In  the  year 
1866-67,  before  the  present  Augmentation  Scheme  came  into  operation, 
there  were  100  congregations  receiving  missionary  supplements  ont  of 
the  Home  Mission  Fund,  and  t^e  amount  of  these  supplements  was 
£4285,  or  about  £600  more  than  has  been  appropriated  during  the 
past  year  from  Home  Mission  contributions  for  augmentation  purposes. 
By  the  present  plan,  therefore,  instead  of  a  larger  portion  than  formerly 
of  Home  Mission  funds  being  applied  to  the  augmentation  of  stipends, 
the  amount  so  applied  has  been  £600  less  than  the  amount  paid  for 
missionary  supplements  before  the  present  Augmentation  Scheme  came 
into  operation.  But  while  the  amount  of  Home  Mission  funds  applied 
to  angmentation  purposes  has  been  less  than  in  former  years,  the  amount 
paid  for  angmentation  of  stipend  to  tbe  100  congregations  referred  to 
above  has  been  much  greater  than  the  sum  which  they  formerly  obtained 
as  missionary  supplements.  In  1869-70  they  received  in  grants  for 
supplement  of  stipend  £5447,  10s.,  and  in  allowances  for  boose,  rent 
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£153, 10s.— in  all  £5600,  or  £1315  more  thau  the;  received  in  1866-67 
onder  the  old  system  of  missioiiaiy  supplements ;  so  that  £1915,  or,  ia 
round  nambers,  nearly  £2000,  of  the  special  contributions  for  the  aug- 
meatation  of  stipend  have  been  distribnted  to  the  congregations  of  this 
dass,  in  addition  to  the  proportion  of  Home  Mission  funds  which  has 
been  allocated  to  die  Augmentation  Branch  of  the  Fund ;  while  all 
supplemental  grants  to  the  remaining  124  congregations  on  the  supple- 
mental list  have  been  provided  for  by  means  of  the  contributions 
specially  given  to  the  Augmentation  Fund. 

The  Committee  direct  attention  to  the  fact,  that  under  both  heads 
named  above,  the  income  of  the  Augmentation  Branch  of  the  Home 
Mission  Fund  for  the  past  year  has  fallen  considerably  short  of  the 
income  for  the  year  preceding.  In  legacies,  donations  from  individuals, 
and  other  incidental  sources  of  income,  the  diminntion  during  the  year 
1869-70  has  been  £1800,  16s.  8d. ;  and  the  treasurer's  reports  show 
that  there  has  been  a  similar  decrease  in  the  amount  of  contributions 
received  from  congregations.

5d.;  while  it 
may  be  reasonably  expected  that  by  more  systematic  and  wisely  directed 
effort  on  behaJf  of  this  vitally  important  Fund  during  the  present  year, 
the  annual  income,  and  conseqnently  the  balance  in  favour  of  the  Fund 
at  the  end  of  the  year,  may  be  considerably  increased, — an  increase  which 
is  earnestly  to  be  desired,  as  the  balance  in  the  treasurer's  hands  at  the 
end  of  each  year  should  be  not  less  than  £5000,  in  order  to  secure  tbe 
stability  of  the  Augmentation  Scheme,  and  to  provide  for  the  satisfactory 
payment  of  the  half-yearly  supplements  at  the  end  of  March. 

The  Home  Committee  have  thus  presented  to  the  Synod  full  and 
somewhat  detailed  explanations  in  reference  to  the  income  and  expendi- 
ture under  the  Augmentation  Branch  of  the  Home  Mission  Fund  during 
the  year  1869, — to  the  present  position  and  future  necessities  of  that 
Fund, — and  to  the  number  and  amount  of  tbe  grants  in  supplement  of 
stipend  which  were  paid  during  the  year  ending  at  31st  March  1870. 
On  tbe  information  thus  supplied  the  Committee  offer  the  following  re- 
marks. 

In  relation  to  the  expenditure  for  augmentation  purposes  during  the 
last  year,  the  Committee  desire  to  record  their  satisfaction  that  the  ad- 
ditional charge  for  supplemental  grants,  in  consequence  of  tbe  addi- 
tional allowances  granted  for  incidental  expenses,  and  in  place  of  house 
rent  in  cases  where  no  manse  has  been  provided,  has  not  exceeded  tbe 
estimate  of  its  amount  which  was  laid  before  them  in  April  1869 ;  that 
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so  many  oa  35  congregatioDS  bave  daring  the  year  increased  their  pay- 
ments for  stipend  and  incidental  expenses  to  at  least  £157,  10s.  without 
any  external  aid  ;  and  that  the  total  excess  of  expenditare  in  1868,  over 
that  of  the  previous  year,  haa  not  heeD  more  than  £822,  3s.  lOd. 

In  reference  to  the  income  for  the  year  1869,  the  Committee  hare  to 
express  their  regret  thbt  the  expectation  which  (from  the  state  of  the 
acconats  at  that  date)  they  recorded  in  their  minutes  for  October  last, 
that  the  position  of  the  Augmentation  Fund  at  the  end  of  December 
1869  would  be  as  satisfactory  as  it  had  been  at  the  close  of  December 
1868,  has  not  been  realized ;  but  that,  on  the  contrary,  there  was,  on  1st 
January  1870,  a  decrease  of  the  balance  in  the  treasurer's  hands,  as  com- 
pared with  that  of  the  previous  January,  amounting  to  no  less  than 
£2278,  5a.  Id.  They  are  willing  to  believe  that  the  continned  depres- 
sion in  various  departments  of  trade  and  commerce,  and  the  extra  efforts 
so  snccessfnlly  made  to  complete  the  subscription  list  for  the  Manse 
Fund,  may  to  some  extent  explain  and  account  for  this  lai^  falling  off 
in  the  amount  contributed  to  the  Angmentation  of  Stipends  Fund ;  but 
realizing  the  vital  importance  of  that  fund,  and  regarding  its  proper 
maintenance  as  essential,  not  only  to  the  comfort  and  usefulness  of  mini- 
sters, hat  also  to  the  existence  and  prosperity  of  many  congregations, 
and  to  the  honour  and  progress  of  the  denomination  at  large,  they  have 
made  an  appeal  to  the  Presbyteries  of  the  Church,  requesting  them  to 
use  diligence  in  dealing  with  the  congregations  within  their  respective 
boauds,  in  order  to  elicit  the  liberality  of  the  members  and  friends  of 
these  congregations  on  behalf  of  this  fund,  and  to  obtain  more  numerous 
and  generous  subscriptions  for  its  support,  as  well  as,  after  these  sub- 
scriptions have  been  secured,  a  collection  from  each  congregation  for  aug- 
mentation purposes  every  year.  They  also  avail  themselves  of  the  op- 
portunity which  the  preparation  of  this  report  affords  for  pressing  the 
Augmentation  Scheme  on  the  eai'neat  attention  and  careful  consideraUon 
of  the  Synod,  as  one  which  deserves  and  demands  continued  effort  and 
exertion,  and  as  one  which,  if  placed  on  a  wider  basis  of  united  congre- 
gational contributions,  and  earnestly  auatained,  will  certainly  be  crowned 
with  the  desired  success,  and  become,  through  the  blessing  of  God,  a 
means  of  increasing  union  and  strength  to  the  denomination,  and  a 
sonrce  of  enlarged  usefulness  and  prosperity  to  many  of  its  ministers  and 
congregations.  In  the  present  position  of  the  fund  there  is  nothing  to 
induce  despondency;  but  there  is  much  to  summon  all  who  love  the 
United  Presbyterian  Church,  and  all  who  desire  its  honour  and  enlarge- 
ment, not  to  say  the  continuance  of  its  very  existence,  to  put  for^  more 
united,  cordial,  and  generous  efforts  for  eatablisbing  this  Angmentation 
Scheme  on  a  more  secure  and  satisfactory  basis,  and  so  makbg  it  per- 
manently and  more  abundantly  a  canse  of  thanks^riog  by  many  onto 
God. 
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In  reference  to  the  arrangements  which  are  to  be  made  with  congre- 
gatioDB  for  the  payment  of  supplemental  grants  in  aid  of  stipend  daring 
the  present  and  following  years,  the  Home  Committee,  after  careful  con- 
sideration, have  adopted  the  following  resolutions,  which  they  now  submit 
to  the  Synod  for  its  approval  and  confirmation : — 

I.  That  inasmuch  as  the  rate  of  distribution  adopted  in  1869  may  be 
maintained  for  another  year  or  more,  even  tliongh  the  annual  income 
should  not  exceed  that  of  1869,  without  permanently  absorbing  any 
portion  of  the  reserve  fund,  the  present  mlnimmn  rate  of  £157,  10s., 
for  stipend  and  expenses,  besides  a  manse,  or  an  allowance  not  exceeding 
£10  per  annnm  in  place  of  house  rent,  where  there  is  no  manse  provided, 
shall  be  continued  in  all  cases  in  which  that  minimum  can  be  attained 
by  a  grant  not  exceeding  the  maximum  of  £60  per  annum  to  one  con- 
gregation. Also  that,  aa  during  the  past  year,  an  allowance  for  house 
rent,  not  exceeding  £10,  shall  be  made  to  congregations  which  have 
no  manses,  and  in  which  that  allowance,  in  addition  to  the  ordinary 
maximum  supplement  of  £60,  will  not  make  up  a  total  stipend  of  more 
than  £150  per  annum.  Further,  that  the  maximum  supplement  to  the 
congregations  in  Shetland  shall  be  as  last  year,  and  at  the  discretion  of 
the  Home  Committee, — £90  per  annum. 

H.  That — inasmuch  as  annual  negotiations  with  congregations  con- 
cerning the  amount  to  be  raised  by  them  for  their  minister's  stipend  has, 
at  least  occasionally,  a  disturbing  influence ;  as  the  condition  of  the 
great  majority  of  supplemented  charges  is  not  greatly  changed  within 
periods  of  twelve  months ;  and  as  the  Augmentation  Scheme  is  so  far 
consolidated  that,  by  diligent  and  united  effort,  adequate  funds  may  be  . 
secured, — the  next  arrangements  with  congregations  receiving  supple- 
ment should  be  made  for  a  period  of  three  years,  as  was  formerly  done 
under  the  plan  of  missionary  supplements,  with  the  proviso,  however,' 
that  if,  contrary  to  expectation,  the  funds  supplied  by  the  Church  shall 
not  be  sufficient  for  maintaining  the  minimum  stipend  of  £157, 10s.,  the 
supplements  shall  be  liable  to  a  proportionate  reduction ;  and  also  that, 
in  the  event  of  any  marked  change  in  the  circumstances  of  any  congre- 
gation, the  Home  Committee  shall  have  power  to  re-arrange  the  amount 
of  supplement  to  be  paid  to  such  congregation. 

ni.  That  inasmuch  as  arrangements  for  this  longer  period  require  to 
be  made  after  more  mature  consideration  of  each  particular  case  than 
those  which  are  intended  only  for  a  shorter  term,  and  as  there  is  not  op- 
portunity for  such  consideration,  and  for  dne  consultation  with  Presby- 
teries, between  the  time  when  the  schedules  of  congregational  statistics 
are  returned  to  the  Home  Secretary,  and  the  date  of  the  first  half-yearly 
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payments  on  account  of  the  annual  sapplements,  tho  remittance  to  each 
of  the  supplemented  congregatioDS  on  the  1st  of  April  1870,  of  a  sum 
equal  to  half  of  the  supplement  granted  for  the  year  1869-70,  shall  be 
distinctly  understood  to  be  merely  a  payment  on  account  of  supplement 
for  the  year  ending  March  31,  1871,  and  shall  in  no  respect  commit 
the  Committee  to  any  decision  in  reference  to  the  total  eapplement  to  be 
paid  for  that  year.  The  Committee  have,  however,  reserved  the  right, 
in  cases  in  which  the  statistical  returns  for  the  year  1869  have  indicated 
any  marked  change  in  the  numbers  and  position  of  any  of  the  supple- 
mented congregations,  to  make  a  corresponding  change,  whether  of  in- 
crease or  decrease,  in  the  amount  of  the  remittance  sent  for  the  present 
half-year  to  snch  congregations. 

IV.  That  as  in  order  to  obtain  the  advice  and  assistance  of  Presby- 
teries in  arranging  the  amount  of  the  supplements  to  be  pud  either  for 
the  current  year,  or  during  the  next  period  of  three  years,  as  may  be 
deemed  most  expedient,  the  Home  Committee  have  sent  to  each  Pres- 
bytery a  statement  of  the  designations  of  all  the  supplemented  congre- 
gations within  its  bounds ;  of  the  sums  at  present  rused  by  these  con- 
gregations for  stipends,  with  the  amounts  received  from  external  sources 
and  from  the  Augmentation  Fund ;  and  of  the  number  of  members  re- 
turned as  on  the  communion  roll  at  the  end  of  the  year  1 869  ;  the  Synod 
shall  request  Presbyteries  carefully  to  consider  that  statement,  and  to 
report  to  the  Home  Committee  through  its  Secretaiy  what  sum  each 
congregation  should  be  expected  to  raise  annually  for  stipend  and  ex- 
penses, and  what  amount  of  supplement  will,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Presbytery,  be  required  in  each  case  to  make  up  a  total  stipend  (includ- 
ing allowance  for  expenses,  and  value  of  glebe,  if  any,  but  excluding 
manse  or  allowance  for  house>rent)  of  £157,  10s.  per  annum.  These 
presbyterial  reports  should  be  forwarded  to  the  Home  Secretary  either 
on  the  20th  May  or  the  20th  June,  in  order  that  they  may  be  considered 
by  a  meeting  of  the  Sub-Committee  of  the  Home  Board  on  Stipend 
Augmentation,  and  reported  to  the  Home  Committee  in  time  for  the 
proposal  to  congregations  of  arrangements  on  the  part  of  that  Committee 
for  future  supplemental  grants.  At  the  same  time,  the  Synod  may 
request  Presbyteries  to  direct  their  attention  to  the  sixty-four  cases 
of  congregations  which  pay  a  stipend  under  £157,  10s.,  and  with  which 
no  arrangement  for  its  increase  to  the  minimum  standard  has  yet  been 
made. 

In  condnsion,  the  Home  Committee  would  again  commend  the 
Augmentation  Scheme  and  the  fond  for  its  maintenance  to  the  earnest 
attention  of  the  Synod,  and  of  the  Presbyteries  of  which  it  is  composed, 
and  to  the  generous  support  of  the  members  and  friends  of  the  denomi- 
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nation  tbroaghont  all  its  congregations.  In  zeal  for  foreign  missions, 
and  liberal  effort  for  their  support  and  extension,  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church  baa  long  held  a  most  honourable  place  among  the  Churches  of 
Christ,  both  in  our  own  and  in  other  lands ;  and  it  is  earnestly  to  be 
deured  that  that  zeal  and  liberality  may  continue  and  Increase.  Ear- 
nest efforts  have  also  been  made,  dnring  a  long  series  of  years,  through 
the  Home  Mission  Fund,  and  the  Fund  for  the  Better  Support  of  the 
Gospel  Ministry,  to  supplement  the  etipends  paid  by  the  smaller  con- 
gr^ations  of  the  Church,  and  to  increase  the  comfort  of  the  mini- 
sters who  hare  been  ordained  over  them.  Bat  until  very  recently 
it  conld  not  be  said  that  as  a  denomination  this  Church  had  duly 
felt  the  obligation,  and  realized  the  wiadom,  of  that  law  of  Christ 
which  requires  the  membei'S  and  congregations  of  the  Church  to 
bear  one  another's  burdens,  so  that  the  strong  may  help  the  weak, 
and  those  congregations  which  have  been  placed  in  more  favourable 
ctrcnrostancea  than  others  in  reference  to  numbers  and  i-esourcea, 
may  show  that  they  are  '  enriched  in  everything  to  all  bountifulnesa,' 
while  the  administration  of  their  service  not  only  supplies  the  want  of 
the  saints,  but  is  abundant  also  by  many  thanksgivings  unto  God. 
WiUiin  the  last  few  years,  however,  veiy  considerable  progress  has 
been  made  ;  and  the  minimum  stipend  which  has  been  aimed  at  in  the 
administration  of  the  Augmentation  Fnnd,  and  which  has  been  attained 
in  so  large  a  number  of -congregations,  has  proved,  alike  to  ministers  and 
people,  located  at  the  extremities  of  the  Church,  and  struggling  in  many 
cases  with  the  difficulties  arising  from  a  decreasing  and  decaying  popula- 
tion, that  they  are  not  beyond  the  limits  of  the  sympathy  of  those  who 
dwell  in  the  great  centres  of  wealth  and  influence,  and  that  their  efforts 
and  sacrifices  on  behalf  of  the  common  canse  are  not  overlooked  by  their 
Christian  brethren.  And  while  the  exercise  of  the  Church's  liberality 
in  relation  to  its  smaller  congregations  thus  promotes  the  comfort  of  the 
ministers  who  preside  over  them,  and  tends  to  strengthen  and  encourage 
the  members  who  constitute  them  in  their  efforts  to  provide  among  them- 
■elves  for  the  necessai^  expenses  of  reli^ous  ordinances,  it  is  not  less 
jvtt  than  it  is  generous  on  the  part  of  the  more  wealthy  and  influenUal 
associations  in  large  cities  and  towns  to  foster  and  sustain  the  congrega- 
tions in  rural  and  remote  districts.  It  is  from  these  smaller  congregar- 
tions  in  the  country  that  the  membership  of  city  charges  is  continually 
recruited  and  enlarged,  and  one  great  occasion  of  their  weakness  arises 
from  the  increasing  tendency  of  the  population  to  settle  in  the  larger 
towns  and  cities,  where  more  ample'opportuuities  are  afforded  to  energetic 
and  enterprising  yonng  men  for  the  attainment  of  competence  or  wealth. 
If,  then,  the  city  congregations  are  continually  receiving  into  their  fel- 
lowship a  supply  of  the  yonth  whom  the  parents  and  the  ministers  of  these 
country  chafes  have  trained  in  the  knowledge  of  the  truth  of  Christ, 
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and  loving  regard  for  the  worship  and  institutions  of  tlie  United  Pres- 
byterian Churchj  is  it  a  hard  thing — is  it  not  rather  a  thing  which  a 
sense  of  justice  and  of  grateful  obligation  should  render  pleasant  and 
delightful — that '  they  should  minister  unto  them  in  carnal  things,'  and 
that  out  of  their  abundance  thay  should  liberally  contribute  for  the  better 
support  of  the  gospel  ministry  in  rural  districts,  and  for  encouraging  the 
congregations  in  those  districts  in  their  efforta  to  maintain  amongst 
themselves  a  dispensation  of  the  gospel  in  connection  with  the  Chnrch 
to  which  they  belong  T  And  it  is  to  be  remembered  that  as  the  design 
of  the  Augmentation  Scheme  is  not  to  supersede  or  diminish  the  exer- 
tions and  contributions  of  the  congregations  receiving  aid  for  the  sup- 
port of  their  own  ministers  and  institutions,  but  rather  to  stimulate  their 
exertions  and  to  increase  their  contributions,  so  the  practical  result  baa 
been  to  produce,  or  at  least  maintain,  in  the  supplemental  charges  a  higher 
average  rate  of  Christian  giving  among  the  members  of  these  congrega- 
tions titan  is  ordinarily  found  in  the  larger  city  churches. 

To  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  the  increased  support  of  this 
Augmentation  Scheme  is  of  vital  importance.  To  fall  back  from  the 
standard  which  has  been  attained  would  not  only  be  discouraging, 
but  ruinous,  placing  increased  obstacles  in  the  way  of  the  entrance  of 
ingenuous  Christian  youth  into  the  office  of  the  ministry ;  weakening  and 
disheartening  many  who  are  already  invested  with  that  office ;  and,  by 
diminishing  and  extingnishing  the  congregations  in  remote  districts, 
gradually  exhausting  those  sources  of  supply  from  which  the  churches  in 
central  cities  and  towns  have  drawn  so  large  a  portion  of  their  member- 
ship. But  the  Home  Committee  hope  better  things  of  the  denomination, 
though  tbey  thna  write.  The  Synod's  Augmentation  Scheme  may  be 
easily  and  sufficiently  supported  if  the  members  of  Synod,  and  the  con- 
gregations which  they  represent,  shall  only  realize  the  vital  importance 
of  that  scheme,  and  cheerfully  and  unitedly  endeavour  to  place  the  fund 
for  its  maintenance  on  a  wider  and  more  secure  basis.  There  are  con- 
gregations which,  by  their  zeal  and  liberality  on  behalf  of  this  fund,  as 
well  as  of  all  the  other  schemes  and  operations  of  the  Church,  have  de- 
served the  approval  and  commendation  of  the  Chnrch  at  large.  They 
are  wUIing  to  continue  their  contributions,  if  their  brethren  in  the  congre- 
gations around  them  will  assist  them  in  the  work.  Bat  it  is  not  sur- 
prising that  they  should  feel  discouraged  if  large  churches  withhold  their 
contributions,  and  if  the  bnrden,  which  would  be  comparatively  light  if 
equally  sustained  by  ail  who  are  able  to  contribute,  is  made  to  press 
unduly  on  the  efforts  and  resoarces  of  a  few.  The  Home  Committee, 
therefore,  express  the  hope  that  the  Synod  will  recommend  the  Presby- 
teries of  the  Church  to  give  their  earnest  attenUon  to  the  better  support 
of    the   Aogmentation   Scheme,   and   to   adopt   prompt  and   vigorous 
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measures,  on  the  one  hand  for  drawing  forth  the  resoiirces  of  the  sap- 
plemented  congregations,  so  that,  by  their  willing  efforts  for  the  support 
of  their  own  ministers,  and  of  the  ordinances  of  religion  which  these 
administer,  the  amount  of  external  aid  required  by  them  may  be  re- 
duced within  the  Ihnits  which  the  circumstances  and  pecuniary  ability 
of  these  congregations  necessarily  constitute  in  each  case,  and  every  oc- 
casion for  complaining  of  excessive  and  injudicious  liberality  in  the  dis- 
tribution of  the  fund  may  be  removed ;  and,  on  the  other  hand,  for 
stimulating  every  congregation  to  contribute  its  proper  proportion  of 
assistance  to  the  fnud,  and  for  encouraging  an  increasing  measure  of 
liberal!^  on  behalf  of  the  Augmentation  Scheme  in  larger  and  more 
powerful  congregations,  and  especially  among  the  more  wealthy  members 
of  these  congregations.  '  Now,  therefore,  perform  the  doing  of  it;  that 
as  there  was  a  readiness  to  will,  so  there  may  be  a  performance  also  ont 
of  that  which  ye  have.  For  if  there  be  first  a  willing  mind,  it  is  accepted 
according  to  that  a  man  hath,  and  not  according  to  that  be  hath  not. 
For  I  mean  not  that  other  men  be  eased,  and  you  burdened;  but  by  an 
equality,  that  now  at  this  time  your  abundance  may  be  a  supply  for 
their  want,  that  their  abundance  also  may  be  a  supply  for  your  want ; 
that  there  may  be  an  equality.'

REPORT  ON  SCHOLARSHIPS. 

Mat  1870. 
At  our  annual  meeting  in  November  last,  the  result  of  the  examination 
was  found  to  be  highly  satisfactory.  There  were  58  competitors,  of 
whom  44  were  successful.  In  the  first  year  two  special  Scholarships, 
the  Gibb  and  the  Middleton,  which  then  came  into  operation  for  the  first 
time,  had  excited  keen  rivalry,  so  as  to  raise  greatly  the  standard  of 
attainment ;  and  the  number  of  marks  gained  by  those  who  stood  highest 
in  the  list  was  unusually  large.  The  second  year  also  acquitted  itself 
well,  and  in  the  third  and  fourth  there  was  not  a  single  instance  of 
failure.  Altogether,  the  diligence  and  proficiency  manifested  were  never 
exceeded,  if  indeed  they  were  ever  equalled,  on  any  former  occasion. 
We  have  good  reason  to  believe  that  our  Scholarships,  exerting  so  salu- 
tary an  influence  on  minds  of  high  promise,  are  already  rising  in  the 
estimation  of  this  Church,  and  need  only  to  be  more  fnlly  known  in 
order  to  awaken  stronger  zeal,  and  draw  forth  larger  contributions.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  SABBATH 
SCHOOLS. 
Mat  1870. 

The  Sabbath  School  Committee  daring  the  past  year  have  coofined 
their  attention  to  the  pieparatioa  of  a  Table  of  Statistics  from  tha 
Qeneral  Retanis ;  the  consideratioa  of  a  remit  from  the  Synod  of  a 
memorial  in  favour  of  the  preparation  and  isaaing  of  a  Scheme  of  Lessons 
for  the  use  of  Sabbath  Schools  and  Bible  Classes  in  connecUon  with  the 
United  Presbyterian  Church ;  and  certain  snggesUons  in  relation  to 
separate  Services  for  Children. 

Statistics  of  Sabbath  Schooi£. — Returns  have  been  received 
from  all  the  congregations,  with  the  exception  of  38.  •  Of  these,  19  gave 
no  returns  in  the  previous  year.  A  comparison  between  the  tables  of 
the  two  years,  shows  that  little  alteration  has  taken  place  in  the  schools 
thronghout  the  year.  A  few  schools  have  declined  in  the  number  of 
scholars  and  teachers ;  others  have  conaiderably  increased ;  and  there 
is  a  gain  on  the  whole  year  of  217  teachers  and  487  scholars,  the 
numbers  being —

In  looking  back  over  a  period  of  eleven  years,  it  is  found  that,  thongh 
the  returns  exhibit  a  little  fluctuation,  there  is  on  the  whole  considerable 
progress.  In  1858,  the  teachers  were  8055  and  scholars  65,972 ;  which, 
compared  with  1868,  shows,  for  the  last  year,  au  advance  of  1698 
teachers  and  9577  scholars.  In  the  same  period  the  onmber  of  com- 
municants has  increased  from  157,801  to  177,905,  or  20,104.  In  1858 
there  was  1  teacher  for  everj'  19  members,  and  in  1868  1  teacher  for 
every  18  members.  There  is  therefore  a  gratifying,  thongh  it  is  only  a 
slight,  improvement  in  the  proportion  of  teachers  to  members. 

In  examining  some  of  the  details,  your  Committee  find  that  there,  is 
an  extraordinary  difference  between  the  Sabbath  School  agencies  of 
congregations  of  the  same  strength  and  in  similar  localities.  It  would 
appear  as  if  in  a  few  congregations  where,  from  the  situation  and  mem- 
bership, very  large  schools  might  have  been  expected,  the  school  has  to 
struggle  for  exbtence.  We  find  one  congregation  having  900  members, 
and  only  8  teachers  with  75  scholars ;  another  with  1200  members,  and 
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only  34  teachers  and  221  scholars;  another  with  1200  members,  and  48 
teachers  and  230  scholars.  These  congregations  are  in  large  cities,  and 
snrroanded  by  a  dense  population. 

Tour  Committee  would  respectfully  suggest  that,  by  the  institution 
of  congregational  Sabbath  Schools,  by  a  careful  canvass  of  the  congre- 
gations for  teachers,  and  an  examination  of  the  district  in  which  a 
church  is  situated  to  discover  neglected  children,  a  large  addition  might 
be  made  to  our  schools ;  and  that  by  steady,  persevering  efforts,  the 
whole  juvenile  population  of  the  country,  so  many  of  whom  are  now 
growing  up  in  ignorance  and  vice,  might  be  brought  under  the  hallowing 
inflaences  of  the  gospel. 

Scheme  of  Lessons. — Your  Committee,  with  a  view  of  determining 
how  far  there  was  an  opening  for  a  scheme  of  lessons  in  connection  with 
this  Cbtuch,  procured  copies  of  the  lessons  in  general  nse  both  in 
Scotland  and  England,  with  the  accompanying  notes  for  the  use  of 
teachers.  They  find  that  the  lessons  from  Scripture  are  constructed 
cm  ona  general  principle,  varying  a  little  in  the  details.  The  historical 
books  of  the  Old  Testament  form  one  series,  or  division  of  a  series ;  the 
Gospels,  either  separately  or  harmonized,  and  the  Acts  of  the  Apostles, 
form  another  series  or  portion  of  a  series.  In  the  opinion  of  the  Com- 
mittee, sufficient  material  exists  in  these  different  schemes  for  nse  in 
Sabbath  Schools,  and  they  do  not  think  there  would  be  any  advantage 
in  preparing  a  new  scheme  for  the  United  Presbyterian  Church.  It 
appears  also  to  them  that  the  catholicity  of  the  Sabbath  School  system, 
by  which  it  has  been  so  long  and  honourably  distinguished,  would  be 
marred  by  the  introduction  of  a  denominational  scheme.  The  notes 
upon  tliese  lessons  are  of  different  degrees  of  excellence,  but  they  furnish 
a  large  amount  of  information  for  the  guidance  of  teachers. 

Sepakatb  Sebtices  fob  ChiLdbbn. — The  attention  of  the  Com- 
mittee has  been  called  to  separate  services  as  an  additional  aid  to  the 
religions  instruction  of  the  young.  Complunts  are  made  that  the 
ordinary  services  in  our  churches  are  not  attractive  to  children,  and  that 
the  discourses  are  for  the  most  part  above  their  comprehension.  It  is 
thoDght  that,  if  the  children  were  assembled  by  themselves  and  addressed 
by  persons  whose  style  was  adapted  to  their  capacities,  they  would  be 
trained  to  an  appreciation  of  the  higher  instruction  of  the  church.  Ser- 
vices of  this  natore  hare  been  begun  in  several  large  towns.  The 
Committee,  without  expressing  an  opinion  on  the  jusUce  of  these  com- 
plaints, and  while  sympathizing  largely  in  tlie  aims  of  the  promoters 
of  these  service^,  are  of  opinion  that  they  should  be  confined  to  the 
children  of  the  mission  schools,  or  of  such  children  as  are  without  Chri»' 
tian  parents ;    and  that  every  facility  and  encoaragement  should  be 
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giTOD  to  teachers  able  and  willing  to  take  part  in  anch  services.  They 
deprecate  the  disruption  of  the  family  associations,  which  woold  be 
caused  by  the  separation  of  parents  from  children,  were  the  children  of 
the  church  no  longer  assembled  in  the  family  pew  -,  and  they  would 
respectfully  suggest,  that  as  the  children  form  no  inconsiderable  portion 
of  the  audience  in  oar  churcbes,  that  tbey  be  recognised  in  every  part  of 
the  worship,  and  that,  besides  occasional  discoarses  to  them,  there  might 
be  a  greater  or  less  portion  of  instruction  specially  prepared  for  them 
every  Sabbath.

REPORT  ON  ROYAL  PROCLAMATION  OF  FASTS,  Etc. 
1870. 


Thb  Comnuttae  flie  at  last  enabled  to  submit  a  report  more  defioite  and 
aatisfactorj  than  any  yet  laid  before  the  Synod.  It  will  be  remembered 
that  the  Privy  Council,  in  May  1868,  had  promised  a  decision  on  the 
sabject  of  the  Committee's  Memorial,  when  the  question  of  the  issue  of 
the  next  Proclamation  or  Order  shoald  arise.  No  subsequent  Frocla- 
matiou  for  a  Fast  or  Thanksgiving  had  been  issued  up  to  the  date  of 
last  Synod,  as  none  has  been  issued  since ;  and  only  one  Order  enjoining 
prayer,  also  the  most  recent  of  its  kind,  of  date  Jane  19,  1868,  which 
was  duly  limited.  In  the  absence  of  any  but  an  nnoffidal  communica- 
tion from  the  Home  Office  to  an  honourable  member  of  the  House  of 
Commons,  it  was  still  uncertain  what  changes,  if  any,  had  recently  been 
determined  upon  by  the  Council.  It  became  necessary  that  inqniries 
shodld  be  made  upon  the  spot,  and  a  settlement  of  the  case  urged.  With 
this  Tiew  tJie  Committee  was  r&-appointed  by  the  Synod,  and,  in  pur- 
snance  of  the  Committee's  instructions,  a  depntation,  consisting  of  the 
Convener  and  Dr.  George  Jeffrey,  proceeded  to  London,  prepared  with 
copies  of  Memorial,  based  on  terms  of  Memorial  to  Lord  Derby  in  1859, 
with  a  few  necessary  additions  and  alterations,  signed  by  the  Moderator 
and  Clerk  of  Synod;  also  with  a  printed  Memorandum  containing  a 
brief  history  of  the  case,  with  specimens  of  Proclamations  and  Orders 
in  Council,  and  suggestions  for  amended  forms  laid  before  the  Lord 
Advocate  in  former  interviews.  These  and  other  papers  are  on  the 
table.  Copies  of  these  documents^  were  ultimately  put  into  the  hands 
of  Mr.  Gladstone,  Mr.  Bruce,  the  Lord  Advocate,  and  Lord  de  Grey, 
President  of  the  Council.  The  deputation  had  the  honour  of  presenting 
the  Memorial  to  Mr.  Gladstone  at  an  interview  in  association  with  other 
deputies  of  Synod's  Committees,  on  the  17th  Jane,  and  to  Mr.  Secretary 
Brace  on  the  18th ;  and  both  by  the  Prime  Minister  and  the  Home 
Secretary  the  Memorial  was  very  favourably  received.  The  deputies 
were  accompanied  to  the  Home  Office  by  the  Lord  Advocate,  who  kindly 
undertook  to  assist  them  in  their  object,  granting  them  several  interviews, 
and  adjusting  with  them  specific  alterations  that  might  be  requested  in 
the  form  of  the  edicts.  The  Synod's  Memorial  was  duly  forwarded  to 
'  See  Appendix  to  Report  (1.)  and  (2.) 
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the  President  of  the  Council,  and  acknowledged  in  a  letter  to  the 
Moderator,  promising  that  the  snbject  ehould  be  considered.*  The  Lord 
Advocate  further  communicated  bj  letter  with  the  Council,  and  at  the 
meeting  of  the  Lords'  Committee  which  he  attended,  explained  and  urged 
the  prayer  of  the  Memorial.  At  that  meeting  there  appear  to  have 
been  present  Mr.  Q-ladstone,  Lord  de  Qrey,  the  Duke  of  Argyll,  and 
Mr.  Bruce,  and  the  subject  received  attentive  consideration.  The  d^ 
cision  of  the  Committee  was  communicated  to  the  Lord  Advocate  in  a 
letter  which,  with  one  of  explanation  from  himself,  and  a  copy  of  an  old 
FroclamatioTi,  altered  in  conformity  with  the  new  Minute  of  Council,  his 
Lordship  forwarded  to  the  Convener.^  In  the  letter  to  the  Lord  Advocate 
the  Clerk  of  Council  writes ;  '  The  Lord  President  instructs  me  to  state, 
that  in  the  consideration  of  the  several  points  raised  in  your  letter  and 
its  enclosore,  the  Lords  of  the  Committee  have  been  actuated  by  a  desire 
to  accede  as  far  as  possible  to  the  wishes  of  those  who  are  anxious  for 
the  changes  su^^sted  by  yon.'  It  is  further  stated :  '  I  am  instructed 
to  add  that  their  Lordships  have  directed  that  the  drafts  of  future  Pro- 
clamations relating  to  Fasts  or  Thanksgivings  in  Scotland,  be  framed  in 
accordance  with  the  decisions  at  which  their  Lordships  have  arrived.' 
The  amount  of  change  formally  conceded  and  minuted  is  important, 
and  will  yet  be  of  historical  interest,  as  marking  an  era  in  the  annals  of 
Proclamations. 

The  substance  of  the  changes  secured  is  as  follows :  The  words  <  As 
they  tender  the  favour  of  Almighty  God,'  and  '  that  none  pretend  igno- 
rance,' are  deleted ;  '  proclaim '  or  '  declare '  is  substituted  for  '  appoint,' 
and  '  earnestly  exhort '  for  '  command.'  It  had  been  arranged  with  the 
Lord  Advocate  that  the  substitution  of  'invite'  for  'exhort'  should  be 
asked,  a  strong  and  incieasing  dislike  to  the  latter  word  having  been 
found  among  brethren.  For  reasons  which  the  Lorda  of  the  C<hii- 
mittee  assign,  'exhort'  is  retained  in  preference  to  'invite'  or  'recom- 
mend.' The  term  'exhort'  seems  to  have  been  used  in  ccmtext  with 
'  command '  at  an  earlier  period  than  1856,  when  it  was  introdaced,  it 
is  believed  for  the  first  time,  without  that  context,  in  consequence  of 
the  Synod's  remonstrances  in  1855  against  the  style  of  authority.  The 
circumstance  of  its  prior  use,  although  with  another  context,  may  partly 
account  for  its  subsequent  selection  and  retention,  at  the  same  time  that 
H  appears  to  diminish  the  amonnt  of  concessitm.  Desirous,  if  possible, 
still  further  to  perfect  the  alterations  by  securing  the  language  of  simple 
invitation,  opportnnity  was  taken,  in  March  last,  to  address  a  letter  to 
Mr.  Secretary  Bruce,  laying  before  him  considerations  which  seem  to 
render  it  desirable  that  'exhort'  should  yet  be  withdrawn  from  the 
frame  of  Proclamations,  and  Orders  having  reference  to  prayer,  and 
*invit^'  or  some  clearly  unaathoritative  term,  substituted.*  To  this  Mr. 
'  *  *  See  Appeodiz  to  Beport  (3.),  (4.),  (5.),  and  (6.) 
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Brace  traiumitted  a  conrteoas  reply,  that  the  matter  shoald  receive  his 
careful  consideration  and  that  of  Her  Majesty's  Govorament: 

The  Committee  would  here  add  that  ^e  deputies  express  their  grate- 
fnl  sense  of  the  coarteay  of  the  members  of  the  Government,  and  of  the 
Departments,  and  of  their  obligation  to  the  Bigbt  Honoarahle  the  Lord 
Jnstice-CIerk,  late  Lord  Advocate,  for  the  invaluable  asustance  rendered 
them  in  Jane  last. 

The  results  of  the  labours  of  fifteen  years  are  now  before  the  Synod, 
and  they  are  to  be  estimated,  not  only  by  the  present  important  changes, 
but  by  the  fruit  which  may  yet  be  borne.  While  the  Committee  would 
have  been  glad  to  have  announced  a  still  more  perfect  result,  which  they 
regard  neither  as  unimportant  nor  unattainable,  they  are  of  opinion  that 
a  large  and  essentially  vital  change  in  the  style  of  the  documents  in 
question  has  now  been  secured ;  and  they  have  hope  in  the  spirit  of  a 
sounder  policy,  which  the  communications  of  this  Church  with  those  in 
authority  may  have  assisted  to  produce.  Already  we  see  Colonial 
advance  on  the  best  of  our  Home  Proclamations,  A  Proclamation  of 
3d  Februaiy  1869,  issued  by  the  Governor  of  New  South  Wales,  for- 
merly Under- Secretaiy  of  State,  and  present  with  his  chief  when  a 
deputation  of  your  Committee  visited  the  Home  Office  in  1867,  is  one  of 
the  best  specimens  of  its  class,  and  the  deputies  found  it  an  effective  illus- 
tration.^ If  the  simple  structure  of  such  a  document  is  not  yet  adopted 
at  home  in  the  seat  of  teaacioos  tradition,  it  is  to  be  thankfully  re- 
membered that  the  language  of  command,  in  so  far  as  the  religious  ser- 
vices are  concerned,  is  entirely  and  we  may  trust  permanently  removed ; 
and  that  along  with  it  the  painful  and  offensive  asaamption  that  com- 
pliance with  the  edicts  carried  with  it  the  favour  of  Almighty  God,  and 
non-compliance  His  wrath  and  indignation,  has  disappeared.  The  old 
maxim  and  superstition  that  the  Sovereign  may  not  speak  save  in  the 
style  of  command  ia  finally  exploded,  and  cannot  again  be  a  pretext  for 
the  continuance  of  any  assumption  opposed  to  the  rights  of  conscience. 
The  protest  of  this  Church  against  all  encroachment  on  the  first  privi- 
leges and  rights  of  worshippers  has  now  not  only  been  lodged  and  re- 
corded, but  the  passive  obduracy  of  centuries  of  usage  and  of  prejudice 
has  been  conquered  by  patient  appeal.  The  gain  to  sound  principles 
involved  in  this  issue  more  than  repays  past  exertions  of  the  Church ; 
and  nothing  has  more  deeply  impressed  your  Committee  during  these 
fifteen  years,  than  the  general  recognition  amongst  public  men  of  the 
equitable  principles  maintained  by  this  Synod,  and  the  infinence  of  thrar 
clear  and  unwavering  assertion. 

It  is  for  the  Synod  to  say  whether  the  Committee  may  now  be  dis- 
charged, and  this  was  the  alternative  at  first  suggesting  itself.    It  has,  how- 
ever, been  thought  that  advantage  might  arise  from  this  step  being  delayed. 
'  See  Postscript  in  Addenda  to  Memorandum,  page  191. 
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The  decision  of  the  Committee  of  CoancU  haa  not  yet  been  embodied 
in  practical  shape ;  and  as  the  form  of  Proclamation  which  may  next 
appear  may  retain  its  altered  style  for  a  considerable  time  to  come,  it  is 
desirable  that  it  be  brought  into  as  close  conformity  as  may  be  attainable' 
with  the  views  of  this  Church,  It  is  not  impossible  that  a  Committee 
might  B^ll  be  able  to  effect  an  improvement  which  would  render  it  more 
generally  acceptable  and  satisfactory,  and  they  suggest  that  the  Com- 
mittee be  continued  to  advance  this  object  as  they  may  be  able,  to  take 
note  of  any  Proclamations  that  may  be  issued,  and  to  report  on  the  altera- 
tions observed  in  their  style. 

They  also  suggest  that  space  be  allowed  in  the  Appendix  to  Synod 
Minutes  for  the  insertion  of  relative  documents  in  this  case.

ADDENDA.— RELATIVE  DOCUMENTS. 
(1.)  GENERAL  MEMOEAITOUM. 

BOTAL  PBOCLAMATION  OP  FASTS,  THAHKSGIVIN09,  ETC. 


'  1.  That  this  Church  asserts  for  all  her  Ministers,  Elders,  and  Members  the 
natural  and  inalienable  right  of  freedom  of  conscience,  and  so  declares  them  to 
be  free  either  to  keep  or  refrain  from  keeping  such  Fasts  or  other  days  of  public 
worship  as  may  be  appointed  by  the  Sovereign. 

'  2.  That  the  observance  or  non'Observajice  of  days  so  set  apart  for  the 
same  or  similar  purposes,  is,  in  the  judgment  of  this  Coiart,  entirely  optional  to 
the  Minister  and  Session  of  each  Congregation  of  this  Church,  as  their  con- 
science may  dictate,  and  as  the  cause  and  time  and  manner  thereof  may  to 
them  seem  adequate  and  suitable. 

'3.  That  this  Church  deems  the  language  La  which  these  Proclamations 
continue  to  be  issued,  ia  so  far  as  it  assumes  a  right  to  compel  their  universal 
observance,  under  the  most  solemn  sanctions  and  penalties,  irreverent  and  pre- 
sumptuous, iojurious  to  the  liberties  and  paioful  to  the  feelings  of  all  who  dissent 
from  the  priociples  on  which  the  Proclamations  are  founded,  and  who  with  this 
Church  hold  the  sole  supremacy  of  the  Heavenly  King,  whereas  it  believes 
that  an  invitation  to  "  send  up  prayers  and  supplications  to  the  Divine  Majesty," 
at  any  crisis  in  the  national  history,  would  l^ely  secure  the  cordial  and  ready 
consent  of  all  who  fear  God,  and  who  call  upon  Him  in  the  day  of  trouble.' 

A  Committee  of  Synod  was  thereafter  appointed  to  give  effect  to  the  above 
resolutions,  and  the  Lord  Advocate  (Mr.  Moncreifi)  was  at  once  memorialized 
on  the  subject  of  the  Prodamatioa  which  had  called  them  forth.

Mt  Lord, — 

Uetnoriab  previously  submitted,  and  documents  which  we  now  beg  to  pre- 
sent,^ exhibit  more  fully  the  details  of  this  matter,  and  the  grounds  on  which 
we  object  to  be  commanded  by  the  Civil  Magistrate  to  perform  religious  duties, 
or  to  have  the  seasons,  langu^e,  or  mode  of  oar  worship  prescribed. 

We  regard  thb  aa  lying  beyond  the  proper  province  of  Magistracy ;  as  an 
invasion  of  the  sphere  of  ecclesiastical  rule  and  of  conscience  ;  as  an  improper 
and  fallacious  test  of  loyalty,  injurious  to  the  liberties  and  painful  to  the  feelings 
of  all  who  dissent  from  the  principles  on  which  the  Proclamations  are  founded, 
and  really  a  fragment  of  an  intolerant  age.  We  are  even  advised  by  Counsel 
that  such  Proclamations  are  destitute  of  any  statutory  authority  in  Scotland, 
and  that  it  b  only  as  emanating  from  the  Head  of  the  English  Church  that  they 
possess  a  shadow  of  it  in  England.  Yet  these  edicts  are  indiscriminately  ad- 
dressed to  all '  loving  subjects.' 

It  may  be  in  your  Lordship's  recollection,  that  in  1855  we  called  your 
attention  to  the  Proclamation  of  26th  February  of  that  year,  which  ran  in  th« 
highest  style  of  command.  The  words  particularly  referred  to  were  the  follow- 
ing:— 

'  We,*  etc.,  .  .  .  .  '  have  resolved,  and  do,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  our 
Privy  Conndl,  hereby  comToand  that  a  public  day  of  solemn  fast,  humiliation, 
and  prayer  be  observed,  etc.,  that  so  both  we  and  our  people  may  humble  our- 
selves,' etc  'And  we  do  strictly  charge  and  command  that  the  aaid  day  be 
reverently  and  devoutly  observed  by  all  our  loving  subjects,  in  Scotland,  aa 
tietf  tender  tkefavow  of  Almighly  Qod,  and  would  avoid  His  wrath  and  indigna- 
tion.  Our  will  b  therefore,  and  we  charge,'  etc  ....  'to  make  publication 
hereof,  that  none  pretend  ignorance.' 

These  imperative  terms  appeared  to  demand  obedience  from  all  classes  of 
the  community,  whether  Churchmen  or  Dissenters,  and  whatever  might  be 
their  conscientious  opinions  or  sentiments  either  in  reference  to  the  subject 
itself,  or  to  the  Royal  power  in  such  matters  ;  and  that  under  pain  of  viobting 
a  command  of  the  Sovereign,  and  also,  as  it  seems  to  be  assumed,  of  incurring 
the  displeasnre  of  God. 

We  had,  however,  the  satisfaction  of  observing  that  in  a  Proclamation  for  a 
public  Thanksgiving,  issued  at  Buckingham  Palace  the  28th  April  1856,  '  exhort' 
was  substituted  for  '  command,'— a  change  for  the  better,  owing,  it  is  believed, 
to  your  Lordship's  good  offices,  which  we  desire  gratefully  to  acknowledge. 

But  we  were  disappointed  to  find  that  in  the  following  year  the  former 
objectionable  style  was  resumed,  with  scarcely  abated  ofiensiveness,  in  a  Pro- 
clamation for  a  Fast,  dated  Balmoral,  24th  September  1857. 

Li  another  and  relative  matter,  too,  a  retrograde  feature  had  been  observed. 
On  the  25tli  June  of  the  same  year,  an  Order  in  Conncil,  not  dnly  limited,  wss

issned,  requiring  '  every  minicter  and  preacher '  (in  ScotlaDd)  to  pray,  ia  *  ex- 
press words,'  for  A  Boyal  personage. 

In  connection  with  these  Tariations,  we  had  resolved  to  wait  upon  your 
Lordship,  but  we  delayed  until  we  should  have  obtained  the  opinion  of  Ck>unsel 
on  the  whole  class  of  doctunents.  Keantime  a  change  of  ItlimBtr;  occurred, 
which  necessitated  communication  with  your  Lordship's  successors.  In  Novem- 
ber 1858  we  had  an  interview  with  the  Lord  Advocate  (Mr,  Baillie),  who 
courteously  received  our  statements,  expressed  his  seoae  of  the  importance  of 
the  subject,  and  advised  a  direct  Memorial  to  the  head  of  the  Government, 
kindly  offering  to  communicat«  the  document,  and  reconunend  its  object  This 
Memorial — to  a  copy  of  which  herewith  forwarded  we  refer — was  duly  pre- 
pued  and  submitted,  and  is  believed  not  to  have  been  without  efFecL  A 
Thaoks^ving  for  the  pacification  of  India  had  been  in  contemplation ;  and 
shortly  after,  on  the  12th  April  1859,  an  Order  in  Council  was  issued,  ear- 
Mttfy  txhoTtmg  all  ministers  aad  preachers  of  the  Established  Church  in  Scot- 
laud,  and  the  '  Episcopal  Communion  protected  and  allowed  by  an  Aot  paased 
in  the  tenth  year  of  the  reign  of  Queen  Anne,'  to  offer  up  solemn  prayers  and 
tiianksgivings,  in  view  of  the  event,  which  document,  in  its  subdued  tone  aad 
clear  limitation  of  reference  to  the  two  denominations,  showed  a  marked  ad- 
vance on  others  of  its  class. 

The  papers  which  we  had  put  into  the  hands  of  the  Lord  Advocate  (Mr. 
Baillie)  he  obligingly  promised  to  transmit,  with  suitable  explanations,  to  his 
successor,  so  that  a  continuity  of  reference  might  be  maintained  ;  but  his  suc- 
cessor (Mr.  Mure)  was  so  short  a  time  in  office,  that  we  had  no  opportunity  of 
following  up  OUT  appeal  at  that  stage,  and  we  are  now  anxious  to  know  how  far 
our  Memonal  is  remembered,  and  whether  it  is  still  regarded  as  before  the 
Government. 

We  may  here  mention  that  a  recent  Order  in  Council,  of  date  18th  De- 
cember 1861,  bearing  on  prayer  for  £oyal  personages,  b  not  qualified,  as  was 
that  of  April  1869,  but,  after  a  vogue  reference  to  cert^  Acts  of  Parliament 
of  Anne  and  Geo.  m.,  calls  upon  '  every  minister  and  preacher'  (in  Scotland) 
to  prey  in  '  express  words,'  which  are  prescribed. 

Tlus  vacillation  in  the  style  of  these  documents,  leaves  us  without  the 
assurance  that  we  have  gained  any  point  which  might  not  be  lost  through  inad- 
vertence ot  other  causes.  But  it  is  extremely  undesirable  that  a  matter  so 
important  to  many  should  remain  in  this  unsatiEfactoiy  condition }  and  we 
oome  to  your  Lortlship  in  the  hope  of  obtuniug  secnri^  for  more  permanent 

It  is  right  to  say,  that  while  the  substitution  of  '  exhort '  for  '  command '  in 
one  important  sentence  in  the  Proclamation  of  28th  April  1856  was  geaerally 
hailed  among  ns  as  an  improvement,  the  other  parts  of  the  dooument  still  bore 
the  peremptory  impress  of  a  State  edict. 

Now  we  believe  that  Boyalty  can,  and  often  does,  with  all  propriety,  speak 
in  other  language  than  that  of  command,  and  that  in  this  case  a  simple  invita- 
tion would  not  only  be  more  appropriate,  bat  more  effective.  All  who  acknow- 
ledge civil  anthority  in  religion  would  naturally  comply  with  a  hint  from  the 
throne }  and  those  who  decline  subjection  in  matters  of  conscience,  being  left 
to  follow  their  personal  convictions,  would,  in  any  absorbing  national  crim, 
largely  respond  to  the  Boyal  wish. 

We  do  not  mean  to  indicate  any  desire  that  ProclamatJons  of  this  nature, 
however  cautiovaly  worded,  should  be  continued  by  our  rulers,— there  are 
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many  reasons  wby  they  should  be  sparmglj  used,  if  sot  allowed  to  give  place 
to  other  and  better  instruments  foi  calling  forth  the  general  sentiment  of  devo- 
tion on  grave  occauons  ;  but  only  to  urge  tiiat,  shonld  ihej  be  employed  at 
any  future  time,  it  is  of  growing  intpartanoe  that  they  be  divested  of  all  objec- 
tionable featurea,  Bitd  punfied  from  the  tone  and  language  of  authority, — except 
ffi  BO  fu*  as  a  spetual  clause  may,  in  any  instance,  be  oeceisary  to  secure  the 
ehnttang  of  Government  offices,  to  fix  the  maturing  of  bilU,  or  such  like. 

As  a  E^recimen  of  a  style  of  edict  approaching  the  character  deschbed,  we 
tahe  the  liberty  to  addnoe  a  Proclamation  by  the  head  of  the  Indian  Govern- 
ment in  1857,  eztraoted  from  the  Calculta  QaieUe  Eatnurdinary,  which  is  as 
,    follows: —

SepUmber  1867. 

'  rROCULMATION. 

'  In  ttie  tmMBoe  (rf  tiie  heavrealaimties  and  nifferiimewlHch)^  the  acts  of  wicked 
and  bloody-minded  men  have  fallen  upon  loyal  persans  of  every  dags  in  dmbj  parte 
of  the  Queen's  Dominions  in  India,  uie  Bight  Honourable  the  Govemor-Gieaeral  in 

CoundX  deuiea  to  invite  all  faithful  subjects  ot  the  British  Crown  to  join  in  a  humble 
offering  of  prayer,  supplication,  and  confeesion  of  hub  to  Almielity  God,  and  to 
implore  a  bleeamg  upon  all  messnrea  taken  for  the  repreemon  of  rebellion  and  crims, 
and  tot  the  restoraOos  of  peace,  order,  and  contentment  throusb  British  India. 

'  To  this  end  die  Govemor-Qenoral  in  Council  propott  that  Sunday  &a  4th  of 
October  shall  be  obeerved  Id  each  Presidency  as  a  day  of  special  prayer. 

'  For  all  Congregations  subject  to  the  spiritaal  authority  of  the  Bishop  of  Calcutta, 
his  Lordship  will  be  requested  to  prepare  a  form  of  prsjer  suited  to  the  oocauon. 
'  By  order  of  the  Qovemor-General  in  Cloancil. 

'Cboil  Beadon, 
'  Secretary  to  the  Govemtaevt  sf  J«dia.^ 

Thanking  your  Lordship  for  the  opportunity  of  submitting  these  views,  we 
pray  yon,  in  the  spirit  of  former  Memorials,  to  take  measures  that  in  any  future 
Proclamations  designed  to  promote  the  observance  of  days  of  humiliation  or 
thanksgiving,  or  other  religious  purposes,  in  any  part  of  the  realm,  the  language 
of  authority  be  entirely  discontinued ;  or  if  continued  with  reference  to  the 
ministers  or  members  of  any  of  the  Established  Churches,  which  may  by  law 
be  subject  to  such  authority,  or  of  any  '  protected  and  allowed '  communion, 
the  limitation  be  in  every  case  clearly  expressed  ;  and  further,  that  the  applica- 
tion of  future  Orders  in  Council  for  religious  purposes  be  duly  limited. 

The  above  Statement  was  received  with  courtesy  by  the  Lord  Advocate, 
who  indmated  his  approval  of  the  object  sought,  and  frankly  engaged  to  take 
the  proper  steps  for  its  attainment

From  1863  to  1865  the  matter  was  kept  before  Lord  Advocate  IVIoncreiff 
by  repeated  communications;  and  on  6th  April  1866  a  deputation  waited  on 
him  at  Greenock.  Hia  Lordship  then  UDdertook  to  charge  himself  with  seeing 
to  obtiuD  a  Minute  of  Council  to  regulate  the  style  of  the  documents  in  future. 
This,  however,  appears  not  to  have  been  done. 

On  the  change  of  Ministry  which  afterwards  occurred,  communicatioas  were 
opened  with  the  new  Lord  Advocate  (Mr.  Gordon),  and  on  the  7th  May  1867 
s  deputation  of  Committee  obtained  an  interview  with  Mr.  Secretary  Walpole 
■t  the  Home  Office,  the  Lord  Advocate  being  present.  Mr.  Walpole,  then  on 
the  eve  of  retiring  from  office,  entered  cordially  into  their  views,  and  promised 
to  coniolt  with  the  Lord  Advocate  as  t«  the  steps  that  should  be  taken.  The 
Lord  Advocate  afterwards  also  expressed  himself  very  favourably  to  the  object 
of  tbe  deputation,  and  stated  that  he  hoped  the  end  might  be  gained  by  appU- 
cation  to  the  Privy  Council 

Our  documents  were  oommunioated  by  Mr.  Walpote  and  the  Lord  Advocate 
to  the  Council.  The  result  was  a  letter,  dated  15th  May  1868,  fpjm  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Council,  addressed  to  the  Lord  Advocate,  which  bore  that  the  Lords 
of  the  Council  had  carefully  considered  the  whole  matter ;  and  while  unable  to 
decide  the  question  submitted  to  them,  as  no  Proclamation  or  Order  in  Council 
for  a  Fast  or  Thanksgiving  was  then  under  consideration,  their  Lordships  had 
directed  that  the  matter  be  recorded,  in  order  that  whenever  any  such  Procla- 
mation or  Order  in  Council  should  be  about  to  be  issued,  it  might  be  brought 
up  for  decision. 

It  was  the  opinion  of  Lord  Advocate  Gordon  that  this  Minnte  would  result 
in  efiect  being  given  to  the  representations  of  the  Synod ;  but  no  Proclamations 
having  since  been  issued,  the  value  of  the  Minute  remains  to  be  tested.  A 
respected  member  of  the  House  of  Commons,  who  has  taken  much  interest  in 
the  subject,  has  recently  waited  on  Mr.  Bruce  at  the  Home  Office,  to  urge  the 
placing  of  this  matter  on  a  fiaial  and  proper  footing. 

rnie  Synod,  with  all  the  facts  in  view,  has  reappointed  its  Committee,  with 
full  powers,  to  take  all  necessary  action  in  the  proper  quarter,  and  to  urge  on 
Government  the  importance  of  an  immediate  satisfactory  settlement  of  the  case 
that  has  now  for  fourteen  years  been  pressed  on  the  attention  of  successive 
Administrations  by  our  Memorials,  and  which,  there  was  every  reason  to  expeotf 
would  long  since  have  been  issued. 

IV. 

PROPOBED  CHAHQES  OH  FOBU  OF  PBOCLAIUTIOH. 

'  Besides  specimen  on  last  page  of  Statement,  it  was  respectfully  submitted 
to  the  Lord  Advocate,  in  a  letter  dated  11th  April  1866,  that,  even  adopting  the 
present  framework  of  the  Proclamations,  only  a  few  slight  changes  additional 
to  those  introduced  in  the  Proclamation  of  28th  April  1856  would  make  the 
documents  entirely  satisfactory,  by  removing  from  them  all  expressions  which 
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seemed  to  ordtr  prayer  or  to  regulate  its  longnage  or  seaaona.  If  'appoint'  is 
retained,  let  it  be  olearly  nsed  only  as  fixing  or  Tuminating  the  day  on  which 
the  proposed  exercises  may  be  observed,  not  as  presenting  either  the  exercises 
or  tfa^  seasons. 

It  would,  however,  serve  an  important  end  were  the  word  'appoint,'  con- 
nected as  it  is  with  the  old  imperative  style,  to  be  entirely  withdravra  from 
the  Proclamations,  except  as  it  stands  in  exclusive  relation  to  OoTenuuent 
officers. 

Subjoined  are  existmg  forms  of  these  edicts,  vrith  suggestions  for  improve- 
ment Italica  in  the  left-hand  column  indicate  wbat  should  be  deleted  ;  ttaUa 
in  the  right-hand  oolumn  what  might  be  substituted  or  supplied.  The  small 
CAPFFALs  in  Proclamation  (2)  are  amended  words,  first  introduced  (without  the 
context  of 'command')  in  that  edict,  and  since  similarly  used  in  two  oat  of  seven 
Orders  in  Council  that  have  appeared — viz.  those  of  12th  April  1859  and  19th 
June  1668,  both  duly  limited.

(2.)  MEMORIAL^TINTO  THE  RIGHT  gONOUEABLE  THE  PRE- 
SIDENT AND  LORDS  OF  THE  PRIVY  COUNCIL,  THE 
MEMORIAL  OF  THE  SYNOD  OF  THE  UNITED  PRESBY- 
TERIAN CHURCH. 

Moit  SapectfuUg  Sh^uxth, — 

That  the  Church  of  which  your  Memorialists  are  the  spiritual  overseers, 
has  ever  been  distinguished  by  lojralty  to  the  throne  and  obedience  to  the  law ; 
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that  it  has  never  receired,  and  on  grounds  of  principle  could  neither  ask  nor 
accept,  from  the  State,  any  pecaniaiy  gift  or  an^  distiDctive  benefit ;  and  that 
it  rests  the  present  appeal  solely  on  ^e  warrant  of  propriety  and  jastice. 

That  the  Synod,  at  its  meeting  in  Edinburgh,  May  1855,  had  its  attention 
directed  to  the  form  and  phraseology  used  in  Royal  Proclamations  relative  to 
National  Fasts  and  Thanksgivings,  and  particularly  in  the  Proclamation  issued 
appointing  a  National  Fast  to  be  held  on  the  21st  March  preceding.  The 
words  particularly  referred  to  were  the  following  : — '  We,'  etc.,  .  .  .  .  '  have 
resolved,  and  do,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  our  Privy  Council,  hereby  com- 
mand that  ft  public  day  of  solemn  fast,  humiliation,  and  prayer  be  observed 
throughout  that  part  of  our  kingdom  of  Great  Britain  called  Scotland,  on,' 
etc. ;  '  that  so  both  we  and  our  people  may  hiunble  ourselves,'  etc. ;  '  And 
we  do  strictly  charge  and  command  that  the  satd  day  be  reverently  and  de- 
voutly observed  by  all  our  loving  subjects  in  Scotland,  as  they  tender  the 
favour  of  Almighty  God,  and  would  avoid  His  wrath  and  indignation.  Our 
will  is,  thei'efoTe,  and  we  charge,'  etc. ;  .  .  .  .  'to  make  pabUcatioa  hereof, 
that  none  pretend  ignorance.' 

These  terms  indicate  a  universal  order,  and  imply  a  universal  obedience 
required  from  all  classes  of  the  community,  whether  Churchmen  or  Dissenters, 
and  whatever  might  be  th^  conscientious  opinions  or  sentiments  in  reference 
t«  the  subject  itself,  or  the  Royal  power  in  such  matters ;  and  that  under  pain 
of  violating  a  command  of  the  Sovereign,  and,  as  appears  to  be  assumed,  of 
incurring  the  displeasure  of  God. 

Viewing  these  Proclamations  in  this  light,  the  Synod,  at  its  said  meeting 
passed  a  series  of  resolutians,  asserting  for  all  her  ministers,  elders,  and  mem- 
bers the  natural  and  inalienable  right  of  freedom  of  constnence, — declaring 
their  right  either  to  keep,  or  refrain  &om  keeping,  such  fasts  or  other  days  of 
public  worship  as  may  be  appointed  by  the  Sovereign ;  and  e:ipressive  of  their 
opinion,  that  the  language  in  which  these  Proclamations  continued  to  be  issued, 
in  so  far  as  it  assumed  a  right  to  compel  universal  observance  under  the  most 
solemn  sanctions  and  penalties,  was  highly  objectionable,  injurious  to  the 
liberties  and  painful  to  the  feelings  of  all  yrho  dissent  from  the  principles  on 
which  the  Proclamations  are  founded,  and  who  hold  the  sole  supremacy  of  the 
Heavenly  King  in  matters  of  religion  ;  and  of  their  belief  that  an  invitation  to 
send  up  prayers  and  supplications  to  the  Divine  Majesty  at  any  crisis  in  the 
national  bistory  would  likely  secure  the  cordial  and  ready  consent  of  all  who 
fear  God,  and  who  call  upon  Him  in  the  day  of  trouble. 

At  the  same  meeting,  the  Synod  appointed  a  Committee  for  the  purpose  of 
bringing  these  views  before  the  Government,  in  the  hope  of  obtaining  such 
an  alteration  in  the  form  of  phraseology  of  future  Proclamations  as  might 
make  them  consistent  with  the  conscientious  principles  and  sentiments  of  those 
who  hold  that  the'Koyal  authority  does  not  extend  to  the  worship  or  service 
of  God. 

The  Committee,  in  the  discharge  of  the  duty  thus  entrusted  to  them, 
brought  the  matter  under  the  notice  of  the  then  Lord  Advocate  for  Scotland 
(Mr.  Moncreiff),  and  your  Memoriahsts  had  the  partial  satisfaction  of  observing 
that,  on  the  occasion  of  the  Proclamation  appointing  a  national  thanksgiving  to 
be  held  on  the  4th  May  1856  on  account  of  the  return  of  peace,  the  language 
was  changed  in  so  for  as  to  substitute  the  word  '  exhort '  for  the  word  '  com- 
mand,' although  other  parts  of  the  document  still  bore  the  impress  of  a  State 
edict  * 
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Your  Memorialists  were,  however,  diaappointed  to  find  that,  in  the  Pro- 
clamation issued  for  the  obsemuice  of  a  day  of  natioDal  humiliation  and  prayer 
(7th  October  1657)  on  account  of  the  ladiaa  Mutiny,  the  former  objectionable 
Btjla  waa  readopted.  By  this  ProcJamation,  Her  Majesty  ^commanded'  that 
the  day  should  be  observed  throughout  Scotland,  and  '  strictli/  charged  aad 
ComaumdiMi'  that  said  day  shtiuld  be  reverently  and  devoutly  observed  by  all 
Aer  iovmg  avtg'eclB,  'as  they  would  tender  the  favour  of  Almighti/  Ood;'  and  the 
Proelamalion  concluded  with  an  order  for  service ;  thus  departing  from  the 
language  of  exhortation  or  request  which  had  been  employed  in  1856,  and 
Resorting  anew  to  the  oljjectionable  interposition  of  sovereign  authority  and 
comniaBd. 

In  another  and  relative  matter,  too,  a  change  wu  observed.  Under  the  10 
of  Queen  Anne,  cap.  7,  and  32  George  ni.  cap.  63,  it  had  been  usual  for  the 
SoverogD  in  CounciL  to  issue  orders  addressed  to  '  ministers  and  preachers,  as 
well  of  the  Established  Chui^  in  that  part  of  Great  Britain  called  Scotland  as 
of  the  Episcopal  Communion  protected  and  allowed'  by  these  Acts,  making 
changes  in  the  style  and  title  by  which  members  of  the  Royal  Family  were  to 
be  prayed  for,  or  other  similar  matters.  In  June  1867,  however,  an  Order  was  - 
issued,  '  that  benceforth  every  minister  and  preacher  in  Scotland  shall,  in  his 
respective  church,  congregation,  or  assembly,  pray  in  express  terms  for  the 
"  Prince  Consort "  instead  of  for  the  "  Prince  Albert,"  of  which  all  persons  con- 
cerned '  were  to  take  no^ce,  and  govern  themselves  accordingly. 

These  facie,  and  sabseqnent  vacillations  in  the  style  of  the  documents, 
induced  the  Committee  on  repeated  occasions,  under  the  express  authority  of 
the  Synod,  to  bring  the  subject  before  the  Lord  Advocate  of  the  day.  In 
185Q  a  Memorial  was  addressed  to  the  Earl  of  Derby,  then  first  KKnister  of  the 
Crown,  which  appears  to  have  been  laid  before  the  Privy  Council,  with  the 
effect  of  modifying  the  style  of  some  edicU  then  imminent.  Security,  how- 
ever, waa  still  wanting  for  the  permanency  and  completeness  of  the  changes 
desired.  In  1867  a  deputation  had  an  interview  with  the  Home  Secretary 
(Mr.  Walpole)  and  the  Lord  Advocate  (Mr.  Gordon),  who,  in  common  with  all 
other  public  men  of  whatever  political  party,  whom  from  the  first  the  Synod's 
Committee  have  met,  frankly  acknowledged  the  propriety  and  reasonableness 
of  the  request  urged  by  this  Church.  Through  their  obliging  offices  the  matter 
was  brought  under  the  notice  of  the  Council ;  and  again,  in  May  1868,  the 
attention  of  the  Council  was  recalled  to  it,  at  the  instance  of  the  Lord  Advo- 
cate, when  a  record  was  made  in  the  minutes  of  Council,  in  order  to  a  future 
decision.  In  these  circumstances,  the  Memorialists  make  this  direct  appeal 
to  your  Lordships,  with  the  view  of  obtaining  a  satisfactory  settlement  of  the 
style  of  the  edicts,  and  of  terminating  the  suspense  and  labours  of  fourteen 
yesn. 

The  Church  of  which  the  Synod  memorialiring  in  this  matter  is  the 
governing  body,  took  its  rise  in  two  secessions  from  the  Established  Church 
of  Scotland,  which  occurred  about  a  century  and  a  quarter  ago.  One  of  these 
secesrions  separated  into  two  parts,  which  were  ultimately  reunited;  and  the 
united  Church  joined  more  than  ten  years  ago  with  the  descendants  of  those 
who  had  formed  the  second  secession,  known  as  '  The  Belief  Churcb.'  These 
were  secessions  from  the  administration  of  the  Established  Churcb,  not  from 
its  standards.  To  these,  including  the  Westminster  Confession  and  Catechism, 
the  Seceders  have  always  adhered,  and  their  churches  do  now  adhere,  wilb  the 
•ole  qualification  of  a  dissent  from  anything  in  them  which  teaches,  or  may  be 
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supposed  to  teach,  compnlsoiy  or  persecutiiig  and  intoleraat  prmeiples  in  matten 
of  religion. 

These  chiirchea  hare  comprised  many  whose  writings,  theological  and  lite- 
rary, have  acquired  a  moFe  than  Scottish  reputation.  Without  citing  others, 
your  Memorialists  need  only  mention  the  Erskines,  the  Browns,  and  Jamieson. 
And  there  are  many  more  whose  writings  are  valued  in  our  country,  the 
memories  of  whose  worth  and  influence  surrive  in  the  localitiBs  in  which  they 
ministered  and  died. 

The  United  Church  now  numbers  about  600  ministers  and  congregations, 
and  is  divided  into  thirty-one  presbyteries  or  snbordinate  judicatories,  of  which 
four  are  located  in  England  and  one  in  Ireland  (comprising  together  nearly  100 
congregations),  and  the  remaining  twenty-seven  in  Scotland.  The  ministers 
and  QongregatioDs  under  tha  inspection  of  these  twenty-seven  presbyteries  are 
situated  in  different  parts  of  Scotland,  from  Shetland  and  Orkney  in  the  north 
to  Wigtown  and  Annan  in  the  soath,  and  from  the  Isle  of  Skye  in  the  west  to 
Peterhead  in  the  east  The  Church  has  grown  out  of  the  wants,  and  been 
enlarged  with  the  progressive  advancement  of  the  country ;  and  her  members, 
belonging  for  the  most  part  to  the  industrial  and  middle  classes  of  the  com- 
mnnity,  possess  no  inconsiderable  influence  in  its  social  and  political  affairs,  and 
yield  to  none  in  their  loyalty,  their  attachment  to  the  oanatitution,  and  their 
seal  for  the  good  gavemment  of  the  country. 

Such  is  the  Church  on  behalf  of  which  the  present  appeal  is  made  by  it* 
chief  assembly  and  judicatory. 

Tonr  Memorialists  might  be  prompted  to  this  appeal  by  the  abnsei  which 
iiave  attended  the  exercise  of  the  Royal  prerogative  in  matters  of  religion. 
But  they  are  inflnenoed  by  higher  conuderations,  and  which  affect  the  right 
assumed  by  the  Sovermgn,  irrespective  of  its  abuses,-'4buses  not  likely  to  be 
repeated  in  the  present  age,  but  made  impossible  in  Scotland  if  their  end  is 
gained.  That  end  is  the  establishment  of  the  principle,  as  far  as  practicable, 
that  our  national  Sovereign  has  no  rightful  control  over  the  worship  and  dis- 
cipline of  the  Church,  They  hold  with  the  Westminster  divines,  and  with  the 
Confession  of  Faith,  that  '  God  alone  is  Lord  of  the  conscience,  and  hath  left 
it  free  from  the  doctrines  and  commandments  of  men,  which  are  in  anything 
contrary  to  His  word,  or  beside  it  in  matters  of  faith  or  worship.'  With  all 
respect  fbr  the  conscientious  opinions  of  the  ministers  of  the  Church  of  England, 
and  others  who  admit  the  authority  of  the  Sovereign  in  religious  matten,  they 
deem  our  holy  religion  too  high  for  earthly  sovereignty ;  its  spirit  too  pure  to 
be  evpked  by  an  earthly  master,  or  to  grow  out  of  political  allegiance ;  its 
ordinances  too  aacred  to  be  regulated  by  civil  rulers ;  and  its  services  and 
worship  too  authoritative  to  be  dependent  on  the  will  of  any  potentate  either 
to  command  or  forbid. 

They  might  perhaps  rest  their  appeal  on  the  constitutional  law  of  the  land  ; 
for  they  are  advised  by  counsel  learned  in  the  laws  of  each  country — 

1.  That  in  England,  where  by  statute  the  Sovereign  is  head  of  the  Church 
as  well  as  of  the  State,  that  headship  applies  only  to  the  clergy  and  members  of 
the  national  Church,  and  does  not  include  those  who  are  not  of  her  communion. 

2.  That  in  Scotland — where  our  Church  and  our  fellow-seceders  and  dissi- 
dents (except  it  be  the  non-jurors)  stand  not  upon  any  statute  or  toleration,  bat 
upon  the  free  basis  and  constitution  of  the  country — no  such  relation  exists, 
bat  is  excluded  by  the  Act  1690,  c.  5,  ratifying  the  Confession  of  Faith; 
whereby  an  aDtagonistio  principle  is  established,  it  being  declared  that '  there 
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is  no  other  Head  of  the  Chnrch  bat  the  Lord  Jeiua  Gbrut,'  and  that  He,  '  as 
£ing  and  Head  of  the  Churcb,  hath  therein  appointed  a  government  in  the 
fafuid  of  church  oScen  distinct  from  the  civil  magiitrate,'  who  '  may  not  assume 
to  himself  the  administration  of  the  word  and  sacrament,  or  the  keja  of  the 
kingdom  of  heaven.' 

3.  That,  in  point  of  fact,  FrocUmalJOQB  for  the  observance  of  National  Fasts 
and  Thanksgivings  In  Scotland  were,  for  a  considerable  period  after  the  date  of 
that  Act,  and  until  the  union  between  England  and  Scotland,  passed  bj  the 
three  estates  of  the  Scottish  Parliament,  and  not  hj  the  Sovereign  alone. 
And— 

4.  That  no  statute  can  be  found  authorizing  such  Proclamations  in  Scotland ; 
and  the  phraseology  used  in  them  seems  to  have  grown  out  of  the  practice  ia 
England,  or  to  be  founded  on  what  appeara  to  be  an  unwarranted  extension  of 
the  two  statutes  cited  in  the  Order  in  Council  of  June  1857,  which  refer  exclu- 
uvely  to  prayers  for  Boyol  personages,  and  apply  at  most  to  the  ministers  and 
preachers  of  two  denominations. 

But  your  Memorialists  prefer  to  rest  their  appeal  upon  its  own  merits,  as  a 
matter  of  religious  principle,  which  they  humbly  plead  should  be  settled  upon 
a  reference  to  that  principle  irrespective  of  legal  considerations,  whatever  is, 
or  may  be  conceived  to  be,  the  extent  of  the  Royal  prerogative.  To  that 
principle,  as  a  part  of  the  system  of  civil  and  religious  liber^,  now  more  fully 
recognised  and  more  generally  understood  than  at  a  former  period,  and  which 
it  is  humbly  believed  will  not  suffer  under  your  Lordships'  administration, 
your  Memorialists  appeal. 

While  they  believe  that  all  acceptable  devotion  must  proceed  from  the 
heartfelt  conviction  of  the  worshippers,  and  that  no  human  authority  can  avail 
to  secure  the  true  worship  of  God,  or  ought  either  to  dictate  its  observance  or 
to  threaten  penalties  for  its  neglect,  their  objections  do  not  extend  to  the 
Sovereign  employing  persuasive  means  to  promote  the  united  expression  of 
such  religious  sentiment,  whether  of  supplication  or  of  thanksgiving,  as  may  be 
supposed  to  be  prompted  by  national  occasions,  and  to  pervade  the  people  at 
any  particular  time  ;  and  they  ore  prepared,  on  all  suitable  occasions,  to  unite 
with  their  fellow-Chrisdana  in  such  acts  of  humiliation  and  prayer,  or  thanks- 
giving and  praise,  as  may  be  called  for  by  the  condition  and  circumstances  of 
the  country. 

lliey  also  believe  that  the  form  of  Proclamation  objected  to  has  a  repellant 
effect,  (»lculated  to  frustrate  the  object  in  view,  to  substitute  loyalty  for  de- 
votion in  many  minds,  and  in  others  to  create  opposition  to  what  they  consider 
on  unconstitutional  and  injurious  assumption  of  power,  or  a  punful  aggression 
upon  the  province  of  conscience  and  the  sacred  rights  of  religious  liberty. 

From  comparing  the  tenor  of  the  various  Proclamations,  your  Memorialists 
conclude  that  the  terms  of  such  document  are  not  prescribed  by  any  inflexible 
nUe,  and  may  be  varied  as  may  seem  best  adapted  to  promote  the  ends  in 
view. 

It  is  not  iheir  province  to  assert  the  liberties  of  memberB  of  the  Established 
Church  ;  but  whatever  may  be  their  rights  or  their  obligations,  it  humbly 
appears  to  yoor  Memorialists,  that  the  rights  of  all  would  be  better  acknow- 
ledged and  respected,  and  the  end  in  view  better  attained,  were  Her  Majesty 
in  any  future  Proclamations  simply  to  recommend,  or  invite,  or  entreat  her 
subjects  to  jran  with  her,  and  with  each  other,  io  Uie  acts  of  devotion  appro* 
priate  to  the  occauon,  on  a  particular  day  nominated  for  the  purpose. 
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Most  respectfully  and  earnestly  submitting  these  views — 

Your  MemoiialiBtG  pray  your  Lordships  to  take  measnrei,  that  in  any 
future  FroclwuatioDS  dengned  to  promote  the  obserrance  of  days  of 
humiliatioa  or  thanksgiviDg,  or  o^er  religious  purposes,  ia  any  part 
of,  the  realm,  the  language  of  authority  be  entirely  discontinued,  or  if 
continued  with  reference  to  the  ministers  or  members  of  the  Estab- 
lished Churches,  the  limitation  be  in  every  case  clearly  expressed  ;  and 
further,  that  the  application  of  future  Orders  in  Council  for  religious 
purposes  be  duly  limited. 

And  your  Petitioners  shall  ever  prat/.

(4.)  LETTER  TO  LORD  ADVOCATE. 
18,823. 

CouHciL  Office,  S9iA  June  1869. 

Mt  Lord, — I  am  directed  by  the  Lord  Pre^dent  of  the  Council  to  inform 
yon  that  his  Lordship  has  brought  under  the  consideration  of  a  Committee  of 
the  Lords  of  the  Coundl  your  letter  of  the  23d  instant,  and  the  printed  docu- 
ment therein  enclosed,  telaliDg  to  the  -wishes  expressed  by  various  members  of 
the  United  Presbyterian  Church  in  Scotland  for  the  change  of  certain  words 
used  in  Proclamations  or  Orders  oonoeming  Fasts  or  Thanksgivings  in  Scotland. 

The  Lord  President  instructs  me  to  state  that,  in  the  consideration  of  the 
several  points  raised  in  your  letter  and  its  enclosure,  the  Lords  of  the  Committee 
have  been  actuated  by  a  desire  to  acaede,  as  far  as  possible,  to  the  wishes  of 
those  who  are  anxious  for  the  changes  suggested  by  you. 

After  careful  deliberation,  their  Lordships  arrived  at  the  conclusion  that 
they  might  properly  submit  for  Her  Majesty's  approval,  in  any  future  Proclama- 
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tiim  ten  a  Fast  or  Thanksgiviog  in  Bcotknd,  the  omiwioQ  of  the  words, '  That 
n<a»  pretend  igiuHaiioe.' 

In  the  oonsideratiast  of  the  next  point,  liieir  Lcffdships  did  not  feel  that  it 
would  be  ocmsicteat  with  theii  duty  to  reoontnaend  the  mibstitutioa  of  the  word 
'iorite'  for  the  word  'exhort,'  conceiTiiig  that,  in  a  solemn  addr«M  from  the 
Queen  to  her  inbjecti,  the  word  '  exhort,'  which,  accorduig  to  the  best  aatho- 
rities,  is  understood  to  mean,  'to  incite  to  any  good  acUon,'  is  both  more 
■i^ropriate  to  the  oocaai«i,  and  a  more  ndtable  word  for  the  um  of  the  Sove- 
reign in  a  proclamation  to  her  people. 

For  similar  reasons,  their  Lordships  did  not  feel  that  they  would  be  justified 
m  Bdvinng  the  use  of  the  word  '  recommending '  instead  of  the  words  '  appoint- 
ing that ; '  but  in  their  desire  to  remore  any  expression  which  was  distasteful 
to  any  portion  of  Her  Majesty's  subjects,  and  which  at  the  same  time  might 
be  omitted  without  impropriety,  their  Lordships  came  tw  the  conclusion  that 
either  of  the  words  '  proclaim'  or  '  declare,'  according  to  the  context,  might  not 
inappropriately  be  substituted  for  the  word  '  appoint' 

I  am  instructed  to  add  that  their  Lordships  have  directed  that  the  drafts  of 
fhtnre  FroclamationB  relatiog  to  Fasts  and  Thanksgivings  in  Scotland  be  framed 
in  accordance  with  the  decisions  at  which  their  Lordships  have  arrived,  and 
with  the  farther  omission  of  the  words,  '  As  they  tender  the  favour  of  Almighty 
God." 

The  Lord  President  has  caused  the  enclosed .  Proclamation  to  be  altered,  to 
show  the  changes  which  were  assented  to  by  the  Committee  of  Council. — I  am,

ViCTOBU  B. — We,  taking  into  our  most  serious  cousiderntion  the  indispensable 
duty  which  we  owe  to  Almighty  God  for  the  manifold  and  inestimable  blessings 
which  we  and  our  people  have  received  at  liis  hands ;  and  desiring,  by  pros- 
trating ourselves  before  His  Divine  Majesty,  and  offering  up,  in  the  most  public 
and  solemn  manner,  our  praises  and  thanksgivings,  to  manifest  to  our  faithful 
and  loving  subjects,  and  to  the  world,  our  deep  and  devout  sense  of  His  late 
mercies  in  having  abated  the  grievous  .disease  with  which  many  places  in  this 
kii^om  have  been  lately  visited,  which  mercies  have  established  and  confirmed 
in  us  the  surest  trust  and  confidence  in  His  protection  and  good  providence,^ 
have  thought  fit,  by  the  advice  of  our  Privy  Council,  ta  proclaim  [issue  this  our 
Boyal  Proclamation,  hereby  appointing  and  commanding]  a  General  Thanks- 
giving to  Almighty  God  for  these  His  mercies,  to  be  observed  throughout  that 
part  of  our  kingdom  called  Scotland,  on  Thursday  the  fifteenth  day  of  fTovember 
instant ;  and  we  do  tamestly  exhort  that  the  said  general  thanksgiving  be  reve- 
rently and  devoutly  observed  by  all  our  loving  subjects  in  Scotland,  [as  they 
tender  tlie  farotu-  of  Almighty  God.]     Our  will  is,  therefore,  and  we  charge. 
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thmt,  this  our  ProclamBtioa  seen,  ye  forthwith  proceed  to  the  Market  Cross  of 
Ediiibiu-gh,  And  bU  other  places  needful,  and  there,  ia  our  name  and  auliiOTit;, 
make  publication  hereof,  [that  none  pretend  ignorance] :  And  our  will  and 
pleasure  is,  that  oar  Solicitor  do  canse  printed  copies  hereof  to  be  sent  to  the 
sheriffs  of  the  several  shires,  Stewarts  of  stewartries,  and  bailifis  of  regalities, 
rad  their  clerks,  whom  we  oi^ain  to  see  the  same  published ;  and  we  do  appoint 
them  to  send  copies  hereof  to  the  several  parish  churches  within  their  bounds, 
that,  upon  the  Lord's  day  immediately  preceding  the  day  above  mentioned,  the 
same  may  be  published  and  read  ftom  the  pulpits  immediately  after  divine 
service.

(«.)  LETTER  TO  Mb.  Secbbtaht  BHUCE  (12tli  March  1869). 
The  following  is  its  tenor; — 

It  is  one  thing  to  use  the  word  '  exhort '  in  a  connection  which  exdudea  the 
idea  of  authority  in  religion,  as  when  it  is  used  as  an  instrument  of  persuasion 
among  equals,  or  in  recognised  ecclesiastical  relations ;  and  another  to  employ 
it  as  a  part  of  the  exercise  of  Koyal  authority,  in  virtue  of  the  duty  and  right  of 
dvil  office,  as  it  has  hitherto  been  employed  in  the  text  of  Royal  Proclamations, 
and  as  it  may  too  easily  seem  to  be  employed  even  in  the  proposed  modified 
edicts,  which  still  retain  so  much  oi  the  general  frame  of  authority.  Besides, 
while  it  is  true,  as  the  Lords  of  the  Committee  observe,  that '  exhort '  may  mean 
*to  incite  to  any  good  action,'  it  is  to  be  distinguished  that  the  action  to  which 
Boyal  Proclamations  are  meant  to  incite  is  not  the  exerdse  of  prayer  simply 
considered,  but  it  is  gome  particular  prayer, — prayer  in  a  particular  form,  at  a 
particular  time,  and  for  n  particular  object,  which  may  approve  itself  to  the 
Sovereign  as  good,  but  not  necessarily  to  the  subjects,  who  may  be  found 
divided  in  sentiment  in  reference  to  its  propriety,  necessity,  utility,  or  law- 
fulness. 

It  is  scarcely  to  be  doubted  that,  apart  from  refinements  of  meaning, '  exhort  * 
does  carry  popularly  a  certain  assumption  of  authority  not  belonging  to  '  invite,' 
'recommend,'  'entreat,'  or  'request.' 

Even  were  it  held  part  of  the  Eoyal  prerogative  to  '  exhort '  to  prayer  con- 
ndered  simply  as  a  religious  duty,  the  question  would  arise  whether  it  were 
really  a  legitimate  or  wise  exercise  of  powers  to  exhort  the  '  loving  subject '  to 
specific  acts  of  petition,  confession,  or  thanksgiving  in  view  of  particular  circum- 
stances and  events  (such  as  particular  exploits  of  arms,  incidents  of  political 
change,  etc.),  which  the  most  loyal  and  pious  may  lawfully  very  differently 
estimate.  But  when  it  is  certain  that  many  of  the  best  members  of  society 
believe  it  to  be  a  stretch  of  prerogative  on  the  part  of  Royalty,  as  well  as  an 
undue  pressure  upon  private  feelings,  to  '  exhort '  the  subject  in  such  matters, 
the  use  of  the  style  of  exhortation  in  documents  addressed  to  all  loving  subjects 
appears  still  more  inappropiiate.     Were  the  action  of  the  Sovereign  in  initialing 
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a  morement  for  prayer  onderetood  to  be  simply  persontd,  &  great  cause  of  con- 
flicting seatiment  would  be  remoTed.  The  simply  personal  action  of  the 
Sovereign,  promoting  union  for  prayer  by  inviting  to  its  exercise,  would 
seldom  be  misconatrued,  tind  would  in  general  receive  due  consideratiun ;  while 
official  action,  by  suggesting  the  assertion  at  a  civil  or  divine  right  of  office  to 
interpose,  inevitably  awakens  opposition  and  jealousy.  A  simple  earnest  invita- 
tion to  the  subjects  to  join  with  the  Sovereign  in  a  concert  for  prayer,  ia 
apparently  the  utmost  that  can  wisely  and  rightly  be  attempted  in  a  matter  so 
grave  and  delicate,  and  affecting  the  most  sacred  exercises  and  rights.  It 
is  therefore  greatly  to  be  desired  that  '  exhort '  should  yet  be  withdrawn 
from  the  frame  of  Proclamations  and  Orders  having  reference  to  prayer,  and 
'invite,'  or  Eome  other  clearly  unauthoritative  term,  substituted.

Papers,  was  held  as  read.  Overtures  cm  the  same  subject  from  the 
Presbyteries  of  Glasgow,  Edinburgh,  and  Lancashire,  with  Memorial 
from  North  Congregation,  Perth,  were  presented,  and,  being  printed, 
were  held  as  read.  These  Presbyteries  and  Memorialists  having 
waived  their  right  to  be  beard  in  support  of  their  Overtures  and 
Memorial,  Dr  MacGill,  Foreign  Mission  Secretary,  was  heard  in  re- 
lation to  the  subject,  and  the  Synod  proceeded  to  give  judgment 
on  the  Report. 

After  reasoning,  the  Synod  agree  that  the  instalments  of  supple-  K'u'*iMaeM»'^ 
ments  whicli  become  due  in  October  next  shall  be  paid  in  accordance 
with  the  recommendation  on  page  328  of  this  Report,  so  as  to 
maintain  the  minimum  stipend  of  last  year  for  the  year  1870-71. 
Also,  request  Presbyteries  to  take  measures  whereby  a  deeper 
interest  in  the  Augmentation  Scheme  may  be  more  widely 
diffused  throughout  the  Church,  so  as  to  place  its  support  on  a 
more  extended  basis,  and  to  elicit  on  its  behalf  a  more  copious 
outflow  of  Chriatiau  liberahty;  instruct  Presbyteries  to  appoint 
Augmentation  Committees,  with  efficient  Conveners,  to  take  charge 
of  the  interests  of  the  Augmentation  Scheme  within  then  respec- 
tive bounds;  and  to  request  these  Conveners  to  use  diligence  in 
securing  that  every  congregation  shall  have  the  opportunity  of 
doing  what  it  is  able  and  willing  to  do  on  behalf  of  the  Augmen- 
tation Fimd,  and  to  report  to  the  Homo  Committee,  through  the 
Home  Secretarj',  after  each  meeting  of  their  respective  Committees, 
the  progress  which  has  been  made  in  the  collection  of  funds  iu 
their  several  districts.  Agree  also.  That  a  Committee  be  now 
appointed,  who,  associated  with  the  Home  Mission  Board  for  the 
purpose,  shall  take  into  consideration  the  whole  subject,  and  report 
at  the  next  meeting  of  Synod,  and  that  this  Committee  be  author- 
ised, in  the  meantime,  to  take  such  measures  for  the  benefit  of  the 
Fund  as  may  seem  to  them  expedient.

-the  payment  to  ministers  for  stipend  and  expenses  is  less  than 
jB157  lOs.,  with  the  view  of  encomBging  them  to  increase  the  pay- 
ment at  least  to  the  minimum  standard,  with  the  least  possible  delay.

The  Home  Secretary  stated  the  case  of  the  congregation  at  Bow  Chnroii, 
Bow,  London,  explained  in  the  Printed  Papers,  in  the  following  iiev.  a.  Omr. 
terms : — "  That  the  Kev.  Allan  Curr  having  resigned  his  charge  of 
the  congregation  at  Bow,  near  London — leaving  several  members 
and  friends  of  the  congregation  under  peculiar  pecuniary  liabilities — 
and  the  whole  affairs  of  the  congregation  beuig  in  a  condition  tliat 
will  require  much  care,  and  may  involve  the  payment  of  some  con- 
siderable amount  of  money,  in  order  to  extiicate  the  friends  of  the 
<:ause  from  difEctilty,  and  to  build  them  up  into  a  vigorous  and  self- 
supporting  church,  the  Home  Committee  have  made  a  grant  of  £75 
to  meet  the  present  crisis,  for  which  grant  they  ask  the  Synod's 
sanction ;  and  have  remitted  the  whole  case  to  the  Synod  for  advice 
and  direction."

The  despatch  declares  that  the 
attendance  of  women  at  religious  service  will  not  be  allowed,  and 
that  in  case  of  the  recurrence  of  another  massacre  compensation 
will  not  be  granted,  and  actual  murder  only  be  punished."  And 
the  Synod  having  been  informed  that  Her  Majesty's  Govern- 
ment has  information  to  the  effect  that  a  despatch  of  the  above 
character  is  on  its  way  to  this  country ;  and,  further,  that  the 
Chinese  Government,  by  this  despatch — in  clear  contravention  of 
the  terms  of  solemn  treaty  engagements — proposes  not  only  to 
restrict  the  liberty  of  preaching  the  Gospel  in  the  Treaty  Ports,  but 
to  expose  our  Missionaries  in  other  parts  of  the  empire  to  the  tender 
mercies  of  cruel  and  despotic  ofEcials,  and  also  renounces  all  valid 
obligation  to  discover  and  punish  the  perpetrators  of  any  outrage, 
including  even  assassination,  to  which  the  Missionaries  may  bo 
subjected ;  having  learned,  further,  that  the  Foreign  Mission  Com-

It  has  been  my  earnest  desire  thronghout  the  whole  of  this 
ioqoiry  to  defer  to  the  ntmoet  point,  in  order  to  give  aatiafaction  as  to  the  soundness 
of  my  theological  Tiews.  I  am  very  sorry  that,  after  a  long  and  painful  experience 
of  the  apparently  uuaroidable  tendency  of  mere  conrersation  on  such  matters  to 
drift  into  indefinitenesB,  rather  than  into  clearness — I  am  thoronghly  ccmvinced  of  the 
inadequacy  of  that  method,  and  it  is  on  this  gronnd  chiefly  that  I  feel  myself  com- 
pelled, with  all  respect,  to  express  rather  to  yourself,  as  Convener  of  the  Oonunittee, 
in  the  form  of  the  preset  communication,  my  concurrence  in  aU  that  Dr  Davidson 
has  said.  I  trust  yon  will  give  me  the  benefit  of  yoiir  most  charitable  construction 
in  this  particular,  for  it  will  add  greatly  to  the  grief  I  already  endure  to  be  suspected 
of  cherishing  the  elighteat  disrespect  of  any  arrangement  of  the  Supreme  Court  of 
the  Church.  I  hare  no  hesitatioo  in  giving  a  direct  and  formal  adhesion  to  the  state- 
ments and  explanations  of  Dr  Davidson.  In  the  three  propositions  contained  in  his 
speech,  with  all  that  he  said,  I  concur  without  hesitation,  and  earnestly  trust  it  may 
be  deemed  an  adequate  guarantee  as  to  my  soundness  in  the  faith. 
"  I  remain,  yours  truly,

It  was  resolved  that  the  Committee  confer  in  the  meantime  in  private.  After 
Gonveisation,  it  was  agreed,  on  account  of  the  absence  of  Mr  Ferguson,  to  adjourn 
till  next  evening,  at  half.psat  six  o'clock. 

The  Committee  met  again  on  the  evening  of  18th  May,  when  there  were  present 
with  them  the  Ediuburgh  Fresbytery,  the  protesters,  and  Mr  Ferguson.  The 
minateB  of  the  previous  meeting  were  read  and  approved  of.  The  following  state- 
ment was  read  by  "Mr  Fergusoo,  and  handed  in  to  the  Conumttee  : — 

"  I  beg,  in  presence  of  this  Committee  of  Synod,  to  record  my  full  adhesion  to 
the  propoeitiona  contained  in  Dr  Davidson's  speech,  as  an  expression  of  what  I  be- 
lieve on  the  points  in  question  ;  and  while  in  my  own  mind  I  believe  that  anything 
I  have  ever  taught  or  suggested  can  be  fairly  and  satisfactorily  reconciled  with  these 
leading  doctrines  of  the  Orthodox  faith,  I  am  none  the  less  free  to  say  that  I  i^iet 
(hat  painful  doubts  and  misconceptions  have  prevailed  on  this  subject  in  the  minds 
id  many.    I  fear  that  such  misconceptioiis  ore  traceable  to  some  extent  to  the  im- 
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Mky  in,  1871.  perfecUoD  of  tlie  limgiuige  employed  by  me ;  but,  with  this  adnuBsion,  it  ia  needfol 
BJKhth'seda-  ^  state,  in  justice  to  myself,  that  I  was  required  to  give  answers  to  important 
mat.  and  delicate  questions  without  any  time  for  leOection,  and  in  very  distracting 

RBportofCom-  circumstances.  Jtesidei,  in  the  version  of  my  views  given  by  others,  the  lan^age 
keith  Cose '  ~  -^  ''^  employed  was  sometimes  abbreviated.  With  regard  to  the  question  of  the 
salvability  of  the  Heathen,  I  wish  to  reaffirm  what  I  said  at  the  beg^ning  ol  the 
case,  that  the  views  set  forth  by  me  on  that  subject  were  not  eipiessed  dogmatically, 
but  simply  as  my  present  view  of  the  matter.  It  was  never  my  intention  to  bring 
into  question  the  certainty  of  the  fundamental  doctjinea  of  Christianity  as  exhibited 
in  the  Staodaids.  I  believe  that  such  discoveries  of  science,  or  developments  of  his- 
tory, as  may  take  place  in  the  future,  will  only  bring  into  clearer  view  the  immovable 
basis  of  these  doctrines  in  the  Word  of  Uod.  It  seemed  to  me  of  great  importance 
to  keep  in  view  that  clause  of  the  Confession  which  says :  — '  The  Supreme 
Judge,  by  which  all  controversies  of  religion  are  to  be  determined,  and  in  whose 
sentence  we  are  to  rest,  can  be  no  other  than  the  Holy  Spirit  speaking  in  the  Scrip- 
tures.' I  still  hold  all  the  interpretations  of  Scripture  given  by  me  from  the  pulpit, 
and  understand  that  my  liberty,  aa  a  minister  of  the  Gospel,  to  speak  according  to 
my  own  light,  conscience,  and  sense  of  responsibility,  remains  unimpaired." 

After  prolonged  conference  with  the  other  parties,  and  deliberation  by  the 
Committee  itself  apart,  it  was  unanimously  agreed  to  place  bdore  Mr  Ferguson  the 
following  prapodtions,  as  embodying  what,  in  the  Committee's  judgment,  it  was 
neceeaary  and  sufficient  he  should  declare  and  assen..  to,  in  order  to  a  satisfactory  issue 
of  the  case  ;— 

1.  That  all  who  shall  ultimately  be  saved  were  chosen  of  Giod  in  Christ  before 
the  foundation  of  the  world. 

2.  That  all  who  are  saved  are  accepted  of  God,  "  by  His  grace,  through  the  re- 
demption  that  is  in  Christ  Jeans,"  at  or  before  the  time  of  their  death ;  and  that 
none  dying  unsaved  will,  after  death,  have  an  opportunity  of  obtaining  salvation. 

'  S.  That  whatever  new  revelatjons  of  Christ  or  of  the  truth  are  made  after  death 
to  the  saved,  aie  made,  not  to  free  them  from  sin,  but  to  increase  their  knowledge 
and  blessedness. 

4.  Tliat,  notwithstanding  the  inability  of  the  will  through  sin,  as  taught  in  our 
Confession,  unbelievers  are  fully  answerable  for  their  rejection  of  the  offer  of  salva- 
tion which  the  Gospel  makes  to  them. 

These  four  proposi^DS  having  been  read  over  in  Mr  Ferguson's  hearing,  he 
intimated  bis  unqualified  assent  to  them.  The  other  parties  ezpreased  themselves 
entirely  satisfied.  Whereupon  the  Committ«e  came  to  the  unanimous  finding  to 
report  to  the  Synod  that,  in  their  judgment,  the  matter  has  been  brought  to  satis- 
factory issue,  and  that  the  whole  case  should  now  be  terminated.  The  sederunt  was 
closed  by  Dr  Cairns,  at  the  call  of  the  Committee,  offering  thanks  to  God  for  the 
harmonious  and  happy  result. 

Dedsion  there-        The  Sjnod  ananimouBly  adopt  this  report,  record  their  great

the  trust  committed  to  them,  and,  in  terms  of  their  recommendation, 

resolve  that  the  case  now  terminate. 
Nstionti  Called  for  report  of  the  Committee  on  Kational  Education,  which 

°"  -was  presented  and  laid  on  the  table  by  Mi-  Renton,  the  Convener, 

and  being  printed  amoDg  the  Synod  Papers,  was  held  as  read,    Mr 
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Renton  was  heard  in  relation  to  the  Report,  as  was  eilso  Dr  James  May  ".  iBJi- 
Taylor.  Eighth  Sods- 

Before  proceeding  to  the  discnasion  of  the  Report,  a  question  N,ii(aj  g^n. 
vae  raised  as  to  the  length  at  which  Bpeakers  might  address  the  '^'^^  '< 
Synod,  and  it  was  moved  and  seconded.  That  all  speakers,  with  the 
exception  of  movers  of  primary  motions,  be  restricted  to  fifteen 
minntes.  It  was  also  moved  and  seconded.  That  speakers  and  the 
Synod  be  left  to  their  discretion  in  this  matter  as  the  debate  pro- 
ceeds. It  was  moved  and  seconded  as  a  third  motion,  That  all 
speakers,  including  the  movers  of  motions,  be  restricted  to  fifteen 
minutes.  It  was  moved  and  seconded  as  a  fourth  motion,  That 
movers  of  motions  be  allowed  half-an^our,  and  that  other  speakers 
be  restricted  to  fifteen  minutes. 

These  motions  having  been  severally  put  to  the  vote,  the  number  ^^"^^  "' 
voting  for  the  first  and  the  third  motions  exceeded,  in  each  case,  the  thereon  to  be 
number  voting  for  both  the  other  two,  and  the  Synod  agreed  to 
take  a  conclusive  vote  as  between  the  first  and  the  third  motions. 
A  vote  having  been  so  taken,  the  third  motion  was  preferred,  and 
the  Synod  accordingly  resolved  that  all  speakers,  including  the 
movers  of  motions,  be  restricted  to  fifteen  minutes. 

The  discussion  then  proceeded,  and  after  reasoning,  the  follow- 
ing motions,  severally,  were  moved  and  seconded : — 

Firtt. — That  tlie  Synod  receive  the  Report  of  the  Committee,  First  Motion. 
tbuik  them  for  their  diligence,  and  approve  of  the  action  they  have 
taken  with  reference  to  the  Education  Bill  for  Scotland,  now  before 
Parliament,  in  so  &r  as  they  have  made  timely  endeavour  to  secure 
the  following  amendments  on  the  Bill,  viz. : — The  excision  of  the 
clause  sanctioning  grants  to  Denominational  Schools,  and  the  with- 
drawal of  the  proposal  to  give  to  a  Committee  of  the  Privy  Council 
supremacy  over  Scotch  Education. 

That  the  SjTiod  approve  also  of  the  action  which  the  Committee 
have  more  recently  resolved  to  take  to  secure  the  addition  of  a 
time-table  to  the  Conscience  clause ;  the  substitution  of  an  impera- 
tive compulsory  clause  for  one  which  is  merely  permissive;  and 
more  liberal  provisions  for  the  remuneration  andseciuity  of  Teachers. 

That,  in  order  to  bring  the  provisions  of  the  Bill,  as  far  as  prac- 
ticable, into  harmony  with  the  frequently  affirmed  principle  of  this 
Church — "  That  religions  instruction,  which  is  of  primary  importance 
in  the  education  of  the  young,  is  a  department  which  belongs  ex- 
clusively to  the  parent  and  the  Church,  and  which  it  is  not  within 
the  province  of  the  State  to  provide," — and,  in  order  that  denomina- 
tional grants  may  be  justly  withheld,  the  Synod  further  resolve, 
that  all  deoominational  teaching  ought  to  be  expressly  excluded 
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Hay  ID,  ISH.  from  tlie  common  HchoolB,  believing  that  the  religious  education 
£ighQi5«de-  of  the  yoimg  'will  be  moie  thoroughly  secured  if  it  is  left  to  be 
muoMl  Edn-  pro'id^  by  an  independent  arrangement  on  the  part  of  parents 
otion  i  and  the  Church. 

That  a  Memorial  to  Her  Majesty's  Government,  and  Petitions  to 
both  Houses  of  Parliament,  be  adopted,  praying  that  this,  as  well 
as  the  amendments  before  referred  to,  may  be  introduced  into  tho 
Bill,  and  that  the  Committee  be  re-appointed,  with  instructions  to 
-watch  over  the  progress  of  the  Bill,  and  endeavour  to  secure  the 
introdnction  of  this,  as  well  as  the  other  amendments. 
8«coaii  Uoiioii.  Second. — That  the  Synod  having  taken  into  consideration  a  Bill 
lately  introduced  into  Parliament  to  "  amend  and  extend  the  pro- 
visions of  the  law  of  Scotland  on  the  subject  of  Education," 
resolyes, — 

L  To  express  cordial  approbation  of  the  design  and  principal 
provisions  of  the  said  Bill,  particularly  of  the  proposal  to  abolish 
the  present  restricted  and  unpopular  management  of  the  Parochial 
Schools,  and  to  entrust  the  superintendence  of  these,  and  of  aU 
other  National  Schools,  to  local  Boards  chosen  1^  a  civil  constitu- 
ency, according  to  an  equitable  and  unsectarian  qoalificatiou, — of 
the  enactment  of  a  conscience  clause,  which,  whenever  it  comes 
into  operation,  must  be  carried  out  under  the  protection  of  a  time- 
table,— of  the  absence  &om  the  Bill  of  any  religious  test,  or  sectarian 
restrictions  in  the  choice  of  teachers,  and  of  any  eneictment  regard- 
ing religions  instruction,  or  any  special  privilege  on  account  of 
ecclesiastical  office  or  Church  connection. 

IL  That  the  continuance  under  a  Bill  which  establishes  a  system 
of  education  on  an  unsectarian  basis,  and  confers  no  peculiar  rights 
or  privileges  on  any  denomination^  of  a  provision  for  grants  of 
money  to  denominationat  schools  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Privy- 
Council  Committee,  is  peculiarly  objectionable,  and  that  all  pretext 
for  this  provision  would  be  taken  away  were  it  declared,  as  is  clearly 
implied  in  the  Bill,  that  the  school  rates,  like  the  Parliamentary 
grants,  "  shall  not  be  applied  in  respect  of  any  instruction  on  reli- 
gious subjects." 

m.  That  the  Synod  sixongly  disapproves  of  the  proposal  to 
confer  supreme  autiiority  over  the  National  Schools  and  School- 
masters of  Scotland,  both  Elementary  and  Burgh,  on  a  Committee 
of  the  Privy  Council,  whose  whole  powers  and  anthorities  are  exer- 
cised by  tbe  officitds  connected  with  the  department,  and  whose 
decisions  on  all  matters  "  are  to  be  fmal,  and  not  subject  to  be 
reversed  or  questioned  in  any  court  of  law;"  while  the  powers 
which  the  BiU  proposes  to  vest  in  this  department  over  both. 
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Teachers  Mid  School  Boards  are  in  a  high  degree  arbitrary  and  M»y  19, 1871. 
despotic.    The  Synod  is  of  opinion  that  the  general  superintendence  Eighth  Beda- 
o(  these  schools  and  teachers  should  be  entrosted  to  a  responsible  u^uontl  Edu- 
Board  located  in  Scotland,  holding  its  meetings  in  public,  and  <^^^i 
composed  of  competent  persons,  having  a  thorough  knowledge  of  ' 

the  Scottish  system  of  education,  and  who  shall  be  appointed  in 
snch  a  way  as  to  command  national  confidence. 

IV.  That  the  Synod  deeply  regrets  that  tlie  salaries  and  retiring 
allowances  which  are  to  be  paid  to  the  teachers  are  not  on  a  more 
liberal  scale,  and  that  better  secnrity  has  not  been  provided  against 
their  arbitrary  removal  from  office  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Committee 
of  Council — defects  which  cannot  fail  to  exercise  an  injurions 
influence  on  the  independence,  comfort,  and  qualiHcations  of  tim 
important  class  of  the  community.  The  Synod  also  expresses 
its  regret  that  the  Compulsory  Clause  in  tiie  Bill  is  merely  per> 
missive,  and  not  obligatory,  and  that  the  faetitors  are  to  be  relieved 
from  the  assessment  which  they  at  present  pay  for  the  support  of 
the  Parochial  Schools, 

V.  That  the  Synod,  cordially  approving  of  the  course  followed 
by  its  Committee  on  National  Education  in  regard  to  this  measure, 
reappcnnt  said  Committee,  with  instmctions  to  nse  every  effort  to 
obtain  the  amendment  of  the  Bill  in  accordance  with  these  resolu- 
tions; and  that  Petitions,  signed  by  the  Moderator  and  Clerk,  be 
sent  to  Parliament,  praying  that  the  Bill,  thus  amended,  be  passed 
into  a  law. 

Third. — That  the  Synod  do  not  express  any  opinion  on  the  xurdHoUon- 
Educatiou  Bill  that  has  been  under  review,  and  do  not  appoint 
any  Committee  in  reference  to  it,  inasmuch  as  it  does  not  belong 
to  the  Synod  as  an  Ecclesiastical  Coiui;  to  discuss  political  questions, 
and  colder  with  the  Government  and  Legislature  of  the  cotmtiy 
in  reference  to  them. 

The  hour  of  adjournment  having  arrived,  it  was  moved  and  rropo«ed  A4- 
seconded,  That  the  discussion  of  the  report  on  National  Education  Dtmurion 
be  adjourned.    It  was  also  moved  and  seconded.  That  the  Synod    '^ 
do  now  proceed  to  vote  on  the  motions  before  the  house,    A  vote 
being  taken,  the  second  motion  was  preferred,  agreeing  to  proceed 
to  a  vote. 

From  this  decision  George  C.  Hutton,  George  Eobson,  Lauder,  DitMots « 
and  Henry  Benton,  entered  their  dissent. 

The  Synod  then  proceeded  to  take  a  vote  on  the  three  motions  DttMaa, 
lying  on  the  table  aneut  the  report  on  National  Education,  and  the 
vote  being  taken,  it  was  found  that  the  ntunber  voting  for  the 
second  motion  was  greater  than  the  number  for  the  other  twoi. 
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May  19. 1B71.  The  Synod,  therefore,  decide  in  terms  of  the'second  motion,  adopting 
Eigbtfa  s*d«-    the  five  resolutione  contained  therein. 

From  thia  decision  Dr  Joseph  Brown  dissented  "for  the  reason 
inserted  in  the  third  motion."  The  foUowing  also  entered  their 
dissent: — James  Brown,  Paisley;  John  Ruthven,  Dr  Dnmunond, 
and  James  Rogers. 

The  Synod  adjonmed,  to  meet  in  the  same  place  this  evening, 
at  half-past  six  o'clock.     Concluded  with  prayer,

Called  for  Report  of  the  Synod's  Committee  on  Finance,  which  Heport  on  oe- 
was  presented  and  read  by  Mr  Balleny,  the  Convener.     The  Synod 
receive  this  report,  and  in  terms  thereof  resolve : — 

Thai,  inasmuch  as  by  the  Trust  Disposition  and  Settlement  of  BenwfA  of  Mr 
the  late  Alexander  Patou,  Esq.  of  Cowden  Park,  Alloa,  his  Trustees 
are  directed  to  pay,  assign,  and  dispone  the  free  residue  and  re-

and.  Thirdly,  That  the  Clerk  to  the  Synod  be  authorised  to  trans- 
mit an  Extract  from  the  Minutes  containing  these  resolutions  to 
the  Agents  of  Mr  Faton's  Trustees  for  their  information. 
R*'jn|*'»'  The  Finance  Committee  having  submitted  a  proposal  formodiij-- 

ing  the  rating  for  the  Synod's  General  Fund,  it  was  moved  and 
seconded — That  said  proposal  be  adopted.  It  was  also  moved  and 
seconded — That  a  uniform  rate  of  aeeeeement  be  adopted,  and  that 
the  present  assessment  be  at  the  rate  of  4d  in  the  pound  on  the 
Stipends  paid  by  tli©  Congregations,  it  being  understood  that  the 
smoB  given  in  the  way  of  expenses  be  included,  as  well  as  the  value 
of  the  Manse.  It  was  moved  and  seconded  as  a  third  motion — 
That  the  Synod  adopt  the  recommendation  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee for  this  year,  and  remit  to  said  Connnittee  the  proposal  in 
the  second  motion,  to  consider  the  same  and  report. 

These  motions  having  severally  been  put  to  the  vote,  it  was

REASONS  OF  DISSENT  BY  MR  G.  C.  IIUTTON  AND  OTHERS. 

I,  I.  Because  the  only  authoritative  representation  of  tbe  mind  of  the  Church  on 
inattera  contained  in  tho  Standards  is  to  be  found  in  the  Standards  themselves,  aa 
qualified  by  the  Church,  and  any  other  represents  tJon  of  tba  Cliurch's  mind,  whether 
in  the  form  of  additiou  to  the  Standards  or  interpretation  of  them,  in  order  to  be 
authoritative,  or  worthy  of  confidence,  mnst  have  the  judicial  sanction  of  the 
subordinate  Courts,  obtained  in  a  tegular  manner.  Dissentients,  therefore,  complain 
that  the  Synod  have  assumed  a  right  to  express  the  mind  of  tbe  Church,  or,  as  it  is 
also  described,  the  "  principles  "  and  "  doctrine  "  of  tbe  Church,  in  regard  to  Atticl£s 
which  have  never  been  formally  remitted  to  the  Conita  of  the  Church  for  their 
judicial  sanction,  and  have  not  been  reported  on  with  a  view  to  the  "  declaration" 
requested  by  the  Union  Committee.  IL  Because,  by  this  decision,  the  Synod,  in 
so  far  as  can  be  done  by  this  Synodical  act,  have  engaged  this  Church  in  tbo 
obligations  of  a  virtual  compact  with  tie  other  Churches  in  reference  to  the  sense 
in  which  the  Standards,  aa  quaUfied  by  this  Church,  are  henceforth  to  be  understood 
on  the  subject  of  the  Magistrate's  power.  III.  Because,  by  such  a  decision,  the 
Synod  have  virtually  set  up  a  new  standard  of  interpretation  and  appe^  behind 
the  Standards  themselves., by  which  the  Church  shall,  in  some  sense  not  defined, 
bind  itself  in  honour  and  cousdence  in  the  event  of  Union,  tiiws  compromising  the 
future  liberties  of  United  Presbyterians  in  any  Union  arranged  on  this  footing,  as 
well  as  the  present  rights  of  all  who  disapprove  of  the  Articles,  or  who  have  relied 
on  the  constitntion  of  the  Church  to  protect  them  against  summary  attempts  to 
issue  authoritative  representationB  of  its  doctrine,  or  to  write  its  unwritten  Creed.

understood  in  different  senses  by  different  persons,  asd  so  lead  to  dissension  hereafter.

ANSWERS  BY  THE  SYXOD.  

TwelfUi  Scde- 
I.  The  Synod  is  gratified  to  find  tliat  in  none  of  the  reaaooB  of  dissent  is  any  mot. 
objection  t^ken  to  the  matt«r  of  their  decision,  nor  any  aasertioii  hazarded  that  it  diebcdi  from 
is  at  variance  -with  tho  Word  of  God,  or  with  our  subordinate  Standards,  The  first  D'^ision  on 
reason  of  dissent  turns  entirely  on  a  point  of  form,  being  an  assertion  that  before 
■ctHning  to  said  decision  the  matter  should  have  been  sent  down  to  Sessions  and  Synod'n 
Presbyteries  for  their  sanction.  Aa  the  Synod  has  not  by  its  decision  added  to  the  ^swi;™  to 
Creed  of  the  Church,  or  tlie  terms  of  Commnnion,  but  only  declared  what  has  from 
tlie  beginning  been  held  on  the  subjects  embraced  in  it,  tbere  was  no  necessity  for 
remitting  these  to  the  inferior  Courts.  On  doctrinal  subjects  of  the  very  highest 
importance  the  Synod  has  often  declared  what,  in  accordance  with  Scripture  and 
tiie  subordinate  Standards,  were  the  principles  of  the  Church,  without  previously 
consulting  the  inferior  Courts.  11.  The  Synod  has  no  doubt  declared  what  the 
Standards,  as  qualified  by  this  Church,  t«ach  respecting  the  Magistrate's  power,  but 
if  the  dissentients  can  show  that  this  dedsion  involves  compulsory,  persecuting  or 
intolerant  principles,  they  are  not  bound  by  it ;  and  it  may  relieve  their  minds  with 
regard  to  the  compact  which  they  dread,  that  in  the  Report  on  Union  given  in  to 
this  Synod  in  1869  it  is  expressly  declared  by  the  Joint' Committee  '■  that  neiUier 
office-bearers  nor  members  in  any  of  the  Churches  shall  be  held  as  compromised 
with  respect  to  the  sentiments  which  they  had  hitherto  maintained  as  to  the  duties 
of  the  Church  and  the  State  respectively  with  respect  to  the  public  interests  of 
Christ's  Kingdom."  Ill-  This  reason  being  merely  a  repetition  in  a  combined  form 
of  the  two  preceding,  may  be  regarded  as  already  answered.  The  Synod  by  this 
detamon  having  laid  down  no  basis  of  Union  with  other  Churches,  nor  set  up  any 
new  Standard  or  term  of  Commnnion,  has  not  interfered  in  the  slightest  degree  with 
the  rights  of  those  who,  on  such  grounds  as  the  dissentients  specify,  disapprove 
of  their  deoaion.  The  dissentients  themselves  in  the  motion  which  they  supported 
expressly  afiirm  that  "  there  is  no  bar  to  Union  with  the  negotiating  Churches  on 
the  basis  of  th^  common  Standards,  with  the  explanations  whereby  the  Churches 
Tespectively  qualify  their  adherence  to  these  Standards."  And  what  is  it  which 
the  Synod  has  declared  but  just  that,  when  the  Standards,  supreme  and  subordinate, 
are  rightly  understood,  there  is  no  such  bar?  It  may  be  added  that,  had  the  Synod 
adopted  the  motion  of  the  dissentients,  they  would  have  made  substactially  the 
same  declaration  from  which  this  dissent  has  been  taken.  IV.  Dr  Bryce's  reasott- 
of  dissent  is,  that  the  findings  of  the|Synod  are  susceptible  of  diverse  interpretations- 
It  is  admitted  that  on  the  subjects  embraced  in  these  findings  it  is  extremely  difficult 
to  find  words  which  ingenious  men,  who  are  deuroua  to  make  or  find  a  fault,  may 
not  misinterpret ;  but  it  is  believed  that  all  who  read  them  without  prejudice  and 
with  due  attention,  wiU  have  no  difficulty  in  ascertaining  their  true  meaning.  The 
definitions  of  terms  desked  by  the  dissentient  are  perfectly  known  to  all  the 
memberB  of  the  Synod.

REPORT  OF  THK  COJDnTTEE  ON  UXIOX.    iLvY,  1871. 

Though  tho  present  year  lia^j  been  one  of  the  most  important  iu  tlio 
history  of  the  Union  negotiations,  the  scene  of  action  has  lain  else- 
where than  in  the  meetings  of  the  Committees,  and  therefore  the  Report 
now  to  be  submitted  is  comparatively  brief. 

The  Synod  at  its  last  meeting  agreed  to  send  down  to  Presbyteries 
the  question,  "Wliether  the  amount  of  agreement  ascertained  to  exist 
among  the  negotiating  Clmrches  is  such  as  to  warrant  Union  on  the 
basis  of  tlieir  Common  Standards,  with  the  explanations  whereby  the 
Churches  respectively  qualify  their  adherence  to  these  Standards."  The 
Synod's  Committee  on  Union  was  also  re-appointed,  "  witli  instructions 
to  see  tliis  Resolution  carried  into  effect ;  and  to  take  such  further  steps 
in  concert  witli  other  Committees  which  the  otiier  negotiating  Churches 
may  appoint,  as  shall  be  deemed  most  conducive  to  the  great  end  in 

In  conformity  with  these  instructions,  the  Committee  on  Union  has 
endeavoured  to  further  the  important  objects  committed  to  their  care, 
both  by  superintending  the  appeal  to  the  Presbyteries  and  by  conference 
witli  the  Committees  of  the  other  negotiatmg  Churches.  They  have 
met  in  all  four  times,  holding  at  each  time  also  a  conference  or  Joint- 
Committee  meeting.  The  progress  of  the  negotiations  will  be  best  set 
forth  by  giving  a  brief  abstract  of  the  business  of  each  successive 
meeting. 

The  first  meeting  was  held  on  July  21,  1870.  It  was  then  found, 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Committee,  that  the  circulation  of  the  Report 
on  Union  for  1869,  to  the  extent  of  40,000  copies,  had  cost  the  Church 
nothing,  as  a  small  balance  remained  after  defraying  all  expenses.  It 
was  also  ordered  that  a  circular,  subscribed  by  the  Convener,  should  be 
sent  out  to  all  the  Presbyteries,  calling  their  attention  to  the  Synod's 
remit,  and  requesting  compliance  with  its  further  instructions  to  report 
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by  the  end  of  March,  that  the  Committee  might  funush  copies  of  the 
retnms,  with  a  digest  of  the  some,  to  every  memher  of  Synod  a  fortnight 
before  its  meeting. 

On  the  same  day,  an  interesting  conversation  took  place  at  a 
meeting  of  the  Joint^Committee,  relative  to  the  way  in  which  the 
explanations  with  which  the  Churches  severally  qualify  their  adherence 
to  tlie  Standards  might  be  adjusted  in  the  formala  of  a  United  Church. 
The  subject  was  not  considered  ripe  for  any  decision,  but  as  on  former 
occasions,  the  snggestion  was  favourably  entertained  (as  expressed  in 
tlie  published  minute  of  the  Joint-Committee),  "  that  the  explanations 
might  all  be  put  into  the  preamble  to  a  common  formula — the  formula 
requiring  adherence  to  the  whole  doctrine  of  tlie  Standards,  qualified 
only  by  the  explanations  of  the  preamble." 

The  next  meeting  of  the  Committee  was  held  on  12th  October,  1870. 
The  most  important  matter  that  occupied  their  attention  at  that  time 
was  the  existence  of  misrepresentations  as  to  the  non-recognition  by  the 
Supreme  Courts  of  the  Principles  alleged  in  the  Joint-Oommittec'^ 
iteport  to  be  held  in  common.  The  published  minute  of  the  Joint- 
Committee  sets  forth  the  action  taken  at  this  meeting  to  ob\iate  the 
injorjous  effect  of  these  misrepresentations.  "  The  Committee  entered 
into  conversation  with  reference  to  the  present  state  of  the  cause 
entrusted  to  them.  Reference  was  made  especially  to  the  impressions 
which  exist,  and  the  allegations  which  are  made  in  some  quarters,  to 
the  effect  that  the  common  principles  drawn  up  by  this  Committee,  and 
reported  to  tlie  Supreme  Courts,  do  not  embody  a  reliable  representation 
of  tlie  doctrine  of  the  negotiating  CliTirches,  and  are  not  accepted  by 
the  Churches  in  that  character.  After  full  consideration,  tlie  Committee 
thought  fit  to  place  on  record  the  expression  of  their  nnanimous  and 
entire  con^-iction,  not  only  that  the  common  principles  do  express  the 
mind  of  tlie  Churches  severally,  but  also  that  the  decisions  and  findings 
of  the  Courts  of  the  Churches,  supreme  and  subordinate,  have  afforded 
and  will  continue  to  afford  evidence  on  this  subject  which  is  absolutely 
conclnsive." 

At  the  next  two  meetings,  which  were  hold  on  the  23rd  of  Fcbmarj- 
and  12th  of  April,  1871, it  was  found  that  these  misconceptions  and  mis- 
representations continued  to  prevail,  and  had  been  openiy  expressed  in 
the  deliberations  of  several  of  the  Presbyteries  of  the  Free  Church  as  a 
reason  why  tlie  Joint-Committee's  Keport  could  not  be  acted  on  as  a 
decisive  indication  of  the  measure  of  agreement  ascertained  to  exist  ^ 
among  the  negotiating  Churches. 

Tlie  Synod's  Committee  on  Union  therefore,  alive  to  the  great 
importance  of  the  subject,  now  bring  it  before  their  Supreme  Court, 
and  thej-  hardly  deem  it  necessary  to  add,  that  what  b  wanted  to  meet 
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this  existing  misapprehension,  is  no  addition  to  the  Standards,  or  basis 
of  Union  distinct  from  them,  bnt  a  declaration  which  will  prove  that 
the  Synod's  Committee  has  not  misrepresented  the  principles  of  the 
United  Presbyterian  Church. 

Sacli  a  declaration  seems  mnch  facilitated  by  the  nature  of  tlic 
retorns  from  Presbyteries  in  answer  to  the  remit  of  Synod ;  and  on 
Uiese  the  Committee  will  now  proceed  to  report,  both  as  settjng  fortli 
generally  the  mind  of  the  Chim:h  in  regard  to  the  warrantableness  of 
Union  on  the  proposed  basis,  and  also,  as  in  the  judgment  of  the 
Committee,  opening  the  way  for  a  Synodical  declaration,  which  vdW 
bring  all  bnt  wilful  misconception  and  misrepresentation  to  an  end. 

It  is  with  unfeigned  satisfaction  that  the  Committee  report  that  all  , 
the  Presbj-teries  have  answered  the  remit  of  the  Synod  in  the  affirmative. 
In  the  great  majority  of  cases  the  Presbyteries  have  decided  unani-  , 
motisly.  It  cannot  be  doubted  that  the  Union  cnnse  has  thus  received 
a  irceat  impulse,  and  the  perfectly  friendly  cliaracter  of  the  discussion, 
even  when  a  counter-motion  has  been  made,  or  a  dissent  tendered,  is  an 
additional  cause  of  thankfulness  to  the  God  of  peace  and  love.  It  has 
been  judged  desirable  to  print  the  returns  in  extenso  in  the  Appendix, 
as  they  form  an  important  act  in  the  history  of  the  movement,  and  are 
worthy  of  tlie  careful  study  of  the  whole  Church. 

The  returns  of  Presbyteries  contain  an  answer  to  the  allegation  lliat 
the  Synod's  Committee  has  not  accurately  represented  the  mind  of  this 
Church  as  to  the  points  of  agreement  with  the  other  negotiating  Churches. 
Not  only  has  no  Presbytery  taken  exception  to  tiia  accuracy  of  the 
Eeport  setting  forth  their  common  principles,  but  several  of  the  Presby- 
teries have  expressly  extracted  from  it  statements  of  vital  moment 
touching  the  relations  of  the  magistrate  to  reh^on  and  the  Church ; 
others  have  referred  generally  to  tlie  Report  and  to  the  findings  of  tlie 
•Toint^Committee,  as  the  ground  on  which  they  decide  that  there  is  no 
bar  to  union ;  and  others,  again,  have  proceeded  upon  the  amount  of 
agreement,  "  ascertained  to  exist,"  as  IjTug  at  the  foundation  of  then" 
j^rmative  decision,  in  a  way  which  clearly  covers  the  representations  of 
the  Synod's  Committee.  Tliere  is  thus  a  great  majority  of  the  Presby- 
teries which  openly  or  by  clear  implication  proceed  upon  and  ratify  the 
action  of  the  Synod's  Committee,  while  none  have  called  it  in  question, 
la  ordinary  circumstances,  the  Synod's  Committee  would  have  rested 
content  with  this  vindication,  following,  as  it  does,  on  acts  and  decisions 
of  Synod  of  similar  import,  especially  the  Synodical  finding  of  1867. 
It  is  not  a  regard  for  their  own  reputation  which  makes  them  dcare 
anything  more.  But  in  liew  of  the  precious  interests  which  might  be 
compromised  by  misunderstanding  or  misrepresentation  as  to  the  relation 
of  this  SjTiotl  to  the  action  of  its  Committee,  they  would  respectfully 
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bat  earnestly  solicit  such  a  delaration  as  will  make  it  yet  more  manifest 
that  they  have  fairly  represented  the  mind  of  the  Church,  whoBeprin<np]es, 
both  common  and  distinctive,  they  have  humbly  eudeavonred,  with  all 
fidelity,  to  set  forth  and  m^unt^. 

It  is  no  part  of  the  business  of  this  Committee  to  report  as  to  Uie 
corresponding  returns  made  by  the  Presbyteries  of  the  other  ncgotiaHn<; 
Churches ;  but  even  where  these  are  more  chequered  than  in  the  case  of 
this  Church,  they  may  well  be  contemplated  with  feelings  of  thank- 
fulness, as  indicating  a  preponderance  of  conviction  in  favour  of  ultimate 
union,  which,  amidst  all  remaining  difficulties  and  disconragements, 
ought  to  nor\'e  to  frcsli  exertion  and  unshaken  trust  in  God,  who  can 
make  the  divided  one. 

During  this  year,  as  on  all  former  occasions,  members  of  the  Joint- 
Committee,  whom  we  could  ill  spare,  have  been  rfcmoved  by  death.  The 
lionoured  names  of  Alexander  Murray  Dunlop,  Esq.,  and  of  Sheriff 
Jameson,  of  the  Free  Church ;  of  the  Rev.  John  C.  Paterson,  of  Man- 
chester, of  the  English  Presbyterian  Church ;  and  of  Bailie  Fyfe,  of 
the  United  Presbyterian  Church,  have  been  taken  from  our  roll ;  and 
each  has  received  a  grateful  and  sorrowful  tribute  in  the  i-ecords  of  the 
Joint-Committee.  But,  in  lamenting  their  loss,  we  should  be  reminded 
tliat  death  not  only  separates  but  unites,  and  that  these  beloved  brethren 
have  passed  away  from  efforts  at  uuion  to  a  world  where  union  is  perfect 
and  eternal. 

In  conclusion,  it  is  believed  that  all  the  negotiating  Churches  arc 
ripe  for  a  movement  in  advance.  That  movement,  indeed,  must  be  made 
cautiously  and  tenderly;  but  tliere  are  practical  steps  which  may  be 
taken  without  delay,  such  as  the  formation  of  federal  relations  between 
all  the  negotiating  Churche^  similar  to  those  whicli  have  been  sketched 
in  the  Ninth  Head  of  Programme  between  England  and  Scotland,  and 
which,  without  abandoning  or  even  unduly  deferring  the  great  aim  of 
incorporation,  would  make  the  Churches  more  visibly  one  in  the  present, 
and  go  far  to  realize  the  hope  of  their  being  entirely  one  in  the  near  future. 
The  Committee  venture  to  express  the  conviction  that,  if  for  such  an 
end  they  should  be  re-appointetl,  as  well  as  for  the  continued  prosecution 
of  the  great  work  of  incorporation,  which  would  be  much  promoted  by 
fuller  understanding  as  to  the  Jinancial  administration  of  a  united 
church,  tliey  might,  by  next  year,  be  prepared  with  some  definite  su^es- 
tions  on  both  heads,  which,  with  the  favouring  hand  of  God  upon  them 
and  tLeir  brethren,  would  tend  greatly  to  bring  matters  to  a  consumma- 
tion, and  to  make  the  churches  approach,  if  not  reach,  the  goal  the}' 
have  had  so  long  and  so  anxiously  in  view. 

Meanwhile,  they  commend  this  great  enterprise  to  the  sjnnpathies 
and  prayers  of  the  Church  at  large.      Difliculties  are  vanishing  before 
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the  rising  tide  of  Christian  feeling.  Indifference  is  gone ;  and  the  very 
excitement  of  debate  and  discussion  has  quickened  tlic  marcli  of  intelli- 
gent concord.  Another  year  of  popular  exposition  and  appeal,  following 
up  the  solemn  and  earnest  dealings  of  the  Church  Courts,  will  bring 
fresh  light  and  harmony.  Above  all,  the  cry  of  the  churches,  separately 
and  in  wide-spread  concert,  should  be  to  God,  He  alone  can  remove 
misanderstanding,  can  soften  prejudice,  and  restore  the  brotherly  feeling 
amidst  which  this  great  movement  was  inangurated.  What  has  been 
accomplished  elsewhere,  in  the  face  of  apparently  insuperable  obstacles, 
shall  also  be  achieved  in  this  historic  land,  which  is  written  all  over  with 
*'  the  faith  and  patience  of  the  saints."  "  Surely  his  salvation  is  nigh 
them  that  fear  Ilim,  that  glory  may  dwell  iu  our  land.  Mercy  and  trutlt 
are  met  together ;  righteousness  and  peace  have  kissed  each  other.  Trutli 
shall  spring  out  of  the  earth,  and  righteousness  shall  look  down  from 
Jieaven."

REPORTS  OF  PUESBYTERIES  ON  SYNOD'S  REJIIT  ANENT 
i;NION.    April,  1871. 

All  tlie  31  Presbyteries  composing  the  SjTiod  liave  reported,  answer- 
ing affirmatively  the  question  remitted. 

In  21  Presbyteries  the  finding  was  unanimous,  viz. ; — Annandale, 
Arbroath,  Banffshire,  Buchan,  Carlisle,  Cupar,  Dmifermline,  Falkirk, 
Galloway,  Glasgow,  Hamilton,  Ireland,  I^lmamock,  ICiiiross,  Lanark, 
Laucasliirc,  London,  Melrose,  Newcastle,  Perth,  and  Stirling. 

In  each  of  the  Presbyteries  of  Aberdeen,  Bern-ick,  and  Edinburgh, 
there  was  one  dissentient;  in  Paisley  and  Greenock  there  were  three. 

In  Kirkcaldy  9  members  voted  for  the  motion  which  carried,  and  '2 
for  another  motion  also  favourable  to  Union. 

In  Elgin  and  Inverness  a  counter  motion  was  proposed,  but  not 
seconded. 

In  Kelso  tlie  motion  canied  was  preferred  to  another  motion  by  ii 
majority  of  11  votes  to  2 ;  in  Dundee,  by  a  majority  of  11  to  2. 

In  the  reports  from  Dumfries  and  Orkney,  no  reference  is  made  to 
the  result  of  the  Voting,  further  than  that  tlie  motion  was  adopted. 

The  Presbytery  of  Ireland  condition  their  answer  on  an  understand- 
ing as  to  the  meaning  of  the  question  remitted.     The  Presbyteries  of 
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Berwick,  Edinbiirf;h,  Elgiu  and  Inverness,  Kirkcaldy,  Eelso,  Paisley 
and  Greenock,  and  Perth,  expressly  rcser\'e  jadgment  on  matters  reported 
on  l>y  the  Joint-Committee,  but  not  Inclnded  in  the  remit. 
The  terms  of  tlie  several  findings  are  sabjoined. 

T.  PRESBYTERY  OF  ABBRBEEN. 
February  li,  lS71.—To6k  np  remit  of  Synod  uient  Union.  After  nJosouiugr 
the  following  finding  was  npproved,  with  one  diasentioiit  Toioc :— "  The  Presbytery, 
reatricting  attention  to  wliat  is  the  Synod's  remit  in  rel&tjou  to  Union,  and  thna 
reserviug  judgment  on  all  that  may  call  for  consideraUoa  in  the  ercut  of  a  basis  of 
Union  being  presented,  find  that,  in  their  view,  liere  is  nothing  in  prindple  to  bar 
Union  among  the  negotiating  Churches  on  the  basis  of  their  Common  Standards, 
in  the  manner  suggested  by  remit  of  Synod."  From  this  finding  Mr  Turner  begged 
to  ent«r  his  dissent 

II.  PRESBYTERY  OF  AN\.VXDALE. 

Decemher  20,  1S70. — The  following  motion  was  nuanimously  adopted : — "  Judging 
from  the  completed  Report  of  the  Union  Committee,  this  Presbytery  finds  that  the 
amount  of  agreement  ascertained  to  exist  among  the  negotiating  Churches  is  such  as 
to  warrant  Union  on  the  basis  of  tbeir  Common  Standards,  with  the  ezplanatiooa 
whereby  the  Churches  respectively  qualify  their  adherence  to  these  Standards." 

III.  PRESBYTERY  OF  ARBROATH. 

Tieceinber  G,  IHTO.— Took  up  the  Synod's  remit  on  the  Buhjeot  of  Union,  when  it 
was  unanimously  ^reed,  "That,  in  the  opinion  of  this  Presbytery,  a  sufficient  amount 
of  agreement  exists  among  the  negotiating  Churches  to  warrant  an  incorporating 
Union  on  the  basis  of  their  Common  Standards,  with  the  explanations  whereby  the 
Churches  respectively  qualify  their  adherence  to  these  Standards." 

IV.   PRESBYTERY  OF  BANFFSHIRE. 

rrbriianj  7,  1S71. — Agreed,  unanimously,  to  the  following  motion  on  Union : — 
"  That,  in  the  judgment  of  this  Presbytery,  the  amount  of  agreement  ascertained  by 
the  Joint-Committee  to  exist  among  the  negotiating  Churches  is  such  as  to  warrant 
Union  on  the  basis  of  their  Common  Standards,  with  the  explanations  whereby  the 
Churches  respectively  qualify  their  adherence  to  these  Standards." 

V.  PRESBYTERY  OF  BERWICK. 
January  10,  1S71. — ^The  following  motion  was  adopted: — "The  Synod  having 
submitted  to  all  the  Presbyteries  of  this  Church  the  following  question,  in  regard  to 
the  negotiations  for  union,  at  present  carried  on  between  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church  and  other  Churches,  namely : — '  Whether  the  amount  of  agreement  ascer- 
tained to  exist  among  the  negotiating  Churches  is  such  as  to  warrant  union  on  tite 
basis  of  their  Common  Standards,  with  the  explanations  whereby  the  Churches 
respectively  qualify  their  adhedon  to  these  Standards;'  this  Presbytery  find,  that 
whereas  the  Report  of  the  Union  Committee  brings  out  the  fact  that  the  negotiating 
Churches  all  accept  the  same  Confesgion  of  Faith,  and  interpret  all  matters  of  saving 
doctiine,  about  which  they  liavc  seen  cause  to  confer,  in  the  same  sense,  and  ore  also 
agreed  in  oil  points  relating  to  worship,  discipline,  and  government;  and,  who^as,  in 
regard  to  tbe  relation  of  the  civil  magistrate  to  religion  and  the  Christian  Church, 
they  are  all  agreed  as  to  the  duty  of  nations,  and  their  mien  to  be  regulated  in  all 
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public  matters  by  tba  IVDrd  of  God,  and  to  further  the  religion  of  CbriBt  ia  every 
irsy  coDsisteDt  with  its  own  spirit  and  enactments,  whilst  they  all  unite  in  diaclaini- 
ing  force  aa  incODsistent  with  the  spirit  and  enactments  of  Christianity,  and  in 
holding  it  as  of  essential  and  perpetual  ohligation  tliat  Christ's  people  should 
maintain  and  extend  his  Gospel  bj  free-will  offerings ;  and,  whereas,  the  only 
renuuning  difference  )»3tween  them  consists  in  the  application  of  these  common 
principles  to  such  mattere  as  the  civil  establishment  and  endowment  of  religion,  as  to 
which  uniformity  of  opinion  hnsnover  been  a  term  of  communion  in  this  Church,  this 
Presbytery  judge  that  there  is  no  objection  in  point  of  principle  to  a  union  between 
this  Church  and  other  negotiating  Churches,  it  being  understood  that  a  common 
formula  shall  be  prepared,  which  shall  eipress  adherence  to  the  Confession  in  a  way 
to  which  all  the  negotiating  Churches  may  sssent.  The  Frcabytcry  also  find  that 
while  the  quoition  of  the  expediency  of  consummating  a  union  between  the  negotiat- 
ing ChoTches  is  for  the  present  reserved,  and  while  it  is  highly  desirable  to  secure  the 
concurrence  of  all  the  Churches  in  their  integrity,  they  arc  of  opinion  that  great  evils 
would  result  from  delay,  and  that  all  suitable  measures  should  be  taken  to  make  the 
union  as  speedy  and  as  cordial  as  possible,  and  also  to  secure  the  full  benefits  of 
united  action  between  the  Churches  in  England  and  Scotland.''  The  Eev.  W' 
Lim<nit  dtmented  from  tlic  following  clause  in  the  motion : — '■  They  are  all  agreed 
as  to  the  duty  of  nations  and  their  riders  to  further  the  religion  of  Christ  in 
every  way  consistent  with  its  own  spirit  and  enactments," — on  the  ground  that  it 
involves  a  decision  on  the  question  of  the  national  obligation  to  further  the  religion 
of  Christ.  At  a  subsequent  meeting,  the  Presbytery  adopted  the  following  answer 
to  the  Beason  of  Dissent : — "  The  Dissentient  omits  in  his  reason  a  clause  of  the 
sentence  to  which  he  takes  exception,  that  is  essential  to  the  integrity  of  the  prin- 
ciple asserted ;  and  thus  he  fails  t«  do  justice  to  the  finding  of  the  Presbyt«ry,  in 
atfirming  that  it  involves  '  a  decision  on  the  question. of  national  obligation  to  further 
the  religion  of  Christ,'  as  if  this  were  stated  without  limitation;  whereas  the  motion 
runs  that  all  <  are  agreed  as  to  the  duty  of  nations  and  their  rulers  to  further  the 
religion  of  Ciirist  in  every  way  conaisleitt  ivith  il3  oitn  gpirll  and  enactmenli,'  the  last 
words  being  plainly  meant  to  define  and  qualify  the  duty  in  question,  so  as  to 
indicate  its  harmony  with  what  is  reckoned  Scripture  truth." 

VI.   PKESBTTERY  OF  BUCn^VN. 

January  7,  1S71. — "That  tie  Presbytery,  having  taken  into  consideration  the 
remit  of  the  Synod  aoent  the  subject  of  Union  between  the  negotiating  Churches, 
express  it  as  their  unanimous  opinion,  that  the  amount  of  agreement  ascertained  to 
exist  among  them  is  such  as  to  warrant  Union  on  the  basis  of  their  Common 
Standards,  with  the  explanations  \vhcrcby  the  Churches  respectively  qualify  their 
adherence  to  these  Standards." 

YII.  PRESBYTERY  OF  CARLISLE. 
Deccmlxr  C,  1S70. — In  accordance  with  previous  notice,  the  following  motion  was 
submitted  in  regard  to  the  Synod's  remit  on  Union  : — "  That  there  is  no  objection, 
in  principle,  to  the  formation  of  an  incOTporating  Union  among  the  negotiating 
Churches  on  the  footing  or  basis  of  the  Westminster  Confession  of  Faith,  as  at 
present  accepted  by  the  said  Churches."     The  motion  was  unanimously  agreed  to. 

Till.   PRESBYTERY  OF  CUPAR. 

Feliruarg  12,,  1871.—'ViheB  the  Cnpar  Presbytery  of  the  United  Presbyterian 

Church  met,  the  foUowing  deliverance  anent  Union  was  unanimously  adopted: — 
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"  Thftt  haviug  taken  into  consideration  the  Synod's  reiuit  fmcnt  Union  with  othef 
Ohnrches,  thia  Preabytery  agree  to  report  that  in  Uieir  judgment  the  smount  of 
ftgreemeat  tiBcertomed  to  exiat  among  the  negotiating  Chnrches  u  such  as  to  warratit 
UlUMi  on  the  basis  of  the  Common  StAndards,  with  the  explanations  whereby  the 
Chorehefl  respectirel;  qnalify  their  adherence  to  tliesc  Standards." 

,IX.   PRESBYTERY  OF  DUMFRIES. 

Nai-emlifr  1,  1S70. — The  Presbytery  having  ciAisidcred  the  Synod's  remit  on 
Union,  "Find  that  the  amount  of  agreement  existing  among  the  negotiating 
Churches  is  such  as  to  warrant  Union  on  the  basis  of  their  Common  Standards,  with 
the  explanations  whereby  the  Churches  respectively  qunlify  their  adherence  to  these 
Standards.  ** 

X.  PRESBYTERY  OF  DUNDEE. 
December  >!,  1S70. — Took  up  the  remit  of  Synod  ancnt  Uoion,  when  the  following 
Tnotion  and  amendment  were  submitted; — "That  whilst  this  Presbytery  feels  satisfied 
that  the  Churches  negotiating  for  Union  are  agreed  on  the  essential  doctrines  and 
duties  embraced  in  our  Common  Standards,  yet  as  all  these  Churches  take  exception 
to  certain  portions  of  these  Standards,  principally  on  the  ground  of  difference  of 
opinion  as  to  what  they  do  teach  on  certain  points,  this  Presbytery  would  urge  the 
necessity  of  these  being  specified,  fully  cooudered,  and  exactly  adjusted,  previous  to 
a  cordial  and  permaneat  Union  of  these  Churches."  Amendment : — "  That  this 
Presbytery  resolve  that  the  amount  of  agreement  existiog  among  the  negotiating 
Churches  is  such  as  to  warrant  Union  on  the  basis  of  their  Common  Standards,  with 
the  explanations  and  exceptions  whereby  the  Churches  reepectircly  qualify  their 
adherence  to  these  Standards."  After  lengthened  consideration,  on  the  vote  being 
taken,  2  voted  for  the  motion  and  14  for  the  amendment. 

XI.   PRESBYTERY  OF  DUNFERMUNE. 

December  7,  1S70. — With  all  the  ministers  present,  unanimously  and  cordially 
agreed,  "Tliat  the  amount  of  agreemeut  ascertained  to  exist  among  the  negotiating 
Churches  is  such  as  to  warrant  Union  on  the  basis  of  their  Common  Standards,  witli 
tlic  explanations  whereby  the  Cliurches  respectively  qualify  their  adherence  to  thcso 
Standards." 

XII.  PRESBYTERY  OF  EDINBURGH. 

Fchriiarij^l,  1S7J. — "The  Presbytery  having  taken  into  consideration  the  remit  of 
Synod  on  the  subject  of  Union,  resolve  : — 1,  lliat  they  record  their  satisfaction 
that  the  Churches  at  present  negotiating  for  Union  are  agreed  in  holding  the  West- 
minster Confession,  in  adliering  to  the  same  form  of  government,  and  in  requiring 
approbation  of  the  Confession  from  all  candidates  for  licence  and  ordination ;  also  in 
maintainbg  the  spiritual  independence  of  the  Church  under  Christ,  the  sole  Head  of 
his  Church,  and  Head  over  all  things  to  the  Church  ;  although  a  difference  of  opinion 
obtains  in  the  application  of  tliis  principle  as  regards  the  province  of  the  civil  magis- 
trate in  matters  of  religion ;  that  there  ore  satisfactory  grounds  for  believing  tliat  the 
harmony  of  the  negotiating  Churches  in  holding  the  doctrine  of  the  Subordinate 
Standards  is  manifested  in  tlie  public  teaching  of  these  Churches ;  and  that,  on  these 
grounds,  the  Presbytery  arc  of  opinion  that  the  negotiating  Churches,  being  so 
nearly  identical  in  creed,  worship,  administration,  and  discipline,  may  uoite  on  the 
basis  of  the  Standards  as  presently  held  by  them.  II.  That  tlie  Presbytery  feel 
thems^ves  called  upon  in  present  circumstances  specially  to  declare  their  views  on 
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the  followiog  points  embnusLil  ill  the  Bubject  of  the  remit  :-~(l,)  That  this  Charcfa 
holds  ud  haa  alwajs  held  that  to  Christ  as  Head  over  all  things,  all  men  in  their 
aerend  places  and  relations,  and  therefore  cinl  rulen  and  legialatoia  in  tbeirs,  are 
onder  obligation  to  submit  tliemselves  and  to  regulate  their  conduct  bj  bis  woid, 
but  while  it  disclaims  compolaory  and  persecuting -cr  intolerant  principles  in  religion, 
it  does  not  require  either  the  adoption  or  rejection  of  the  opinion  of  the  lawfulness 
and  propriety  of  what  is  termed  the  civil  establishment  of  rehgion,  and  of  the  support 
of  the  ministers  of  religion  by  State  funds,  as  a  term  of  membership  or  a  test  of 
admission  to  office ;  and  in  accordance  with  theae  views,  there  must  be  full  Itbertj  ill 
a  united  church  to  hold  either  the  one  aide  or  the  other  of  this  disputed  question : 
(2,)  Aa  regards  the  doctrine  erf  the  relation  of  the  atonement  of  Christ  to  mankind 
sjaners,  the  Presbytery  accept  the  following  finding  of  the  Joint- Committee  oil 
Union,  arrived  at  after  the  most  careful  comparing  of  the  diSerent  viewa  stated  by 
the  brethren  of  the  negotiating  Churches,  viz ,  '  That  the  general  expressions  more 
or  leaa  used  on  this  subject  in  all  the  Churches  arc  simply  different  modes  of  stating 
the  truth  held  by  all  the  negotiating  Chorchea,  that  the  atonement  ia  aulficient  for 
all  and  adapted  to  all,  and  that  its  benefita  are  freely  c^ered  to  all  to  whom  the 
gospel  eoniee;  and  they  object  to  any  newly  imposed  or  newly  declared  inter- 
pretation of  the  statements  of  tlie  Confession  on  this  subject  aa  fitted  to  set 
aside  the  Confession,  and  embarrass  its  sabscribers:  (3.)  The  Presbytery  reserve 
questions  relative  to  Finance,  National  Education,  and  other  matters,  in  the 
hope  that  the  fuller  conaideration  of  them  will  verify  the  opinion  of  the 
Joint-Committee,  that  any  difficulty  connected  with  these  points  will  be  solved 
in  ancb  a  manner  as  to  prevent  them  from  becoming  a  bar  to  Union.  TTT, 
That  lite  l^sbytery  are  further  of  opinion  that,  although  the  amount  of  agree- 
ment is  such  as  to  warrant  Union  on  the  basis  of  the  Standards,  tlie  question 
of  expediency  will  remain  for  consideration,  and  must  be  determined  by  a  view  of 
the  whole  case,  efipecially  by  the  indication  of  preparedness  for  Union,  or  otherwiser 
in  the  state  of  feeling  prevalent  among  the  negotiating  Churches.  Meanwhile,  they 
hnmbly  recommend  that  the  Supreme  Courts  of  the  several  bodies  employ  such 
measures  as  shall  seem  to  tjiem  best  fitted  to  promote  mutual  friendly  intercourse 
and  fellowship ;  and,  by  co-operation  in  good  workl,  pulpit  exchanges,  and  otherwise, 
to  lead  the  Churches  to  a  better  acquaintance  with  each  other.  Above  all,  tb^ 
desire  that  earnest  prayer  be  offered  to  the  God  of  Peace,  that  He  may,  by  an 
abundant  outpouring  of  the  Spirit,  of  love  and  concord,  bring  brethren  in  Christ  to 
see  more  eye  to  eye,  bo  as  to  be  joined  more  closely  together  in  the  same  mind  and 
in  the  same  judgment,  and  that  the  way  of  the  Churches  may  be  made  plain;  and 
they  venture  farther  to  suggest  that,  with  a  view  to  these  ends,  the  Unicm  Com- 
mittee might  meanwhile  be  re-appointed."  After  adjourned  discussion,  this 
motion  was  adopted,  Dr  Davidson  dissenting. 

XIII.    PRESBYTERY  OF  ELGIN'  AND  INVERNESS. 

. — The  following  motion  on  the  subject  of  Union  was  made : — 
Whereas  the  Synod  of  this  Church  has  remitt«d  to  the  Freahyt«ries  for  tiieir  con- 
aideration the  question,  "Whether  the  amount  of  agreement  ascertained  to  exist 
among  the  negotiating  Chnrchea  is  such  aa  to  warrant  union  on  the  baaia  of  their 
Common  Standards,  with  the  explanations  whereby  the  Churches  respectively  qualify 
th^  adherence  to  these  Standards,"  this  Presbytery,  judging  from  the  report  of  the 
Union  Committee  aa  to  the  relative  positions  of  the  negotiatiag  Churches,  and 
reserving  any  expression  of  opinion  upon  the  question  of  anion  beyond  the  one  point 
to  whidi  ita  deliversnec  refers,  declares  that,  according  to  its  judgment,  there  i» 
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euch  an  amount  of  agreement  in  prinuple  ae  to  Uus  extent  to  warrant  a  union  of 
the  negotiating  GhorchM  on  tbe  basis  of  tinm  Common  Stondarda,  with  the  explana- 
tions whereby  the  Chnrohea  iMpectiTel^  qnalify  their  adher«ioe  to  these  Standards." 
Thie  motion  haring  been  seconded,  a  coonter  motion  was  made  to  tiie  following 
effect : — "  That  the  Presbytery,  believing  that  the  negotiating  Ghorches  ire  not  yet 
ripe  for  ecdesUstical  incorporation,  and  that  the  method  of  'open  qaestionfi'  will 
not,  in  present  circomstaacea,  prove  a  Batdsfactary  arrangement  of  existing  differences, 
and  tiiat  a  premature  iDcorporation  would  be  advene  to  tbe  spiritual  oneness  for 
which  Christ  prayed,  resolve  to  give  no  deliverance  on  'Uie  remit  made  to  them  by 
laat  Synod  on  the  subject  of  union."  The  counter  motion  not  having  been  aeconded, 
the  Presbytery  proceeded  to  the  consideratioD  of  the  first  motiim,  and  sifter 
lengthened  discuBeion  the  fiiat  motion  was  carried  withottt  a  divimon. 

XIV.  PfiESBTTERT  OP  FALKIRK. 
Deeemitr  6, 1S70. — After  consideration  and  discoasion,  it  was  moved  and  seconded 
and  nnanimoiisly  agreed,  that  the  amount  of  agreement  ascertained  to  exist  among 
the  negotiating  Churches  is  such  ae  to  warrant  union  on  the  basis  of  their  Common 
Standards,  with  the  explanations  whereby  the  Churches  respectively  qualify  their 
adherence  to  these  Standards. 

XV.  PRESBYTERY  OF  GALLOWAY. 

December  6, 1870. — Took  into  consideration  the  remit  of  Synod  anent  Union,  when 
it  was  moved  and  seconded : — "Hiat  thc^  Presbytery  having  considered  tbe  ronit  of 
Synod,  find  that  the  amoimt  of  agreement  ascertained  to  exist  among  the  negotiating 
Churches  is  such  as  to  warrant  Union  on  the  ba^  of  their  Common  Standaida,  with 
the  explanations  whereby  the  Churches  respectively  qualify  their  adherens  to  these 
Standards."    The  motion  was  unanimously  adopted. 

XVI.  PRESBYTERY  OF  GLASGOW. 

OcCiAer  4,  1870. — It  was  moved,  and  seconded — "  That  the  Presbytery,  having 
taken  into  consideration  the  question  sent  down  to  Presbyteries  by  the  Synod  of  our 
Church,  Whetherthe  amount  of  agreement  BBcertained  to  exist  among  the  negotiating 
Chtffches  is  such  as  to  warrant  Union  on  the  basis  of  their  Common  Standards,  witli 
the  explanations  whereby  the  Ghnrches  qualify  their  adherence  to  theae  Standards, 
resolve^-I.  To  eipreaB  their  gratification  that  the  report  of  the  Union  Committee 
has  made  it  manifest  that  entire  harmony  prevails  among  the  negotiating  Ghurchea 
m  regard  to  doctrine,  woreiiip,  government,  and  discipline.  II.  That  fie  Presbytery, 
cordially  approving  of  Union  upon  a  Scriptural  basis,  and  being  deeply  impressed 
with  the  great  advantages  which  will  result  from  such  a  Union  to  the  cause  of 
Christ  in  this  country,  and  having  respect  to  s  statement  in  the  minutes  of  the 
Joint- Committee,  to  the  effect  that  '  there  appears  to  be  no  intended  difference  of 
meaning  in  the  diveisity  of  expression  in  adhering  to  the  Westminster  Confession  of 
Faith,'  used  by  the  different  Churches,  is  of  opinion  that  the  amount  of  agreement 
which  exists  among  the  Churches  referred  to,  is  such  as  to  warrant  them  to  entor 
into  a  Union  on  the  basis  of  their  Common  Standards,  with  the  explanations 
whereby  they  respectively  qualify  tiieir  adherence  to  these  Standards."  The  motion 
was  unanimously  adopted. 

XVII.   PRESBYTERY  OF  HAJIILTON. 
Jamiary  31, 1871. — The  Presbytery,  as  agreed  npon  at  a  former  meeting,  pro- 
ceeded to  consider  the  remit  of  last  Synod  to  Presbyteries  on  Union.    The  remit  was 
again  read,  and,  after  discussion,  the  following  amended  motion  was  proposed, 
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eecouded,  and  uiuuumonsIy^reedb>:—"Th«t,  having  taken  into  oonuderation  the 
qnes&m  remitted  by  the  Synod  of  ttie  Chnreh,  together  vith  the  relative  Report  of 
tlie  Joint  Committee  on  Union,  tlie  Presbytery  finds  that  nich  an  amount  of  agiee- 
roent,  on  matten  of  piindple,  has  been  shown  to  exist  among  the  negotiating 
Cboidtt  as  to  varrant  an  incorporating  Cnion  on  the  basis  of  the  Common  Stand- 
ards, as  presently  qualified  by  the  negotiating  Churcbee  reapeotively," 
XVIII.   PRESBYTERY  OF  IRELAND. 

Febnutri/  7, 1871.— The  Fresbytery  entered  npon  the  conmderalian  of  the  Synod's 
remit  on  Union,  and  after  lengthened  deliberation,  nnanimoudy  agreed,  "  That  the 
amount  of  agreement  ascertained  to  exist  among  the  negotiating  Churches  is  anch  as 
to  warrant  Union  on  the  basis  of  their  Common  Stsndards,  with  the  explanations 
■whereby  tbe  Churches  quality  their  adherence  to  these  Standards,  on  the  under- 
standing that  the  meaning  of  the  last  clause  is  Uiat  such  expIanationB  are  to  be  com- 
bined in  such  a  form  as  shall  not  compromise  our  testimony  to  Christ's  Headship 
and  men's  freedom  of  conscience." 

XIX.  PRESBYTERY  OF  KELSO. 

Xovember  1!>,  1870.—^^  The  Presbytery  having  carefully  considered  the  question 
sent  down  to  Presbyteries  on  the  Union,  namely :— '  Whether  the  amount  of  agreement 
ascertained  to  exist  among  the  negotiating  Churches  is  snch  as  to  warrant  Union 
on  the  basis  of  their  Common  Standards,  with  the  explanations  whereby  the  Churches 
re^eettvely  qualify  their  adherence  to  these  Standards,'  find  tbat  there  is  such  an 
amount  of  agreement.  The  Presbytery  at  the  same  time  expressly  reserves  to  itself 
full  freedom  to  consider  whether,  in  the  state  and  prospects  of  the  several  Churcbes, 
there  be  sufficent  encouragement  to  proceed  to  the  consommationof  tlie  Union."  By 
a  majority  of  eleven  votes  to  two,  tius  motion  was  preferred  to  a  motion,  "  That  this 
Freabytery  is  not  prepared  at  present  t«  return  an  affirmative  answer  to  the  question 
sentdovm  in  the  remit." 

XX.  PRESBYTERY  OF  KILMARNOCK. 

Felrjuvnj  14,  1871, — The  Presbytery,  after  discuasion,  unanimously  adopted  the 
following  motion : — "  That  the  way  is  open  to  a  Union  of  the  Churches  on  the  basis 
of  the  Stsndards  which  they  hold  in  common,  wiUi  the  explanations  whereby  the 
Churches  respectively  qualify  adherence  to  their  Standards." 

XXL  PRESBYTERY  OF  KINROSS. 

Jaimarij  10,  1870. — Resumed  consideration  of  ihe  Synod's  remit  anent  Union, 
when,  after  discussion,  the  motion  proposed  at  last  meeting  wss  unanimoosly 
adopted — "That,  in  the  judgment  of  this  Presbytery,  tie  amount  of  agreement 
ascertained  to  exist  among  the  negotiating  Churches  is  such  as  to  warrant  Union  on 
the  basiB  of  tJieir  Common  Stendarda,  with  the  explanations  whereby  the  Churches 
respectively  qualify  their  adherence  to  these  Standards." 

XXIL  PRESBYTERY  OF  KIRKCALDY.

eTcnt  of  the  ptopoeed  Union  being  accompUehed."

That  the  Preabytery  leeerre  judgment  on  other  matteis 
which  will  naturaUj  come  up  for  discnssion  at  a  futore  stage,  such  for  example  as 
the  question  of  a  common  fonnala,  and  that  of  securing  the  righU  of  iho  Christian 
people  in  the  election  of  their  office-beaters.  III.  That  in  the  view  of  this  Presby- 
tery the  proposed  Union,  rightly  coaiummated,  would  redonnd  to  the  honour  of  our 
«ommon  Lord,  would  with  His  btesging  promote  the  growth  in  grace  of  the  Churches 
themselves  and  prove  a  boon  to  our  country  and  to  the  world  at  large."  Sir  Huttoo, 
Mr  Inglis,  and  Mr  Dunlop  dissented. 

XXX.  PRESBYTERY  OF  PERTH. 

December  G,  1870. — It  was  moved  and  seconded  "  That  the  Freabytery,  having 
Aaketa  into  ccmuderatiou  the  remit  of  Synod  anent  Union  with  other  Churches,  wicli 
the  reports  which  have  from  time  to  time  been  submitted,  find — That  all  the  negoti- 
A^ng  Churches  hold  not  only  the  sole  Head^ip  of  Christ  over  the  Church,  but  also 
his  Headship  over  the  Nations  for  the  Church's  sal^,  and  the  obligation  of  civil 
Tuleis,  while  acting  in  their  public  capacity,  as  of  all  other  men  in  their  places  and 
relations,  to  regulate  their  conduct  by  Ilis  revealed  will.  That  while  the  Churches 
differ  as  to  whether  the  revealed  will  of  Christ  sanctions  the  civil  establishment  and 
endowment  of  the  Church,  they  all  disctaun  intolerant  and  persecuting  principles  in 
religion.  That  accepting  the  ^Veslniinater  Confesaion  of  Faith  with  thin  disclaimer. 
tbe  Churches  profess  th::ir  adherenca  to  it  in  terms  which  are  identical  in  import. 
These  terms  are  somewhat  various  ;  but  the  Presbytery  concur  with  the  Joint-Corn- 
Hiittee  in  thinking  that  '  there  appears  to  be  no  intended  difference  of  meaning  in 
this  diversity  of  expression.'  That  in  regard  to  the  doctrine  of  .atonement  the  I'roi- 
ttytery  also  concur  with  the  Joint- Committee  in  thinking  that  'the  general  ti- 
pressions,  more  or  less  used  on  this  subject  in  all  the  Churches,  are  simply  different 
modes  of  stating  the  truth  held  by  all  the  negotiating  Churches,  that  the  Atonement 
is  snfGcient  for  all,  and  that  it«  benefits  are  freely  offered  to  all  to  whom  the  gospel  . 
comes.'  That  in  regard  to  Government,  Discipline,  and  Worship,  there  seems  to  be 
«sent4al  agreement.  In  these  circumBtanees  the  Presbytery  have  satisfaction  in  re- 
^rting  to  the  Synod,  that  in  tlieir  opinion  *  the  amount  of  agreement  ascertained  tu 
exist  among  the  negotiating  Churches  is  such  as  to  warrant  Union  on  the  basis  of  the 
Common  Standards,  with  the  explanations  whereby  the  Churches  respectively  qualify 
their  adherence  to  these  Standards.'  In  reporting  this  opinion  the  Presbytery  say 
nnthing  as  to  the  expediency  of  an  Incorporating  Union  being  at  present  entered 
into ;  reserving  the  consideration  of  this  until,  under  the  lesdings  of  Providence, 
-they  are  in  drcumstances  more  favourable  for  coming  to  a  decision  in  regard  to  it." 
After  adjourned  i^nssion,  the  motion  was  unaoimously  adopted. 

XXXI.  PRESBYTERY  OF  STIRLING. 
FehrMirg  7,  lS71.~lt  was  moved  and  seconded,  in  terms  of  notice  previously 
given,  "That  this  Presbytery  is  of  opinion  that  the  amount  of  i^ireement  ascertained 
to  exist  among  the  negotiating  Churches  is  such  aa  to  warrant  Union  on  the  basis  of 
their  Common  Standards,  with  the  explanations  whereby  the  Churches  respectively 
qualify  their  adherence  to  these  Standards."  The  rreabyteiy  unanimously  decided 
ia  terms  of  this  motion.

I)ear  Dr  Anderson*, — We  have  it  in  charge  from  the  Synod,  as 
being  its  present  mouth  and  hand,  to  convey  to  you  the  enclosed 
copy  of  Minute,  with  such  added  words  as  may  less  formally  express 
the  sentiments  which  animated  the  Com't  on  the  announcement,  by 
yoiu"  esteemed  colleague,  of  the  munificent  destination  made  by 
you  of  the  public  gift,  which  had  been  lately  tendered  you  by  the 
affection  and  admiration  of  many  friends. 

We  need  not  say  how  grateiul  to  our  own  feelings  is  the 
duty  laid  on  us  by  the  Synod's  appointment.  But  we  are  not 
now  to  give  exprcBsion  to  our  personal  esteem  and  regard.  We 
are  rather  catching,  as  we  can,  the  spirit  which  pervaded  a 
full  Synod  on  the  occasion  referred  to,  to  be  the  channel  of 
transmitting  to  you  the  love  and  honour  of  a  whole  denonuna- 
tion.  We  do  not  exaggerate  when  we  so  speak.  You  are  indeed 
lield  in  the  highest  regard  by  the  entire  United  Presbyterian 
<^urcli,  which  has  a  grateful  delight  in  her  chivalrous  child  of 
genius,  Dr  William  Anderson.  All  of  us  dwell  with  pleasure  on  the 
many  services  you  have  rendered  to  the  cause  of  truth  and  freedom, 
as  maintained  by  our  body,  and  cherish  adrairingly  the  recollection 
of  yom:  unflinching  fidelity  to  great  principles,  dear  to  all  our 
hearts.  Those  of  us  who  have  been  in  part  your  associates  in  work 
and  warfare — ^yoiu-  fiill  compeers  are  now  few  on  earth — ^know  what 
courage  yom-  tried  bravery  inspired  into  om-  hearts;  and  still 
younger  brethren  have  felt  and  will  feel  the  imptdse  given  by  the 
example  of  so  good  a  soldier  of  Jesus  Christ,  You  are  by  fer  too 
trae  a  lover  of  the  brethren  not  to  feel  the  privilege  of  having  been 
able  to  win,  by  long  and  earnest  service,  the  affectionate  confidence 
and  esteem  of  so  great  and  noble  a  brotherhood,  oB  we  venture  to 
say  our  loved  Chim^h  contains. 

That  esteem,  we  may  say,  was  scarcely  enhanced  by  the  inttma- 
tion  of  the  generous  arrangement  to  which  the  accompanying 
Minute  refers — we  all  felt  it  to  be  so  much  in  keeping  with  yoor 
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tnofwn  character.    Eiceptioiial  and  unexpected  acts  wake  up  new 
admiration ;  the  normal  only  confirms  the  old. 

One  higher  award  of  approval  yet  awaits  you.  Ere  it  come,  may 
you  be  spared  and  strengthened  to  do  further  service  to  our  Lord^ 
Bat  at  length,  may  there  be  given  you  the  welcome  which  has  all 
heaven  in  its  bosom — "  Well  done,  good  and  iaithful  servant,  enter 
thou  into  the  joy  of  thy  Lord! "

REPORT  OP  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THEOLOGICAL 
EDUCATION,  Etc. 

Mat  1871. 

I.— The  DiTiNiTr  Hall— Session  1870. 

Thb  Gonunittee  bare  to  report  that  the  examination  of  stadents  for 
admission  to  the  Hall  took  place  on  the  21gt  Jone,  in  Edinburgh,  Glasgow, 
Aberdeen,  St.  Andrews,  Dundee,  Lanark,  Langholm,  and  Birkenhead. 
The  number  of  students  who  presented  themselves  for  examination,  duly 
certified  by  their  respective  Presbyteries,  was  twenty-eight.  Two  of 
these  failed  to  pass,  bat  the  Committee  felt  it  to  be  their  duty  to  en- 
courage them  to  persevere  in  study,  in  the  hope  of  greater  success  next 
year.  One  of  the  students  who  passed  the  examination  had  already 
attended  the  Hall  one  session,  with  the  Synod's  approval,  and  had  been 
exempted  from  the  former  examination  on  account  of  the  state  of  bis 
health.  Of  those  applying  for  admission  to  the  Hall,  thirteen  presented 
certificates  of  having  undergone  in  one  or  mora  departments  the  Univer- 
sity examinations  with  a  view  to  a  degree  in  Arts.  While  the  average 
scholarship  of  the  candidates,  as  bronght  ont  in  the  results  of  their 
examination,  is  not  greater  than  that  of  former  years,  it  is  gratifying  to 
the  Committee  to  state  that  in  tbe  case  of  some  of  them  there  was 
evidence  of  high  attainment. 

An  application  was  received  from  Mr.  Thomas  Shearer  to  be  allowed 
to  attend  the  Hall  as  a  first  year's  student,  without  undergoing,  for  tho 
present,  the  usual  entrance  examination,  on  tbe  ground  that  the  feeble 
state  of  bis  health  did  not  permit  him  to  prepare  for  it.  The  request 
was  accompanied  with  a  medical  certificate.  The  Committee  agreed  to 
admit  Mr.  Shearer,  on  condition  that  the  Synod's  sanction  be  obtained 
for  the  exemption  sought,  and  that  he  undergo  the  examination  next 
year.  A  similar  request  was  also  received  in  behalf  of  Mr.  Richard 
Orr,  who  bad  attended  tbe  regular  College  curriculum,  but  was,  at  the 
time  of  the  examination,  in  Spain  acquiring  Spanish  with  a  view  to 
mission  work  in  that  country.  On  condition  that  he  pass  the  entrance 
examinatioD  next  year,  the  request  was  granted,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Synod.

was  conducted  at  the  same  time  as  that  for  admission  (a  the  Hall. 
Fourteen  were  examined,  of  whom  twelve  passed.  The  Committee  have 
agreed  that  the  two  who  were  misnccessfal  shall  undergo  examinatioii 
again  next  year,  and  in  the  meantime  their  coarse  at  the  Hall  lias  not 
been  interrupted.  With  regard  to  die  results  of  this  examination,  the; 
are,  upon  the  whole,  as  satisfactory  as  could  be  expected  from  the  present 
mode  of  condncting  it.  The  Committee  are  convinced,  however,  from 
the  experience  of  this  and  former  years,  that  the  subjects  and  regolations 
of  the  examination  in  Natural  Philosophy  call  for  readjustment.  Certain 
proposed  changes  will  be  afterwards  submitted  in  this  report 

The  session  of  the  Hall  for  1870  was  opened  in  presence  of  the 
Committer  on  Tuesday  the  2d  August,  when,  after  prayer,  the  inangural 
lecture  was  delivered  by  the  Rev.  Professor  M'Michael,  on  '  The  Recent 
CEcnmeuical  Council  at  Rome :  its  Origin  and  Probable  Results.'  The 
classes  were  arranged  as  formerly,  under  the  Junior  and  Senior  Divisions ; 
and  ou  the  22d  September  the  session  was  closed,  when  the  Rev.  Peter' 
Macdowall,  Moderator  of  Synod,  delivered  an  appropriate  and  practical 
address.  The  Professors  reported  to  the  Committee  concerning  the  sub- 
jects treated  and  the  work  done  in  the  several  classes. 

Dr.  Harper,  Professor  of  Systematic  and  Pastoral  Theology,  reports 
that  the  subjects  discussed  daring  the  session  in  connection  with  his 
class  were  the  different  phases  of  the  Theistic  Argnment,  the  Rule  of 
Faith,  and  the  Testiinony  of  the  Old  and  New  Testament  Scriptures  to 
the  Supreme  Deity  of  Jesus  Christ.  The  students  were  examined  on 
the  subjects  of  lecture,  and  in  Hodge's  Outlines  on  the  Application  of 
Redemption.  There  were  also,  as  usual,  four  examinations  in  writing. 
And  while  the  papers  of  the  students  possessed  various  degrees  of  merit, 
Dr.  Harper  is  gratified  in  being  able  to  say  that  they  evinced  a  decidedly 
high  average  of  ability,  not  a  few  of  them  being  characterized  by  exact 
knowledge  of  the  subject,  and  by  superior  powers  of  composition.  Dr. 
Harper  reports  also  in  favourable  terms  of  the  sermons  delivered,  and 
of  that  proportion  of  essays  which  came  under  bis  inspection.  The 
attendance  of  the  students  was  regular,  their  attention  to  the  business  of 
the  class  satisfactory,  and  their  deportment  throughout  such  as  called 
for  his  cordial  approbation.  Dr.  Harper  notes  it  as  a  most  graUfying 
feature,  that  at  the  close  of  the  session  the  students  of  the  fifth  year,  of 
their  own  accord,  requested  the  Professors  to  meet  with  them  for  thanks- 
giving to  Qod  for  Hia  merdea  during  the  session,  and  prayer  for  His 
guidance  and  blessing  in  prospect  of  their  being  soon  engaged  in  preach- 
ing the  glorious  gospel  of  the  grace  of  God.  *  The  meeting,'  he  says, 
<  was  a  refreshment  to  us  all.' 

Dr.  M'Michael,  Professor  of  Charch  History  and  the  Histoiy  of 
Doctrines,  reports  that  the  theme  of  bis  prelections  was  Christology, 
embraciug  a  faistoiy  of  the  opinions  respecting  the  Person  of  the  Son  of 
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Ood  held  since  the  commencement  of  the  Christian  Church  down  to  the 
present  time, — the  Arian  Controversy  of  the  fonrth  century  occupying 
the  foreground.  Besides  four  written  examinations,  the  namerical  results 
of  which  Dr.  K'Michael  laid  before  the  Committee,  there  were  oral 
examinationa,  the  usual  homilies  and  lectures,  and  also  an  essay  by  each 
student,  part  of  which  was  read  in  the  class.  The  Professor  has  great 
pleasure  in  reporting  very  favourably  of  the  present  session,  '  It  was 
one,'  he  says,  *  of  unusual  interest,  and  the  demeanour  of  the  students 
was  eveiything  that  could  be  desired.' 

Dr.  Eadie,  Professor  of  Biblical  Literature  and  Exegesis,  states  that 
his  course  during  the  session  comprised  Inspiration,  or  what  Scriptare 
says  of  its  Origin ;  the  Canon,  or  what  Books  are  inspired;  and  Intro- 
daction  to  the  more  important  of  these  books.  Under  this  head  he 
lectured  on  the  genuineness  and  authenticity  of  the  Pentateuch,  the 
Law  of  Moses  as  a  civil  polity  and  as  a  religions  institute,  taking  up  the 
doctrine  of  Types.  Hebrew  Poetry  and  Prophecy  were  also  discussed 
in  their  nature  and  interpretation.  The  Qospela,  too,  were  considered 
in  their  various  aspects  and  distinctive  purposes,  their  style  and  structure, 
the  question  of  their  dependence  on  one  another,  or  whether  they  are 
independent  treatises.  Faol  and  his  Epistles  were  also  the  theme  of 
prelection,  and  the  last  lecture  of  the  course  was  on  the  Apocalypse. 
Dr.  Eadie  gave  exegetical  lectures  on  the  whole  of  the  2d  Epistle  to, the 
Thessalonians,  with  three  lectures  on  the  Man  of  Sin,  in  which  he  dis- 
cussed *  the  attempts  which  had  been  made  to  identify  him  with  some 
system  of  spiritnai  error  and  tyranny  such  as  Popery,  showing  that  alt 
such  theories  come  short  of,  or  do  not  fully  realize,  the  awful  language 
the  apostle  employs  concerning  this  monstrous  anti-theietic  develop- 
ment.*  In  Hebrew,  the  class  read  some  of  the  earlier  chapters  of 
Joshua,  and  portions  of  Exodus  and  the  Psalma,  using  for  illustration 
and  comparison  the  Septuagint.  Several  hours  were  also  spent  in 
criticism  and  illustration  of  many  verses  in  various  parts  of  the  New 
Testament  which  were  somewhat  idiomatic  and  difficult,  or  usually  mis- 
understood.   The  discourses  delivered  by  the  students  were  all  sustained. 

Dr.  Cairns,  Professor  of  Apologetic^  Theology,  reports  concerning  his 
course  of  lectures  during  the  session,  that  it  has  been  the  longest  he  has 
yet  delivered,  embracing  nineteen  written  lectures  on  the  History  of  Apo- 
logetic Theology,  from  the  post-apostolic  age  to  our  own  days,  with  three 
unwritten,  more  especially  on  English  Deism,  and  also  one  unwritten  on 
Errors  regarding  the  Final  Destiny  of  the  Impenitent.  The  limited  extent 
to  which  lectures  on  prevailing  errors  could  be  delivered  was  partially 
met  by  discussions  carried  on  in  examinations  on  the  leading  authors  in 
the  apologetical  controversy,  and  designed  to  rectify  any  of  the  doctrinal 
mistakes  incorporated  with  their  general  defence  of  Christiuiity  as  a 
nvelfttioD.     Qral  e^taminfttlQua  on  the  lectures  and  kindred  topics  occu- 
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pied  several  hours  every  week,  and  the  four  written  extuDinations,  Dr. 
Cairns  remarks,  were  conducted  with  a  large  measure  of  success.  The 
exegetical  discourses  of  the  students  were  marked  by  a  prevailing  strain 
of  excellence,  while  the  diligence  and  attention  of  the  class  deserved 
warm  commendation.  Dr.  Cairns  concludes  with  the  expression  of  lively 
gratitude  to  God  for  the  satisfaction  with  which  the  labours  of  the  sesdon 
have  been  prosecuted  to  a  close. 

Dr.  Somerville  has,  according  to  the  appointment  of  Synod,  delivered 
during  the  session  seven  lectures  on  Missions  and  Evangelism;  three 
being  on  the  manner  in  which  mission  work  is  to  be  done  among  the 
heathen,  including  the  subject  of  native  agents,  their  training  and  sala- 
ries ;  one  on  the  relations  in  which  the  missionary  stands  to  the  home 
Church,  and  the  duties  which  the  Church  at  home  owes  to  him ;  two  on 
the  principles  of  Christian  liberality,  as  these  are  stated  in  the  New  Tes- 
tament; and  one  on  the  missionary  period  of  the  Church  as  the  period  of 
labour,  trial,  expenditure,  and  conquest,  where  great  graces  are  displayed, 
and  great  characters  are  formed.  It  is  to  Dr.  Somerville  a  matter  of 
much  thankfulness  that  he  lias  been  enabled  to  complete  the  course  of 
lectures,  the  outline  of  which  was  sketched  at  the  beginning  of  the  ses- 
sion of  1868.  The  work  has  been  to  him  a  labour  of  love ;  and  it  is 
with  pleasure  that  he  has  to  state  that  the  attendance  of  the  students 
was  good,  and  their  attention  and  conduct  satisfactory. 

Mr.  Blumeureich,  Tutor  in  Hebrew,  reports  in  very  favourable  terms 
of  the  conduct  and  progress  of  his  class. 

The  total  nomber  of  students  enrolled  for  the  session  was  139.  This 
includes,  what  the  Committee  have  pleasure  in  stating,  the  attendance  of 
Signer  Vincenzo  Ravi  from  Florence,  whose  request,  through  Our  Foreign 
Secretary,  for  permission  to  attend,  the  Committee  cordially  granted.  One 
student  left  soon  after  the  session  began,  and  his  name  was  dropt  from  the 
roll.  Mr.  W.  T.  Turner,  son  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Turner  of  Samoa,  was  pre- 
vented from  entering  the  Hall  at  the  opening  of  the  session,  by  an  intima- 
tion from  the  London  Missionary  Society,  that,  as  lie  was  studying  with 
a  view  to  mission  work  under  its  supervision,  it  would  be  necessary  to 
attend  one  of  their  own  institutions  in  England.  After  expostulation  witli 
the  Directors  of  that  Society,  permission  to  study  and  receive  hcence  in 
Scotland  was  granted.  The  delay  prevented  him,  however,  from  enrol- 
ling himself  till  near  the  middle  of  the  session ;  hut  in  consideration  of 
the  special  circumstances  of  the  case,  the  Committee  agreed  to  sustain 
his  attendance  as  a  regular  session  of  the  Hall,  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  Synod.  They  have  also  agreed  to  ask  the  Synod  to  sustain  as  a 
regular  session  at  the  Hall  the  attendance  of  Mr.  T.  T.  M'Lagan,  a 
student  of  the  first  year,  who,  in  the  course  of  the  second  month,  was 
under  the  necessity  of  leaving  from  ill  health.  Of  the  139  students 
enrolled,  B5  belonged  to  the  Senior  Division  of  the  Hall,  and  54  to  the 
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Jnitior.  Though  the  number,  as  compared  with  former  years,  does  Dot 
indicate  any  increase,  the  Committee  liave  much  satisfaction  in  reporting, 
from  the  united  testimony  of  the  Professors,  that  this  session  of  the  Hall 
has  been  rarely  sorpassed  in  the  commendable  spirit  and  conduct  of  the 
students. 


n. — supehintendence  op  dlvinitt  students  dcbin6 
theRboess. 

From  the  returns  from  Presbyteries  as  to  the  superintendence  of  the 
students  under  their  care  during  the  recess,  it  appears  that  the  examina- 
tions  prescribed  by  the  Synod  have  been  regularly  held,  and  that  the 
discourses  appointed,  according  to  the  rules  of  the  Church,  hare  been 
delivered  and  sustained. 


HI. — SUPEEIITTENDENCB  OP  STUDENTS  DUBING  THElE  UNITBBSITT 
CUBSICnLUM. 

The  Committee  have  received  from  the  Superintendents  of  Students 
attending  the  four  Universities  the  following  reports : — 

Kev.  J.  Mitchell  Harvey  says : — *  I  have  met  with  the  students  in  my 
own  house  every  month.  So  far  as  I  could  ascertain,  there  were  at  least 
48  United  Presbyterian  students  attending  the  Edinburgh  University 
daring  the  course  of  the  session.  Out  of  that  number,  38  are  on  my  roll 
as  having  been  present  at  one  or  more  of  my  meetings.  The  average 
attendance  has  been  22.  At  every  meeting  I  engaged  in  devoUonal 
exercises,  and  examined  representatives  from  the  different  classes  as  to 
the  course  of  study  pursued,  and  the  natm'e  and  amount  of  work  done 
in  each  class.  I  urged  the  students  on  each  occasion  to  earnest  prosecu- 
tion of  their  studies  in  their  various  departments,  and  to  perseverance  in 
their  generally  expressed  intention  to  become  ministers  of  the  gospel, 
pressing  also  on  them  individually  the  importance  of  taking  a  degree  at 
the  close  of  their  curriculum.  I  offered  them  every  help  which  constant 
access  to  my  advice,  the  free  use  of  my  library,  and  the  hearty  welcome 
of  my  home  circle  could  supply.  So  far  as  I  had  opportunity  to  form 
an  opinion,  the  attendance  of  ^e  students  at  the  lectures  of  their  Pro- 
fessors, their  progress  in  their  studies,  and  their  appearance  at  their 
various  ezaminatioDS,  were  highly  commendable.  An  hour  or  two's 
friendly  and  social  intercourse  with  them  in  my  own  boose,  on  each 
occasion  of  their  meeting  with  me,  and  after  the  more  formal  duties  of 
oar  relationship  to  each  other  had  been  discharged,  appeared  to  be  not  less 
profitable  and  pleasant  to  them,  than  it  was  to  myself  and  my  family.* 
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Rev.  William  Beckett  states,  tJiiat  thirty-three  students  were  enrolled 
in  connection  with  his  class,  that  he  had  held  six  meetings  in  the  coarse 
of  the  seEsion,  and  that  the  attendance  at  these  meetings  was  somewhat 
variable.  On  no  occasion  does  the  attendance  of  the  Btndents  seem  U> 
have  been  what  shonld  be  desired.  '  One  meeting,  designed  mainly  for 
promoUng  friendly  intercourse  and  acquaintance  among  the  students,  as 
looking  forward  to  the  sacred  ministry  in  connection  with  the  same 
Chnrch,  was  held  in  the  Snperintenden^s  house.  At  the  others  the  time 
was  occnpied  with  the  critical  examination  of  a  portion  of  the  Qreek 
New  Testament — the  Epistle  to  the  Hebrews;  with  reading  and  com- 
menting oo  an  Essay,  by  one  of  the  students,  on  a  branch  of  mental 
philosophy ;  and  with  conTersation  on  forms  of  church  government.  It 
was  not  reckoned  desirable  to  impose  on  the  students  burdensome  work 
in  addition  to  the  duties  attaching  to  their  University  course ;  but  they 
all  showed  commendable  diligence,  and  some  of  them  remarkable  ability 
in  the  exercises  of  the  class ;  while  their  conduct  otherwise,  so  far  as 
known,  was  entirely  in  accordance  with  their  position  and  prospects  as 
intending  students  of  divinity,' 

Rev.  Matthew  Galbraith  reports  that  he  has  not  been  able  to  meet 
with  the  students  attending  Aberdeen  University,  during  the  past  session, 
in  the  numbers  or  with  the  regularity  he  could  have  wished.  Ten  students 
have  been  under  his  care.  He  states  that  some  of  them  were  employed 
in  Christian  work  in  connection  with  his  own  congregation,  and  in  evan- 
gelistic meetings.in  destitute  parts  of  the  town.  Their  labours  seem  to  - 
have  been  much  appreciated.  Of  the  general  bearing  and  Christian 
conduct  of  these  students  Mr.  Galbraith  speaks  in  high  terms;  and  of 
the  conduct  of  the  other  students,  with  whom  he  was  not  so  well  ac- 
quainted, he  has  reason  also  to  form  a  favourable  opinion. 

!Rev.  James  Scott  says,  that  ten  students  connected  with  our  Church 
attended  the  University  of  St.  Andrews  during  the  past  session.  Two 
of  these  were  not  studying  for  the  ministry ;  but  the  others  attended  his 
class,  on  the  whole,  with  regularity.  He  invited  them  to  his  house  iae 
friendly  intercourse,  and  held  stated  meetings  with  them  during  the 
winter.  Certain  of  our  Lord's  Parables  were  selected  for  critical  read- 
ing in  Greek,  and  among  other  subjects  considered  were  '  Peculiar  Bible 
Words,' '  Eastern  Customs  illustrated  in  Scripture,*  and  '  Notes  of  a  Visit 
to  Paris.'  Mr,  Scott  refers  with  approbation  to  the  Students'  Missionary 
Society,  which  holds  a  prayer-meeting  every  Sabbath,  conducted  by 
themselves ;  and  concludes  by  remarking,  that  while  the  number  of 
students  is  less  than  in  former  years,  their  general  diligence  and  progress 
are  not  less  satisfactory. 

The  Committee,  impressed  with  the  importance  of  this  department  of 
the  Church's  supervision  of  her  students  looking  forward  to  the  ministry, 
would  recommend  that  ministers  who  have  Uuiverai^  students  in  tfaeu: 
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congregaUons  take  the  opportnnity  of  urging  npon  tliem  the  defiirable- 
ness  of  coanecting  themselTes  with  the  Saperioteodent's  claw  during  their 
cnrricalaoi  at  College. 


ly. — ^The  Libbabies. 
1.    The  Edinburgh  Library. 

The  Bab-^ommitt«e  who  have  chat^  of  this  Libraiy  have  much 
pleasure  in  reporting  that  its  affairs  are  in  a  most  satisfactory  condition. 
Mr.  Morris  continnea  to  give  unremitting  attention  to  the  daties  of  his 
office.  Upwards  of  2000  volumes  have  been  given  oat  in  the  course  of 
tibe  year ;  bnt  this  represents  imperfectly  the  advantage  afforded^  by  the 
Library  in  consultation  and  otherwise.  The  Committee  are  desirotu  to 
afford  the  ntmost  freedom  to  ministers,  and  others  from  a  distaoce,  in 
consulting  hooks  in  the  Library.  The  nnmber  of  books  added  daring  the 
year  is  60.    Of  these,  57  are  by  purchase,  and  S  by  presentation.

2.  Tlu  Brovm  Library,  Glatgow. 

The  importance  of  this  Library  to  the  Chnrch  continues  to  be  shown 
by  tiie  large  extent  to  which  it  is  used  by  students  and  ministeiB,  ioe 
purposes  of  reading  and  consultation.  The  books  given  ont  during  the 
year  amount  to  2132,  and  those  consulted  to  1610.  If  anything  can 
increase  its  value  to  those  who  avail  themselves  of  its  benefits,  it  is  the 
marked  efficiency  and  good-will  with  which  Mr.  Taylor  fulfils  the  daties 
of  Librarian.  The  Committee  have  much  ple&snre  in  acknowledging 
the  addition  of  93  serial  volumes,  which  have  been  kindly  presented  to 
the  Brown  Library  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Bobson,  Glasgow. 

v.— Stnodioal  Rbooeds. 

The  work  of  preparing  an  index  to  the  Becords  of  the  Chnrch  makes 
progress.  During  Uie  months  of  October,  November,  and  December 
last  year,  Mr.  Morris  was  obliged,  aa  attested  by  medical  certificate,  to 
suspend  the  work  on  account  of  illness.    Since  then  he  has  been  able  to 
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go  on  steadily  with  it,  and  will  lay  an  instalment  of  the  resnlts  of  hie 
laboDTB  on  the  Synod's  table.  The  undertaking  is  a  heavy  one,  and  vill 
involve  long  and  close  application. 


VI. — MlNIBTEBS'  LlBBA£IE8. 

Since  the  Committee  gave  in  their  last  Beport  on  Minister^  Libraries, 
they  have  ascertained  that,  in  not  a  few  cases,  the  annaal  collection  for 
supporting  and  extending  them  is  not  so  regularly  made  as  it  should  be 
by  congregations  which  have  had  them  instituted.  There  is  reason  to 
fear  that  some  of  the  libraries  are  receiving  almost  no  additions.  The 
grant  of  ^£50  which  was  allowed  by  the  Sjmod  in  1868  has  afforded 
aid  in  founding  six  new  libraries ;  but  for  some  time  nothing  has  been 
done  to  increase  the  number,  as  the  balance  unexpended  amounts  only  to 
£d,  17s.  With  the  view  of  keeping  the  matter  before  the  attention  of 
the  Church,  the  Committee  think  the  Synod  should  consider  the  pro- 
jiriety  of  inserting  a  question  in  the  paper  on  Statistics,  as  to  whether 
there  be  a  minister's  library  in  connection  with  the  congregation,  and 
what  additions  have  been  made  to  it  in  the  course  of  the  year.  It  is  left 
to  the  Synod  to  decide  whether  another  grant  from  the  General  Fund 
should  be  given  in  support  of  this  scheme. 


VII. — ^ElAMIHATIOlT  IN  NaTUEAL  PhILOSOPHT,  AIO*  MODIFICATION 

OP  Rules. 

The  Committee  have  had  under  their  earnest  consideration  the  whole 
subject  of  the  Natural  Philosophy  examination,  and  the  rules  witli 
respect  to  the  numerical  value  of  papers.  The  examination  in  Natural 
Philosophy  is  appointed  to  embrace  Mechanics,  Optics,  and  Astronomy. 
Questions  are  prepared  under  each  of  these,  and  forty-five  minutes  are 
allowed  to  students  to  answer  the  questions  in  each  section.  The  Com- 
mittee are  persuaded  that  the  range  of  subjects  on  which  each  student 
has  to  be  examined  is  too  large,  and  that  the  time  allowed  is  too  limited. 
They  find  that  there  is  considerable  diversity  in  the  course  of  instruction 
on  Natural  Philosophy  wliich  is  given  at  the  different  Universities;  and 
this  should  be  taken  into  account  in  the  examination  of  the  students.  It 
is  desirable  to  embrace  all  the  branches  of  Natural  Philosophy  usually 
taught  in  the  several  University  classes,  without  imposing  upon  each  stu- 
dent such  a  wide  range  of  subjects  as  he  may  not  have  the  opportunity  to 
overtake.  After  giving  the  whole  matter  their  most  careful  attention, 
the  Committee  have  resolved  to  make  the  following  recommendations  to 
the  Synod,  in  the  hope  that  it  may  see  proper  to  adopt  them: — 
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1.  In  regard  to  the  Examination  on  Natural  Philosophy. 
\»l,  That  the  Natural  Philosophy  exammatlon  should  be  arranged 
under  the  three  following  divisions  : — 

(1.)  Statics    and    Dynamics    (including    the    mecbamcal 

powers).' 
(2.)  Optics  and  Astronomy. 
(3.)  Heat,  Magnetism,  and  Electricity. 
'id,  That  the  paper  on  each  of  these  divisions  shall  be  valued  at  1000. 
Zd,  That  the  student  shall  be  allowed  to  select  one  of  these  divisions, 
in  which  he  shall  be  required  to  attain  at  least  the  minimum 
number  of  marks,  and  shall  be  allowed  one  hour  and  a  half  to 
write  his  answers. 
4fA,  That  certain  text^books  should  be  named  as  forming  the  basis  of 
examination. 

2.  In  regard  to  tlie  Numerical  Valve  of  Papers. 

1st,  That  the  following  alterations  be  made  in  section  4  of  the 
Synod's  Bales,  page  240.  In  line  sixth,  for  '  in  any  one 
department,'  substitute  '  in  one  department  only.'  In  line 
seventh,  for  '  provided  that  in  each  of  the  other  departments 
he  reaches  450,*  substitute  '  provided  his  general  average 
reaches  550.' 

2d,  That  in  the  Natural  Philosophy  examination  the  minimom  should 
be  fixed  at  300. 

As  these  proposed  changes  cannot  take  effect  for  the  present  year, 
tlie  Committee  would  further  recommend,  as  a  provisional  arrangement 
ior  this  year,  that  the  examination  of  a  student  in  Natural  Philosophy 
be  sustained  whose  paper  reaches  the  minimum  value  in  any  one  of  the 
three  departments  which  are  now  prescribed. 


ViXI. — A  Smaix  Manual  oe  Calendae  fob  Students,  with  re- 

GAED  TO  THEIE  UnIVEESITT  AND  THEOLOGICAL  OUESIOULDM. 

Tlie  attention  of  the  Committee  has  been  directed  to  the  desiraUeneas 
of  having,  in  a  compact  form,  all  the  information  that  might  be  useful 
to  students,  as  to  the  course  of  instruction  prescribed  by  the  Church, 
and  the  rules  relating  to  it,  many  of  which  have  to  be  sought  in  various 
parts  of  the  Synod's  Minutes.  Besides  the  prescribed  course  of  instruc- 
tion, there  is  much  information  that  might  be  associated  with  it,  which 
would  be  of  great  value  to  students,  and  spare  them  the  iuconrenience 
of  seeking  it  elsewhere.    There  are  the  conditions  of  graduation  at  the 
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difFerent  Universities ;  the  scholarships  now  existing;  ia  connection  with 
the  United  Preshyterian  Church,  their  origin,  value,  and  terms  of  com- 
petition; the  arrangementB  of  the  Theological  Hall  and  Library;  the 
formulGS  recommended  in  connection  with  the  preshyterial  supervision 
of  students  during  the  recess,  with  the  subjects  of  ezaminatiou ;  the 
decisions  of  Synod  with  respect  to  students  preachiug ;  and  other  matters 
important  to  have  under  their  notice  in  prosecuting  their  studies  for  the 
ministry.  The  Committee  have  therefore  agreed  to  ask  power  from  the 
Synod  to  issue,  for  the  use  of  students,  such  a  Manual  or  Calendar  as 
might  embody  the  information  which  has  now  been  indicated. 


IX. — Application  of  Mb.  Andebw  Soobib. 

Mr.  Andrew  Scobie  has  passed  the  entrance  examination  to  the 
Theological  Hall  of  the  Free  Charch,  but  desires  to  be  admitted  next 
session  to  that  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Charch,  of  which  he  is  now  a 
men^ber,  and  asks  if  the  certificate  of  the  results  of  his  examination  will 
be  accepted.  The  certificate  being  highly  satisfactory,  the  Committee 
have  agreed  that  his  request  be  presented  to  the  Synod,  accompanied 
with  their  recommendation  that  it  be  granted,  which  is  now  accordingly 
done. 


X. — Ehtrahob  Examinatiohs  fob  Uhiveb8itt  Studehts. 

In  accordance  with  the  resolution  of  last  meeting  of  Synod,  the 
Committee  have  forwarded  to  the  several  University  Councils  the 
Synod's  recommendation  to  institute  Entrance  Examinations  for  all 
students  in  commencing  their  University  course.  It  is  gratifying  to 
state  that  the  proposal  has  been  favourably  received.  The  Edinburgh 
University  Council  have  appointed  a  committee  '  to  inquire  into  the 
possibility  of  instituting  an  Entrance  Examination  for  all  regular  students 
in  the  Faculty  of  Arts.'  And  at  a  meeting  of  the  dlasgow  University 
Council  held  recently,  it  was  resolved  that  *  steps  be  immediately  taken 
for  instituting  a  general  Eotrance  Examination,  moderate  in  extent, 
lenient  in  character  at  first,  becoming  gradually  stricter  and  more  exten- 
sive as  the  schools  of  the  country  improve.'

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  SCHOLARSHIPS. 

Mat  1871. 

The  work  of  your  Committee  continues  to  grow  in  interest  and  impor- 
tance. At  the  annual  meeting  in  November  last,  there  were  64  com- 
petitors, of  whom  46  obtained  scholarships.  But  on  that  occasion  our 
proceedings  were  attended  by  peculiar  circnmstances,  which  ought  to 
be  explained. 

Since  the  origin  of  this  scheme  in  1847,  the  nomber  of  scholarships 
awarded  had  been  determined  by  two  connderations— the  amount  of 
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annual  income,  and  such  a  degree  of  proficiency  as  seemed  entitled  to 
distinction.  At  length  it  was  resolved  to  lay  down,  by  fixed  law,  a 
miniimtm  of  marks,  below  which  a  scholarship  cannot  be  obtained, — it 
being  alaaya  understood  tliat,  while  we  keep  within  this  limit,  we  shall  in 
no  case  descend  lower  in  the  scale  than  the  state  of  the  funds  will 
allow. 

For  a  coQiiidenible  time  after  this  regulation  had  been  made,  all  went 
on  smoothly ;  but  during  several  years  there  has  been  a  large  increase  of 
the  number  of  competitors,  which  has  made  it  difficult  to  grant  a  scholar- 
ship to  every  stndent  who  has  reached  the  minimum.  In  November 
1870  this  state  of  matters  came  to  a  crisis.  Not  only  were  competitors 
becoming  steadily  more  numerotiB  than  in  past  years,  but  an  unusually 
large  proportion  came  up  to  the  minimum,  so  that  some  whom  we 
would  gladly  have  included  in  our  prize-list  were  kept  out  by  the  lack 
of  funds. 

Such  an  event,  we  feel  assured,  will  be  of  rare  occurrence.  Our 
annaai  income  gives  tokens  of  rising  much  higher  than  it  has  ever  been ; 
and  the  spetdal  scholarships,  which  still  multiply,  evince  the  firm  hold 
which  our  Scholarship  Scheme  has  taken  of  the  members  of  our  Church, 
and  especially  of  those  to  whom  Providence  has  given  the  wealth  needed 
for  carrying  on  the  work.  Already  the  hopes  entertained  in  the  early 
days  of  our  labours  have  been  more  than  fulfilled;  the  struggles  of 
former  times  are  '  remembered  as  waters  that  pass  away  ;*  and  our 
present  condition  loudly  calls  on  as  to  *  thank  0-od,  and  take  courage.'

REPORT  ON  THE  AUGMENTATION  BRANCH  OF 
THE  HOME  MISSION  FUND. 

AND  THE  AUGMENTATION  OP  THE  SMALLER  STIPENDS 
IN  THE  UNITED  PKESBTTERIAN  CHURCH. 

In  the  administration  of  the  STSod's  Scheme  for  the  Augmentation  of 
Stipends  in  sapplemented  congregations  during  the  past  year,  the  Home 
Committee  of  the  Board  of  Missions  have  heen  gnided  hy  the  same 
general  mles  as  in  the  year  preceding.  Their  aim  has  been,  with  the  co- 
operation  of  the  Presbyteries  of  the  Church,  to  8ecnre  that  the  minister 
of  each  supplemented  congregation  should  receive  a  minimum  Stipend  of 
£157,  10s.  (inclusive  of  an  allowance  of  £7,  10s.  for  necessary  and  inci- 
dental expenses),  provided  that  this  conid  be  attained  without,  in  ordinary 
cases,  exceeding  a  maximum  supplement  of  £60  to  one  congregation.  In 
accordance,  however,  with  special  provisions  sanctioned  by  the  Synod, 
the  maximum  supplemental  grant  has  been  increased  to  £90  in  the  cases  of 
the  congregations  at  Burray,  Stornoway,  and  m  Shetland ;  and  the  addi- 
tional allowance  for  house  rent  of  a  sam  not  exceeding  £10  per  annum, 
and  '  consequently  not  safHcient  to  raise  any  obstacle  in  the  way  of  manse 
erection/  has  again  been  paid  to  those  ministers  for  whom  manse  accom- 
modation has  not  been  provided,  and '  whose  stipends  are  made  up  to 
£157,  10s.  by  a  supplement  less  than  the  maximum  grant  of  £60;'  and 
also  in  cases  'where  there  is  no  manse,  and  where  the  maximum  sapple- 
ment  of  £60  does  not  make  up  a  stipend  of  £150  per  annum.'

At  the  date  of  last  report  there  were,  in  addition  to  the  congr^atioiu 
on  the  sapplemflDtal  list,  64  other  congregationa,  which  were  paying  for 
stipend  and  incidental  expenses  lesa  than  £157,  10s.  per  annum,  Frora 
the  schedules  of  congr^atjonal  ataUstios  for  the  year  1870,  it  appears 
that  during  that  year  the  number  of  congregations  in  this  class  has  been 
reduced  to  40 ;  and  that  the  additional  sum  which  would  be  required 
ananally  to  raise  all  of  them  to  the  minimum  stipend  of  £1S7,  lOs.  it 
£396,  Is.  8d.  From  the  above  table  it  appears  that  there  are  also  69 
congregations  receiving  supplements,  besides  5  whose  ministers  decline  to 
accept  of  supplement,  in  which  the  annual  payment  from  all  sonrces  for 
stipend  is  less  than  £157,  lOs, ;  and  the  additional  sum  required  for 
raising  these  94  ooogr^atioDS  to  die  nrinimiim  would  be  ;^047,  lOs. 
It  thus  appears  that  there  are  in  all  134  congregations  in  the  United 
Presbyterian  Chorch,  in  which  the  sum  paid  to  the  miaister  for  stipend 
and  expenses  is  less  than  the  minimnm  of  £157, 10s.  per  annum ;  and 
that  in  order  to  raise  the  stipend  of  every  minister  in  connection  with 
the  Synod,  who  now  receives  leas  than  the  mininnim,  to  £157,  lOs. 
per  annnm  (inolasrre  of  the  allowance  for  expenses),  the  tom  of  £8443, 
lis.  8d.  would  be  required  in  addition  to  the  amount  of  the  supplemental 
grants  which  have  been  pud  dnriug  the  year  ending  oa  31st  Uarch  1871. 
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The  foods  for  the  payment  of  the  snpplemental  grants  indaded  in 
the  above  arrangements  have  been,  as  in  former  years,  derived  from  two 
soorces ;  viz.,  1st,  From  that  one-f oorth  part  of  Home  Mission  contri- 
butions, not  otherwise  distribnted  by  the  donors,  which  is  allocated  to 
the  AngmentatioD  Branchof  the  Home  Mission  Fand  ;  and  2d,  From 
donations  and  subscriptions  Bpeclally  given  for  augmentation  purposes. 
This  double  source  of  the  revenue  of  the  Augmentation  Fund  is  the 
result  of  the  history  of  the  United  Fresbyteriau  Cburcb.  If  the  raising 
of  an  Augmentation  Fund  from  the  Church  at  large,  for  the  increase 
of  the  stipends  of  its  weaker  congregations,  had  been  ao  entirely  new 
thing  whan  the  present  scheme  was  broogbt  into  existence  in  1866,  it 
would  have  been  a  simpler  and  better  arrangement  to  have  instituted  a 
distinct  fond  for  the  support  of  that  scheme ;  and  the  time  may  soon 
come,  when,  the  present  scheme  having  been  consolidated,  and  the 
denomination  having  become  fully  aware  of  its  importance  and  necessity, 
its  support  may  be  obtained  from  a  single  source,  and  may  be  drawn 
solely  from  a  Stipend  Augmentaiion  Fund  specially  provided  for  the 
better  support  of  the  gospel  ministry.  But  the  existing  arrangement, 
— which  cannot  be  changed  with  safety  until  the  congregations  of  the 
Ghnrch  shall  manifest  a  much  more  general  and  lively  sympathy  with 
the  Augmentation  Scheme  than  they  have  hitherto  done, — is  the  growth 
of  years,  and  the  result  of  the  past  experience  and  progress  of  the 
denomination.  Its  extension  has,  from  the  very  commencement  of  the 
Home  Mission  Fund,  been  largely  assisted  by  that  Fund.  The  ministers 
placed  in  the  new  congregatimis  which  were  planted  iu  various  parts  of 
the  country  twenty  or  thirty  years  ago,  were  regarded  as  ministeFS  of 
mission  chorcbes;  and  the  principal  part  of  their  support  was  in  many 
instances  drawn  from  the  Home  Mission  Fund.  Ministers  of  stru^ling 
congregations  in  remote  districts  were  also  gradually  placed  under 
similar  arrangemenb^  in  order  to  prevent  these  congregations  from 
becoming  extinct;  fwd  thus,  long  before  the  present  Augmentation 
Scheme  was  originated,  there  were  about  100  congregations  receiving 
missionary  supplements  out  of  the  Home  Mission  Fund, — the  total 
amotmt  of  these  supplements  being  £4285  iu  the  last  year  before  the 
present  scheme  came  into  operation.  By  means  of  these  supplements 
the  stipends  of  these  missionary  aid-receiving  congregations  were  made 
up  to  ^e  former  minimum  of  £120  per  annom ;  while  another  class  of 
congregations  was  supplemented  to  the  same  extent  out  of  the  fund 
supplied  by  the  annnal  collection  for  the  better  support  of  the  gospel 
ministry.  These  missionary  congregations  are  now  joined  with  the 
other  supplemented  charges ;  and,  as  in  these  other  congregations,  their 
stipends  are  r^sed  to  £157,  lOs.,  when  this  can  be  done  without  ex- 
ceeding a  maximam  grant  of  £60  to  one  congregation.  They  coim&- 
quently  receive  about  £1320  per  annum  more  in  supplemental  grants 
than  was  allocated  to  them  under  the  old  arrangement ;  and  as  it  was 
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shown  in  last  report  that  for  the  year  1869-70  they  received  altogether 
ahont  £5600  from  the  Angmentation  Branch  of  the  Home  Mission 
Fund,  while  only  £3686  were  taken,  from  the  undistribated  portion  of 
congregational  contributions  to  the  Mission  Fnnds  of  the  Chnrch,  for 
the  support  of  the  Augmentation  Scheme,  it  is  evident  that,  by  the 
present  arrangements,  the  portion  of  Home  Mission  money  paid  to  these 
congregations  was  io  that  year  about  £600  less  than  it  was  prior  to 
,  1867  under  the  old  regulations,  while  the  congregations  formerly  re- 
cognised and  supported  as  Home  Mission  charges  received  very  nearly 
£2000  more  in  that  year  than  the  sum  drawn  from  those  Home  Mission 
Fnnds  for  which  they  were  supplemented  prior  to  the  commencement  of 
the  new  augmentation  grants.  The  sum  taken  from  the  Home  Mission 
contributions  of  congregations  for  the  Augmentation  Fund  is  thus 
applied  exactly  to  the  same  purposes  as  those  to  which  the  Home 
Mission  Funds  were  applied  before  the  Augmentation  Scheme  was 
originated ;  and  that  source  of  support  is  necessary,  and  most  remain 
open,  until  the  special  contributions  for  the  Augmentation,  of  Stipends 
Fund  shall  become  more  nearly  adequate  for  meeting  all  the  claims  of 
the  supplemented  congregations.  Meanwhile  it  is  satisfactory  to  know 
that  the  comfort  of  the  ministers  of  the  former  missionary  congregations 
has  heen  considerably  increased,  at  a  less  charge  to  the  Home  Mission 
Fund ;  and  that  the  supplemental  grants  to  the  other  128  aid-receiving 
congregations,  have  all  heen  directly  provided  for  by  the  measure  of 
liberality  which  the  Church  has  manifested  on  behalf  of  the  specif 
Augmentation  Fund,

Id.  less  than  the  balance  at 
the  beginning  of  the  year  1869,  the  Home  Committee  recommended  in 
last  report,  and  tlie  Synod  in  May  last  decided,  that  the  payment  of  the 
supplemental  grants  for  the  year  1870—71  should  be  made  under  the 
same  regulations  as  in  the  preceding  year,  and  that  the  mioimum  stipend 
of  XI57, 10s.,  inclusive  of  the  allowance  of  £7,  10s.  for  expenses,  should 
be  maintained ;  hoping  that,  as  the  deficiency  of  the  income  of  the  Fund 
had  been  clearly  stated,  and  the  necessity  for  increased  liberality  for  its 
support  strongly  represented  to  the  Church,  there  would  be  more  syste- 
matic and  wisely  directed  effort  put  forth  on  behalf  of  the  Augmentation 
Scheme,  and  an  increased  revenue  obtained  for  securing  its  efficiency. 
It  is  with  regret  that  the  Home  Committee  now  report  to  the  Synod  that 
these  expectations  have  not  been  realized,  and  that,  although  the  amount 
of  congregational  contributiona  has  slightly  increased,  the  total  income 
of  the  Augmentation  Fnnd,  as  the  following  statement  will  show,  has 
again,  during  1870,  fallen  short  of  the  income  of  the  preceding  year, 
and  consequently  is  greatly  below  tlie  income  of  the  year  1868,  thus: —

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The  Home  Committee  bavfe  tbns  presented  to  the  Synod  a  full,  and, 
ai  they  hope,  clear  and  intelligible,  statement  in  reference  to  tbe  income 
and  expenditure  under  the  Augmentation  Braoch  of  the  Home  Mission 
Fund  daring  the  year  1870 ;  and  also  in  reference  to  the  number  and 
amouDt  of  the  grants  in  supplement  of  stipend  which  have  been  paid 
during  the  year  ending  at  31st  March  1871,  and  to  the  present  position 
and  neceesities  of  that  Branch  of  the  Synod's  Mission  Fuuds  from  which 
these  supplements  are  provided.

In  reference  to  the  expenditure  for  augmentation  purposes  during 
last  year,  the  Committee  desire  to  record  their  satisfaction,  that  wliile 
the  whole  amount  of  that  expenditure  has  been  slightly  less  than  in  the 
year  1869,  the  payments  to  the  supplemented  congregations  have  been 
regularly  made,  and  the  minimum  stipend  of  £157,  10s.,  inclusive  of 
allowance  for  expenses,  has  been  fully  reached  by  at  least  as  many  of 
them  as  in  the  previous  year ;  that  the  number  of  non-supplemented  con- 
gregations in  which  the  payment  to  the  minister  for  stipend  and  expenses 
is  slightly  under  £157,  10s.,  which  had  been  reduced  from  113  to  64  in 
1869,  has  been  further  reduced  to  40  daring  the  past  year, — 24  congre- 
gations having  thus,  in  1870,  attained  at  least  to  the  minimum  stipend 
without  external  aid,  in  addition  to  the  35  which  attained  to  the  same 
position  by  their  own  increased  contribution  in  1869 ;  and  that,  although 
the  income  for  the  year  1870  has  not  increased,  as  tlie  Committee  hoped 
and  expected  that  it  would,  so  as  to  equal  the  expenditure,  the  present 
position  of  the  Augmentation  Scheme  is  not  greatly  below  what  was 
supposed  as  possible  in  last  report,  which  made  provision  for  a  state  of

In  reference  to  the  income  for  the  year  1870,  the  Home  Committee 
cannot  but  express  their  regret  and  disappointment  that  it  should  again 
have  fallen  short  of  the  expenditure  by  so  large  a  sum  as  £2537,  IDs.  4d. ; 
and  should  consequently  have  reduced  the  balance  in  the  Treasurer's 
hands  at  the  end  of  the  year  at  least  £1650  below  what  the  necessities 
of  the  Fond  required  for  the  payment  of  the  half-yearly  supplements 
which  became  due  on  the  1st  April  1871.  For  this  want  of  elasticity  ' 
and  expansion  in  a  Fund  which  so  vitally  affects  the  honoor  and  influ- 
ence of  the  United  Presbyterian  Ghorch,  and  which  has  a  special  in}e- 
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rest  and  importance  in  iU  beariDgs  on  the  financial  problems  wbich  have 
to  be  discDSsed  and  Bolred  in  connection  with  the  negotiations  for  Union 
with  other  Presbyterian  denominations  which  are  in  progress,  the  Com- 
mittee are  nnable  satisfactorily  to  account.  They  attributed  the  dimi- 
nntion  of  the  Augmentation  contributions  in  1869,  in  part  at  least,  to  the 
saccessful  effort  which  bad  bees  made  to  complete  the  Manse  Fund  by 
supplementary  contribations ;  and  the  payment  of  so  large  a  proportion 
of  these  snpplementaiy  Manse  subscriptions  in  1870  may  have  had  an 
indirect  influence  on  the  deficiency  of  the  income  for  the  support  of  the 
Aogmentation  Scheme  during  that  year.  They  cannot,  however,  ascribe 
the  Urge  deficiency  of  the  past  year  wholly  to  this  or  any  similar  cause ; 
and,  OS  they  have  endeavoured  since  last  meeting  of  Synod  to  press  the 
condition  of  the  Fund  on  the  attention  of  Presbyteries  by  circniarj  and, 
in  some  cases,  by  deputations,  and  to  bring  it  under  the  notice  of  the 
managers  and  members  of  congregations  by  the  insertion  of  last  year's 
report  in  the  Muaumary  Record,  and  otherwise,  they  most  respectfully 
request  the  Synod  to  consider  whether,  by  increased  effort  on  the  part  of 
Presbyteries  and  their  Augmentation  Committees,  a  deeper  interest  in 
the  Augmentation  Scheme  may  not  be  more  widely  diffused  tbroaghont 
the  Church,  so  as  to  place  its  support  on  a  more  extended  basis,  and  to 
elicit  on  its  behalf  a  more  copious  outflow  of  Christian  liberality;  and 
whether  there  is  not  a  lack  of  proper  organization  for  obtaining  dona- 
tions, subscriptions,  and  collections  on  behalf  of  the  Augmentation 
Scheme,  which  might  be  supplied  by  devolving,  through  an  appointment 
of  Synod,  the  special  charge  and  responsibility  of  soliciting  and  collecting 
these  contributions  on  sovaQpermaneni  body  in  each  congregation,  whether 
it  be  the  Session,  or  any  other  congregational  organization.  The  Home 
Committee  cannot  despair  of  tbe  ultimate  success  of  the  Angmentation 
Scheme,  when  they  remember  the  increasing  liberally  and  abundance 
with  which  from  year  to  year  the  Foreign  Missions  of  the  Church  are 
sustained  and  expanded,  or  when  they  consider  that  the  contributions  of 
the  past  year  for  the  orphan  children  of  Bajpootana  have  amounted  to 
£5374,  or  very  nearly  one-balf  of  the  entire  sum  required  for  the  sap- 
port  of  that  scheme  on  which,  more  than  on  any  other  Mission  Fund  of 
tbe  Church,  the  continued  vitality,  strength,  and  enlargement  of  tbe 
denomination  depend.  But  in  order  that  the  scheme  may  attain  tbe 
position  of  sufficient  resoorces,  and  consequent  stability  and  aecority, 
which  is  so  desirable,  it  must  strike  its  roots  more  deeply  and  more 
widely  among  the  congregations  of  the  Church ;  and  that  it  may  do  thia, 
it  is  indispensable  that  Presbyteries,  and  ministers,  and  leading  liberal 
members  of  the  denomination  should  regard  it  with  a  warmer  interest 
and  a  more  kindly  sympathy ;  should  perseveringly,  and  even  at  some 
sacrifice  of  personal  ease  or  feeling,  endeavoor  to  recommend  its  claims 
to  the  attention  of  those  to  whom  their  inflaence  directly  extends ;  aiuL 
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shoold  tbnH  make  it  manifest  to  all  the  members  of  the  Church  that  they 
regard  the  Augmentation  Scheme  as  one  which  deserves,  aswell  as  de- 
mands, eolightened  liberality  for  its  maintenance,  and  as  one  which,  in 
its  growing  saccess,  would  certainly,  by  the  blessing  of  God,  become  a 
means  of  increasing  unity  and  strength  to  the  denomination,  as  tnM  as 
a  sonree  of  enlarged  comfortand  usefalaess  to  a  large  proportion  of  its 
ministers.  While,  therefore,  the  present  position  of  the  Angmentation 
Fund  is  far  from  being  so  satisfactory  as  it  onght  to  be,  the  Committee 
are  persuaded  that,  instead  of  yielding  to  despondency,  the  Synod  and 
the  Cbarch  should  rather  be  excited  to  those  increased  and  more  eneiv 
getic  and  prayerfnl  efforts  through  which  the  Augmentation  Scheme 
shall  be  established  on  a  more  secure,  because  more  extended,  base,  aad 
shall,  in  its  continued  and  increasing  distribuUon  of  the  Church's  boun^, 
become  from  year  to  year  a  more  fruitful  occasion  for  thanksgiving  by 
many  onto  Qod. 

In  reference  to  the  arrangements  which,  during  the  past  year,  have 
been  made  with  congregations  for  the  payment  of  supplemental  grants 
in  aid  of  stipend,  the  Committee  have  to  report  that  in  most  instances 
these  have  been  adjusted  for  the  three  years  ending  on  Slst  March  1873; 
that  in  reference  to  the  congregations  in  the  Presbyteries  of  Aberdeen, 
Edinburgh,  and  Kilmarnock,  and  to  some  congregations  in  other  Pre»- 
byteries,  a  temporary  arrangement  was  made  for  the  year  ending  in 
March  last,  and  that,  after  more  careful  inresUgation  than  was  prac- 
ticable in  the  beginning  of  last  year,  new  arrangements  have  now  been 
made  with  these  congregations  for  the  three  years  ending  on  31st  March 
1874 ;  that  in  a  few  exceptional  cases  the  arrangements  made  have  only 
been  for  a  single  year ;  and  that  all  grants  offered  by  tlie  Committee  bare 
been  made  subject  to  the  deduction  of  a  certain  per  centage  of  the 
amount,  if  the  condition  of  the  Augmentation  Fund  should  necessitate 
a  reduction  of  the  minimum  stipend  of  the  last  two  years.  The  sums 
remitted  to  the  supplemented  charges  at  the  end  of  March  last  were 
therefore  to  he  distinctly  regarded  as  payments  on  account  of  the  sup- 
plement for  the  year  ending  on  31st  March  1872 ;  and  they  in  no  respect 
commit  the  Synod  or  the  Home  Committee  to  any  decision  in  reference 
to  the  amount  of  supplement  which  shall  ultimately  be  paid  for  that 
year. 

The  continued  diminution  of  the  contributions  for  the  support  of  the 
Augmentation  Scheme  has  forced  on  the  earnest  consideration  of  the 
Home  Committee,  as  it  must  force  on  the  attention  of  the  Synod,  the 
qoestion  whether  the  minimum  stipend  of  £157, 10s.,  inclusive  of  allow- 
ance for  expenses,  shall  be  reduced  from  this  time,  or  shall  be  maintained 
for  the  present  year,  in  the  hope  that  the  condition  of  the  Fund  may  be 
improved  by  more  liberal  and  tdiundant  contributions'  before  the  close  of 
the  Treasoier'B  accoonta  for  the  year  on  Slst  December  next.    The  Oom- 
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mittee  are  most  reluctant  to  adopt  the  former  tltenuttlTe,  being  foil;  - 
penuaded  that  any  redaction  of  the  present  standard  of  ministerial 
support  would  tarnish  the  honour  of  the  United  FreehTterian  Chtudi, 
and  would  be  the  occasion  of  much  difficnlty  and  sofFering  to  manj 
ministers  who  have  deserved  better  things  from  the  Chnrch  with  which 
they  are  associated.  Since,  tlierefore,  even  without  any  additional  in- 
come, the  present  rate  of  distribution  may  be  mabtained  for  anoth«' 
year,  thoogb  only  for  that  one ;  and  since  the  trustees  of  a  recent  large 
bequest  to  the  Mission  Funds  of  the  Church  are  likely,  during  the 
present  year,  to  pay  to  the  Synod's  Treasorer  such  portion  of  the  proceeds 
of  the  trust  estate  as  may  add  about  £600  to  the  income  of  the  Aug- 
mentation  Branch  of  the  Home  Mission  Fund,  the  Home  Committee 
respectfully  recommend  to  the  Synod  that  the  October  supplements  of 
the  present  year  should  be  paid  in  such  proportion  as  shall  muntain  tiie 
present  minimum  rate  of  £157,  lOs.  for  stipend  and  expenses,  besides  a 
manse,  or  an  allowance  not  exceeding  £10  per  annum,  in  place  of  house 
rent,  where  there  lb  no  manse  provided,  in  all  cases  in  which  that  miui- 
mnm  can  be  attained  by  a  grant  not  exceeding  the  maximum  of  £t>0  per 
annum  to  one  congregation.  Also,  that,  as  during  the  last  two  y«ars,  an 
allowance  for  house  rent,  not  exceeding  £10  per  annum,  shall  be  made  to 
congregations  which  have  no  manses,  and  in  which  that  allowance  in 
addition  to  the  ordinary  maximum  supplement  of  £60  will  not  make  up 
a  total  stipend  of  more  than  £150  per  annum.  Further,  that  the  maxi- 
mnm  supplement  to  the  congregations  at  Bnrray,  Stornoway,  and  in 
Shetiand,  shall  be,  as  last  year,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Home  Committee^ 
£90  per  annum. 

Further,  the  Home  Committee  would  earnestly  recommend  that  the 
Synod  should  again  direct  the  attention  of  Fresbytenes  to  the  forty  cases 
in  which  self-sustaining  congregations  are  paying  for  stipend  and  expenses 
aless  sum  than  £157,  lOs^  with  the  view  of  encouraging  them  to  increase 
the  payment  at  least  to  the  minimum  standard  with  the  least  possible 
delay ; -^  should  again  instruct  Presbyteries  to  appoint  Augmentation 
Committees,  with  efficient  conveners,  to  take  charge  of  the  interests  of 
the  Augmentation  Scheme  within  their  respective  bounds ; — and  should 
request  these  conveners  to  use  diligence  in  securing  that  every  congrega- 
tion shall  have  the  opportunity  of  doing  what  it  is  able  and  willing  to  do 
on  behalf  of  the  Augmentation  Fund,  and  to  report  to  the  Home  Com- 
mittee, through  the  Home  Secretary,  after  each  meeting,  the  progress 
which  has  been  made  in  the  collection  of  funds  in  their  respective 
districts. 

Before  concluding  this  report  it  may  not  be  inexpedient  to  notice 
briefly  some  of  the  difficulties  and  objections  which  have  been  luged'iD 
relation  to  the  Angmcaitation  Schrate,  and  by  which  it  is  supposed  that 
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some  excuse  or  justify  their  wsQt  of  interest  in  its  snpport  and  prosperitj. 
It  is  said  that  there  are  coDgregadona  of  more  than  400  members 
receiving  aid  from  the  Fond ;  and  that  these  should  be  self-anpporting. 
Bnt  during  the  years  1868, 1869,  and  1870,  there  hare  never  been  more 
than  two  such  congregations  on  the  list  of  supplemented  charges.  Of 
these,  one  only  received  £10  for  one  year  as  an  allowance  for  house  rent, 
in  the  hope  that  its  members  might  be  induced  to  make  at  least  an 
eqoal  allowance  to  their  minister  afterwards ;  and  it  is  not  now  supple- 
mented. The  other  congregation  is  a  collegiate  charge,  of  which  the 
senior  pastor,  who  has  ministered  to  it  for  more  than  half  a  century,  has 
hitherto  been  unwilling  to  accept  the  annuity  from  the  Aged  Ministers' 
Fond,  which  would  have  obviated  the  necessity  for  a  supplemental  grant ; 
and  whether  the  grant  be  continued  or  not  by  the  Committee,  it  must 
speedily  cease  in  consequence  of  the  great  age  of  the  recipient.  Again, 
it  is  said  that  no  congrc^tion  with  more  than  300  members  should 
require  or  receive  a  supplement.  In  the  table  of  supplemented  chafes 
to  be  inserted  in  the  Record  for  June,  there  are  only  7  congregations 
included  which  have  more  than  800  members  on  their  rolls.  One 
of  these  was  a  colle^ate  cbai^,  and  since  the  decease  of  the  senior  pastor 
it  has  been  self-supporting.  Another  has  cleared  away  the  debt  on  its  pro- 
per^, and  is  now  self-supporting.  A  third  is  in  Orkney.  A  fourth  receives 
only  an  allowance  for  house  rent  Two  others  have  been  dealt  with  by 
their  respective  Presbyteries ;  but  efforts  very  earnest,  at  least  in  one 
case,  have  not  been  successful  in  raising  the  stipends.  The  last  of  the 
seven  has  made  a  conuderable  advance  very  recently ;  and  even  though 
it  should  require  a  small  supplement  for  the  present  year,  it  will  after- 
wards be  seif-supportiog.  It  has  been  proposed  that  no  congregation 
should  recMve  a  supplement^  or  at  least  be  supplemented  up  to  the  mini- 
mum stipend  of  £157,  lOs.,  which  has  more  than  250  members,  or  con- 
tributes less  than  an  average  rate  of  10s,  per  member  for  stipend.  There 
an  in  all  32  congregations  on  the  supplemental  list  who  pay  a  little  less 
tlian  the  average  rate  of  10s.  per  member  for  stipend ;  and  there  are  in  all 
20  congregations,  nearly  all  of  which  are  included  in  the  preceding  82, 
which  have  more  than  250  members.  But  several  of  these  are  in 
Orkney ;  some  of  them  belong  to  the  classes  referred  to  above ;  others 
have  had  to  contend  with  special  trials ;  and  while  there  is  peculiar 
difficulty  in  drawing  a  line  among  congregations  with  from  240  to  260 
membets,  so  that  ^ose  on  the  one  side  of  the  line  may  be  aid-receiving, 
while  those  on  the  other  side  must  be  self-snpporting,  the  Home  Com- 
mittee have  satisfied  themselves  by  careful  examination  that  any  saving 
of  expenditure  that  could  thus  be  effected  would  be  limited  to  an  almost 
inappreciable  sum.  It  has  been  said  that  the  supplemental  grants 
destn^  the  independence  of  congregations,  and  diminish  their  exertions 
for  the  midntenance  of  ordioancea  among  themselves.      It  may  be 
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aoBwered,  that  eight  of  the  congregations  on  the  sapplemental  list  of  last' 
year  will  be  in  f  ntore  self-supporting ;— that  there  an  several  cases  in 
which  the  sum  contributed  by  the  people  for  stipend  has  been  coDsider- 
ably  increased  ;  as  for  example  one  case,  in  which  the  congregation, 
having  by  a  strenuons  effort  cleared  off  their  oongregational  debt, 
spontaneously,  at  their  first  annual  meeting  thereafter,  advanced  the 
stipend  £30  per  annam ;  and  another,  in  which  a  small  congregation 
having  bnilt  a  manse,  and  cleared  the  building  from  debt,  also  advanced 
the  stipend  £30 ;  —  and  that  the  average  rate  of  contribution  in  the 
supplemented  charges  has  Dot  diminished,  but  rather  increased,  since  the 
present  Augmentation  Soheme  came  into  operation.  Finally,  it  is  urged 
that  there  are  places  in  which  two  or  more  congregations  are  maintained 
by  means  of  the  supplement  paid  to  the  ministers,  while  one  would 
fully  provide  for  all  the  spiritual  wants  of  the  population.  This  objection 
is  often  repeated,  bulks  very  largely  before  some  minda,  and  has  a  certain 
amount  of  support  in  actual  facts.  But  the  cases  to  which  the  objectors 
refer  are  far  from  numerous  (perhaps  there  are  not  more  than  5  cases 
in  which  2  supplemented  charges  are  siEnated  in  the  same  village  or 
town)  ;  they  have  had  their  origin,  in  most  instances,  in  the  divisions  and 
leonioDS  which  have  marked  the  history  of  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church  ;  they  are  not  always  unmixed  evils ;  and  there  are  difficulties 
almost  insnrmoDDtable  in  the  way  of  their  union,  at  least  by  any  other 
ihan  synodical  action.  Whatever  force,  therefore,  there  may  he  in  any 
of  these  objections,  or  all  of  them  combined,  they  indicate  changes  and 
reforms  which  would,  if  carried  fully  out,  diminish  the  expenditure  of 
the  Augmentation  Scheme  by  a  comparatively  small  and  unimportant 
amount  ;  tbey  can  only  take  a  very  small  discount  from  the  manifest 
benefits  and  advantages  of  the  Augmentation  Fund ;  they  furnish  no 
sufficient  reason  for  regarding  the  distribution  of  the  Fund  with  distrust, 
or  for  withholding  from  the  Fund  itself  that  cordial  and  generous  aid  of 
which  at  present  it  is  so  urgently  in  need ;  and  they  are  only  as  the 
small  dust  of  the  balance,  when  weighed  against  the  obligation  of  those 
divine  precepts  which  require  Christian  men  and  Christian  congregations 
to  look  not  merely  on  their  own  things,  but  also  every  one  on  the  things 
of  others,  and  to  bear  one  another's  burdens,  so  fulfilling  the  law  of 
ChrisL 

The  reasons  and  the  motives  for  maintaining  this  Fund  in  complete 
efficiency  are  nnmeroos  and  powerful.  It  should  be  liberally  sustained 
as  a  manifestation  of  the  unity  of  the  Church,  and  of  the  direct  benefits 
of  oor  Presbyterian  order.  Under  our  Presbyterian  system,  while  there 
are  many  members,  there  is  but  one  body ;  while  there  are  many  congre- 
gations, there  is  but  outs  Church ;  and  as  in  the  body  every  other  member 
suffers  with  that  member  which  suffers,  and  rejoices  with  that  which  is 
honoured,  so  in  the  Presbyterian  and  Christian  body  which  we  call  the 
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Cliurcb,  the  strong  should  help  and  sapport  the  weak,  and  the  abntidant 
resonrces  of  richer  and  more  prosperoas  congregations  ehould  spon- 
taneonsly  flow  forth  to  supply  the  lack  of  such  as  may  be  straitened  both 
iu  numberB  and  in  substance.  It  should  be  liberally  supported  as  a 
grateful  acknowledgment  of  the  blessings  enjoyed  in  connection  with 
the  Church,  and  as  an  expression  of  cheerful  obedience  to  the  will  of  the 
Church's  Lord.  Privilege  and  duty  ever  run  in  parallel  lines.  Having 
first  freely  received,  we  are  enjoined  freely  to  give.  If  the  ministiy  of 
reconciliation  has  sown  to  the  members  of  the  Church  spiritoal  things, 
it  is  no  hard  thing  that  those  who  exercise  that  ministry  should  reap  of 
their  carnal  tilings ;  and  it  can  only  be  a  very  narrow  view  of  Christian 
obligation  which  supposes  that  the  reciprocal  action  is  exhausted  by  the 
cotnmanication  of  temporal  support  to  the  minister  by  whom  the  indi- 
vidual is  personally  taught  in  the  word.  If  all  ministers  are  the  servants 
of  the  Church,  and  not  merely  of  the  congregations  over  which  they  are 
severally  ordained,  it  follows  that  the  memhers  of  the  whole  Church  are 
their  debtors,  who  should  rejoice  in  the  opportunity  of  discharging  a 
portion  of  their  debt  by  ministering  to  their  necessities,  as  of  the  ability 
which  Qod  giveth.  And  tlie  larger  jind  more  influential  congregations 
in-  large  towns  and  great  cities  are  under  special  obligations  to  support 
this  scheme  of  tlie  Church  with  liberality  and  cordial  good-will.  They 
are  noarished  by  that  influx  of  the  population  to  the  great  centres  of 
commercial  enterprise  which  drains  away  the  strength  and  vigour  of  rural 
congregations.  Should  the  supplemented  congregations  throughout  the 
country  districts  be  extinguished,  the  congregations  in  towns  which 
are  at  present  wealthy  and  prosperoos,  would  soon  be  weakened  and 
diminished;  and  it  requires  only  the  most  cursory  investigation  to 
convince  any  one  that  many  of  the  most  intelligent,  liberal,  and  active 
members  of  city  congregations  have  come  to  them  from  remote  districts 
after  receiving  their  religious  training  in  small  congregations,  presided 
over  by  ministers  of  that  class  which  the  Augmentation  Fund  is 
designed  to  benefit  by  adding  to  the  means  of  their  own  material  com- 
fort, and  to  the  enjoyment  of  their  families  and  homes. 

All  these  considerations  are  enhanced  and  enforced  by  the  drcom- 
stances  of  the  present  time.  Voluntary  Churches  are  on  their  trial; 
and,  as  the  days  of  civil  establishments  of  religion  seem  to  he  nnmbered, 
men  are  observing  the  working  and  the  efficiency  of  self-supporting 
religions  aasoctations  with  a  closer  and  more  critical  gaze.  The  opponents  . 
of  that  union  of  Presbyterian  Churches  to  which  the  Union  Committee 
of  this  Synod  has  declared  that  it  sees  no  barrier  in  principle,  and  for 
the  consummation  of  which  many  members  of  the  Sjmod  so  ardently 
long  and  pray,  are  ready  to  avail  themselves  of  any  failure  in  our 
arrang^ents  for  ministerial  support  as  the  means  of  placing  a  new 
barricadfl  in  die  way  of  further  progress.  And  we  owe  it  to  the  brethren 
in  those  Cfatirclies  who  have  idready  done  so  much  to  break  down  the 
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wall  which  divided  their  denoininatioiis  from  onrs,  to  put  forth  each 
cordial  and  saccessful  efforts  on  hehalf  of  this  scheme  as  may  BnfSca  to 
show  them  that  fears  and  prognostications  of  its  failure  are  baseless,  and 
that  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  has  within  it,  at  once  the  material 
resources,  and  the  love  of  the  brethren,  which  will  secure  that  the 
measnre  of  sopport  already  given  to  her  ministers  shall  not  be  dimi- 
nished, bnt  rather  increased.  The  Committee  therefore  conclude  their 
report  on  the  Augmentation  Fund  with  the  expression  of  their  ear- 
nest hope,  that  the  Synod  may  give  its  best  attenUon  to  the  interests 
of  that  vitally  important  Fund;  and  may  devise  and  carry  into  effect 
measures  by  which  the  supplemented  congregations  may  be  stimulated 
to  bear  more  fully  their  proper  share  of  their  own  congregational 
burdens,  while  the  aid-giving  congregations,  in  the  increasing  liberality 
with  which  they  may  be  induced  to  sustain  this  Fund,  may  have  eDlarging 
experience  that  'it  is  more  blessed  to  ^ve  than  to  receive,'  and  that 
'  with  the  same  measure  with  which  they  mete  it  is  measured  to  them 
again.'

organization  for  obtaining  donations,  suAtcriptiont,  and  collections  on 
behalf  of  the  Augmentation  Scheme,  which  might  be  supplied  by  devolving, 
through  an  appointment  of  Synod,  the  special  charge  and  reepontibUity  of 
soliciting  and  colUelaig  these  contrib^iont  on  some  permanent  body  in  each 
congregation,  whether  it  be  the  sseston  or  some  other  congregational  organiza- 
tion ;  and  further,  to  direct  tlie  attention  of  Presbyteries  to  those  eases  of 
self-supporting  congregations  in  which  the  payment  to  ministers  for  slipmd 
and  expenses  is  lest  than  £157,  10s.,  witli  the  view  of  encouraging  titem  to 
increaee  the  payment  at  least  to  the  minimum  standard  with  the  leatt 
poseibU  delay;  to  instruct  Presbyteries  to  appoint  Augmentation  Com- 
mittees, with  efficient  Conveners,  to  taks  charge  of  the  interettt  of  the 
Augmentation  Scheme  wUhin  their  respective  bounds ;  and  to  requett  these 
Conveners  to  use  diligence  in  securing  tliat  every  congregation  shall  have 
the  opportunity  of  doing  what  it  is  able  and  willing  to  do  on  behalf  of  the 
Augmentation  I^nd,  and  to  r^ort  to  tlie  Home  Committee,  through  the 
Home  Secretary,  after  each  meeting  of  their  respective  Committees,  (A«  pro- 
gress which  Itat  been  made  in  the  collection  of  funds  in  their  several  tfistrtctt. 
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REPORT  ON  THE  AGED  AND  INFIRM 
MINISTERS'  FUND. 

Afl  in  the  previoiis  year,  the  Aged  and  Infirm  Mioistrav'  Fund  hati 
daring  the  year  1870-71  been  administered  by  the  Home  Committee 
of  the  Synod's  Board  of  Missions ;  and  in  accordance  with  the  in- 
stmctions  of  the  Synod,  tliey  present  the  following  report  of  their 
procedure  in  connection  with  it. 

At  the  date  of  last  year's  report,  the  number  of  Anntiitaots  on  the 
Fnnd  was  34.  One  of  these,  the  Bev.  John  Cooper,  formerly  minister 
at  FaU,  was  by  ^e  appointment  of  Synod,  at  the  sixth  sederunt  of  its 
meetings  in  May  1870,  transferred  from  the  Aged  and  Infirm  Ministers' 
Fund,  and  placed  as  the  fourth  Annuitant  on  the  Brown  Testimonial 
Fand.  Since  May  1870  four  of  the  Annuitants  have  died,  viz.,  the 
Ber.  Wm.  Fisher  of  New  Leeds ;  the  Rev.  W.  Borwick  of  Bell  Street 
Congregation,  Dundee ;  the  Bev.  Wm.  Ramsay  of  Crieff ;  and  the 
Rev.  James  Meikle,  D.D.,  of  Mitchell  Street  Congregation,  Beith. 
Prior  to  his  decease,  Mr.  Fisher  had  received  four  half-yearly  payments 
on  accoant  of  his  annuity,  and  Mr.  Borwick  seven ;  and  as  Mr. 
Ramsay  died  in  the  78th  year  of  his  age  and  the  46th  of  his  ministry, 
and  Dr.  Meikle  in  the  83d  year  of  his  age  and  the  59th  of  his  ministry, — 
BO  that  the  joint  miniatiy  of  these  two  aged  pastors  of  the  Church  con- 
siderably exceeded  one  hundred  years, — it  affords  a  striking  illostration 
of  the  shortness  of  the  average  term  during  which  the  benefits  of  this 
Fund  are  enjoyed  by  those  who  have  long  and  honourably  served  the 
Church  in  the  ministry  of  the  word,  to  note  that  the  latter  of  these 
Annuitants  died  when  he  had  received  only  four  half-yearly  payments 
from  the  Fnnil,  and  the  former  when  he  had  received  only  three ;  his 
name  having  been  mentioned  in  last  report  as  one  of  those  which  had 
been  placed  on  the  roll  of  Annuitants,  while  it  is  now  reported  as  that 
of  a  minister  who  has  been  removed  from  that  roll,  because,  having '  fallen 
asleep,'  he  can  be  ministered  unto  by  the  Chnrch  on  earth  no  more. 

These  changes  would  have  reduced  the  number  of  Annuitants  to 
39  ;  hot  it  has  been  raised  to  31  by  the  admission,  in  accordance  with 
the  reports  and  recommendations  of  their  respective  Presbyteries,  of 
the  foUowing  brethren  as  participants  in  the  benefits  of  the  Fund,  viz., 
the  Rev.  John  Lamb,  minister  of  the  Congregation  at  Errol,  and  the 
Rev.  David  T.  Jamieaon,  minister  of  Princes  Street  Congregation, 
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The  names  taken  from  the  list  of  Annuitants  since  last  meeting  of 
Synod  have  thus  been  5,  and  the  additions  to  the  list  have  been  2. 
Tlie  number  of  Annuitants  on  the  Fond  has  consequently  been  reduced 
during  the  year  by  three  ;  and  there  are  at  present  31  ministers  on  the 
list  of  Annuitants,  and  entitled  to  receive  annaities  at  the  next  half- 
yearly  distribution  on  the  lat  July  1871. 

The  Treasurer's  account  of  the  income  and  expenditure  of  the  Fund 
is  printed  in  the  Missionary  Record  for  April  1871 ;  and  is  arranged 
as  usual  nnder  two  branches,  viz.,  Ist,  The  Capital  Fund;  and  gd,  The 
Annuity  Fund,  whicli  is  supported  by  the  annual  profits  of /the  invested 
Capital,  and  by  annual  subscriptions,  donations,  and  coUedtioas 'Spe^ally 
allocated  to  the  payment  of  the  annuities  granted  by  the  Honu  Con- 
mittee  in  their  administration  of  the  Fund.  An  absteactiof  tiHisboenat

The  above  statement  does  not  ioclade  the  sam  of  £74, 17s.  lOd., 
which  was  received  during  the  year  1870  from  the  Tmstcos  of  die 
Brown  Testimonial  Fund,  and  paid  to  the  late  Bev.  Qeo.  Wood  of 
Kirkcudbright,  and  to  the  Bev.  John  Cooper,  formerly  of  FaJS)— 4be 
former  and  present  Annuitants  on  that  Fund. 

These  financial  statements  are  satisfactory  and  enconragiDg.  The 
additions  to  the  Capital  'Fand  in  the  year  1870  have  in  ^moont  been 
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more  thaa  double  those  of  the  preceding  year,  having  been  £391,  69.  8d. ; 
and  showing  an  excess  over  those  of  Uie  year  1869  of  £158,  Os.  3d. 
And  the  Income  of  the  Annaity  branch  of  the  Fund,  from  donations, 
Hubacriptions,  aud  legacies,  which  in  1869  was  £613,  63.  3d.,  has  in 
1870  been  £1543,  17s.  7d.,  showing  an  increase  during  the  past  year 
of  £980,  lis.  4d. ;  of  which  increase  there  was —

The  result  is,  that  while  in  1869  the  expenditure  exceeded  the  income 
by  £136,  6s.  Od.,  the  income  for  the  year  1870  has  exceeded  the 
expenditure  by  £795,  9s.  Id. ;  and  the  balance  in  favour  of  the 
Fund,  which  at  1st  January  1870  was  only  £258,  la.  lOd.,  was  at  1st 
January  1871  increased  to  £l053,  lOs.  lid.  Taking  the  two  branches 
of  the  Fund — Capital  and  Annuity — together,  the  increase  of  income  in 
1870,  as  compared  with  1869,  has  been  £1088,  lis.  7d. 

The  working  of  the  Annuity  branch  of  the  Fund  for  the  current 
half-year  may  be  thus  exhibited : —

which  sum  wiU  be  fully  adequate  for  the  half-yearly  payments  to  the 
Annuitants  which  will  become  due  on  the  1st  July  1871 ;  whereas 
in  last  report  it  was  estimated  that  on  the  1st  July  1870  there  would, 
after  the  payment  of  the  annuities  due  on  that  day,  be  a  deficiency  of 
about  £500. 

The  condition  of  the  Annuity  branch  of  the  Fund  is  thus  at  present 
tnoch  more  hopeful  and  satisfactory  than  it  was  when  last  year's  report 
was  presented  to  the  Synod.  As  the  result  of  the  appeal  made  by  the 
Synod,  and  by  circular  from  the  Home  Committee,  to  the  ministers  and 
congregations  of  the  Church,  and  of  the  generous  donations  obtained 
from  individual  members  of  these  congregations,  the  amount  received  by 
the  Treasurer  has  not  only  been  fully  adequate  for  meeting  all  the 
demands  against  the  Fund,  but  has  also  considerably  increased  the 
balance  in  favour  of  the  Fond  at  the  end  of  the  year.  And  as  the  con- 
dition of  the  Fond  has  been  thus  improved  during  the  past  year,  although 
only  175  oat  of  the  600  congregations  on  the  Synod's  roll  have  since 
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May  1870  made  the  collection  oa  behalf  of  the  Fund,  which,  by  appoint- 
ment of  Synod,  all  are  expected  to  make  before  May  1872,  it  is  only 
necessary,  in  order  to  secure  the  continued  prosperity  of  the  Fund,  that  it 
should  be  again  cconuiended  by  the  Synod  to  Che  liberal  support  of  ^e 
younger  ministers  of  the  Church  who  have  not  yet  contributed  to  it, 
and  to  the  continued  sympathy  and  generosity  of  the  more  wealthy 
members  of  the  denomination  who,  out  of  the  abundance  with  which 
God  has  enriched  them,  may  be  able  to  aid  it  by  donations  or  bequests; 
and  that  the  congregations  which  hare  not  yet  made  the  collection  ap- 
pointed at  last  meeting  of  the  Supreme  Court,  shonld  again  be  requested 
to  make  it  on  an  early  day,  and  to  forward  the  amount  collected  to  the 
Synod's  Treasurer,  if  possible,  before  the  close  of  the  present  year,  or,  at 
the  latest,  before  the  meeting  of  Synod  in  May  1872.  If  these  recom- 
mendations shall  be  made  by  the  Synod,  and  liberally  responded  to  by 
the  Church,  the  necessities  of  the  Fund  for  the  ensuing  year  will  be 
fully  met,  and  the  minds  of  all  will  be  relieved  from  every  passing 
shade  of  anxiety  in  reference  to  the  sufficiency  and  permanence  of  that 
provision  for  the  aged  pastors  of  the  Church  which  it  is  the  design  of 
this  Fund  to  supply  to  them  under  the  increasing  harden  of  years  and 
infirmities. 

The  lesson  taught  by  the  experience  of  the  past  twelve  months  is, 
that  a  comparatively  small  effort  is  required  for  adequately  smtaining 
the  Aged  and  Infirm  Ministers'  Fund,  when  the  Church  unitedly 
determines  that  the  needed  contributions  shall  not  be  withheld.  With 
the  exception  of  a  very  few  most  liberal  donations,  of  which  one  was 
alluded  to  in  last  year's  report,  and  another  is  believed  to  have  been 
given  by  a  preacher  of  fifty  years'  standing,  out  of  a  gift  presented  to 
him  on  occasion  of  the  jubilee  of  bis  licence  with  the  view  of  adding  to 
his  own  comfort  In  the  evening  of  life,  no  large  sum  has  been  contributed 
by  any  individual.  Bat  the  younger  ministera  of  the  Church  who  were 
specially  appealed  to  in  last  year's  report  have  cheerfully  responded  to 
that  appeal,  and  73  of  them  have,  during  the  last  year,  contributed 
to  the  two  branches  of  the  Fund  £130.  The  appeal  to  congrega- 
tions for  increased  support  has  also  met  with  a  cordial  and  generous 
response,  and  175  congregations  have  made  the  first  biennial  collection 
on  behalf  of  the  Fund,  contributing  on  an  average  a  little  more  than 
£4  each.  These  are  not  specially  urged  to  repeat  their  contributions 
daring  the  ensuing  year,  though  some  of  them  may  voluntarily  present 
on  annual  offering ;  but  their  example  and  its  fruits  are  adduced  as  a 
stimulus  to  the  430  congregations  which  have  not  contributed  during  the 
past  twelve  months,  and  on  whose  liberality,  therefore,  the  Aged  and 
Infirm  Ministers'  Fund  must  chiefly  depend  for  its  efficiency  during  the 
coming  year.  The  Home  Committee  believe  these  congregations  will 
not  in  general  disappoint  the  expectation  cherished  concerning  them,  and 
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that  they  will  not  nfuse  to  pat  forth  the  nnited  effort  which  will  so 
easily  sapply  all  that  is  requisite  for  maintaining  the  proBperitj  of  the 
Fund,  and  for  enabling  the  Treasurer  to  present  to  next  meeting  of 
Synod  a  balance-sheet  even  more  favourable  tlian  that  of  which  an 
abstract  is  incorporated  with  this  report.  The  Fund  is  intended  to 
benefit  congregations  as  well  as  the  ministers  who  hare  grown  old  in 
their  service;  and  as  all  congregations  and  all  ministers  who  require 
the  assistance  which  this  Fand  is  intended  to  supply  are  equally  entitled 
to  participate  in  its  benefits  on  complying  with  its  rules,  they  should  all 
be  ready  to  perform  their  proper  part  of  the  common  work  of  sustaining 
it;  while  they  should  also,  according  to  their  ability,  be  desirous  of  par- 
taking in  the  honour  and  privilege  of  ministering  to  the  comfort,,  and 
angmentiug  the  happiness,  of  those  servants  of  the  Lord  Jesns  who  have 
been  reluctantly  constrained  to  cease  from  the  active  duties  of  the  gospel 
ministry,  because,  through  failing  strength,  they  are  no  longer  able  to 
perform  them.  This  recognition  of  the  value  attached  to  their  pro- 
tracted and  self-denying  labours  is  due  not  only  from  the  congregations 
over  which  they  were  immediately  placed,  but  also  from  the  Church  at 
large.  Their  unwillingness  to  be  burdensome  to  any,  and  their  love  to 
the  work  in  which  they  are  engaged,  usually  delay  their  application  for 
assistance  from  the  Fund  until  their  day  of  life  is  far  spent ;  and  the 
shortness  of  the  evening  hour,  during  which  so  large  a  portion  of  the 
Annuitants  enjoy  the  benefits  of  the  Fund,  emphaticalty  demands  that 
the  support  given  to  them  should  be  at  once  liberal  and  steady  so  long  as 
they  require  it.  Nor  is  the  ministration  of  this  Fund  acceptable  and 
profitable  to  men  alone.  It  b  a  service  which  may  well  be  regarded  as 
'an  odour  of  a  sweet  smell,  a  sacrifice  acceptable  and  well  pleasing'  to 
Him  whose  law  requires  that  the  old  man  and  the  hoary  head  shall  be 
honoored ; — whoso  word  of  promise  conveys  the  cheering  assurance, 
*  Even  to  your  old  age  I  am  He ;  and  even  to  hoar  haira  will  I  cany 
you :  I  have  made,  and  I  will  bear ;  even  I  will  carry,  and  will  deliver 
yon ;' — and  to  whom,  therefore,  His  aged  servants  may,  in  confidence  of 
faith,  present  the  prayer,  '  Cast  me  not  off  in  the  time  of  old  age :  for- 
sake me  not  when  my  strengtk  faileth.'  '  O  Qod,  Thou  hast  taught  me 
from  my  youth,  and  hitherto  have  I  declared  Thy  wondrous  works.  Now 
also  when  I  am  old  and  grey-headed,  O  God,  forsake  me  not ;  until  I 
have  showed  Thy  strength  unto  this  generation,  and  Thy  power  to  every 
one  that  is  to  come.' 

In  deference  to  the  wish  so  strongly  expressed  by  some  members  of 
the  Synod  at  its  meeting  in  May  1870,  and  as  that  which  may  be  ex- 
pedient once  in  a  decade  of  years,  thoogh  not  desirable  in  each  annual 
report,  the  Committee  append  a  list  of  the  Annuitants  at  present  on  the 
roll,  with  the  date  in  each  caae  of  the  first  term  of  payment : —

who  haee  not  yet  contributed  to  if,  and  to  the  continued  sympathy  and 
generosity  of  the  more  wealthy  members  of  the  denomination,  viho  may  be 
able  to  aid  it  by  donations  or  bequests  ;  and  to  recommend  tlie  congregations 
which  have  not  yet  made  the  collection  appointed  in  May  1870,  to  make  it 
on  an  early  day,  and  to  forward  the  amount  collected  to  the  Synod's 
Treasurer,  if  possible,  before  the  close  of  the  present  year,  or,  at  the  latest, 
before  the  meeting  of  Synod  in  May  1872,^ 
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REPORT  ON  GENERAL  STATISTICS. 


Mat  1871. 

The  schedules  iasned  in  December  for  the  Ooagregatiooal  Statiatics  of 
the  year  1870  have  been  filled  np  and  retamed  to  the  Home  Secretary, 
for  the  use  of  the  Synod  and  the  Home  Committee,  by  601  congre- 
gations ;  or,  by  6  congregationa  more  than  in  any  former  year.  Aa  in  the 
year  1869,  the  returns  have  been  complete  from  27  out  of  the  31  Presby- 
teries of  the  Church ;  and  in  the  remaining  4  Presbyteries  there  are  only 
6  congregations  which  hare  not  filled  up  the  schedules  sent  to  them  for 
the  year  1870 — namely,  one  in  the  Presbyteiy  of  Berwick,  too  in  the 
Presbytery  of  Glasgow,  two  in  the  Presbytery  of  Hamilton,  and  one  in 
the  Presbytery  of  Stirling.  Each  of  these  six  congregations  has,  how- 
ever, made  its  return  on  some  previous  occasion,  and  three  of  them  sent 
in  returns  so  recently  as  last  year.  While,  therefore,  it  would  have  been 
more  satisfactory  to  have  been  able  to  state  that  every  congregation  had 
filled  up  and  returned  its  schedule  for  the  year  1870,  the  statistics  of  the 
six  congregations  which  have  withheld  the  information  which  they  were 
requested  to  supply  hare  been  estimated,  with  a  close  approximation  to 
the  actual  facts,  from  their  former  papers,  and  the  results  stated  in  this 
report  may  be  relied  on  as  both  accnrate<  and  complete.  The  table  sub- 
joined exhibits  the  progressive  increase  at  once  of  the  number  of 
congregations  placed  on  the  Synod's  roll,  and  of  those  by  which  the 
annual  statistical  returns  have  been  prepared  and  forwarded  as  the 
Synod  directs : — 
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The  nnmber  of  coogregationB  on  the  roll  of  the  Synod  in  December 

1869  was  600,  bat  on  the  Slat  December  1870  the  nnmber  was  607. 
Seven  new  congregations  have  thus  been  erected  during  the  past  year, — 
namely,  the  congregations  of  Holy  Iiland,  in  the  Presbytery  of  Berwick; 
Glengamock,  in  the  Presbytery  of  Kilmarnock ;  Dalton,  in  the  Presby- 
tery of  Lancashire ;  Forest  EiU  and  New  Barnety  in  the  Presbytery  of 
London  ;  Gateshead,  in  the  Presbytery  of  Newcastle ;  and  Dollar,  in  the 
Presbyteiy  of  Stirling.     The  increase  in  the  number  of  congregations  in 

1870  has  thus  been  sevenfold  that  of  the  previous  year;  and  it  may  be 
noted  that  Jive  of  the  new  congregations  are  located  in  England,  and  two 
in  Scotland ;  that  four  of  them  ore  planted  in  villages  or  comparatively 
small  towns,  and  three  in  the  vicinity  of  great  centres  of  popolation  in 
the  cities  or  larger  towns. 

The  number  of  baptisms  reported  in  1870  has  been  verynearly  the  same 
as  in  each  of  the  two  preceding  years,  being  11,671 ;  while  it  was  11,624 
in  1868)  and  11,636  in  1869.  Of  the  persons  baptized,  the  number  of 
infants  is  reported  as  11,578,  and  the  number  of  adults  as  93.  The  large 
increase  in  the  number  of  young  persons  under  religious  instruction  in 
Sabbath  schools,  ministers'  and  elders'  Bible  classes,  and  otherwise,  which 
was  noted  in  1869,  has  continued  progressively  in  1870.  The  number  of 
Sabbath-school  teachers,  which  in  1869  was  10,036,  has  increased  during 
the  year  1870  to  10,490 ;  and  the  number  of  scholars  attending  classes 
in  Sabbath  schools,  which  in  the  report  of  1869  was  given  as  79,238, 
has  risen  in  1870  to  82,440.  The  increase  daring  last  year  in  the 
number  of  teachers  has  been  454,  and  in  the  number  of  scholars  3202  ; 
thus  showing  an  increase,  in  two  years,  of  6891  yoang  persons  under 
instruction  in  Sabbath  schools.  There  has,  however,  been  a  decrease  in 
the  number  of  advanced  Bible  classes  taught  by  ministers  and  elders, 
though  not  in  the  aggregate  attendance  at  them.  The  number  of 
these  classes  in  1869  was  731,  while  it  has  only  been  716  in  1870,  which 
is  15  less  than  the  nnmber  in  1869,  and  50  less  than  in  1868.  The 
aggregate  attendance  at  these  716  classes,— of  which  567  are  reported  as 
taught  by  ministers  and  149  by  elders, — ^is  returned  as  21,585,  which 
shows  an  increase  daring  last  year  of  1110,  and  exceeds  the  number 
attending  766  classes  in  1868  by  621. 

The  number  of  members  in  full  communion  with  the  United  Pres- 
byterian Church,  which  at  the  end  of  the  year  1869  was  178,423, 
has  been  returned  for  1870  as  179,652,  showing  an  increase  during 
tlie  latter  year  of  1229,  or  considerably  more  than  double  the  increase 
in  the  year  1869,  which  was  518.  The  average  attendance  at  public 
worship  on  the  Lord's  day  is  returned  for  1870  as  205,009,  which  is 
178  less  than  the  number  stated  in  the  report  for  1869.  The  average 
membership  in  each  congregation  is  296,  which  is  one  less  than  the 
average  given  in  last  report ;  and  the  average  attendance  at  each  church 
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is  338,  or  4  tesg  than  the  average  attendance  reported  in  1669.    This 
seeming  decrease  arises  from  the  addition  of  new  congregations. 

In  fourteen  Presbyteries  of  the  Church  the  namber  of  members  has 
been  diminished  daring  the  past  year  by  520 ;  while  in  the  other  smm^ 
teen  Presbyteries  the  memb^hip  has  been  increased  by  1749,  leaving 
the  iocrease  over  the  whole  Church,  as  stated  above,  1229.  The  14 
Presbyteries  in  which  the  membership  has  decreased,  though  io  some  of 
them  very  slightly,  are:  Kilmarnock  (1),  Falkirk  (2),  Ireland  (5),  Buchan 
(7),  Annandale  (9),  Galloway  (18),  Newcastle  (35),  Kirkcaldy  (36), 
Kelso  (46),  Kinross  (52),  Cupar  (63),  Perth  (80),  Berwick  (82),  and 
Damrfries  (84), — the  decrease  being  least  in  Kilmarnock,  where  it  has 
been  only  one,  and  greatest  in  Dumfries,  where  it  has  been  84.  The 
other  17  Presbyteries,  in  which  the  membership  has  increased  dnring 
the  year  1870,  are:  Glasgow  (757),  Lancashire  (215),  Hamilton  (130), 
Lanark  (114),  Paisley  and  Greenock  (96),  Melrose  (80),  Banffshire 
(57),  Dundee  (49),  Aberdeen  (44),  Edinburgh  (44),  Dunfermline  (34), 
London  (25),  Orkney  (24),  Elgin  and  Inverness  (22),  Arbroath  (20), 
Carlisle  (20),  and  Stirling  (16), — the  increase  being  greatest  in  Glas- 
gow, where  in  1869  it  was  884,  and  last  year  757,  and  in  Lancashire, 
where  in  1869  it  was  212,  and  last  year  215 ;  and  least  in  Stirling, 
where  it  has  been  only  18.  In  the  metropolitan  Presbytery  of  London 
the  increase  of  membership  has  not  exceeded  25 ;  and  in  the  Presbyteiy 
of  Edinburgh,  althongh  the  recent  census  has  shown  so  large  an  increase 
of  population  in  the  chief  city  within  its  bounds  during  the  last  decade, 
the  addition  to  the  membership  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Cborcb  has 
last  year  been  44. 

To  illustrate  the  manner  in  which  the  general  increase  in  the  mem- 
bership of  the  Church,  which  the  statistics  of  the  past  year  make  mani- 
fest, has  been  distributed  over  the  congregations  of  the  Synod,  a  tabular 
statement,  similar  to  that  which  was  given  in  last  year's  report,  has  been 
prepared,  exhibitibg  the  number  of  congregations  in  each  Presbyteiy  in 
which  the  decrease  in  the  namber  of  members  has  not  exceeded  ten,  or 
has  been  more  than  ten ;  the  number  of  congregations  in  which  the 
increase  of  the  membership  has  not  exceeded  ten,  or  has  been  more  than 
ten ;  the  number  of  congregations  in  each  Presbyteiy ;  the  number  of 
congregations  in  the  larger  cities  and  towns,  or  their  vicmity,  and  the  pro- 
portion of  these  in  which  the  membership  has  increased ;  and  the  number 
of  congregations  in  smaller  towns  and  rural  districts,  with  the  proportion  of 
these  in  which  also  the  membership  has  increased.  From  that  table  it 
will  be  seen  that  of  the  607  congregations  on  the  Synod's  roll  there  are 
288,  or  14  more  than  last  year,  in  which  the  membership  has  increased 
in  1870 ;  there  are  60  in  which  the  number  of  members  was  the  same 
at  the  end  of  the  year  as  its  commencement  j  and  there  are  259,  or  13 
less  than  in  1869,  in  which  the  membership  has  diminished  during  the 
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past  year.  Also,  that  of  214  congregations  classified  as  in  or  near  to 
cities  or  large  towns,  there  are  121,  or  2  more  than  last  year,  is  which 
the  nomber  of  members  has  been  increased  in  1870,  and  therefore  93 
in  which  the  membership  has  either  been  stationary  or  has  diminished ; 
while,  of  the  393  congregations  classified  as  located  in  small  towns  and 
rural  districts,  there  are  167  congregations,  or  12  more  than  in  1869,  in 
which  an  increase  of  members  is  returned ;  and  there  are  consequently 
226  in  which  the  membership  has  either  remained  stationary  or  has 
diminished  daring  the  past  year.    The  table  is  subjoined : — 

MEMBERSHIP  OF  CONGREGATIONS  IN  1870  A3  COMPARED  WITH  1869. 
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The  number  of  students  enrolled  in  the  Theological  Hall  for  the 
session  of  1870,  including  one  Waldensian  student,  since  ordained  to 
labour  at  Kome  in  connection  with  the  Free  Italian  Church,  was  139. 
Of  the  138  ordinary  students,  there  were  24  of  the  fifth,  or  most 
advanced  year,  30  of  the  fourth  year,  30  of  the  third  year,  26  of  the 
second  year,  and  28  of  the  first  or  entrance  year.  The  number  of  pro- 
bationers, including  those  on  the  list  of  occasional  supply,  is  only  80, 
being  23  less  than  at  the  close  of  the  year  1869. 

The  number  of  paid  agents  employed  as  missionaries  Bihle-women, 
catechists,  etc.  in  connection  with  the  congregations  of  the  Synod  has 
been  returned  for  the  year  1870  as  195,  being  7  more  than  the  num- 
ber stated  in  the  report  for  the  year  preceding.  Of  these  agents  there 
were  employed  in  the  Presbytery  of  Aberdeen  2,  of  Arbroath  1,  of  Ber- 
wick 1,  of  Carlisle  1,  of  Dundee  7,  of  Dunfermline  3,  of  Edinburgh  33, 
of  Elgin  and  Inverness  1,  of  Falkirk  1,  of  Glasgow  93,  of  Hamilton  2, 
of  Kilmarnock  2,  of  Lancashire  15,  of  London  2,  of  Melrose  2,  of  New- 
castie  5,  of  Orkney  8,  of  Paisley  and  Greenock  14,  of  Perth  1,  and  of 
Stirlmg  1.  These  agents  are  therefore  distributed  over  all  districts  of 
the  Church ;  and  they  are  most  numerous  in  the  Presbyteries  of  Glas< 
gow,  Edinburgh,  and  Lancashire,  where  their  labours  are  most  urgently 
required  among  the  masses  of  the  population,  who  are  there  so  densely 
grouped  together.  In  several  instances  they  have  been  aided  during  the 
past  year  by  the  six  evangelistic  agents  employed  by  the  Home  Com- 
mittee of  the  Board  of  Missions  with  the  sanction  of  the  Synod ;  and 
although  the  results  of  their  assiduous  and  unostentatious  labours  cannot 
be  tabulated  among  statistical  returns,  and  may  not  attract  the  attention 
nor  elicit  the  applause  of  men,  it  cannot  he  doubted  that  they  are  pre- 
paring the  way  for  the  more  complete  manifestatiob  of  that  kingdom  of 
heaven,  '  which  cometh  not  with  observation,'  and  that  they  are  often 
honoured  of  God  as  instruments  by  whom  He  adds  unto  the  Church  such 
as  are  being  saved,  and  brings  the  wanderer  and  the  outcast  back  into 
His  fold. 

Under  the  head  of  Congregational  Libraries  the  schedules  for  the  past 
year  indicate  the  existence  of  508  libraries,  containing  in  the  aggregatt 
199,833  volumes.  There  baa  therefore  been,  during  the  year  1870,  an 
increase  of  10  libraries  and  of  5024  volumes,  beyond  the  numbers  stated 
in  the  report  for  1869 ;  and  as  the  means  and  opportunities  for  the 
att^nment  of  knowledge  are  thus  made  more  abundant  in  connection 
with  various  congregations,  it  may  be  hoped  that  the  love  of  reading  good 
books,  and  the  desire  to  acquire  useful  and  improving  knowledge,  are 
also  becoming  increasingly  general,  especially  among  the  young,  dirongh- 
out  the  denomination. 

The  decrease  in  the  aggregate  attendance  at  prayer  meetings,  monthly, 
fortnightly,  and  weekly,  which  was  noted  in  the  report  on  the  statistics 
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of  the  year  1869,  has  continued  during  1870.  The  number  reported  as 
attending  these  meetinga  in  1869  \ras  27,757  ;  but  in  1870  it  has  been 
27,082,  which  shows  a  decrease  of  675  during  the  latter  year. 

The  number  of  out-stations  at  which  the  ministers  of  the  Church  have 
reported  that  they  have  conducted  religious  services  is  addition  to  the 
regular  public  services  of  their  stated  places  of  worship,  with  greater  or 
less  frequency  and  regularity,  during  the  year  1870,  has  been  returned 
as  656. 

As  the  first  division  of  the  statistical  schedules  has  reference  to  the 
number  of  members  included  in  and  of  agents  employed  by  the  Church, 
60  the  second  has  reference  to  the  pecuniary  income  contributed  by  the 
members  and  friends  of  the  congregations  which  constitute  the  Church, 
and  to  the  expenditure  which  the  support  of  the  various  institutions  and 
agencies  of  the  Church  annually  involves.  The  income  of  the  Church 
is  usually  arranged  under  two  heads :  Ist,  '  Income  which  appears  in  the 
Treasurer's  accounts  and  iu  statistical  returns  as  contributed  by  con- 
gregations, and  which  may  therefore  be  regarded  as  strictly  congrega- 
tional;' and  2d,  'Income  derived  from  legacies,  contributions  byforeigo 
mission  churches,  and  donations  from  individuals  belonging  either  to  our  - 
own  or  other  denominations  who  pay  their  contributions  direct  to  the 
Synod's  Treasurer,  without  passing  them  through  any  congregational 
society.'  The  latter  branch  of  the  Church's  income  is  fiuctuating  a^d 
uncertain ;  the  former  includes  the  ordinary  and  more  reliable  sources 
of  income,  and  affords,  io  its  increase  or  decline,  the  most  ac<:urate  mone- 
tary index  of  the  condition  and  progi^ss  of  the  Church's  funds.  Under 
this  head  of  Congregational  Income,  we  may,  however,  again  distinguish 
between  income  received  for  strictiy  congregational  purposes,  and  income 
contributed  for  missionary  and  benevolent  purposes. 

Congregational  income  for  strictly  congregational  purposes  includes 
the  amount  subscribed  and  collected  for  the  support  of  ordinances,  for 
the  erection,  enlargement,  or  repair  of  buildings,  for  liquidation  of  con- 
gregational debt,  and  for  all  other  purposes  connected  with  the  accom- 
modation and  comfort  of  the  congregation  itself.  The  amount  of 
congregational  income  returned  in  the  schedules  of  statistics  for  the 
year  1870  is  £215,866,  which  exceeds  the  amount  reported  in  1869  by 
£6183.  To  this  income  for  congregational  purposes  tliere  is  to  be  added 
the  amount  contributed  for  missionary  and  benevolent  purposes,  which  is 
returned  in  the  schedules  for  1870  as  £68,745,  and  which  also  exceeds 
the  amount  reported  in  1869  by  £4766.  Taking  these  two  branches 
together,  the  total  amount  of  congregational  income  returned  in  the 
schedules  for  1870  as  collected  in  that  year  is  £284,611,  which  exceeds 
the  amount  reported  in  1869  by  no  less  a  sum  than  £10,949 ;  tints  con- 
tinuing that  long  series  of  annual  advances  in  the  development  of  the 
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Church's  resources,  in  which  there  has  not  been  even  an  apparent  in- 
terruption since  1862.  and  affording  hopeful  promise  of  farther  advance 
in  coming  years.  Commencing  with  the  year  1861,  the  amounts  re- 
tamed  as  congregational  income  during  the  last  ten  years  have  been 
£205,166,  £202,875  (an  apparent  decrease,  bat  followed  by  a  larger  ad- 
vance), £216,018,  £329,549,  £246,701,  £260,540,  £265,561,  £269,016, 
£273,662,  and  £284,611 — the  income  from  congregational  sources  for 
1870  exceeding  that  for  1860  by  £82,559.  The  aggregate  amount 
collected  and  contribated  as  congregational  income  in  the  ten  years 
ending  at  31st  December  1870  has  been  £2,453,699,  or  £82,559  more 
than  was  collected  in  the  ten  years  ending  at  31st  Deoember  1869.  The 
average  rate  of  contributions  to  congregational  income  for  all  purposes 
daring  the  year  1870  has  been  £l,  lis.  8d.  per  member,  which  is  an 
increase  of  one  shilling  per  member  on  the  rate  of  contribution  in  1869, 
but  of  68.  ll^d.  per  member  on  the  average  rate  in  1860. 

The  amonnt  received  dnring  the  year  1870  under  the  second  gene- 
ral head  of  the  Church's  Income — namely,  that  which  is  derived  from 
legacies,  and  from  other  contributions  and  donations  which  are  not 
included  in  congregational  returns — has  been  £18,531,  which  exceeds  the 
amonnt  received  in  any  former  year,  except  1858  and  1868,  and  is 
£2626  more  than  the  sum  received  under  this  head  in  1869.  The 
aggregate  income  under  this  head  during  the  ten  years  ending  31st 
December  1S70  has  been  £188,225,  which  sum  exceeds  the  aggregate 
income  under  the  same  head  for  the  teu  years  ending  at  31st  December 
1869  by  £12,151. 

In  the  amount  of  contributions  obtained  in  connection  with  congre- 
gations for  all  purposes  in  the  year  1870,  there  has  been  a  decrease  in 
eleven  Presbyteries, — namely,  Lancashire,  Kinross,  Hamilton,  Dumfries, 
Galloway,  Ireland,  Cupar,  Arbroath,  Newcastle,  Aberdeen,  and  Fal- 
kirk,— this  diminution  being  greatest  in  the  Presbyteries  of  Lancashire 
(£3108),  Kinross  (£862),  and  Hamilton  (£724) ;  and  least  in  the  Pres- 
bytery of  Falkirk  (£23).  It  is  to  be  observed,  however,  that  in  those 
cades  in  which  tiie  diminution  in  the  income  of  Presbyteries  has  been 
largest,  it  has  been  occasioned,  not  by  any  decrease  in  the  ordinary 
income  of  congregations,  but  by  the  cessation  of  special  efforts  for  the 
erection  of  buildings,  or  the  liquidation  of  debt.  In  the  other  twenty 
Presbyteries  of  the  Church  there  has  been  an  increase  in  1870  in  the 
amount  of  congregational  contributions  for  all  purposes, — this  increase 
being  greatest  in  the  Presbyteries  of  Glasgow  (£5518),  and  Edinburgh 
(£3659)  ;  and  least  in  the  Presbytery  of  Buchan  (£30).  In  the  Pres- 
byterie*  of  Dunfermline  and  of  Paisley  and  Greenock  the  increase  daring 
the  year  1870  has  been  £1816  and  £1047  respectively.  In  each  of  the 
foar  Presbyteries  of  Dundee  (£919),  Kihnamock  (£686),  Flgin  and 
Inverness  (£671),  and  Banffshire  (£577),  the  increase  has  considerably 
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exceeded  £500 ;  wliile  it  has  falleD  short  of  that  som  in  the  eleven 
remaining  Presbyteries  of  Perth  (£472),  Berwick  (£417),  Carlisle 
(£410),  Lanark  (£383),  Melrose  (£362),  Orkney  (£218),  Kelso  (£207), 
LondoD  (£203),  Annandale  (£122),  StirUng  (£80),  and  Kirkcaldy  (£60). 
The  following  table  exhibits  a  comparative  statement  of  the  member- 
ship and  income  of  the  Presbyteries  of  the  Church  for  the  years  1869 
and  1870 :— 
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The  total  income  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  for  the  year 
1870  has  been  £303,142,  which  exceeds  the  income  for  1869  by  £13,575. 
This  is  the  second  time  that  the  total  annual  income  of  the  Church  has 
exceeded  £300,000 ;  the  first  having  been  in  1868,  when  the  princely  be- 
quests of  the  late  John  Henderson,  Esq.,  of  Park  expanded  the  iocome  of 
the  year  to  £318,858.  The  large  income  of  that  year  was,  however,  the 
result  of  exceptional  circumstances  ;  and  the  year  1870  is  the  first  year 
in  which  the  income  of  the  Church  has  reached  £300,000  by  the  pro- 
gressive advance  of  the  ordinary  contributions  of  its  members  and  con- 
gregations. The  amount  of  the  income  of  the  year  thus  marks  a 
distinct  period  in  the  development  of  congregational  liberality  and 
resources ;  and  demands  a  special  note  of  thanksgiving  to  Him  who 
alone  haa  enabled  His  people  to  '  offer  so  willingly  after  this  sort,'  and  to 
whom  they  have  by  their  contributions  for  the  advancement  of  His 
work  only '  given  of  His  own.'  Nor  is  it  merely  the  increasing  amount  of 
the  contributions  of  the  congregations  on  the  Synod's  roll  which  should 
furnish  occasion  for  grateful  thanksgiving.  The  number  of  the  givers 
who  present  these  contributions,  and  of  the  collectors  who  gather  them 
into  the  treasury  of  the  Church,  and  the  variety  of  the  channels  through 
which  the  stream  of  Christian  liberality  flows  almost  spontaneously  for 
the  maintenaiice  and  expansion  of  at  least  many  portions  of  the  Church's 
work,  should  also  excite  to  praise.  This  general  diffusion  of  interest 
and  contribution  over  the  whole  Church  affords  the  sm-est  pledge  for  the 
stability  of  her  institutions  and  the  enlargement  of  her  work,  since  the 
support  of  these  does  not  depend  so  much  on  the  prosperity  or  the  life 
of  a  few  liberal  and  wealthy  donors  as  on  the  manifold  support  of  a  mul- 
titude of  willing  contributors,  of  whom  few  may  be  able  to  give  any 
large  sum,  but  the  aggregate  amount  of  whose  cheerful  offerings  has 
abounded,  and  does  abound,  '  as  fruit  to  their  account,'  while  it  is 
abundant  also,  on  the  part  of  othei's,  '  by  many  thanksgivings  unto  Goi^ ; 
while,  by  the  experiment  of  this  ministration,  they  glorify  God  for  their 
professed  subjection  unto  the  gospel  of  Christ' 

The  amount  of  congregational  contributions  for  the  support  of  the 
Gospel  Ministry  has  usually  been  specially  noticed  in  the  annual  report 
on  Statbtics.  Last  year  it  was  reported  tliat  the  amount  of  the  pay- 
ments made  by  congregations  to  tlieir  own  ministers  for  stipend  in  that 
year  had  been  £109,932,  7s.  lOd. ;  that  the  additional  sums  paid  as 
allowance  for  travelling  and  other  incidental  expenses  amounted  to 
£2961,  16s.  Id. ;  and  that,  taken  together,  these  payments  made  up  the 
sum  of  £112,894,  3s.  lid.,  which  was  an  increase  of  £3609  on  the  pay- 
ments of  the  year  1868,  and  therefore  an  increase  beyond  the  average 
rate  of  £3000  per  annum,  at  which  the  aggregate  stipends  paid  by  the 
congregations  on  the  Synod's  roll  had  been  steadily  increasing  during 
several  preceding  years.  A  further  increase,  though  not  equal  to  that  of 
1869,  has  again  been  made  daring  the  year  1870.    In  that  year  the 
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direct  paymeDts  for  stipend  made  \>y  coDgregationB  liav«  been  £111,945, 
15b.  lOd^  and  the  sQm  paid  for  traTelling  and  other  incidental  expenses 
has  amoQDted  to  £2992,  4s.  9d. ;  making  together,  aa  the  full  amoant  of 
congr^ational  payments  for  stipends,  £114,898,  Os.  7d.,  and  showing  an 
increase  on  the  total  payments  for  stipends  in  the  year  1869  of  £2003, 
16s.  8d.  Escltuive  of  the  allowance  for  expenses,  the  amonnts  paid  for 
sdpends  in  each  of  the  yean  of  the  decade  which  terminated  with  the 
year  1870  has  heen  £80,185,  £83,196,  £84,922,  £92,405,  £95,975, 
£100,456,  £103,495,  £106,599,  £109,932,  and  £111,946.  Id  all,  these 
payments  amoont  to  £969,111,  which  is  £34,014  more  than  was  raised 
for  stipends  in  the  decade  which  closed  with  the  year  1869,  and  showa 
that  the  amount  raised  for  stipends  by  the  congregations  of  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church  in  1870  exceeded  the  sum  raised  for  that  purpose 
in  1860  by  rather  more  than  £34,000. 

In  order  to  ascertain  the  total  amount  of  the  coDtribntions  of  the 
United  Presbyterian  Church  for  the  support  of  its  ministers,  there  mnst 
be  add^  to  the  sums  contributed  by  congregaUons  for  the  stipends  of 
their  own  ministers,  the  amount  of  the  payments  made  tutder  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Home  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Missions  as  supplemental 
grants  to  the  weaker  congregations  on  the  Synod's  roll.  The  amount  of 
these  supplemental  payments,  which  in  1869  was  £10,835,  has  in  1870 
been  £10,745,  showing  a  decrease  of  £90  in  the  latter  year.  Adding 
these  supplemental  grants  to  the  payments  by  congregations  for  the  sup- 
port of  their  own  ministcre,  there  is  found,  as  (exclusive  of  payments 
from  bequests  and  other  extraneous  sources)  the  total  amount  of  stipend 
paid  in  the  United  Presbyterian  Church,  the  sum  of  £125,643, 15s.  7d. ; 
which  gives  an  average  stipend  to  each  minister  in  the  denomination  of 
£206,  19a.  9d.,  and  implies  an  avecage  contribution  for  stipend  from 
each  member  of  the  Church  of  14s.,  which  is  an  advance  on  the  average 
rate  per  member  in  1869  of  2d.,  but  of  3s.  7d.  on  the  average  rate  per 
member  in  1860.  These  results  are  more  fully  set  forth  by  the  following 
COMPARATIVE  TABLE  OF  STIPENDS  FOR  TEN  YEARS. 
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As  that  portion  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  which  is  located 
in  England  has  at  present  a  special  importance  In  connection  with  the 
negotiations  for  Union  among  the  unendowed  Presbyterian  Churches  of 
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Great  Britain  which  are  now  in  progress,  tlie  following  notes  of  the 
statistics  of  the  congregations  in  England  are  here  introduced  as  at 
once  interesting  and  instructive  in  themselves,  and  as  a  contribution 
towards  the  right  settlement  of  the  relation  in  which  these  congregations 
should  stand  to  the  United  Church  which  may  hereafter  be  constituted. 
For  the  purpose  of  comparison,  and  to  illustrate  the  progress  which  the 
denomination  has  made  in  England,  two  tables  are  inserted  below ;  the 
former  containing  the  earliest  reliable  statistics  of  the  English  congrega- 
tions whicli  can  be  obtained  from  the  Synod's  records,  namely,  those  for 
the  year  1860;  and  the  latter  containing  the  statistics  for  England  as 
they  have  been  retamed  in  the  schedules  for  1870. 
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It  thu9  appears  that,  during  the  last  ten  years,  there  have  been  added 
to  the  United  Presbyterian  Qturch  in  England  83  congregations)  and     ,  Ip 
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5276  members  in  full  communion  with  the  Church ;  that  the  contriba- 
tions  of  the  congregations  in  England  have  increased  during  the  same 
term  of  years,  for  congregational  purposes,  X13,863,  I5s.  2d.,  and  for 
missionary  and  benevolent  purposes  £4447,  16s.  9d.,  thus  giving  an 
increase  in  the  amount  of  contribatiooB  for  all  purposes  of  £18,311, 
lis.  lid. ;  and  that  the  contributions  to  the  various  funds  of  the  Synod 
from  congregational  societies  have  been  more  than  doubled,  having 
been  £1503,  19a.  lOd.  in  1860,  but  havmg  amounted  to  £3110,  8s.  3d. 
in  1870,  and  thus  showing  an  increase  in  annual  remittances  after  ten 
years  of  £1606,  8s.  5d.  The  contributions  of  the  ^English  congregations 
for  all  purposes  in  1870  amounted  to  £45,222,  12s.  8d.,  which  sum  is 
about  three- twentieth 8,  or  rather  less  than  one-sixth,  of  the  whole  in- 
come of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  for  that  year,  while  the  mem- 
bersliip  of  the  English  congregations  is  rather  less  than  one-tenth  of  the 
entire  membership  of  the  Church.  The  average  rate  of  contributions 
for  all  purposes  in  the  English  congregations  la  1870  was  £2,  lOs.  7^. 
per  member,  while  the  average  per  member  over  the  whole  Church  was 
£1,  lis.  8d.,  or  18s.  lli^d.  per  member  less  than  in  England.

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Iq  coDclading  this  report,  it  may  be  remarked  that,  in  reference  to 
the  statistica  of  peraons  and  agencies,  it  indicates  greater  progress  than 
was  recorded  in  the  report  for  the  year  1869-  In  that  year  there  was 
an  addition  of  only  one  congregation  to  the  59d  which  were  previously  in 
the  Synod's  roll ;  bat  in  the  year  1870  there  hare  been  7  added  to  the 
600  which  were  on  the  roll  at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  In  1869  the 
addition  to  the  membership  of  the  Church  in  all  its  congregations  was 
only  518 ;  but,  during  the  year  to  which  the  present  report  refers,  the 
increase  of  members  has  been  1229.  This  increased  amount  of  nume- 
rical progress  is  an  encouragement  to  sustained  effort  and  enterprise  for 
the  extension  of  the  Church,  and  for  the  further  increase  of  the  member- 
ship within  her  pale.  Yet  the  rate  of  increase,  though  greater  in  1870 
than  it  was  in  the  previous  year,  is  comparatively  slow.  The  population 
returns  given  by  the  recent  census,  when  they  shall  be  made  public,  will 
almost  certainly  show  that  the  Church,  especially  in  large  towns  and  in 
the  great  centres  of  commercial  enterprise,  has  not  increased  numerically 
in  the  same  ratio  as  the  population,  and  that  therefore  she  is  proportion-  ' 
ally  smaller  and  weaker  than  before.  If  so,  this  is  not  a  result  with 
which  any  section  of  the  Christian  Church  should  rest  content.  Not  only 
absolutely  by  some  small  definite  accession  of  members  should  the  Church 
become  more  nameroos  from  year  to  year,  but  she  should  also  increase 
relatively  by  obtaining  a  growing  hold  upon  the  people ;  and,  by  gather- 
ing men  and  women  into  her  sanctnariea  and  her  membership  in  a  ratio 
greater  than  that  in  which  the  population  in  the  midst  of  which  she  is 
placed  is  increasing,  she  should  be  visibly  gaining  upon  the  world  with- 
out, doing  something  efEectirety  for  winning  back  that  world  to  its  alle- 
giance to  her  £ing  and  Lord,  diminishing  the  number  of  the  careless 
and  the  outcast,  and  hastening  on  that  predicted  glory  of  the  latter  day 
which  the  divine  word  presents  as  an  object  of  her  faith  and  hope,  and 
in  the  light  of  which  all  shall  know  the  Lord,  from  the  least  even  to  the 
greatest.  And  for  this  her  God  commands  her  strength ;  so  that,  when 
she  is  called,  not  only  abroad  and  in  heathen  lands,  but  also  and  espe- 
cially at  home,  to  '  lengthen  her  cords  and  strengthen  her  stakes,'  she  has 
encouragement  in  the  divine  declaration :  'For  thus  saith  the  Lord  God, 
I  will  yet  for  this  be  inquired  of  by  the  house  of  Israel,  to  do  it  for 
them ;  I  will  increase  them  with  men  like  a  flock.  As  the  holy  flock, 
as  the  flock  of  Jerusalem  in  her  solemn  feasts;  so  shall  the  waste  cities 
be  filled  with  flocks  of  men  :  and  they  shall  know  that  I  am  the  Lord.'

REPORT  OF  the' SYNOD'S  BOARD  FOR  MANSES 
AND  DEBT  LIQUIDATION. 

The  Board  to  which  the  managsmeDt  of  the  Synod's  scheme  for  the 
improTement  of  the  Manse  accommodation  of  its  congregations  is  ea- 
trosted,  have  steadily  prosecuted  the  work  committed  to  them  during 
the  past  year.  The  applications  for  aid  presented  and  considered,  and 
the  grants  of  pecuniary  assistance  made,  have  been  more  numerons 
than  in  the  year  1S69 ;  and  the  income  of  the  Manse  Fund,  and  the 
operations  connected  with  its  distribution,  have  on  the  whole  been  so 
satisfactory,  that  the  Board  have  pleasure  in  presenUng  to  the  Synod  the^ 
following  summary  of  the  work  which  has  been  |>erformed  during  the 
last  twelre  months.

The  number  of  congregations  to  which,  since  the  formation  of  the 
Manst!  Fund,  grants  of  pecuniary  assistance  for  manse  erections  or  im- 
provements  have  been  made,  has  thus  been  increased  to  193.  Of  these 
congregations,  98  have  obtained  grants  to  aid  them  in  the  erection  or 
the  purchase  of  suitable  manses  where  none  had  previonsly  been  pro- 
vided ;  52  have  obtained  grants  for  rebuilding  or  replacing  old  manses 
which  had  become  dilapidated  or  unsuitable ;  and  the  remaining  43 
have  received  assistance  in  extending  and  improving  their  former  manse 
accommodation.  To  most  of  these  congregations  the  Board  have  granted 
definite  sums,  on  condition  that  the  remainder  of  the  expense  shall  be 
provided  for  by  the  respective  congregations  before  they  are  entitled 
to  the  payment  in  full  of  the  grants  made  to  them ;  bnt  in  several 
instances  the  Board,  instead  of  naming  a  definite  amount,  have  granted 
a  certain  proportion  of  the  actual  cost  of  the  works  to  be  executed.  In 
these  latter  cases  the  exact  amount  of  the  grant  cannot  be  ascertained 
nntil  the  works  are  finished,  and  the  accounts  of  the  builders  presented  ; 
but  a  near  approximation  may  be  made  to  the  amount  which  will  ulti- 
mately be  required  for  the  payment  of  the  grants  which  have  been 
promised.  The  table  prepared  in  former  years,  to  exhibit  the  propor- 
tion between  the  amounts  to  be  contributed  hj  the  congregations  re- 
ceiving aid  from  the  Manse  Fund  and  the  soma  granted  by  the  Board, 
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imd  also  to  iadicate  the  manner  in  which  the  assistance  and  benefits 
of  the  Manxe  Scheme  have  heen  distribated  over  the  Presbyteries  of  the 
Church,  lias  been  corrected  up  to  the  date  of  this  report,  and  now  giyes 
the  following  results : —

The  total  amount  of  the  grants  which  hare  been  made  to  these  193 
congregations  is  thus  estimated  at^  £42,124,  which  gives  an  average 
grant  to  each  of  £218,  6s.  2d.  For  the  erectbn  or  purchase  of  the  98 
manses  which  have  been  supplied  by  congregations  by  which  do  manse 
accommodation  had  previously  been  provided,  the  amount  of  the  grants 
mode  has  been  £26,546,  which  gives  an  average  grant  to  each  congre- 
gation of  £260,  18s.  Sd. ;  and  the  amount  of  the  grants  made  to  95 
congregations  for  the  reconatmction  or  other  improvement  of  previoiuly 
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existing  manseB  has  been  £16,578,  which  shows  an  average  graat  to 
each  congregatioD  of  this  class  of  £174,  10a.  Id.  As  the  condition  of 
the  payment  of  the  grants  promised  to  these  193  congregations,  ihey 
sre  required  to  raise  an  amount  which  is  estimated  at  not  less  than 
£72,246;  and  as  it  is  stipulated  in  every  case  that  the  manse  shall  be 
free  from  debt  when  the  last  instalment  of  the  grant  is  forwarded  to 
the  Treasurer  of  the  congregational  Manse  Building  Fund,  the  com- 
pletion of  the  works  for  which  these  grants  have  been  made  will  secure 
an  addition  to  the  valne  of  the  manse  property  belonging  to  the  con- 
gregaUons  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  of  at  least  £114,370. 
This  large  addition  to  the  value  of  the  property  held  by  congregations 
does  not,  however,  fully  represent  the  benefits  which  the  distribution  of 
the  Manse  Fund  has  conferred.  In  order  to  form  a  fair  estimate  of 
these  benefits,  there  must  also  be  taken  into  account  the  elevated  status 
of  the  congregations  for  which  manses  have  been  provided,  the  enlarged 
comfort  of  the  homes  and  families  of  many  ministers,  and  the  increased 
elasticity  and  ene^y  of  mind  with  which  pastoral  duties  must  be  per- 
formed. The  salutary  influence  of  the  Manse  Scheme  on  that  large 
number  of  congregations  with  which  the  Board  have  had  to  deal,  has 
thns  been  felt  by  them  in  all  their  interests  and  relations.  In  public 
estimation  they  have  been  raised  to  a  more  honourable  and  advantageoos 
position ;  and,  while  they  have  been  pat  into  possession  of  more  valu- 
able property,  the  hearts  of  their  ministers  have  been  cheered  and 
strengthened,  and  pulpit  services  have,  doubtless,  in  many  cases  been 
conducted  with  augmented  power,  and  crowned  with  a  richer  blessing. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  Manse  Scheme,  it  was  estimated  that  a 
fund  .of  £45,000  would  be  necessary,  in  order  to  secure  that  suitable 
manse  accommodation  should  be  provided  for  every  minister  in  the 
United  Presbyterian  Ohurch  whose  stipend  did  not  exceed  £200  per 
annum.  The  original  subscriptions  for  providing  that  fund  amounted 
to  £36,957,  Os.  9d.,  and  these  were  asked  and  obtained  as  payable  by 
instalments,  within  a  period  of  five  years.  At  the  date  of  last  report, 
the  amount  received  by  the  Synod's  Treasurer  on  account  of  these  sub- 
scriptions was  £35,065,  13s.  4d.,  leaving  an  unpaid  balance  of  £1891, 
78.  5d.,  of  which  £1051,  12s.  5d.  were  regarded  as  irrecoverable,  in  con- 
sequence of  deaths  and  other  changes  among  the  subscribers,  while  it 
was  estimated  that  of  the  remaining  £839,  15s.  about  £300  might  be 
collected.  Since  that  report  was  presented  to  the  Synod,  further  pay- 
ments, on  account  of  these  original  subscriptions,  have  been  forwarded 
to  the  Synod's  Treasurer  to  the  extent  of  £104,  5s.,  increasing  the  total 
receipts  to  £35,169,  18s.  4d.  Additional  sums,  amounting  in  all  to  £94, 
have  also,  after  renewed  application  for  payment,  been  written  off  as 
irrecoverable ;  and  the  unpaid  balance,  of  which  some  pcotion  (moat 
probably  not  more  than  cme-third)  may  yet  be  received,  has  been  reduced 
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to  £641,  10s.    Tbeae  resnlts,  and  their  reUtioa  to  the  varioos  Presby-

The  ori^nal  snbscriptions  to  the  Manse  Fnnd  have  thos  fallen  Bfaort 
of  the  sam  which  was  estimated  as  necessary  for  the  completion  of  the 
work  contemplated  in  the  formation  of  that  Ftind  by  abotit  £9600 ;  and, 
at  the  date  of  the  report  presented  to  the  Synod  in  May  1869,  it  was 
estimated  that,  in  addition  to  the  interest  which  had  accrued  on  the 
Manse  Fund  account,  nearly  £7000  would  be  required  in  additional 
snbscriptions  to  make  up  the  snm  of  £45,000,  which  had  at  first  been 
regarded  as  necessary  for  the  purposes  of  that  Fund.  But  it  had  also, 
at  the  date  of  that  report,  been  found  that,  in  consequence  of  the  in- 
creased price  of  labonr  in  the  building  trades,  of  the  enlarged  scale  of 
expenditure  which  certain  congregations  had  been  constrained  to  adopt, 
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and  of  the  actaal  cost  of  repairing  and  enlarging  several  manses  being 
greatlj  in  excess  of  the  estimated  expense,  the  proposed  fond  of  £45,000, 
even  if  {My  riused,  would  be  inadequate  for  the  saccessful  completion 
of  the  w(Hrk  of  manse  imprtvement.  It  was  therefore  proposed  by  the 
Manse  Board,  and  agreed  to  by  the  Synod,  that  a  Supplementary  Manse 
Subscription-list  should  be  opened,  with  the  view  of  raising  an  additional 
sum  of  £14,000  for  the  completion  of  the  Manse  Fund ;  and  members 
were  specially  selected  by  tlie  Synod  and  the  Board  for  the  work  of 
obtaining  subacriptious  on  account  of  tliat  Supplementary  Fund,  payable 
by  instalments  extending  over  four  years.  As  the  result  of  their  wise, 
energetic,  and  persevering  operations,  promises  of  additional  contri- 
butions to  the  extent  of  £12,150,  123.  6d.,  payable  within  a  period  of 
four  years,  have  been  obtained ;  and  of  these  contributions,  £8156, 
2s,  lOd,,  or  about  two-thirds  of  the  whole,  had  been  paid  to  the  Synod's 
Treasurer  before  the  end  of  March  1871,  leaving  a  balance  of  £3994, 
93.  8d.  to  be  collected  daring  the  next  three  years.  These  results,  with 
reference  to  the  contributions  received  in  each  of  the  Presbyteries  of  the 
Church,  are  exhibited  tn  the  following  table : —

On  the  suppositioD  that  the  average  amdunt  of  the  grants  which 
may  yet  be  made  hy  the  Manse  Board  shall  be  the  same  as  the  average 
of  the  grants  made  to  the  193  congregations  to  which  assistance  has 
ahready  been  promised,  viz,  £218,  the  above  nndistribated  balance  of 
the  Manse  Fond  will  afford  aid  to  29  additional  cases,  and  thus  increase 
the  number  of  congregations  to  which  the  benefits  of  the  Manse  Fund 
may  be  directly  extended  to  222,  which  is  2  less  than  the  number  for 
which  it  was  estimated  in  former  reports  that  grants  would  be  re- 
quired. 

As  the  Bupplementaty  effort  on  behalf  bf  the  Manse  Fund  will  be 
completed  when  the  above  sum  of  £401, 13s.  9d.  shall  be  subscribed,  and 
the  outstanding  instalments  of  promised  subscriptions  shall  be  collected, 
the  unappropriated  balance  of  £6355,  Is.  Td.  indicated  above,  as  avail- 
able for  fntnre  grants,  must  be  regarded  as  the  limit  of  the  fund  out  of 
which  all  future  applications  for  assistance  in  manse  improvements  must 
be  met.  In  order,  therefore,  to  prevent  disappointment  in  cases  in 
which  improved  manse  accommodation  may  be  greatly  needed,  although 
for  various  reasons  the  efforts  to  secure  it  may  be  unduly  delayed,  the 
Manse  Board  have  felt  that  it  will  be  necessary  to  request  Presbyteries 
to  report  the  congregations  within  their  respective  bounds  in  which  the 
stipend  pud  to  the  minister  from  all  sources  does  not  exceed  £200  per 
annum,  and  by  which  suitable  manse  accommodation  has  not  been  pro- 
vided. On  the  basis  of  these  reports  from  Presbyteries,  the  Board  will 
be  enabled  to  moke  a  classification  of  the  cases  in  which  new  manses 
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are  still  required,  and  of  tlioae  in  which,  hy  enlargement  and  repairs, 
the  .existing  manse  accommodation  may  be  made  more  adeqnate  and 
comfortable ;  while  it  will  also  he  their  dnty  to  endeavonr,  by  corre- 
spondence, or  deputation,  or  otherwise,  to  originate  and  sustain  siich 
local  efforts  as  may  he  necessary,  in  order  that  needful  manse  improve- 
ments may  be  executed  with  the  least  possible  delay.  It  will  also  he 
requisite  that  the  Board  shonld  revise  the  list  of  grants  promised  to 
congregations  in  which  the  conditions  of  offered  aid  have  not  been  com- 
plied with,  in  order  to  ascertain  whether  these  congregations  are  likely, 
within  any  reasonable  time,  to  avail  themselves  of  these  grants,  and 
to  prevent  any  portion  of  the  Tund  from  lying  dormant  which  might 
otherwise  be  directly  and  advantageously  employed  for  the  attMnment 
of  the  end  proposed  in  the  institution  of  the  Manse  Scheme.  In  obtain- 
ing the  information  which  may  guide  them  in  the  distribution  of  the 
remainder  of  the  Manse  Fund,  and  assist  them  in  bringing  the  opera- 
tions connected  with  it  to  a  happy  and  successful  termination,  the  Board 
earnestly  request  the  co-operation  of  the  Presbyteries  of  the  Church ; 
and  as  several  of  the  congregations  in  which  improved  manse  accommo~ 
dation  is  most  urgently  required  are  also  congregations  whose  numbers 
and  resources  are  very  limited,  and  whose  need  of  aid  is  consequently 
greatest  and  most  pressing,  it  will  he  the  duty  both  of  their  respective 
Presbyteries  and  of  the  Board  to  encourage  and  stimulate  the  efforts  of 
these  coDgregations  for  the  execution  of  such  improvements,  at  once  by 
seasonable  counsels  and  by  liberal  and  efficient  aid. 

In  concluding  their  last  report  on  the  Manse  Fund,  the  Board  had 
to  record  '  the  satisfaction  with  which  they  bad  observed  the  cordial  and 
generous  liberality  with  which,  in  very  many  instances,  the  appeal  for 
contributions  on  behalf  of  the  Supplementary  Manse  effort  had  been 
responded  to  by  the  members  of  the  Church  ;'  and  to  '  direct  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Synod  to  the  valuable  services  which,  in  connecUon  with  the 
collection  of*  the  supplementary  subscriptions  to  the  Manse  Fund,  bad 
been  rendered  to  the  Church  by  Drs.  Finlayson  and  MacEwen,  and  by 
Messrs.  J.  H.  Yoong  and  David  M'Cowan  of  Glasgow.'  And  in  closing 
their  present  report  on  manse  operations,  the  Board  desire  to  express 
similar  satisfaction  on  account  of  the  promptitude  with  which  the  sub- 
scribers to  the  Supplementary  Manse  effort  have  paid,  not  merely  the 
instalments  of  their  anhscriptions  for  the  current  year,  but  also  in  several 
instances  the  whole  sum  promised,  and  through  which  fully  two-thirds 
of  the  entire  amount  of  these  supplementary  subscriptions  have  been 
i-ealized  in  the  first  of  the  four  years  over  which  the  payments  were  to 
extend.  There  has  thus  been  a  readiness  not  only  to  will,  but  also  to 
perform,  affording  ground  for  the  expectation  that  the  remainder  of 
these  subscriptions  will  be  in  due  time  fully  and  cheerfully  paid  over 
to  the  collectors  who  have  undertaken  the  duty  of  receiring  them,  and 
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of  whom,  on  account  of  the  zeal  and  energy  which  he  has  displayed, 
and  the  important  service  which  he  has  rendered  in  the  western  district, 
it  is  not  invidious  to  mention  by  name — William  Meikle,  Esq.,  Actuary 
of  the  Savings  Bank,  Glasgow. 


DEBT  LIQUIDATION. 

In  the  report  presented  to  the  Synod  in  May  1870,  it  was  stated 
that,  in  the  distribution  of  the  fands  placed  at  their  disposal  for  Debt 
Liquidation,  the  Board  had  made  proposals  to  43  congregations,  and 
that  in  every  case  except  one  these  proposals  had  been  accepted.  At 
the  date  of  that  report,  seven  of  the  fortT^-two  congregations  with  which 
arrangements  had  thus  been  completed  had  raised  the  sum  required 
from  them  as  the  condition  of  their  respective  grants,  had  consequently 
received  the  amounts  of  the  grants  promised  to  them,  and  had  paid  off 
either  their  whole  debt,  or  that  portion  of  it  which  had  been  named  in 
tlie  proposals  of  the  Board ;  while  other  seven  of  these  congregations 
had  collected  a  portion  of  the  respective  sums  required  from  them,  had 
received  a  corresponding  portion  of  their  grants,  and  had  secured  the 
advantages  Immediately  arising  from  the  extinction  of  at  least  part  of 
tbeir  debt.  Since  the  date  of  that  report,  the  grant  made  to  the  congre- 
gation of  Johnstone,  East,  has  been  increased  from  £200  to  £210,  and 
small  grants  have  been  made  to  two  additional  congregations — vbs.  those 
at  Coldingham  and  at  Willington  Qnay,  near  Newcastle — thus  increas- 
ing the  number  of  congregations  to  which  assistance  has  been  rendered 
for  the  redaction  or  extinction  of  debt  to  forty-four.  And  the  Board 
have  the  greatest  satisfaction  in  stating  that  thirty-nine  of  tliese  have 
now  realized  the  sums  which  they  were  required  to  raise  as  the  conditions 
of  their  respective  grants,  have  received  payment  of  these  grants,  and 
have,  in  the  great  majority  of  cases,  paid  off  the  whole  of  the  debt 
whidi  formerly  rested  on  their  congregational  property.  Some  of  these 
congregations  have  not  only  fulfilled  the  conditions  of  their  respective 
grants,  but  have  considerably  exceeded  what  they  were  expected  to 
perform.  Thus  the  congregation  of  Momingside  Church,  Edinburgh, 
which  was  to  receive  a  grant  of  £200  on  condition  of  contributing  £550, 
and  so  paying  off  £750  of  their  previous  debt  of  £1500,  has  raised 
£800,  and  consequently  reduced  the  debt,  not  to  £750,  bat  to  £500. 
The  congregation  at  Penrith  was  to  receive  £100  on  condition  of  raising 
£290,  and  so  paying  off  the  whole  debt  on  the  congregational  property ; 
but  by  a  successful  effort  the  friends  of  the  congregation  not  only  paid 
off  the  existing  debt,  but  also  effected  extensive  and  needful  repairs, 
while  they  returned  £10  of  the  sum  which  had  been  forwarded  to  them 
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by  the  Synod's  TreaBDTer,  and  so  reduced  the  amount  of  their  grant 
from  £100  to  £90.  The  congregation  at  St.  Andrews,  having  aaccess- 
fully  carried  oat  the  arrangement  with  the  Board,  by  which  the  debt 
on  the  congregational  property  was  to  be  reduced  from  £1400  to  £800, 
and  having,  with  the  sanction  of  the  Home  Committee  of  the  Synod's 
Board  of  Missions,  obtained,  in  addition  to  the  grant  of  £150  from 
the  Debt  Liquidation  Fnnd,  the  present  payment  of  a  further  grant  of 
£200  from  the  trustees  of  the  late  Mr,  Greig  of  St.  Andrews,  has 
come  under  a  written  obligation,  signed  by  several  of  the  managers, 
that  the  remaining  balance  of  debt  (£800)  shall  be  cleared  off  within 
five  years  from  the  date  of  the  payment  of  the  grant,  and  that  the 
valuable  property  of  the  congregation  shall  thus  be  entirely  free  from 
pecuniary  burdens. 

The  five  congregations  which  hare  not  yet  completed  the  arrange- 
ments for  the  reduction  of  debt  into  which  they  had  entered  with  the 
Board,  have  obtained  a  limited  extension  of  the  time  within  which  the 
conditions  of  their  respective  grants  are  to  be  fulfilled.  Three  of  these 
congregations  have  realized  a  considerable  proportion  of  the  sums  which 
they  were  to  raise  as  the  conditions  of  the  payment  of  their  grants,  and, 
having  received  a  corresponding  portion  of  these  grants,  have  also  paid 
off  a  large  portion  of  the  debt  on  their  respective  churches ;  the  two 
remaining  congregations,  which  have  not  yet  applied  for  the  payment 
of  any  portion  of  the  grants  made  to  them,  are  understood  to  be  making 
earnest  and  successful  endeavours  to  realize  the  sums  which  they  are 
required  to  raise,  and  so  to  attain  a  position  in  which  they  may  claim 
payment  of  the  grants  which  have  been  promised  to  them. 

It  is  thus  confidently  hoped  that,  in  a  few  weeks  or  months  after  the 
date  of  the  present  report,  the  whole  of  the  44  congregations  to  which 
grants  for  Debt  Liquidation  have  been  made  will  have  fulfilled  the  con- 
ditions of  the  promised  aid,  and  will  have  effected  the  stipulated  reduc- 
tion of  the  debt  on  their  church  property.  The  total  amount  of  debt  thus 
extinguished,  including  the  additional  £250  paid  off  by  the  Momingside 
Church,  and  the  additional  £800  to  be  paid  off  by  the  St.  Andrews  con- 
gregation, will  be  about  £20,500.  Thirty-four  of  the  congregations 
which  have  received  grants  will  then  be  free  front  debt,  while  the  balance 
of  debt  remaining  on  the  property  of  the  remaining  10  congregations  will 
be  about  £8300.  The  following  table  exhibits  the  arrangements  made 
with  these  44  congregaUons ;  and  shows,  in  its  successive  columns,  the 
whole  debt  reported  by  each  congregation,  the  sum  its  members  were 
required  to  raise,  the  amount  of  the  grant  made  to  it,  the  amount  of 
debt  to  be  extinguished,  the  debt,  if  any,  which  remains  when  the 
arrangement  is  completed,  the  sum  which  has  been  paid  on  account  of 
the  grant  by  the  Board,  and  the  balance,  if  any,  which  is  still  to  pay 
from  the  Debt  Liquidation  Fund  : —

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  statement  that  the  grants  made  hy  the 
Board  have  completely  exhansted  the  Tand  placed  at  their  disposal  for 
Debt  Liquidation.  The  correspondence  connected  with  the  distribution 
of  the  Fund  has  given  the  members  of  the  Board  onalloyed  satisfaction  ; 
and  while  they  rejoice  that  the  arrangements  with  the  congregadons 
which  have  obtained  assistance  from  the  Fund  are  bo  nearly  completed, 
and  that  so  large  an  amount  of  debt  has  been  happily  extinguished, 
they  also  rejoice  to  believe  that  these  congregations  have  been  strength- 
ened and  invigorated  by  those  efforts  for  Debt  Liquidation  which  th«^ 
have  brought  to  a  successful  termination,  and  will  therefore  be  enabled 
to  contribute  more  liberally  for  the  maintenance  of  divine  ordinances 
and  the  support  of  the  gospel  ministry  among  themselves,  and  to  take  a 
more  generous  interest  in  the  extension  of  the  Church,  and  in  the  pro- 
gress of  those  schemes  of  Christian  benevolence  and  missionary  exertion 
on  which  the  honour  and  usefulness  of  the  denomination  so  largely 
depend. 

In  conclusion,  the  Board  have  to  report  anew  to  the  Synod  that 
applications  for  aid  in  the  Liquidation  of  Debt  have  been  received  from 
25  additional  congregations,  to  which  they  have  been  nnable  to  make 
any  grant  from  the  Debt  Liquidation  Fund,  although  in  two  or  three 
cases  they  have  made  recommendations  to  th^  Home  Committee  of  the 
Board  of  Missions,  through  which  aid  has  been  obtained  from  the  Per- 
manent Loan  Fund,  which  is  administered  by  that  Committee.  The  list

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The  Board  bare  not  deemed  it  expedient,  dcring  the  past  year,  to 
exercise  the  power  conferred  upon  them  by  the  Synod  in  May  last,  by 
*  taking  meaanres  for  rising  a  Sapplementary  Fund,'  by  which  the 
inembera  of  the  congregations  inclnded  in  the  above  list,  and  of  any 
others  in  nmilar  circiunataiicefl,  'may  be  encouraged  to  attempt,  and 
assisted  in  accomplishing,  the  redaction  or  extinction  of  the  pecuniary 
obligations  which  to  sereral  of  them  are  bardensome  and  oppressive.' 
But  they  are  fully  convinced  that  a  Supplementary  Debt  Liquidation 
Fund,  of  at  least  £5000,  by  whose  distribution  these  congregations  might 
be  enabled  to  extinguish  from  £18,000  to  £20,000  of  bardensome  debt, 
would  confer  great  benefits  not  only  on  them,  but  also  on  the  Church 
with  which  they  are  associated ;  and  further,  that  if  any  measures  are 
taken  to  provide  snch  Supplementary  Fund,  no  distribution  should  be 
made  from  it  until  at  least  £5000  shall  have  been  realized,  and  until  the 
whole  number  of  cases  requiring  assistance  in  the  reduction  of  debt  shall 
have  been  reported  to,  and  investigated  by,  the  Board,  Should  the 
Synod,  at  its  present  meeting,  continue  to  the  Manse  and  Debt  Liqui- 
dation Board  the  power  granted  in  May  last,  to  take  measures  for  raising 
this  Supplementary  Fund,  it  will  be  the  duty  of  the  Board,  when  the 
oatstanding  Manse  subscriptions  shall  be  more  fully  paid  up,  to  take 
this  matter  into  their  earnest  consideration,  in  order  to  devise  and  carry 
into  practical  effect  such  measures  as  may  most  effectually  evoke  liber- 
ality on  behalf  of  the  proposed  fund,  and  secure  for  it  the  generous 
sympathy  and  aid  of  the  congregations  of  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church,  and  especially  of  the  more  wealthy  and  infiuential  members  of 
these  congregations.  Nor  will  tbey  lack  enconragement  in  undertaking 
this  work,  if  the  Synod  shall  lay  it  upon  them,  when  they  remember 
how  great  are  the  benefits  which  have  resulted  from  the  distribution  of 
the  fund  placed  at  their  disposal  by  the  bequest  of  the  late  John 
Henderson,  Esq.  of  Park,  and  by  the  contributions  of  other  friends  of 
the  denomination ;  and  how  pleasant  and  encouraging  has  been  the  work 
of  distribution  itself  through  which  those  beneSts  have  been  secured.

EEPOET  ON  ETANGELISTIC  IFFOBT  AND 
HOME  EVANGELIZATION. 

The  SchemQ  of  Bvangeliatic  Effort  which  was  institated  by  the  Synod 
in  May  1869,  and  which  was  partially  in  operation  daring  the  year 
1869-70,  has  been  steadily  prosecuted  by  the  Home  Committee  of  the 
Synod's  Board  of  MisBions  during  the  past  twelve  months.  The  results 
which  the  Synod  desired  to  realize  in  the  formation  of  this  scheme  were 
described  in  a  previous  report  as  'the  awakening  of  the  careless,  the 
refonnatioD  of  the  ungodly  and  the  profane,  the  reclaiming  of  the  back- 
slider, the  manifestation  of  the  power  of  vital  godliness,  and  the  in- 
creased prosperity  of  the  Church.'  These  are  results  which  can  never 
be  without  interest  to  any  Christian  'association ;  but  a  variety  of  cir- 
cumstances have  tended  recently  to  fix  attention  more  directly  on  their 
magnitude  and  importance.  The  number  of  those  who  are  living  in 
habitual  neglect  of  Christian  ordinances  in  our  large  cities  and  towns, 
in  our  manufactaring  and  mining  districts,  and  even  in  pastoral  and 
agricultural  villages  and  hamlets,  has  been  more  distinctly  realized.  A 
more  earnest  desire  to  direct  these  wanderers  into  the  ways  of  godliness, 
and  to  lead  them  to  the  knowledge  and  service  of  the  Saviour,  has  been 
awakened  in  many  minds.  The  congregations  of  the  Church  are,  there- 
fore, by  Home  Missionary  Associations,  by  Bible-women  and  Scripture- 
readers,  by  congregational  missionaries  and  catechists,  by  Sabbath 
schools  and  Sabbath  morning  meetings  for  the  young,  and  by  other 
agencies,  doing  more  perhaps  than  at  any  former  period  for  the  religious 
instruction  and  spiritual  benefit  of  those  who  are  found  without  the 
pale  of  the  Christian  Churches  of  the  land.  In  this  work  the  Home 
Committee  of  the  Synod's  Board  of  Missions  have  sought  to  render 
such  assistance  as  the  Synod's  regulations,  and  the  agency  at  their 
command,  have  enabled  them  to  give ;  and  it  has  been  their  aim,  and 
that  of  their  Sub-Committee  on  evangelistic  work  and  agencies,  to  employ 
the  agents  and  the  funds  placed  at  their  disposal  in  the  manner  which 
might  most  directly  stimulate  and  sustain  the  evangelistic  efforts  of 
congregations,  and  most  effectively  extend  their  influence  and  success. 

In  accordance  with  the  regnlations  of  the  Synod,  each  of  the  Presby- 
teries of  the  Church  was  requested  to  appoint  an  Evangelistic  Committer 
to  co-operate  with  the  Home  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Missions  in 
the  performance  of  the  work  entrusted  to  it;  and  the  names  of  the 
conveners  of  these  Fresbyteriol  Committees  for  the  year  1870-71  have

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Of  the  twen^-fire  ministers  and  others  whose  names  were  inserted 
in  the  Keport  on  Ersngelistic  Effort  wluch  was  presented  to  last  meet- 
ing of  Synod,  as  having  been  recommended  hj  their  respective  Pres- 
byteries as  specially  qaalified  for  conducting  evangelistic  services,  and 
as  willing  to  be  employed  in  evangelistic  efforts  for  a  limited  period,  it 
was  found  that  nine  were  unable  to  give  any  assistance  in  the  work 
daring  the  summer  or  antomn  of  1870 ;  but  tlie  remaining  uxteen  were 
prepared  to  undertake,  and  all  of  them,  with  one  exception,  were  em- 
ployed in,  evangelistic  services  in  connection  with  the  Synod's  scheme, 
and  onder  the  direction  of  the  Home  Committee  as  entrusted  with  the 
management  of  that  scheme,  daring  some  portion  of  the  past  year. 

It  was  stated  in  the  report  presented  to  last  meeting  of  Synod  that 
Mr.  John  Colville,  y'.,  who  has  had  considerable  experience  in  evan- 
gelistic work,  had  consented  to  assist  in  carrying  out  the  Synod's 
operations,  by  taking,  in  as  far  as  other  engagements  might  permit,  a 
friendly  superintendence  of  the  work  of  the  salaried  agents,  and  by  such 
personal  efforts  as  he  might  be  able  to  put  forth  for  increasing  the 
practical  efficiency  of  the  meetings  held  by  these  agents.  Up  to  the 
date  of  that  report,  however,  the  severe  illness  of  a  near  relative  had 
prevented  Mr.  Colville  from  devoting  much  time  to  the  advancement  of 
the  Synod's  scheme  of  effort ;  and  the  Committee  could  only  then  express 
the  hope  that  the  removal  of  his  anxiety,  by  the  restoration  of  his  friend 
to  health,  might  enable  him  to  take  a  more  active  share  in  the  work 
which  he  had  promised  to  assist.  That  hope  has  been  realized ;  and  the 
Committee  are  happy  to  report  that,  while  Mr.  Colville's  labours  are 
without  charge  against  the  Synod's  funds,  lie  has  during  the  past  year 
rendered  valuable  service  in  evangelistic  work,  in  connection  with  the 
other  agents  employed  by  the  Synod,  at  Meams,  Alyth,  Glasgow,  and 
other  places ;  and  that  he  is  at  present  assisting  ministers  in  the  Presby- 
tery of  Banffshire  in  conducting  the  services  which  have  been  rendered 
necessary  by  the  remarkable  awakening  to  the  importance  of  spiritnal 
things  which  has  been  experienced  in  that  district.  His  gentle  eamesU 
ness  has  made  his  services  very  attractive  to  those  who  have  I>een  brought 
into  contact  with  him ;  and  tlie  ministers  in  whose  disbicts  he  has  been 
laboaring  have  oniformly  expressed  their  grateful  appreciation  of  the 
▼aloe  of  his  experience  and  his  aid. 

The  four  paid  agenta  whose  appointment  was  recoi'ded  in  last  year's 
report  have  continued  to  labour  in  connection  with  the  Synod,  and  with 
very  general  acceptance  and  approval.  During  the  past  year  two  addi- 
tional agents  have  been  selected  and  appointed,  at  a  salary  of  £90  each 
per  annum.  One  of  these,  Mr.  Peter  Dalziel,  had  for  a  conuderable 
time  been  employed  as  a  district  missionary  at  AUoa;  and  he  was  recom- 
mended to  the  Committee  as  a  suitable  person  for  evangelistic  work  by 
ministers  and  others^  who  had  had  ample  opportunities  for  observing  his 
conduct  and  judging  of  his  qualifications  for  the  special  services  which, 
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as  an  evangelistic  agent,  he  has  been  appointed  to  conduct.  The  other, 
Mr.  James  Gallacher,  also  lodged  satisfactory  testimonials  from  ministers 
and  others  as  to  his  fitness  for  the  office  of  an  evangelist,  of  whose  dnties 
be  had  had  considerable  experience.  The  agents  nov  appointed  in  con-

Id  addition  to  the  services  of  these  evangelbdc  labourers,  meetings 
have  been  held  in  various  districts  of  the  Highlands  by  Mr.  John  Koss, 
probationer,  at  which  he  has  preached  the  gospel  of  the  grace  of  Qod  to 
those  who  have  assembled  to  hear  him,  and  has  endeavoured  to  direct 
them  to  'the  Lamb  of  God  who  taketh  away  the  dns  of  the  world,'  as  a 
Saviour  able  and  willing  to  save  all  who  will  believe  His  word  and  trust  in 
His  grace.  It  was  hoped  that  bythese  more  occasional  services  the  way 
might  have  been  opened  for  the  permanent  location  of  Mr.  Soss  in  some 
district  in  which  there  might  be  a  lack  of  the  ordinary  means  of  gvace, 
and  where  a  settled  congregation  might  be  formed,  in  connection  with 
which  Mr.  Eoss'  knowledge  of  the  Gaelic  language  might  be  turned  to 
practical  account.  This  end  has  not  yet  been  realized,  as  it  has  been 
found  that  in  many  quarters  the  Gaelic-speaking  population  are  strongly 
prejudiced  against  the  United  Presbyterian  Church,  and  are  unwilling 
to  accept  the  ministrations  of  its  licentiates.  Still  there  have  not  been 
wanting  among  the  people  whom  Mr.  Ross  has  visited  those  who  have 
heard  him'  gladly ;  and  the  good  seed  which  he  has  scattered  may  here- 
after spring  up  in  unlocked-far  places,  and  yield  fruit  unto  life  eternal. 

TVitb  the  aid  of  the  evangelistic  agents  thus  appointed,  and  of  the 
ministers  who  agreed  to  devote  a  portion  of  time  to  evangelistic  labour 
daring  the  summer  and  autumn  months  of  1870,  the  Home  Committee 
has  been  enabled  to  complete  arrangements  for  evangelistic  services 
at  the  places  and  dates  which  are  specified  in  the  table  inserted  below. 
In  all  cases  it  has  been  expected  that  the  ministers  and  missionaries  of 
the  congregations  or  districts  visited  by  the  agents  should  take  the 
superintendence  of  the  meetings  and  services  conducted  by  them,  and 
should  render  such  assistance  in  the  work  of  evangelization  as  their  other 
duties  might  permit  them  to  give.  Nor  has  this  expectation  been 
disappointed.  In  many  cases  their  assistance  has  been  most  valuable, 
while  in  all  it  has  been  moat  cheerfully  given ;  and  their  uniform  testi- 
mony has  been,  that  they  have  found  the  agents  employed  by  the  Synod 
earnest  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  and  ready  to  act  in  accordance 
with  their  wishes  and  advice.  It  has  not  been  easy  to  obtain  a  correct 
return  of  the  meetings  which  have  been  held  in  connection  with  the 
scheme  dtiring  the  past  year,  and  of  the  agents  who  conducted  them ; 
but  the  following  tabular  statement  will  be  found  substantially  correct. 
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From  the  reports  which  have  been  remved  concerning  these  evan- 
gelistic services, — which  have  not  been  so  genefftUy  forwarded  aa  it  is 
desirable  they  shoold  have  been,  but  which  are  far  too  nameroos  and 
extensive  to  be  inserted  here  in  full, — the  following  extracts  and  selections 
are  presented  to  the  Synod,  as  illnstrations  of  the  work  performed  by 
the  evangelists,  of  the  manner  in  which  their  services  have  been  received, 
and  of  the  resolta  which  hare  followed  them : — 

Concerning  the  varioas  services  conducted  within  the  bonndt  of  the 
Presbytery  of  Arbroath,  the  Rev.  Alexander  Campbell,  Convener  of  the 
Presbytery's  Evangelistic  Committee,  writes  thus : — 

'  Uessrs.  William  and  James  Murray,  evan^lists,  commenced  labouring 
in  Uontrose  on  Thursday  the  4tli  AugniL  The  larger  number  of  their 
meetings  were  held  in  the  open  air,  wtdi  a  brief  inside  meeting  afterwards. 
I  opened  the  first  meeting  and  introduced  the  evangelisU  to  the  people 
assembled.  They  sometimes  viuted  in  addition  to  giving  addresses,  and 
they  continued  their  labours  till  the  14th  of  August  inclusive. 

'  During  the  time  they  were  employed  they  addressed  twenty  meetings. 
Good  impressions  appear  to  have  been  produced  at  the  time,  and  it  is  ■ 
hoped  that  in  some  instances,  at  least,  these  may  be  lasting.      Uessrs. 
Murray  laboured  in  Arbroath  from  the  15th  August  till  the  close  of  the 
month,  Kith  results  similar  to  those  produced  in  Montrose. 

'  The  Ber  Mr.  Kinloch,  of  West  linton,  laboured  in  Forfar  upwards 
of  a  week  towards  the  end  of  September,  visitiQg  and  holding  meetings 
daily,  in  different  parts  of  the  town.  His  assidnity  and  devotedness  were 
much  commended,  and  his  services  were  very  acceptable  to  all  the  people 
whom  he  vinted  and  addressed ;  and  it  is  hoped  that  by  the  divine  hlea- 
ing  some  fruit  of  these  labours  will  remain. 

'I  virited  Eastbaveu  myself,  accompanied  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Millar, 
Carnoustie,  and  addressed  a  meeting  in  the  evening,  6th  OiMber.  I 
addressed  a  meeting  also  at  Mturdram,  near  Carnoustie,  on  the  evening  of 
the  8d  November.  Both  meetings  were  well  attended,  and  the  people  very 
attentive.' 

In  reference  to  the  evangelistic  Ba>vicea  at  Buckie,  at  the  commence- 
ment of  the  great  ware  of  religious  excitement  which  has  passed  over 
the  towns  and  villages  on  that  part  of  the  coast  of  Banffshire,  the  Eer. 
Q,  Ot.  Oreen,  minister  at  Buckie,  thns  writes  : — 

'This  remarkable  work  seems  to  have  begun  about  the  b^jinning  of 
the  year  at  Findochty,  and  froni  that  centre  spread  out  right  and  left, 
einbra<ung  on  the  east  Portnockie  and  Culleu,  and  on  the  west,  Portessie, 
Buckie,  and  Port  Gordon,  all  oa  the  Banffshire  coast  And  I  leam  now 
that  it  has  broken  out  in  Lossiemouth  and  Hopeman,  still  farther  west  on 
the  Morayshire  cosst.  The  immediate  occasion  of  the  awakening,  so  far 
as  I  have  been  able  to  trace  it,  seems  to  have  been  a  series  of  meetings 
held  by  Mr.  Steele,  superiiitendent  of  the  North-East  Coast  Hisaion,  and 
his  assistants.  Mr.  Steele  is  an  earnest  good  man,  and  his  addresses  were 
of  a  very  rousing  and  serious  nature ;  and  I  can  very  easily  understand 
how,  by  the  blesung  of  God,  such  effects  should  have  followed.    It  is  by  no 
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means  difficult  to  excite  people's  feelings  in  oertun  circumstancea,  whether 
it  be  alvajB  viae  or  not.  However,  that  was  done,  and  the  result  has 
been  really  something  moat  extraordinaiy.  Whether  wise  or  unwise  in 
exciting  on  excitable  people,  God  has  made  the  vrisdom  or  the  foUy  of 
man  to  praise  Him ;  and  while  there  have  been  results  which  I  deeply 
deplore,  there  have  been  results  truly  blessed,  and  I  do  think  more  in 
Buckie  than  anywhere  else.  For  there  has  been  no  dancing  or  jomping 
upon  the  seats  allowed,  and  very  little  extravagance  of  any  kind.  Then, 
again,  much  wholesome  uistructioD  hag  been  poured  upon  the  people's  mind 
by  a  number  of  evangelists  and  ministers,  local  and  from  a  distance.  I 
thank  God  that  I  have  had  more  anxious  inquirers  during  the  past  thr&e 
months  than  I  have  ever  had  in  my  six  years'  ministiy, — and  that,  too,  from 
all  olasses,  learned  and  onleamed,  rich  and  poor,  seafaring  and  landward. 
Many,  I  do  believe,  have  found  peace  in  believing,  and  the  anxiety  is  still 
far  from  being  over. 

'  I  must  here  say  that  I  found  Mr,  Gallachei's  help  very  valuable,  and 
he  wu  most  acceptable  to  all  classes  of  the  community,  and  was  most 
laborious.  I  am  more  than  ever  convinced  of  the  wisdom  of  the  Synod  in 
appointing  a  staff  of  evangelists  in  connection  with  the  Church,  for  many 
and  various  reasons  which  I  could  state  ;  and  whenever  I  see  signs  of  any 
movement  of  the  kind  again,  I  shall  endeavour  to  get  the  senrices  of  some 
of  your  staff  at  once. 

'The  results  in  my  own  congregation  have  been  very  gratifying. 
There  have  been  many  conversions,  both  in  the  case  of  old  and  young,  and 
from  all  classes.  Already  I  have  close  on  thirty  new  applications  for 
church  fellowship,  whose  faith,  love,  and  new  obedience,  as  a  rule,  gratify 

'  The  pity  is,  our  church  is  almost  completely  filled,  there  being  only  a 
few  sittings  to  let.  I  fear  we  have  made  a  mistake  in  not  putbag  in  a 
gallery  at  once.  Only  we  are  usually  thinner  in  the  summer  months, 
when  the  fishermen  are  away.' 

Writing  from  Portsoy,  at  a  more  recent  date  than  that  of  the  above 
letter  of  Mr.  Green,  Mr.  John  Colville  states  his  impreasiona  coacemiog 
the  work  at  Buckie  and  at  Portsoy  as  follows  : — 

'  ImA  night,  at  the  close  of  the  meeting,  I  met  with  an  aged  woman, 
who  stated  that  all  the  previous  night  she  had  had  no  sleep,  she  was  ao 
troubled  about  her  soul,  and  that  that  morning  she  hod  been  led  to  trust 
In  Jesus  as  her  own  Saviour,  by  means  of  one  of  the  evangelists ;  and 
again  a  similar  testimony  was  volunteered  by  a  man  of  whom  I  had 
already,  through  Mr.  Simmers,  heard  a  good  report. 

'  I  need  not  say  how  sweet  was  the  gratification  of  these  volunteered 
testimonies  made  by  the  parties  in  the  course  of  conversation  with  them, 
and  made  by  them,  I  Ixjieve,  wholly  unconscious  of  the  peculiar  satis- 
faction which,  in  tbe  circumstances,  their  words  were  imparting.  You 
will  join  in  the  joy. 

'  Wifli  regard  to  your  desire  for  my  impresnons  of  the  work  at  Buckie 
and  here,  I  have  no  manner  of  hesitation  in  saying,  that  whatever  may 
have  been  the  din  and  smoke  at  Bnckie  and  around  during  the  heat  of 
action  (whid)  vraa  past  before  I  came),  a  very  signal  victory  has  been 
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achieved  by  King  Jesus  for  Himself,  and  maiu/  captives  made  bj  Him, 
who  delight  to  own  Him  as  their  Savionr  and  Lord. 

'  The  work  -which  lay  to  my  hand  was  rather  that  of  BeeJdng  to  be 
made  helpful  to  them  who  through  grace  had  believed ;  not  without  some 
inatancea,  I  humbly  believe,  of  being  made  the  inatrument  of  winning  to 
Him. 

'  Hereabouts  the  interest  has  been,  so  far  as  I  am  aware,  much  leas 
absorbing,  and  the  work  of  a  very  ranch  less  extensive  character.  There 
has,  however,  been  a  season  of  sowing  of  the  good  seed — not  without 
some  ingathering,  and  not  without  the  prospect  of  at  least  some  gleaning, 
if  not  of  bringing  in  of  sheaves,' 

From  the  reports  received  of  the  semces  cocducted  at  Fraserburgh, 
in  August  and  September,  by  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Henderson,  Hay,  and 
Laurie,  the  following  notes  by  the  Rev.  A.  Henderson  of  Paisley  are 
extracted : — 

'  On  the  two  Sabbaths  (7th  and  14th  Angiut)  I  was  at  Fraserburgh, 
I  preached  in  the  place  of  meeting,  forenoon,  afternoon,  and  evening, — 
the  afternoon  being  an  extra  service.  I  also  preached  on  the  Wednesday 
evenings.  On  the  other  days  of  the  week  I  found  it  not  possible  to  have 
any  special  meetings  for  fishermen ;  for,  during  the  time  I  was  there,  the 
weather  was  fine,  the  fishing  large,  the  fishermen  late  in  getting  in,  and 
going  off  again  as  soon  as  they  had  got  a  hurried  meal.  The  female 
workers,  too,  were  frequently  working  on  till  aJVer  dark.  I  visited  during 
the  first  and  second  weeks  the  persons  connected  with  the  congregation, 
and  a  number  of  fishermen  from  other  placea,  occupying,  on  an  average, 
from  three  to  four  hours  each  day.' 

'  If  an  ordained  missionary  were  located  in  Fraserburgh  at  a  reasonable 
salary,  for  a  short  term  of  years,  to  give  it  a  fair  trial,  I  do  not  despiur  of 
success.  Theie  is  still  some  field  to  work  on.  There  are  United  Presby* 
terians  coming  to  the  place,  who  would  naturally  connect  themselves  With 
the  station  if  there  was  some  prospect  of  permanence.  I  think  we  want 
an  agency  of  the  kind  I  have  indicated — ord^ed  evangelists,  who  might 
be  sent  to  a  locally  to  raise  a  congregation  if  possible,  and  remove  to 
some  other  place  if  found  necessary.  I  am  sorry  I  was  not  able  to  stay 
longer  than  the  fortnight* 

Of  the  series  of  meetings  held  at  Alyth  in  November  and  December, 
and  which  were  well  attended  notwithstanding  the  severity  of  the 
weather,  the  Rev,  J,  Duolop,  minister  of  the  congregation,  reports  as 
follows  I — 

'  I  have  been  waiting  until  I  could  write  with  some  measure  of  hopeful' 
ness  regarding  apparent  results  from  these  services.  I  am  very  glad  to  be 
able  to  say,  that  the  indications  of  good  which  have  resulted  from  these 
services  are  very  pleasing,  I  do  not  deem  it  judicious  or  necessary  for 
me  to  enter  too  much  into  details. 

'  'Messrsi  Colville  and  Gallacher  began  evangdistio  services  in  our 
chmxih  on  the  evening  of  Sabbath  the  SOth  November.    During  the  week 
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previoos  there  bad  been  every  night  a  meetjug,  held  ia  the  class-room  of 
the  chorch,  for  prayer  specially  for  an  outpouriog  of  the  Holy  Spirit. 
This  meetbg  was  well  attended.  On  Saturday  evening  there  would  be 
about  as  many  as  eighty  present.  In  addition  to  this,  the  tows  was 
divided  into  districts  for  the  purpose  of  tract  distribution,  engaged  in 
which  work  were  about  thirty  persons  connected  with  the  three  Presby- 
terian churches  in  the  place.  Almost  all  the  houses  were  visited  by 
them,  tracts  left  at  them,  and  notices  of  the  meetings  given,  along  with 
invitations  to  the  people  to  attend  them.  At  the  first  meeting  held,  the 
church  was  quite  full,  upwards  of  400  being  present.  About  the  same 
number  was  present  at  the  meetings  on  the  other  Sabbath.  On  the  other 
nights  of  the  week,  when  meetings  were  held,  the  average  attendance 
might  be  computed  at  about  200,  although  it  would  probably  have  been 
greater  but  for  the  inclemency  of  the  weather.  Por  the  first  two  weeks 
the  meetings  were  held  every  night.  After  a  fortnight's  labours  here,  Mr. 
Golville  left,  bat  returned  and  laboured  at  intervals  among  us  till  the 
28th  December.  Mr.  Qailacher  remained,  pushing  his  evangelistic  work, 
either  by  addressing  pubhc  meetings  or  by  vimting  from  house  to  house, 
until  the  16th  January.  A  series  of  evangelistic  meetings  had  been 
arranged  for  in  the  Free  Church,  and  was  held  during  the  time  Mr. 
Gallacher  was  here.  Tor  a  portion  of  the  time  of  his  stay  there  was  co- 
operation between  the  Free  Church  friends  and  ourselves,  united  meetings 
for  prayer  and  evangelistic  effort  having  been  held  at  regular  intervals  in 
the  United  Presbyterian  and  Free  Churches.  At  the  close  of  the  meetings 
an  opportunity  for  conversation  was  given  to  persons  who  wished  to  re- 
main to  be  spoken  to  about  their  soul's  interests.  There  were  generally 
a  few  spoken  with  every  night.  While  the  meetings  continued,  anxiety 
about  spiritual  things  seemed  to  be  awakened  and  deepened  amongst 
those  who  were  in  the  habit  of  attending  them.  Not  a  few  professed  to 
have  found  peace  and  joy  in  believing,  aad  many  of  God's  people  admitted 
that  they  bad  found  spiritual  benefit  from  the  special  reUgious  exercises 
in  which  they  had  taken  part  At  our  communion,  a  few  weeks  since, 
we  had  a  considerable  accession  to  the  membership  of  the  church,  several 
of  the  parties  joining  the  oommanion  of  the  church  professing  to  have 
found  on  the  occasion  of  these  services  special  quickening  and  benefit. 
So  far  as  known  to  me,  the  majority  of  those  who  were  thoaght  to  have 
"  passed  from  death  unto  life  "  ore  still  in  a  hopeful  condition.  There  may 
have  been  some  cases  of  lapsing,  as  generally  there  are  at  a  time  of  a  re- 
ligious revival.  There  has  been  a  short  time  left  for  testing  the  reality  of 
the  fruits  supposed  to  have  been  produced  by  the  evangelistic  work,  and 
it  is  now  for  me  a  cause  of  delight  to  say,  that,  so  far  as  I  have  yet  been 
able  to  form  an  opinion,  much  at  the  fruit  does  seem  to  be  genuine. 

'I  may  add  that,  when  Mr.  Golville  was  here,  he  visited,  as  he  had 
time  and  opportunity,  the  Sabbath  schools  and  week-day  schools,  with  a 
view  to  interesting  the  children  in  spiritnal  things.  Too  much  cannot  be 
said  in  commendation  of  the  prudence,  assiduity,  and  heartiness  with 
which  he  endeavoured  to  advance  the  Lord's  cause  among  us.  Mr.  Gal- 
lacher was  active,  earnest,  and  painstaking  in  his  efforts  to  do  good.  May 
he  and  Mr.  Golville  be  eminently  owned  of  the  Master  in  doing  good  work 
for  Him  in  His  vineyard  I 
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'  When  able  to  be  present  I  ptended  at  the  meedugs  held  in  our 
church,  bat  severe  indispomtion  prerented  me  Arom  being  present  at  tergal 
of  the  meetings,' 

The  Rev.  Joseph  Hay  of  Lethendy,  and  Mr.  Williamson,  condacted 
a  series  of  meetings  and  services  in  Dimfermline  and  its  viciaity  in  the 
month  of  December  1870,  concerning  which  Mr.  Hay  reports  as 
follows : — 

'We  vinted  together  in  the  tovn  daily,  excepting  S«tarday,  when 
Mr.  Williamson  visited  Milesmark,  and  I  Wellwood,  intimating  meetings 
for  Sabbath  at  both  places,  leaving  tracts,  and  speaking  a  word  as  we  went 
along.  The  number  of  visits  in  town  oi  country  could  not  be  less  than 
300.  The  nomber  of  tracts  distributed  could  not  be  less  than  800 ; '  the 
small  books  and  tracts  for  the  young  about  300.  The  attendance  at  the 
several  mp^tingi  in  town  and  conntry  altogether  would  be  from  600  to 
700. 

'The  meetings  were  all  more  or  less  of  an  interestdng  character. 
Soma  were  under  concern,  and  a  few  remained  to  be  spoken  with.  The 
n't! all  meetings  held  in  private  houses  enabled  us  to  come  very  near,  the 
people  seemed  to  understand  and  appreciate,  and  good  impreBsions  seemed 
to  be  produced,  At  those  meetings  some  were  present  who  probably 
have  not  been  in  the  house  of  God  for  years. 

'  Our  visitations  were  for  the  most  part  in  those  portions  of  the  town 
where  the  most  careless  and  depraved  reside ;  and,  while  there  are  some 
pleasing  exceptions,  very  many  are  sunk  in  moral  degradation  and 
wretchedness.  Drunkenness  and  its  attendant  evils  are  doing  their 
terrible  work.  In  one  house,  early  io  the  day,  we  found  two  females 
lying  in  bed,  and  a  man  on  the  floor,  all  intoxicated.  Strong  drink  is 
their  bane ;  the  discomfort  and  squalor  of  their  houses  testify  to  this. 

'  Owing  to  the  fact  that  there  are  two  Uoiversalist  preachers  in  Dun- 
fermline, there  is  too  much  reason  to  fear  that  numbers  have  departed 
from  the  faith.  We  met  with  some  who  deny  the  inspiration  of  the 
Scriptures  altogether,  others  who  hold  the  Unlversalist  views. 

'We  met  with  a  kind  reception  in  our  visits,  as  a  whole.  Even  the 
most  wretched  and  degraded  listened  with  attention  and  respect' 

At  different  times  during  the  year  meetings  have  been  held  in  and 
Rrouud  Locbgelly  and  Crossgates,  with  the  active  co-operation  of  the 
ministers  of  the  congregations  in  these  places.  Of  some  of  these  services, 
conducted  by  the  Rev.  J.  Hay  of  Lethendy,  and  Mr.  Williamson,  in 
the  months  of  Jane  and  July  1870,  the  Rev.  James  Brown  of  Locb- 
gelly writes  as  follows  t — 

<  The  meetings  were  almost  all  in  the  open  air.  Two  and  scauetimes 
three  meetings  a  week  were  held  in  Lochgelly  and  immediate  ndghbonr- 
'  hood )  the  others  in  the  mining  villages  situated  from  one  to  three  miles 
distant, — viz.,  Lumphanan,  Cowdenbeath,  Dundonald,  Cardenden,  Clnnie, 
and  Castle  of  Glencraig.  On  the  Sabbath  evenings  the  attendance  varied 
from  150  to  800  or  upwards ;  on  week  nights,'  from  SO  to  140,  according 
to  the  locally.     I  belieVe  that  the  aggregate  nutnber  of  persons  addressed 
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during  tha  momh — many  of  them  lepaatedly — ^would  be  nearly  700,  of 
which  a  large  proportion  belong  to  the  non-chorch-going  class.  There 
vai  respectful  and  earnest  attention  paid  to  all  the  addresses.  It  was 
seldom  that  any  left  till  the  close.  The  deputies  were  kindly  welcomed 
in  their  house-to-honse  calls.  I  cannot  report  any  very  decided  results. 
There  were  two  or  three  persons  excited  to  serious  inquiry  in  one  of  the 
diatriots.  In  another  there  was  always  a  strong  desire  expressed  for  the 
return  of  the  mloister  or  evangelistic  agent  to  hold  further  meetings. 
There  was  nothing  like  excitement.  Indeed  the  counter-excitement  in 
which  the  men  were  kept  at  the  time  by  the  agitation  about  the  eight  hours' 
movement,  operated  as  a  very  decided  barrier  to  the  soccess  of  our  efforts. 
We  could  not  induce  them  to  foUow  to  any  indoor  meeting.  The  chief 
work  done  has  been  putting  the  truth  before  a  large  number  who  do  not 
come  to  the  house  of  God  to  hear  for  themselves ;  and  the  word  so  abun- 
dantly  scattered  may  yet  bear  fruit  we  may  watch  over  and  gather  by 
and  by.  It  is  right  to  say  that  the  report  of  Weaver's  unhappy  case  had 
a  very  damaging  effect  on  the  most  promising  of  our  meetings  (so  far  as 
attendance  went)  in  Lochgelly.  We  had  been  using  his  compilation  of 
hymns.  He  had  preached  in  our  neighbourhood  some  few  years  back ; 
and  these  things,  coupled  with  the  newspaper  report,  made  more  than 
one-half  of  those  we  had  at  the  beginning  cease  attending. 

'  Mr.  Williamson  is  very  effective  as  a  speaker  in  the  open  air.  His 
diaoourses,  both  stirring  and  instructive,  as  well  as  correct  in  doctrine, 
ore  well  £tted  to  gain  the  end  sought  Mr.  Hay  has  left  a  very  kindly 
remembrance  of  himself  and  his  labours  in  the  hearts  of  many,  who  speak 
warmly  of  his  visits  and  addresses.' 

Of  the  meetings  held  in  connection  with  Arthur  Street  congregation, 
Kdinbargh,  the  Bev.  Bobert  Gemmell,  ntiniBter  of  that  congregatioQ, 
writes  a«  follows : — 

*  Evangelistic  services  were  held  during  the  first  two  weeks  in  October 
1870  in  Arthur  Street  Church,  conducted  by  several  ministers,  and 
the  brothers  Messrs.  James  and  William  Murray.  Printed  circulars 
announcing  the  meetings  were  distributed  in  the  dbtrict  around.  Messrs. 
Murray  and  myself  visited  from  house  to  house  in  the  streets  contiguous. 
Short  open-air  services  were  held  prior  to  the  meetings  in  the  church  or 
schoolroom,  which  attracted  a  gooiUy  gathering  of  passers-by  and  others, 
who  seemingly  cared  not  to  enter  the  church.  On  week  evenings  the 
indoor  meetings  seldom  exceeded  50  or  fiO ;  but  on  Sabbath  evenings  the 
attendance  was  between  200  and  300.  Two  lai^  and  interesting  meet- 
ings were  also  addressed  by  the  Messrs.  Murray  in  Mary's  Chapel  (Rev. 
William  Gillespie's)  on  two  successive  Sabbath  evenings.  A  few  indi- 
Tiduab  have  stated  to  me  that  they  derived  spiritual  benefit  from  the 
series  of  meetings  held. 

'  The  special  services  for  children  on  Wednesday  evening  and  Friday 
evening,  from  seven  to  eight,  were  largely  attended,  and  apparently  pro- 
dnctive  of  good.  From  Oct«ber  to  this  date,  the  end  of  February,  a 
children's  meeting  has  been  continued  every  Wednesday  evening  from 
seven  to  e^ht.  The  exercises  are  short  and  varied,  interspersed  with  a 
good  deal  of  hymn-sing^g.     The  attendance  has  varied  from  80  to  120  ; 
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and  there  are  150  on  the  roll  at  pretent  This  religioui  aervice  for  the 
j'oaug,  ia  a  week  eveniag  minion  school,  was  conducted  for  a  time  by 
mpelf  acd  two  or  three  MsiaUDts ;  but  now  (here  are  more  thao  a  dozen 
teaohen  engaged  in  this  good  work.  iSai^j  of  the  children  were  at  firat  very 
mde  and  noisy ;  bat  there  is  a  marked  improvement  in  their  behaviaiir, 
and  a  growing  interest  felt  in  tlie  religious  exercises  engaged  in,  and  in 
the  Bible  instmclion  tendered.' 

Of  tlie  services  conducted  by  the  Bev.  Greorge  Wade  and  others  at 
Barrhead  in  the  middle  of  September  1870,  the  Kev.  ^^'illiam  Clark, 
minister  of  the  United  Presbyterian  congregation  there,  thus  writes : — 

'  I  presume  that  by  this  time  you  have  received  a  commanication  from 
the  Rev.  George  Wade  of  Falkirk,  informing  you  that,  in  accordance  with 
appointment,  he  engaged  in  evangelistic  work  in  Barrhead  from  Tuesday 
the  13th  till  Tuesday  the  20th  inclusive,  and  now,  as  agreed  upon  wiA 
him,  I  send  you  a  few  particulars  regarding  these  services. 

'As  we  had  two  meetings  before  the  arrival  of  Mr.  Wade,  and  con- 
tinued three  days  after  his  departure,  the  special  services  lasted  altogether 
from  Sabbath  the  11th  tiU  Fnday  the  23d,  inclusive. 

'  Besides  intimating  the  meetings  from  the  pulpit  and  by  placard,  we 
had  leaflet  notices  printed  and  distributed — 500  each  of  the  two  weeks — • 
from  door  to  door  by  tract  distributors  and  others,  and  amongst  the 
scholars  at  a  mission  school.  Mr.  Wade  and  I  also  visited  on  several 
evenings  for  half  an  hour  or  more  before  the  boor  of  meeting,  especially 
amongst  the  non- church-going  population. 

'  The  first  meeting  was  held  in  the  open  air  at  the  church  gate ;  all 
the  other  meetings  were  held  in  the  church,  with  an  after-meet  iag,  somd- 
times  in  the  hall  coimected  with  the  church,  and  sometimes  in  the  ohuroh 
itself. 

'Owing  to  the  nnmber  of  children  at  the  first  three  meetings,  a 
children's  meeting  was  commenced  on  the  suggestion  of  Mr.  Wade,  and 
held  on  each  succeeding  evening  an  hour  before  the  general  meetmg. 
Mr.  Wade  addressed  all  the  meetings  from  Tnesday  the  13th  till  Tuesday 
the  20tb,  inclusive.  ,Mr.  Michael  Bowan,  from  Glasgow,  addressed  the 
meetings  on  Wednesday  the  21st,  and  Mr.  John  Colville  those  on  Thursday 
the  22d,  and  Friday  the  23d. 

'  One  half  at  least  of  those  who  attended  the  children's  meetings  were 
from  Don- church-going  families.  Those  who  attended  the  general  meeting 
were  partly  from  Protestant  churches,  and  partiy  non-church-goers.  The 
latter  class  consisted  mostly  of  young  people.  The  children's  meeting 
commenced  at  seven,  uid  lasted  about  three-qnarters  of  an  hour;  the 
genera]  service  commenced  at  eight,  and  lasted  from  one  hoiu'  to  one  hour 
'and  a  quarter.  At  the  second  meeting  there  were  generally  prayer  and 
an  address,  besides  conversation  with  individuals,  and  all  was  over  at  half- 
past  nine,  or  from  that  till  fifteen  minutes  past  ten,  generally  abont  9.46. 

'  Tbe  most  encouraging  feature  of  these  special  services  as  to  outward 
attendance  was  the  children's  meeting.  This  meeting  I  am  conlinaing 
weekly ;  attendance  on  Wednesday  the  28th,  65.  I  am  sorry  to  say, 
however,  that  the  weekly  prayer-meeting  has  been  very  little  improved. 
Still,  some  of  God's  people  appear  to  have  been  somewhat  stirred  up ;  and 
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while  I  would  not  like  to  venture  saying  that  there  had  been  actual  con- 
Teraons,  it  is  evident  that  several  non-church-goers  have  been  engaged 
about  religion.  I  have  this  week  visited  families  of  the  non-church -going 
population,  numbers  of  which  had  been  conversed  with  at  the  meetings, 
and  got  pTomises  from  some  to  attend  the  house  of  God.  Hope  to  be 
enabled  to  keep  an  eje  upon  them.  Hope  also  that  blessing  unknown  to 
us  has  been  given.' 

OoDceming  meetings  and  services  in  which  he  assisted  at  Partick, 
and  at  the  Holm,  Kilmarnock,  the  Bfiv,  Robert  Brown  of  Newcastle 
reports  as  follows : — 

•My  two  weeks'  labour,  if  not  light,  were  to  me  very  enjoyable.  In 
Fardck  we  had  only  indoor  meetings ;  and  I  am  happy  to  aay  that,  after 
every  service,  persons  in  different  stages  of  religious  conviction  waited  to 
be  conversed  with.  Some  of  these  cases  were  not  a  little  interesting, 
showing  how,  in  one  case,  the  conversion  of  a  daughter  led  a  careless 
mother  to  think  of  her  sonl;  and  in  another  case,  how  the  conversion  of 
a  son  had  brought  a  father,  who  had  been  a  mere  formalist,  to  see  his  sin 
and  danger. 

'  In  Kilmarnock  Mr.  Gallacber  and  I  spoke  in  the  open  air  for  full  half 
an  hour  every  evening  ere  commencing  the  indoor  service;  and  we  never 
failed  to  take  the  great  bulk  of  our  audience  with  us. 

'  We  would  have  as  many  as  150  or  200  sometimes  listening  to  ns  out- 
side; indoors  the  numbers  were  larger,  increasing  in  numbers,  and,  as  we 
thought,  in  deep  feeling,  each  succeeding  evening. 

■  As  in  Fartick,  after  every  service  we  bad  anxious  ones  waiting  to  be 
spoken  with.  One  thing  has  very  deeply  impressed  itself  on  my  mind  of  late, 
— and  that  is,  that  there  never  seems  to  be  any  spedal  eifort  made  by  us  to 
save  souls,  if  properly  and  prayerfuUy  conducted,  in  which  fruit  is  not 
gathered.  Souls  seem  waiting  to  be  gathered  in,  as  ripened  grain  awaits 
the  dckle  of  the  reaper.  Oh  that  the  Church  were  alive  to  the  fact  I  In 
that  case,  what  fervent  prayers  would  be  presented,  and  what  hearty  efforts 
pat  forth  to  save  souls  I  How  much,  bow  very  much,  the  Church's  un- 
belief stands  in  the  way  of  her  success  I  We  have  not,  because  we  ask 
not,  or  because  we  ask  amiss.' 

Of  his  labours  at  Barra  among  the  fishennen  who  frequent  the  island 
in  May  and  June,  the  Kev.  Thos.  H.  Baxter  gives  the  following  state- 
ment:— 

'The  islandof  Barra  is  one  of  the  most  southern  of  the  Outer  Hebrides, 
and  is  about  ten  miles  long  and  five  broad.  It  is  part  of  the  upper  ridge 
of  a  submerged  chain  of  hills,  and  has  very  little  level  or  arable  land.  It 
is  said  to  have  two  thousand  inhabitants,  nine-tenths  of  whom  are  Roman 
Catholics,  and  the  remaining  two  hundred  Protestants.  Gaelic  is  the  pre- 
v^ling  language,  and  very  few  can  speak  any  English.  There  are  not  a 
dozen  of  comfortable  dwellings  in  the  island.  The  ordinary  huts  of  the 
natives  ore  of  the  most  wretched  description,  being  entirely  destitute  of 
all  the  amenities  of  modern  civilisation.  They  are  either  constructed  of 
turf  or  unhewn  stones,  and  have  only  one  entrance  for  cattle,  pigs,  fowls, 
sheep,  and  people,    llie  grossest  superstition  envelopes  the  Popish  inha- 
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biUnts,  and  the^  spurn  eveiy  effort  of  Protestants  to  enlighten  tbein. 
There  are  tiro  large  baj^  or  rather  small  lochs — one  in  the  sooth  end  of 
the  island,  and  the  other  in  the  north — whose  natural  harboun  render  them 
most  suitable  for  fishing  purposes. 

'  On  the  best  authority,  it  was  stated  that  there  would  be  about  four 
thousand  fishermen  in  South  Bay,  two  thousand  in  North  Bay,  and  eif^t 
hundred  in  the  island  of  Vatersay,  separated  by  a  narrow  sotind  from 
South  Bay,  The  sides  of  the  bays  were  lined  by  the  temporary  wooden 
huts  of  Uie  fishermen,  who  requite  to  bring  most  of  the  neoessuies  of  life 
with  them. 

■  All  the  morning  of  the  first  Sabbath  it  rained  Tery  heaTUy,  and  while 
we  were  walking  to  the  bay,  so  that  we  scarcely  expected  to  get  an 
audience.  There  is  only  one  Protestant  church  in  the  island,  end  it  is 
four  miles  from  the  bay.  By  the  time,  howerer,  we  arrived  at  the  station, 
a  curing  shed  was  crowded  with  fishermen,  who  had  met  for  prayer  and 
exhortation,  as  they  thought  we  would  not  come.  On  our  entering  they 
soon  handed  oyer  the  meeting  to  one  of  us.  After  the  introduotory  ser- 
vice the  rain  ceased ;  and  more  standing  without  the  shed  than  within  it, 
we  removed  outside  and  preached.  We  then  intimated  another  serrioe 
two  hours  after,  and  that  the  Free  Church  Gaelic  minister  would  imme- 
diately preach  to  the  Gaelic  popnlatlon  present.  We  met  again  in  the 
afternoon  as  announced,  and  between  one  and  two  thousand  sat  on  the 
hill-side,  and  manifested  the  liveliest  interest  in  the  whole  of  the  exercises, 

'  bth  June, — There  was  no  rain  the  second  Sabbatl),  bat  a  very  dense 
mist  rendered  it  very  uncomfortable  for  our  outdoor  service  in  the  fore- 
noon. But  it  cleared  away  for  a  while  in  the  afternoon,  and  many  more 
came  out  to  hear  the  word  of  life ;  so  that  altogether  we  had  a  pleasant 
day.  When  about  to  return  to  our  lodging,  we  got  a  message  from  one 
of  our  Nairn  elders  to  come  and  visit  Mm,  as  he  had  got  tha  painfal 
tidings  of  the  death  of  a  son.  He  lived  a  mile  round  the  bay.  He  had 
lost  two  fine  sons  some  months  before  by  drowning. 

'  12(A  June. — This  Sabbath  was  the  wettest  day  we  had.  We  |tfeaahed 
in  the  forenoon  with  the  umbrella  in  one  hand  and  the  Bible  in  the  other, 
while  about  a  hundred  sat  quite  unprotected  from  the  rain.  As  thef  wera 
willing  to  hear,  we  could  not  refuse  (although  far  from  well)  to  proclaim 
the  message  of  eternal  life.  It  continued  to  rain  all  afternoon,  so  that  we 
were  glad  to  meet  in  a  rude  schoolroom,  which  was  quite  filled.  Between 
the  forenoon  and  anemoon  services  we  conducted  two  prayer-moMingi 
in  the  cottages  of  the  fishermen  where  we  went  to  dry  our  clothes,  Sevend 
of  the  men  took  part  in  leading  the  devotions.  The  draught  of  herrings 
had  been  so  great  &e  two  previous  days,  that  many  had  wrought  idl 
Friday  night,  and  continued  tJil  late  on  Saturday  evening.  One  carer,  to 
the  surprise  and  pain  of  many,  had  some  curing  on  Sabbath  morning  and 
forenoon. 

'  19lh  June. — We  had  arranged  to  preach  the  last  Sabbath  of  our  stay, 
morning  and  evening,  in  South  Bay,  and  in  the  afternoon  in  the  island  of 
Vatersay ;  but  the  wind  and  rain  rendered  the  passage  to  the  latter  im- 
possible, so  that  we  held  tbree  services  in  the  former.  We  met  in  the 
schoolroom  in  the  morning,  and  in  the  open  air  in  the  afternoon  and  even- 
ing.   The  attendance  was  not  quite  so  large  as  osoal,  as  a  number  of  fisher- 
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men  had  left  foi  home- the  prerioos  day.  The  concludmg  service  in  the 
evening  was  of  pecuUar  Golemnity.  The  bay  would  be  quite  deserted 
before  the  return  of  another  Sabbath ;  so  we  commended  them  all  to  the 
grace  of  God,  and  bade  them  adieu. 

'  The  highest  testimony  was  borne  by  the  carers,  policemen,  and  others 
to  llie  remarkably  good  conduct  of  the  fishermen  during  the  whole  of 
tlirir  visit  to  the  island.  Mr.  Smith  was  of  opinion  that  few  classes  of  tbe 
land  could  furnish  such  a  large  proportion  of  sober,  well-behaved,  and 
pious  men.  This  could  not  always  be  s^d  of  them.  The  change  is  attri- 
butable to  the  religious  awakening  on  the  east  coast  tea  years  ago.  It  is 
believed  that  the  example  of  the  fishermen  will  teli  favourably  on  the 
aatives.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  gospel  may  soon  penetrate  this  dark 
region  of  the  eaitb.  The  Free  Chiirdi  is  making  an  effort  to  get  a  small 
church  up  in  North  Bay  for  a  catechist 

'  In  addition  to  the  public  services  we  had  frequent  opportunities  of 
pressing  the  message  of  reconciliation  in  private,  and  were  invariably  well 
received.  The  fishermen  also  held  social  meetings  for  prayer  among 
themselves  when  not  at  sea.* 

The  labours  of  the  evangelistic  agenta  have  been  continued  at  Forth, 
Haywood,  and  other  villages  near  Braehead,  during  several  months.  Of 
some  of  the  earlier  services,  held  in  the  month  of  June  1870,  the  Bev. 
Alexander  Banks  reports  as  follows : — > 

'  On  the  first  Sabbath  of  June,  Mr.  William  Murray  took  part  of  the 
services  with  me  in  Braehead.  He  gave  a  very  excellent  address,  which 
was  listened  to  with  great  attention,  and  produced  evidently  a  favour- 
able impresaiou.  Same  day,  Mr.  James  Murray  went  to  Haywood,  visited 
a  number  of  the  people,  and  invited  them  to  an  open-air  service.  About 
two  dozen  gathered  round  him,  whilst  a  number  listened  from  their  doors, 
or  stood  at  a  distance.  I  was  greatly  impressed  with  the  necessity  of 
labours  bung  pat  forth.  In  the  evening,  at  five  o'clock,  the  brothers  Mur- 
ray, along  with  myself  and  Messrs.  Morton  and  Massie,  were  at  the  regular 
Sabbath  evening  meeting  at  Forth.  The  attendance  was  good ;  tbe 
Messrs.  Murray  had  the  burden  of  the  speaking,  William  closing  with  a 
very  warm,  animated,  and  impresuve  address.  The  attention  and  interest 
were  great — the  impression  most  marked.  The  whole  of  the  following 
week  was  exclusively  devoted  to  labours  in  the  Forth.  An  open-air 
service  from  a  little  after  six  till  seven  was  held  nightly.  A  good  number 
of  the  wildest  and  most  graceless  characters  were  present,  the  meeting 
being  conducted  at  th^  place  of  rendezvous.  They  paid  good  attention 
to  what  was  said,  but  did  not  go  from  thence  to  the  indoor  meetings'. 
One  of  the  brothers  Murray  usually  addressed  in  the  open  air,  the  other 
taking  a  leading  port  inside.  The  meetings  inside  were  held  in  the  school- 
room ;  the  audience,  young  and  old,  at  first  about  70,  increasing  to  Friday, 
when  it  would  amount  to  about  120  or  130.  These  meetings  were  largely 
attended  by  persons  who  had  previously  professed  to  have  got  good, — a 
few  others  alvrays  attending.  The  meetings  were  very  lively,  and  the 
interest  most  marked.  An  after-meeling  was  held  each  night,  at  which  a 
few  remaiiied  for  conversation,  mostly  young  persons,  and  mostly  profess- 
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ing  to  have  obtained  a  blessing.  Meaowliite  they  appear  decided,  lirel/, 
and  happy.  I  shall  have  my  eye  upon  thetn,  and  shall  have  them  looked 
after.  I  took  personally  very  little  part  in  these  after-meetingi,  as  my  ovn 
feelings  are  against  revealing  the  workings  of  the  soul  in  the  presence  of 
numbers,  and  making  confessions  and  professions  in  the  ears  of  Dombers, 
to  have  them  blazoned  abroad,  when  it  is  not  known  either  to  the  parties 
themselves  or  to  others  what  may  be  the  issue.  This  I  take  to  be  a  part 
of  the  work  that  requires,  in  o«ier  to  be  of  real  service,  to  be  very  WMcly 
and  delicately  gone  about.  In  their  conversalions  with  anxious  souls,  I 
liked  the  method  of  the  two  evangelists  very  well.  They  seem  to  me  to 
have  very  clear  views  of  divine  truth,  and  a  good  deal  of  aptitude  in 
applying  it  to  anxious  souls.' 

ConcerniDg  the  work  of  two  of  the  agents  in  a  very  oeceBsitotu 
mission  district  in  Manchester,  in  connection  with  workers  supplied  from 
Brunswick  Street  congregation  in  that  city,  the  Rev.  George  F.  James 
reports  in  the  following  terms : — 

<  I  may  state  at  the  outset,  that,  as  this  whole  mission  work  in  Ashton 
Street  is  of  very  recent  origin,  having  been  commenced  only  eight  months 
ago,  it  will  not  be  expected,  n<rr  would  it  be  right,  that  I  should  present 
yon  with  a  list  of  supposed  conversions  to  the  Lord.  For  though  some 
of  the  cases  may  be,  and  are,  very  hopeful,  still  none  of  them  have  been 
at  all  fairly  tested  as  yet. 

'And  further,  let  me  say  that  the  locality  aroimd  Ashton  Street,  oW 
London  Road,  which  we  have  selected  for  our  mission  work,  is  one  of  the 
most  destitute  and  degraded  in  Manchester,  and  therefore  we  may  expect 
that  it  will  require  long  and  patient  and  prayerful  woiting  before  mnch 
palpable  fmit  shall  appear. 

'  We  feel  glad  ajid  grateful,  however,  that  two  such  earnest  and  faith- 
ful evangelists  as  Messrs.  Dalziel  and  Cameron  have  been  sent  to  us,  to 
do  some  of  the  most  difficult  and  arduous  work  In  the  commencement  of 
the  mission,  and  to  endeavour,  if  possible,  to  arouse  the  people  from  their 
spiritual  slumber  to  something  like  earnestness  and  anxiety  with  regard 
to  their  souls.  From  1st  November  of  last  year  till  the  end  of  February 
of  this  year,  Mr.  Dalziel  laboured  faithfully  and  prayerfully  in  the  face 
of  much  difficulty  and  discouragement,  but  still  with  some  tokens  of  suc- 
cess. Besides  visiting  the  houses  of  the  people  and  dealing  earnestly 
with  their  souls  there,  he  also  preached  regularly  in  the  streets  in  the 
Sunday  forenoons,  and  addressed  meetings  in  the  mission-house  on  the 
Sunday  evenings,  and  occasionally  on  the  week  evenings.  Although  only 
a  comparatiyely  small  number  of  the  grown-up  people  could  be  persuad^ 
to  come  to  the  mission-house,  yet  we  have  reason  to  believe  that  many 
were  seriously  impressed  by  Mr.  Dalziel's  earnest  personal  dealing;  and 
when  leaving  us  at  the  end  of  February,  there  were  a  good  many  hopeful 
cases,  which  he  recommended  to  the  fostering  care  of  those  who  might 
follow  him  in  the  work.  Altogether,  Mr.  Dalziel's  visit  to  us  and  to  our 
mission  district  was  very  refreshing,  and  I  have  no  doubt  has  and  will  yet 
produce  fruit  His  deep-toned  piety  and  prayerful  spirit  won  for  him 
the  love  and  esteem  of  all  those  engi^ed  earnestly  in  the  work  of  the 
Lord  amongst  us,     And  I  feel  certain  that  the  laboota  and  prayers  of 
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caofa  A  fkithfol  and  earnest  serrant  of  Chrut  will  not  have  been  in  vaia 
in  and  around  Ajhton  Street. 

'  Mr.  Cameron  came  to  as  at  the  beginning  of  March,  and  has  tbns  been 
with  at  for  two  months.  Shortly  after  he  came  it  was  arranged,  at  big 
sn^estion,  to  aospend  for  a  time  some  of  the  cUsses  for  the  joiing  people, 
and  to  endeaTour,  by  a  series  of  meetings,  to  arouae  the  men  and  women 
of  the  district  to  a  sense  of  their  spiritual  need.  Circulars  were  printed 
and  distributed,  earnestly  in-riting  the  people  to  attend  these  meetings ; 
and  for  about  a  fortnight  they  were  conducted  almost  every  night  by  Mr. 
Cameron,  with  the  assistance  of  some  from  our  own  congregation.  By 
this  means  a  goodly  number  were  brought  out  to  hear  the  word  of  Ood, 
the  attendance  ranging  from  about  80  or  90  down  to  about  SO. 

'  After  this  series  of  nightly  services,  Mr.  Cameron  kept  up  meetings 
on  Wednesday,  Friday,  and  Sunday  evenings,  which  have  been  fairly 
attended  ;  and  there  is  certainly  a  great  amount  of  earnestness  shown  by 
those  who  do  attend,  soma  of  them  Ibtening  with  eagerness  to  the  word 
of  life  and  salvation.  Sometimes,  at  the  close  of  the  meetings,  a  consider- 
able number  waited  for  conversation  and  prayer,  and  on  some  of  these 
occasions  the  Spirit  of  God  seemed  to  be  working  mightily.  Mr.  Cameron 
feels  very  hopeful  with  regard  to  some  of  the  men  and  women  who  have 
attended  Uiese  meetings,  and  whom  he  has  visited  at  their  honses ;  bat, 
for  the  reason  formerly  stated,  I  refrain  from  mentioning  names  or  giving 
special  cases,  though  this  might  easily  be  done.  On  the  whole,  our  mis- 
sion work  in  this  destitute  district  has  been  hopefully  begun  ;  and  for  the 
progress  so  far  made,  we  are  deeply  indebted  to  the  earnest  labouren 
sent  uB  from  the  Mission  Board.' 

The  Key.  J.  P.  Millar  of  CarnonBtie,  who  labonred  as  an  evangelist 
at  Bow,  LoDdon,  for  a  fortnight  in  Angast  1870,  haa  forwarded  a  report 
of  the  services  id  which  he  assisted  there,  from  which  the  following 
extract  Is  taken : — 

'  On  the  whole,  we  had  a  favourable  impression  as  to  the  result  of 
the  services.  In  every  instance  the  truth  was  listened  to  vrith  the  deepest 
attention  from  beginning  to  end,  and  a  hallowed  impression  seemed  to  be 
left  on  every  meetiug.  This  was  abundantly  confirmed  by  private  con- 
versations with  the  people,  who  over  and  over  again  spoke  of  the  kindnesi 
of  the  Mission  Board  in  making  provision  for  such  services  being  held, 
giving  expreauon  at  the  same  time  to  a  sense  of  their  responsibility  in 
being  so  privileged.  Several  persons  expressed  it  as  their  conviction  that 
a  good  impression  had  been  made  on  those  who  had  attended  the  services ; 
and  it  was  remarked,  that  no  meeting  had  proved  a  failore.  Judging 
according  to  a  London  standard,  the  numbers  present  were  reckoned  very 
good.  It  is  perhaps  the  most  delicate  of  all  judgments  to  form — to  say 
whether  we  enjoyed  the  Master's  presence ;  but  I  humbly  think  that  was 
not  wanting,  if  one  may  judge  from  liberty  of  speech  and  sympathy  of 
heart  with  heart.  I  seldom  have  seen  more  of  the  hallowing  impression 
produced  by  the  setting  forth  earnestly  the  simplest  gospel  truth.  The 
bread  has  been  oast  on  the  waters :  may  it  be  found  after  many  days  I 

'  Of  the  audiences  present,  there  were  a  few  who  appeared  to  attend  no 
place  of  woTsbip,  a  few  also  who  belonged  to  other  places  of  worship,  but 
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the  greater  number  were  adheieDti  of  the  TTnited  PreabTterisn  congi«- 
gation  at  Bow ;  and  the  principal  good  done  appeared  to  consut  in  the 
quickening  of  that  claia,  and  diffosing  a  little  more  Titali^  and  interest- 
taking  among  them,  both  aa  to  the  reception  of  gospel  truth  and  a«  to  the 
discharge  of  Christian  dnty. 

'  I  foimd  it  difficult  to  do  much  in  the  waj  of  household  visitation  as 
a  means  of  bringing  people  out  to  the  Berrices.  Many  were  jealous  of 
bong  interfered  vith  in  their  habita  of  non-church  attendance,  and  their 
prejudices  were  eamly  awakened.  Indeed,  this  appears  to  be  the  difficult 
problem  to  solve — How  to  get  at  the  leaHy  destitute,  so  M  to  open  their 
ears  to  the  goapeL' 

Of  his  labours  at  Stratford,  Essex,  in  connection  with  the  Ber. 
Andrew  Black,  minister  of  Straiford  congregation,  in  Angnst  last,  the 
Eer.  Dr.  Ogilvie  thus  writes : — 

<  I  may  say  that  while  the  attendance  varied,  and  I  coold  have  wished 
a  larger  audience  than  in  any  case  I  had,  yet  it  waa  considered  good  in 
every  instance  by  Mr.  Black,  and  by  others  who  knew  the  districts  and 
were  interested  in  the  work.  Certainly  there  was,  as  a  role,  everything  I 
could  wish  as  to  attention  and  manifest  interest  The  meetings  were 
opened  by  the  sinf^g  of  a  hymn.  Mr.  Black  dien  read  a  portion  of 
Scripture,  and  engaged  in  prayer.  A  hymn  was  again  sung,  and  then  I 
preached.  AAer  the  discourse,  another  hymn  was  sting,  and  I  closed  by 
prayer  and  the  benediction. 

'Before  diamissing  the  people,  we  circulated  tract9,^-othera  than  the 
intimations,  oi  in  addition  to  these, — and  got  opportimitiea  of  coaversati<m 
with  any  who  seemed  willing  or  anxious  to  q>eak  with  us ;  and  frequently 
did  they  express  their  gratitude  for  what  they  had  heard,  and  their  hope 
of  ben^t. 

■  In  the  course  of  viritation  I  found  a  great  amotmt  of  gross  ignoranoe, 
and  I  made  it  my  object,  both  in  private  and  in  preaching,  to  present  the 
gospel  plainly  and  umply,  in  statement  and  illustration,  so  as  if  possible 
to  interest  and  instruct,  and  with  all  earnestness  to  press  borne  its  accept- 
ance, meeting  what  I  knew  to  be  errors  entertained,  or  excuses  pled  for 
neglect  or  delay.  Judging  from  what  I  saw  and  heard  myself,  and  was 
told  by  others,  I  am  not  without  some  good  reason  for  concluding  that 
this  visit,  made  at  your  soHdtation,  has  been  to  profit  and  for  the  glory 
of  God.  Though  it  interfered  somewhat  with  my  holidays,  I  do  not  regret 
it,  but  rather  rejoice  in  the  opportunity  of  doing  such  work  in  such  a 
necessitous  locality,  and  aiding  one  who  labours,  I  believe,  with  all  earnest- 
ness in  his  Master's  service.  The  work  was  pretty  hard,  bat  I  stood  it 
well,  and  my  voice  was  in  capital  trim  all  the  time. 

'  Such  visits  are  well  fitted  not  only  to  cheer  and  refresh  and  stimulate 
the  ministers,  but  to  encourage  the  people ;  and  it  is  my  hope  that  my 
visit  will  be  of  use  to  the  United  I^byterian  cause,  as  well  as  to  the 
furtherance  of  the  gospel  generally.  Sudi  a  visit,  if  it  did  nothing  else, 
shows  to  the  inhabitants  of  a  locality  that  our  ministers  and  congregations 
are  not  isolated  and  uncared  for,  but  that  they  are  part  of  a  great  rdigious 
denomination,  which  is  seeking  as  its  special  object  the  advancement  of 
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the  gospel,  and  wMoli  honoon  alike  its  ministers  and  its  people  who  are 
earnest  in  their  efforts  in  such  a  work. 

'  There  is  much  need  for  evangelistic  work  in  Stratford,  and  room,  and 
more  than  room,  for  all  who  are  labonring  for  Christ  amidst  its  lai^e  and 
rapidly 'inoreasing  population.' 

Of  services  at  Whitby,  condncted  by  the  Rev.  Qeorge  Bell  of  New- 
castle and  others,  the  Bev.  George  Bobertson,  minister  of  the  congrega- 
tion there,  reports  aa  follows : — 

'  Spealung  for  myself,  I  most  say  diat  I  carried  away  a  tavonrable 
impression  of  these  week-night  services.  The  foor  discourses  of  the 
deputation,  along  with  the  other  addresses,  were  listened  to  with  marked 
attention.  No  doubt  the  attendance  was  not  so  good  as  might  have  been 
wished,  but  still  it  must  be  home  in  mind  that  this  is  a  watering-place, 
which  of  course  necessitates  the  close  attendance  on  week  nights  at  both 
the  shops  and  lodging-houses, — in  which  ways  a  good  majority  of  the 
town  make  a  living.  The  depatation  finished  by  preaching  two  earnest 
and  impresrive  discourses  on  Sabbath  the  17th  July,  which  were  listened 
to  by  good  and  attentive  audiences. 

'  From  the  appreciative  remarks  I  have  heard  both  from  the  country 
and  town  auditors,  I  am  led  to  believe  that  these  services  have  not  been 
held  in  vain,  but  that  they  have  been  highly  instrumental,  In  the  handt  of 
a  gracious  God,  in  conferring  much  lasting  bene^t,' 

Mr.  John  Hall  of  North  Shields  reports  as  follows  of  meetings  and 
services  at  North  Shields,  conducted  nnder  the  superintendence  of  the 
Bev.  William  Salmond,  by  members  of  the  Presbytery  of  Newcastle,  and 
others: — 

<  The  mission'TOom  ia  situated  in  the  low  part  of  the  town,  amidst  a 
large  population  of  non-church- going  and  spiritually  careless  and  sunken 
people.  The  servicefl  held  were  duly  announced  by  handbills;  they  have 
not  been  so  largely  attended  as  we  expected :  the  numbers  have  been  on 
week  nights  from  24  to  40  adults,  and  on  Sabbath  nights  from  80  to  100 
adults.  The  tea  meeting  was  very  largely  attended,  there  being  not  less 
than  150  present.  After  tea,  the  meeting  was  of  a  strictly  religious  and 
devotional  character.  AH  the  meetings  have  been  of  a  very  practical 
kind,  and  ws  beUeve  have  done  good.  Aa  the  results  already  felt,  there  is 
a  deeper  feeling  of  earnestness  and  devotion  on  the  part  of  the  miasioQory 
and  others  engaged  in  carrying  on  the  mission.  God's  people  who  have 
attended  the  meetings  have  experienced  refreshing  showers  of  divine 
grace,  while  unconverted  ones  have  become  the  subjects  of  deep  impres- 
sions, which,  by  the  divine  blessing,  it  is  reasonable  to  expect  will  result  in 
their  converuon  to  God.  Some  have  been  heard  to  say  that  they  have 
thought  and  prayed  as  they  never  did  before.  We  doubt  not  these  ser- 
vices will  give  a  great  impulse  to  the  work  of  God  in  this  home-heathen 
locality,  and  that  many  will  have  abundant  reason  to  thank  God  that  ever 
they  were  held.' 

Of  the  series  of  meetings  held  at  Greenock,  under  the  direction  of 
the  five  United  Fiesbyterian  ministers  in  that  town,  and  in  connection 
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with  their  miasion  districts,  tUe  Bev.  Sntherland  Sinclair  has  sent  the 
following  report : — - 

'  I  deferred  reporting  to  you  ia  reference  to  tlie  evaDgelistic  serrioe* 
of  Mr.  Cameron  in  thb  town  during  six  weeks  in  N'orember  and  December 
last,  in  ttie  hope  that  the  town  missionaries  connected  with  our  churches, 
with  whom  his  labours  were  ckiefly  carried  on,  would  have  sent  me  in- 
formation on  the  subject.  But  as  none  of  them  has  done  this,  I  most 
send  you  a  few  lines,  necessarily  very  imperfect,  because  I  conld  be 
present  at  only  a  few  of  the  meetings.  The  five  ministers  of  our  deno- 
mination here  formed  the  committee,  by  whom  it  was  arranged  that  Mr. 
Cameron  should  act  chiefly  in  connection  with  our  missionaries,  because 
in  that  way  he  would  be  more  directly  in  the  field  of  evangelistic  work, 
and  would  give  hia  aid  to  the  mission  work  of  all  the  congregations.  On 
this  plan  he  acted.  His  meetings  were  held  for  a  week  in  one  place,  and 
then  shifted  to  another,  and  so  from  week  to  week.  The  meetings  were 
very  good ;  and  in  each  place  the  number  and  the  interest  of  the  people 
increased  as  the  meetings  were  continued.  His  addresses  were  evangelical, 
adapted  to  his  audiences,  and  effective.  The  presence  of  the  Holy  Spirit 
seemed  to  be  manifest.  Many  seemed  deeply  impressed,  and  at  the  close 
of  almost  every  meeting  some  remained  for  private  conversation  about 
their  souls.  All  the  five  ministers  took  part  in  some  of  the  meetings  as 
they  had  opportunity.  Christians  of  other  denominations,  as  well  as  the 
missionaries  and  office-bearers  and  members  of  our  own  congregations, 
assisted  in  the  work.  And  before  Mr.  Cameron  left,  he  reported  the 
names  of  various  persons  who  professed  to  have  found  peace,  as  well  as 
the  names  of  others  who  were  still  anxious.  We  thank  you  for  giving 
him  to  OS.  His  serrices  were  manifestly  blessed  of  the  Lord,  and  have 
done  good  both  to  converted  and  unconverted  persons.' 


Dnring  the  year  various  applications  have  been  made  by  persons 
wishing  to  be  appointed  as  evangelists,  and  some  of  these  have  forwarded 
testimonials  of  character  and  qualifications  from  ministet^  and  others 
with  whom  they  have  been  associated  in  missionary  work.  The  Com* 
mittee  have  not,  however,  thought  it  expedient  to  add  more  largely  to 
the  staff  of  evangelistic  agents.  The  number  of  evangelists  already 
appointed  is,  in  general,  sufficient  to  meet  the  demands  for  aid  in  evan- 
gelistic work  which  are  presented  to  the  Home  Committee ;  and  aa  there 
is  thus  no  pressing  necessity  for  new  appointments,  while  any  extra 
demand  for  additional  agents  can  be  met  by  the  temporary  employment 
of  parties  who  have  been  otherwise  engaged  in  evangelistic  work,  the 
Committee  may,  by  a  prudent  caution  in  reference  to  further  appoint- 
ments, be  able  ultimately  to  secure  the  services  of  agents  moi'e  fnlly 
trained  and  qualified  for  the  work  which  it  is  the  design  of  the  Synod's 
Evangelistic  Scheme  to  encourage  and  extend. 

For  various  reasons,  and  especially  from  the  difficulty  of  fixing  on  a 
suitable  site  for  its  location,  the  church  for  the  masses  in  Glasgow,  which 
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it  is  propoaed  to  build  with  the  money  bequeathed  for  that  purpose  by 
the  late  John  Henderson,  Esq.  of  Park,  has  not  yet  been  commenced. 
It  consequently  has  not  yet  been  available  as  a  school  for  the  training 
of  evangelistic  agents,  as  it  is  intended  that  it  should  be  when  com- 
pleted. The  Home  Committee  have,  however,  with  the  view  of  more 
fully  preparing  the  agents  at  present  employed  for  the  discharge  of  tbeir 
important  duties,  carried  into  effect  the  suggestion  which  was  made  in 
last  report  in  reference  to  a  supply  of  suitable  books,  by  presenting  to 
each  of  them  a  copy  of  Spencer's  Pastoral  Sketches,  of  the  Life  of  Hie 
Revt  William  Bums,  and  of  Dr.  M'Leod's  Christus  Consolalor.  Tbe  Sub- 
Committee  on  the  appointment  of  agents  have  also  held  a  social  meeting 
with  the  present  staff  of  evangelistic  labourers,  at  which,  after  an  in- 
teresting series  of  reports  concerning  the  work  in  which  they  had  been 
engaged  during  the  previous  months  had  been  given  by  the  agents,  the 
Sev.  Dr.  Knox,  in  an  earnest  and  practical  address,  delivered  to  them 
most  seasonable  and  affectionate  counsels  as  to  the  manner  and  spirit  in 
which  they  should  prosecute  tbe  work  to  which  they  bad  been  appointed. 
The  continuous  employment  of  six  agents  during  the  past  year,  and 
the  increased  amount  of  evangelistic  work  accomplished  by  the  temporary 
employment  of  ministers  and  others  to  conduct  meetings  and  services  in 
different  parts  of  the  country,  has  necessarily  increased  the  expenditure 
for  the  year  under  the  Evangelistic  Branch  of  the  Home  Mission  Fund. 
From  the  Treasurer's  accounts,  published  in  tbe  Record  for  April  1871, 
it  appears  that  the  actual  outlay  under  the  new  Evangelistic  Scheme  in 
the  year  1870  has  been  £750,  15s.  5d.,  while  it  was  only  £113,  18s.  6d. 
in  the  previous  year — thus  showing  an  increase  in  1870  of  £636,  I63.  lid.; 
while  the  expenditure  for  1871  is  likely  to  be  at  least  as  large  as  that  of 
the  past  year.  The  Home  Committee  have  therefore  very  earnestly  to 
direct  the  attention  of  the  Synod,  and  of  the  congregations  of  the 
Church,  to  the  necessity  for  increasing  liberality  and  enlarged  contri- 
butions on  behalf  of  the  Evangelistic  Branch  of  the  Home  AGssioii 
Fund,  if  the  operations  in  connection  with  it  are  to  be  vigorously  pro- 
secuted, and  triaintatned  even  on  the  present  scale  of  enterprise  and 
effort.  The  income  of  the  Fund  during  tbe  year  1870  from  all  sources 
has  been  as  follows : —

Which  is  only  £2  more  than  the  balance  which  was  at  Uie  credit  of  the 
ordinanf  Evangelistic  Fund  at  31st  March  1870,  and  shows  that  the 
excess  of  expenditure  over  income  during  the  last  twelve  months  has 
absorbed  the  whole  of  the  Reserve  Fund,  which,  at  the  date  of  last 
report,  amounted  to  £711,  5s.  lOd.  It  is  therefore  necessary  to  remind 
the  Synod  and  the  Church  of  the  regulation  adopted  in  May  1869, 
which  provided  that  the  Evangelistic  Scheme  should  '  be  supported 
from  the  Evangelistic  Branch  of  the  Home  Mission  Fund,  augmenUd^  so 
far  as  necessary,  by  increased  liberality  on  the  part  of  the  Church 
generally,  by  special  subscriptions,  and  by  local  collections;'  and  the 
Committee  repeat  the  expression  of  their  earnest  hope,  that  the  Synod 
may  adopt  efBcient  measures  for  obtaining  for  the  Evangelistic  Branch 
of  the  Home  Mission  Fund  the  increased  support,  without  which  the 
present  staff  of  evangelistic  agents  cannot  be  sustained,  and  which  is  in- 
dispensable  if  the  work  of  evangelization  in  the  various  modes  supported 
by  that  Fund  is  to  be  prosecuted  with  vigour  and  success. 

The  Home  Committee  have  thus  presented  to  the  Synod  a  second 
annual  statement  of  their  procedure  in  relation  to  the  work  of  home 
evangelization,  and  to  the  Synod's  Scheme  for  its  advancement    Afl  a 
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larger  number  of  agents  has  been  employed  than  in  the  preceding  year, 
the  aoioant  of  work  performed  has  also  been  larger,  and  the  operations 
in  connection  with  the  Scheme  have  been  carried  into  a  greater  number 
of  congregations,  and  spread  over  wider  districts  of  the  country  and  the 
Chorch.  In  how  far  the  meetings  held  and  the  services  conducted  have 
been  effective  for  the  attainment  of  the  desired  ends,  cannot  meanwhile 
be  folly  known.  But  the  statements  which  have  been  received  from 
ministers  and  others  resident  in  the  districts  in  which  the  evangelistic 
agents  of  the  Synod  have  been  employed,  of  which  copious  extracts  have 
been  embodied  in  this  report,  attest  that  the  agents  have  been  activBf 
earnest,  and  untiring  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties ;  that  their  addresses 
have  been  listened  to,  in  the  generality  of  cases,  with  marked  interest 
and  attention ;  that  their  meetings  have  been  characterized  by  solemnity 
and  decorum ;  that  very  many  have  been  aroosed  to  anxious  concern 
a)>out  their  spiritual  state  and  their  eternal  welfare ;  that  not  a  few  have 
professed  tbeir  faith  in  Jesus,  and  their  hope  of  salvation  in  His  name ; 
and  that  members  have  been  added  to  the  Church,  who,  so  far  as  human 
observation  can  extend,  are  walking  worthy  of  their  profession,  departing 
from  iniquity,  and  yielding  in  their  lives  those  fmits  of  righteousness 
which  are  by  Jesus  Christ  to  the  glory  and  praise  of  God.  In  so  far, 
therefore,  as  these  statements  are  truthful  representations  of  the  facts 
observed — and  there  is  no  reason  to  suppose  that  they  are  not — it  can- 
not be  said  that  &e  evangelistic  labours  of  the  past  year  have  been 
without  a  measure  of  success,  or  that  the  experiment  made  in  the  adop- 
tion  of  the  present  evangelistic  scheme  has  been  already  marked  by 
failure  or  disappointment.  For  the  good  which  has  been  accomplished 
our  thanks  are  due  to  Him  from  whom  cometh  down  every  good  gift, 
and  every  perfect  gift,  and  who  alone  giveth  the  increase.  That  the 
measure  of  that  good  has  not  been  larger  and  more  manifest  is  due 
only  to  ourselves,  and  should  at  once  humble  us  as  we  reflect  on  the 
past,  and  excite  to  more  earnest  and  prayerful  effort  as  we  anticipate 
the  future.  That  the  influence  of  that  glorious  gospel  of  the  blessed 
God,  of  which  the  Church  of  Christ  is  the  depositaiy  and  guardian, 
does  not  yet,  as  it  ought  to  do,  pervade  and  leaven  the  whole  mass  of 
society  in  our  land,  and  especially  in  our  great  cities  and  large  towns, 
is  painfully  evident  even  to  a  superficial  observer.  There  are  multi- 
tudes at  our  very  doors  who  are  still  sunk  in  ignorance  and  car- 
nality and  sin.  The  mournful  events  which  are  transpiring  in  a  neigh- 
bouring nation,  distracted  for  the  present  by  the  horrors  of  civil  war 
and  the  fierce  passions  of  domesUc  strife,  reveal  the  dangers,  even  to 
material  prosperity  and  outward  civilisation,  which  lurk  in  the  bosom 
of  society,  when  the  masses  which  form  its  base  are  given  up  to  in- 
fidelity and  irreligion  and  ungodliness.  The  instinct  of  self-preservation, 
as  well  as  the  sense  of  duty  to  our  brethren  and  fellow-citizens,  and  of 
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loving  obligation  to  that  Savionr  '  who  loved  as  and  gave  Himself  for 
OS,'  shoold  therefore  stimulate  our  exertions  for  the  spiritual  benefit, 
and  for  the  moral  and  religions  elevation,  of  the  multitudes  who  are 
living  bejCHid  the  pale  of  all  oar  religions  organizations  and  Christian 
associations.  How  these  may  beat  be  reached,  and  how  they  may  most 
effectively  be  gathered  into  her  fold,  is  the  great  problem  which  the 
Church  of  the  present  has  to  solve ;  and  the  solution  of  the  problem  may 
not  be  found  in  any  outward  arrangement,  or  any  special  form  of 
ecclesiastical  conabtoation  or  operation.  It  must  be  a  revived  and 
quickened  Church,  through  all  whose  members  a  divine  influence  is 
sending  the  healthful  energy  of  a  divine  and  spiritual  life,  that  alone 
can  berome  the  efficient  agency  for  the  conveyance  of  life  to  the  spiri- 
tually dead.  In  such  a  Church  every  member  will  be  aimoas  to  per- 
form hia  part  in  the  common  work,  and,  by  his  prayers  and  efforts 
and  sacrifices,  to  contribute  his  share  of  influence  and  aid  for  its  ad- 
vancement. Yet,  will  not  such  a  Church  neglect  the  use  of  proper 
means  and  instrumentalities  for  the  accomplishment  of  the  great  work 
committed  to  it  by  its  Ijord.  By  the  wise  selection  and  diligent  employ- 
ment of  these,  it  will.  In  dependence  on  the  blessing  from  on  high,  endea- 
vour to  give  strength  and  unity  to  the  individual  efforts  of  its  members, 
and  to  secure  for  them  the  largest  measure  of  success.  And  thus,  while 
the  laboors  of  permanent  evangelistic  agents,  or  the  occasional  exertions 
of  ministers  in  evangelistic  spheres,  cannot  absolve  individual  Christians 
from  the  obligation  to  self-consecration  and  personal  effort  in  the  work 
of  Christ,  and  for  the  advancement  of  His  truth  and  cause  among  their 
fellow-men,  the  employment  of  these  agents  by  the  Chtirch,  for  the  per- 
formance of  special  evangelistic  work,  may  furnish  an  occa^on  for  thanks- 
giving to  God, — may  be  most  worthy  of  the  support  of  all  who  are  int^ 
rested  in  the  advancement  of  the  work  of  God, — may  react  upon  the 
Church,  whose  servants  they  are,  for  spiritual  excitement  and  enlarge- 
ment,— and  may  be  an  honoured  and  effectual  means  of  gathering  others 
unto  Israel  besides  those  that  are  already  gathered ;  and  of  constraining 
the  Church  to  say,  '  This  place  is  become  too  strait  for  me ;  make  room 
for  me  that  I  may  dwell.'  '  Who  hath  b^otten  me  these  1  1  was  be- 
reaved of  my  children,  and  solitary ;  an  esile  and  outcast :  who  hath 
nursed  up  these?     Lol  I  was  left  alone;  where  then  were  these t*

Dr  Edmond,  who  had  presided  as  Moderator  last  year,  was 
authorised  and  directed,  along  with  the  Clerk,  forthwith  to  eub- 
Bcribe  each  page,  as  well  as  the  close  of  the  Record,  and  these  were 
Bo  subscribed  accordingly,  in  presence  of  the  Synod, 

The  Clerk  stated  that  he  had  received  a  communication  from 
a  Missionary  Presbytery,  concerning  which  he  sought  the  direction 
of  Synod.  Dr  Peddie  and  Dr  Thomson  were  appointed  to  look  at 
this  Conununication  and  report. 

Called  for  Report  of  the  Committee  appointed  last  year  on  the 
Mode  of  Appointing  Synodical  Committees,  which  was  read  fcy  Mr 
David  Young,  Glasgow,  Convener.  The  Synod  receive  and  unani- 
mously adopt  this  Report,  thank  the  Committee  for  their  services, 
and  in  terms  of  their  recommendations  agree  that  the  existing 
regulations  in  regard  to  the  Committee  of  Selection  be  modified  as

The  Foreign  Mission  Secretary  reported  that  the  Mission  Board 
had  agreed  to  call  the  special  attention  of  the  Synod  to  the  present 
state  of  Japan,  as  offering  peculiar  opportunities  for  missionary 
work  in  behidf  of  that  country,  and  to  suggest  that  means  be  used, 
in  conjunction  with  other  Churches  and  Societies,  to  influence  Her 
Majesty's  Government,  in  the  revision  of  treaties  with  Japan,  to 
secure  the  toleration  of  ChriBtianity.

The  Synod  met,  and  was  conetitated  by  the  Moderator.    The  May  14,  is:?. 
roinntes  of  laat  sederont  were  read  and  approved  of,  and  the  scroll  Third  e«da- 
thereof  snbacribed  by  the  Moderator. 

Dr  M'Ewen  having  stated  a  satisfactory  reason  for  his  being  Chwig*  ob 
released  from  acting  on  the  Committee  on  Appeal  of  Mr  John  Gil- 
fillan  and  others,  the  Synod  appoint  Mr  Henry  Renton  to  serve  on 
that  Committee  in  Dr  M'Ewen's  room. 

Called  for  Report  of  the  Committee  on  National  Education,  which  N»tiotaa  Edn- 
was  presented  and  laid  on  the  table  by  Dr  M'Ewen,  the  Convener,  *^    "    P"   • 
and  being  printed  among  the  Synod  Papers,  was  held  as  read.    Dr 
M'Ewen  was  heard  in  explanation  of  the  Report,  after  which  the 
Synod  proceeded  to  give  judgment  thereon. 

After  reasoning,  it  was  moved  and  seconded — That  tho  Synod  HotioDi  tlur*. 
adopt  the  following  ReaolutionB : —  ""^ 

1.  The  Synod  adheres  to  the  Resolutions  adopted  in  1847,  and 
frequently  reiterated  since  tliat  time,  viz., — That  it  is  not  inconsist- 
ent with  the  legitimate  functions  of  civil  government  to  provide  for 
the  seculai'  instruction  of  the  subject;  that  it  is  not  within  the 
province  of  civil  government  to  provide  for  the  religious  inBtruction 
of  the  subject,  and  that  this  department  of  the  education  of  the 
young  belongs  exclusively  to  the  parent  and  the  church ;  and  that 
a  system  of  National  Education,  to  be  sound  and  e£Scient,  should 
be  supported,  more  or  less,  by  local  assessment,  and  placed  under 
the  management  of  Local  Boards,  chosen  by  a  civil  constituency, 
according  to  some  uniform,  impartial,  and  non-sectarian  qualification.  ' 

2.  The  Synod  expresses  its  cordial  approbation  of  the  principal 
object  and  main  provisions  of  the  Education  Bill  now  before  Parlia- 
ment, and  is  satisfied  that  if  the  measure  should  become  law,  it  will 
bring  education  within  the  reach  of  all  classes  of  the  community, 
and  will  secure  that  those  who  especially  need  it  shall  avail  them- 
selves of  its  benefits. 

3.  That,  while  deeply  impressed  with  the  paramount  importance 
of  the  religious  instruction  of  the  youth  of  the  country,  the  Synod 
strongly  disapproves  of  the  attempt  which  has  been  made,  to 
enforce  by  law,  the  teaching  of  religion  in  the  Scottish  National 
Schools,  and  regards  such  an  enactment  as  at  vai-iance  both  with 
principle  and  sound  policy,  and  as  inevitably  leading  to  concurrent 
endowment  in  all  the  public  schools  of  the  United  Kingdom.

m.  an  expHcit  declaration  that  the  school-rates,  like  the  Parliamentary 

grants,  shall  not  be  applied  in  respect  of  any  instruction  in  religions 
subjects. 

6.  That  the  Synod  receives  the  Report,  thanks  the  Committee 
for  their  diligence,  and  reappoints  them,  with  instructions  to  employ 
every  effort  to  obtain  the  improvement  of  the  Education  Bill  for 
Scotland,  in  accordance  with  the  Report  which  has  been  submitted* 
and  with  the  Resolutions  which  have  been  adopted. 

A  member  next  moved  "  the  Previous  Question,"  which  motion, 
also,  was  seconded. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  as  a  third  motion — That  the  Synod 
adopt  the  following  Resolutions : — 

1.  The  Synod  receive  the  Report,  thanks  the  Committee  for 
their  diligence,  and  concurs  in  the  approval  which  they  have 
expressed  of  measures  being  taken  to  hree  the  Parochial  Schoob 
more  completely  from  sectarian  patronage  and  control,  and  of  the 
adoption  of  the  compulsory  principle  in  the  Bill  now  before  Parha- 
ment.  The  Synod  also  concurs  in  the  disapproval  they  have  ex- 
pressed of  the  provisions  in  that  Bill  for  continuing  denominational 
grants,  and  for  entrusting  supreme  authority  over  education  in 
Scotland  to  a  Committee  of  the  Privy  Council. 

2.  The  Synod  disapproves  of  the  proposal  to  give  to  Local 
Boards  the  power  of  determining  whether  any  and  what  religious 
instruction  is  to  be  given  in  the  Schools,  inasmuch  as  this,  not  less 
than  imperial  enactment  of  rehgious  teaching,  is  an  interference 
with  the  religious  liberty  of  the  subject,  and  would  tend  to  foster 
sectarian  strife.  The  Synod  also  strongly  deprecates  any  proposal 
to  exclnde  religion  by  legislative  authority,  inasmuch  as  this  would 
also  be  an  interference  with  religious  liberty,  and  injurious  to  the 
cause  of  education. 

3.  The  Synod  is  convinced  that  the  failure  of  past  attempts  at 
legislation  has  fiilly  proved  the  impracticability  of  making  satis- 
fitctory  arrangements  for  Rehgious  Education  in  Schools,  supported 
and  managed  by  the  State,  and  is  of  opinion,  therefore,  that  Govern- 
ment control  of  education  is  inexpedient,  and  that  the  present  Bill 
ought  to  be  withdrawn.  The  Synod  further  expresses  its  opinion 
that,  in  present  circumstances,  the  only  legislation  of  which  it  could 
approve  would  be  the  passing  of  measures — (1)  To  re-adjust  the 
management  of  the  parish  schools  on  a  non-eectarian  basis ;  (2)  To 
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compel  parents  to  educate  their  own  children ;  and  (3)  To  make  May  H,  Wl. 
provision  for  aesistrng  the  poor,  the  parents  being  left  free  in  the  Third  Sede- 
choice  of  a  school,  subject  to  the  conditions  that  the  teacher  have  a  iT«Uon»lEdu- 
certificate  of  qualification  from  a  competent  authority,  and  that  the  ^fo"! 
school  be  satisfactorily  proved  to  be  bonajide  non-sectarian.  on. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  as  e>  fourth  motion — That  the  Synod 
adopt  the  following  Besolutione : — 

1.  That  the  Synod  expresses  its  general  approbation  of  the 
Education  Bill  for  Scotland,  at  present  on  the  table  of  the  House 
of  Commons,  and  its  special  satisfaction  that  it  contains  a  com- 
pnlsory  clause. 

2.  That  the  Synod  deeply  regrets  that  the  Bill  leaves  it  in  the 
power  of  Local  Boards  to  introduce  denon^national  formularies  into 
National  Schools. 

3.  That  the  Synod  further  regrets  that  it  is  proposed  to  continue 
and  extend  the  system  of  denominational  grants. 

4.  That  the  Synod  resolves  to  petition  Parliament  in  terms  of 
the  foregoing  resolutions,  and  re-appointa  the  Committee,  with  in- 
Htamctions  to  employ  every  effort  to  secure  the  passing  of  the  Bill 
witii  the  amendments  indicated. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  as  a  Jijik  motion — That  the  Synod 
adopt  the  following  Resolutions : — 

1.  That  the  Synod  approve  of  the  aim  and  tendency  of  various 
provisions  of  the  Education  Bill  now  before  Parliament,  as  improve- 
ments on  the  existing  law,  especially  as  regards  the  management 
of  the  Parochial  Schools,  and  the  interests  of  neglected  children. 

2.  That,  regarding  the  religious  education  of  the  young  as  of 
paramount  importance,  and  having  always  maintaiaed  "  That  it  is 
not  within  the  province  of  civil  government  to  provide  for  the 
religious  instruction  of  the  subject,  and  that  this  department  of 
education  belongs  exclusively  to  the  parents  and  the  Church,"  this 
Synod  deeply  regret  to  find  that  this  principle  is  violated  iu  the 
Bill,  inasmuch  as  power  is  left  to  the  Local  Boards,  which  are  purely 
civil  authorities,  to  provide  for  and  regulate  the  religious  education 
of  ttie  young,  and  inasmuch  also  as  provision  is  made  for  tiie  con- 
tinued support  of  denominational  schools  out  of  pubhc  funds. 

3.  That  the  Synod  strongly  condemn  these  violations  of  the 
principles  of  religions  equality,  which  would  not  be  remedied  by  a 
declaration  that  the  grants  and  rates  are  not  applied  in  respect  of 
religious  teaching;  and  they  would  regard  the  passing  into  law  of 
a  Bill  containing  such  provision  as  injurious  to  the  rights  of  con- 
science, and  the  interests  of  true  religious  education  throughout 
the  empfre.

The  rules  referred  to  are  in  these  terms : — ''  (12.)  Every  congregation

Congregations  which  do  not  give  a  stipend  of  £70  are  separately 
classified ;  and  the  Committee  are  empowered  to  deal  with  them  accord- 
ing to  their  drcumstances,  respect  being  had  to  existing  interests.  (27.) 
The  Home  Committee  may  open  communications  with  Presbyteries,  or 
Fresbyteries  with  the  Home  Committee,  on  the  propriety  of  reducing  to 
a  missionary  station  a  congr^ation  having  a  very  small  membership, 
and  in  receipt  of  a  large  supplement  from  the  Funds  of  the  Church, 
but  having  no  special  opportmiity  of  acting  as  a  missionary  church  in 
the  district ;  and  the  propriety  of  its  minister  (if  it  be  not  vacant)  being 
translated  witliont  detriment  to  himself  ts  some  other  place  where 
missionary  funds  contributed  toward  hb  stipend  will  likely  be  productive 
of  a  larger  amount  of  good." 

4.  Thatwith  regard  to  anysupplemented  congregation  which  shall  have 
existed  seven  years,  without  makingprogress  towards  self -support,  the  Home 
Committee  shall  ask  information,  through  the  Presbytery  of  the  bounds, 
whether  there  is  anything  in  the  circumstances  of  the  congregation 
wbicli  may  account  for  the  fact ;  and  if  satisfactory  explanation  cannot 
be  given,  the  Home  Committee  shall,  by  deputation,  in  conjunction  with 
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M»r  15, 1672.  the  Presbytery,  visit  the  congregation,  in  ordei-  to  determme  what  means 
FodHh  SedtH    shall  be  adopted  for  placing  the  congregation  on  a  different  footing. 
Auamanution         ^'  "^^^  "*  *^^  *^**  **f  congregationa  with  more  than  200  members, 
otBOpeoda;      and  yet  not  eelf-aupporUng,  the  Home  Committee  most  be  satisfied, 
BcMlntioDs.     after  full  inquiiy  and  correspondence  with  Presbyteries,  that  sufficient 

reasons  exist  for  retaining  such  congregations  on  the  Supplemental  List. 

6.  That  sums  received  by  congregations  from  external  sources,  such 
as  the  Ferguson  Bequest  Fund  and  Lady  Hewley's  Trust,  shall  not  be 
reckoned  as  part  of  the  supplemental  grant,  whose  maximum  is  £60,  ez- 
clusive  of  allowance  for  rent,  but  that  in  such  cases  the  rule  of  the  Synod 
be  strictly  enforced  and  acted  on,  which  enacts  that  no  Fresbyteiy  shall, 
without  the  express  sanction  of  the  Synod,  grant  a  moderation  with  a 
view  to  call  a  minister  to  any  vacant  congregation  requiring  aid,  unless 
that  congregation  is  able  to  raise  the  sum  of  £70  for  stipend,  exdosire  of 
the  aanual  value  of  the  manse,  but  including  the  annual  value  of  the  glebe. 

7.  That,  where  there  are  two  supplemented  charges,  or  one  supple- 
mented charge  along  with  one  or  more  self-sustaining  congregations,  in 
the  same  town  or  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  each  other,  the  Fresby- 
tety  of  the  bounds,  in  the  event  of  one  or  both  of  these  congregations 
becoming  vacant,  shall  intimate  the  vacancy  to  the  Home  Ck»nmuttee, 
and,  in  conjunction  with  it,  endeavour  to  effect  a  union  of  the  congr^a- 
lions;  and  should  these  efforts  fail,  the  Presbytery  shall  not  grant  a  mode- 
ration to  the  congregation  requiring  supplement,  and  the  Committee  shall 
not  grant  a  supplem^it,  until  the  case  has  been  reported  to  the  Synod. 

The  Conunittee  having  reported  that  the  membership  of  the  nine 
congregations  in  the  Presbytery  of  Ireland  is  only  888,  that  the  amonnt 
paid  to  them  from  the  Synod  Funds  in  the  year  1870  was  £611  63,  and 
that  the  total  amount  of  their  contributions  to  these  funds  in  the  same 
year  was  only  £46  7s  6d,  and  having  recommended  that  the  Synod  look 
at  the  whole  question  of  the  relation  of  these  Irish  congregations  to  the 
United  Presbyterian  Church,  with  the  view  of  ascertaining  what  mea- 
eores  can  be  adopted  in  order  to  relieve  the  Augmentation  Fund  from 
thb  heavy  burden  ou  its  income,  provided  that  the  Synod  shall  not  in 
some  other  way  dispose  of  diis  difficulty :  it  waa  agreed  to  remit  to  the 
Home  Committee  to  consider  this  matter,  and  report  as  soon  as  posable. 

Finally,  considering  the  very  great  importance  of  diffnsing  informa- 
tion about  the  Augmentation  Fund,  of  awakening  interest  in  it,  and 
sympathy  for  its  objects,  throughout  the  Church,  the  Synod  agree  that 
six  or  more  ministers  be  appointed  to  devote  some  weeks  to  the  special 
work  of  visiting  congregations,  and  endeavouring  by  Sabbath  services 
and  otherwise  to  educate  them  to  ^ve  a  hearty  and  intelligent  support 
to  the  Augmentation  Fund,  with  the  view  of  patting  it  into  a  perma- 
nently satisfactory  condition,  and  that  it  may  not  continue  dependent  as 
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hitherto  on  Hpaamodic  efforts — these  brethren,  in  carrying  out  their  M»y  is.  wn. 
commission,  to  act  under  the  direction  of  the  Home  Committee.  FonTth  Sade- 

Further,  the  Synod  appoint  the  following  ministers  to  carry  out  this  in-nieuUtion 
work :— Dr  Finlayson,  Dr  MacEwen,  Dr  Black,  Dr  Andrew  Thomson,  of  eSpBodB. 
Dr  Calderwood,  Dr  Drummond,  Dr  Joseph  Brown,  Rev.  James  Towers  MiStem  «p- 
(Bttkenhead),  and  the  Rev.  David  Yonng  of  Glasgow ;   and  in  case  any  ^J^^jg. 
of  these  shall  he  unable  to  fulfil  this  appointment,  the  Home  Committee  b«Kod«. 
shall  have  power  to  ^point  some  other  ministers  in  their  room. 

On  rflcommendatiou  of  the  Committee,  the  Synod  agreed  that  SP^toR-_ 
thanks  be  given  to  tho  Rev.  Wm.  Wood,  of  Campsie,  for  the  service  iVpi,  Wood, 
rendered  by  him  to  the  Church  in  officiating  as  Secretary  of  the  Stipend 
Augmentation  Committee  during  the  leave  of  absence  granted  to  Dr 
Scott  for  the  recovery  of  his  health ;  and  that  the  Committee  bo  em- 
powered to  express  in  some  suitable  way,  as  they  may  see  cause,  the 
Synod's  sense  of  the  value  of  these  services.  Thereupon  the  Moderator, 
from  the  chair,  conv^ed  the  thanks  of  the  Synod  to  Mr  Wood.

In  connection  with  this  Report,  Extracts 
were  read  from  Minutes  of  the  Reformed  Pi-esbyterian  and  English 
Presbyterian  Synods,  containing  the  findings  of  these  Synods 
severally  at  their  recent  meetmgs,  on  the  question  of  Union.

— That  the  Synod  receive  the  Report  of  the  Committee,  thank  the 
Committee  for  their  diligence,  and  re-appoint  them,  with  instrac- 
tions  to  trave]  farther  in  the  important  Babject  committed  to  their 
care;  and  more  particularly  accept  the  recommeudationB  of  the 
Joint^Oommittee  in  reference  to  the  mutual  and  reciprocal  eligibility 
of  miniBters,  and  co-operation  in  Home  and  Foreign  Misaions,  as  a

The  Mb.?  ifl,  i872, 
minutes  of  fonrth  and  fifth  eederunts  were  read  and  upproved  o^  siithiads- 
and  the  scroll  thereof  Hubecribed  by  the  Moderator.  '^'" 

The  Conunittee  on  Protest  and  Appeal  by  Mr  John  GiMllan  and  J.  Gimibaa 
others,  against  a  Deed  of  the  Presbytery  of  Stirling  of  20th  February  DeJSoo. 
last,  sostaiuing  a  call  from  Tillicoultry  to  the  Eev.  Wm  Galletly,  gave  in 
their  Report,  by  Dr  Andrew  Thomson,  theur  Convener.     The  Synod 
adopt  this  Report,  and,  in  terms  of  unanimous  recommendation  of  the 
Committee,  find : — 

I.  That  all  the  Bteps  taken  in  connection  with  the  Tilliconltiy  call 
have  been  in  accordance  with  the  rules  of  the  Chnrch. 

II.  That  the  petition  from  the  congregation  to  the  Presbytery  request- 
ing that  the  call  be  sustained  was  not  met  by  an  amendment. 

III.  That  the  opposition  to  the  caJl  raised  by  the  appeal  does  not  rest 
upon  objections  which  vitiate  any  step  in  the  procedure.

1.  The  Synod  adheres  to  the  BesoluUons  adopted  in  1847,  and  fre- 
quently reiterated  ^ce  that  time,  viz., — That  it  is  not  incon^stent  with 
the  legitimate  functions  of  civil  government  to  provide  for  the  secular 
instruction  of  the  subject ;  that  it  is  not  within  the  province  of  civil 
government  to  provide  for  the  religious  instruction  of  the  subject,  and 
that  this  department  of  the  education  of  the  young  belongs  esclusivety 
to  the  parent  and  the  church ;  and  that  a  system  of  National  Education, 
to  be  sound  and  efficient,  should  be  supported  more  or  less  by  local 
assessment^  and  placed  under  the  management  of  Local  Boards,  chosen 
by  B  civil  constituency,  according  to  some  uniform,  impartial,  and  non- 
sectarian  qualification. 

2.  The  Synod  expresses  its  cordial  approbation  of  the  principal  object 
and  main  provisiona  of  the  Education  Bill  now  before  Parliament  and  is 
satisfied  that  if  the  measure  should  become  law,  it  will  bring  edDcati<Mi 
within  the  reach  of  all  cloBses  of  the  community,  and  Avill  secure  that 
those  who  especially  need  it  shall  avail  themselves  of  its  benefits. 

3.  That,  while  deeply  impressed  with  the  paramount  importance  of 
the  religious  instruction  of  the  youth  of  the  country,  the  Synod  strongly 
disapproves  of  the  attempt  which  has  been  made  to  enforce  by  law  the 
teaching  of  religion  in  the  Scottish  National  Schools,  and  regards  sach 
an  enactment  as  at  variance  both  with  principle  and  sound  policy,  and 
as  inevitably  leading  to  concurrent  endowment  in  all  the  public  schools 
of  the  United  Kingdom. 

4.  That  the  Synod  deeply  regrets  that  proviuon  should  be  nude  in 
the  BUI  for  the  continuance,  under  certain  restrictions,  of  grants  to 
denominatitmal  schools.

effort  to  obtain  the  improvement  of  the  Education  Bill  for  Scotland,  in 
accordance  with  the  Report  which  has  been  submitted,  and  with  the 
BeaolnUons  which  have  been  adopted.

It  was  moved  and  seconded  as  a  fourOi  motion — That  in  the 
event  of  a  congregation,  through  its  Session,  intimating  a  desire  to 
have  the  aid  of  sn  instrument  in  the  Service  of  Praise,  they  shall 
lay  the  whole  circumstances  thereanent  before  the  Presbytery,  and 
receive  its  sanction,  should  the  Presbytery,  after  c'onsideration' 
of  the  case,  in  its  wisdom  be  of  opinion  that  said  liberty  may 
be  granted  without  prejudice  to  the  peace  and  edification  of  said 
congregation. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  as  a  Jijtk  motion — That  this  Synod 
decline  to  prouotmce  a  judgment  upon  the  use  of  instromental 
music  in  public  worship,  yet  do  not  longer  make  uniformity  of 
practice  in  this  matter  a  rule  of  the  Church ;  but  the  Synod  urge 
upon  the  Courts  of  the  Church,  and  upon  individual  ministers,  the 
duty  of  guarding  anxiously  the  simplicity  of  public  worship ;  and 
press  on  the  earnest  attention  of  all  the  members  of  the  Church  watch- 
fulness over  the  unity  of  our  congregations.

Dr  Cuyler  addressed  the  Synod,  referring  to  the  happy  working 
of  the  re-Union  of  Presbyterian  Churches  in  the  United  States, 
noticing  particularly  the  spirit  of  Christian  liberality  evoked  on 
occasion  of  the  re-Union. 

Mr  France,  Paisley,  who  had  recently  visited  the  American 
Churches  as  a  delegate  from  this  Synod,  appointed  by  the  Committee 
on  Foreign  Correspondence,  responded  to  the  address  of  Dr  Cuyler, 
and  referred  to  the  Theological  Institutions  of  the  American  G^eral 
Assembly,

Mr  Button,  of  Paisley,  ■who  had  recently  visited  America,  in  p^  cnyier, 
similarly  responding,  referred  to  the  political  relations  between  that  Ammcin 
country  and  Great  Britain,  and  expressed  confidence  that  the  living 
Christianity  of  the  two  nations  was  a  guarantee  of  peace  between 
them. 

The  Moderator  then,  at  the  call  of  the  Synod,  addressed  Dr 
Cuyler,  conveying  to  him  the  Synod's  thanks,  with  fraternal  con- 
gratulations to  the  Church  he  represented. 

Dr  Thomson  gave  notice  of  a  motion  to  be  proposed  by  him,  in  Katica  of  Mo- 
relation  to  the  Overtures  for  a  Representative  Supreme  Court.  '  "^ 

A  communication  to  the  Synod  from  the  Church  Extension  Com-  PrMbrterinn 
raittee  of  the  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  Queensland  QneflnslMd, 
WEB  presented  by  the  Foreign  Mission  Secretary,  and  being  printed 
among  Synod  Papers,  was  held  as  read.  After  reasoning,  it  was 
agreed  that  the  Synod,  having  duly  considered  the  communication 
from  Queensland,  records  its  cordial  sympathy  with  the  Presbyterian 
Church  there,  in  the  difiiculties  with  which  it  has  to  contend  in 
meeting  the  religious  wants  of  the  Colony,  and,  in  answer  to  the 
prayer  of  the  Queensland  Church  Extension  Committee,  remits  to  the 
Foreign  Mission  Committee  to  promote  the  object  sought.  The 
Synod,  further,  renew  the  instructions  given  last  year  to  the  Foreign 
Mission  Committee,  in  relation  to  English  speaking  Colonies. 

It  was  agreed  that  the  motion,  of  which  notice  had  been  given  at  Order  of  Bmi- 
the  commencement  of  this  sedermit,  in  reference  to  the  decision  on  °*™* 
Instrumental  Music  bo  taken  up  as  the  first  business  to-morrow 
evening,  and  the  Overtm-ea  anent  Representative  Supreme  Court  on 
the  same  evening,  at  half-past  seven  o'clock. 

After  having  met  for  a  short  time  in  private,  the  Synod  resumed, 
and  adjourned,  to  meet  in  the  same  place  to-morrow,  at  ten  o'clock 
forenoon.    Concluded  with  prayer.

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The  Rev.  Jamea  B.  Dunn,  of  the  Preabytery  of  Boston,  under 
the  General  Aaaembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  the  United 
States  of  North  America,  waa  introduced  to  the  Synod,  and  pre- 
aented  his  credentials  as  a  deputy  to  thia  Synod  from  said 
Assembly.  Mr  Dunn  addressed  the  Synod,  giving  aome  account  of 
the  history  and  present  position  of  the  Church  he  represented.  Dr 
M'Ewen  and  Mr  France  responded  to  Mr  Dmm's  address.  At  the 
call  of  the  Synod,  the  Moderator  conveyed  their  thanks  to  Mr 
Dunn,  and  through  him  renewed  their  congratnlations  •  tq  the 
American  Presbyterian  Church.

It  was  unammonsly 
agreed  that  the  Synod  express  ite  strong  condemnation  of  die  pre- 
valent system  of  arbitrary  deportation  of  the  natives  of  Polynesia 
from  their  island  homes  in  foreign  veeaels,  largely  owned  or  worked 
by  Britons ;  also,  that  the  Synod  urgently  desire  the  British  Govern- 
ment to  take  early  action  against  this  practice,  fraught  with  so 
many  instances  of  frightitd  inhumanity  and  injustice ;  and  that  a 
letter  to  the  foregoing  effect  be  addressed  to  Her  Majesty's  Minister 
for  Foreign  Aflfaira,  as  also  to  Her  Majesty's  Minister  for  Colonial 
Afiairs,  to  be  signed  by  the  Moderator  and  Clerk  of  Synod.* 

Called  for  Report  of  Committee  on  the  Disestablishment  of  the 
Irish  Church  and  Kindred  Questions,  which  was  presented  by  Dr 
James  Taylor,  the  Convener,  and  being  printed  among  Synod 
Papers,  was  held  as  read.  Dr  Taylor  was  heard  in  explanation  and 
support  of  recommendations  in  the  Report.  The  Synod  receive 
this  report  and  thank  the  Committee  for  their  services.  After 
reasoning,  it  was  unanimoualy  resolved : — 

That,  whereas  it  ia  not  the  province  of  the  State  to  provide  for 
the  religious  instruction  of  the  subject,  yet  it  is  its  duty  to  afford 
every  facility  for  that  object;  whereas  the  criminal  portion  of  the 
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population  specially'  need  such  instruction,  and  can  best  receive  it  '*"?  *^'  ^*^''- 
from  those  whom  they  acknowledge  and  respect  as  religious  instruo-  EievenUiSedo. 
tors ;    and  whereas   it  is   the   propei-  business   and   obUgation  of  Frisan 
Chorches  to  furnish  such  instruction,  and  specially  to  provide  it  for         '*"    ^' 
the  lapsed  members  of  their  respective  denominations ;  and  whereas 
by  the  existing  law  free  access  is  allowed  to  all  prisoners  by  minis- 
ters of  the  denominations  to  which  they  profess  connection,  or  by 
other  religious  instructors  whose  ministrations  they  desire,  it  is 
improper  and  TmnecesBary  that  chaplains  should  be  provided  by 
the  State  for  priBona,  and  best  for  the  religious  welfare  of  the 
prisoners,  for  the  honour  of  religion,  for  the  benefit  as  well  as  for 
the  credit  of  Christian  churches,  and  For  the  interests  of  truth  and 
justice,  that  religious  ministrations  to  prisoners  should  be  supplied 
by  those  who,  from  religious  principle  and  zeal,  are  solicitous  to 
promote   their  spiritual  welfare :    And  whereas  various   churches 
could  not  accept  State  pay  for  the  religious  instructors  they  fiir- 
nish,  and  it  were  unjust  and  offensive  to  create  concurrent  religious 
endowments  for  others,  as  this  measure  designs,  the  effect  of  which 
will  be  to  provide  for  the  churches  which  furnish  most  criminals  a 
State-paid  clergy  wher6ver  there  are  prisons  throughout  the  coim- 
try :  Therefore  resolute  opposition  should  be  given  to  the  Prison  Petition  to 
Ministers'  Bill  now  before  Parliament,  and  a  petition  founded  on  this  *'*'''»"'^'* 
resolution  be  presented  to  Parliament  against  it,  in  name  of  the 
Synod.* 

The  Synod  re-appoint  the  Committee  for  another  year,  with  Committee  on 
Messrs  William  Walls  and  George  Younger,  Glasgow,  in  room  of  niuestabUah- 
Messrs  Hugh  M'Farlane  and  Alexander  Whyte.

Called  for  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Temperance,  which,  in 
absence  of  Dr  Knox,  the  Convener,  was  laid  on  the  table  by 
Dt  Ritchie,  and  being  printed  among  Synod  Papers,  was  held 
as  read. 

The  Synod  receives  the  Report,  commends  the  diligence  of  the 
Committee,  renews  the  expression  of  its  cordial  sympathy  with  our 
missionary  brethren  in  Calabar,  labouring  for  the  conversion  of  the 
heathen  amid  such  difficulties  and  discouragementa,  and  its  deep 
concern  and  grief  at  the  introduction  of  ardent  spirits  among  the 
heathen,  especially  when  this  is  done  by  British  merchants,  or  those 
professing  to  be  disciples  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  And  further, 
in  reference  to  the  prevalence  of  intemperance  at  home,  the  Synod 
deplores  the  great  extent  of  the  evil  in  question,  and  the  mischief  it 
is  producing  in  the  Church  and  in  the  world ;  enjoins  Sessions  to 
the  faithful  exercise  of  discipline  in  reference  to  this  matter,  and 
strongly  urges  upon  all  the  office-bearers  and  members  of  the 
Church  the  propriety  of  discountenancing  the  drinking  customs 
which  have  bo  long  prevailed — and  more  especially  the  practice  of 
drinking  and  toasting  at  ordination  services,  and  drinkiug  at 
luuerals. 

'  The  Synod  re-appoints  the  Committee,  and  recommends,  as 
formerly,  that  ministers  call  the  attention  of  their  congregatioiis 
to  the  subject  of  intemperance  on  some  Sabbath  in  December.

inatnimaiiut  ProfesBor  Calderwood  gave  in  anawera  prepared  by  the  Com- 
mittee of  which  he  was  Convener,  to  the  Reasons  of  Dissent  by  Mr 
Renton  and  others,  against  the  Synod's  decision  on  the  question  of 
Instrumental  Music  in  the  Service  of  Praise.  The  Synod,  accepting 
said  answers,  directed  that  they  be  inserted  in  the  minutes  along 
with  the  Reasons  of  Dissent,  as  follows ; — 

REASONS  OF  DISSENT  AGAINST  DECISION  OF  SYNOD  ANENT  THE 
USE  OF  INSTRUMENTAL  MUSIC  IN  PUBUC  WORSHIF. 

SaMsooB  of  1.  Because,  in  what  pertaiiu  to  the  hooEe  of  God,  in  the  deportment  of  vonhip, 

u  well  as  in  that  of  doctrine,  notiung  is  to  be  imposed  or  sanctioned  which  is  not 
wARsated  either  by  Scripture  precept  or  practice,  or  by  neocasary  or  legitimate 
inference  theiefrom ;  and  in  the  serrioe  of  praise  there  is  no  warrant  in  the  New ' 
Testament  for  any  other  mode  of  worship  but  that  of  singing,  which  is  commended 
to  us  with  all  the  anthoritiy  both  of  preoept  and  practice  (Eph.  v.  19  ;  Col.  iii-  16  ; 
Heb.  xiii.  16 ;  1  Cor.  xir.  15),  and  which  contiaaed  to  be  uoivereaUy  obaerred 
as  tlie  only  mode  thronghoat  the  Chiistian  Church  until  the  Middle  Agea;  and 
because  the  use  of  instrumental  music  in  public  worship  under  the  Jewish  dispen- 
sation was  a  part  of  the  ceremonial  eerrice,  which  pertained  as  distlQctly  and  exdn- 
Birely  to  the  office  of  the  Levitea  set  apart  to  it,  as  the  offering  of  sacrifices  or  of 
incense  did  to  the  office  of  the  prieste,  (Num.  x.  10;  1  Chron.  xt.  16,  &C.;  2 
ChioQ.  T.  12,  13),  and  was  one  of  the  typical  and  carnal  ordinances  which  were 
abolished  at  the  introduction  of  the  Gospel  dispensation,  under  which  only  that 
w<n^p  is  aathoriaed  which  is  spiritual,  and  that  serrice  of  pmse  in  which  all 
the  members  of  the  Church  may  take  part  (Gal  It.  S-9;  Heb.  ix.  10;  Eph.  ii. 
14, 15  ;  John  iv.  21,  23,  24). 

2.  Because  a  change  of  the  rule  and  practice  of  the  Church,  in  a  matter  lo  im- 
portant  as  the  service  of  praise,  it  is  not  within  the  legitimate  authority  of  the 
Synod  to  make,  without  remitting  it  for  consideration  to  Presbyteries  and  Sesuons ; 
and,  in  the  present  case,  in  titter  disregard  of  the  Barrier  Act,  which,  is  the  constitu- 
tional protection  against  sudden,  rash,  and  dangerous  changes,  without  a  single 
application  from  a  Presbytery  or  congregation  in  Scotland  in  support  of  the  over- 
tures from  England,  and  on  a  motion  introduced  after  the  discussion  on  the  subject 
was  terminated,  tlie  Synod  has  per  lattum  set  aside  the  rule  which  has  existed  in  this 
Chnich  from  its  origin,  and  has  been  unirersally  obserred  throughout  its  congrega- 
tjons  in  Scotland  till  now,  and  has 'done  this  without  even  requiring  that  any  change 
which  may  hereafter  be  made  by  a  congregation  in  the  introduction  of  instrmnental 
mnsio  shall  obtain  the  sanction  of  the  Presbytery,— the  iurisdiction  of  Presbyt^es 
and  Sesedtms  in  the  matter  being  seemingly  abrogated,  and  an  exhortation  anbsti- 
tat«d  to  "  the  conrts  of  the  Chtmdi  and  indlTidoal  ministers  to  guard  anxiously 
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tiie  tdmplioity  of  public  vonhip,"  whatever  that)  ma^ mean,  and  "  to  iXltbB  memben  of  U>j  21,  ISTS. 
tho  Church  to  watch  ovec  the  unitf  of  our  congregatioiu,"  which  seetSB  a  new  and  j^vellth  fS«de- 
Tety  Urge  and  onerooB  trnat  to  be  committed  to  them.  r^>^ 

3.  Becatue  a  great  change,  oa  thia  is,  not  based  on  any  principle,  not  eubmitted  instnunuiUl 
to  the  Chuich,  and  suddenly  adopted  by  a  majority  on  on  inconsiateiit  resolution,  Mario; 
greatly  injures  the  authority  of  the  Synod,  lowers  it  in  the  respect  and  confidence  ^^^t- 
of  members  of  the  Chntch,  looseus  the  bonds  of  denominational  interest  and 
attachment,  and  is  fitted  to  produce  dispeace  and  division. — (Signed)  Henry  Benton, 
John  M'Luckie,  Robert  Gemmell. 

ANSWERS  BY  THE  SYNOD. 

1.  The  Synod,  distinguishiag  between  what  may  be  imposed,  and  what  may  be  Aaswsts ; 
petmitted,  hohis  it  lawful  to  impose  npon  the  Church  only  what  is   required 

on  Scriptural  authority,  acknowledging  the  existence  of  diversity  of  opinion 
among  members  of  the  Conrt  as  to  the  use  of  instnunental  aid  in  leading  the  service 
of  praise,  the  Synod  does  not  feel  warranted  to  insist  npon  uniformity  in  this  matter 
as  a  term  of  communion,  consideiing  that  pruse  of  God  liad  been  condncted  with 
instrumental  ud  long  before  the  institntion  of  a  Levitical  service,  and  that  with 
Divine  guidance  and  sauotion,  the  Synod  has  pronounced  ft  decision  which  gives  no 
warrant  for  any  sneh  use  of  instrumental  music  as  belonged  to  the  Levitical  service, 
or  for  any  mode  of  oondneting  the  service  of  praise  which  would  interfere  with  the 
duty  resting  npon  all  the  congregaljoa  to  take  part  in  that  service. 

2.  The  Synod,  bong  a  Court  wbicb  embraces  all  the  Fresbyt«riee  of  the  Chorcb, 
has  never  formally  adopted  the  Barrier  Act,  but  has  simply  adopted  a  rule  (Chap. 
n.  Sect.  21)  that  "  an  Overture  wtiich  contemplates  a  material  change  on  the  con- 
stitntion  of  the  Church,"  ..."  should  be  remitted  to  Presbyteries  and  Sessions 
for  their  oonsideration : "  the  Synod  does  not  regard  the  nee  of  inslxumental  mutdc 
in  leading  tlie  service  of  praise  as  "  a  material  change  on  the  constitation  of  the 
Church,"  and  neither  on  this,  nor  on  any  former  occasion,  when  the  question  has 
been  raised,  has  a  motion  been  suboutted  proposing  to  remit  the  subject  to  Presby- 
teries and  Sessions:  the  Synod  does  not  distinguish  between  Presbyteries  of  the 
Chorch  on  account  of  geographical  boundary :  the  Synod  adopted  a  motion  which 
was  accepted  by  the  movenr  of  one  of  the  original  motions  as  a  simple  modification  of 
that  which  had  been  printed  and  circulated :  by  its  decision  the  Synod  has  abrogated 
none  of  Ute  rights  <^  Presbyteries  and  Sessions,  and  while  enjoining  npon  "  all  the 
membeis  of  the  Church  to  watch  over  tho  nnity  of  oar  congregations,"  has  com- 
mitted to  individual  Christians  no  "new"  tmst,  though  they  conuder  it  a  trust 
"very  la:^  and  onerous." 

3.  The  Synod,  in  relaxing  a  rule  wiiich  has  never  been  made  to  rest  on  an  avowed 
prindple,  could  lay  down  no  principle  for  dispensing  with  uniformity  in  practice, 
except  the  principle  of  religious  liberty  in  matters  not  subject  of  direct  Scriptural 
command :  and  in  deciding  that  unifonni^  of  practice  in  the  mode  of  leading  the 
service  of  pnim  is  not  imperative,  the  Synod  does  more  to  sustain  its  own  authority 
tiian  it  eoold  do  by  the  continuance  of  a  rule  which  has  not  been  enforced. 

The  Synod,  as  agreed  upon  at  Tenth  Sederunt,  took  up  tlie  JJi^^"^*' 
motion,  of  which  notice  had  been  given,  in  reference  to  the  Synod's  qnestioii  down 
decision  as  to  InBtrumental  Mueic  in  Pubhc  Worship,  and  the  bearing 
of  Rule  24,  Chap.  II.  thereon.    After  conversation,  it  wae  found  that 
no  motion  on  the  subject  had  been  made  and  seconded,  and  it  was 
allowed  to  drop.  57

May  ai.  1872.  Called  for  Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  ReTimon  of  Hymn 
TiroKth  SedB-  Book,  which  wae  presented  by  Mr  Rennie,  the  Convener,  and  being 
Bariiiioa  of  pnnted  among  Synod  Papers,  was  held  as  read.  Mr  Rennie  was 
heard  in  explanation  of  the  Report,  which  the  Synod  now  receive  ; 
thank  the  Committee  for  their  valuable  services,  approve  of  their 
suggestion  for  the  improvement  of  the  Hymn  Book  of  the  Church, 
re-appoint  the  Committee,  and  instmct  them  to  lay  a  draft  copy 
of  the  proposed  Revised  Hymn  Book  on  the  table  of  the  Synod  at 
its  meeting  in  May  next. 
•  The  Synod  took  up  Overtures  anent  Formation  of  Representa- 
tive Supreme  Court,  transmitted  by  the  Preslytery  of  Edinburgh, 
from  the  Sessions  of  Bristo,  Newington,  and  Broughton  Place. 
The  Overtures,  being  printed  among  Synod  Papers,  were  held  as 
read.  Mr  J.  Dick  Peddie,  elder,  was  heard  for  the  Session  of  Bristo 
Church,  as  was  also  Mr  James  Thin,  elder;  Mr  Robert  Paterson, 
elder,  waiving  his  right  to  be  heard  for  Newington  Session,  ae  did 
also  Dr  Thomson  for  the  Session  of  Bronghton  Place. 

The  Synod  then  proceeded  to  give  judgment  on  the  Overtnres, 
and,  after  reasoning,  it  was  moved  and  seconded — That  the  Synod 
send  down  the  subject  for  consideration  to  tho  Presbyteries  and 
Sessions  of  the  Church,  with  instructions  to  report  on  the  matter 
to  a  Committee  that  shall  be  appointed  for  the  purpose  of  receiving

A  vote  having  been  taken,  the  second  motion  was  preferred,  and 
the  Synod,  in  terms  thereof,  agree  that  the  Overtures  lie  on  the , 
table,  to  be  taken  up  during  the  first  week  of  next  meeting  of 
Synod.' 

Reasons  of  Dissent  by  Dr  Marshall  from  Synod's  decision  in 
regard  to  declaration  as  to  the  finding  on  the  question  of  Union, 
were  given  in  and  read.  Dr  William  Johnston  and  Dr  Thomson 
were  appointed  a  Committee  to  prepare  axtd  bring  in  Answers  to 
said  Reasons. 

Dr  James  Taylor  gave  in  and  read  Answers  to  Reasons  of  Dissent 
by  Mr  Ronton  and  others,  &om  Synod's  decision  anent  Nationtil 
Education,  which  the  Synod  adopted.  Said  Reasons  and  Answers, 
the  Synod  agreed  to  record  as  follows: —

REASONS  OF  DISSENT  BT  MR  HENRY  RENTON  AND  OTHERS.        M.y  M^1871. 

The  Bubacriben  dusent  from  the  deoinoa  of  the  Synod  on  the  Edacation  Bill  now  taut. 
before  Fvliameut,  because  the  priDciple  mumimoosly  held  by  this  Synod — "  that  it  Natioail  Edn- 
is  not  within  the  prorince  of  civil  gorenuoent  to  proride  for  the  religious  ioBtrttCtioD  '»''™i  ■ 
of  the  anbject,  and  tiiat  this  department  of  the  education  of  the  young  belongs  xtiaim^i 
ezclusiTely  to  the  paient  and  the  Church  "— ezdudes  the  right  of  civil  government 
to  regulate  "the  religious  instraetion  of  the  subject,"  as  well  as  to  defray  any 
portion  of  its  expense  from  public  fouds;  and  becaoee  what  it  is  not  withhL  the 
proviipse  of  Failiament  to  do  itself,  it  is  not  within  ite  province  to  delegate  or 
authorise  another  body  to  do,  add  therefore  it  is  not  within  the  province  of  any 
Local  Board  to  do,  which  has  no  exiatenoe,  powers,  or  functions  save  what  it  derives 
fnau  Parliament ;  and  the  deciuon  of  Synod  contravenes  its  own  principle,  injuannch 
SB  it, takes  no  exception  to  such  a  provision  for  rdigiota  edacation  in  the  BiUta 
aeceaiitates  a  conscience  clsuse  to  protect  minorities  from  compulsoiy  attendance 
on  it,  and  inasmach  as  it  does  not  challenge  but  streDgthens  the  ssaumptton  of 
the  right  of  Parliament,  and  of  such  bodies  as  it  may  select  or  create  and  invest 
with  ita  delegated  authority,  fo  determine  whether  any,  and  if  any  what,  reUgioui 
tBitructioti  shall  be  given  in  any  locality,  by  interposing  only  its  "  eameat  desire  that 
the  Bill  should  contain  an  enactment  that  the  school-rates  shall  not  be  applied  in 
tespect  of  such  instruction,"  as  if  it  were  possible  for  the  "civil  government  to 
provide  for  religious  instruction"  without  funds  obtained  by  its  coercive  authority, 
and  as  if  the  principle  of  the  Synod  was  opposed  to  such  provision  only  in  so  far  as 
it  entails  any  additional  compulsory  expense.

ANSWEES  BY  THE  SYNOD. 

The  Dissentients  assume  witbont  proof  what  the  Synod  denies,  that  local  Boards  Answers. 
an  authorised  to  provide  for  religious  instraetion  in  the  National  scboola.  These 
Boards,  as  the  Dissentients  justly  remark,  have  no  powers  or  functions  except  what 
they  derive  hum  Parliament,  and  the  Education  BiUdoesnotconfer  on  them,  or  dele- 
gate to  them  any  authoily  or  power  to  make  provision  for  the  teaching  of  religion. 
It  is  one  thing  not  to  prohibit,  and  another,  and  quite  a  different  thing  to  authorise. 
The  Education  Bill  does  not  provide,  or  empower  any  body  to  provide  for  religious 
instruction,  but  only  does  not  forbid  under  certain  restrictions  Local  Boards  to 
make  arrangements  for  tlie  religious  instruction  at  a  separate  hour  of  children 
whose  parents  desire  it,  and,  as  tlie  Synod  contends,  should  also  pay  for  it.  But 
these  Boards  have  no  authority  to  compel  the  national  teacher  to  give  this  inetmo- 
ticm  or  the  scholars  to  receive  it.  The  Bill  expressly  enacts  ihat  grants  of  public 
nimej  shall  not  be  applied  in  respect  of  any  instruction  in  religious  subjects,  and 
the  Synod  believes  that  it  is  dearly  implied  in  the  Bill  that  the  local  rates  shall  also 
be  expended  in  teaching  the  secular  branches  of  education,  and  the  Synod  has 
petitioned  that  an  explicit  enactment  to  that  effect  shall  be  inserted  in  the  Bill.  The 
deliverance  Of  the  Synod  on  this  measure  is  in  accordance  with  all  ita  decisions  \>a 
tills  question,  and  it  has  seen  iko  reason  to  change  the  jndgment  which  it  gave  in 
1847,  and  has  frequently  repeated  since  that  time,  regarding  the  powers  and  duties 
of  Local  Boards,  or  to  think  that  the  principles  of  oar  Church  require  that  tliese 
Boards  should  be  fco'bidden  to  nioke  arrangements  for  religious  inslzuction,  either 
before  or  after  tiie  regular  school  hours,  at  the  sole  excuse  of  those  who  recdve  it.

him  to  desire  that  he  should  be  wholly  reheved  irom  these  duties 

has  not  been  of  a  personal  kind,  but  has  had  reference  solely  to  the 

welfare  and  prosperity  of  the  Congregation  over  which  he  has  so 

long  and  ho  ably  presided, — he  be  allowed,  in  accordance  with  the 

unanimous  wish  of  the  Lancashire  Presbytery  and  of  the  Session 

of  Brunswick  Street  Congregation,  to  retain  his  seat  and  vote  in 

the  Presbytery  of  Lancashire,  and  in  this  Synod.

Called  for  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Psalmody,  which  was  ptJwSS 
presented  by  Mr  Andrew  Henderson,  the  Convener,  The  Beport 
being  printed  among  Synod  Papers  was  held  as  read,  and  the  Con- 
vener was  heard  in  explanation  thereof.  The  Synod  receive  this 
Report,  give  thanks  to  the  Committee  for  their  diligence,  and,  in 
terms  of  their  report,  grant  permission  to  the  Committee  to  draw  upon 
the  Synod  Fund  for  the  sum  of  £50,  as  far  as  may  he  necessary  for 
promoting  the  object  for  which  they  are  appointed.

Psalmody  Committee,  and  Mr  James  Buchanan,  in  absence  of  Mr 
Wood,  Convener,  was  heard  in  explanation  of  the  Report.  It

An  Overture  transmitted  through  the  Committee  on  Bills  from 
the  Presbytery  of  Edinburgh,  anent  Superintendence  hy  Sessions  of 
Young  Persons  changing  their  places  of  residence,  was  presented, 
and  being  printed  with  Synod  Papers,  was  held  as  read.  Dr 
Thomson  was  heard  for  the  Presbytery  of  Edinburgh  in  support  of 
their  overture. 

The  Overture  proposed  the  following  scheme  for  accomplishing 
the  end  desired : — 

1.  That  a  Committee  be  (ormed  in  each  of  our  large  tomu,  aach  as  Edinburgh, 
GlaigOT,  Dundee,  Aberdeen,  ot«.,  composed  of  one  rapresentatiTe  from  each  Sei^<»i, 
of  which  Committee  one  shall  be  appointed  Secretary  and  Conrener. 

2.  That  this  Committee  charge  themselrea  with  the  dnty  of  apeciallf  caring  for 
young  persmu  who  have  recently  come  from  ctmgre^tionfl  in  other  town^  or  in  the 
rural  diatiicti,  and  for  this  pnrpoee  shall  keep  a  list  of  reapeotAble  lodging-booses, 
■hall  visit  the  yunng  persons  in  their  lodpngs  or  re^denoes,  take  a  kindly  interest  in 
their  welfare,  seek  to  have  them  placed  under  the  care  of  one  or  other  of  our  miniH- 
ters  and  Sessions,  and,  in  general,  watch  over  them  in  the  spirit  of  Christian  lore 
and  kindness. 

8.  That  to  enable  this  committee  to  do  so,  the  ministers  to  whose  oongregatiaaaa 
the  young  persons  have  belonged,  or  their  Session- Clerks,  apprise  the  Secretary  of 
their  coming  to  town,  or  removing  to  another  town,  with  any  farther  information 
they  may  consider  admable  to  communicate,  and  the  young  persons  themselves  shall 
also  osrry  a  letter  of  introduction  to  the  Secretary  from  tikeir  respective  mioisten 
orelden. 

4-  That  this  Committee  should  seek  the  oo-operation  in  this  movement  and  their 
efforts  of  the  Sessions,  Young  Men's  Fellowship  Associations,  Sabbath  School 
superintendents  and  Teachers,  and  Ladies  of  the  Dorcsa  Societies  of  town  eon- 
gregations. 

6.  TiaA  the  fact  of  the  existence  of  such  Committees,  with  the  nsmes  and  ad- 
dresses of  the  reepectiT^  Secretaries,  be  regularly  advertised  on  the  cover  of  the 
AStrionaTy  Becord. 

6.  That  the  prorisitms  of  the  Scheme  should  be  made  applicable  to  young  persona 
passing  from  the  town  to  the  country,  and  to  emigranta,  in  so  far  as  practicable. 

Agreed — That  the  Synod  approve  of  the  object  of  the  overture, 
as  one  of  great  practical  importance,  adopt  it  ad  interim,  so  for  as  to 
recommend  the  formation  of  such  committees  as  are  proposed  in 
the  large  towns,  remit  the  overture  to  Presbyteries  for  carefol  con- 
sideration, and  appoint  a  special  committee  to  which  their  findings 
shall  be  transmitted  not  later  than  March  1, 1873,  and  which  shall 
bring  up  a  maturely  digested  report  to  next  Synod. 

Dr  Cairns  now  took  the  chair  as  Moderator. 

Called  for  Betums  to  Remit  of  Synod  on  Overture  by  Dr  J.  C. 
Brown,  presented  last  year,  to  the  effect : — "  That,  in  order  to  a  call 
being  sustained,  it  must  bear  the  signatures  of  at  least  half  ot  the- 
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congregation,  unless  satisfactory  reasons  can  be  ehown  to  the  Mty  ai,  1872. 
Presbytery  for  dispensing  with  this  requirement."  Tbirtaenih 

I*  appeared  irom  the  Returns  that  out  of  the  31  Presbyteries  of  BetnrM  to 
the  Church  23  had  made  returns  under  this  Remit ;  six  adopting  the  ^^j' 
proposed  change,  and  seventeen  not  adopting  it  and  deeming  it  on  Signing  o( 
unnecessary.    Agreed  that  in  conformity  -with  the  Returns,  which  ^^'^  '• 
show  a  majority  of  Presbyteries  un&voimible  to  the  Overture,  the 
Synod  do  not  adopt  it. 

Called  for  Returns  to  Remit  of  Synod  at  twelfth  sederunt  last  O"  Mode  o(

year,  anent  mode  of  mcreasmg  official  salaries  and  other  permanent  Official 

outlays  of  the  Church.     It  appeared  that  of  the'31  Presbyteries,  22 

had  made  Returns  under  this  Remit ;  thirteen  adopting  the  change 

proposed,  five  not  approving,  deeming  it  unsnitable  or  unnecessary, 

and  four  approving  of  some  change  in  the  direction  of  the  Overture, 

under  various  modifications. 

After  reasoning,  it  was  moved  and  seconded — ^That  in  conformity  Motiomj 
with  the  Returns,  which  show  a  majority  of  Presbyteries  fii,vourabIe 
to  the  Overture,  the  Synod  adopt  it  and  enact  accordingly.  It  was 
also  moved  and  seconded — That  the  Synod  do  not  adopt  the  Oveiv 
ture,  bat  resolve  that  notice  shall  be  given  to  Preshyteries  at  least 
three  months  in  advance  of  any  proposal  to  increase  official  salaries 
and  the  other  permanent  outlays  connected  with  the  administration 
of  tiie  Church. 

A  ehow  of  hands  having  been  taken  as  between  these  two  Tuity  of 
motions,  it  was  found  that  there  was  a  parity  of  votes;  and  the     '"*' 
Moderator  gave  his  casting  vote  in  favour  of  the  second  motion. 
The  Synod  therefore  resolve  in  terms  of  the  second  motion,  not 
adopting  the  Overture,  hut  directing  that  notice  of  proposals  of  the  DedaioD, 
kind  referred  to  be  given  to  Presbyteries  three  months  in  advance.

Called  for  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Sabbath  Sanotification 
which  was  presented  and  laid  on  the  table  by  Mr  Henry  Renton, 
Convener,  and  being  printed  among  Synod  Papers  was  held  as  read. 
The  Convener  having  been  heard  in  relation  to  the  Report,  the 
Synod  receive  it,  and  in  terms  of  Recommendations  contained  in  it. 
resolve ; — 
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1.  Thattliedoctrmesheldby  this  Church  on  the  subject,  and  set  M«yM^ie72. 
forth  in  the  Shorter  Catechism  and  other  subordinate  standards,  ThirUenUi 
shoold  be  very  iiilly  and  plainly  preached  from  all  its  pulpits,  and  subtaOi ' 
taught  in  all  its  Sabbath  schools.  B«naiaeation. 

2.  That  the  discipline  of  the  Church  should  be  iaithiully  admin-  thereon; 
istered,  without  respect  of  persons,  where  the  public  ordinances  of 
religion  axe  neglected,  or  where  the  conduct  or  occupation  on  the 
Lord's-day  is  inconsistent  with  its  sacred  observance. 

3.  That  all  the  members  of  the  Church,  and  specially  heads  of 
families,  elders,  and  ministers,  should  study  to  recommend  and  en- 
force the  sauctification  of  the  Sabbath,  by  their  own  example  of  "a 
holy  resting  all  that  day  even  from  such  worldly  employments  and 
recreations  as  ore  lawful  on  other  days,  and  spending  the  whole 
time  in  the  public  and  private  exercises  of  God's  worship,  except  so 
much  as  is  to  be  taken  up  in  the  works  of  necessity  and  mercy." 

4.  That  the  office-bearers  and  members  of  the  Church  should  use 
diligent  endeavours,  and  co-operate  with  like-minded  brethren  of 
other  Churches,  to  reclaim  those  who  are  living  in  the  neglect  or 
violation  of  the  sacred  day,  by  personal  persuasion  and  remon- 
strance, and  to  difEuse  right  views  of  the  authority  and  claims  of 
the  Lord's-day  throughout  the  community. 

5.  That  strenuous  opposition  should  be  offered  to  all  legislative 
measures  which  are  designed,  or  tend  to  sanction,  labour  or  traffic 
on  the  Lord's-day,  or  to  deprive  servants  of  the  Government  of  the 
opportunity  of  keeping  it  holy,  and  thereby  to  impose  disability  for 
employment  in  some  departments  of  the  public  service  on  all  who 
are  faithful  to  God  in  this  matter. 

The  Synod  call  the  special  attention  of  Presbyteries  and  Sessions 
to  these  resolutions,  and  to  the  prevalent  forms  of  evil  referred  to 
in  the  Report,  and  direct  that  the  Report  on  Sabbath  Sauctification 
be  inserted  in  Appendix  to  Minutes*.  Also,  direct  Sessions  to  com- 
municate to  the'  Committee  any  important  facts  that  may  have 
emerged  in  their  several  localities,  affecting  the  subject  of  Sabbath 
Sanctification.

these  Answers,  direct  that  they  be  recorded  along  with  the  Reasons,

REASONS  OF  DISSENT  BY  DR  MARSHALL. 

The  subaoriber  diHenU  from  the  declftratioii  explaining  the  Sp 

on  the  Report  ol  the  Union  Committee,  for  Qie  following  reasona  :- 

Firtl,  Becaiue  the  explanation  eMendollj  niters  tlie  deliverance,  m&lcing  it  a  new 
oDe.  ^e  delivenuce  was,  that  in  the  intereflts  of  Union  the  ministers  of  the 
negotiating  chnrohee  abonld  be  mutiullf  and  reciprocaUr  eligible  to  vacandes  ia 
them,  on  the  footing  of  signing  their  lespeotiTe  fonnultui.  As  altered,  it  ia  that  tho 
ministen  of  the  other  negotiating  churches  shall  be  eligible  to  vacancies  in  this 
church,  thouf^  these  obnrcbee  should  decline  reciprocity  in  this  matter,  and  refnao 
t^  go  a  step  farther  towaids  Union.  Snoh  a  change  on  its  deed  the  Sjnod  ought 
not  to  have  mode  under  colour  of  an  explanatioii. 

Steond,  Because  if  a  new  deliTerance  was  to  be  given,  it  ongbt  to  have  been 
aimply,  that  this  church  is,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Synod,  prepared  to  adopt  the 
mutual  and  reciprocal  eligibility  of  ministers,  with  tho  view  of  establishing  closer 
relations  among  tho  churches  concerned,  and  advancing  their  final  incorporation. 
This  was  all  that  the  Synod's  Committee  on  Union  and  the  Joint  Committee  asked ; 
and  in  as  far  ae  the  Synod  did  more,  on  the  pretence  of  explaining  itself,  it  hastilf 
decided  another  question  altogether,  which  had  not  been  brought  up  to  it,  and 
whioh  had  received  no  consideration,  either  in  the  Synod  itself,  or  in  the  Committees 
on  Unitm,  whose  "  reconmendationa"  the  Synod  professed  to  be  disposed  of. 

Third,  Because  the  deliverance,  as  explained,  is  inexpedient.  It  is  specially  so  in 
making  this  church  liable  to  be  misnndeistood  and  misrepresented,  ss  if  its  zesl  for 
union  had  otttnin  its  dis(»«tion,  and  as  if  its  catholicity  were  partial  and  arbitrary ; 
wholly  oKifined  to  the  narrow  circle  of  present  negotiations,  and  to  wUch  it  ia 
resolved  to  cleave  in  future,  however  it  may  be  repelled. 

Fourth,  Because  the  deliverance,  as  explained,  is  incompetent  The  Synod  had 
no  power  to  alter,  by  its  mere  vote,  the  relation  of  this  church  to  the  other  churches 
concerned,  ss  it  explains  itself  to  have  done.  "The  Rules  of  Procedure"  provide 
that  a  "change"  so  "material"  must  ordinarily  be  overtared,  and  that  the  "over- 
ture, if  entertained  by  tlie  Synod,  is  to  be  very  leisurely  and  carefully  considered, 
and  should  be  remitted  to  preabyteries  and  sesnons  for  their  conaideration,  before 
being  finally  adopted."  The  Synod  might  have  done  what  the  Union  Report  asked 
of  it,  as  stated  above.  Favourably  entertaining  the  mutual  and  reciprocal  eligibility 
of  ministers  in  the  negotiating  churches,  it  might  have  ordered  it  to  be  acted  on  ad 
interim ;  and  it  might  thus,  in  due  time  and  1^  doe  process,  have  been  made  a 
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UftyS2, 1B73.  '>Snle"of  the  Chtuch.  But  to  decide  by  a  rote  thftt,  reciprocity  or  iiot,negotia- 
tioDc  for  Union  continoed  or  not,  the  Tuandea  of  ths  church  shall,  in  all  time 
coining,  be  open  to  miniaten  of  tito  other  negotiating  choiches,  waa  wholly  uUrtt  vira 
of  the  Synod ;  and  the  decimou  ia,  therefore,  null  and  Toid.

ANSWEKS  BY  THE  SYNOD. 

1 .  Not  only  waa  the  Report  of  the  Union  Committee  on  the  mutual  and  reciprocal 
eligibility  of  miniaten  brought  tmder  diactuBioD,  bat  also  the  orerture  from  the 
Pmbytery  of  Xiondon  praying  that  "  The  Synod  enact  and  declare  that  miniaters 
and  preachera  of  the  other  three  negotiating  churches  be  henc^orth  eligible  to 
vaeanoies  in  the  United  Fieabyteriui  Choroh ;"  and  tiie  deliverance  againat  which 
the  protect  ia  taken  waa  intended  to  decide  in  favour  of  this  orerture  aa  well  aa  of 
the  requeit  of  the  Union  Committee. 

2.  The  answer  to  thie  second  reason  is  contuned  in  the  itatemento  made  in  anawer 
to  the  fint  reaaon. 

S.  If  it  be  right  to  reoeive  miniatera  from  the  Free  Churoh  on  the  condition 
apeoifled,  it  cannot  be  wrong  to  declare  our  wiUingneaa  to  do  so ;  and  our  chnroh  is 
in  Buch  ciicumstanoea  aa  to  prednde  all  reaaonable  ground  for  snppoaing  that  we  had 
any  other  end  in  view  in  doing  so  than  promoting  the  intereata  of  truth.  And  it 
■honld  be  borne  in  mind  that  Uie  Engjiah  Presbyterian  Chnroh  haa,  without  waiting 
for  any  expression  of  oar  reciprocity,  decided  that  any  miniater  from  onr  denmina- 
tion  ahall  be  eligible  to  vaoanciea  in  their  body. 

4.  The  deliverance,  aa  explained,  is  not  vUra  vira,  as  the  proteat*^  aaaerta. 
Yean  ago,  the  Synod  decided,  with  the  acquiescence  of  the  proteatto',  that  Uiere  wai 
no  bar,  in  prindple,  to  an  incorporattd  union  with  the  negotiating  churches,  so  that 
it  cannot  be  held  as  involving  any  constitutional  change  to  dedare  that  miniaten 
belonging  to  these  churches  may  be  admitted  into  onr  denomination  upon  their 
agreeing  to  subscribe  our  formula. 

The  Synod  took  up  an  Overture  transmitted  by  the  Committee 
on  Bills  and  Overtures  from  the  Rev.  Heury  Benton,  in  reference  to 
the  settling  of  international  disputee  by  arbitration.  The  Overture 
waa  read  and  Mr  Reiiton  heard  in  support  of  it ;  after  which  the 
Synod,  in  terms  of  the  Overture,  unanimoasly  resolved. — 

That,  in  view  of  the  unspeakable  calamities  of  war,  of  which  late 
years  have  furnished  numerous  terrible  illustrations,  the  most 
app^Iing  being  those  exhibited  by  professedly  Christian  nations, 
European  and  American,  with  whom  our  own  is  in  closest  alliance ; 
and  in  view  also  of  the  constant  danger  of  the  recurrence  of  such 
calamities,  irom  the  maintenance  of  immense  standing  armieE, 
and  of  the  grievous  burden,  loss,  and  corruption  sustained  by 
society  in  the  support  of  multitudes  of  armed  men,  withdrawn  from 
the  pursuits  of  peaceful  industry,  and  from  the  relations  of  domestic 
life ;  the  Synod  hail  endeavours  to  supersede  resort  to  war  forjthe 
settlement  of  international  disputes  by  the  establishment  of  a 
system  of  arbitration,  as  at  once  accordant  with  reason  and  with 
the  Spirit  and  dictates   of  the  Gospel,  and  therefore  agree  to 
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petition  Parliament  in  favonr  of  the  motion  to  be  submitted  by  Mr  M»7jM«ii. 
Henry  Richard,  calling  upon  our  Government  to  take  the  initiative  Thirtesntii 
in  promoting  s  general  and  permanent  eyetem  of  international 
■  arbitration,  and  the  Synod  commend  the  object  to  the  members 
of  the  Ohnrch.* 

Dr  Peddie,  for  a  Committee  appointed  at  second  eedemnt  to  look  Cwnmtuii- 
iato   a  commnnication   to   the   Synod   Clerk   &om   a    Missionary  Muiion 
Prealytery,  gave  in  a  report,  in  accordance  -with  which  the  Synod  ^JJ^'^'" 
agree  that  eaid  oommonication,  which  is  from  the  Presbytery  of 
CafEraria,  need  not  be  noticed  in  the  Synod  Becorde ;  bnt  that  as 
that  Presbyteiy  is,  by  a  decision  at  elevent/i  sederunt,  now  a  con- 
stitaent  part  of  the  Synod,  the  communication  be  attended  to  in 
making  np  the  Boll  of  Synod,  so  for  as  concerns  the  Presbytery 
of  Caf&aria. 

On  motion  made  and  seconded,  it  was  agreed  that  the  Synod  i»'«tli>"»i  Pro-  , 
undetBtanding  that  a  meeting  of  the  General  Synod  of  the  National  of  Ftidm. 
Protestant  Church  of  France  will  take  place  in  Paris  in  the 
course  of  the  month  of  June,  direct  the  Foreign  Correspond- 
ence Committee  to  prepare  a  letter  addressed  to  that  body,  con- 
veying the  congratulations  of  this  Synod  on  the  liberty  acquired 
by  their  brethren  to  meet  in  Synod,  and  their  earnest  desire  that, 
under  the  blessing  of  God,  their  deliberations  and  decisions  may  be 
conducive  to  the  interests  of  Protestantism  and  the  advancement 
of  the  kingdom  of  God  in  France. 

And,  farther,  the  Synod  appoint  the  Moderator  as  the  repre* 
sentative  of  this  Synod  at  the  National  Synod  of  France. 

The  Synod  took  up  an  Overture  by  the  Rev.  Hugh  Barr,  Kettle,  AdninictrK 
transmitted  by  the  Committee  on  Bills  and  Overtures,  in  reference  n^uuon^' 
to  the  administration  of  the  Augmentation  Scheme.     The  Synod,  S"'**'"*' 
the  overturist  acquiescing,  agreed  that  as  this  Overture  proposes 
the  reversal  of  a  deliverance  of  Synod  passed  at  this  meeting,  it  is 
incompetent  to  entertain  the  Overture  now. 

The  Synod  took  up  a  motion,  of  which  notice  had  been  given  by  AssittAnM  to 
Mr  Inglis,  Johnstone,  in  reference  to  assistance  being  given  to  the  ^^°^  Cier^ 
Synod  Clerk  during  the  meetings  of  Synod.  Mi"  Inglis  having 
been  heard,  it  was  unanimously  agreed  that  the  Synod  appoint  a 
Committee  to  consider  the  whole  question  of  the  duties  devolving 
upon  the  Synod  Clerk,  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Committee  on  Bills  and 
Overtures,  together  with  the  emoluments  of  their  office,  and  to 
confer  with  them  as  to  the  best  mode  of  expediting  the  business  of 
the  Synod ;  and  the  following  were  appointed  a  Committee  for  this 
purpose: — Drs  Bruce,  George  Jeffi^y,  and  James  Taylor;  James 
*  Sm  AppeudiK,  Bo.  IX.,  p  60C. 
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iiaf^iBji.  IngliB,  Heniy  Kenton,  ThomoB  Kennedy,  and  David  Young,  Glas- 
Thirtanttii       gow,  ministerB ;  with  J,   Dick  Feddie,.  Edinburgh,  J.  B.  Kidston, 
Glaagow,  and  James  Morton,  Gi-eenock,  elders — Sir  Tonng,  Con- 
vener :  to  report  at  next  meeting  of  Synod. 
E*«nln»tion  It   was   reported  that  the  CommitteeB  appointed   to   examine 

StcotOs.  Eecords  of  Preebyteries  had  reported  favourably  concerning  them, 

and  that  this  had  been  certiBed  in  the  respective  Records  by  the 
Moderator  of  Synod,  and  by  the  Clerk  of  tiie  Committee  on  BiUs 
and  Overtmres.  It  was  further  reported  that  the  minutes  of  the 
following  Presbyteries  bad  not  been  forwarded  for  examination  at 
the  present  meeting  of  Synod,  viz. : — Banifshire,  Ireland,  and 
Newcastle. 
PoTtnJt  of  Mr  JamoB  Peddie  intimated  that  he  had  been  requested  on 

BroWn,  behalf  of  Dr  Andrew  M'Farlane,  Greenock,  to  present,  for  acceptance 

^wasrn-  |jy  ^]^g  Synod,  an  oil  portrait  of  the  Rev.  John  Brown,  Haddington, 
one  of  the  earliest  professors  of  divinity  in  this  church.  The  Synod 
gratefully  accept  this  gift,  and  direct  that  it  be  hung  up  in  the 
Synod  House,  along  with  other  portraits  of  deceased  Professors. 
Porbmit  ol  Dr  At  the  request  of  Dr  James  Taylor,  it  was  agreed  to  state  here, 
in  correction  of  a  minnte  of  twelfth  sederunt  last  year,  that  the 
portrait  of  Dr  A.  O.  Beattie,  then  presented  to  the  Synod,  waa  the 
gift  of  Dr  John  M'Farlane  personally. 

The  Synod,  being  now  met  in  private,  held  further  conference  on 

the  matter  in  wHch  it  had  been  engaged  when  met  in  private  at 

the  close  of  tenth  and  twelfth  Bederunts. 

Bbv.  J.  s.  The  Synod  being  now  met  with  open  doors,  the  Moderator  read 

*'  "''  a  letter  addressed  to  him  by  the  Rev.  James  Smith  Taylor,  minister 

at  Hiitcbesontown,  Glasgow,  the  tenor  whereof  follo^vs ; — 

To  John  CaimB,  D.D.,  Moderator  of  the  Unitad  Fretbjterlaa  Synod. 

Edinhuryh,  May  19, 1S7S. 
RevEHEKD  xsd  Ue.vr  Sir,— I  beg  of  you  to  inform  the  Synod  that  I  feel  myself 
to  be  tmdet  the  painful  neceaeily  of  leaving  the  United  Preabyteriaa  Church.  What 
has  laid  me  tmder  this  neceenty  ia  the  decision  on  the  organ  qneation  to  which  your 
Sapteme  Court  came  on  Friday  last.  It  appeara  to  me  that  at  meetings  of  saintB  in 
Sew  Testament  times  the  praise  of  God  by  the  human  voice  alone  is  the  only 
antboiiaed  wonhip,  and  that  this  can  be  gathered  from  the  language  of  om'  Lord 
himself  and  of  His  inspired  serrants,  and  from  the  pradaes  of  Christian  aasemblies 
in  the  days  of  the  Apostles.  When  men  long  after  inliodaoed  the  change  which 
yoQ  have  agreed  to  toln«te,  Ukey  had  no  warrant  from  the  Divine  Head  of  the 
Church  for  the  Innovation,  and  not  only  so,  but  they  in  no  small  degree  mistook  the 
genius  of  the  Gospel  economy,  and  tarnished  its  beauty  and  enfeebled  its  steengtL 
Holding  tiiese  views,  I  am  obliged  to  regard  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  as 
having,  on  a  point  of  vital  moment,  censed  to  be  a  witness  for  truth  in  the  land. — I

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This  letter  having  previously  been  read  to  tlie  Synod  when  met  M»y  a,  lerg. 
in  private  conference  at  tenth  sedemnt,  and  s  Committee  having  TUrteroth 
been  named,  partly  then,  and  partly  in  the  private  conference  ^^  ,  „ 
at  twelfth  sedenint — conaisting  of  the  Moderator,  Henry  Kenton,  Tajlor. 
John  Dick  Peddie,  elder,  Drs  M'Michael,  Edwards,  and  Frew— Mr 
Peddie,  convener — to  seek  an  interview  T,vith  Mr  Taylor,  with  the 
view  of  inducing  him  to  re-consider  the  subject  of  his  letter,  said 
Committee  now  made  a  statement  by  Mr  J.  D.  Peddie.    Prom  this 
statement  it  appeared  that  the  Committee  had  failed  to  obtain  Mr 
Taylor's  consent  to  an  interview  with  him. 

After  reasoning,  it  was  unanimously  agreed — That  the  Synod 
receive  the  report  of  the  Committee  which  had  been  appointed  in  this 
matter ;  return  thanks  to  them,  and  particularly  to  the  Convener,  for 
their  great  diligence  in  the  case ;  regret  deeply  that  Mr  Taylor  has 
declined  any  conference  on  tbe  subject  with  the  coimnittee,  and  in 
the  circumetancea,  remit  the  case  to  the  Presbytery  of  Glasgow  to 
deal  therein  as  they  shall  see  cause,  and  in  the  hope  that  Mr  Taylor 
may  be  induced  to  continue  his  connection  with  the  church. 

Belayed  all  other  causes  till  the  meeting  of  Synod  to  be  held  on 
the  Monday  after  the  Second  Sabbath  of  May,  1873. 

The  foregoing  Minutes  of  this  present  eedeinrnt  were  read  and 
approved  o^  and  the  Moderator  was  empowered  to  subscribe  the 
scroll  thereof. 

The  Moderator  having  immediately  before  the  Synod's  meeting 
in  private  at  this  sederunt  delivered  an  appropriate  address,  the 
Synod  was  now  closed  with  praise  and  prayer.

That  your  Petitioners,'  having  taken  into  conBideration 
the  Bill  now  before  yonr  Honourable  House  for  the  improvement 
and  extension  of  education  in  Scotland,  exprees  their  cordial 
approval  of  its  principal  object  and  main  provisions,  and  are  per- 
suaded that,  if  it  should  become  law,  it  will  be  a  great  boon  to  the 
people  of  Scotland. 

That  your  Petitioners  are  strongly  of  opinion  that  it  should  be 
enacted  that  the  local  rates,  as  well  as  the  public  grants,  should  be 
apphed  only  for  the  teaching  of  the  secular  branches  of  education 
in  the  national  schools;  that  grants  to  denominational  schools 
should  be  withdrawn,  and  that  the  superintendence  of  the  national 
schools  should  be  entrusted  to  a  General  Board  located  in  Scotland. 

May  it  therefore  please  your  Honourable  House  to  pass  said  Bill 
into  a  law,  with  these  and  such  other  amendments  as  may  to  your 
Honourable  House  seem  good.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  UNION.  Mat,  1872. 
The  Committee  on  Union  have  tills  year  to  present  a  Report  somewhat 
different  in  character  from  those  of  former  years,  aa  it  is  exchisively 
occupied  with  saggcstioiis  for  the  co-operation  of  the  negotiating 
Churches,  The  great  subject  of  incorporating  union  has  not  indeetl 
been  lost  sight  of,  as  the  references'  of  this  Report  will  sufficiently 
show ;  but  as  the  Free  Church'  Committee,  in  terms  of  the  decision  of 
the  Free  Assembly,  was  confined  for  the  year  to  the  consideration  of 
measures  of  practical  co-operatjon,  the  other  Committees  were  neces- 
sarily led  to  restrict  their  deliberations  to  the  same  subject  These  have 
been  prosecuted  throughout  the  year  with  a  remarkable  degree  of 
interest  and  unanimity;  and  it  is  earnestly  hoped  that  these,  with  all 
foregoing  discussions- and  proceedings  of  the  separate  and  joint  Com- 
mittees, and  of  the  Churches,  arising  out  of  them,  will,  through  the 
favouring  hand  of  the  great  Head  of  the  Church,  prepare  the  way  for 
ultimate  union. 
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Tlie  Joiiit-Oommittee  has  held  in  all  five  meetings,  on  the  18th  Mid 
19th  of  July,  and  on  tho  16tli  NoTember,  1871 ;  and  on  the  17th  of  ' 
January,  the  20th  of  March,  and  the  17th  of  April,  1872.  Your 
Oommittee  have  great  reason  to  acknowledge  tlie  friendly  and  brotherly 
gpirit  by  which  all  the  meetings  of  the  year  have  been  characterised. 
The  enlargement  of  the  Free  Church  Committee  brought  in  a  consider^ 
able  number  of  bretlu:en  wlio  did  not  occupy  exactly  the  same  position 
as  those  with  whom  previous  discussions  had  been  so  harmoniougly 
carried  on.  But  it  is  only  due  to  those  brethren  to  say,  that  none  liave 
taken  a  more  earnest  or  cordial  part  ui  the  discussion  of  questions  of 
practical  co-operation;  and  though  one  esteemed  member  of  the  Free 
Church  Committee  saw  it,  to  the  regret  of  'all,  to  be  his  duty  to  retire, 
the  prevailing  tone  of  kindliness  in  the  meetings  of  the  year  has  never 
been  disturbed  or  broken. 

At  the  first  meetbg  of  the  Joint-Committee,  a  difficulty  was  raised 
by  a  minute  of  the  Reformed  Presbyterian  Committee  as  to  their  com- 
petency to  proceed  to  the  consideration  of  measures  of  practical  co- 
operation, since  these  had  not  been  specially  contemplated  in  the 
instructions  pven  them  by  their  Synod,  which  seemed  to  them  only  to 
hoar  on  incorporating  union.  This  diiSculty  gave  rise  to  lengthened 
and  interesting  discussions ;  and  it  was,  at  last,  happily  obviated  by  the 
other  Committees  that  entered  into  this  subject  adopting  separate 
minutes  as  to  their  understanding  of  their  instructions,  which,  with  the 
original  minnte  of  the  Reformed  Presbyterian  Committee,  were  recorded 
in  the  minutes  of  the  Joint-Committee.  These  several  Minutes,  showing, 
that  while  co-operation  was  tho  work  of  the  year,  incorporation  was  still 
pursued  as  an  ultimate  goal,  are  here  inserted,  as  copied  from  Uie 
minutes  of  the  Joint-Committee,  of  date  Jan.  17,  1872 : — 

"  The  report  of  the  Sub^Committee  regudiog  the  special  minnte  of  the  Befonned 
Presbyterian  Committee  vee  made  by  Dr  Itniny,  tho  convener,  from  -whicb  it 
appeared  that  they  recommended  the  Joint-Committee  to  meet  the  representation  of 
that  special  minnte  by  simply  recording  it  in  the  joint-minnte  of  this  day,  alongwith 
the  minutes  of  the  other  separate  committer  on  the  subject  of  it. 

"The  Joint- Committee  approve  of  this  report,  and  accordingly  record  Uiat 
special  minut«  aa  folloiTE:— 

"  '  Edinburgh,  18th  July,  iSTJ.— Met  the  Committee  on  Union  of  the  Eefonned 
Presbyterian  Church.  Present— Itev.  Dr  Goold  in  tho  chair;  Bevs.  Br  Binnie, 
Wm.  Symington,  John  Kay,  and  John  H.  Thomson — ministers;  with  UesBta  John 
M.  Symington,  George  M'Kie,  and  M.  S.  Toit^elders.  The  meeting  having  been 
opened  with  prayer,  notes  of  apology  were  received  from  Bev.  Thomas  Martin  and 
Air  James  Knox. 

'"The  Comtmtt«e  having  taken  into  consideration  tlio  terms  of  the  motion 
carried  at  last  meeting  of  Synod,  and  liaving  compared  them  with  tho  terms  of  the 
appointment  of  the  Committees  on  Union  of  tlie  United  Presbyterian  and  Free 
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Chnrehes  respeebivelf,  is  met  at  the  oateet  of  the  btuinen  of  imotheT  ^eu  b^  the 
cUfflcnltj'  that,  vhile  the  U.P.  Synod  appoints  its  conuoittee  "with  instmotioa*  to 
consider  what  practical  ateps  ought  to  be  taken  towards  the  formation  of  federal 
relations  between  all  the  negotioting  Chnrchea,  and  otberwiae  to  prosecate  the  nego- 
tiationB  for  ineorporatiog  union,"  and  while  the  Free  Church  Conunittee  is  "  in- 
structed to  direct  its  attention  for  the  preaeat  to  thoee  measures  which  mtij  seem 
best  fitted  to  draw  the  negotiating  Churches  into  closer  and  more  friendly  rehttions 
to  one  another,  Us  enoourage  and  facilitate  their  cordial  co-operation;"  the  Com- 
mittee of  the  Reformed  Frcsbyterian  Choioh  are  simply  appointed  to  "  consider, 
along  with  the  Committees  of  the  other  Churches,  any  further  step  bj  which  the 
moYcment  towards  nnion  may  be  prudently  advanced,"  without  reference  to  federal 
relations  or  measures  of  co-operation.  This  CommtttOB  feel  aocordingly,  that,  if 
they  take  part  in  the  negotiations  for  another  year,  they  most  be  free  to  justify  theii 
action  to  their  own  sapreme  court,  on  the  gromid  that  the  federal  relations  or  co< 
operation  which  may  be  proposed  are  fairly  entitled  to  be  classed  among  the  st^ps 
by  which  "  union  may  be  prudently  advanced ; "  and  they  are  encouraged  to  believe 
that  this  freedom  may  be  allowed  them,  inasmuch  aa  it  is  in  accordaiioe  with  the 
ultimate  end  contemplated  by  the  suggestion  that  co-operative  measures  ahould  be 
at  present  considered ;  which  measoies,  according  to  the  terms  of  the  motion  carried 
in  the  Free  Assembly,  "  are  the  neeilful  and  fitting  prquration  for  the  more  perfect 
union,  with  a  view  to  which  these  profoundly  important  negotiations  have  been  all 
along  carried  on,"     Closed  with  prayer.' " 

"  The  Joint -CommittAe  record  the  minute  of  tiie  Free  Church  Committee  re- 
garding the  above  special  minute  as  follows : — 

"The  Free  Chnrcb  Committee  on  Union  having  taken  into  consideration  the 
minute  of  the  Beformed  Presbyterian  Committee,  and  also  the  instructions  to  this 
cranmittee  contained  in  last  Assembly's  Act  on  Union,  and  particularly  the  following 
clauses  thereof,  viz.,  '  instruct  them,  instead  of  proceeding  to  the  further  considera- 
tion of  any  of  tlie  matters  outstanding  under  the  programme  of  heads  d  inquiry,  to 
direct  their  attention  for  the  present  to  those  measures  which  may  seem  best  fitted 
to  draw  tiie  negotiating  Churches  into  closer  and  more  friendly  relations  to  one 
another,  to  encourage  and  facilitate  their  cordial  co-operation,  and  thus,  while 
allaying  the  heat  of  controTersy,  to  cultivate  that  more  intimate  knowledge  of  each 
other,  and  to  call  forth  and  cherish  thoee  mutual  sympathies  and  kindly  feelings 
which  cannot  fail,  under  God,  to  promote  that  seeing  eye  to  eye,  and  that  coming  to 
be  of  one  heart  and  soul,  which  is  the  needful  and  fitting  preparation  for  the  more 
perfect  union,  with  a  view  to  which  these  profoundly  important  negotiations  have 
all  along  been  carried  on.'  It  was  resolved  to  report  to  the  Joint- Committee  in 
these  terms,  viz. : — '  That,  while  the  basis  on  which  an  incorporating  union  ought 
finally  to  take  place  is  a  matter  with  respect  to  which  some  of  the  members  guarded 
themselves  ou  entering  this  committee,  th^  are  all  agreed  that  the  measnres  of 
co-operation  referred  to  in  the  Act  were  contemplated  by  the  Assembly  as  measures 
intended  and  fitted  to  conduce  to  incorporating  union  of  the  Churches,  and  to  pre- 
pare the  Churches  for  it ;  and  in  this  view  of  them,  aa  the  mind  (d  the  Assembly, 
and  aa  implied  in  the  nature  of  the  case,  they  are  all  cordially  prepnred  to  proceed 
in  the  consida«tion  of  those  measures  of  Co-operation  which  may  most  advantage- 
ously be  adopted  by  Churches  so  situated' " 

"  The  Joint-Committee  further  agree  to  record  the  minute  of  the  United  Fteeby- 
terian  Committee  on  the  same  subject,  as  f oUows : — 

"  After  conTersation,  the  Synod's  Committee  unanimoualy  agree  that  they  fully 
sympathise  in  the  difficulty  expressed  by  the  Committee  of  the  Rdormed  Fiesbyterian 
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Chmcb,  and,  in  ci»Dmcin  witli  them,  would  not  bare  felt  at  liberty  to  proceed  furtber 
vith  negotiationB  on  modes  of  co-operation,  unless  they  believed  tbemselTea  tm- 
ranted,  under  the  inrtmotions  of  Synod,  to  proceed  with  snch  negotiations  with  a 
view  to  ultimate  incorporation." 

At  the  first  meeting  wMch  thus  ori^nated  aii  effort  to  clear  tlie 
grotmd  for  harmonious  co-operation,  practical  steps  were  taken  to  survey 
the  field,  and  to  cultivate  it  without  delay.  A  large  Sub-Committee  was 
appointed,  representing  all  the  Churches,  and  this  divided  itself  into 
three  sections,  according  to  the  heads  of  a  programme,  which  has  been 
diligently  travelled  in  since,  though  not  exhausted.  Under  these  three 
sections,  viz.,  Co-operation  in  Ministerial  Training;  in  respect  of  tlie 
Mnttial  and  Keciprocal  Eligibility  of  Ministers ;  and  in  regard  to  Foreign 
and  Home  Missions,  the  remainder  of  this  Beport  will  state  what  has 
been  done,  and  what  is  left  unfinished. 

I.— MiNISTEEUL  TeAININQ. 

Very  careful,  laborious,  and  prolonged  discussions  arose  on  this 
subject.  The  systems  of  theological  training  in  use  in  the  different 
Churches  have  been  most  diligently  examined  and  compared,  and  it  has 
been  found  that,  in  respect  of  the  subjects  taught  and  the  method  of 
teaching,  there  is  substantial  agreement  among  the  negotiatbg  Churches. 
The  questions  have  been  discussed,  both  in  the  separate  and  Joint^Com- 
mittees,  How  far  the  students  of  one  Church  might  be  admissible  into 
tlie  rest,  and,  What  portion  of  the  curriculum  of  one  might  be  substituted 
for  that  of  another.  Much  light  has  been  thrown  on  the  whole  subject, 
and  many  valuable  suggestions  have  been  made.  But  the  magnitude  of 
the  question,  and  its  difficulties,  prevented  any  final  decision  or  recom- 
mendation from  being  given  ;  and  it  b  earnestly  hoped  that  tliis  topic 
may  be  remitted  for  fiirther  consideration,  if  it  should  please  the  Supreme 
Courts  to  re-appoint  their  several  Committees.  The  deliverance  of  the 
Joint-Committ«e,  on  the  17th  of  April,  b  hero  inserted. 

"  The  Joint-Committee  find  that  the  subject  of  co-operation  in  the  work  of  training 
acd  edncatiog  the  rising  ministry  has  been  the  subject  of  very  earnest  and  inatruct- 
tive  discunion  both  in  the  Sub-Conunittee  and  in  the  general  Union  Committee ; 
that  a  completed  and  detailed  statement  of  the  methods  of  study  in  the  different 
Churches  has  been  prepared  and  printed  for  the  consideration  of  tbe  Committees, 
and  on  the  basis  of  this  statement,  a  comparative  review  bae  been  drown  up,  first, 
as  to  the  pointo  in  which  there  is  agreement ;  and,  secondly,  as  to  those  on  which  a 
difference  exists  in  the  theological  training  which  the  students  of  the  three  Chuiches 
respectively  receive ;  and  that  nothing  appeara  in  this  more  careful  investigation  to 
Affecttbeaccuracyofthefindingat  which  the  Joint-Committee  arrived  in  I8G9,  when, 
in  its  revised  and  completed  finding  on  this  subject,  it  affirmed  that  the  Churches 
'  are  entirely  at  one  in  the  desire  for  both  an  educated  and  a  pious  ministry ;  that 
their  plans  for  this  purpose  are  subatantialiy  the  same ;'  and  <  that,  in  particular,  they 
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hD  require  the  Bamo  amovmt  of  pteparatjon  before  entering  the  Tbeolo^cal  Hall, 
aod  the  proaecntion  of  the  same  studies  witbin  tlie  Hall.'  The  Joist-Com- 
nittce  have  felt,  however,  that  vhile  this  general  conclusioa  warranted  the  hope 
that  some  co-operative  measnre  might  bo  discovered  and  adopted  by  which  tbo 
ChnrchcB  coold  derive  some  mutual  advantage  from  their  reapedivc  Halls,  the 
Committee  are  not  in  circumstancee  aa  yet  to  recommend  any  definite  and  apecifio 
propoaal  to  that  effect  for  the  consideration  of  the  Churchea.  Any  such  proposal 
must  bring  out  the  substantial  equivalence  in  the  course  of  study  as  a  whole,  or  in 
any  portions  of  it  to  be  mutually  accepted  by  the  various  Churches.  Till  Each  a 
proposal  can  be  properly  adjusted  the  Joint-Committee  resolve  to  make  no  prema- 
ture recommendation  on  this  subjeet,  but  postpone  it  meanwhile,  in  the  hope  that 
on  further  conaidetation  some  scheme  likely  to  meet  with  general  acceptance  may  be 
Bubtnitted." 

IL — Mutual  and  Recipbocal  Eugibility  op  Minibtebs. 

On  this  very  important  branch  of  co-operation,  the  conferences  of  the 
Joint>^onimittec',  as  well  as  of  the  several  Committees,  were  productive 
of  a  definite  and  gratifying  result;  and  at  the  meeting  of  the  17th 
January,  the  following  deliverances  were  unanimously  agreed  to : — 

The  Committee  find  that  the  orderly  calling  and  translating  of  ministen  ol 
charges  in  any  ooo  of  the  negotiating  Churches,  on  tbe  footing  of  iheic  signing  the 
formulas  of  the  Churches  into  which  they  ate  thus  received,  would  create  an  impor- 
tant bond  pf  sympathy  and  fellowship  among  tbcee  Churches,  would  tend  powerfully 
to  interest  them  in  each  other's  spiritual  welfare,  and  would  promote  their  co-opera- 
tion and  further  their  usefulness  in  advancing  the  cause  and  kingdom  of  their 
common  Head  and  Lord ;  and  therefore  the  Joint- Committee  consider  it  to  be 
desirable  that  such  relations  should  be  established  among  the  Churches  which  they 
represent,  and  they  accordingly  recommend  that  this  matter  sbotild  be  brought 
respectfnlly  under  the  notice  of  the  supreme  courts  of  these  Churches  at  their  next 
meeting. 

In  bringing  the  recommendation  of  the  Joint-Committee  before  tlie 
Synod,  your  Committee  do  not  deem  it  necessary  to  plead  at  length  for 
its  adoption.  They  believe  that  it  wiU  commend  itself  generally  to  the 
sense  of  this  Church  :  and  they  cannot  but  believe  that  it  will,  throngli 
the  Divine  blessing,  tend  greatly  to  make  visible  to  the  public  eye  the 
position  of  near  approximation  to  which  tlie  several  Churchea  have 
attained,  and  thus  pave  the  way  for  their  ultimate  incorporation.  Your 
Committee  ai-e  not  able  to  see  a  single  objection  to  a  proposal  so  guarded ; 
for  mtless  the  good  faith  of  those  accepting  the  formula  of  the  Church 
into  which  they  enter  be  denied,  the  security  is  as  great  as  can  be 
attfdoed  in  the  case  of  its  native  ministry. 

III.— FOBEION  AND  HOME  MISSIONS. 

It  was  felt  from  the  beginning  that  no  field  of  co-operation  was  moiti 
inviting  or  hopefid  than  that  of  Foreign  Missions :  and  after  a  most

interesting  conference  of  the  Sab-Committee  on  this  topic  with  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Mission  Boards  or  Committees  of  the  different  Chnrches, 
at  which  certain  reeolutions  were  nnanimoufily  agreed  to,  these  were 
brought  before  the  Joint-Committee  on  the  20th  of  March,  and  finally 
adopted  according  to  the  following  minnte : — 

Ur  M'Lauchlan,  on  the  port  of  tbe  Special  Sab-Committee  i^pointed  to  obtain 
information  bearing  on  the  subject  of  co-operation  in  Foreign  Misuons,  g&ve  in  and 
read  a  report  The  Joint- Committee  approve  of  the  report  and  adopt  from  U  the 
foUoving  rcBolutiona,  viz. : — 

I.  Beaolve  to  recommeiid  that  the  Supreme  Coorts  of  the  eereral  Chnrcbes  be 
Baked  to  oathorise  their  respective  missira  boards  or  committees  to  appoint  two  or 
more  of  their  nmnber  to  constitnte  a  Joint-Committee  or  Board  for  conference  on 
all  mtttteTB  of  common  interest  affecting  the  missions,  and  to  empower  also  the 
members  of  that  Joint- Committee  or  Board  so  appointed  to  attend  as  consultative 
raembeiH  of  the  meetings  of  any  of  the  said  misuon  boards  or  committees  when 
invited,  or  when  oiraumstancefl  emerge  to  render  their  piosence  dearable. 

n.— Besolve  to  recommend— I.  That  brief  bat  distinct  notices  of  tbe  raismons  of 
the  sevi^Bl  Churches  be  from  time  to  lime  communicated  b^  the  convenen  or 
secretaries  of  tbe  several  mission  boards  or  committees  for  insertion  in  the  missionary 
records  or  magasines  of  the  negotiating  Churches ;  and  2.  That  as  far  as  practi- 
cable, atrongemenla  be  made  by  which  all  the  ministers  of  the  several  Churches 
should  regularly  receive,  not  only  Gie  record  or  magazine  published  by  the  Church 
to  which  they  individually  belong,  but  also  those  issued  by  the  other  Churches. 

IIL  Recognising  the  great  importance  of  deptttations  visiting  the  Churches  to 
further  the  interests  of  the  missions,  teboIto  to  recommend  that,  without  interfering 
with  tJie  Independent  action  of  the  respective  committees,  sud  committees,  in 
arranging  deputations,  should,  when  tiiey  see  cause,  ask  the  brethren  of  other 
Churches  to  co-operate  in  such  deputation  work. 

IV.  Eegarding  it  as  a  matter  of  great  practical  importance  that  the  Churches 
should  come  to  some  nnderstanding  which  will  secure  as  for  as  poe^ble  uniformity 
of  practice  in  regard  to  salaries,  allowances,  furloughs,  and  other  kindred  matters, 
in  the  case  of  misuonaries,  especially  those  labouring  within  the  same  field,  the 
Jmnt-Committ^e  is  of  opinion  that  tUs  will  be  realised  in  the  consultative  board 
referred  to  in  No.  1.  . 

V.  The  Joinl^Committce  regard  the  holding  of  stated  periodical  conferences 
among  foreign  roisuonaries  as  a  matter  of  great  importance,  and  cordially  recom-  • 
mend  that  such  conferences  be  bold  in  India,  China,  and  elsewhere,  as  far  as  is 
practicable. 

VL  Deeply  sensible  of  the  vital  importance  of  prayer  in  connection  with  mission 
work,  resolve  that  it  be  recommended  to  the  Supreme  Courts  of  the  negotiating 
Churches  to  Inetract  their  respective  mission  boards  or  committees  to  make  arrange- 
ments for  united  prayer  meetings  throughout  the  country. 

VII,  Resolve  that  tbe  first  resolution  be  understood  ss  applicable  not  only  to  tbe 
Foreign  Mission  Committees  of  the  negotiating  Chnrohes,  but  also  to  the  Colonial 
and  Continental  Committees  of  the  Free  Chnich. 

Your  Committee  are  persuaded  that  the  acting  out  of  these  resolutions, 
for  which  they  respectfully  ask  the  authority  of  the  Synod,  will  have  a 
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very  important  bearing  on  the  cause  of  Union,  while  it  will  equally  tend 
to  advance  the  great  interests  of  Missions,  so  dear  to  all  the  negotiating 
Churches. 

It  is  matter  of  regret  that  the  wide  and  difficult,  as  well  as  vitally 
important  subject  of  co-operation  in  Home  Missions,  could  not  be 
overtaken  during  the  present  year.  It  is  submitted  that  this  grave 
sabject  ought  not  to  be  lost  sight  of,  since,  of  the  multifarioos  topics 
bearing  on  the  opetstions  and  responsibilities  of  the  negotiating 
Churches,  it  is  almost  the  only  one  which  has  not  eng^ed  earnest  at- 
tention, though  the  room  and  need  for  co-operation  in  regard  to  it  must 
be  universally  admitted.  The  very  delicacy  of  the  subject  in  present 
circumstances  has  hindered  it  from  being  fnlly  gone  into ;  but  if  the 
Churches  are  to  stand  any  time  apart,  the  necessity  for  some  common 
understanding  will  become  imperative. 

It  will  be  seen  that  all  these  measures  of  co-operation  are  not  vague 
uid  simply  friendly,  bat  ecclesiastical  in  the  proper  sense  of  the  term. 
They  cannot  but  bring  the  Churches  into  closer  relations ;  and,  so  far 
from  regretting  the  time  spent  on  their  consideration,  yoor  Committee 
are  persuaded  that  their  labours,  should  the  Synod  and  other  Supreme 
Courts  be  guided  to  a  cordial  adoption  of  their  results,  will  yield  good 
and  lasting  fruit  in  advancing  the  great  cause  on  which  they  have  been 
so  long  engaged. 

That  cause  your  Committee,  in  no  faint  and  deluding  terms,  com- 
mend anew  to  the  sympathies  and  prayei^  of  the  Church.  During  the 
year  they  have  sustained  great  and  sad  losses  in  the  removal  of  two  of 
their  number,  who  were  second  to  none  in  their  zeal  for  Union,  and  their 
strenuous  and  noble  efforts  to  help  it  forward.  The  names  of  George 
Johnston  and  John  Robson  will  ever  be  connected  with  these  negotiE- 
tions  in  the  history  of  tbb  Church.  They  were  among  the  first  to  move 
in  the  canse,  and  they  both  pleaded  for  it  on  its  introduction  into  tiiis 
Synod.  All  through,  their  ardoiu"  never  abated,  and  it  was  among  the 
last  topics  of  their  thoughts  on  earth.  With  so  many  other  sainted  men 
in  all  the  negotiating  Churches,  they  now  commend  it  to  us  as  a  legacy, 
and  exhort  ns,  like  them,  to  be  faithful  unto  death  to  the  canse  of  union 
among  Chmt's  scattered  heritage.  We  must  see  as  clear  a  way  out  of 
these  negotiations  as  we  saw  into  them;  and,  as  this  is  not  opened,  we 
must  labour  on,  and  wait  the  time  to  favour  Zion.  -May  that  time  soon 
come,  and  may  present  difRcuIties  only  summon  ns  to  more  earnest 
prayer,  and  enhance  at  last  the  joy  of  the  consummation !

LETTEE  TO  HER  MAJESTY'S  SECRETARY  OF  STATE 
FOR  FOREIGN  AFFAIRS,  AND,  MUTATIS  MUTANDIS, 
TO  SECRETARY  FOR  COLONIAL  AFFAIRS. 

Stood  Hail, 
Edmbuboh,  15tk  June,  1873. 

My  Lobd,— We  have  been  directed  by  the  Synod  of  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church,  at  their  meeting  held  in  Edinburgh  on  2l8t 
May  last,  to  express  to  your  Lordship  their  strong  condemnation  of 
the  system  of  arbitrary  deportation  of  natives  of  Polynesia  from  their 
island  homes,  now  carried  on  in  fore^  vessels,  largely  owned  and 
worked  by  British  subjects.  The  Synod  earnestly  desire  that  the 
British  Government  take  early  action  agunst  this  practice,  attended 
as  it  is  with  frightful  injustice  and  inhmnanity.  On  evidence  which 
they  deem  thoronglily  reliable,  supplied  by  missionaries  of  five  different 
Presbyterian  Churches  in  various  parts  of  the  British  dominions,  the 
Synod  beheve  that  the  proceedings  referred  to  are  in  violation  of  the 
principles  of  British  justice  relating  to  the  liberty  of  the  subject,  and 
are,  in  fact,  a  revival  of  the  system  of  man-stealing,  gainst  which 
Great  Britain  has  for  ages  past,  followed  more  recently  by  most  other 
civilized  nations,  been  maintaining  an  active  and  energetic  protest. 
From  the  law  state  of  intelligence  among  the  Polynesian  natives  gene- 
rally, it  is  believed  that  they  are  not  capable  of  apprehending  properly 
a  contract  entered  into  with  foreigners  involving  their  personal  liberty 
for  a  period  of  years,  and  that,  as  the  traffic  is  now  conducted,  there 
is  nothing  to  hinder  imscrupulons  traders  from  practising  deception 
and  violence  in  seeking  to  accomplish  a  nefarious  object  agcdnst  such 
natives. 

That  the  traffic  is  regarded  by  the  natives  themselves  as  a  grievous 
wrong  seems  clearly  established  by  the  fact  that,  in  several  instances, 
in  declared  revenge  for  such  depredation,  they  have  attacked  and 
killed  persons  on  board  of  vessels  arriving  among  them  on  peaceful 
and  benevolent  errands.  The  case  of  an  esteemed  prelate  of  the 
Choroh  of  England  Mission,  whose  life  was  sacrificed  in  this  way  to  a 
rude  sense  of  justice,  on  the  part  of  Polynesian  islanders,  to  whom  he 
was  seeking  to  carry  the  blessings  of  the  Gospel,  seems  a  lond  and 
solemn  demonstration  of  the  wickedness  of  the  traffic. 

The  Synod,  though  having  no  missionaries  of  their  own  in  Poly- 
nesia, deprecate  the  practice  complained  of  as  a  sor*  discouragement 
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to  self-denyiflg  men  of  the  same  Presbyterian  order  with  themselves^ 
who  have  sarreDdered  all  secnlar  advant^es  at  home,  or  in  tdfilized 
cooDtries,  and  gone  oat  to  these  baibaroTis  islands  for  the  purpose  of 
devoting  their  laboars,  talents,  and  acquirementg  to  the  spiritnal  and 
temporal  welfare  of  the  natives. 

May  it  therefore  please  yoar  Lordship  to  take  the  foregoing  stale- 
ments  into  ooosideration,  along  with  any  relative  evidence  which  may 
have  been  submitted  otherwise  to  the  Foreign  Department,  and  to'  act 
in  the  matter  in  each  a  way  as  shall  maintain  the  hononr  of  the 
British  name,  protect  the  liberties  of  Sonth  Sea  islanders  so  far  as 
the  traffic  complained  of  is  concerned,  and  sustain  Christian  mission- 
aries in  these  islands  in  their  disinterested  and  devoted  labours.

PETITION  AGAINST  PRISON  MINISTERS  BILL. 

Unto  the  Honourable  the  CoJIMOKS  of  Gbeat  Biutain  and 
Ireland  in  Parliament  assemHed, 
The  Petition  of  the  Synod  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church, 
unanimously  agreed  to  at  their  meeting  in  Edinburgh,  on

is  not  the  province  of  the  State  to  provide  for  the  religious  instruc- 
tion of  the  subject,  yet  it  is  its  duty  to  iifford  eveiy  fecihty  for  tliat 
object ;  That  the  criminal  portion  of  the  population  specially  needs 
such  instruction,  and  can  best  receive  it  from  those  whom  they 
acknowledge  and  respect  as' religious  instructors;  That  it  is  the 
proper  business  and  obligation  of  churches  to  furnish  such  instruc- 
tion, and  specially  to  provide  it  for  the  lapsed  members  of  their 
respective  denominations ;  and,  That  by  the  present  law  free  access 
to  all  prisoners  is  allowed  to  ministers  of  the  denomination  to  which 
they  profess  connection,  or  to  other  reUgious  instructors  whose 
ministrations  they  desire. 

That  your  Petitioners  hold  it  to  be  improper  and  unnecessary 
that  chaplains  should  be  provided  by  the  State  for  priflons,  and 
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best  for  the  religious  welfare  of  the  prisonera,  for  the  honour  of 
religion,  for  the  benefit  as  well  as  for  the  credit  of  ObriBtiau 
Churches,  and  for  the  interests  of  truth  and  justice,  that  religious 
ministrations  to  prisoners  should  be  supplied  by  those  who,  from 
religious  principle  and  zeal,  are  solicitous  to  promote  their  spiritnal 
welfare. 

That  your  Petitttmers  further  represent  that  various  denomina- 
tions could  not  accept  State  pay  f<»  the  religious  instruction  "which 
they  furnish,  and  that  it  were  unjust  and  oiTendve  to  create  con- 
current religious  endowments  for  others,  as  this  measme  designs, 
the  effect  of  ,which  would  be  to  provide  for  the  Churches  which 
liimish  most  criminals  a  State-paid  clergy  wherever  there  are 
prisons  throughout  tho  countiy. 

That  yoiii-  Petitioners,  for  the  foregoing  reasons,  ai'O  most 
strongly  opposed  to  the  principle  and  provisions  of  the  Prison 
Ministei-s  Bill. 

May  it  therefore- please  youi'  Honourable  House  to  reject  the 
Prison  Ministers  Bill.

It  is  humbly  overtured  by  the  Session  of  the  United  Presby- 
terian Congregation,  Bristo  Street,  Edinburgh,  that  the  Synod  take 
into  consideration  the  expediency  of  altering  the  Constitution  of  the 
Supreme  Court  of  oar  Church,  by  instituting,  in  the  place  of  the 
present  Synod,  a  General  Asaembly  composed  of  representatives 
irom  all  the  Presbyteries  of  the  Church,  and  in  which  care  should 
be  taken  to  secure  a  full  representation  of  the  Eldership. 

(3.)  From  Session  of  Brooghton  Place,  Edinburqh. 

Whereas  the  business  of  the  Synod  of  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church  has  of  late  years  greatly  increased,  and  ia  still  increasing; 
■whereae,  during  the  first  week  of  the  Synod's  meetings,  the  present 
large  attendance  of  ministers  and  elders  is  fitted  rather  to  impede 
than  forward  the  calm  discussion  of  important  questions,  and  the 
expeditious  and  satis&ctory  despatch  of  business :  and,  whereas, 
during  the  second  week  of  said  meetings,  much  business  is  disposed 
of  by  a  comparatively  small  number  of  the  members  of  Synod, 
whose  action  is  thereby  deprived  of  the  weight  that  should  attach 
to  Synodical  decisions,  while  the  business  itself  is  apt  to  be  con- 
sidered as  of  minor  importance ;  it  is  humbly  overtured  by  the  Session 
of  Broughton  Place  Church,  Edinburgh,  to  the  Synod,  appointed  to 
meet  at  Edinburgh  on  the  13th  day  of  May,  1872,  to  take  the  pre- 
mises into  their  consideration,  with  the  view  of  facilitating  the 
despatch  of  business,  either  by  substituting,  in  room  of  the  present 
Synod,  a  Representative  Assembly  composed  of  a  limited  number  of 
ministers  and  elders,  or  by  adopting  such  other  measures  aa  they  in 
their  wisdom  may  deem  necessary.

PETITION  FOR  INTEKNATIONAL  ARBITRATION. 

To  the  Honourable  the  COMMONS  of  Great  Britain  and 
iRELiUsD  in  Parliament  assembled, 
The  humble  Petition  of  the  Synod  of  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church,  imanimously  agreed  to  at  their  meeting  in  Edin- 
burgh, May  22,  1872, 
Sheweth, 

That  your  Petitioners  are  deeply  impressed  with  the 
unspeakable  calamities  of  war,  of  which  late  years  have  furnished 
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numerons  terrible  illustratlona,  the  most  appsUing  being  those 
supplied  by  professedly  Christian  natioua,  Europeau  and  American, 
with  whom  our  own  was  in  closest  alliance. 

That  your  Petitioners  are  also  deeply  impressed  with  the  con- 
stant danger  to  which  society  throughout  Europe  is  exposed,  of 
the  recurrence  of  such  calamities  from  the  maintenance  of  immense 
standing  armies,  and  with  the  enormous  burden,  loss,  and  cormp- 
tion  to  which  society  is  subjected  by  their  support,  and  by  the 
withdrawment  of  multitudes  of  men  from  the  pursuits  of  profitable 
industry,  and  from  the  habits  and  relations  of  domestic  life. 

That  in  view  of  these  stupendous  evils  your  Petitioners  hail  the 
endeavours  of  philanthropic  and  enlightened  men  to  supersede 
resort  to  war  for  the  settlement  of  international  disputes  by  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  system  of  arbitration,  as  at  once  accordant  ivith 
reason,  and  with  the  spirit  and  dictates  of  the  Gospel. 

Tliat  your  Petitioners  cordially  approve  of  the  motion  to  be  sub- 
mitted to  Parliament  by  Mr  Henry  Richard  for  the  initiation  by  oiur 
Government  of  negotiations  with  foreign  Governments  with  a  view 
to  the  establishment  of  a  general  and  permanent  system  of  Inter- 
national Arbitration. 

May  it  therefore  please  your  Honourable  House  to  take  the 
motion  aforesaid  into  your  favourable  consideration,  and  to  adopt 
such  measures  as  shall  beat  conduce  to  promote  the  settlement  of 
disputes  between  nations  by  peaceable  negotiations,  and,  when 
these  fail,  by  a  system  of  arbitration.

REPORT  ON   GENERAL   STATISTICS.     Mat   1872. 

The  schedules  issaed  in  December  for  the  CoDgregatioiiBl  Statistics  of 
the  year  1871  have  been  filled  up  and  returned  to  the  Home  Secretary, 
for  the  nse  of  the  Synod  and  the  Home  Committee  of  the  Board  of 
Missions,  by  601  congregations,  that  is,  hy  exactly  the  same  nnmber  as 
ill  the  prerious  year.  Ab  in  the  year  1870,  the  returns  have  also  been 
complete  from  27  out  of  the  31  Presbyteries  of  the  Chnrch  ;  and  in  the 
remaining  4  Presbyteries  there  are  only  7  congregations  which  have  not 
filled  up  and  returned  the  schedules  sent  to  them  for  the  year  1871 — 
namely,  two  in  the  Presbytery  of  Berwick,  (wo  in  the  Presbytery  of 
Glasgow,  two  in  the  Presbytery  of  Hamilton,  and  one  in  the  Presbytery 
of  Stirling.  Each  of  these  7  congregations  has,  however,  made  its 
return  in  some  previous  year ;  and  as  their  statistics  can  be  estimated, 
with  a  near  approximation  to  the  actual  facts,  from  their  former  papers, 
their  witliholding  of  the  information  which  they  were  requested  to 
supply  cannot  seriously  afTect  the  general  accaracy  of  the  results  stated 
in  this  Beport.  The  table  subjoined  exhibits  the  progressive  increase  at 
once  of  the  number  of  congregations  placed  on  the  Synod's  roll,  and  of 
those  by  which  the  annnal  statistical  returns  have  been  prepared  and 
forwarded  in  accordance  with  the  regulations  of  the  Synod.

The  number  of  congregations  on  the  roll  of  the  Synod  in  December 
1870  was  607,  and  in  December  187 1  it  was  608;  thus  indicating  an 
increase -of  only  one  congregation  during  the  year  ending  at  the  latter 
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date.  Three  new  congregations  have  indeed  been  erected  in  1871 — 
viz,  Brighton,  in  the  Presbytery  of  London  ;  Canotigate,  in  the  Presby- 
tery of  Edinburgh  ;  and  Wemyss  Bay,  in  the  Preabyteiy  of  Paisley  and 
Greenock  ;  but  the  congregation  of  Dalreoch,  in  the  Presbytery  of 
Perth,  has  been  suppressed  since  the  death  of  its  late  minister,  the  Rev. 
Matthew  Orr;  and  th«  congregation  of  Albany  Church,  London,  with 
its  minister,  tlie  Rev.  Robert  Redpath,  M.A.,  has  been  joined  to  the 
congregation  of  Oxendon  Street,  London, — so  tliat  tlie  increase  in  the 
Dumber  of  congregations  on  the  Synod's  roll  during  the  past  year  lias 
been  reduced  by  these  change*  to  one. 

The  number  of  baptitms  reported  in  1871  shows  a  small  increase  on 
the  numbers  reported  in  each  of  the  three  preceding  years,  being  1 1,850 ; 
while  in  1868,  1869,  and  1870  the  numbers  were  ll,62i,  11,638,  and 
11,671.  Of  the  persons  baptized  daring  1871,  the  nnmber  of  infants  is 
reported  as  11,742,  and  the  number  of  adults  as  108. 

The  number  of  young  persons  under  religious  instruction  in  Sabbath 
schools,  niinisters'  and  elders'  Bible  classes,  and  otherwise,  has  not 
increased  during  the  year  1871,  as  it  was  reported  to  have  done  in 
several  preceding  years.  The  number  of  Saobath-achool  teachers, 
which  was  returned  in  1870  as  10,i90,  is  reported  for  1871  as  10,fiI4, 
showing  an  increase  of  24;  but  the  number  of  schoJara  attending 
classes  in  Sabbath  schools,  which  was  returned  in  the  former  year  as 
82,4^1  i*  reported  for  1871  as  81,481,  exhibiting  a  decrease  of  9&B; 
though  there  is  an  increase  in  1871,  as  compared  with  the  returns  for 
the  year  1869,  of  2243.  In  the  number  of  advanced  Bible  classes 
taught  by  ministers  and  elders,  there  has  been  an  increase  of  13 — 
namely,  from  716  in  1870  to  729  in  the  year  1871.  Of  these  Bible 
classes,  b&b  are  reported  as  taught  by  ministers,  and  174  by  elders  or 
members  of  the  Church  ;  and  the  aggregate  attendance  at  these  729 
classes  is  reported  as  21,297,  which  b  288  less  than  the  number  reported 
as  attending  in  the  year  1870. 

The  number  of  members  in  full  commtinian  with  the  United  Presby- 
terian Church,  which  at  the  close  of  the  previous  year  was  179,653, 
has  been  returned  for  the  year  1871  as  181,426,  showing  an  inorease 
during  that  year  of  1774,  and  of  8003  for  the  two  years  1870  and 
1871.  The  average  attendance  at  public  worship  on  the  Lord's  day  is 
returned  for  1871  as  205,305,  which  exceeds  the  number  returned  for 
the  year  1870  by  296.  The  average  membership  in  each  congregation 
is  298,  or  two  more  than  the  average  given  in  last  Report ;  and  the 
average  attendance  at  each  church  is  338,  which  is  the  same  number  as 
was  reported  in  the  previous  year. 

'  In  twtlve  Presbyteries  of  tbs  Church  the  number  of  members  has 
been  reduce^l  during  the  past  year  by  516 ;  while  in  the  other  nt/tetom 
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Presbyteries  the  membership  hds  been  increased  by  2290,  giving  an 
increase  over  the  whole  Church,  as  stated  above,  of  1774  members. 
Tl>e  Presbyteries  in  wliich  the  membership  has  decreased  are,  Annan- 
dale  (3),  Galloway  (12),  Falkirk  (15),  Cupar  (21),  Aberdeen  (28), 
Ireland  (31),  Lanark  (35),  Buchao  (55),  Kelso  (61),  Arbroath  (69), 
Kinross  (82),  and  Perth  (104).  The  decrease  has  thus  been  greatest  in 
the  Presbyteries  of  Kinross  and  Perth,  in  each  of  which  there  was  a 
similar  reduction  of  the  membership  of  the  Church  in  the  previous 
year.  The  other  nineteen  Presbyteries  in  which  the  membership  has 
increasetl  during  the  year  1871  are,  Glasgow  (698),  Edinburgh  (848), 
Hamilton  (310),  Lancasliii-e  (266),  Newcastle  (155),  Dunfermline  (101), 
Paisley  and  Greenock  (81),  Stirling  (77),  Carlisle  (76),  Berwick  (43), 
Banffshire  (28),  Dundee  (21),  Kirkcaldy  (21),  London  (21),  Orkney 
(18),  Elgin  and  Inverness  (11),  Kilmarnock  (6),  Melrose  (5),  and 
Dumfries  (4).  The  increase  has  thus  been  greatest  in  the  Presbyteries 
of  Glasgow,  Edinburgh,  Hamilton,  and  Lancashire,  in  each  of  which 
tiiere  was  also  a  considerable  increase  in  tlie  previous  year ;  and  the 
aggregate  increase  in  these  four  Presbyteries  and  in  the  Presbytery  of 
Newcastle  has  been  1777,  or  3  more  than  the  increase  in  the  member- 
ship of  the  whole  Church  for  the  year  1871. 

To  illustrate  the  manner  in  which  the  increase  in  the  total  member- 
ship of  the  Church  has  been  distributed  over  the  congregations  of  the 
Synod,  a  tabular  statement  has  been  prepared,  as  in  two  previous  years, 
exhibiting  the  number  of  congregations  in  each  Presbytery  in  which  the 
decrease  in  the  number  of  members  has  not  exceeded  ten,  or  has  been 
more  than  ten  ;  the  number  of  congregations  in  which  the  increase  of 
the  membership  has  not  exceeded  ten,  or  has  been  more  than  ten ; 
the  number  of  congi'egations  in  each  Presbytery ;  the  number  of  con- 
gregations in  the  larger  cities  and  towns,  or  their  vicinity,  and  the  pro- 
portion of  these  in  which  the  membership  has  increased ;  and  the  number 
of  congregations  in  smaller  towns  and  rural  districts,  with  the  proportion 
of  these  in  which  also  the  membership-  has  increased.  From  that  table  it 
will  be  seen  that  there  are  312  congregations  on  the  Synod's  roll,  or  24 
more  than  last  year,  in  which  the  membership  has  increased  in  1871 ; 
that  there  are  53  congregations  in  which  the  number  of  members  was 
the  same  at  the  end  of  the  year  as  at  its  commencement ;  and 
that  there  are  243  congregations,  or  16  less  than  in  1870,  in  which  the 
membership  has  diminished  during  the  year  1871.  The  table  farther 
shows,  that  of  217  congregations  classified  as  in  or  near  to  cities  or 
large  towns,  there  are  126j  or  5  more  than  last  year,  in  which 
the  number  of  members  has  been  increased  during  the  year  1871,  and 
therefore  91  in  which  the  membership  has  either  been  stationary  or  has 
decreased;  while  of  the  391  congregations  classified  as  located  in  amall 
towns  or  /oral  districts,  there  are  186,  or  19  more  than  in  the  year 
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1870,  in  which  an  increase  of  members  is  returned  for  1871  ;  and  there 
are  conseqaently  205  in  which  the  membership  has  either  remained 
statioaaiy  or  has  been  diminished  during  the  past  year.  The  table  is 
Bubjoined : — 

MEMBEBSHIP  OP  CONGREGATIONS  IN  1871  AS  COMPARED  WITH  1870- 
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The  nnmber  of  students  enrolled  in  tlie  Tlieological  Hall  for  the 
session  of  1871  was  1 51,  showing  an  increase  of  12  on  the  attendance  of 
the  previooa  year.    Of  these  151  atudents,  there  were  31  of  the  fiftl», 
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or  most  sdranced  year,  29  of  the  foqrth  year,  24  of  the  third  year,  28  of 
tlie  second  year,  and  39  of  the  first  or  entrance  year.  The  number  of 
probationers,  including  those  oq  the  List  of  Occasional  Snpply,  is  only 
77,  being  26  less  than  the  nnmber  at  the  close  of  the  year  1869.  The 
number  of  elders  in  the  Sessions  of  the  Church,  which  in  1870  was 
ivturned  as  4750,  is  reported  for  1871  as  4804,  showing  an  increase 
during  the  past  year  of  54. 

The  number  of  paid  agents  employed  as  missionaries,  Bible-women, 
calechists,  etc.,  in  connection  with  the  congregations  of  the  Synod,  has 
been  returned  for  the  year  1871  as  214,  being  19  more  than  the  number 
stated  in  the  Beportfortheyear  preceding.  These  agents  are  distributed 
over  all  districts  of  the  Church  ;  bnt  they  are  necessarily  most  numerous 
in  those  districts  where  the  population  is  most  densely  crowded  together, 
and  where  their  labours  are  consequently  most  urgently  required.  Thus  the 
congregations  in  tiie  Presbytery  of  Glasgow  employ  100  of  these  agents, 
in  the  Presbytery  of  Edinburgh  35,  of  Lancashire  16,  and  of  Paisley 
and  Greenock  14.  On  several  occasions  during  the  last  two  years  these 
congregational  labourers  have  been  associated  with  and  assisted  by  the 
evangelistic  agents  employed  by  the  Home  Committee  of  the  Board  of 
Missions  under  the  sanction  of  the  Synod  ;  and  although  the  results  of 
their  earnest  labours  may  not  always  be  apparent  either  to  others  or  to 
themselves,  there  is  encouragement  to  hope  that  their  labour  is  not  in 
vain  in  the  Lord,  and  that  the  good  seed  which  they  scatter  abroad 
shall,  in  instances  not  a  few,  yield  an  abundant  increase. 

Under  the  head  of  Congregational  Libraries  the  schedules  for  the 
past  year  indicate  the  existence  of  522  libraries,  containing  on  an 
average  386  volumes  in  each,  or  in  the  aggregate  201,626  volumes. 
There  has  tlierefore  been  during  the  year  1871  an  increase  of  14 
libraries  and  of  1793  volumes,  beyond  the  numbers  stated  in  the 
Beport  for  1870. 

The  decrease  in  the  aggregate  attendance  at  prayer  meetings, 
monthly,  fortnightly,  and  weekly,  which  has  been  noted  in  the  Reports 
for  the  two  previous  years,  has  again  to  be  reported  for  1871.  The 
number  reported  as  attending  these  meetings  in  1869  was  27,757,  and  in 
1870  it  was  27,082  ;  bnt  in  1871  the  number  has  only  been  26,449, 
showing  a  decrease  in  two  years  of  1308. 

The  number  of  out-stations  at  which  ministers  of  the  Church  have 
reported  that  they  have  conducted  religious  services  in  addition  to  the 
regular  public  services  of  their  stated  plsices  of  worship,  and  with  greater 
or  less  frequency  and  regularity,  during  the  year  1871,  is  728,  or  67 
more  than  the  number  indicated  in  the  Beport  for  1870. 

The  returns  received  in  the  statistical  schedules  in  reference  to  the 
income  of  the  Gbordi  are  usoally  arranged  under  two  beads: — Ist, 
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'  Ineome  whioh  appears  in  the  Treuarer'B  accooot  and  in  statiatical 
retuniH  as  contribnted  by  c<»igregations,  and  which  may  therefore  be 
regarded  as  itrictly  congregational ; '  and  2d,  '  Income  derived  from 
legacies,  contribationa  by  for^gn  miuion  cburohes,  and  donations  from 
individaals  belonging  dither  to  onr  own  or  other  denominationi  who  pay 
their  contributions  direct  to  the  Synod's  Treasurer,  withoat  paMing  them 
through  any  congregational  society.'  The  latter  branch  of  the  Ciiurch's 
income  is  fluctuating  and  uncertain;  the  former  includes  the  ordinary 
and  more  rehabla  sourcea  of  income,  and  affords  in  iu  increase  or  de- 
cline the  most  accurate  monetary  index  of  the  condition  and  progress 
of  the  Church's  funds.  Under  this  first  head  of  Congregsliooal  Income 
we  may,  however,  again  distinguish  between  income  received  for  strictly 
congregational  purposes,  and  income  contributed  for  missionary  and 
benevolent  purposes. 

Congregational  income  for  strictly  congregational  purposes  includes 
the  amount  subscribed  and  collected  for  the  suppoit  of  ordinances,  for 
the  erection,  enlargement,  or  repair  of  buildings,  for  liquidation  of  con- 
gregational debt,  and  for  ail  other  purposes  connected  ^^'ilh  the  accom- 
modation and  comfort  of  the  congregation  in  the  observance  of  public 
worship.  The  amoont  of  congregational  income  returned  in  the  schedules 
of  sUtistics  for  the  year  1871  is  £228,730,  4s.  9d.,  which  exceeds  the 
amount  reported  iu  1870  by  £12,864,  ds.  Od.  To  this  income  for  con- 
gregational purposes  there  is  to  he  added  the  antouot  contributed  for 
missionsry  and  benevolent  purposes,  which  is  retamed  iu  the  schedules 
of  1871  as  £68,191,  7s.  lid.,  and  which  falls  short  of  the  amount  re- 
ported in  1870  by  £554,  3s.  2d.,  though  it  exceeds  the  amount  contri- 
buted in  186d  hy  £4211,  ISs.  Id.  Taking  these  two  branches  together,  the 
total  amount  of  congregational  income  returned  in  the  schedules  for  1871 
as  collected  in  that  year  is  £296,921, 12s.  Sd.,  which  exceeds  the  amount 
reported  in  1870  by  no  less  a  sum  than  £12,310,  5s.  lOd. ;  thus  again 
continuing  that  long  series  of  annual  advances  in  the  development  of  the 
Church's  resonrcea  iu  which  there  has  not  been  even  an  apparent  inter- 
ruption since  1862,  and  confirming  the  Irope  of  further  advance  in  fatore 
years.  Commencing  with  the  year  1862,  the  amount  returned  as  congre- 
gational income  dnring  the  laal  ten  years  has  been  £203,875,  £216,018, 
£229,549,  £246,701,£2  60,540,  £265,561,£269,016,£273,662,£284,611, 
and  £296,921,  ISs.  8d. ;  tiie  income  from  congregational  sources  for  the 
year  1871  thus  exceeding  that  of  1862  by  £94,046.  The  aggregate 
amouot  collected  and  contributed  as  congregational  income  in  the  ten  yeara 
ending  at  81st  December  1871  has  been  £2,545,454,  or  £91,755  more 
than  was  collected  in  the  ten  years  ending  at  31st  December  1870.  The 
average  rate  of  contribution  to  congregational  income  for  all  purposes 
during  the  year  1871  has  been  £l,  12s.  lOd.,  which  is  an  increase  of 
;s,  2d.  per  meoiher  ob  tba  ntte  of  contribotion.  for  1870^  bat  ol  8s.  lU. 
■'  U8 
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per  member  on  the  ayenige  rate  in  1860 ;  that  ia,  of  very  nearly  ooe- 
third  of  the  rate  of  contribution  for  that  year. 

The  amount  received  daring  the  year  1871  under  the  second  general 
head  of  the  Chnrch's  ireoine,  namely,  that  which  is  derived  from  }^a- 
cies,  and  from  other  contributions  and  donations  wliich  are  not  included 
in  congregational  returns,  has  been  £38,255,  being  £9734  more  than  the 
amount  received  under  this  head  in  1870,  and  exceeding  the  amount  re- 
ceived in  any  fornner  year  escept  1868.  The  aggregate  income  under 
this  head  dnring  the  ten  years  ending  31st  December  1871  has  been 
£203,517,  which  sum  exceeds  the  aggregate  income  under  the  same  head 
for  the  ten  years  ending  at  31st  December  1870  by  £lfi,292. 

In  the  amount  of  contributions  obtained  in  connection  with  congre* 
gations  for  all  purposes  in  the  year  1871,  there  has  been  a  decrease  in 
sixteen  Presbyteries— namely,  Edinburgh,  Dunfermline,  Glasgow,  Annan- 
dale,  Kilmarnock,  Kelso,  Aberdeen,  Perth,  Dumfries,  Ireland,  Carlisle, 
Banffshire,  Hamilton,  Falkirk,  Bachan,  and  Lanark;  this  diminntioD 
being  greatest  in  the  Presbyteries  of  Edinburgh  (£2757),  Dunfermline 
(£1030),  and  Glasgow  (£835) ;  and  least  in  the  Presbytery  of  Lanark 
(£10).  It  is  to  be  observed,  however,  that  in  some  of  the  Presbyteries 
in  .wliich  the  diminution  has  been  largest,  the  decrease  has  been  ooca- 
sioned  by  the  termination  of  special  efforts  for  the  erection  of  buildings 
and  the  liquidation  of  debt,  rather  than  by  any  falling  off  in  the  ordinary 
income  of  congregations.  It  may  alio  be  noted  that  in  eight  of  these 
Presbyteries, — namely,  Aberdeen,  Annandale,  Buchan,  Falkirk,  Ireland, 
Kelso,  Lanark,  and  Perth, — there  has  been  a  decrease  in  the  member- 
ship as  Well  as  a  diminution  of  the  total  amount  of  contribution ;  and 
that  consequently  the  average  rate  of  giving  per  member  has  not  de- 
creased in  these  Presbyteries  in  the  same  proportion  as  their  aggregate 
contributions.  In  the  Presbytery  of  Buchan  the  average  rate  of  con- 
tribution per  member  for  all  purposes  in  1871  has  been  24s.  lOd.,  while 
in  1870  it  was  23s.  lOd.  In  the  other //ieen  Presbyteries  of  the  Church 
th^i-e  has  been  an  increase  in  1871  in  the  amount  of  congregationa}  contri- 
butions for  all  pnrposes  over  the  amount  reported  in  1870, — this  increase 
being  greatest  in  the  Presbyteries  of  Paisley  and  Greenock  (£6018), 
Dundee  (£3025),  London  (£2448),  Lancashire  (£2091),  Newcastle 
(£1957),  and  Berwick  (£1543) ;  and  least  in  the  Presbytery  of  Melrose 
(£35).  In  two  Presbyteries,  Kirkcaldy  (£596),  and  Elgin  and  Inver- 
ness (£922),  the  increase  of  income  in  1871  has  exceeded  £500;  and  in 
three  Presbyteries  the  increase  has  exceeded  £300— namely,  Arbroath 
(£388),  Orkney  (£364),  and  Stirling  (£326).  In  three  other  Presby- 
teries the  increase  during  1871  has  been  less  than  £200 — viz.  Kin- 
ross (£162),  Cupar  (£78),  and  Galloway  (£49). 

The  following  table  exhibits  a  comparative  statement  of  the  mem- 
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benhip  and  income  of  the  Presbyteries  of  the  Church  for  the  years  1870 
and  1871:— 
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The  total  income  of  the  XJaited  Presbyterian  Chtircli  for  the  year 
1871  has  been  £325,176,  thus  exceeding  the  income  for  the  previons 
year  by  £22,034,  and  that  for  the  year  1868,  in  which  the  large  beqnesta 
of  tlie  late  John  Henderson,  Esq.  of  Park,  were  received  by  the  Synod's 
Ti-easurer,  by  £6323.  Tliere  have  thus  been  three  years  in  tlie  history 
of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  in  which  the  income  from  all  sources 
has  exceeded  £300,000 — namely  1868,  when  it  was  £318,853;  1870, 
when  it  was  £303,142 ;  and  last  year,  or  1871,  when  it  reached  £325,176, 
and  exceeded  the  sum  received  iu  any  previous  year.  This  result  has 
been  occasioned  in  part  by  the  payment,  during  the  year,  of  £17,500  to 
the  Synod's  Treasurer  by  the  trustees  of  tlie  late  Alexander  Patoo, 
Esq.  of  Oowden  Park,  as  part  of  the  residue  of  trust  estate ;  bat  when 
the  amount  of  that  payment  is  deducted  from  the  income  of  the  year 
1871,  the  remaining  sum,  £307,676,  exceeds  the  income  of  1870  by 
£4534,  and  is  larger  than  the  income  of  any  previous  year  escept  1868. 
The  increased  development  of  the  liberality  and  the  resources  of  the  con- 
gi-egations  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Cliurch,  which  has  been  indicated 
by  the  statistics  of  many  previous  years,  has  thus  again  been  manifested 
during  the  year  1871 ;  and  the  Synod  is  again  required  to  note  this  fact 
with  thankfulness  to  Him  '  who  giveth  power  to  become  rich,'  and  who, 
in  increasing  the  material  wealth  of  the  congregations  of  the  Church, 
has  also  been  more  fnlly  'enriching  them  in  every  thing  to  all  bountiful- 
ness,'  and  causing  them  to  *  abound  in  every  good  work.'  Nor  is  there 
any  reason  to  apprehend  that  the  limit  of  expansion  in  the  resources  of 
the  Church  has  been  reached.  It  is  ground  of  congratulation  that  there 
is  in  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  so  general  a  diffusion  of  interest 
iu  the  work  which  the  Church  has  to  accomplish,  and  of  contribution 
for  the  support  of  the  Church's  funds ;  and  it  is  one  of  the  surest 
pledges  for  the  stability  of  her  institutions  and  the  expansion  of  her 
agencies,  that  her  income  is  derived  from  willing  offerings,  sometimes  of 
small  amount,  by  many  givers  in  all  her  congregations,  rather  than  de- 
pendent on  the  liberality  and  the  life  of  a  few  men  of  large  and  princely 
i-esources.  Yet  there  are  not  a  few  in  every  congregation  whose  contri- 
butions for  the  advancement  of  the  work  of  Christ  may  be  expected  to 
increase  as  they  are  brought  more  fully  under  the  influence  of  higher 
motives  for  Christian  liberality,  and  as  they  feel  more  deeply  the  obliga- 
tion under  which  they  are  placed  to  give  '  as  God  has  prospered  them ' 
for  the  support  and  extension  of  His  kingdom  in  the  world.  The  pro- 
gress of  past  years  should  therefore  not  only  excite  gratitude  and  furnish 
occasion  for  thanksgiving,  but  also  sustain  the  hope  of  further  increase 
and  advancement,  and  stimulate  the  efforts,  prayers,  and  contributions 
through  which  that  increase  is  to  be  secured. 

The  amoant  of  congregational  contributions  for  the  support  of  the 
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Gospel  MiButrj  hai  nsoilly  been  specially  noticed  in  the  (tnaDal  Reports 
on  Statiitios.  Last  yetr  it  w>s  reported  that  the  amount  of  the  ptyments 
made  bj  oongregadons  to  their  own  ministers  for  stipend  dnring  that 
year  had  been  Xlll,945,  ISs.  lOd. ;  that  the  additional  sums  paid  as 
allowance  for  travelling  and  other  incidental  expenses  amoonted  to 
£2953,  4a.  9(1. ;  and  that,  taken  together,  these  payments  made  up  the  - 
■urn  of  £114,898,  Os.  7d.,  which  was  £2003,  16a.  8(1.  more  than  the 
aggregate  of  the  payments  of  the  year  1869, — and  therefore  an  increase 
falling  short  of  the  average  rate  of  £3000  per  annum,  at  which  the 
aggregate  stipends  paid  by  the  congregations  on  the  Synod's  roll  had 
been  steadily  increa^ng  during  several  preceding  yean.  A  larger 
iBcrease  than  that  of  1870  has  been  made  during  the  year  1871.  In 
that  year  the  direct  payments  for  stipend  made  by  (xmgregations  have 
been  £114,580,  2s.  3d.,  and  the  sum  paid  for  travelling  and  other  in- 
cidental expenses  has  amonnted  to  £3253, 15l  Id. ;  making  together,  as 
the  fnlt  amount  of  congregational  payments  for  stipends,  £117,833, 
17a,  4d.,  and  showing  an  increase  on  the  total  payments  for  stipends  in 
the  year  1871  of  £2935,  16a.  9d.,  or  very  nearly  £3000,  the  average 
rate  of  increase  daring  the  last  twelve  years.  £zclnsive  of  tlie  al]owan(» 
for  expenses,  the  income  in  each  of  the  years  of  the  decade  which  termi- 
nated with  the  year  1871  has  been  £83,196,  £84,922,  £93,405,  £95,975, 
£100,456,  £103,405,  £106,599,  £109,932,  £111,946,  and  £114,580.  In 
all,  these  payments  amount  to  £1,003,506,  which  is  £34,395  more  than 
the  amoant  raised  for  stipends  in  the  decade  which  closed  with  the  year 
1870 ;  and  it  thus  appears  that  the  amount  raised  for  stipends  by  the 
congregations  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  in  1871  exceeded  the 
sum  raised  for  that  purpose  in  1862  by  nearly  £31,400. 

In  order  to  ascertain  the  total  amount  of  the  contributions  of  the 
United  Presbyterian  Church  for  the  support  of  its  mioistera,  there  must 
be  added  to  the  sums  contributed  by  congregations  for  the  stipends  of 
their  own  ministers,  the  amount  of  the  payments  made  under  the 
direction  of  the  Home  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Missiona  as  supple- 
mental grants  to  the  weaker  congregations  on  the  Synod's  rolL  The 
amount  of  these  supplemental  payments,  which  in  1870  was  £10,745, 
has  in  1871  been  £10,305,  showing  a  decrease  of  £440  in  the  latter 
year.  Adding  these  supplemental  grants  to  the  payments  by  congrega- 
tions for  the  support  of  their  own  ministers,  there  is  found,  as  (exclusive 
of  payments  from  bequests,  and  other  extraneous  sources)  tho  total 
amoant  of  stipend  paid  in  the  United  Presbyterian  Church,  the  sum  of 
£128,138,  18s.  4d.,  which  gives  an  average  stipend  to  each  minister  of 
the  denomination  of  £210, 15s.  Id.,  and  implies  an  average  contribution 
for  stipend  from  each  member  of  the  Church  of  14s.  2d.,  which  is  an 
advance  on  the  average  rate  per  member  in  1870  of  2d.,  but  of  3s.  9d. 
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oQ  the  average  rate  per  member  in  1860.     These  results  are  more  folly 
set  forth  by  the  f ollowiog  oomparatiTs  taUe  :— 
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In  view  of  questions  which  may  arise  at  the  present  meeting  of 
Synod  in  relation  to  the  progress  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Chnrch  in 
England,  and  to  the  resources  and  importance  of  the  English  congrega- 
tions as  an  integral  portion  of  the  Church,  the  statistics  of  these  con- 
gregations are  again  given  in  a  separate  form,  as  in  the  Report  presented 
at  last  meeting  of  Synod,  For  pnrposes  of  comparison  two  tables  are 
inserted  below,  of  which  the  first  gives  the  statistics  of  the  congregations 
in  England  at  Slst  December  1861,  and  the  second  records  the  statistics 
of  the  English  congregations  at  31st  December  1871 ;  so  that  the  differ- 
ence between  these  two  tables  indicates  the  progress  of  the  denomination 
in  England  for  the  ten  years  ending  at  the  latter  date. 
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II.  STATISnCS  OF  COMGREOATIONS  Qt  EnOLAKD,  FOR  THE  YeAE  ISDJSQ 

81stDeceH8ER1871, 
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It  tlins  appears  that  ctariDg  the  last  ten  years  there  have  been  added 
to  the  United  Freshyteriaa  Church  in  England  28  congregations,  and 
4875  members  in  fall  communion  with  the  Church  ;  that  the  contribu- 
tions of  the  congregations  in  England  liave  increased  during  that  term 
of  years,  for  congregational  purpoaea,  £20,672,  17s.  7d.j  for  missionary 
and  benevolent  purposes,  £4500,  9s.  5d.,- — thus  giving  an  increase  in 
the  amoant  of  contributions,  for  all  purposes,  of  £25,173,  7s.  The  con- 
tributions from  these  congregations  to  the  various  funds  of  the  Synod 
have  also  been  nearly  doubled  during  these  ten  years,  having  been 
£2884,  14b.  lOd.  in  1871,  and  only  £1563,  la.  lid.  in  the  year  1861, 
showing  an  increase  at  the  end  of  ten  years  of  £1321,  12s.  lid.  of 
annual  remittances  from  England  to  the  Synod's  Treasurer,  for  the 
schemes  of  the  Chnrch.  The  contributions  of  the  English  congregations 
for  ail  purposes  in  1871  amounted  to  £51,947,  19s.  6d.,  which  is  more 
than  one-sixth  of  the  total  congregational  income  of  the  denomination, 
and  only  £2249  less  than  one-sixth  of  the  whole  income  of  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church  from  all  sources  for  the  past  year.  The  average 
rate  of  contribution  for  all  purposes  in  the  English  congregations  for 
1871  was  nearly  £2, 16a.  6d.  per  member ;  while  the  average  per  member 
over  the  whole  Church  was  £1,  12s.  lOd.,  or  £l,  83.  8d.  per  member 
less  than  the  English  rate. 

These  congregations  in  England,  and  the  stations  connected  with 
them,  have  during  the  year  1871  received  the  following  amount  from 
the  funds  of  the  United  FreBbyterian  Church,  namely : —

In  concluding  thia  Beporl,  it  may  be  remarked,  that,  while  it  records 
the  addition  of  only  one  congregation  to  the  number  on  the  Synod  roll 
at  the  close  of  the  year  1870,  it  is  gratifying  to  find  that  the  addition  to 
the  eldership  of  the  Church  has  been  54,  and  that  the  membership  has 
been  increased  by  1774 ;  while  the  increase  in  1869  and  1870  was  5\6  and 
1229  respectively,  the  additions  for  these  two  years  together  being  thus 
27  less  than  the  number  added  in  1871.  The  increased  ratio  of  numerical 
progress  exhibited  by  the  retuma  of  the  year  1871  ia  so  far  satisfactory 
and  encouraging ;  yet  the  ad<!ition9  are  only  at  the  rate  of  one  to  every 
102  members  on  the  Synod's  roll,  and  therefore  do  not  correspond  to  the 
rate  of  increase  of  the  population  throughout  the  country  during  the 
past  year.  In  the  total  number  of  her  members  and  adherents  the 
Church  is  stronger  than  at  the  close  of  the  preceding  year,  but  relatively 
to  the  world  around  her  she  is  weaker ;  and  there  is  therefore  urgent 
need  for  the  vigorous  and  prayerful  use  of  all  those  Christian  means  and 
agencies  by  which  men  may  be  won  to  the  side  of  truth  and  holiness,  and 
in  connection  with  which  the  faithfulness  of  Jehovah  is  pledged  for  the 
fulfilment  of  His  promise:  <I  will  increase  them  with  men  as  with  a 
flock.' 

The  increase  in  the  amount  of  the  contributions  received  for  the 
snpport  of  the  Church  for  the  maintenance  of  all  its  schemes,  and  for 
the  extension  of  its  missionary  operations  at  home  and  abroad,  which  has 
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DOW  been  continuous  during  a  long  coarse  of  years,  is  also  a  source  of 
satisfaction  and  encouragement  Instead  of  one  branch  of  t)ie  Cliurcli's 
work  weakening  another,  or  exhausting  the  funds  from  wliich  other 
branches  should  hav^  been  nourished  and  sustained,  experience  teaches 
that  they  have  all  mutually  augmented  and  strengthened  each  other. 
The  expansion  of  effort  and  contribution  for  missionary  operations  in 
heathen  lands  has  been  accompanied  by  increased  e£fart  and  more 
liberal  contributions  for  the  support  and  comfort  of  the  home  churches 
and  the  home  ministry  t  while  the  efforts  recently  put  fortli  for  increas- 
ing the  stipends,  and  adding  to  the  manse  comforts  of  the  ministers 
who  preside  over  the  congregations  in  our  own  cities  and  towns  and 
rural  districts,  have  again  acted  favourably  on  the  amount  of  con- 
tribution for  missions  abroad.  The  habit  and  the  power  of  giving 
acquire  strength  by  exercise;  and  the  higher  motives  for  Christian 
benevolence,  which  are  drawn  from  the  love  of  God  in  Oirist  Jesus  to  a 
sinful  race,  cannot  be  inculcated  and  experienced  in  their  bearing  on  one 
line  of  Christian  duty  and  activity,  without  also  iu  due  time  yielding 
fruit  in  connection  with  many  other  lines  of  effort  and  contribution. 
Knowing,  therefore,  *  the  grace  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  that  though 
He  was  rich,  yet  for  our  snkes  He  became  poor,  that  we  through  His 
poverty  might  be  rich,'  let  it  be  the  aim  of  the  whole  Church,  and  of  all 
its  members,  to  abound  in  the  grace  of  Christian  liberality  more  and 
more,  '  bringing  all  the  tithes  into  the  storehouse,'  and  proving  the  Lord 
of  hosts  '  if  He  will  not  open  us  the  windows  of  heaven,  and  pour  us  out  a 
blessing,'  using  us  as  His  instrnments  for  hastening  on  the  time  when, 
'  from  the  rising  of  the  sun  to  the  going  down  of  the  same,  His  name  shall 
be  great  among  the  Gentiles,'  and  when  '  in  every  place  incense  shall  be 
offered  unto  His  name,  and  a  pure  offering;  for  His  name  shall  be  great 
among  the  heathen.'

REPORT  OP  COMMITTEE  ON  THEOLOGICAL 
EDUCATION,  Etc. 

Mat  1872. 

I.— The  DiviNiTT  Hall— Sesbion  1871. 

The  Committee  have  to  report  that  the  examinstioa  of  students  for 
admission  to  the  Hall  took  place  on  the  20th  June,  in  Edinburgh, 
Glasgow,  Aberdeen,  Dundee,  Dumfries,  Chapelhill,  and  Taunton.  The 
number  of  students'  who  presented  themselves  for  examination,  duly 
certified  by  their  respective  Presbyteries,  was  forty,  as  compared  with 
twenty-eight  last  year.  Two  of  the  applicants  failed  to  pass;  bul^  in 
consideration  of  their  circumstances,  the  Committee  felt  it  a  duty  to 
encourage  them  to  persevere  in  the  prosecution  of  their  studies.  lu 
addition  to  those  who  passed  the  entrance  examination,  one  student  was 
admitted  by  deed  of  Synod,  on  the  ground  that  he  had  already  passed 
the  entrance  examination  required  by  the  Free  Church.  Another  passed 
the  examination  for  last  year  wlio  had  attended  the  Hall  one  session 
previously,  with  t)ie  Synod's  approval,  having  been  exempted  from  the 
former  exsminatron  on  account  of  the  state  of  his  health.  Of  those 
applying  for  admission  to  the  Hall,  nineteen  presented  certificates  of 
having  nndergone,  in  one  or  more  departments,  the  University  examina- 
tions with  a  view  to  a  degree  in  Arts.  This  is  an  increase  of  six  above 
the  namber  of  the  former  year.  Looking  to  the  resalts  of  the  examina- 
tion, the  Committee  find  that  the  average  scholarship  over  the  whole  is 
represented  by  576,  as  compared  with  588  of  the  year  preceding;  at  the 
same  time,  the  Committee  have  the  utmost  satisfaction  in  reporting  that 
in  the  case  of  some  of  the  applicants  there  was  evidence  of  very  high 
proficiency. 

An  application  was  received  from  Mr.  Charles  Moyes,  Glasgow,  to 
be  allowed  to  attend  the  Hall  as  a  first  year's  student  without  under- 
going for  the  present  the  entrance  examination,  on  the  ground  that 
the  destruction  by  fire  and  consequent  disorganization  of  the  boose  of 
business  in  which  he  was  bookkeeper,  had  unexpectedly  involved  him 
inwork  which  deprived  Lim  of  the  opportunity  of  making  the  necessary 
preparation.  The  Committee  agreed  to  admit  Mr.  Moyes,  on  condition 
that  the  Synod's  sanction  he  obtained  for  the  exemption  sought,  and 
that  he  undergo  the  examination  next  year.  Similar  applications  for 
exemption  were  received  from  some  other  students  on  different  grounds, 
but  were  subsequently  withdrawn. 

The  examination  of  students  of  the  first  year  in  Natural  Philosophy 
was  conducted  at  the  same  time  as  that  for  admission  to  the  Hall.    Six- 
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teen  wen  examinee!,  of  whom  fifteen  were  Baccessfnl  in  passing.  The 
Committee  agreed  that  the  stndent  who  was  nnaaccessfal  ^onld  undergo 
e:iamination  next  jear,  and  that  his  course  at  the  Hall  in  the  meantime 
be  not  interrupted. 

The  session  of  the  Hall  for  1871  was  opened  in  the  presence  of  the 
Committee,  on  Tuesday  the  1st  August,  when,  after  prayer,  the  inaugural 
Jcctnre  was  delivered  by  the  Ber.  Professor  Cairns,  on  *  English  Deism 
of  the  Eighteenth  viewed  in  the  light  of  the  Nineteenth  Century.'  The 
classes  were  arranged  according  to  the  Junior  and  Senior  Divisions; 
and  ou  the  21st  September  the  sessioo  was  closed,  when  the  Sev.  Dr. 
Edmond,  Moderator  of  Synod,  delivered  to  a  large  attendance  of  students 
the  concluding  address.  The  Professors  reported  to  the  Committee  with 
regard  to  the  several  classes. 

Dr.  Harper,  Professor  of  Systematic  and  Pastoral  Theology,  reports 
that  his  class  was  attended  by  84  students — of  these,  31  were  of  the  fifth 
year,  29  of  the  second,  24  of  the  third ;  that  lectures  were  delivered  on 
the  State  of  Innocence,  the  Fall,  Recovery  by  the  Mediation  of  Christ, 
Justification  and  the  Office  of  Faith  in  relation  to  it ;  and  that  popular 
sermons  were  delivered  memoriter  by  the  students  of  the  fifth  year,  which 
were  all  without  hesitation  sustained.  One  half  of  the  students  of  the 
third  year  gave  in  essays  on  prescribed  topics.  These  were  considered 
in  private,  and  returned  to  their  respecUve  authors  with  remarks.  Dr. 
Harper  states  that  all  the  essays  merited  high  commendation,  as  giving 
evidence  of  attention  and  of  acquaintance  with  the  subjects  treated  of. 
He  reports  further,  that  the  attendance  at  bis  class  was  r^olar,  and  the 
deportment  of  the  students,  as  a  body,  satisfactory  and  becoming. 

Dr.  M'Michael,  Professor  of  Church  History  and  the  History  of 
Doctrines,  reports  that  the  first  part  of  the  session  was  occupied  with 
the  Pelagian  and  Seroi-Pelagian  Controversies,  being  a  historical  dis-  , 
cussion  of  the  more  prominent  doctrines  of  grace,  from  the  earliest 
times  until  the  present.  About  two-thirds  of  the  session  was  thus 
engaged.  The  remainder  of  the  session  was  taken  up  in  a  discussion 
of  some  of  the  principal  questions  at  issue  between  the  Komish  and 
Protestant  Ohurclies.  There  were  the  usual  examinations,  oral  and 
written,  delivery  of  expositions,  and  reading  of  homilies  and  essays. 
Dr.  M'Michael  has  pleasure  in  reporting  favourably  of  the  students — 
their  attendance,  proficiency,  and  good  conduct. 

Dr.  Eadie,  Professor  of  Biblical  Literature  and  Exegesis,  reports  that 
his  course  this  session  in  Biblical  Literature  comprised  lectures  on  the 
Text,  the  Languages,  and  the  Interpretation  of  the  Old  and  New  Teata^ 
ment,  witli  discourses  on  such  helps  to  Interpretation  as  are  found  in 
tlie  old  versions,  the  Chaldee  Targums,  the  Syrian  Peschito,  and  the 
Septuagint.  In  Exegesis,  he  gave  lectures  on  the  Greek  Text  of  1 
Tbessalonians.    In  Hebrew,  the  dass  read  the  History  ot  the  Flood  in 
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OeDCsii,  and  some  ptntioiu  of  Iniah.  As  Dr.  Etdie  haa  to  condoet  two 
eonnea,  Biblical  LiterxtuTfl  and  Ext-geais,  he  itatoa  that  be  coald  onlj 
read  a  little  Greek  with  the  claaa,  and  could  liaT«  very  few  oral  examina^ 
tions.  There  were  four  written  examinations,  the  results  of  which,  in  the 
eaee  of  the  great  majority  of  the  students,  were  hig^ily  crediuble.  The 
diaeoanes  delivered  wers  all  really  good,  and  were  coi-dlally  sustained. 
With  very  few  exceptions,  all  absences  were  eatiefaetorily  accoanted  for. 
There  were  thirty-Qine  atadents  of  the  first  year ;  three,  whose  attendance 
had  been  sanctioned  by  the  Committee,  did  not  come  forward  and  join 
the  class.  In  conclading  his  import,  Dr.  Eadie  complains  that  during 
the  hot  weather  the  class-room  is  intolerable  from  insufficient  ventilatioD. 
*  These  premises,  &,  Queen  Street,'  he  saya,  '  wfire  bought  and  altered 
with  the  profeited  ohject  of  getting  good  class-rooms,  and  there  is  not 
a  good  class-room  in  them.'  He  adverts  also,  as  in  former  years,  to  the 
defective.  Hebrew  scholarship  in  the  Hall. 

Dr.  Cairns,  Professor  of  Aptdogetical  Theology,  states  diat  in  the 
nature  of  the  exercises,  and  the  diligence  and  good  conduct  of  the 
students,  the  report  of  this  sesaion  resembles  that  of  former  aetsions ; 
and  no  previona  year  has  left  a  more  satisfactory  impression.  One 
feature  of  novelty  has  been  the  large  attendance  in  the  first  year,  whi<A 
has  given  au  animation  to  Uie  whole  Junior  Hall.  Nothing  is  mwe 
encouraging  in  the  state  of  our  Theological  Institution,  as  it  can  now, 
with  confidence,  be  affirmed  that  the  increase  of  quantity  is  not  attended 
with  any  abatement  of  quality.  During  the  session,  Dr.  Cairna  delivered 
twen^  written  lectnres — seventeen  on  the  Evidence  of  Christianity,  and 
three  on  Prevailing  Errors ;  and  four  oral  lectures,  on  Theism,  Pantheism, 
and  Atheism,  being  a  short  coarse  on  Natnral  Theolony,  together  with 
three  on  Mohammedanism,  Modem  Jadaism,  and  Buddhism,  being  part 
of  a  coarse  on  the  Religions  of  the  World  as  compared  with  Christianity, 
He  discussed,  atao,  the  books  mentioned  in  the  corresponding  Keport  of 
1669 ;  at  ^  same  time  conducting  frequent  examinations  on  the  written 
lectures.  The  four  written  examinations  have  been  carried  out  as  usual, 
and  wilJi  very  satisfactory  results,  a  somewhat  new  feature  having  been 
introduced  of  inviting  suggestions  on  the  subjects  discussed,  as  well  as 
mere  reproduction  of  the  lectures.  The  value  assigned  to  this  original 
element  has  not  been  allowed  to  interfere  with  the  main  design  of  the 
written  examinations,  being  limited  to  abaat  a  tenth  of  the  whole ;  but  it 
has  succeeded  in  calling  out  from  tlie  class  a  great  amount  of  interesting 
discnssion,  and  has  materially  relieved  the  dryness  of  this  exercise.  Dr. 
Cairns  also  heard  one  half  of  the  disconrses  of  the  students  of  the  second 
year,  which  were,  as  a  rule,  of  superior  excellence  and  promise.  <  On  the 
whole,*  he  concludes,  'I  have  mneh  reason  to  be  thankful  to  God  for  die 
^mfort  of  the  session,  and  forthe  hope  which  it  holds  out  as  to  the  quali- 
fications, inteliectu^  and  spitltnal,  of  Uie  future  ministty  of  our  Chtudi.' 
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The  Profeaoon  of  the  Junior  Hall  obeerred,  farther^  with  mnch 
MtUfaction,  that  a  licentiate  of  the  Presbjteriaa  Church  of  America, 
Mr.  J.  G.  Law,  obtained  the  sanction  of  the  Committee  to  attend  their 
classes,  that  be  made  an  excellent  appearance,  and  they  cordially  wish 
him  all  success  as  a  minister  of  Christ  in  his  own  country. 

Dr.  Somerville  delivered,  according  to  the  instructions  of  Synod,  aeven 
lectures  on  Missions  and  Evangelism  to  the  students  of  the  Senior  Hall. 
Five  of  these  were  on  the  Scriptural  Principles  of  Missions,  and  embraced 
the  following  topics : — Tiie  gospel  as  preached  to  Abraham,  and  expounded 
by  tlie  Prophets  in  the  Old  Testament,  was  a  gospel  for  the  world; 
notices  in  the  Life  of  Christ,  as  given  in  the  four  Evangelists,  which 
show  that  the  gospel  was  intended  for  men  of  all  classes  and  clinies; 
the  grand  commission  given  by  Christ  to  disciple  all  nations ;  the  manner 
in  which  the  Holy  Ghost,  on  the  day  of  Pentecost,  (jualified  the  dis- 
ciples for  preaching  the  gospel  to  every  creature ;  the  steps  by  which 
God  led  the  Apostles  to  go  to  the  Gentiles,  and  the  missionary  principles 
which  the  recorded  labours  of  Paul,  the  Apostle  of  the  Gentiles,  suggest 
for  the  guidance  of  the  Church  in  conducting  the  work  of  evangelization. 
The  other  two  lectures  were  given  in  the  form  of  oral  addresses,  which, 
with  the  aid  of  lai-ge  maps,  had  for  their  object  to  explain  the  geo- 
graphical position,  and  the  present  state  and  claims  of  oar  African  and 
Indian  Miiuoot. 

Mr.  Blumenreich  reports  in  gntifying  terms  of  the  work  and  con- 
duct of  hia  Hebrew  class.  In  the  course  of  his  report,  he  mentions, 
that  of  tho  thirty-eight  student!  who  attended  bis  cJaas,  only  sine  had 
studied  Hebrew  at  a  University. 

Od  comparing  the  total  nnmber  of  atadents  enrolled  for  the  aeaaion 
■  with  thtt  of  the  seven  years  immediately  preceding,  the  Committee  find, 
that  in  1865  there  were  182;  in  1866,  134;  in  1867,  136;  in  1868, 
139;  io  1869,  142;  in  1870,  139;  and  in  1871,  151;  the  attendance 
of  stadents  daring  this  session  being  thus  considerably  lai^r  than  it 
has  been  fw  the  last  seren  years.  Of  the  151  enrolled,  84  belonged 
to  the  Senior  Division  of  the  Hall,  and  67  to  the  Junior. 

At  the  doee  of  the  session,  a  memorial  was  received,  signed  by  110 
■todsnts,  praying  for  snch  a  rearrangement  of  the  hoars  of  attendance 
at  the  Hall,  as  might  affwd  them  more  time  for  private  stndy  in  the 
afternoons.  The  Committee  hare  taken  the  subject  of  the  memorial  into 
sorious  consideration,  and  hope  to  make  snoh  arrangements  as  may  be  at 
onoe  agreeable  to  the  Professors,  and  meet,  as  itx  as  possible,  the  wishes 
of  the  Btndents,  without  diminishing  the  work  done^doring  the  Hall  session. 

It  was  agreed  to  snggeit  to  the  Synod  to  recommend  stadents  to 
attend  a  class  on  Hebrew  in  the  Univertitf  or  Free  Chorch  College, 
either  befort  entering  the  Theological  Hidl,  or  between  their  first  and 
Kcond  aeMiooa  at  the  Hall. 
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The  qaertion  of  providing  more  effective  ventilation  for  the  class- 
rooms the  Committee  have  referred  to  the  Synod's  Committee  on  Finance, 
who  have  charge  of  the  premises. 

n, — SUPEEXNTEJTDENOB  OF  DlVINIXr   STTJDENtS  DTJKING  THE 


Retnrns  have  been  received  from  all  the  Preabyteriea  of  the  Church 
with  regard  to  the  students  under  their  care  during  the  recess  ;  and  from 
these  it  appears  that  the  examinations  prescribed  by  the  Synod  have  been 
regularly  held,  and  that  the  disconrses  appointed,  according  to  the  rules 
of  the  Church,  liave  been  delivered  and  sustained,  except  in  the  case 
of  two  students,  some  of  whose  exorcises  had  been  postponed  for  reasons 
which  were  satisfactory  to  the  Presbyteries  lo  which  they  belonged. 

In  order  to  reader  the  inter-sessional  examinations  more  effective, 
the  Committee  would  suggest  the  propriety  of  having  them  conducted 
in  whole  or  in  part  by  written  papers,  with  certain  values  attached  to 
the  answers,  the  results  being  made  known  to  the  students  after  the 
examinations  are  passed. 

III. — SUPEBIHTBINDENOB  Or   StDDEHTB   DtTEWG   THBIB  UHITEEaiTr 

CnBBioni.UK. 

The  usual  reports  have  been  received  from  the  snperintendents  of 
students  attending  the  four  Universities. 

After  convening,  at  the  opening  of  the  session,  the  students  of  our 
Church  attending  Edinburgh  Univeisi^,  Rev.  J.  Mitchell  Harvey  met 
with  them  regularly  once  a  month  in  his  own  house.  He  says, '  The 
namber  on  my  roll  was  86 ;  the  average  attendance  was  18.  At  onr 
meetings,  devotional  exercises  were  engaged  in,  conducted  generally  by 
myself,  but  sometimes  also  by  the  students.  Several  students  from  tbe 
different  classes  were  examined  as  to  the  course  of  studies  pursued,  and 
the  character  and  amount  of  work  done ;  such  questions  being  asked  as 
were  designed  and  fitted  to  test  diligence  and  proficiency ;  and  general 
conversation  and  discussion  in  regard  to  the  Authors  that  were  being  read, 
or  the  subjects  that  were  being  lectured  on,  were  encouraged.  A  good 
deal  of  oar  time,  at  some  of  our  meetings  this  session,  was  taken  up  with 
considering  certain  proposals  coming  through  the  Scholarship  Committee, 
in  regard  to  putting  tutorial  assistance  with  a  view  to  graduation  within 
the  reach  of  such  students  attending  the  University  as  felt  they  stood  in 
need  of  it,  and  would  be  benefited  by  receiving  it ;  and  dao  in  regard  to 
(he  payment  of  the  fees  for  graduation  in  Arts.  The  proposals  of  the 
Scholarship  Committee  were  cordially  welcomed,  and  so  largely  taken 
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xdvantagfl  of,  that,  daring  the  last  three  mooths  of  the  session,  two  well- 
qnalified  tutors  were  eogaged,  one  for  Classics,  and  one  for  Mathematics. 
The  Classical  Tutor  had  two  classes,  one  for  junior  Gtndeats,  at  which 
the  attendance  was  7,  and  one  for  senior,  at  which  4  attended.  The 
Mathematical  Tutor  had  4  senior  students  under  his  tuition.  No  less 
than  7  students  expressed  themselves  as  very  desirous  to  join  a  tutorial 
class  in  Philosophy  also,  had  such  a  class  been  formed.  The  tutors  tes- 
tify to  the  progress  made  by  the  students,  and  the  students  are  unani- 
mous as  to  the  advantage  they  derived.  Several  on  this  year's  roll  or 
that  of  last  year  have  taken  ^eir  degree  of  M.A.  I  have  only  to  add, 
that  the  conduct  of  the  students  during  our  meetings  has  been  irreproach- 
able, and  that,  so  far  as  I  could  form  an  opinion,  the  spirit  of  diligence 
in  study  and  of  zeal  for  good  works  which  pervades  them  is  one  worthy 
of  all  commendation.  After  the  more  formal  duties  of  our  meetings  had 
been  discharged,  we  spent  on  each  occasion  a  very  happy  and  profitable 
hour  or  two  of  friendly  social  intercourse.' 

The  students  attending  Glasgow  University  were  superintended  by 
Rev.  William  Beckett,  who  reports  as  follows : — '  Tlie  names  on  the  roll 
of  my  class,  this  session,  number  28.  Seven  meetings  of  the  class  have 
been  held,  two  of  tbem  in  my  own  house  of  a  eoaversasione  character,  for 
the  purpose  of  promoting  mutual  acquaintance  among  the  students.  At 
the  other  meetings,  a  portion  of  the  New  Testament  in  Greek  was  read 
and  critically  examined ;  prelections  were  given  on  Church  government, 
particularly  on  the  constitution  and  powers  of  the  Kirk-Session ;  and  con- 
versations were  held  on  other  topics  connected  with  academic  pursuits. 
The  attendance,  whether  in  respect  of  nnmbers  or  regularity  throughout 
the  session,  was  not  satisfactory'.  A  new  feature  of  some  interest  as  re- 
gards the  superintendence  of  University  students  was  supplied  this  session, 
through  the  liberality  of  certain  friends  of  our  Church,  who  are  desirous 
that  students  should  be  encouraged  to  proceed  to  the  degree  of  M.A. 
before  leaving  the  University.  A  tutorial  class,  of  which  these  friends 
offered  to  pay  the  fee,  if  so  desired,  was  open  to  them,  with  the  view  of 
their  preparing  for  the  examination  in  Classics  which  had  to  be  passed 
in  order  to  graduation.  Four  of  our  students  availed  themselves  of  the 
opportunity  thus  afforded  them ;  and  having,  at  the  close  of  the  session, 
been  admitted  to  the  usual  competitive  examination,  they  passed  with 
great  credit  to  their  diligence  and  attainments.' 

Rev,  Andrew  Dickie  reports,  that  there  were  about  16  United  Pres- 
byterian students  attending  the  University  of  Aberdeen  during  the  past 
session  ;  some  studying  for  the  medical,  some  for  the  legal,  and  some 
for  the  ministerial  profession.  The  state  of  his  health  prevented  him 
from  meeting  with  them  for  some  time  after  the  classes  were  opened^ 
but  during  the  session  he  had  held  six  meetings.  '  So  far  as  known  to 
me,'  he  says,  <  the  conduct  of  the  young  men  was  eveiytbing  that  could 
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be  desired ;  bat  the  Kttmdanee  on  the  meetings  wu  rery  small,  only  four 
of  the  whole  being  present  each  night.'  Mr.  Dickie  concludes  with  an 
expression  of  opinion,  that,  unleu  meani  be  devised  to  secure  attendance, 
this  professed  supenntendenM  of  our  Unirersit;  stndenta  is  merely 
DominRl. 

Rev.  James  Q.  Scott  saya,  'Twelra  United  Presbyterian  student* 
attended  tbe  University  of  St.  Andrews  daring  the  past  session,  of  whom 
nine  connected  themselres  with  my  class ;  satisfactory  excoses  for  absence 
were  received  from  nearly  all  the  others.  The  manner  in  whicli  the  class 
was  conducted  was  much  the  same  m  in  former  years.  A  considerable 
part  of  the  Epistle  to  the  Hebrews  waa  read  critically  in  the  Oreek ;  and 
the  following,  among  other  subjects,  were  discussed :  "  Mod«ii  Discovery 
and  Bible  History ;"  "  The  Authorship  of  the  Epistle  to  the  Hebrews ;" 
"  The  Psalms,  their  titles  and  arrangement."  The  Sabbath  meetings 
of  the  Students'  Missionary  Society  have  dso  been  continued  throng- 
.  ont  the  session.  It  is  gratifying  to  report  very  favourably  of  tbe  diligence 
and  general  ecbolarship  of  our  students  attending  St.  Andrew's  Univer- 
sity.' 

The  Committee  cannot  but  observe  that  these  reports  regarding  the 
superintendence  of  students  present  considerable  diversity,  and  are  not 
all  equally  satisfactory.  It  appears  to  them  most  desirable  that  ministers 
who  have  University  students  under  their  care,  call  their  special  attention 
to  the  Synodical  rules  relating  to  attendance  on  the  Saperintendent's 
AtM  during  their  College  curriculum. 

IT. — Thb  Libbabieb. 
1.  77ie  Edinburgh  Library. 

Tbe  Sob-Committee  who  have  charge  of  this' Library  have  gone  over 
the  books  contained  in  it,  and  after  careful  examination  of  the  whole^ 
bare  reported  cooceming  it  Id  very  gratifying  terms.  During  the  past 
year  2135  volnmes  have  been  given  out,  and  from  three  to  four  thousand 
consulted.  The  number  of  books  added  during  the  year  is  139,  of  which 
SS  are  by  purchase^  and  44  by  presentation.

Dariog  the  past  year  the  number  of  books  given  out,  io  eoanection 
tvitb  this  Library,  has  been  2146,  and  the  number  consulted  1685, 
The  Library  room  has  been  greatly  improved  by  painting  and  better 
ventilation,  done  by  order  of  tlie  Finance  Committee.  Upwards  of  100 
volumes,  consisting  of  Reviews  and  Qerman  Commentaries,  have  bees 
bonnd,  and  rendered  more  available  for  reference.  A  donation  of  53 
volumes,  of  old  theological  writings,  has  been  received  from  the  widow 
of  a  United  Presbyterian  minister,  which  has  been  gratefully  acknow- 
ledged. Mr.  Taylor,  the  Librarian,  continues  to  discharge  his  duties  with 
much  acceptance  and  efficiency,  and  he  has  rendered  very  valuable  assist- 
ance during  the  year  in  connection  with  the  work  of  the  Theological 
Committee.  As  notliing  has  been  given  by  the  Synod  for  the  past  nine 
years  for  the  purchase  of  new  books  for  this  Library,  it  ia  worthy  of 
consideration  whether  a  grant  of  £50  shoald  not  now  be  afforded  for 
that  purpose. 

V. — Sthodioal  Rbcobm. 

In  accordanc*  with  the  Synod's  remit,  the  Committee  examined  with 
mach  care  the  state  of  the  Synodical  Records,  and  the  progress  made  by 
Mr.  Morris  in  preparing  an  Index  of  the  same.  After  giving  the  whole 
matter  their  best  consideration,  the  Committee,  in  July  last,  agreed  to 
grant  him  the  sum  of  X50  as  a  fair  remuneration  for  what  he  had  already 
done.  The  Committee  would  express  their  entire  satisfaction  with  the 
accuracy  and  painstaking  care  with  which  Mr.  Morris  is  executing  this 
laborioas  work. 

Vl.— MiNISIEBS'  LlBEl£IES. 

The  Committee  regret  that,  on  accoant  of  the  accidental  omission 
from  the  Paper  on  Statistics  of  the  queries  anent  Ministers'  Libraries, 
agreed  to  be  inserted  by  last  Synod,  they  are  unable  to  furnish  any  addi- 
tional information  on  this  subject  in  the  present  Report.  They  are 
folly  alive,  however,  to  its  importance,  and  to  the  necessity  of  further 
inquiry  in  order  to  have  this  Scheme  of  the  Church  on  a  satisfactory 
basis.  And  from  an  investigation  which  they  have  commenced,  they 
hope  to  be  able  to  lay  before  the  next  meeting  of  Synod  a  complete 
report  of  existing  Ministers'  Libraries,  how  far  additions  have  been 
noade  to  them,  and  wliat  progress  there  has  been  iu  instituting  others. 

Vn.— The  Tbeoumhoal  Haix  CjUxsdmb. 

It  gives  the  Committee  pleasure  to  annonnce  that  they  have  compiled  ' 
and  published  tha  first  edition  of  The  Tluologieal  Sail  Calendar  of  the 
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United  Presbyterian  Church.  Itcoatains,  in  a  compact  form,  iaformation 
with  regard  to  the  University  and  Theological  Hall  curricalam  of  oar 
students,  important  for  them  to  possess.  Thero  has  been  mttch  c^ 
bestowed  upon  the  pi-eparation  of  the  book,  to  insure  accuracy  and  com- 
pleteness ;  hut  if  any  mistakes  have,  notwithstanding,  crept  into  it,  or  if 
any  additions  or  improvements  can  be  suggested,  these  will  be  attended 
to  in  the  editions  of  future  years.  The  Committee  hope  that  the 
ministers  of  the  Church  will  lend  thetr  aid  in  encouraging  and  promoting 
its  circulation  among  our  students. 

Vni.— Remit  Airaarr  Kurt^  '  Chuech  Histoet.' 

At  last  meeting  of  Synod  it  was  overtured  by  the  Edinburgh  Pres- 
bytery, that  Kurtz'  Church  History,  associated  with  certain  subordinate 
Text  Books,  should  be  substituted,  in  the  inter-sessional  examinations,  for 
the  Chvreh  HiOory  of  Neander,  which  has  been  hitherto  in  use.  Having 
been  remitted  to  the  Committee  to  consider,  the  subject  has  received 
their  due  attention.  The  member  of  Presbytery  appointed  to  support 
the  overture  before  the  Synod,  was  heard  by  the  Committee ;  and,  after 
full  discussion,  it  was  resolved  that,  while  they  would  still  strongly  re- 
commend Neander's  Church  History  to  our  students  as  a  work  of  pre- 
eminent value  for  their  private  perusal,  the  Committee  are  of  opinion 
that,  for  practical  purposes,  in  Presbyterial  examinations,  the  Chmvh 
SiOory  of  Kurtz  is  to  be  preferred.  They  recommend  the  Synod, 
therefore,  to  enact  the  change  proposed,  with  the  following  as  subor- 
dinate books  of  reference,  in  regard  to  those  portions  of  Church  History 
on  which  the  work  of  Kurtz  is  defective :  M'Crie's  Jjives  of  Knox  and 
Melville,  and  the  History  of  the  Secession  and  Relief  Churches  as  con- 
tained in  the  series  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Fathers,  They  suggest, 
further,  the  following  order  of  examination  :  First  year — The  Introduo- 
tion  and  First  Section  of  Kurtz'  History;  Second  year — Second  Section ; 
Third  year — Third  Section  ;  Fourth  year — M'Crie's  Lives  of  Knox  and 
Melville,  and  the  History  of  the  Secession  and  Relief  Churches. 

IX. — RxuiT  ANfiirr  King's  College  asj>  Univebsitt  Coixege, 
London. 

The  Synod's  attendon  was  directed  to  the  propriety  of  recognising 
the  curriculum  of  study  at  King's  College  and  University  College, 
London ;  and  it  was  remitted  to  this  Committee  to  consider  and  report. 
Though  the  Committee  expect  soon  to  have  in  their  possession  the  in- 
formation necessary  in  order  to  make  a  recommendation  on  the  subject, 
they  regret  their  decision  will  not  be  in  time  for  the  present  Report.  In 
terms  of  the  Synod's  resolution,  they  will  continue,  in  the  meantime, 
'  to  detflrmine  in  relation  to  any  cases  of  students  that  may  be  pressing.'

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X. — Appuoation  of  Mb.  W.  T.  TmiHEE. 


An  application  has  Leen  received  from  Mr,  William  T.  Turner  (son 
of  tlie  Rev.  Dr.  Turner  of  Samoa)  for  the  sauction  of  the  Synod  to  the 
shortening  of  his  theological  coarse  to  foar  sessions  of  attendance  at 
the  Hall,  on  the  ground  that  it  is  his  purpose  to  labour  in  the  Foreign 
Mission  field,  under  the  London  Missionary  Society.  The  Committee 
would  cordially  recommend  the  Synod  to  grant  the  request 


XI. — Application  of  Mb.  Thouas  Waleeb. 

Through  ill  health,  Mr.  Thomas  Walker,  a  student  of  the  second 
year,  was  prevented  from  attending  the  Hall  during  last  session.  That 
liis  course  of  study  might  not  be  delayed,  he  has  attended  Dr.  Davidson's 
Hebrew  Headings  and  Lectures  on  Old  Testament  Exegetica,  and  Dr. 
Blaikie's  Lectures  on  Apologetic  Theology,  in  Edinburgh  Free  Church 
College,  during  the  winter  session  of  1871-72 ;  and  Mr.  Walker  applies 
to  have  this  accepted  for  a  regular  session  at  our  Hall.  The  Committee 
unanimously  recommend  the  Synod  to  grant  the  application. 


Xn. — Ektbatjce  Examination  poe  IlNiVEiiaiTY  Students. 

The  Synod's  recommendation  to  the  Universities  to  have  entrance 
examinations  has  been  favonrably  entertained,  but  the  Committee  find 
that  difBcutties  lie  in  the  way  of  its  immediate  adoption.  The  Univer- 
sity of  Glasgow  has  taken  steps  to  procure  the  concurrence  of  the  other 
Univei-sities  in  one  common  scheme.  The  Council  of  St.  Andrews 
University  have  also  had  the  subject  nnder  consideration,  and  in  their 
deliverance  it  is  suggested  that  entrance  examinations  should  be  included 
in  the  proposed  amendments  on  the  University  Act.  In  Edinburgh 
University  the  question  remains  undetermined ;  while  the  Council  of 
the  University  of  Aberdeen,  admitting  the  desirableness  of  raising  the 
standard  of  proficiency  of  those  entering  the  University,  are  not  pre- 
pared to  express  an  opinion  as  to  the  efficacy  of  entrance  examinations 
for  this  end ;  but,  as  regards  Aberdeen  University,  in  particular,  they 
declare  that  'the  influence  of  the  Bursary  competition  far  surpasses  any 
stimulus  that  could  be  given  by  a  mere  pass  examination.'

REPORT  OP  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  SCHOLARSHIPS. 

May  1873. 

The  Committee  have  to  report  tliat  81  students  presented  themselves 
as  competitors  in  November  last,  of  whom  62  were  succeisful.  To  11 
of  these  were  awarded  special  scholarships,  valuing  in  value  from  the 
John  Smith  Scholarship  of  £45  per  annum,  and  tenable  for  three  years, 
to  the  Lindsay  Scholanbip  of  £10,  for  one  year.  To  the  remaining 
51  were  awarded  ordinary  scholarships,  of  the  value  of  £10  each.  The 
John  Smith  Scholarship  was  gained  by  a  student  of  the  Jirst  year,  whose 
average  marks  amounted  to  803.  The  Gibb  Bursary  of  £30  a  year,  for 
two  years,  waa  awarded  to  anotlier  student  of  the  fii-st  year,  whose 
average  was  802.  The  Committee  have  peculiar  gratification  in  stating 
that  8  students  attained  an  average  exceeding  750;  while  the  average 
of  700,  which  is  fixed  as  the  minimnm  for  the  John  Smith  Scholarship, 
was  exceeded  by  no  fewer  tlian  14,  eight  of  these  being  in  the  first 
section.  The  number  of  competitors,  and  also  the  number  who  reached 
the  minimum  of  500,  considerably  exceeded  those  of  former  years, — a 
result  which,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Committee,  is  in  a  great  measure 
due  to  the  increasing  number  of  special  scholarships  of  high  value. 
The  awarding  of  51  ordinary  scholarships  involved  a  large  increase  of 
expenditure,  which,  however,  the  Committee  are  happy  to  state,  was 
fully  met  by  the  income  of  the  year. 

TtTTOUix  Absistakob  AMD  EiRCOCSAeEUBnT  or  Gbaddatioh, 

The  Committee  have  bad  under  consideration  the  subjects  of  tutorial 
assistance,  and  encouragement  and  aid  to  students  in  proceeding  to 
degrees  in  Arts  and  Divinity,  in  accordance  with  the  remits  on  these 
subjects  made  by  the  Synods  of  1870  and  1871.  At  a  meeting  held  in 
the  end  of  September,  a  Sub-Committee  was  appointed  to  make  arrange- 
ments and  procure  funds  for  giving  tutorial  assistance  during  the  session 
then  approaching,  to  students  of  oar  Church  at  any  of  the  Scottish 
Universities,  who  might  choose  to  avail  themselves  of  it.  This  was 
done  by  way  of  experiment;  and,  as  the  result,  the  Sub-Committee 
reported  towards  the  end  of  the  session,  that  tlie  offer  of  tutorial 
assistance  had  been  made  in  all  the  University  seats;  that  23  students 
had  availed  themselves  of  the  offer  ;  and  that  the  whole  expense  had  been 
aboDt  £40,  tlie  greater  part  of  which  had  already  been  obtained.  Aa 
certain  restrictions  were,  last  session,  pat  upon  the  offer,  it  may  be 
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anticipated  that,  in  future  years,  the  number  of  students  attending  these 
classes  and  the  consequent  expense  would  be  considerably  increased. 
From  the  superintendents  of  our  students  in  the  University  towns,  from 
the  tutors  who  were  employed,  and  from  thf  etudenta  themwlTe^  the 
Committee  have  received  strongly  expressed  opinions  of  the  value  of  the 
Scheme,  as  a  means  of  bringing  forward  those  stndenta  who  are  but 
indifferently  prepared  at  the  commeacement  of  their  course,  and  also  of 
.increasing  the  number  of  onr  students  who  procoed  to  graduation.  On 
this  part  of  the  remit,  therefore,  the  Committee  are  now  prepared  to 
recommend  to  the  Synod,  that  the  providing  of  such  tutorial  assistanc* 
iat  those  students  of  our  Church  who  are  not  in  a  jiositioD  to  procora 
it  for  themselves,  be  henceforth  part  of  the  Scholarship  Scheme, — t)ie 
Committee  determining  from  time  to'  time,  as  occasion  may  anw^  in 
what  classes  or  subjects  such  assistance  ts  to  be  given. 

On  the  other  parts  of  the  remit,  the  Committee  are  not  prepared  to 
give  a  full  report  without  further  consideration.  In  regard  to  the  pay- 
ment of  fees  for  graduation  in  Arts,  they,  meantime,  ask  the  sanction 
of  the  Synod  to  take  action  should  any  cases  present  themselves  in  which 
it  may  seem  desirable.  The.  third  part,  which  refers  to  the  degree  of 
B.D.,  has  been  referred  to  the  Professors  of  Theology,  to  consider  and 
report. 

On  the  whole,  the  Committee  believe  that  the  most  valuable  part  of 
the  proposals  submitted  to  them,  is  the  providing  of  tutorial  assistance, 
and  that,  in  tJiis  w^,  graduation  in  Arts  may  be  very  efficiently  pro- 
moted. The  adoption  of  this  part  of  the  Scheme  will  considerably 
increase  the  annual  expenditure;  but  your  Committee  anticipate  that 
the  relief  given  to  the  ordinary  funds  by  the  growing  number  of  special 
scholarships,  will  enable  tbem  to  meet  part  of  tliis  additional  outlay; 
and,  at  the  same  time,  they  feel  confident  that  they  will  not  appeal  in 
vain  to  the  Christian  liberality  of  the  members  of  the  Church,  for  assist- 
ance in  the  effort  now  recommended  to  maintain  and  raise  the  standard 
of  scholarship  among  tlie  candidates  for  her  ministry.

The  number  of  congregaUons  to  which,  from  the  formation  of  the 
Manse  Fund  to  the  end  of  March  1872,  pecuniary  assistance  has  been 
rendered  by  the  Manse  Board,  for  the  erection  or  improvement  of 
manses,  haa  been  204.  Of  these  congregations^  101  have  obtained 
grants  to  aid  thera  in  the  erection  or  purchase  of  suitable  manses,  where 
none  bad  previously  been  provided ;  56  have  obtained  grants  for  re- 
building or  replacing  old  manses  which  Iiad  become  dilapidated  or 
nnsuitable ;  and  the  remaining  47  have  received  assistance  for  the  exten- 
sion or  improvement  of  their  former  manse  accommodation.  Every 
grant  thus  made  by  the  Manse  Board  to  a  congregation  for  the  building, 
enlargement,  or  repair  of  a  manse,  implies  the  contribution,  by  the 
members  of  that  congregation  and  their  friends,  of  a  sum  of  money 
oftentimes  much  larger  in  amount  than  the  grant  made  from  the  Manse 
Fund ;  and  the  following  table  exhibits  for  every  Presbytery  the  pro- 
portion between  the  amounts  to  be  contributed  by  the  congregations 
receiving  aid  from  the  Manse  Fund  and  the  grants  obtained  by  them 
from  the  Manse  Board,  while  it  also  indicates  the  manner  in  which 
assistance  from  the  Manse  Fund,  and  the  benefits  of  the  Manse  Scheme, 
have  been  distributed  over  the  Presbyteries  of  the  denominatioD.

The  total  aoumat  of  the  grants  wUch  have  been  made  to  the  S04 
congregations  incloded  io  the  above  table  is  thna  estimated  at  £44^97, 
which  gives  as  the  average  amouut  of  the  grant  in  each  case,  £217, 
12s.  8<1.  For  the  erection  or  purchase  of  the  101  manses  to  be  supplied 
b;  congregations  by  which  the  nanse  accommodation  had  previously 
been  provided,  the  amount  of  the  grants  has  been  £26,626,  which  ^ves 
an  average  grasi:  to  each  of  these  congregations  of  £263,  Sx.  6d ;  and 
the  amoo&t  of  the  grants  made  to  tlie  103  congregations  who  have  been 
engaged  in  the  recoostruetioa  or  other  improvemmit  of  previoo^  ezist- 
iag  naanses  has  been  £17,771,  which  shows  an  average  grant  to  each 
congregatioo  of  this  claas  of  £169,  5a.    In  £alfiUiDg  tlw  cooditioBS  ^m 
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which  these  gnats  bare  been  made,  the  204  coBgregatiocs  to  which  the^ 
bava  h«eta  tiSeni  are  required  to  raise  not  less  than  £76y6ii8^  whi^ 
implice  an  average  coetribatioD  of  £375,  ISs.  6d.  from  each  eoiigregati(»; 
and  ^  it  is  stipulated  in  avery  case  that  the  manae  shall  be  free  from 
debt  when  the  last  inatalment  of  the  mause  grast  is  forwarded  to  the 
Treaaurer  of  ibe  congregational  Manse  Building  Fnod,  the  contpletion 
of  the  works  for  which  these  grants  baye  been  made  will  secure  an 
additi<w  to  the  value  ni  the  manse  property  belonging  to  the  congrega- 
tioQs  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  of  more  than  £121,000.  But 
beudes  securi^  this  large  addition  to  the  property  of  the  coDgregationa 
on  the  Synod's  roll,  the  Manse  Scheme  has  conferred  other  and  higher 
benefits  on  the  United  Presbyterian  Chnrcb.  By  increasing  the  comfort 
and  amenity  of  the  residenceaof  the  ministers  of  so  many  congregations, 
it  has  raised  these  ministers  to  a  more  bononrable  position  before  the 
public  view,  it  baa  made  their  homes  happier  and  more  free  from  care, 
and  its  direct  tendency  has  been  to  preserve  their  health  and  prolong 
their  usefulness.  Oa  account  of  it  many  thanksgivinga  hare  been 
offered  unto  God ;  and  it  cannot  be  doubted  that,  in  the  enjoyment  of 
its  benefits,  denominational  attachment  has  been  deepened,  congrega- 
tional service  has  been  more  cheerfully  performed,  and  the  work  of  the 
ministry  has  often  been  prosecuted  with  greater  vigour  and  eameetness, 
and  with  richer  s^rilual  pro6t  to  those  who  have  attended  on  that 
ministry. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  Manse  Scheme,  it  was  estimated  that 
a  Fund  of  £45,000  would  be  necessary,  and  might  be  sufficient,  in  order 
to  give  that  stimulus  to  congregational  effort  and  contribution  which 
would  secure  that  suitable  manse  accommodation  should  be  prorided 
for  every  minister  i»  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  whose  stipend, 
from  all  sources,  did  not  exceed  £200  per  annum.  The  original  sub- 
scriptions amounted  to  £36,953,  Os.  9d.,  of  which  sum  £1145,  12s.  5d. 
have  proved  to  be  irrecoverable,  and  £605,  10s.  yet  remain  to  be 
collected.  The  amount  of  original  subscriptions  actually  received  by 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Synod  has  consequently  been  £35,201,  ISs.  4d.,  or 
nearly  £10,000  less  than  the  sum  originally  estimated  as  necessary  for 
the  purposes  of  the  Manse  Scheme  -,  while  it  has  also  been  found  that 
'the  actual  cost  of  the  work  of  manse  improrement  has  been  greatly 
in  excess  of  the  estimate  formed  at  the  introduction  of  the  Scheme.  A 
supplementary  manse  subscription  list  was  consequently  opened  after 
the  nteetmg  of  Synod  in  May  1869,  with  the  view  of  raising  an  addi- 
tional sum  of  £14,000  for  the  completion  of  the  Mause  Fund.  As  the 
result  of  this  new  ^ott,  promises  of  new  contributions,  amounting  in 
the  aggregate  to  £12,1€S,  IBs.  6d.,  and  payable  by  instalments  within 
four  years,  were  obtained ;  and  of  these  additional  subscriptions,  £9897, 
128.   2d.  have  already  been  paid   to  the   Synod's  Treaaurer,  leaving 
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£2269,  4a.  4d.  ytt  to  be-  collected,  and  making  ap  a  total  of  realized 
coDtributiona  to  the  Manse  Fund,  exclnsive  of  interest,  of  £45,099, 
10s.  Cd.  Adding  the  interest  which  has  accrued  on  Uiese  contribntions, 
the  total  income  of  the  Manse  Fund  np  to  31st  December  1871  was 
nearly  £49,240.  The  two  following  tables,  which  are  corrected  to  the 
Slst  March  1872,  exhibit,  in  their  relation  to  the  various  Presbyteries 
of  the  Charch,  t)ie  amounts  of  the  original  and  supplementary  subscrip- 
tions, the  sums  paid  on  account  of  them  to  the  Synod's  Treasurer,  and 
the  balance  yet  to  be  collected.  In  future  y^ars,  however,  it  may  not 
be  necessary  to  revert  to  the  distinction  between  original  and  supple- 
mentary contributions,  but  both  may  be  included  in  the  same  table.

From  the  retnms  incladed  in  the  Above  table,  it  appears  that  there 
are  at  the  present  date  in  the  class  of  congregations  for  whose  benefit 
the  Manse  Scheme  was  originated,  in'  addition  to  28  cases  in  which 
manse  grants  have  already  been  offered,  abont  67  cases  in  which  no 
manse  has  been  provided,  and  32  cases  in  which  the  existing  manse 
accommodation  is  unsnitable  or  insnfficient.    To  meet  the  wants  of  these 


*  The  number  of  coneregationa  ia  these  casea  is  eicliuiTe  of  conn 
dttes at  EdlnboT^ and OlN^ow.in wbioh  tbs St^nad doas not  exceeds 
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99  coagregationa  by  grants  eqaal  to  the  average  of  the  grants  already 
made  by  the  Manse  Board,  would  reqaire  an  aggregate  amount  of  nearly 
£23,000.  The  expenditure  of  so  large  a  sum  is  not,  however,  within 
the  limits  of  the  Manse  Scheme  as  at  present  constituted ;  and  in  the 
above  lists  there  are  included  a  considerable  number  of  cases  in  which  it 
would,  in  no  circumstances,  be  expedient  to  incnr  the  espense  of  provid- 
ing manse  accommodation.  It  will  therefore  he  requisite  that,  on  the 
basis  of  these  reports,  which,  in  most  instances,  have  only  recently  been 
obtained,  the  Board  shall  make  a  classification  of  the  congregations  in 
which  the  assistance  of  the  Manse  Fund  is  most  urgently  required,  either 
for  the  erection  of  new  manses  or  the  improvement  of  manses  already 
provided.  It  will  also  be  requisite  that  the  Board  shall  revise  the  list  of 
grants  already  promised  to  congregations  in  which  the  conditions  of 
offered  aid  have  not  been  complied  with,  in  order  to  ascertain  in  how  far 
these  congregations  are  likely,  within  a  reasonable  period,  to  avail  them- 
selves of  the  aid  promised,  and  with  a  view  to  the  cancelling  of  any 
grants  which  cannot  be  applied  to  the  purposes  of  manse  improvement, 
for  which  they  were  made.  £very  practicable  effort  must  likewise  be 
made  to  collect,  as  completely  and  speedily  as  possible,  the  outstanding 
portion  of  the  manse  subscriptions,  both  original  and  supplementary ; 
and  to  avoid  such  farther  loss  and  damage  to  the  Manse  Fund  as  might 
arise  from  indifference  and  delay.  Thus  conserving  the  balance  of  the 
resources  at  their  command,  and  prudently  endeavouring  to  apply  these 
resources  to  the  assistance  of  the  most  necessitons  and  most  deserving 
cases,  the  Manse  Board  may  hope  to  diffuse  as  widely  as  practicable  the 
bene6ts  of  the  Fund  which  they  are  appointed  to  administer ;  and  to  fur- 
nish the  most  satisfactory  basis  for  any  further  appeal  to  the  liberality  of 
the  members  of  the  Church,  which  may  be  necessary  for  the  final  com- 
pletion of  the  work  which  has  been  intrusted  to  the  Board  by  the  Synod 
and  the  congregations  which  it  represents. 


DEBT  LIQUIDATION, 

At  the  date  of  last  Report  there  were  only  five  of  the  forty-four  con- 
gregations with  which  the  Manse  and  Debt  Liquidation  Board  had  com- 
pleted arrangements  for  the  reduction  or  extinction  of  their  congregational 
debt  which  bad  not  raised  the  sum  required  as  the  condition  of  their 
respective  grants.  Thirty-nine  of  these  congregations  had  then  received 
the  full  amount  of  the  grants  promised  to  them  by  the  Board,  aiid  had 
collectively  extinguished  debt  to  the  amount  of  nearly  £16,500,  and 
freed  themselves  from  an  annual  payment  for  interest  amounting  to 
about  £800 ;  as  is  shown  in  the  following  tabular  statement  of  the  dis- 
tiibution  of  the  Fund.    The  five  remaining  congregations  which,  in  May

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1871,  had  not  tompleted  their  efforts  for  ths  extinction  or  rednctfon  of 
dwir  debt,  were,  Townhead,  Dmnfriea ;  Portland  Road,  Eilmnmodc ; 
Prince's  Road,  Livtffpool;  Oban;  and  Sme^wick,  near  Birmingham.  Of 
these,  Townhead,  Oban,  and  Sinethwi^,  have,  daring  the  past  year,  fully 
i  the  Bama  whidi  were  required  as  the  conditions  of  their  respective 
;  Rod  while  tiie  debt  on  the  property  of  the  Congregation  «t  Oban 
has  been  diminithed  by  £900,  the  congregations  at  Townhead  and  Smeth- 
wi<A  have  paid  off  their  whole  delrts,  which,  at  tlie  cofflmencsment  of 
tbeir  reoent  efforts,  were  £750  and  £150  respectively.  The  congrega- 
tion of  Pordand  Road,  Kilmamoek,  which  has  not  yet  oompleted  die 
effort  for  the  extinction  of  its  ddbt,  has  also,  during  the  past  year,  re- 
oeived  a  fnrther  instalment  of  the  grant  promised  to  it,  and  paid  off  a 
second  portion  of  its  debt,  which  has  conseqnently  been  Tednced  from 
£600  to  £200.  The  total  arooTrnt  of -debt  which  hss  now  been  paid  off 
by  the  congregations  among  which  the  BNind  created  by  Mr.  H«Ddiersoc*s 
l^acy  for  Debt  Liquidation  has  been  dntribnted,  conseqoently  exceeds 
£18,000. 

At  ttte  date  when  this  Report  is  written,  there  only  remain  two  con- 
gregations in  wliich  the  debt  liqaidation  efforts  indicated  in  the  above 
table  have  not  been  brought  to  a  final  and  successful  issue, — namely, 
Portland  Road  congregation,  Kilmarnock,  in  which  £150  remains  to  be 
collected,  as  the  condition  of  the  payment  of  £50  as  the  balance  of  grant, 
and  the  consequent  extinction  of  the  balance  of  congregational  debt ; 
and  Prince's  Road  congregation,  Liverpool,  in  which  £750  are  to  be  col- 
lected as  the  condition  of  a  grant  of  £250,  in  order  to  the  reduction  of 
a  very  burdensome  debt  from  £2200  to  £1200.  It  is  hoped  that  both 
these  congregations  may  have  completed  the  collection  of  the  sums 
specified  above  before  the  meeting  of  the  Supreme  Court,  and  that,  at 
the  time  when  this  Report  shall  be  presented  to  the  Synod,  they  also 
may  have  brooght  their  efforts  for  the  reduction  of  their  debt  to  a 
successful  close.

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The  Board  have  only  fnrther  to  report,  that,  in  consequence  of  the 
additional  contribations  required  during  the  paat  year  on  b^alf  of  the 
Augmentation  Scheme,  and  the  exertions  made  for  placing  that  impor- 
tant Scheme  on  a  wider  and  more  permanent  basis,  they  have  not  deemed 
it  expedient  to  initiate  an  effort  for  the  collection  of  a  new  Debt  Liqui- 
dation Fund.  The  powers  granted  by  the  Synod  in  connection  with 
that  Fund  may,  however,  be  continued  to  the  Board,  and  they  may  here- 
after find  fitting  opportunity  for  using  these  with  advantage  and  success. 
Should  the  liberality  of  the  more  wealthy  and  influential  members  of 
the  Church  again  place  at  the  disposal  of  the  Board  for  liquidation  pur- 
poses another  sum  of  £5000,  which,  according  to  the  Synod's  resolution, 
must  be  obtained  before  any  further  grants  for  the  reduction  of  debt 
can  be  made,  they  could  only  express  the  hope  that  its  distribution  might 
be  productive  of  the  same  satisfaction  to  those  chained  with  its  ad- 
ministration, and  of  similar  benefits  to  the  congregations  of  the  Synod, 
as  have'  flowed  from  the  most  seasonable  and  beneficent  bequest  of  the 
late  Mr.  Henderson  to  the  Debt  Liquidation  Fund  of  the  United  Pres- 
byterian Church.

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EEPOET  ON  THE  AGED  AND  INFIEM  MINISTERS' 
FUND. 

Ik  accordance  with  the  inatrnctiona  of  the  Synod,  the  Home  Committee 
of  the  Board  of  Missions  present  the  following  Report  of  their  pro- 
cednre,  during  the  year  1871-72,  in  the  administratioa  of  the  Aged  and 
InSnn  Ministers'  Fund : — 

At  the  date  of  last  Report,  the  namber  of  Annuitants  on  the  Fand 
was  31.  Since  May  1871,  five  of  these  Annnitants  have  died,  viz. :  the 
Rev.  James  Blair,  formerly  minister  of  the  congregation  at  Warkwortl), 
Northumberland ;  the  Rev.  Andrew  Hicol,  formerly  minister  at  Dubhie- 
side,  near  Leven ;  the  Rev.  Robert  CraustoD,  senior  minister  of  the 
congregation  at  Morebattle ;  the  Rev.  John  B.  Mnnro,  senior  minister 
of  Kigg ;  and  the  Rev.  John  Alexander,  formerly  minister  of  the  con- 
gregation at  New  Deer.  Mr.  Blair,  at  the  time  of  his  decease,  was  the 
oldest  Annuitant  on  the  Fund,  having  been  elected  as  an  Annuitant  in 
February  1858,  and  having  enjoyed  the  benefits  of  the  Fund  for  four- 
teen years.  Mr.  Nicol  entered  on  the  possession  of  his  annuity  in  January 
1862,  and,  at  the  time  of  his  decease,  had  received  twenty  half-yearly 
payments  on  accoant  of  it.  Mr.  Cranston  received  seventeen  half-yearly 
payments  from  the  Treasurer  of  the  Fund,  Mr.  Alexander  fourteen, 
and  Mr.  Munro  eight.  The  average  term  daring  which  these  ministers 
have  enjoyed  their  annuities  has  been  longer  than  that  of  the  Annuitants 
whose  deaths  have  been  noticed  in  some  previons  reports ;  bat  it  is 
gratifying  to  reflect  that  lie  who  held  his  annuity  for  the  longest  term, 
experienced  the  benefit  of  the  Cliurch's  bounty  through  lingering  years 
in  which  be  was  not  only  subject  to  the  weakness  of  age,  but  also 
bereaved  of  all  near  relations,  and  burdened  with  severe  mental  afBiction. 

These  removals  from  the  list  of  Annuitants  would  have  reduced  the 
number  to  26 ;  but  it  has  been  maintained  at  31  by  the  admission,  during 
the  year,  in  accordance  with  the  reports  and  recommendations  of  their 
respective  Presbyteries,  of  the  following  brethren  as  participants  in  the 
benefits  of  the  Fund,  viz. :  the  Rev.  William  Parlane,  M.A.,  minister 
of  the  congregation  at  Tranent;  the  Rev.  John  Muir,  minister  of  tlie 
congregation  at  Newtyle,  and  Clerk  of  the  Presbytery  of  Dundee  j  the 
Rev.  B.  J.  Bryce,  LL JD.,  minister  of  the  congregation  at  Belfast ;  the 
Rev.  Robert  Redpath,  M.A.,  minister  of  Oxendon  congregation,  and 
formerly  of  Well  Street  and  Albany  Street,  London ;  and  the  Rev. 
William  Turner,  senior  minister  of  the  congregation  at  Dunoon. 
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Five  names  have  thns  been  taken  from  the  list  of  Annuitants  daring 
the  year  1871-72 ;  bat  as  five  other  names  have  been  added,  the  number 
of  Annuitants  is  the  same  as  at  the  dat«  of  last  year's  Report ;  and  there 
are  at  present  31  AnnuitarDts  oa  the  list  eatitled  to  receive  annniUes  at 
the  next  half-yearly  distribntiou  of  the  Fund  on  1st  July  1872. 

Tbe  Treuvrei'a  Accemt  of  tbe  incosu  and  expenditure  of  tb«  Fond 
is  printed  in  the  Mitgionary  Rewrd  tow  April  1872  ;  and  is  arranged  aa 
usual  under  two  branches,  viz. :  Ist,  The  Capital  Fund ;  and  2d,  The 
Annuity  Fund,  out  of  vhich  the  half-yearly  payments  to  ADQuitaBts  are 
mode,  aad  which  is  supported  by  the  asuoal  profits  of  the  iavested 
Capital,  and  by  aiLQiul  sabscriptioss,  doaation^  and  coUecticns  specially 
allocated  to  the  payment  of  the  annuities  granted  by  tbe  Hmiw  Ctwunit-

Waoce  OB  hasd  for  the  expeoditore  of  the  aacceeding  half-year. 

Yet,  akhoogh  the  poaitioa  ol  the  Annaity  Fund  is  more  satisfactory 
at  present  than  it  was  two  years  ago,  it  nuist  be  noted  that  th«  income 
foe  1871  has  not  fnlfy  met  the  expeoditnxe  for  titat  year,  and  that  more 
general  aid  nost  be  extended  to  the  Fund  if  it  ia  to  be  preveatad  from 
falUi^  bade  into  tbe  discouraging  state  in  which  it  was  at  the  D>eeting  of 
Synod  in  May  1870.  An  annual  incoae  of  about  £700,  in  addition 
to  the  amenuat  derived  from  the  inteffeat  of  the  funded  Capital,  ia  reqrasite 
for  eiiabling  the  Treasurer  to  remit,  at  the  appointed  datea,  the  half- 
yea^  payments  to  the  Annuitants ;  and  fw  that  income  tbe  Fund  is 
dependent  chiefly  en  tlie  atuotuat  of  the  Uennial  coUectiou  appointed  by 
-  the  Synod.  It  was  stated  in  last  Rep<»:t  that,  hi  the  year  eo^i^  May 
1871,  only  175  coogr^ation*  had  made  tbe  cc^ectioa  for  this  Fund  i 
and  donng  tbe  past  year  only  111  coogregalioiial  coUectione  luTe  been 
reported ;  so  that,  if  no  congregattoa  bad  sent  in  a  c(Hitributi<»i  for  each 
of  these  two  years,  there  would  be  only  286  congregations,  or  less  than 
one  half  of  the  nnmber  on  the  Synod's  roll,  by  which  the  first  biennial 
G«dlectioB  has  been  made  on  behalf  of  the  Aged  and  Infirm  Ministers' 
Schuoe.  Some  of  the  320  congregations  in  which  no  coUection  has 
been  made  cannot  be  expected  to  cwitrilwte  any  large  aom  for  tbe 
support  of  the  Fund ;  but  each  should  show  its  sympathy  with  the  objects 
of  the  Scheme,  and  its  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  aged  servants  of 
Christ,  for  whose  c<«afort  and  benefit  the  Fund  has  been  instituted,  by 
sending  its  cootnbution,  however  small,  to  the  ntainteuance  and  ex- 
pannon  of  that  Fund.  For  centinoed  aid  it  most  be  cosuoended  anew 
to  the  ctmtinued  sympathy  and  support  of  the  more  wealthy  members  of 
the  denomination,  who,  having  received  largely  frOm  the  hand  of  God, 
aza  able  to  aid  it  by  liberal  donations  or  bequests ;  and  abo  to  the  hberal 
support  of  tbe  yoiutger  ministers  of  the  Chorch,  who  have  not  yet  con- 
tributed to  either  branch  of  the  Fund.    But  the  chief  dependence  of 
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tlie  Scheme  for  sufficient  and  Bteadj  support  must  be  on  the  congre- 
gations which,  in  each  aUemate  year,  are  required  to  make  their  colleo 
tions  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Fund ;  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  and 
earnestly  requested  that  the  congregations  whose  collections  were  made 
in  the  year  1870-71,  and  whose  contributions  are  specially  required  for 
the  year  1872-73,  may  devise  liberal  things  for  the  increase  of  the 
Fund,  and  may  in  no  respect  fall  behind,  but  rather  exceed,  tlie  measure 
of  liberality  which  they  displayed  in  the  former  of  these  years.  By 
united  cordial  effort  the  necessities  of  the  Fund  may  be  easily  provided 
for,  and  means  may  be  secured  not  only  for  the  continuance  of  the 
present  rate  of  the  annuities,  viz.  £50  per  annum,  but  also  for  the 
increase  of  the  annual  payments  to  the  Annuitants.  And  shall  that  united 
effort  not  be  cheerfully  and  perseveringly  put  forth,  when  its  aim  is  to 
remove  anxiety  as  to  the  suiBciency  and  permanence  of  the  Fund  to 
which  80  many  of  the  aged  servants  of  the  Church  must  look  for 
moderate  support  and  comfort,  as  the  shadows  of  eventide  deepen  around 
them,  and  in  the  years  when  their  strength  failst 

The  Home  Committee  have  to  report  to  the  Synod  that,  in  their 
administration  of  the  Fund,  their  attention  was  specially  directed  to  the 
case  of  the  late  honoured  and  lamented  minister  of  the  Bristol  congre- 
gation, the  Eev.  Matthew  Dickie,  who,  during  his  lengthened  illness, 
continued  to  receive  his  full  stipend  from  his  people,  as  welt  as  many 
other  tokens  of  their  generous  consideration  and  kindly  sympathy ;  and 
whose  application  for  aid  from  the  Aged  and  Infirm  Ministers'  Fund 
was  consequently  delayed  until  all  hope  of  restoration  to  health  and 
usefulness  had  departed,  and  until,  as  the  event  showed,  death  was  at 
the  door.  At  their  meeting  on  the  12th  July  1871,  the  following 
resolution  was  consequently  unanimously  adopted: — 'The  Committee, 
deeply  sympathizing  with  Mrs.  Dickie  in  het  present  position,  and  having 
respect  to  the  circumstances  that  the  application  for  an  annuity  for  Miv 
Dickie  was  under  consideration  at  the  time  of  his  decease,  and  would  have 
been  presented  much  earlier  if  this  had  not  been  prevented  by  the 
liberal  manner  in  which  the  congregation  had  continued  the  payment 
in  full  of  Mr.  Dickie's  stipend  during  his  long  illness,  agreed  to  pay  to 
Mrs.  Dickie  the  annuity  of  £25  which  would  have  been  paid  to  her 
late  honoured  husband  on  the  lat  July  last,  if  he  had  then  been  in  life.' 
This  grant  was  exceptional ;  but  the  Committee  feel  that  they  may  with 
confidence  request  the  sanction  of  the  Synod  for  the  resolution  which, 
in>the  circumstances,  they  could  not  but  regard  it  as  dutiful  to  adopL 

The  Committee  have  further  to  report  to  the  Synod,  that  their  atten- 
tion has  been  called  to  the  difficulty  which  has  sometimes  been  ex- 
perienced by  the  families  or  relatives  of  deceased  Annuitants,  in  conse- 
quence of  the  abrupt  termination  of  the  half-yearly  payments  with  the  life 
of  the  recipients ;  and,  having  regard  to  the  expenditure  with  which  the 
time  of  bereavement  is  necessnnly  associated,  they  have, '  after  delibera- 
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tion,  agreed  to  recommend  to  the  Synod,  that  one  half-year's  annuity    " 
shall  in  fatare  be  payable  to  the  widow  or  family  of  each  Annuitant  after 
his  decease,  when,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Home  Committee,  as  administrators 
of  the  Fund,  such  payment  shall  be  expedient  or  desirable.' 

In  closing  this  Report,  the  Home  Committee  may  express  their  satis- 
faction that,  apart  from  the  expense  of  collecting  the  feu-duties,  the 
cost  of  administering  this  Fund  has  this  year  been  so  small,  and  they 
would  again  earnestly  commend  the  Aged  and  Infirm  Ministers'  Fund 
to  the  vigilant  superintendence  of  the  Synod,  and  to  the  generous  libe- 
rality of  the  Church.  One  considerable  addition  has  been  made  to  the 
Capital  Branch  of  the  Fund  during  the  past  year  from  the  trust  estate 
of  a  deceased  benefactor ;  and  since  it  is  cbieEy  by  similar  bequests  that 
the  Capital  Fund  must  be  increased,,  until  the  annual  income  arising 
from  it  shall  prove  nearly  approximate  to  the  amount  of  the  payments  to 
the  Annuitants,  the  example  of  that  benefactor  may,  as  worthy  of  their 
imitation,  be  placed  before  the  attention  of  those  who  have  wealth  to 
dispose  of,  by  free  gift  while  they  live,  or  by  will  and  testament  when 
life  is  done.  But  as  many  years  are  likely  to  elapse  before  the  Capita! 
Fund  can  increase  to  such  dimensioos  as  will  make  its  annual  interest 
sufficient  for  the  payment  of  the  annuities  granted  to  the  aged  and 
infirm  ministers  of  the  Church,  the  appeal  of  the  Committee  and  of  the 
Fund  must  still  be  directed  to  the  younger  ministers  of  the  Church, 
who  may  hereafter  participate  in  the  benefits  of  the  Fund,  if  they  shall 
live  to  be  old  end  full  of  days ;  to  the  more  prosperous  members  of  our 
congregations,  who  by  liberal  gifts  for  the  comfort  of  the  aged  servants 
of  the  Church  may  testify  their  gratitude  to  Him  who  '  gives  power  to 
become  rich;'  and  to  the  congregations  of  the  denomination,  to  which 
in  each  biennial  period  the  request  of  this  Fund  for  a  collection  cor- 
responding to  their  resources  and  its  claims  is  respectfully  and  earnestly 
[^sented.  The  Committee  cannot  but  direct  attention  to  the  surprising 
fact  that  only  111  congregations  have  contributed  to  the  Annuity  Branch 
of  the  Fund  during  the  past  year,  and  that  there  are  about  320  congre- 
gations on  the  Synod's  roll  which  have  not  sent  in  a  collection  for  this 
Fund  since  May  1870,  wheu  the  first  biennial  collection  was  appointed 
by  the  Supreme  Court.  Tbey  venture  to  express  the  hope  that  the 
support  accorded  to  the  Fund  during  the  next  biennial  period  by  the 
collections  of  congregations  will  be  at  once  a  more  general  and  a  more 
liberal  expression  of  the  Church's  resolution  to  sustain  the  Fund  in  a 
healthful  and  efficient  state,  and  that  the  aggregate  amount  of  the  col- 
lections received  during  the  year  from  the  congregations  which  contri- 
buted in  1870-71  may  go  beyond  the  amount  of  their  contribntions  for 
that  year,  and  so  afford  evidence  that  they  are  prompted  by  no  temporary 
influencesjbut  by  that  loving  gratitude  for  the  blessings  of  the  gospelwhich 
has  been  implanted  in  the  hearts  of  the  members  of  the  Church.  Tlie 
hutory  of  the  Fund  has  proved  that,  in  the  majority  of  cases,  those  who 
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are  placed  on  the  list  of  Antiuitauts,  and  so  participate'in  the  benefit! 
which  tlie  Fund  is  designed  to  secure,  unduly  delay  their  application! 
for  annaiti^ ;  and  so,  instead  of  preenming  on  and  abusing  the  bounty 
of  the  Church,  endeavour  to  bear  longer  than  is  meet,  and  without  the 
relief  which  advancing  years  demand,  the  heat  and  burden  of  the  day. 
The  case  of  Mr.  Dickie,  alluded  to  atove,  is  not  the  only  one  which  has 
come  under  the  notice  of  the  Committee  during  the  last  twelve  months, 
in  which  the  schedule  of  application  for  an  annuity  has  been  inters 
cepted  in  ite  passage  to  the  offices  tif  the  Church  by  the  decease  of  the 
applicant ;  and  with  the  evidence  so  ample  that,  as  a  general  rale,  as- 
sistance from  the  Fund  is  needed  before  it  is  sought,  the  members  and 
congregations  of  the- Church  cannot  hesitate  to  supply  the  means  by 
which  the  aid  which  is  sought  may  be  liberally  supplied.  If  the  apostle 
enforced  bis  appeal  to  Philemon  for  the  exercise  of  Christian  sympathy 
and  forbearance  towards  his  sen  Onesimus,  by  the  consideration  that  he 
himself  was  '  such  an  one  as  Paul  the  aged,  and  then  also  a  prisoner  of 
Jesni  Christ,'  may  the  Committee  not  enforce  the  appeal  for  continned 
generous  sapport  on  behalf  of  the  Fund,  concerning  which  th&y  now 
present  this  Beport  to  the  Synod  and  the  Church,  by  the  consideration 
that  it  ministers  to  the  comfort  of  those  who  are  oftentimes  the  Lord's 
prisoners,  by  reason  of  infirmities  and  afflictions,  and  who  are  to  be  re- 
membered as  those  who  have  spoken  unto  the  Church  the  word  of  God, 
not  only  after  their  decease,  but  also  when  age  compels  them  to  retire 
from  the  work  in  which  they  delighted,  and  when  sickness  and  infirmity 
incapacitate  them  for  publishing  the  glad  tidings  of  salvation  t  *  For  he 
oft  refreshed  me,'  was  the  plea  by  which  Paul  enforced  his  petition, 
'  The  Lord  give  mercy  unto  the  house  of  Onesiphorus ;'  and  generoos 
Christian  kindness  to  the  a^ed  and  infirm  ministers  of  Christ,  inspired 
by  a,  grateful  sense  of  obligation  to  Christ  Himself  as  tlie  Saviour,  may 
become  heir  to  the  blessings  implied  in  that  other  petition  of  tlie  apostlA

EEPORT  ON  EVANGELISTIC  EFFORT  AND  HOME 
EVANGELIZATION. 

The  Home  Oomtnlttee  of  the  Board  of  Missions  have  throngh  ai^other 
year  endeavonred  steadily  to  prosecute  the  Scheme  of  Evangelistic 
Effort  which  was  instituted  by  the  Synod  in  May  1869 ;  sud  they  now 
sabmit  to  the  Synod  the  following  Report  concerning  that  Scheme  for 
the  year  1871-72. 

The  agents  employed  in  the  work  of  Evangelization  hare  been  the 
same  as  in  the  preceding  year,  viz. ; —

Each  of  these  agents  has  been  actively  and  continuously  engaged 
in  the  visitation  of  the  careless  and  neglected  portions  of  the  population 
at  their  own  homes,  in  open-air  meetings  and  exhortations,  and  in  con- 
ducting such  in-door  meetings  and  services  as  they  were  able  to  arrange 
for  and  Attend,  ^s  far  as  practicable  they  have  been  placed  under  the 
snperintendence  and  direction  of  ministers,  and  of  Missionary  or  Chris- 
tian Instruction  Societies  in  the  districts  in  which  they  have  laboured ; 
and  it  has  been  the  habitual  aim  of  the  Committee,  in  assigning  to  the 
agents  the  particular  fields  in  which,  for  the  specified  time,  their  labours 
should  he  carried  on,  to  place  them  in  the  localities  in  which  they  might 
most  fully  stimulate  and  most  effectively  sustain  the  evangelistic  opera- 
Uons  of  congregations,  and  most  directly  promote  their  influence  and 
progress.  They  have  reason  to  believe  that,  in  every  part  of  the  Church 
to  which  the  labours  of  these  evangelistic  agents  have  extended,  they 
have  been  cordially  welcomed  by  those  whom  they  were  sent  to  aid ;  and 
that,  in  the  work  which  they  were  appointed  to  perform,  they  have 
willingly  complied  with  the  wishes  and  instructions  of  the  minbters  or 
committees  under  whose  superintendence  they  were  placed,  and  have 
experienced  hearty  sympathy  and  co-operation  in  their  endeavours  to 
aroose  the  careless  and  reclaim  the  wanderer,  and  to  carry  the  massage 
of  the  gospel  to  those  who  were  ready  to  perish. 

In  accordance  with  the  regulations  of  the  Synod,  each  of  the  Pres- 
byteries of  the  Church  was  requested  to  appoint  an  Evangelistic  Com- 
mittee, to  co-operate  with  the  Home  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Missions 
in  the  performance  of  the  work  intrusted  to  it ;  and  the  names  of  the 
Conveners  of  these  Presbyterial  Committees  for  the  year  1871-72  were

places,  and  that  the  meetings  conducted  by  the  agents,  and  those  asso- 
ciated with  them,  were  both  interesting  and  profitable  to  many  who 
attended  them.  As  illostrations  of  the  work  in  which  the  evangelists 
have  been  engaged,  of  the  manner  in  which  their  services  have  been 
received,  and  of  the  results  which  have  followed  them,  the  following 
extracts  are  subjoined ;  but  it  is  right  to  remark,  that  other  reports, 
which  for  want  of  space  cannot  be  printed  here,  are  in  no  respect 
inferiot  to  those  now  given,  either  in  tlie  interest  of  the  narrative  or 
in  the  evidence  afforded  of  earnest' and  faithfnl  labour  on  the  part 
of  the  agents  employed. 

Having  visited  the  district  of  New  Deer,  Aberdeenshire,  for  evan- 
gelistic work,  in  August  1871,  the  Rer.  William  Clark  of  Barrhead 
reports  as  follows  : — 

'  AccordiDg  to  agreement,  I  proceeded  to  New  Deer,  Aberdeenshire, 
early  on  the  moraing  of  Monday,  the  21st  of  August,  with  the  view  o£ 

engaging  ia  evangelistic  work  in  connection  with  the  congregation  of  the 
Eev.  C.  G.  Squair,  and  reached  my  destination  in  the  afternoon  of  the 
same  day.  I  remained  under  the  hospitable  roof  of  the  United  Presby~ 
terian  manse  till  the  morning  of  Tuesday,  the  29th  August. 

'  The  meeting  of  Friday  took  place  at  Denhead,  two  miles  from  the 
village,  in  a  school-house,  and  was  attended  by  fifty.  Aa  "before,  Mr. 
Squair  and  myself  both  addressed  the  meeting.  On  each  of  these  dajs, 
excepting  stormy  Thursday,  we  called  at  a  few  houses,  and  prayed  with 
the  inmates,  the  larger  proportion  of  them  belonging  to  the  congregation. 
"We  also  visited  two  schools, — one  at  Denhead,  and  the  other  in  the  village  . 
of  New  Deer, — addressing  the  children. 

'  On  Saturday,  Mr  Squair  and  I  visited  New  Maud,  a  village  which 
has  recently  sprung  up  in  connection  with  the  railway  system,  and  now 
contains  a  population  of  300,  It  is  the  station  nearest  New  Deer,  and  is 
two  miles  and  a  half  from  the  latter  village.  At  New  Maud  we  made  pre- 
parations for  a  meeting  on  the  succeeding  evening — distributing  tracts, 
and  conversing  with  individuals. 

'  On  the  Lord's  day  I  conducted  the  ordinary  services  in  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church,  New  Deer ;  and  in  the  evening  preached  at  New 
Maud,  in  a  school-house  capable  of  holding  130.  The  place  was  more 
than  filled — people  standing  at  the  door  and  windows,  and  many,  as  we 
were  told,  having  been  obliged  to  go  away  from  vrant  of  room.  It  was 
showery  as  we  commenced,  a  circumstance  which  precluded  the  thought 
of  proposing  an  adjournment  to  the  open  air.  The  service  was  followed 
by  a  prayer  meeting,  at  irhich  there  was  a  good  attendance. 

<  At  all  the  evangelistic  meetings,  as  also  at  the  Sabbath  evening 
service,  intimation  was  made  that  Mr.  Squair  and  myself  would  be  veiy 
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happy  to  GODTerse  wiih  any  who  might  wuh  farther  instmciion  in  the 
way  of  BBlration,  vith  a  view  to  their  being  helped  to  decide  for  Chriat, 
and  enjoy  peace  in  Him ;  but  no  anxious  persons  came  voluntarily  forward 
on  any  of  the  evenings.  Close  attention,  however,  was  paid  throughout, 
and  a  fine  feeling  seemed  often  to  pervade  the  meeting.  Opportunity  was 
enjoyed  of  religious  intercourse  with  leveral^very  excellent  people  con- 
nected with  the  congregation,  as  also  of  bringing  the  way  of  salvation  and 
the  true  ground  of  a  sinner's  hope  before  various  parties  outside  the  con- 
gregation, in  private  houses  and  by  the  roadside.  Genuine  interest  seemed 
to  be  felt  in  the  visit,  and  much  kindness  was  shown  the  stranger  both  in 
the  manse  and  by  the  people.  In  a  note  received  from  Mr.  Squair,  he 
says: — "I  hope  that  the  faith  of  some  has  been  strengthened,  and  that 
others  have  been  led  to  inquire  into  their  condition.  I  met  some  who 
were  very  thankful  for  the  meetings  we  held,  as  the  Flyraonth  Brethren 
had,  to  a  certain  extent,  shaken  their  faith."  I  found  that  Pljrmonthists 
from  the  city  of  Aberdeen  had  visited  the  district  some  few  months 
before — remuning  for  at  least  two  months ;  that  while  some  excite- 
ment had  been  created  by  their  visit,  and  individuals  awakened  and 
aroused,  they  had  ofienfflvely  obtruded  and  recklessly  propagated  the 
revolutionary  and  disorganizing  and  erroneous  doctrines  of  their  system-— 
denooncing  a  paid  ministry,  teaching  that  the  true  believer  has  no  sin, 
dispensing  the  Lord's  Supper  in  private  houses,  etc. ;  and  that  they  had 
also  by  their  rude  personal  attacks  excited  a  spirit  of  opposition  against 
religious  aggression  in  general.  It  is  to  this  visit  of  "  the  new  prophets," 
as  they  are  sometimes  called  in  Aberdeenshire,  and  the  influence  excited 
by  them  upon  a  few  in  New  Deer,  that  Mr.  Squair  refers  in  the  words 
quoted  above.  Neither  of  as  ever  referred  to  them  in  any  of  our  public 
addresses,  but  we  could  not  preach  the  truth  without  indirectly  exposing 

In  reporting  to  the  Home  Committee  concerning  the  series  of  meet- 
ings  and  services  at  Crossgates  and  its  vicinity,-  in  July  and  AngOBt  1871, 
the  Bev.  Andrew  Graham  writes : — 

'  '  In  regard  to  the  evangeliatio  services  carried  on  here  under  my 
superintendence  during  most  of  July  and  the  first  week  of  August,  by  the 
Rev,  Mr.  Cameron  of  Newburgh,  and  Mr.  Peter  Williamson,  I  have  to 
report  that  services  were  conducted  in  Crossgates,  Halbeath,  Fordell,  Dom- 
bristle,  Kingseat,  and  Hill  of  Beath  works.  In  alt  these  places,  with  the 
exception  of  the  last,  the  services  extended  over  the  week.  The  weather 
was  not  very  favourable ;  but  when  it  was,  the  meetings  were  held  in  the 
open  air ;  on  other  evenings,  in  the  church  or  school-room,  as  the  case 
might  be.  There  was  also  a  considerable  amount  of  household  visitation 
by  the  agents  during  the  day,  and  sometimes  in  the  evening  also.  Mr. 
'Williamson  reports  to  me,  that  in  Kingseat  he  visited  and  prayed  in 
almost  every  home. 

'  The  meetings,  as  a  whole,  were  pretty  well  attended,  sometimes  as 
many  as  a  hundred  at  the  open-air  meetings.  The  truth,  too,  was  quietly 
listened  to ;  and  our  agents  were  kindly  received,  I  believe,  in  every  in- 
stance, in  visiting  trom  door  to  door. 

'  In  Halbeath,  Mr,  'W^illiamson  says,  that  he  had  a  week  of  good  meet- 
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ings,  and  that  one  man  gave  hopeful  signs.  At  the  open-air  meetings, 
-which  were  large,  some  of  the  Unirersalists  were  shaken.  At  Kingseat 
he  had  considerable  opposition  from  a  Unirersalist  teacher,  but  heard,  on 
good  authority,  that  two  people  had  withdrawn  from  him ;  and  one  man 
and  his  wife  professed  to  be  awakened,  but  they  seemed  very  ignorant, 
and  he  was  doubtful  about  them.  At  Donibristle  he  saw  no  impression 
produced,  but  the  people  were  well  out,  and  attentive.  He  could  only  be 
at  KiDgseat  one  evening,  and  was  much  pleased  with  the  earnest  attendon 
of  the  men.  Mr.  Cameron  gave  me  no  special  report,  but  expressed  him- 
self much  satisfied  with  what  he  had  seen  and  heard. 

'  I  have  never  written  you  before  on  this  matter,  and  I  know  that  we 
are  in  danger  of  cherishing  too  high  hopes  sometimes;  but  I  wish  to  say, 
from  my  experience  for  the  last  two  or  three  years,  that  much  good  has 
attended  these  services.  Church  members  have  been  quickened,  and 
others  have  been  brought  within  the  fold,  whose  lives  for  more  than  two 
years  show  the  genuine  diaracter  of  the  work ;  and  I  cherish  the  hope 
that  good  will  flow  from  onr  late  services  too.  That  such  may  be  the 
case  is  my  earnest  desire  and  prayer.' 

The  Rev.  James  Brown  of  Lochgelly  reports  of  the  services  con- 
ducted by  the  evangelists  in  his  district,  in  October  1871,  in  tlie  follow- 
ing terms : — 

'  The  evangelistic  services  which  have  recently  been  held  in  Lochgelly 
and  neighbooring  villages,  in  connection  with  the  visit  of  Messrs.  Cameron 
and  Williamson,  have  been  attended  with  gratifying  results. 

'  They  were  commenced  in  the  middle  of  September,  and  extended 
over  a  month, — Mr,  Williamson  continuing  with  us  during  the  whole 
period,  while  Mr.  Cameron  left  at  the  close  of  Uie  second  week  to  fulfil 
an  appointment  elsewhere. 

'  With  the  exception  of  two  meetings  held  by  request  at  Cowdenbeath, 
the  services  were  confined  to  Lochgelly  and  the  mining  villages  of  Car- 
denden  and  Cundonald,  situated  near  each  other,  about  two  miles  east  of 
Lochgelly.  A  large  proportion  of  the  population  in  these  two  villages  is 
non-churchgoing.  The  first  week's  labours  were  wholly  devoted  to  them, 
meetings  being  generally  held  in  both  places  each  night ;  while  during  the 
three  subsequent  weeks  occasional  services  were  kept  up.  The  attendance 
was  encouraging,  the  places  of  meeting  being  generally  crowded.  There 
vras  a  willingness  to  hear,  and  deep  earnest  attention  pervaded  the  meet- 
ings. A  considerable  interest  was  excited  in  Dundonald,  espedally  among 
young  men,  several  of  whom  were  roused  to  anxious  inquiry.  That  the 
interest  has  not  subsided  I  had  gratifying  proof  a  few  days  ago;  when 
conducting  a  religious  service  there,  I  found  the  attendance  greater  than 
on  any  previous  occasion. 

'  A  week  of  continuous  meetings  in  LochgeUy  was  announced.  Two 
sets  of  meetings  were  arranged — one  for  young  persons,  and  at  a  later  hour 
one  for  the  general  public.  The  Bev.  Mr.  M'Ainsh  of  the  Free  Church 
cordially  accepted  my  invitation  to  take  part  with  us  in  these  meetings, 
and  allowed  his  name  to  appear  vrith  my  own  in  a  handbill  issued  for  the 
purpose  of  explaining  the  nature  of  the  meetings,  and  inviting  attendance 
on  diem.     8ix  hundred  of  these  handbills,  with  suitable  tracts,  were  dia- 
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tribated  Bmong  the  families  in  Lochgellj  and  Lumphinom.  The  conse- 
qnenoe  ttiu,  we  bad  good  meetings  from  the  beginning.  The  attendance 
grew,  and  the  injerest  mnnifeated  deepened  so  much  that  the  meetings 
were  continued  a  second  week.  There  were  from  150  to  250  present  at 
(he  meetings  for  jouiig  people,  which  were  conducted  verj  muoli  after  the 
model  of  the  Glasgow  Foundry  Boys  Society's  services.  We  used  their 
cotnpilatioa  of  hymns  at  both  meetings,  of  which  upwards  of  400  copies 
Meie  disposed  of.  The  children  soon  learned  the  melodies,  and  sang  them 
with  much  heart.  The  interest  they  felt  in  the  meeting  did  much  to  draw 
parents  and  others  to  the  second  meeting  for  grown-up  persons.  The 
bulk  of  the  audience  consisted  of  members  and  adherents  of  the  varions 
churches:  Still,  there  were  a  few  induced  to  come  who  belonged  to  no 
choTch.  A  number  of  professing  Christian  people  were  stirred  and 
strengthened.  ■  Numbers  of  yonng  people  remained  for  anxious  inquiry. 
A  few  who  were  Uring  a  careless  life  profess  to  have  felt  the  truth  in  iu 
power,  and  have  begun  to  wait  npon  the  ordinances,  to  conduct  family 
Worship,  and  in  other  ways  to  testify  to  the  genuineness  of  their  change. 

'  For  obvious  reasons  I  cannot  go  into  details  in  a  report  which  may 
be  made  public  Gratifying  as  have  been  the  results  that  have  already 
shown  themselves,  I  look  forward  hopefully  to  other  results  equally  grati- 
fying appearing  by  and  by,  which  we  may  recognise  as  the  harvest  of  the 
aj^undant  sowing  of  the  good  seed  during  the  month's  special  Ubonrs. 

'  I  think  if  proper  to  state,  tliat  since  our  evangelistic  effort  of  last 
year  a  prayer  meeting  has  been  regularly  kept  up  at  Cardenden,  and  that 
a  fortnightly  religtqus  service  has  been  conducted  by  the.  Rev,  Mr.  M'Alnsb 
and  myself  throughout  the  year.  Also,  when  recently  examining  a  very 
promising  applicant  for  church  membership,  he  told  me  that  it  was  in 
"connection  with  one  of  the  out-door  services  conducted  last  year  by  the 
Bev.  Joseph  Hay  of  Lethendy  and  Mr  Williamson  he  was  led  to  close  with 
Christ  as  his  Saviour.  It  was  at  that  time  he  began  regular  ntteudance 
on  my  ministry,  and  his  whole  bearing  is  in  keepmg  with  his  profession, 

'The  services  of  Mr.  Cameron  and  Mr.  Williamson  were  much  appre- 
ciated. Tbey  were  largely  aided  by  occasional  help  from-  Itev.  Mr. 
M'Ainsh  and  others,  who  gave  addresses,  while  I  found  it  a  privilege  and 
delight  to  be  present  and  take  part  in  the  meetings  every  night  I  was  at 
home  daring  the  month.  It  was  owing  to  this  we  were  able  to  carry  on 
meetings  from  time  to  time  in  Cardenden  and  Dundonald,  even  during  the 
fortnight  we  were  holding  the  two  sets  of  continuous  meetings  in  Loch- 
gelly.  It  b  with  deep  gratitude  to  Him  whose  blessing  we  have  so  largely 
enjoyed  at  the  meetings  that  I  now  lay  this  report  before  you.' 

The  Home  Colnmiltee>  having  complied  ■with  a  request  that  an  evan- 
gelist sliotild  be  sent  to  Oakley  and  Camock,  have  received  the  following 
report  of  the  labours  of  Mr.  W.  Murray  in  that  district  from  Mr.  D. 
Dewar,  land  agent,  who  ia  connected  with  the  Free  Clmrch  of  Scotland: — 

*  Mr.  Murray  arrived  here  on  Saturday,  the  2d  December  1871,  and 
held  his  firat  meeting  on  the  following  Sabbath  evening,  along  with  Mr. 
James  Adams,  evangelist  in  Camock  Free  Church,  who  laboured  with  hiin 
at  the  same  place  from  the  3d  to  the  9th  December.  From  the  9th  to  the 
16th,  Messrs.  Murray  and  Adams  held  meetings  separately  and  alternately 
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ht  Oakley  find  Cartiock.  From  Ihe  17th  to  the  30th,  Mr.  Marraj  held 
lerrioes  alone  at  Oabley ;  by  Trhich  time  it  was  deemed  prudent  ta  discoa- 
tinue  them  in  oonaequenee  of  atnall-pox  and  measles  being  preyalent  in 
that  district.  On  the  evenings  of  the  Slst,  22d,  and  24th,  Mt.  Murray 
held  meetings  agoiil  at  Cartiock.  During  the  whole  time,  IS  meetings 
have  beeti  held  by  Mr.  Murray,  with  much  Tisiting  from  house  to  house. 
The  gospel  has  been  plainly  and  faithfully  proclaimed,  though  not  to  a 
very  numerous  audience  at  once,  yet  to  very  attentive  hearers,  In  all, 
perhaps  from  350  to  4D0  aouls  have  been  preached  to,  much  to  the  com- 
fort and  spiritual  benefit  of  the  Lord's  people,  and  the  hopeful  conversion 
of  two  men,  who  are  still  giving  evidence  of  a  real  change ;  as  also  to  the 
partial  conviction  of  others  who  have  heard  the  truth  as  they  have  never 
done  before.  The  "  day  "  only  shall  decide  what  real  good  has  been  done 
through  these  meetings.  For  my  own  part,  I  am  feeling  satisfied  that  the 
Word  so  fully  and  fiuthfully  dedared  will  not  return  void.' 

The  Rev.  Robert  Niven,  of  Maryhill  congregation,  Glasgow,  bas 
sent  a  brief  report  of  tbe  eTangelistic  services  conducted  under  his 
supeiintendetice  at  Maryhtll,  in  December  last.    He  Writes  as  follows: — 

'  There  were  13  meetings,  including  3  on  Sabbath.  The  whole  borgh, 
with  much  of  the  ne^hbourhood,  was  divided  into  2  8  districts,  having  some 
score  of  families  in  each ;  1400  suitable  tracts  and  150  small  books  were 
given  over  to  elders  and  others  to  be  distributed  throughout  the  houses 
visited,  and  the  inmates  apprised  of  the  services  and  times  of  meeting. 
Close  upon  800  households  had  persooal  visits  of  mimster  and  evangelist, 
who  held  10  kitchen  meetings,  chiefly  before  leaving  the  people  who  were 
called  upon.  Two,  and  sometimes  three,  visits  were  made  in  tbe  same 
localities  on  as  many  consecutive  days.  Tliis  part  of  the  work  appeared 
to  be  as  extensive,  and  as  discreetly  managed,  as  on  any  previous  similar 
occasion,_in  the  attempt  to  quicken  everybody's  attention  to  the  salvation 
of  the  souL  The  reception,  too,  was  as  discreetly  given  even  on  the  part 
of  Homan  Catholics,  of  whom  Mr.  Williamson  only  had  to  complain. 
He  has  proved  himself  a  workman  that  needech  not  to  be  ashamed 
of  hb  familiar  address  atid  pointed  exposure  of  the  sinner's  refuges 
of  lies,  viz.  self-righteotisness  and  unbelief;  but  perhaps  he  lacked 
greater  breadth  and  'Variety  of  topics  bearing  upon  the  fulness  of  Christ 
and  tbe  experience  of  salvation,  tending  to  show  hoW  all  human  wants  end 
aspirations,  deep  down  in  the  soul,  can  be  supplied,  and  are  alone  met  in 
the  fulness  of  Christ.  The  ministers  who  assistedj  and  utiofEcial  brethren, 
were  mostly  choice  and  effective,  nor  least  as  respects  the  young.  Yet 
alas  I  the  turnout  was  never  large,  nor  the  audiences  tnore  moved  than 
ordinary  or  marked  attention  presents.  No  requests  for  prayer ;  none 
made  use  of  the  opportunities  given  for  private  conference  at  the  close; 
none  (a  few  excepted)  invited  individual  visits  at  their  homes.  Two 
mothers,  who  came  together,  were  hopefully  anxious.  It  was  reUeving 
to  see  new  faces  every  night,  many  of  them  mothers,  in  pairs  often,  who 
seemed  to  have  come  from  amidst  {iressing  domestic  calls  "  to  abide  by 
the  stuff."  Only  a  sprinkUng  of  the  churchless  were  noticed,  and  these  did 
not  attend  often.  Ho  elder  from  the  Established  Chtiroh  made  an  appear- 
taoe ;  bat  several  came  from  the  Free  Church,  who  mostlr  prayed,  while 
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one  exhorted.  This  was  calcalated  to  provoke  our  own  zeal,  particularly 
during  the  second  week,  when,  save  on  one  week-nigbt,  the  sessioD-hoiue 
amply  accommodated  those  who  came.  The  fortnight  just  over  was  later 
in  the  season  than  at  any  former  time,  save  that  of  the  Evangelical 
Alliance  week  of  prayer  that  is  held  now,  more  or  less,  over  the  world. 
Our  place  of  worship  was  well  heated,  upon  the  wboie,  at  no  small  expense 
of  gas,  and  fuel,  and  laboor ;  nor  was  there  any  general  complaint  of  the 
present  cold  Is  there  not  a  cause  deeper  seated  than  what  relates  to  the 
world  of  sense,  which  seldom  keeps  man  from  a  way  which  he  has  a  will 
to  take  ?  "  Let  ua  search  and  try  our  ways,  and  turn  again  unto  the 
Lord.  Let  us  lif^  up  our  heart  tmto  God  in  the  heavens.  We  have  trans- 
gressed, and  have  rebelled :  thou  hast  not  pardoned."  "  I  have  not 
refrained  my  lips,  O  Lord,  Thou  knowest"  (Pa.  xl.  9).  The  Bedeemer 
of  men,  of  whom  this  psalm  was  prophetic,  did  not  weary  of  taking  hold 
upon  God  to  save  us,  when,  "  in  the  days  of  His  flesh,  He  offered  up 
prayers  and  supplications,  with  strong  crying  and  tears,  unto  Him  that  was 
able  to  save  Hira  from  death,  and  was  heard  in  that  He  feared."  Oh ! 
what  motives  have  we  to  learn  to  be  "  instant  in  prayer,"  and  persistent 
in  that  work  which  believing  prayer  begets,  and  whereby  God  is  to  move 
the  world  to  seek  after  Godl' 

Tbfl  Bev.  Robert  Gibsoo  of  the  East  Church,  Partick,  in  coonectioD 
with  whose  congregation  evangelistic  worl^  has  been  carried  on  at  differ- 
ent periods  during  the  year  with  most  encouraging  results,  thus  reports 
concerning  a  series  of  meetings  which  were  held  in  the  montli  of  August 
1871:— 

'  I  hereby  submit  a  brief  account  of  our  evangelistic  meetings  at  Partick. 
These  meetings  were  commenced  on  Sabbath,  the  13th  August,  and  con- 
tinued nightly  in  the  church  for  three  weeks.  Before  commencmg  them, 
I  was  anxious  to  visit  and  have  a  word  with  all  the  people  in  the  district 
for  whom  they  were  specially  intended ;  but  fiuding  this  impos^ble,  I 
prepared  a  short  tract,  and  also  a  circular  in  the  form  of  a  letter  from 
myself,  which  were  distributed  over  the  locality,  and  doubtless  bad  the 
effect  of  Inoreajiing  our  attendance.  I  was  able  to  organize  125  volunteers 
of  my  own  congregation  to  co-operate  with  me  in  the  work,  who  rendered 
valuable  assistance  in  the  way  of  tract  distribution  and  household  visitation, 
and  in  bringing  people  out  to  the  meetings.  During  these  special  services 
about  21,000  tracts  and  circulars,  besides  little  books  for  the  anxio^is, 
have  been  distributed  among  the  people.  Ihe  meetings  were  well  attended. 
We  had  an  average  of  390  nightly,  or  a  total  attendance  of  about  7000 
during  the  three  weeks  ;  a  considerable  proportion  of  whom  were  persona 
who  have  no  connection  with  any  church.  Half  an  hour  before  the  pubhc 
meeting  commenced  in  the  church,  a  number  of  those  co-operating  with 
me  met  nightly  in  the  hall  adjoining,  to  plead  with  God  in  prayer  for  a 
blessmg  on  the  evening's  services.  In  conducting  the  meetings,  I  was 
efficientiy  assisted  by  Mr.  William  Uurray,  evangelist,  and  several  mini- 
sters and  laymen.  An  opportunity  was  given  nightly,  to  any  who  were 
anxious,  to  meet  phe  evangelist  or  myself  in  the  session-bouse  for  more 
private  dealing.     Almost  every  night,  at  the  close  of  the  meeting,  we  found 
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persons  there  waiting  for  us  in  concern  about  salvation,  and  desiting 
special  prayer  and  direction;  During  the  three  weeks  I  conversed  vith 
34  persons  who  were  awnkened  to  concern,  at  least  six  of  whom,  I  believe, 
have  been  truly  converted  to  God.  I  am  persuaded  that  more  good  has 
been  accomplished  by  this  special  effort  than  at  present  appears ;  but  this 
much  is  manifest,  that  God  has  owned  and  blessed  it,  to  the  conversion  of 
a  few,  to  the  awakening  of  several,  and  to  the  retret^iing  and  reviving  of 
many  of  my  congregation.' 

Some  of  the  Synod's  agents  have  been  employed  in  the  mining  dis* 
ti  ict  around  Braehead  and  Forth,  under  the  superintendence  of  the  Kev. 
.\lexander  Banks,  M.A.,  during  the  past  year,  and  the  following  extracts 
from  the  reports  by  Mr.  Banks  will  exliibit  the  natare  and  results  of  the 
work  performed,  under  his  direction,  by  Messrs.  Murray  and  Dalziel : — 

'  Herewith  I  send  a  brief  report  of  the  labours  of  Mr.  James  Murray, 
evangelistic  agent,  whilst  in  this  district.  He  came  17th  June ;  left  80th 
October. 

'  Every  Sabbath  at  mid-day  he  held  a  service  in  the  school-room  at 
Forth.  On  the  Sabbath  evenings  there  were  services  at  Forth  and  Brae- 
head. He  and  I  conducted  these  meetings  alternately.  Numbers  in  the 
meeting  in  the  forenoon  at  Forth,  from  40  to  55 ;  in  the  evening,  from  SO 
to  60 ; — at  Braehead,  from  40  to  70,  usually  nearer  the  latter  than  the 
former.  The  attention  always  good,  and  the  services  for  the  most  part 
refreshing. 

'  On  Monday  evenings  he  held  a  cottage-meeting  in  the  New  Row, 
Forth,  moderately  attended,  I  understand.  A  number  of  professed  con- 
verts tliere  have  been  for  some  time  in  the  shade.  On  Tuesday  evening 
he  was  always  with  me  in  Braehead  ;  had  the  meeting  a  good  deal  to  him- 
self, owing  to  my  being  from  home  and  having  other  engagements,  such  as 
marrittges,  baptisms,  visitations  in  the  country.  Prom  80  to  40  usually 
attended  this  meeting,  but  during  the  harvest  the  number  was  about  2S. 
This  has  been  a  pleasant  meeting.     God  seemed  to  be  present 

'  On  Wednesday  he  held  a  prayer  meeting  in  the  school-room,  Forth, 
This  has  been  the  smallest  of  the  meetings  held.  On  Thursdays  I  think 
there  was  a  cottage -meeting  occasionally  in  a  row  above  Forth,  and  on 
Saturday  evening  a  meeting  with  God's  people  in  Forth  for  prayer. 

'  House-to-house  visitation  by  those  attending  our  meetings,  and  of  the 
non-church  going,  was  also  weekly  attended  to  by  Mr.  Murray  in  Forth. 
For  a  number  of  days  Mr.  Murray  and  I  visited  from  house  to  house  in 
Braehead,  but  had  to  desist  on  account  of  harvest  operations.  We  were 
kindly  enough  received,  sowed  the  seed,  and  commended  the  people  to 
God  in  prayer,  and  left  it  with  the  Master  to  succeed  our  labours  as  He 
saw  best. 

'  For  four  nights  we  had  special  meetings  in  Forth,  beginning  with 
the  evening  of  the  Srd  Sabbath  of  September.  These  meetings  were  all 
extra  good  in  point  of  numbers ;  great  attention  was  given  and  great 
seriousness  was  manifested.  My  brother  was  with  us,  and  took  a  principal 
part,  and  was  very  much  helped.  He  spoke  with  as  much  ease  and  power 
M I  have  almost  ever  beard  him,  though  he  may  have  suffered  nnce. 
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*Last  night  concluded  a  fortnight's  sped&l  leirioes  between  Braehead 
and  Forth — cot  so  largQ  in  numbera  as  the  previous  meetings,  but  not 
beneath  tlient  in  point  of  spirit  I  was  present  at  a  good  number  of  these 
meetings.  Mr.  Dalziel  took  the  leading  part,  and  I  am  ^ad  to  say  was 
much  appreciated. 

'  During  the  week  of  meeting!  in  Braehead,  Messrs.  Murray  and  Dalziel 
Tisita4  from  house  to  house,  and  conversed  with  the  people.  Probably 
they  had  been  dealing  Tery  seriously  with  many,  as  a  hue-and-cry  was 
raised  last  week  that  the  evangelists  were  cODsigning  them  all  to  endless 
woe.  Mr.  Murray  was  iu  Braehead  last  night,  and  had,  I  understand,  a 
large  and  at  the  same  time  interesting  meeting.  I  was  at  Muldrim  Moor 
preaching,  six  miles  distant 

'  Mr.  James  Murray  has  made  very  great  progress  since  he  was  here 
last  year.  All  felt  it.  He  is  warm-hearted,  faithful,  and  laborious,  and 
I  believe  his  labours  whilst  here  have  been  blessed,  specially  in  the  help- 
ing of  the  young  converts,  and  the  endeavour  to  recover  some  lapsed  ones. 

'  Since  the  Messrs,  Murray  were  here  last  year,  those  who  made  a 
profession  of  having  undergone  a  saving  change  through  their  instru- 
mentality, I  am  glad  to  say,  have  held  on  calmly,  steadily,  and  progress- 
ingly.  lliose  tinged  with  baptist  and  perfectionist  views  who  companied 
with  us  have  almost  all  fallen  away  from  fellowship  with  us  in  worship 
and  Christian  service.' 

Of  other  tneetinga  and  servjces  conducted  by  Mr.  Williamson  and  Mr. 
John  Colville,  yr.,  at  ©raehead  and  Forth  during  tlie  first  four  months 
of  the  year  1871,  the  Rev.  Alexander  Banks,  M.A.,  has  Eopplied  the 
following  report : — 

'  Mr.  Williamson  arrived  at  the  Braehead  United  Presbyterian  manse 
on  the  evening  of  the  11th  January  last.  There  was  a  gentleman  from 
Glasgow  with  us  on  the  occasion.  The  short  conversation  we  had  with 
Mr.  Williamson  that  evening  impressed  us  both  very  favourably  about  him, 
as  a  man  of  sound  views,  good  sense,  and  a  considerable  adaptation  for  the 
work.  The  time  he  has  been  with  us  has  served  abundantly  to  satisfy  us 
that  our  first  impres^ns  were  correct. 

'  The  day  after  he  arrived,  Mr.  Williamson  went  over  to  Forth,  where 
be  took  up  his  quarters  and  commenced  operations.  -  His  regular  services 
were  the  following: — Held  a  service  at  Forth  at  midday  every  Sabbatli, 
Conducted  another  in  the  evening,  alternating  with  myself,  at  Forth  and 
Braehead.  On  Monday  evening  had  a  kitchen-meeting  in  what  is  called 
the  New  Bow  In  Forth.  On  Tuesday  evening  was  usually  at  Braehead 
prayer  meeting,  and  gave  an  address.  On  Wednesday  evening  con- 
ducted the  Bible  class  and  prayer  meeting  at  Forth.  Oa  Thursday  even- 
ing held  a  kitchen  meeting  at  Hailstone  Green,  Forth ;  and  on  Friday 
evening  held  a  meeting  in  such  houses  in  the  village  as  was  deemed  meet. 
On  Saturday  evening  frequently  met  in  privste  for  prayer  with  those 
interested  in  the  work.  The  attendance  at  midday  service  at  Forth 
ranged  from  40  to  66,  or  thereby;  in  the  evening,  from  60  to  86 — occamon- 
ally  over  100,  but  not  often.  Braehead  evening  service,  60  to  100.  New 
Bow  Monday  meeting,  SO  to  40.  Braehead  prayer  meeting,  60  to  60. 
Forth  prayer  meeting,  16  to  80.    Hailstone  Green  meeting,  SO  to  SO. 
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.  Friday  meetiog  something  BunilBr.  Ylaited  from  boius  to  house  in  Forth 
those  attending  and  the  non-churchgoing,  as  time,  strength)  and  other 
engagements  permitted.  Visited  for  one  or  two  days  a  week,  in  company 
with  myself,  most  of  the  houses  in  Braehead,  Forth,  Stobi{rood,  and  Hay- 
wood. Bead,  spoke,  and  prayed  in  every  house,  the  one  taking  the  one 
part  of  the  service  and  the  other  the  other.  Twelve  houses  oi  thereby  for 
the  most  part  served  us,  as  there  were  meetings  in  the  evening.  We  were 
well  received  ;  the  people  were  all  respectful,  if  not  grateful. 

'  Mr.  Williamson  was  well  liked  by  all  classes.  The  Christians 
attending  the  meetings  expressed  themselves  not  only  pleased,  but 
profited.  A  few,  but  not  many,  careless  persons  have  coma  oi^t  to  the 
meetings  during  this  period.  Sometimes  favourable  impressions  were 
produced;  but  I  am  not  aware  of  any  who  have  given  evidence  of  a 
saving  change.  A  number,  too,  of  those  previously  prafewing  to  have 
received  advantage  have  been  misbehaving.  AJr.  Williamson,  «t  the  very 
time  that  Mr.  Colville  came  to  visit  us,  broke  down,  and  was  away  from 
five  to  six  weeks.  Since  he  returned  be  was  desired  to  take  the  work 
easier,  which  I  think  he  will  have  been  obhged  to  do.  He  leaves  with 
the  best  wishes  of  the  Lord's  people  here  for  his  welfare  and  success. 
The  people  had  a  tea  meeting  last  night  to  show  their  regard  for  him.  I 
was  not  present,  being  from  home,  and  having  been  detained  beyond  the 
Ume  of  the  train  with  which  I  had  intended  to  travel  to  get  here.  I 
personally  enjoyed  Mr.  Williamson's  company  and  labours  very  much. 

'  Mr.  John  Colville  was  here  for  eight  days,  had  a  number  of  good 
meetings,  visited  a  good  deal  from  house  to  house,  specially  in  Haywood, 
dealt  very  earnestly  with  souls ;  and  if  he  did  not  get  jery  many  to 
•ay  that  they  were  enabled  to  believe,  he  caused  numbers  of  professed 
christians  to  confess  that  they  had  not  yet  undergone  the  great  change. 
His  heart  is  most  thoroughly  in  his  work,  and  he  ardently  desires  Uie 
conversion  of  souls  to  God.' 

At  the  request  of  tlie  Presbytery  of  Dnndee,  a  senes  of  meetings 
were  conducted  in  that  town  by  the  Eev.  A.  Welch  of  Kincardine,  and 
by  Mr.  David  Cameron,  in  tlie  month  of  August  1871 ;  and  of  these 
meetings  we  subjoin  tlie  following  report  by  Mr.  Welch  : — 

'I  laboured  along  with  Mr.  Cameron  from  the  date  of  my  arrival  in 
Dundee  till  the  25th  August,  in  connection  with  Dr.  M'Gavin'a  mission. 
It  had  been  recommended  by  the  Presbytery  that  our  services  should  be 
divided  equally  between  this  district  and  Lochee.  Mr.  Connel  had,  however, 
madeno  arrangements  for  us.  There  was  no  missionary  to  aid  us,  and  it  was 
felt  that  our  efforts  there  would  have  been  very  much  a  failure.  The  plan 
of  our  operations  was  this :  We  had  an  open-air  meeting  at  West  Port,  in 
the  neighbourhood  of  Dr.  M'Gavin's  Mission  Station  in  Tay  Street  That 
meeting  began  at  half-past  seven  o'clock  in  the  evening  and  continued 
*  till  eight.  Then  we  invited  those  present  to  follow  us  to  the  Mission 
Hall.  There  we  held  a  meeting,  which  lasted  till  a  few  minutes  past  nine 
generally.  Then  we  invited  the  anxious  to  remain  for  conversation, 
closing  usually  about  half-past  nine. 

'The  open-air  meetings  were  in  general  well  attended,  and  our  audiences 
were,  on  the  whole,  attentive.    I  understand  that  we  are  the  only  parties 
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who  have  been  permitted  tti  preach  in  that  diitrict  so  long.  The  Romaa 
Catholics  have  usnallj  dispersed  the  meeliDgs,  baC  Dr.  M'Gavin  had 
intimated  to  the  Superintendent  of  Police  that  if  we  were  distorbed  he 
wonld  enforce  hu  rights.  Thia  seems  to  have  had  a  most  solataiy  in- 
fluence. We  sometimes  had  a  tittle  opposition,  bat  no  more  than  was 
just  necessary  to  develope  our  courage.  Penonidij,  I  rather  liked  a 
little.  It  seemed  to  me  an  evidence  that  good  was  being  done.  I  enter- 
tain a  very  high  idea  of  the  moral  and  spiritual  results  of  onr  open-air 
meetings.  I  cannot  doabt  that  the  fruit  will  be  found  many  days  hencse; 
and  it  is  to  me  a  great  consolation  that  Dr.  M'Gavin  has  an  excellent 
missionary,  able  to  reap  the  fruits  of  out  labours.  Mis  opinion  was,  that 
our  services  in  the  West  Fort  were  as  most  precious  gold.  The  only 
thing  I  regret  is,  that  we  could  be  so  short  a  time  in  the  district, 

'Our  first  meeting  in  the  Mission  Hall,  Tay  Street, — that  is,  onr  meeting 
between  8  and  9, — was  usually  attended  by  between  150  and  200  people. 
The  attendance  Icept  up  well,  and,  indeed,  improved  the  second  week. 
Dr.  M'G&vin  has  a  number  of  earnest  co-workers  in  his  mission  field. 
The  unanimous  regret  was,  that  the  meetings  were  not  continued  longer. 
At  onr  inquiry-meeting  we  had  s&reral  anxious  ones  every  evening.  We 
kept  no  record  of  those  who  professed  to  find  peace,  but  their  number 
was  considerable..  Altogether,  I  look  back  npon  our  l^boors  in  coa- 
nection  with  Dr.  M'Gavin's  mission  with  great  pleasure,  and  with  the 
feeUng  that  we  did  not  spend  our  strength  in  vain. 

'We  began  our  labours  in  connection  with  Mr.  Brand's  misnon  on  the 
evening  of  Sabbath  the  27th,  The  missionary  had  intimated  our  coming. 
The  Mission  Hall,  which  is  situated  in  William  Street,  off  King  Street,  is 
small  and  not  very  suitable — it  will  not  hold  more  than  a  hundred 
people.  It  was  usually  pretty  well  filled.  We  conducted  operations 
exactly  as  we  did  in  connection  with  Dr.  M'Gavin's  mission.  William 
Street  is  a  steep  lane  :  the  Mission  Hall  is  at  the  elevated  end.  We  took 
our  position  at  the  door,  and  spoke  down  the  street.  We  were  heard  to 
the  foot  of  the  street.  People  listened  to  us  at  their  open  windows,  at  the 
doors,  and  down  two  sides  of  the  street.  I  did  not  get  so  well  acquainted 
with  the  people  here,  as  I  could  not  remiun  with  them  af^er  the  30th. 
But,  if  we  may  judge  from  the  attention  given  to  our  message  by  the 
people  when  we  spoke  in  the  open  air,  these  services  were  much  blessed. 
Our  inquiry-meetings  here  were  most  successfuL  The  excellent  missionary 
of  the  district  had  not  seen  his  way  to  begin  this  part  of  the  work.  Ue 
had  for  long  been  wishing  such  evangelistic  meetings.  He  knew  the 
field  was  ripe.  The  result  proved  bis  view  was  correct  Several,  I 
humbly  hope,  were  brought  to  Christ.  The  missionary  felt  that  this  was 
an  excellent  start,  which  would  enable  him  henceforward  to  pursue  ha 
labours  with  more  comfort  and  success.  I  left  Mr,  Cameron  in  this  dis- 
trict. The  want  of  understanding  in  connection  with  the  Presbytery's 
arrangements,  I  believe,  prevented  Mr.  Brand  from  soliciting  from  the 
Board  further  services,  but  I  know  both  he  and  his  missionary  earnestly 
desired  them.  And,  oh,  siirely  such  services  are  much  needed  in  Dundee ! 
But  I  was  struck  with  the  earnest  manner  in  which  our  labours  were  always 
received.  Every  one  felt  that  a  fine  spirit  pervaded  oil  our  meetings. 
There  Is  a  fine  field  for  labour  in  the  two  districts  in  which  our  efforts 
were  put  forth.' 
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Mr.  Andrew  Hunter,  mlssionaiy  of  Berkelejr  Street  congregation, 
Glasgow,  has  furnished  the  following  statement  io  reference  to  the 
meetings  held  in  his  mission  district  by  Mr.  Gallacher,  early  in  the 
year  1871  :— 

'In  connection  wiLh  the  spedal  meetings  held  in  the  Berkeley  Street 
Mission  Hall,  I  quote  the  following  from  my  "  Journal :" — "  Though  not  so 
well  attended  as  we  could  have  wished,  still  there  was  always  a  good  num- 
ber of  people  present  during  the  week,  aud  a  considerable  audience  on 
the  Sabbath  evening.  Meetings  were  also  held  in  the  open  air,  which  were 
often  attended  by  a  large  crowd  of  stragglers,  who  might  otherwise  never 
have  heard  the  gospel.  Some,  attracted  by  what  they  had  heard  outside, 
came  to  the  Mission  Hall,  and  were  so  impressed  with  the  services  that 
they  could  not  go  away  till  their  doubts  and  difficulties  about  salvation 
were  removed.  Every  night  some  remained  behind  to  ask  the  way  of 
salvation ;  every  night  the  Lord's  own  children  were  quickened  and  revived, 
and  sent  forth  with  strengthened  faith  and  love ;  every  night  we  had  soma 
present  for  the  first  time  who  had  either  seldom  heard  the  gospel  or  scarcely 
knew  what  it  meant,  but  who  were  deeply  impressed  as  they  listened  to 
the  "  tidings  of  joy  which  are  for  all  people."  And  on  several  occasions 
there  were  those  who  had  backslidden,  but  who^  when  passing  by  and 
hearing  the  words  they  loved  of  old,  turned  back  from  their  evil  ways, 
and  made  humble  confession  of  the  past  and  holy  resolutions  for  the  future. 
One  of  these,  an  interesting  youth,  but  slightly  under  the  influence  of 
liquor,  had  greatly  annoyed  the  open-air  meeting.  He  was  induced  to 
come  to  the  hall.  He  sat  there  andlistenedinasober,  well-behaved  manner, 
was  deeply  impressed  with  a  sense  of  his  errors,  remained  behind  to  be 
spoken  to,  often  came  back  to  the  otl^er  meetings,  and,  so  far  aa  we  can 
judge,  has  returned  to  the  Father  from  whom  as  a  backsliding  son  be  had 
strayed.  Several  of  those  who  were  anxious  professed  to  have  found 
peace.  Some  of  them  were  in  deep  conviction,  weeping  bitterly  under  a 
sense  of  sin ;  coming  night  nl^er  night  to  the  meeting  with  burdened 
hearts,  aud  going  away  but  little  relieved,  until  at  last  they  saw  the  truth, 
embraced  the  Savioor,  and  experienced  His  living  and  gladdening  influence 
on  their  once  sad  but  now  rejoicing  hearts.  Altogether  the  meetings  were 
a  source  of  blessing  to  many,  leaving  behind  them  blessed  fruits  which  I 
trust  will  long  remmn,  and  exerting  a  spiritualizing  influence  which  I  hope 
will  continue  to  permeate  our  hearts,  and  send  us  on  triifiuphantly  through 
all  the  days  and  duties  of  the  year.' 

The  Rev.  William  Clark,  nnder  whose  snperintendence  Mr.  "William- 
son conducted  evangelistic  services  at  Barrhead  and  neighbonrhood,  in 
the  montli  of  June  last,  has  reported  as  follows : — 

'  I  am  not.sure  that  I  could  add  anythmg  of  importance  to  the  state- 
ment contained  in  my  former  letter  with  regard  to  Uie  evangelisdc  meet- 
ings held  here  during  the  last  week  of  June  and  the  first  week  of  July. 
I  may  say,  however,  that  the  meetings  were  held  every  night  while  Mr. 
Williamson  was  with  us,  and  that  on  one  of  the  days  an  additional  meeting 
was  held  in  the  forenoon  with  the  young. 

'  Secondly,  The  meetings  were  well  attended,  especially  by  those  "  of 
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the  light  aoTt,"  aa  Ux,.Williunson  called  them,  that  is,  the  noa-ohurch- 
goiog  clftsfl. 

'  Thirdly,  Mr.  Williusson  visited  a  good  deal  daring  ike  day  in  the 
neighbourhood  of  the  places  of  meeting.  One  of  my  members,  a  Christian 
woman  in  feeble  health,  was  this  week  speaking  of  the  visit  .which  he 
paid  her  as  he  proeeeded  from  door  to  door,  arid  in  such  a  way  as  to 
show  that  she  appreciated  and  enjoyed  it  much. 

'  Fourthly,  Much  interest  was  evidently  excited  in  the  meetings. 
Many  vrere  conversed  with  individually;  five  men,  for  example,  one 
evening,  ia  a  hamlet  belonging  to  Barrhead,  where  I  have  preai^ed  the 
gospel  Once  at  least  every  year  during  my  ministry,  but  where  no  one 
ever  waited  to  be  conversed  with  before. 

'Fifthly,    In  regard   to   a  few  I   have   some   hope   of    permanent 


The  Rev.  Thomas  Campbell  of  West  Hartlepool,  in  the  Presbytery 
of  Newcastle,  has  famished  the  subjoined  report  of  evangelistic 
meetinga  and  serriceB  conducted  ia  connection  with  his  congregatioD, 
by  the  Rev.  George  Bell,  Newcastle  : — 

'  Evangelistic  services  were  held  here  on  three  week-evenings,  the 
5th,  6th,  and  7th  inst,  and  on  the  Sabbath  following,  and  were  conducted 
chiefly  by  the  Rev.  George  Bell  of  Newcastle,  assisted  by  the  minister 
of  the  congregatJoD.  The  attendance  on  the  week-evening  meetings  was 
excellent,  especially  considering  that  the  congregation  consists  exclusively 
of  the  working  classes,  and  that,  through  an  extra  pressure  of  work,  some 
who  would  gladly  have  been  there  were  compelled  to  be  absent.  The 
feeling  that  pervaded  the  meetings  was  of  a  very  pleasing  character ;  for 
it  was  impossible  not  to  notice  an  aspect  of  solemn  and  earnest  attention 
among  the  whole  audience  on  each  occssion.  On  Sabbath  momiog  the 
attendance  was  exceUent,  notwithstanding  that  the  weather  was  exces- 
sively stormy  ;  and  in  the  evening  the  church  was  exceedingly  well  filled. 
As  to  results,  whilst  meantime  known  oases  of  individual  conversion 
caanot  be  spoken  of,  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  general  injlueiux  of 
the  services  has  been  of  the  best  possible  kind.  Since  the  services  have 
been  held,  a  very  marked  improvement  has  taken  place  in  the  attendance 
on  the  weekly  prayer  meeting ;  and  the  attendance  of  members  at  the 
Lord's  Supper  yesterday  (July  30th)  was  the  largest  that  has  been  on  such 
an  occasion  for  a  number  of  years.  Whilst  these  latter  results  may  in 
part  have  followed  exhortations  addressed  to  the  congregation  since  the 
services  were  held,  they  are  undoubtedly  due  in  large  measure,  under  the 
influence  of  the  divine  Spirit,  to  the  earnest  and  stirring  words  of  the 
Eev.  George  Bell.  Altogether,  the  tone  of  the  meetings  here,  and  the 
general  impression  produced  by  them,  have  been  such  as  serve  to  show 
that  tlie  "  Evangelistic  movement"  of  our  Church  is  much  fitted,  by  the 
divine  blessing,  both  to  bring  honour  to  the  Bedeemw  and  good  to 
souls.' 
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The  Rev.  J.  M,  Enkine  of  Burghead  having  heen  employed  ia 
evangelistic  work  at  Bow,  near  London,  in  connection  with  the  con- 
gregation there,  in  September  1871,  reports  as  follows : — , 

'1  arrired  here  on  the  1st  September,  and  same  day  called  to  see 
Mr.  Seager.  Having  learned  tbat  the  Sabbath  school  was  not  in  a  satis- 
factory state,  I  went  on  Sabbath,  at  the  hour  of  meeting,  to  see  tlie  work- 
ing of  it  till  through  ;  took  charge  of  a  class ;  then  gave  a  short  address; 
and  presided  at  the  teachers'  monthly  prayer  meeting.  There  were  not 
so  many  children  present  as  I  had  been  led  to  expect  (120  to  130)  ;  but 
there  were  not  half  enough  of  teachers,  and  those  who  came  had  no  system. 
The  superintendent  was  not  present ;  he  seldom  is,  having  removed  a  long 
distance  from  the  church,  and  he  only  waits  for  another  to  take  his  place. 

'  Last  Sabbath  afternoon,  I  conducted  a  special  service  for  the  children ; 
there  would  be  about  150  present.  Their  behaviour  indicated  a  want  of 
organization  aod  control ;  but  they  were  £ne,  in telli gent-looking  children, 
affording  a  golden  opportunity  for  usefulness.  It  is  confidently  believed 
that,  with  an  efficient  etaS  of  teachers,  the  number  attending  the  Sabbath 
school  would  be  greatly  increased. 

'  With  regard  to  the  public  services,  the  audiences  have  been  improv- 
ing numerically  since  you  began  to  send  pulpit  supply.  The  first  time  I 
preached,  therb  were  quite  as  many  present  as  I  had  expected  to  see. 
Last  Sabbath  evening,  the  audience  was  the  largest  that  has  assembled  in 
the  chiurch  for  a  long  time,  and  several  parties  have  indicated  their  pur- 
pose to  take  sittings.  Among  them  I  have  found  a  number  of  excellent, 
intelligent,  warm-hearted  Christian  people.  They  require  to  throw  a  little 
more  promptitude  and  energy  into  their  movements.  But  really  their 
posidon  has  been  so  perplexing,  that  it  is  creditable  to  them  that  they 
have  kept  together  so  well.  Even  yet  they  seem  to  be  labouring  under 
a  dread  of  something  turning  up  of  which  they  know  not.  Last  Sabbath, 
I  gave  them  a  word  about  the  necessity  of  going  into  the  i^ork  with  some 
spirit  and  zeal,  if  a  congregation  is  to  be  maintained  at  Bow.  They 
seemed  to  take  it  in  good  part.' 

The  Rev.  James  Wilson  of  Dundee,  who  conducted  evangelistic 
services  at  Penraddock  and  Holywell,  in  Uie  county  of  Cumberland,  and 
within  the  bounds  of  the  Presbytery  of  Carlisle,  in  the  month  of  August 
last,  has  forwarded  a  Journal  of  his  visit  to  these  places,  from  which  the 
following  extracts  concerning  the  meetinga  held  in  the  Holywell  dis- 
trict have  been  taken : — 

<  There  is  no  village  here,  and  the  conntry  is  very  thinly  populated. 
There  will  therefore  be  some  difficulty  in  getting  the  people  to  assemble 
to  hear  the  Word.  As  no  arrangements  had  been  made  for  meetings, 
.nothing  could  be  done  till  Sabbath. 

*  Saturday,  5th  Augvit. — Walked  to  Penton  farm  (Mr.  Armstrong's), 
and  made  known  the  object  of  my  visit.  He  gladly  consented  to  allow 
us  bis  bam  for  the  meetings,  and  to  make  them  known  u  widely  as  he 
could.      Called  on  an  old  lady  (Mrs.  Foster,  aged  86).     She  s(ud  the 
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church  was  well  filled  when  Mr.  ThompEon  came,  but  a  great  many  nere 
dead,  and  a  great  many  awaj.  She  did  not  kuow  aoything  about 
M'Chejme  or  Gtlfillan,  or  John  Brown  of  Haddington,  but  she  had  read 
some  of  WillUon.  Her  maid  gave  away  a  few  tracts,  and  intimated  the 
services  about  to  be  held.  Had  another  hard  walk  to  Mr.  Potts,  Lads 
Lodge.  He  was  sorry  that  intiniation  had  not  been  made  earlier,  but 
promised  to  do  what  he  could  to  make  the  meetings  known.  "The  folk 
down  the  road,"  he  said,  "  were  of  the  New  Light,  but  he  did  not  know 
what  light  it  was."  Htiving  done  what  I  could  to  make  the  meetings 
known,  I  prepared  for  the  Sabbath. 

'  iSoMafA,  Gth  Avgtist. — Morning  showery,  but  cleared  up,  nnd  became 
a  beautiful  day.  Preached  in  the  church  to  upwards  of  fifty  people,  from 
John  vi.  87.  The  people  were  very  attentive.  Intimated  the  meetings 
to  be  held,  alW  which  Mr.  Thompson  made  a  few  remarks  as  to  the 
object  of  the  meeting?,  and  as  to  my  commission.  Wnlked  to  Ijtds 
Lodge,  a  distance  of  about  three  miles.  The  meeting  was  held  in  a  large 
kitchen.  There  were  between  thirty  and  forty  presenL  Mr.  Chisfaolm 
of  Glasgow  (Mr.  Thompson's  son-in-law)  conducted  in  a  very  appropriate 
manner  the  opening  devotional  services.  I  preached  from  Mark  v.  27. 
The  people  listened  very  attentively  to  the  Word.  I  preached  again  in 
the  ehnrcb  in  the  evening  to  abont  the  same  number  as  were  present  in 
the  afternoon,  from  Num.  x.  29.  Mr.  Thompson  took  the  opening  devo- 
tional services.  The  attention  of  the  people  was  still  more  marked  in  the 
evening. 

'  1th  Avgvst. — Started  for  Shankhill  school  in  the  afternoon,  an  hour's 
walk  from  Holywell.  Found  about  a  dozen  people  waiting  for  me.  As 
the  day  -was  fine,  old  and  young  were  engaged  in  the  hayfield  till  tlie 
setting  of  the  sun.  Besides  the  meeting  was  not  well  known,  as  it  was 
intimated  for  the  first  time  the  previous  day  in  the  church.  Some 
astonishment  was  expressed  that  Mr.  Thompson  the  minister  was  not  with 
me.  I  explained  that  his  son-in-law  expected  to  be  present  in  his  room, 
but  he  did  not  come.  I  preached  from  John  i.  29,  and  intimated  that  I 
would  preach  in  the  same  place  on  Sabbath  afternoon  at  three  o'clock. 
Those  present  said  they  would  uinke  it  as  widely  known  as  possible. 

'  8(A  August. — Held  a  meeting  to-night  at  Penton  farm,  about  an 
hour's  walk  from  HolywelL  About  thirty  persons  were  present, — a  very 
good  meeting,  considering  the  number  of  people  engaged  during  the  day 
in  the  hayfield.  I  preached  from  John  i.-  29,  The  people  were  very 
attentive.  Mr.  Chisholm  of  Glasgow  offered  up  a  very  suitable  and  im- 
presuve  prayer.  .1  did  not  hold  any  meeting  for  inquirers  at  the  close  of 
the  meeting,  deeming  it  unadvisable  at  the  beginning  of  our  labours. 

'  9(A  August. — Held  a  meeting  to-night  in  the  church.  About  twenty 
people  present.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Thompson  took  the  opening  devotional 
services,  and  Mr.  Chisholm  took  the  closing.  I  preached  from  tbe  words, 
"I  am  the  way"  (John  xiv.  6),  The  people  were,  as  formerly,  very 
attentive. 

'  \Qth  August. — Held  a  meeting  to-night  in  Lads  Lodge,  in  the  same 
house  as  on  Sabbath.  Kev.  Mr.  Thompson  was  present,  and  took  part  in 
the  service.  There  were  present  about  twenty  people.  Many  more 
would  have  been  present,  I  was  informed,  but  for  the  fact  that  everybody 
was  busy  in  the  hayfield,     I  preached  from  Kev,  ill  20.     Staae  of  the 
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people  expressed  their  gratitude  for  the  services  whicb  I  bad  beld  in  that 
Loose. 

'  11th  August. — Held  a  meeting  at  Penton  farm,  the  same  place  as  on 
Tuesday  erening.  Rev.  Mr.  Thompson  present,  and  took  part  in  the 
service.  The  meeting  was  the  largest  hdd  this  neek ;  more  men  than 
women.  I  preached  from  Eph,  ii.  13.  The  people  were  not  only  atten- 
tive, bnt  seemed  deeply  interested.  Mr.  Thompson  will  preach  in  this 
place  on  Sabbath. 

'Sabbath,  ISiA  Augvtt. — Preached  in  Holywell  Church  tbia  morning; 
the  audience  considerably  better  than  last  Sabbath, — about  aeveDty  bdng 
present.  I  preached  on  the  necessity  of  regeneration  (John  iii.  7).  The 
people  paid  great  attention  to  whnt  was  spoken.  I  preached  in  Shankhill 
school  at  three  o'clock.  There  were  about  forty  people  present,  end  « 
lai^e  proportion  of  them  young  people.  My  subject  was  the  cities  of 
refuge  viewed  as  types  of  Jesus  Christ  The  young  people  especially 
seemed  greatly  interested  and  impressed.  Very  many  present  had  no 
Bibles,  and  scarcely  anybody  joined  in  the  praise.  The  most  o!  the  people 
in  this  district  belong  to, the  ^oglish  Episcopal  Church.  The  Sev.  Mr. 
Thompson  preached  to  a  good  audience  at  Penton  farm  at  five  o'clock.  I 
preached  in  the  church  again  at  sis  o'clock,  from  Ker.  vii.  13.  There 
were  about  forty  present.  You  will  thus  see  that  nearly  the  whole  district 
has  had  the  opportumty  of  hearing  the  gospel. 

'Monday,  HM  Augvit. — Held  a  meeting  to-night  at  Trooghfoot,  a 
place  an  hour's  walk  from  the  church.  The  people  were  busy  with  their 
hay  till  sundown.  Did  not  begin  the  services  tiU  about  eight  o'clock, — 
about  twenty  people  present.  Preached  from  1  Tim.  L  15.  Mr.  Thomp- 
son, who  accompanied  me,. took  the  concluding  devotional  service.  Those' 
present  expressed  sovrow  that  ao  few  were  present,  and  said  they  would 
be  glad  to  see  us  again.  ... 

'  Tvetday,  Hth  Auguet. — Held  our  third  meeting  at  Penton  farm.  The 
meetings  have  ^leen  better  attended  here  than  in  any  part  of  the  district, 
and  the  interest  has  been  greater.  There  was  a  good  meeting  again  to- 
night,— nearly  forty  being  present, — and  the  interest  in  the  services 
appeared  not  less,  but  rather  greater  than  on  the  former  occasions.  I 
preached  from  Heb.  vi.  18  to  a  very  attentive  audience.  At  the  close,  I 
thanked  them  for  their  attendance,  and  Mr.  Armstrong  for  the  use  of  his 
bam,  and  took  my  leave  of  them. 

'  16M  Avgiial. — Held  a  meeting  in  the  church  this  evening.  There 
were  about  twenty  people  present.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Thompson  presided, 
and  gave  the  first  address  from  Matt.  vi.  31.  I  gave  the  concluding 
address  from  Heb.  iL  3.     This  brought  our  meetings  to  a  dose.' 

No  addition  lifts  been  Inade  to  tlie  onmber  of  evangelistic  agents 
engaged  by  the  Committee  during  the  past  year,  as  the  number  pre- 
sently employed,  witb  the  occasional  assistance  of  ministerB  and  other 
friends,' has  suSSced  for  meeting  all  the  applications  which  have  been 
made  for  their  help,  in  conducting  evangelistic  services  throughout  the 
year.  Neither  has  the  church  for  the  masses  in  Glasgow,  to  the  pro- 
posed erection  of  which  reference  was  made  in  last  year's  ^port,  and  in 
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connection  vith  which  it  is  hoped  that  a  snitable  field  and  Bchool  for 
the  training  of  evangelistic  agents  may  be  found,  as  yet  been  com- 
menced, thoogh  it  is  expected  that  vigoroos  efforts  for  its  ei*ection  may 
be  pnt  forth  iu  the  summer  and  autumn  of  the  present  year.

The  balance  at  the  credit  of  the  Bvangeliatic  Branch  of  the  Home 
Mission  Fund  at  date  31st  March  1872  was  thus  considerably  greater 
than  the  balance  at  the  same  period  of  the  year  1871.  This  result  is 
largely  to  be  attributed  to  the  addition  of  a  portion  of  the  sum  received 
from  the  trust  .estate  of  the  late  Mr.  Alex.  Paton  by  the  Synod's  Trea- 
surer in  1871  to  the  Evangelistic  Fund  for  that  year,  and  to  the  donation 
of  £500  by  an  earnest  and  tried  friend  of  evangelistic  effort,  which  has 
been  received  since  the  close  of  the  Treasurer's  Accounts  for  1871.  Yet 
it  also  indicates  the  steady  support  of  the  Synod's  Evangelistic  Scheme 
by  a  large  portion  of  the  Church ;  and  it  may  therefore  afford  encourage- 
ment in  prosecuting  the  work  of  evangelization,  and  in  endeavouring,  by 
aggressive  measures  on  the  part  of  the  Church,  to  extend  the  boundaries 
of  the  kingdom  of  the  Redeemer,  and  to.  subdue  an  increasing  number 
of  those  who  are  now  living  in  indifference  about  spiritual  things  to  the 
obedience  of  the  faith. 

The  Home  Committee  thus  lay  on  the  table  of  the  Synod  their  third 
Beport  in  relation  to  the  Synod's  Scheme  for  Home  Evangelistic  Effort, 
and  for  carrying  the  glad  tidings  of  salvation  and  eternal  life  to  those 
who  are  in  danger  of  lapsing  from  a  Christian  profession,  and  to  those 
who,  in  the  midst  of  Christian  influences,  are  living  in  irreligion  and 
angodliness.  The  agents  employed  by  the  Synod  have  been  actively 
employed  in  the  work  of  evangelization  during  the  year ;  and  they  have 
visited  many  districts  of  the  country  and  of  the  Church  in  the  perform- 
ance of  the  duties  to  which  they  have  been  appointed.  It  is  not  for  the 
Committee  even  to  estimate  in  how  far  the  work  done  by  the  agents 
under  their  direction  has  been  successfully  accomplished  in  relation  to 
its  higher  ends — the  conversion  and  salvatiop  of  men,  and  the  glory  of 
God.  ^Results  must  be  left  with  God,  and  the  *  day '  will  declare  them. 
But,  as  in  the  previous  year,  the  reports  which  have  been  received  con- 
cerning the  meetings  and  services  conducted  by  the  agents  since  May 
1871  agree  in  testifying  that  these  meetings  have  usually  been  charao- 
terized  by  solemnity  and  earnestness; — that  there  have  been  in  connection 
with  them  many  evidences  of  amdous  concern  about  the  way  of  salvation, 
and  about  a  personal  interest  in  the  blessings  of  eternal  life ; — that  in- 
dtvidnals  who  were  formerly  living  in  sin  have  been  induced  to  tarn 
from  their  evil  ways,  and  to  profess  their  faith  in  Jeaus  as  their  Saviour; 
— and  that  some  have  been  added  to  the  membership  of  congregations 
who  had  previously  given  little  evidence  of  power  of  religion  in  their 
lives,  but  who  are  now  adorning  their  profession  of  the  faith  of  Christ 
by  a  conversation  according  to  godliness.  The  Committee  have  no 
wish  to  exaggerate  either  the  number  or  the  importance  of  the 
results  which  have  thus  been  accomplished.  While  thankful  for 
any  good  that  has  been  effected,  they  could  have  desired  that  the 
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fruit  of  earnest  labour  had  heen  more  manifest  and  abundant,  and 
that  there  had  been  more  ample  indicationa  of  a  real  reriral  of 
the  work  of  Qod  in  the  places  which  the  agenta  of  the  Synod  have 
visited  during  the  paat  year.  That  there  is  great  and  nrgent  need  for 
increased  and  for  more  energetic  prayerful  ^orts  for  the  moral  eleva- 
tion and  spiritual  benefit  of  the  multitudes,  both  in  large  towns  and  in 
rural  dbtricts,  who  are  living  in  ignorance  and  sin,  cannot  be  doubted  by 
any  careful  observer  of  the  state  of  society  by  which  he  is  surrounded ; 
and  that  the  gospel  of  the  grace  of  God  briugs  near  the  only  and  effi- 
cient remedy  for  those  evils  by  which  individuals  and  society  at  large  are 
burdened  and  oppressed,  will  be  admitted  by  all  who  have  believed  and 
experienced  that  it  is  to  themselves  *  the  power  of  God  unto  salvation.' 
To  bring  the  remedy  into  contact  with  the  sutFerers  who  need  it»  heal- 
ing virtue,  and  to  press  it  on  their  acceptance,  even  while  they  have  no 
earnest  longings  after  the  blessings  with  which,  by  divine  appointment, 
the  believing  reception  of  it  is  associated,  is  the  great  mission  and  duty 
of  the  Christian  Church  in  all  its  sections.  How  the  United  Presby- 
terian Church  may  best  discharge  its  mission  and  perform  its  duty  in 
conveying  that  remedy,  first  to  the  population  of  those  places  in  which 
its  congregations  are  located,'  and  then  to  the  regions  beyond,  is  one  of 
the  gravest  and  most  pressing  questions  which  can  engage  the  thoughts 
and  occupy  the  attention  of  the  members  and  ministers  of  that  Church, 
and  of  the  Synod  under  whose  inspection  they  are  placed.  That  wisdom 
may  be  given  to  devise  and  carry  into  effect  the  most  fitting  means  for 
the  fiucceufui  performance  of  this  work  and  mission,  should  be  the 
tlieme  of  earnest  petitions  at  the  throne  of  grace.  That  some  progress 
towards  the  attainment  of  the  desired  end  is  being  made  through  the 
operations  of  the  Synod's  Evangelistic  Scheme,  should  furnish  occasion 
for  thankful  joy ;  even  though  the  conviction  may  still  be  present,  that 
this  is  but  '  the  day  of  small  things,'  and  should  still  prompt  the  earnest 
cry,  'Awake,  awake,  put  on  strength,  O  arm  of  the  Lord ;  awake,  as  in 
the  ancient  days,  in  Uie  generations  of  old.'  Then,  '  When  the  Lord 
shall  build  up  Zion,  He  shall  appear  in  His  glory;'  He  'shall  arise,  and 
have  mercy  upon  Zion  :  for  the  time  to  favonr  her,  yea,  the  set  time  is 
come.'

REPORT  OF  JOINT-COMMITTEE  ON  THE  SCHEME  FOR 
THE  AUGMENTATION  OP  STIPENDS.       . 

1.  Constitution  of  the  Committee,  and  Dejinition  of  iti  Wori, 

DuitiNG  each  of  the  years  1869-70  and  1870-71  the  expenditui-e  nnder 
tlia  Synod's  Augmentatioa  Fund  had  considerably  exceeded  the  income ; 
and,  at  the  dat«  of  last  meeting  of  Synod,  the  position  of  the  Augmen- 
lalion  Scheme  was  one  of  comparative  difficulty  and  discouragement.  It 
consequently  demanded,  and  happily  secured,  the  earnest  attention  and 
consideration  of  the  members  of  the  Court.  In  the  hope  that  the  state- 
ment of  the  case  'wiiich  was  given  in  the  Report  then  presented  to  the 
Synod  might  evoke  increased  liberality  on  behalf  of  a  Sclieme  so  vitally 
important  in  relation  to  the  credit  and  the  progress  of  the  United  Pres- 
byterian Church,  it  was  resolved  that  the  minimum  stipend  of  the  two 
previous  yeara  should  be  continued  for  the  year  ending  31st  March 
1872;  but,  in  order  that  this. resolution  might  be  satisfactorily  carried 
into  effect,  and  that  tlie  Fund  might  be  adequately  maintained 
in  future  years,  the  Synod,  at  its  sederunt  on  the  17th  May  1871, 
agreed,  '  That  a  Committee  he  now  appointed,  who,  associated  with  the 
Home  Mission  Board  for  the  purpose,  shall  take  into  consideration  the 
whole  subject,  and  report  at  the  next  meeting  of  Synod ;  and  that  this 
Committee  he  authorized,  in  the  meantime,  to  take  such  measures  for 
the  benefit  of  the  Fund  as  may  seem  to  them  expedient ; '  and,  on  the 
19th  May,  the  Committee  was  appointed  as  follows : — '  Dr.  MacEwen, ' 
Dr.  FinlaysoD,  Dr.  James  Taylor ;  Revs.  James  Towers,  Richard  Leitch, 
and  Professor  Calderwood;  with  Messrs.  Samuel  Stitt,  Birkenhead ;  David 
M'Cowan,  Glasgow ;  J.  B.  M'Kerrow,  Manchester ;  James  Boyd,  Man- 
chester; Eobert  Gonrlay  (banker),  Glasgow;  W.  Whyte  Millar,  Ediu-' 
burgh ;  David  Corsar,  Arbroath ;  D.  H.  Saunders,  Blairgowrie ;  Wm. 
Duncan,  Edinburgh ;  Wm.  Balleny,  Edinburgh ;  John  Gilmour,  Helens- 
burgh ;  Provost  Brown,  Irvine ;  Wm.  Foote,  Glasgow ;  and  John  John- 
ston, Dumfries — Home  Secretary,  Convener.'  To  co-operate  with  this 
Committee,  and  for  the  general  purposes  of  the  Augmentation  Scheme, 
the  Home  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  at  its  first  meeting  after 
the  Synod,  appointed  a  Sub-Committee,  consisting  of  the  following  mem- 
bers of  the  Board,  viz. :  Dr.  Knox,  Dr.  Black,  Dr.  Scott ;  Kevs.  D. 
Williamson  and  Wm.  Wood ;  Provost  Morton ;  Messrs.  J.  H,  Yonng, 
Wm.  Walls,  Peter  Hamilton,  John  MOSwen,  David  Anderson,  James 
Alexander,  B.  T.  Middleton,  and  James  Peddie ;    and  to  this  Sub- 
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Oomtnittee  there  were  afterwards  added  the  names  of  Dr.  MacQill  and 
the  Bev.  E.  Rutlierford. 

The  memhers  of  the  Augmentation  Committee  which  had  been 
appointed  by  the  Synod  met  in  Glasgow  on  the  dth  July  1871 ;  and 
Mr.  Samuel  Stitt  was  called  to  the  chair.  The  Home  Secretary,  aa 
Gonrener,  expressed  the  opinion,  that  it  wonld  facilitate  the  bnsinesa  of 
the  Committee  if  a  definite  understanding  could  be  arrived  at  concerning 
the  powers  which  the  Synod  had  intrusted  to  the  Committee,  and  the 
work  which  it  was  expected  to  perform'  j  and  that  the  Committee  should 
therefore  determine  the  meaning  of  the  '  whole  tubjecl  *  which  they  were 
to  take  into  consideration ;  the  manner  and  extent  of  their  association 
with  the  Home  Committee  of  the  Synod's  Board  of  Missions;  and  the 
nature  of  the  measures  which,  in  the  meantime,  and  before  presenting 
any  report  to  the  Synod,  it  was  competent  for  tfaem  to  take  for  the 
benefit  of  the  Angmentatiou  Fond.  After  consideration,  the  unanimous 
finding  of  the  Committee  was,  that  the  phrase  '  the  whole  subject^  must 
be  understood  as  indicating  that  the  whole  matter  of  Stipend  Augmenta- 
tion, except  the  details  of  administration  and  distribution,  should  be 
brought  under  their  review,  and  should  be  reported  on  by  them  to  the 
Synod. 

The  Snb-Committee  on  Stipend  Augmentation  which  had  been 
appointed  by  the  Home  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Missions  afterwards 
joined  the  meeting  of  the  Synod's  Committee,  and  fully  acquiesced  in 
the  above  finding  in  reference  to  the  extent  of  the  powers  conferred  by 
the  Synod  on  the  Committee,  and  the  work  to  be  undertaken  by  it.  It 
was  also  unanimously  agreed  that,  in  accordance  with  the  Minutes  of 
Synod,  the  Committee  on  Stipend  Augmentation  should  be  regarded  as 
consisting  of  the  members  of  the  Special  Committee  directly  appointed 
by  the  Synod,  and  of  the  members  of  the  Sub-Committee  on  Stipend 
Augmentation  selected  by  the  Home  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Missions ; 
that  these,  therefore,  should  henceforth  be  convened'  aa  one  Committee, 
should  act  together  under  the  presidency  of  a  common  chairman,  and 
should  unitedly  present  a  report  of  their  proceedings  to  the  Synod. 
Mr.  Samuel  Stitt,  of  Liverpool,  was  then  unanimously  elected  as 
Chairman  of  the  Joint-Committee;  and  the  above  arrangement  has 
been  acted  upon  throughout  the  year  with  the  utmost  harmony  and 
c<»^lity  of  co-operation;  has  greatly  facilitated  the  inquiries  and 
operations  of  the  Joiut-Committee ;  and  has  enabled  them  to  lay  on 
the  table  of  the  Synod  a  report,  which,  it  is  hoped,  may  be  found  more 
complete  and  satisfactory  than  any  which  they  might  otherwise  have 
been  able  to  present. 

In  prosecuting  the  work  assigned  to  them,  the  Joint-Committee,  con- 
stituted as  above,  bad  before  them  the  various  overtures  and  memorials 
in  nlatkm  to  Stipend  Augmentation  which  were  laid  oa  the  table  of  thq 
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Synod  in  May  1871,  and  printed  in  tbe  Synod  Papers  for  that  year : 
and,  after  careful  deliberation,  thej  agreed,  as  a  preliminary  step,  to  re- 
port to  the  Synod,  that,  in  the  nnanimons  opinion  of  the  Committee, 
there  onght  to  be  an  Augmentation  Schem^  as  a  necessary  means  6f 
promoting  the  honoor  and  efficiency  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church ; 
and  that  tbe  present  minimum  stipend  of  £150  per  annum  (exclu- 
sive of  the  allowance  of  £7,  10s.  for  incidental  expenses)  should  be 
maintained.  It  thus  became  necessary  to  con»der,  fint.  What  steps 
should  be  taken  in  order  to  obtain  the  requisite  fnnda  for  tbe  payment 
of  the  supplemental  grants  for  the  year  ending  31st  March  1872 ;  and, 
teeondly,  What  recommendations  should  be  made  to  the  Synod  in  the 
Committee's  Eeport  with  the  yiew  of  placing  tbe  Augmentation  Scheme 
on  a  more  satisfactory  and  permanent  basis ;  of  commending  it  for  its 
efficient  maintenance  to  the  increased  liberality  of  the  Christian  people ; 
and  of  secnring  its  more  healthfnl  and  beneficial  adminbtration  by  the 
Committee  to  whom  that  administration  is  intrusted  by  the  Synod  and 
the  Chnrcli.  Each  of  these  topics  has  engaged  the  earnest  attention  of 
the  Joint- Committee  at  several  sederonts ;  and  under  these  heeds  that 
Committee  may  now  most  clearly  and  satisfactorily  arrange  the  report 
of  their  procedure,  and  the  proposals  which  they  desire  to  submit  to  the 
Synod  for  its  consideration,  as,  in  their  opinion,  conducive  to  the  per- 
manent efficiency  of  the  Augmentation  Scheme. 


2,  J^oeedure  m  order  to  ascertain  the  state  and  ability  of  the  Supple- 
tnmied  Congregations,  and  to  obtain  the  Income  necessary  for  Aug- 
mentation Purposes/or  the  Year  ending  March  1872. 

In  entering  on  the  conuderation  of  the  overtures  and  other  docnments 
on  the  Angmentation  Scheme  which  had  been  presented  to  the  Synod  in 
May  1871,  the  Joint-Committee  found  that  some  of  these  suggested 
modiflcationa  in  the  modes  of  collecting  and  administering  the  Augmen- 
tation Fund,  with  a  view  to  the  simplification  of  the  Treasurei^a  accounts, 
and  to  the  reduction  of  the  number  of  supplemented  charges,  and  of  the 
amount  expended  for  Augmentation  purposes;  and  that  others  implied 
that  greater  efforts  should  be  made  to  ascerbun  the  pecuniary  ability  of 
the  supplemented  charges,  and  to  secure  that  a  larger  proportion  of  the 
stipends  of  their  ministers  should  be  paid  from  their  own  congregational 
contribntions.  It  thus  became  evident  that,  in  order  to  the  establishment 
of  general  confidence  in  the  Augmentation  Scheme,  and  its  administra- 
tion, and  as  an  impwtant  preliminary  to  any  efforts  for  the  increase  of 
the  contribntions  of  the  Church  on  behalE  of  that  Scheme,  it  was  neces- 
sary to  inquire  into  the  manner  in  which  the  Angmentation  Fnnd  is 
gathered  from  the  reeoorces  of  tbe  Chorch,  to  investigate  the  condition 
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of  the  congregations  on  the  Supplemental  List  of  the  Home  Committee, 
Bnd  to  endeavoar  to  ascertain  to  what  extent  the  number  of  these  congre- 
.  gations  might,  without  injaiy  to  the  general  interests  of  the  denomination, 
be  reduced  hj  union  among  themselves,  or  to  other  non-supplcmented 
congregations  adjacent  to  them ;  and  in  what  degree  they  might  be 
encouraged  and  stimulated  to  greater  exertion  and  liberality  for  the  sup- 
port of  ordinances  from  their  own  resources.  In  prosecuting  this  inquiry, 
in  relation  to  the  constitution  of  the  Fund  itself,  the  Joint-Committee 
were  ananimously  convinced  that  the  Angmentation  Scheme  should,  as 
soon  as  possible,  be  placed  on  a  separate  and  independent  basis ;  and  that 
the  Synod  should  be  recommended  to  institute  an  Augmentation  Fund 
altogether  apart  from  Home  Mission  contributions,  and  to  discontinue 
the  appropriation  of  any  portion  of  Home  Mission  Funds  to  the  purposes 
of  the  Augmentation  Scheme,  as  soon  as  the  Home  Committee  may  be 
able  to  certify  that  there  is  a  hopeful  prospect  of  the  separate  Augmen- 
tation Fund  being  adequate  for  the  efficient  support  of  the  Augmenta- 
tion Scheme.  The  Scheme  would  thus  be  presented  in  a  clearer  and 
simpler  aspect  before  the  Church ;  and  some  difficulties  and  objections 
which  have  been  stated  in  connection  with  it  would  be  taken  out  of  the 
way. 

Id  reference  to  the  condition  and  ability  of  the  supplemented  coq- 
gregations,  a  Sub-Committee,  specially  appointed  for  that  purpose,  pre- 
pared separate  lists  of  five  classes  of  these  congregations;  and  these 
lists  having  been  printed  and  distributed  to  the  members  of  the  Com- 
mittee, the  statistics  of  every  congregation  in  each  class  were  submitted 
to  repeated  consideration,  both  by  that  Sub-Committee  and  by  the  Joint- 
Committee  on  Augmentation.  As  finally  revised,  the  lists  are  now 
inserted  in  the  Minutes  of  the  Joint-Committee  for  the  information  of 
the  Home  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Missions  in  their  futare  adminis- 
tration  of  the  Fund.  The  five  heads  under  which  the  congregations 
receiving  supplement  are  distributed  in  these  lists  are  as  follows : — 

1.  Cases  in  which  there  are  two  supplemented  congregations  in  the 

same  town. 

2.  Cases  in  which  there  are  two  or  more  congregations  in  the  same 

town,  though  only  one  is  supplemented. 
'6.  Cases  of  congregations  with  not  less  than  200  members. 

4.  Special  cases  in  which  the  membership  is  small,  not  exceeding 

100;  and 

5.  Other  cases  of  supplemented  congregations  with  less  than  200 

members. 
The  first  list  inclndes  only  ten   congregations,  viz. :  those  of  Ceres, 
East  and  West;  Kirriemuir,  Bank  Street  and  West;  Leren  and  Dnb- 
bieside ;  Earlston,  East  and  West ;  and  Newborgh,  First  and  Second. 
These  are  all  the  cases  in  which  there  are  two  supplemented  congr^ationt) 
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in  the  same  town ;  and  the  Joint-Commitiee,  while  saggesting  that  at 
least  in  three  of  these  cases  the  union  of  the  adjacent  congregationa 
shonld  be  encouraged,  both  for  their  own  comfort  and  usefulness,  and 
in  order  to  economy  in  the  administration  of  the  Augmentation  Fund, 
and  that,  in  other  cases,  the  congregations  contiuning  separate  should 
be  stimulated  to  aim  at  self-support,  were  gratified  in  finding  that  the 
congregations  in  this  class  were  not  more  nuraerons,  and  that  the  total 
amount  of  supplement  of  stipend  paid  to  them  did  not  exceed  £290  per 
annum. 

The  second  list  includes  twenty-one  congregations,  located  in  places 
in  which  there  are  also  one  or  more  self-supporting  congregations ;  and 
while  the  Joint-Committee  agreed  that  at  least  two  of  these  should  con- 
sidcr  the  propriety  of  uniting  with  an  adjacent  congregation,  and  that 
two  or  three  others  might,  if  vacancies  occurred,  be  wrought  with 
greater  advantage  as  Mission  stations  than  as  fully  organized  churches, 
ibey  were  gratified  by  indications  that  some  of  the  congregations  in 
this  list  are  making  considerable  accessions  to  their  membership,  and 
satisfactory  progress  towards  the  condition  of  self-support. 

The  third  list  includes  forty-six  congregations  in  which  the  membeiv 
ship  is  not  less  than  200 ;  but  of  these,  seven  also  belong  to  the  first  class, 
and  six  to  the  second  class,  specified  above ;  while  six  others  are  within 
the  bounds  of  the  Orkney  Presbytery,  and  therefore,  to  some  extent,  in 
exceptional  circumstances.  This  class  includes  au;  congregations  in 
which  the  membership  exceeds  300;  but  of  these,  one  is  located  in 
Orkney ;  a  second  was,  until  recently,  a  collegiate  charge,  and  has  since 
become  self-supporting ;  and  the  others  are  either  in  poor  districts,  or  are  ■ 
being  dealt  with  by  Presbyteries  and  the  Home  Committee,  in  order  that 
they  may  be  stimulated  to  greater  effort  and  liberality  for  the  support  of 
ordinances  by  their  own  contributions. 

The  fourth  class  includes  (besides  the  congregations  in  the  Pres- 
bytery of  Ireland,  which  are  specially  noticed  in  another  part  of  this 
Beport)  sixteen  other  congregations  in  which  the  membership  is  small, 
not  exceeding  100,  and  in  most  of  which  there  is  no  immediate  prospect 
of  any  large  numerical  increase.  Of  these,  however,  several  are  placed 
in  destitute  or  thinly-peopled  districts,  in  which  it  is  desirable,  by  their 
continued  support,  to  maintain  religious  ordinances;  and  while  new 
arrangements  for  pulpit  supply  may  be  needful  in  some  of  the  congre- 
gations of  this  class,  and  others  may  be  more  advantageously  treated  as 
'  Mission  stations  than  as  organized  congregations  when  vacancies  may 
occur,  there  is  scarcely  a  single  case  in  which  the  station  or  congrega- 
tion could  be  abandoned  without  injury  to  the  honour  of  the  denomina- 
tion and  the  interests  of  religion  and  godliness. 

The  fifth  class  includes  thirty-five  congregations  (besides  some  in  the 
Newcastle  Presbytery,  to  be  visited  and  reported  on  by  a  deputation  from 
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the  Joint-Committee,  in  con  jaiiction  with  tlie  Presbytery),  whoae  member- 
ship is  tmder  200,  and  to  which  the  attention  of  the  Committee  was 
directed,  with  a  view  to  encourage  and  stimulate  the  members  on  their 
rolls  to  such  increased  exertions  and  contributions  as  their  oonditioD  and 
ability  may  render  practicable  aud  dutiful. 

By  these  inquiries  into  the  state  and  ability  of  the  sapplemented 
congregations,  the  Jotnt-Committee  have  at  once  obtained  information 
which  may  be  useful  in  future  arrangements  for  the  distribution  of  the 
Augmentation  Fund,  and  satisfied  themselves  that  no  large  reduction  of 
the  expenditure,  under  the  Augmentation  Scheme,  is  immediately  prac- 
ticable, if  the  present  minimum  rate  of  stipend  is  to  be  adhered  to;  bnt 
that  the  sum  required  for  the  supplemental  grants  of  the  year  1871-72, 
and  of  the  following  year,  must  be  very  nearly  the  same  as  that  expended 
in  the  year  1870-71.  They  therefore,  at  an  early  stage  of  these  in- 
quiries, issued  circulars  to  Sessions  throughout  tlie  Church,  reminding 
them  that  the  Synod  had  devolved  on  them  '  the  special  charge  and 
responsibility  of  soliciting  and  collecting  the  necessary  contributions  for 
the  Augmentation  Fund'  in  their  several  congregations;  and  reqoesUng 
them  to  take  immediate  steps  for  obtaining  in  their  respective  chorches 
the  most  liberal  assistance  which  they  were  able  to  give  for  making  up 
the  deficiency  which  had  occurred  in  the  income  of  the  Augmentation 
Scheme  during  the  last  two  years,  and  for  preventing  any  similar  de- 
ficiency in  the  future.  They  also  addressed  similar  circulars  to  the 
Clerks  of  Presbyteries,  reminding  them  of  the  Synod's  injunction  that 
'  the  Presbyteries  of  the  Church,  through  their  Augmentation  Com- 
mittees, should  nse  diligence  in  securing  that  every  congregation  shall 
have  the  opportunity  of  doing  what  it  is  able  and  willing  to  do  on  behalf 
of  the  Augmentation  Fund ;'  and  requesting  them  to  take  action  in  their 
several  Presbyteries  for  carrying  that  recommendation  of  the  Snpreme 
Court  into  immediate  and  effective  operation.  Besides  issuing  thesb 
circulars  to  Sessions  and  Presbyteries,  the  Joint^Committee  appointed  a 
special  Sub-Committee  on  Depntations  to  make  arrangements  for  the  visi- 
tation of  the  larger  and  more  influential  Presbyteries  by  members  of  the 
Joint-Committee,  or  others  known  to  be  interested  in  the  success  of  the 
Angmentation  Scheme,  and  able  to  render  that  Scheme  efficient  aid. 
Arrangements  were  thos  made  for  the  visitadon  of  the

These  deputations  were  instructed  to  meet  not  only  with  the  Presbyteries, 
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but  also  with  the  Augmmtation  CommitteeB  of  these  Presbyteries,  in  ordei' 
to  the  fuller  consideration  of  practical  details ;  and  they  presented  to  the 
Joint-Committee  satisfactory  reports  of  the  manner  in  which  they  re- 
spectively fulfilled  the  mission  intrusted  to  them ;  while  the  Bev.  Dr. 
MacEwen,  at  the  request  of  the  Committee,  embodied  the  remarks 
which  he  had  addressed  to  the  Presbytery  of  Perth  in  an  artide  on  the 
Support  of  the  Augmentation  Fund,  which  was  inserted  in  the  Mis- 
sionary  Record  for  the  information  of  the  Church  at  large.  The  Sub- 
Committee  on  Deputations  further  put  themselves  into  commanication 
with  the  Augmentation  Committee  of  the  presbytery  of  Glasgow ;  and 
joint  meetings  were  held,  at  which  plans  were  adopted  for  bringing  the 
Augmentation  Scheme,  by  means  of  exchanges  of  pulpit  services  and 
otlierwise,  under  the  notice  of  the  several  congregations  in  that  in- 
fluential Presbytery,  for  stimulating  congregational  liberality  on  its 
behalf,  and  for  obtaining  individual  contributions  in  cases  where  con- 
gregational action  could  not  be  secured. 

As  the  result  of  these  varied  measures  for  commending  the  Aug- 
mentation Scheme  to  the  confidence  of  the  Church,  and  for  evoking 
more  liberal  aid  on  its  behalf,  the  Joint-Committee  were  informed  by 
the  Synod's  Treasurer,  in  February  last,  that  the  contributions  on  behalf 
of  the  Augmentation  Fund  for  the  year  1871,  exclosire  of  interest,  which 
had  not  then  been  calculated,  had  exceeded  those  of  the  previous  year 
by  £1600,  5s.  7d.,  the  income  under  its  several  heads  being  as  follows ;

It  is  thus  seen,  that  of  the  whole  increase  in  special  congregational  con- 
tributions in  1871,  amounting  to  £1084,  5s.  6d.,  the  sum  of  £944,  2a.  2d. 
had  been  received  from  155  congregations,  which  had  specially  con- 
tributed both  in  1870  and  1871,  while  the  sum  of  £948,  12s.  6d.  ^as 
due  to  the  increase  of  special  contributions  in  the  Presbyteries  of 
Glasgow  and  of  Paisley  and  Greenock.  It  also  appeared  from  a  state- 
ment by  the  Synod's  Treasurer,  of  date  March  8,  1872,  that  the  balance 
then  in  his  hands,  in  favour  of  the  Augmentation  Fund,  including  the 
sum  of  £600  from  the  trust  estate  of  the  late  Alexander  Paton,  Esq., 
waa  £3940,  Ss.  2d.,  or  £263,  16s.  2d.  less  than  the  balance  on  hand  at 
31st  March  1871 ;  thus  indicating  that  the  expenditure  of  the  year 
1871-72  had  exceeded  the  income  for  that  year  by  that  sum  of  £263, 
16s.  2d. 

The  returns  received  from  the  Treasurer's  office  showed  that  67  con- 
gregations, which,  in  1870,  had  sent  in  special  contributions  to  the 
Augmentation  Fund,  amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  £398,  173.  lOd., 
had  made  no  contribntion  in  1871,  and  that  there  were  266  congrega- 
tions which  had  not  contributed  specially  to  the  Fund  either  in  1870  or 
in  1871.  Circolars  were  consequently  addressed  to  the  congregations  of 
the  former  class,  directing  attention  to  the  discouraging  interruption  of 
their  contributions,  end  urging  the  great  importance  of  systematic  and 
increasing  effort  on  the  part  of  every  congregation,  in  order  that  the 
Augmentation  Fund  may  be  raised  to  and  maintained  in  an  efficient 
condition ;  and  other  circulars  were  sent  to  the  congregations  of  the 
latter  class,  pressing  on  them  the  duty  and  urgent  necessity  of  their 
making  special  contribatioss  for  the  Fund  according  to  their  abili^, 
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and  representing  to  them  that  the  Augmentation  Scheme  can  proride 
for  the  proper  support  of  the  gospel  ministry  in  more  thinly-peopled 
and  destitute  localities,  and  so  maintain  the  position  of  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  country,  only  through  the  cordial  and 
vigorons  co-operatioc  of  all  the  congregations  of  the  denomination. 

The  attention  of  the  Joint-Committee  was  further  called  to  the  fact, 
that  a  very  large  proportion  of  the  contributions  for  the  Augmentation 
Scheme  are  remitted  to  the  Treasurer  of  tlie  Synod,  and  are  apparently 
collected  Very  near  to  the  end  of  the  year ;  and  as  serious  inconvenience 
arises  from  that  state  of  things,  the  Committee  agreed  to  request  Dr. 
MacEwen  to  prepare  a  statement  for  insertion  in  the  Missionary  Record, 
setting  forth  the  great  importance,  in  relation  to  the  interests  of  the 
Church,  and  especially  in  the  large  cities  and  towns,  of  indiTldual  and 
congregational  diligence  on  behalf  of  the  Fund  daring  the  earlier  part 
of  the  year,  and  of  the  remittance  of  contributions  to  the  Treasurer  as 
soon  as  they  are  received. 

This  narrative  of  their  procedure,  in  reference  to  measures  by  which 
the  income.of  the  Angmentadon  Fund  for  the  year  1871-72  might  be 
made  adequate  for  the  expenditure  of  the  year,  will  show  that  the  Joint 
Augmentation  Committee  have  applied  themselves  not  only  diligently, 
hut  also  with  gratifying  success,  to  that  section  of  the  work  committed 
to  them ;  and  while  the  result  indicates,  in  the  slight  excess  of  expendi- 
ture over  income  for  the  year  1871,  that  continuous  and  energetic 
effort  is  indispensable  for  placing  this  important  Scheme  on  a  satisfac- 
tory and  permanent  basis,  It  also  proves,  in  the  increased  amount  of 
special  contributions  which  have  been  realized  during  the  past  year, 
that  the  general  confidence  of  the  Church  in  the  administration  of  the 
Augmentation  Fund  has  not  been  shaken,  and  that  the  sympathy  and 
support  of  the  members  of  the  Chnrch  will  not  be  withheld  from  the 
Augmentation  Scheme  when  its  claims  are  fairly  presented  to  them,  and 
when  fitting  opportunities  are  afforded  for  the  exercise  of  their  Christian 
benevolence  in  connection  with  it. 


3.  PropoeaU  to  be  submitted  to  the  Synod  in  n/erenee  to  tlie  futun 
adminigtrati<ni  of  the  Augmentation  Scheme,  in  order  that  it  may 
be  placed  07i  a  more  gaiixfaetory  and  permtatent  basit. 

While  diligently  endeavouring  to  adopt  and  prosecute  those  measures 
by  which  the  temporary  exigencies  of  tlie  Augmentation  Scheme  might 
be  provided  for,  and  the  income  of  the  current  year  might  be  brought 
up  to  the  expenditure,  the  Joint-Committee  were  also  mindful  that  they 
had  b^en  appointed  to  consider  the  means  by  which  the  permanent 
efficiency  of  the  Augmentation  Scheme  might  be  promoted  and  aecored. 

IH 
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The  consideration  of  the  proposals  for  that  end  which  had  been  made 
to  the  Synod  in  May  1871,  in  the  overture  from  the  Presbytery  of 
Qlasgow,  and  in  other  overtures  and  memorials  which  were  then  laid 
on  the  table  of  the  Synod,  engaged  the  attention  not  only  of  a  Special 
Sub-Committee,  but  also  of  the  Joint-Committee  at  several  tedenints ; 
and,  after  very  careful  deliberation,  it  was  agreed  to  embody  the 
findings  of  the  Committee  in  the  following  resolntioDs  or  recommen- 
dations : — 

1.  As  ^he  Committee  have  stated  that,  in  their  opinion,  the  Angmen- 
tation  Fund  should  be  placed  on  an  independent  basis,  they  agree  to 
request  the  Synod,  in  May  next,  to  instruct  congregations  to  provide 
organization  for  collecting  subscriptions  apecialty  for  Augmentation  pur- 
poses; 90  that  at  aa  early  a  date  as  possible  the  Augmentation  Fund 
may  be  placed  on  a  separate  and  independent  basis.  For  the  purpose 
of  carrying  this  into  effect,  the  Committee  recommend  that  each  congre- 
gation should  be  reqaired  to  appoint  a  Special  Committee  to  take 
charge  of  the  work  of  raising  contributions  for  Augmentation,  and  that 
these  contributions  be  made  at  stated  intervals,  and  as  frequently  aa 
possible. 

2.  Furthef,  agreed  to  recommend  to  the  Synod  as  a  temporal^ 
arrangement,  in  order  to  secure  the  efficient  organization  and  working 
of  the  Augmentation  Scheme,  to  appoint  a  certain  number  of  members 
of  the  Church,  in  various  localities,  to  be  added  to  the  Home  Mission 
Board ;  and  agreed  further,  to  recommend  to  the  Synod  for  addition  to 
the  Home  Mission  Board  for  the  purpose  indicated  above :  Dr.  Finlayson; 
Dr.  MacEwen;  Rev.  Wm.  Wood;  Professor  Calderwood;  Sir  Peter 
Coats,  Paisley ;  and  Messrs.  Thomas  Mitchell,  Greenfield,  Blairgowrie; 
David  M'Cowan,  Peter  Hamilton,  and  Wm.  Foote,  Glasgow;  James 
Boyd,  Manchester ;  Thos.  Young,  Newcastle ;  Samuel  Stitt,  Birkenhead ; 
and  John  Young,  Berwick-upon-Tweed, 

3.  Also  agreed  to  recommend  to  the  Synod  to  consider  whether  any 
and  what  steps  can  be  taken  in  order  to  impart  a  healthful  stimulus  to 
congregations  in  going  beyond  the  minimum  stipend.  Should  the 
Synod  regard  this  recommendation  favourably,  it  was  agreed  to  ask  it  to 
appoint  a  Committee  to  consider  and  mature  a  plan  for  carrying  the 
recommendation  into  effect. 

4.  Agreed  to  request  the  Synod  to  call  the  attention  of  Presbyteries 
and  of  the  Home  Committee  to  the  rules  in  the  Forms  of  Procedure,  chap. 
ix.,  sect.  5,  para.  12,  13,  and  part  of  27,  and  enjoin  strict  adherence  to 
them.  The  rules  referred  to  are  in  these  terms : — *  (12.)  Every  congr*- 
gation  having  a  minister  whose  stipend  is  under  £150  is  entitled  to 
apply  for  aid ;  hut  no  Presbytery  shall,  without  the  express  sanction  of 
the  Synod,  grant  a  moderation  with  a  view  to  call  a  minister  to  any 
vacant  congregation  reqniring  aid,  unless  able  to  raise  the  sum  of  £70,

ezcLosive  of  the  annaal  value  of  the  manse,  bat  including  tlie  annual 
value  of  the  glebe.  (IS.)  Congregations  which  do  not  give  a  stipend  of 
£?Q  are  separately  classified ;  and  the  Committee  si's  empowered  to 
deal  with  them  according  to  their  circumstances,  respect  being  had  to 
existing  interests.  (27.)  The  Home  Committee  may  open  communi- 
cations with  Presbyteries,  or  Presbyteries  with  the  Home  Committee,  on 
the  propriety  of  reducing  to  a  missionary  station  a  congregation  having 
a  very  small  membership,  and  in  receipt  of  a  large  supplement  from  the 
Funds  of  the  Church,  but  having  no  special  opportunity  of  apting  as  a 
missionary  church  in  the  district ;  and  the  propriety  of  its  minister  (if  it 
be  not  vacant)  being  translated  without  detriment  to  himself  to  some 
other  place  where  missionary  funds  contributed  towards  his  stipend  will 
likely  be  productive  of  a  larger  amount  of  good.' 

5.  With  i-egord  to  any  supplemented  congregation  which  shall  have 
existed,  say  seven  years,  without  making  progress  towards  self-support, 
the  Committee  recommend  that  the  Home  Committee  shall  be  reqnircd 
to  ask  information,  through  the  Pi-esbytery  of  the  bounds,  whether  there 
is  anything  in  the  circumstances  of  the  congregation  which  may  account 
for  the  fact;  and  if  satisfactory  explanation  cannot  be  given,  the  Homo 
Committee  shall,  by  deputation,  in  conjunction  with  the  Presbytery, 
visit  the  congregation,  in  order  to  determine  what  means  shall  he  adopted 
for  placing  the  congregation  on  a  different  footing. 

6.  The  Committee  recommend  that  the  Synod  shall  enact,  that  in 
the  case  of  congregations  with  more  than  200  members,  and  yet  not 
Belf-Bupporting,  the  Home  Mission  Board  must  be  satisfied,  after  full 
inquiry^  that  sufficient  reasons  exist  for  retaining  such  congregations  on 
the  Supplemental  List 

7.  After  full  consideration  whetlier  the  sums  received  by  congrega- 
tions from  external  sources,  such  as  the  Ferguson  Bequest  Fnnd  and 
Lady  Hewiey's  Trust,  shall  be  reckoned  as  part  of  the  supplemental 
grant,  whoso  maximum  is  £60,  exclnsive  of  allowance  for  rent,  the 
Committee  agreed  to  report  to  the  Synod,  that,  in  present  circumstances, 
they  do  not  see  their  way  to  recommend  that  such  sums  received  by 
congregations  from  external  sources  shall  be  reckoned  as  part  of  the 
supplemental  grant,  whose  maximum  is  £60.  They  are  of  opinion, 
that  all  that  is  attainable  would  be  gained,  if  the  mie  of  the  Synod 
were  strictly  enforced  and  acted  on,  which  enacts  that  no  Presbytery 
shall,  withont  the  express  sanction  of  the  Synod,  grant  a  moderation 
witli  a  view  to  call  a  minister  to  any  vacant  congregation  requiring  aid, 
unless  that  congregation  is  able  to  raise  the  sum  of  £70  for  stipend, 
exclnsive  of  the  annual  value  of  the  manse,  but  including  the  annual 
value  of  the  glebe. 

8.  Where  there  are  two  supplemented  charges,  or  one  supplemented 
charge  along  with  one  or  more  self-sustaining  congregations,  in  the  same 
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town,  or  in  the  immediftte  Ticinity  of  each  other,  it  should  be  provided, 
that  in  the  event  of  one  or  both  of  these  congregations  becoming  vacant, 
the  Presbytery  of  the  bounds  shalt  intimate  the  vacancy  to  the  Home 
Committee,  and,  in  con]'unctioii  with  it,  endeavour  to  effect  a  union  of 
the  congregations.  Sbonld  tliese  efforts  fail,  the  Presbytery  shall  not 
;r^nt  a  moderation  to  tlie  congregation  requiring  supplement,  and  the 
Committee  shall  not  grant  a  supplement^  until  the  case  has  been  reported 
to  the  Synod. 

9.  The  Committee,  finding  that  the  membership  of  the  nine  congre- 
gations in  the  Presbytery  of  Ireland  is  only  888,  that  the  amount  paid 
to  them  from  the  Synod  Funds  in  the  year  1870  was  £611, 6s.,  and  that 
tlie  total  amount  of  tlieir  contributions  to  these  funds  in  the  same  year 
was  only  £46,  7s.  6d.,  agree  to  recommend  that  the  Synod  should  look 
at  the  whole  question  of  the  relation  of  these  Irish  congregations  to  the 
United  Presbyterian  Church,  with  the  view  of  ascertaining  what  measures 
can  be  adopted  in.  order  to  relieve  the  Augmentation  Fund  from  tiiis 
lieavy  burden  on  its  income,  provided  that  the  Synod  shall  not  in  some 
otlier  way  dispose  of  this  difficulty. 

Finally,  considering  the  very  great  importance  of  diffusing  informar 
tion  about  the  Augmentatiou  Fund,  of  awakening  interest  in  it,  and 
sympathy  for  its  objects,  throughout  the  Church,  the  Joint-Committee 
agreed  to  ask  the  Synod  to  appoint  six  or  more  ministers  who  may  be 
able  to  devote  some  weeks  to  the  special  work  of  visiting  congregations, 
and  endeavouring  by  Sabbath  services  and  otherwise  to  educate  them  to 
give  a  hearty  and  intelligent  support  to  the  Augmentation  Fund,  with 
the  view  of  putting  it  into  a  permanently  satisfactory  condition,  and  that 
it  may  not  continue  dependent  as  hitherto  on  spasmodic  efforts.  These 
brethren,  in  carrying  out  their  commission,  to  act  under  the  direction  of 
tlie  Home  Committee.  [Agreed  also  to  recommend  to  the  Synod,  to 
associate  with  the  ministers  so  employed,  an  equal  number  of  laymen  to 
co-operate  with  and  aid  them  in  carrying  out  the  objects  of  their  appoint- 
ment, with  a  special  convener  to  be  named  by  the  Synod ;  these  associates 
to  be  selected  from  the  Home  Committee,  or  from  the  members  of  the 
Ghui-cli  associated  with  that  Committee  for  Augmentation  pnrposes.]* 
Further  agreed  to  nominate  the  following  ministers  for  appointment  by 
the  Synod,  to  cai'ry  out  the  work  of  arousing  the  Church  to  a  due  interest 
in  tlie  Augmentation  Fund  : — Dr.  Finlayson,  Dr.  MacEwen,  Dr.  Black, 
Dr.  Andrew  Thomson,  Dr.  Calderwood,  Dr.  Drummond,  Dr.  Joseph 
Brown,  Dr.  M'Gavin,  and  the  Rev.  David  Young  of  Qlasgow. 

The  Committee  cannot  conclude  their  Report  without  pla<nng  on 
record  their  grateful  appreciation  of  the  valuable  services  rendered  to 
them  an<I  to  the  Cliurch  by  the  Rev.  William  Wood  of  Campsie,  during 

■  This  Hnteoce  b  placed  within  brackets,  as  there  is  some  difference  of  opinion 
among  tlie  membera  of  the  Cominittee  couceraiog  it. 
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tlie  period  for  which  necessary  leave  of  absence  was  granted  to  the 
Home  Secretoiy ;  and  their  best  thanks  to  him  for  the  kindness  with 
which  he  tindertook,  and  the  ability  with  which  for  that  time  he  dis* 
dtaif;ed,  the  datie*  connected  with  die  arrangement  and  the  record  of 
their  proceedings. 

The  Joint-Committee  on  Augmentation  having  thos  completed  to 
the  beet  of  their  ability  the  work  intrusted  to  them,  have  requested  the 
Synod's  Committee  on  Bills  and  Overtures,  so  to  arrange  the  business  of 
the  Court,  that  an  opportunity  may  be  secared  for  the  consideration  of 
the  present  Report,  in  a  Committee  of  the  whole  House,  at  an  early 
■ederunt ;  and,  deeply  impressed  with  the  conviction  that  the  matters 
included  in  their  Beport  are  of  the  greatest  importance  in  connection 
*  with  the  honour  and  prosperity  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church,  and 
witli  the  comfort  and  usefulness  of  its  ministers  and  congregations,  they 
now  respectfully  commend  their  Report  and  its  several  recommendations 
to  the  earnest  and  deliberate  consideration  of  the  Synod,  They  wonld 
deprecate  hasty  legislation  and  sudden  changes  in  relation  to  Uie  con- 
stitution and  administration  of  the  Augmentation  Scheme,  which,  in  its 
present  state,  is  the  result  and  expression  of  the  past  history  of  the 
denomination,  and  which,  notwithstanding  some  apparent  complications, 
has  been  productive  of  very  great  advantages  to  the  Church  at  large,  as 
well  as  largely  conducive  to  the  comfort  and  prosperity  of  the  smaller 
congregations,  and  of  the  ministers  who  preside  over  them.  But  they 
desiderata  that  wise  and  tender  consideration  of  the  whole  subject  to 
which  their  Report  refers,  and  of  the  recommendations  which  it  contains, 
which  may  issue  in  the  adoption  of  prudent  and  effectual  means  for  the 
umplification  of  the  oonstitntion  of  the  Augmentation  Fond,  for  more 
folly  establishing  the  Augmentation  Scheme  in  the  confidence  of  the 
whole  Chorch,  and  for  eliciting  a  larger  and  more  -widely  diffused 
liberality  for  its  support,  and  for  placing  the  support  of  the  gospel 
ministry,  in  all  the  congregations  of  the  denomination,  and  specially  in 
congregations  which  are  weak  in  numbers  and  resources,  on  a  more 
stable  and  satisfactiHy  basis;  and  which  may  thus  tend,  through  the 
blessing  of  Htm  who  is  the  only  King  and  Head  of  the  Chorch,  to 
increase  the  usefulness  as  well  as  the  comfort  of  those  who  are  specially 
pnt  in  trust  with  the  gospel  as  ministers  of  the  Word  of  Life,  and  to 
promote  in  all  the  congregations  of  the  Synod  the  interests  of  vital 
godliness,  and  the  exercise  of  that  Christian  charity  and  liberality  which 
shall '  abound  by  many  thanksgivings  nnto  Ood.'

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  CORRESPONDENCE 
WITH  FOREIGN  CHURCHES. 

Mat  1871. 

Tons  Committee  commence  their  Report  by  advertiiig  to  their  non- 
compliance with  one  of  the  instructions  of  last  Sj^od,  and  to  the  canse 
of  this  apparent  neglect  on  their  part.  No  depntation  to  the  Synod 
of  the  Churches  of  the  Canton  da  Vaud  was  gent,  although  an  express 
resolution  was  adopted  by  the  Synod  to  the  effect  that  a  deputation 
should  be  sent  to  it  by  this  Committee.  The  reastm  for  this  seeming 
disregard  of  the  Synod's  authority  is  simply  that  there  was  a  change 
of  the  ConTenenhip  of  the  Committee  at  last  meeting  of  Synod,  and 
that  the  present  Convener  was  not  informed  of  his  appointment  to  office 
till  after  the  Canton  de  Vaud  Synod  had  met,  and  probably  would  nerer 
have  been  informed  of  the  fact  at  all,  if  he  had  not  heard  by  report 
from  others,  a  month  after  our  Synodical  meeting,  that  he  had  been 
appointed  Convener,  and,  on  writing  to  one  of  the  Synod  clerks,  fonad 
that  the  report  was  correct.  Having  brought  these  facts  before  this 
Committee,  they  unanimously  agreed  to  bring  them  before  the  notice 
of  Synod,  with  a  recommendation,  that  the  clerks  of  Synod  should 
be  instructed  to  notify  all  such  appointmeata  directly  to  the  persons 
appointed. 

The  same  cause  operated  very  unfavourably  on  the  work  assigned 
to  this  Committee,  of  selecting  stations  on  the  Continent  of  Europe  at 
which  to  preach  the  gospel  to  the  English-speaking  population.  Before 
the  Committee  could  be  convened,  the  summer  season  was  advanced, 
and  it  was  in  vain  to  begin  to  work  the  scheme  for  another  year. 
Measures  were  about  to  be  adopted,  however,  for  raising  funds,  when 
t^e  war  broke  out  between  Prassia  and  France.  Till  the  issue  of  that 
great  struggle  was  reached,  little  or  nothing  could  be  done ;  and  now 
that  the  victory  of  the  Prussian  arms  has  left  France  not  only  im- 
poverished, but  unsettled,  it  seems  to  your  Committee  that  It  would 
be  wis€r  to  defer  for  another  year  taking  any  active  stepe  in  the 
direction  in  which  it  was  intended  onr  Chnrch  ^onld  move.  The 
missions  ^of  onr  French  brethren  will  need  all  the  pecuniary  support 
we  can  give  them ;  and  this  fact  would  interfere  with  the  success 
of  any  attempt  to  raise  a  fund  for  another  C<mtinental  <Aject  which 
can  hajdly  be  affirmed  to  be  of  co-ordinate  importance.  The  dift- 
tracted  state  of  Paris,  besides,  rraiders  the  condition  of  the  whole  Con- 
tinent so  insecure,  ^at  the  time  is  not  a  favourable  one  for  starting  new 
etatioua.    The  recommendation,  therefore,  of  yoor  Cmiunittee  is,  that,  for 
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this  year  at  least,  action  in  this  matter  lie  postponed.  It  is  earnestly 
hoped  that  our  congregations  may  be  Btirred  np  to  active  and  liberal 
sympathy  with  onr  brethren  of  the  French  Protestant  Missions.  The 
war  lias  dried  up  their  resonrces,  and  it  has  also  ended  in  a  lamentable 
civil  fead,  which  drains  their  already  exhamled  strength.  In  the  words 
of  Pastor  Fiscb,  '/or  the  present  time  Iheir  religious  eocieliea  are  threat- 
ened with  starvation.^  Let  all  the  friends  of  the  gospel  do  what  they  can 
for  poor  France.  Our  Church  has  ever  displayed  a  lively  interest  in 
French  Evangelical  Missions ;  and  now  that  they  more  than  ever  need 
onr  help,  it  becomes  us  to  redouble  our  efforts  on  their  behalf. 

In  regard  to  Germany,  the  only  occurrence  to  which  your  Committee 
would  advert,  is  the  Jubilee  of  the  venerable  Tholuck  at  Halle.  Not  a 
few  of  the  students  of  our  Church  have  shared  in  the  advantages  of  his 
valuable  instmctions  and  generous  hospitality.  The  fifty  years  of  his 
Professorate  have  contributed  not  a  little  to  the  evangelization  of  the 
people,  and  especially  of  the  Universities  of  Germany,  and  well  deserved 
the  entbosiastic  commemoration  which  they  received.  It  is  very  inte- 
resting to  find  in  the  report  of  the  celebration  of  the  Jubilee  an  address 
signed  by  24  men  of  the  86th  Regiment  before  Paris,  in  which  they  ex- 
press, *  amidst  the  thunder  of  Mount  Yalerien,'  their  earnest  prayer  on 
behalf  of  Dr.  Tholuck,  their  former  teacher,  '  that  God  may  still  bless 
and  preserve  him  as  a  friend  to  many'  friends,  as  a  teacher  to  many 
students,  and  as  a  faithful  watchman  and  workman  to  the  sacred  cause 
of  God ! '  No  one  can  fail  to  see  what  strength  that  army  possessed 
which  was  composed  of  such  soldiers. 

The  work  of  G^  in  Spain  still  goes  on,  amidst  many  difBculties, 
with  much  promise.  While  these  lines  are  written,  a  meeting  is  being 
held  there,  with  the  view  of  fixing  the  doctrinal  Confession  of  the  Pro- 
testant Church.  To  this  meeting  an  invitation  was  received,  addressed 
to  *  the  Convener  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church,'  but  too  late  to 
admit  of  its  being  accepted.  Let  us  pray  that  those  engaged  in  this 
important  undertaking  may  be  guided  by  the  Spirit  of  God  to  compile  a 
declaration  of  their  faith  in  the  glonous  gospel  of  the  blessed  God, 
which  shall  at  once  receive  and  promote  the  living  unity  of  the  Church 
of  Christ  in  Spain. 

The  last  topic  to  which  your  Committee  call  the  Synod's  attention,  is 
the  visit  of  your  deputies,  Drs.  Edmond  and  M'Leod,  to  the  first  Assembly 
I'f  the  reunited  Presbyterian  Church  of  America,  held  last  May  in  Phila- 
delphia. The  joining  together  of  the  severed  branches  of  American 
Presbyterianism  was  an  occurrence  so  remarkable,  that  it  was  felt  by 
all  to  be  only  right  that  a  deputation  from  our  Church  should  be  present 
to  witness  it,  and  to  bear  our  Christian  congratulations  to  the  divided 
Church  made  one.  These  brethren  were  also  appointed  to  represent  onr 
Church  at  the  Assembly  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  at  Pitts- 
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burgh,  and  at  the  first  General  Assembly  of  tlie  Canadian  Presbyterian 
Charch  at  Toronto.  Through  God's  kindness  to  them,  they  were  en- 
abled, in  comfort,  as  we!!  as  safety,  to  fulfil  their  commissions,  and  they 
liave  reported  to  your  Committee,  in  the  warmest  terms,  their  gratifi- 
cation with  the  reception  that  was  given  to  them  by  the  different  Church 
Courts.  Instead  of  any  printed  report  of  their  impressions  being  put 
into  tlie  hands  of  the  members  of  Court,  your  deputies  will  state  them  to 
tJie  Synod  at  its  Thursday  evening  Aieeting.  As  it  was,  however,  the 
I'cunion  of  the  Old  and  New  School  Churches  that  was  the  occasion  of 
your  deputies  being  sent  across  the  Atlantic,  It  may  be  right  to  quote 
tlie  words  in  whicli  Dr.  Edmond  records  his  view  of  the  character  of 
that  first  meeting  of  the  great  American  Assembly :  '  The  spirit  of  peace 
and  concord  evidently  reigned  there.  It  was  fine  to  see  the  earnestness, 
and  even  solemnity,  of  that  great  assemblage  of  the  elders,  gathered 
from  all  parts  of  a  vast  continent,  combining  with  the  hearty  basiness- 
like  life  that  showed  itself  in  unwearied  activity  and  progress.' 

It  affords  your  Committee  peculiar  pleasure  to  state  that  a  deputation 
}ias  been  appointed  by  the  American  Assembly  to  represent  it  at  our 
Synod,  consisting  of  Itev.  Dr.  Adam  of  New  York,  and  Rev.  Dr. 
Beadle  of  Philadelphia.  It  is  very  desirable  that  tliese  honoured 
brethren  shonld  receive  such  a  welcome  from  us  as  shall  not  only  express 
onr  acknowledgment  of  the  great  kindness  shown  by  their  Assembly  to 
our  deputies,  but  shall  thoroughly  assure  them  of  our  deep  and  warm 
regard  for  the  Church  they  represent. 

It  appeared  so  desirable  to  your  Committee  that  this  friendly  inter- 
course between  onr  Churches  should  be  kept  up,  that,  having  ascertained 
that  two  respected  members  of  Synod  were  to  be  in  America  on  other 
business,  they  gave  them  a  commission  to  the  American  Assembly,  to 
meet  this  year  at  Chicago,  and  to  the  Canadian  Assembly,  which  meets 
at  Quebec.  These  brethren — the  Eev,  William  France  of  Paisley, 
and  the.  Rev.  W.  M.  Taylor  of  Bootle — will  be  universally  regarded  aa 
fully  qualified  to  do  justice  to  the  honourable  work  entrusted  to  their 
care. 

Your  Committee  close  their  report  by  expressing  their  conviction  of 
the  importance  of  the  duties  which  they  are  called  to  discharge.  It  is 
impossible  not  to  see  the  gravity  of  the  present  crisis.  Old  systems  in 
Church  and  State  are  giving  way.  New  theories  as  to  truth  aiid  practice 
are  starting  into  existence.  Tliose  who  are  at  one  in  Christ  cannot  be 
too  cordial  in  their  harmony,  too  close  in  their  intercourse,  or  too  active 
in  their  sympatliy.  May  we  be  able,  while  clinging  to  '  the  things  most 
surely  believed  amongst  us,'  to  welcome  to  our  fellowship  all  our  Chris- 
tian brethren,  and  especially  to  aid  and  cheer  those  of  them  who  stand 
in  need  of  our  encouragement  and  support  1

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BEPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  CORRESPONDENCE 
WITH  FOREIGN  CHURCHES. 

Mat  1872. 

SnroB  Toor  Committee's  last  Report  was  presented  to  the  Synod,  the 
opportuorty  has  been  afforded  to  this  Committee  of  communicating  with 
many  important  and  interesting  parts  of  the  Christian  world.  In  the 
Report  of  last  year,  it  was  stated  that  Uie  Rev,  W.  France  of  Faidej, 
and  the  Rev.  W.  M.  Taylor  of  Bootle^  had.  gone  on  a  visit  to  Anierica, 
and  had  accepted  an  appointment  to  represent  our  Church  at  the  As- 
semblies of  the  American  PreBb3rterian  Church,  to  be  held  at  Chicago, 
and  of  the  Canadian  Presbyterian  Church,  at  Quebec.  Both  of  onr 
deputies  were  able  to  be  present  at  the  American  Assembly,  and  ad- 
dressed oar  brethren  there  on  the  24th  May.  They  received  a  very 
hearty  welcome,  and  were  addressed  by  the  Moderator  in  terms  of  warm 
fraternal  regard.  A  large  deputation,  consisting  of  Dr.  Cuylerof  Brook- 
lyn, Mr.  Dnnn  of  Boston,  and  others,  was  appointed  to  visit  our  Synod 
at  its  present  meeting,  and  will  no  doubt  be  received  with  the  same 
.  cordial  goodwill  as  was  shown  to  Dr.  Adam,  wlio,  on  behalf  of  £he 
American  Assembly,  addressed  our  Synod  so  effectively  at  its  last  meet- 
ing. Mr.  France  afterwards  proceeded  to  Quebec,  where,  on  8th  June, 
he  conveyed  onr  fraternal  regards  to  the  Canada  Presbyterian  Church. 
Tliere,  too,  be  was  received  with  the  greatest  kindness,  and  was  deeply 
gratified  with  the  evident  tokens  of  the  interest  taken  by  the  Assembly 
in  the  progress  and  prosperity  of  the  Chorch  at  home.  The  substance 
of  Mr.  France's  report  was  sent  by  the  Convener  to  the  United  Prttbf- 
ttrian  Magazine,  for  publication  there,  and  additional  particulars  wilt  be 
conveyed  to  the  Synod  by  an  oral  statement  from  our  deputy.  Too 
much  importance  can  scarcely  be  attached  to  this  friendly  interchange 
of  visits  between  the  Churches  in  this  country  and  across  the  Atlantic. 
We  have  not  only  much  to  learn  from  one  another,  but  the  reciprocation  of 
Christian  thought  and  feeling  will  go  far  to  cement  that  friendly  union 
between  Great  Britain  and  America,  the  cessation  or  even  snspensioB  of 
which  wonld  be  so  disastrous  to  the  best  interests  of  mankind. 

The  Synod  of  the  Union  of  the  Evangelical  Churches  in  France 
held  its  meeting  on  19th  October,  at  Mazamet,  in  the  department  of 
Tarn.  As  our  Mission  Board  were  desirous  to  ascertain  the  state  of  the 
French  Evangelization  work,  Dr.  MacGUl  was  appointed  by  it  to  be 
present  at  the  Synod,  and  yoar  Committee  reqneeted  him  to  be  its  dele- 
gate also.  An  unsuccessful  attempt  was  made  by  the  Committee  to  induce 
Mr.  David  Paton,  Sir  Peter  Coats,  the  lato  Mr.  J.  H.  Yoong,  and  other 
influential  members  of  onr  Church,  to  foim  part  of  the  deputation.'   Dr.

MscGill  has  pablished  an  interesting  account  of  his  visit ;  and  the 
President  of  the  Synodal  Commission  writes  to  the  Convener  of  this 
Committee,  in  reference  to  the  same  sufoject,  in  these  terms :  '  We 
preserve  s  grateful  recollection  of  yonr  deputation's  visit  to  ns.  Dr. 
MacGill's  presence  has  been  a  precious  encouragement  to  ns.  Our  in- 
tention is  to  send  a  depnty  to  your  Synod.'  It  is  pleasant  to  be  able  to 
state  that  this  deputy  is  our  excellent  friend  Dr.  Fisch.  We  also  are 
informed  of  the  intended  visit  of  a  deputy  from  our  friends  of  the  Evan- 
gelical Society  of  Geneva.  It  is  under  their  superintendence  that  the 
Mission  work  at  Saintonge  and  Poitou,  which  our  Church  supports,  is 
carried  on.  It  is  in  eventful  circumstances  that  the  evangelical  labourers 
in  France  are  at  present  placed,  and  tliey  are  entitled  to  our  hearty 
sympathy,  assistance,  and  prayers. 

It  was  happily  also  in  the  power  of  your  Committee  to  send  a  deputy 
to  the  meeting  held  in  Florence  of  the  evangelical  labourers  employed 
by  the  Waldensian  Church  in  Italy,  This  meeting  took  place  in  the 
beginning  of  April,  and  your  Committee  requested  Dr.  Selkirk  Scott, 
who  was  then  in  Rome  seeking  restored  health,  after  a  h^avy  family 
trial,  to  represent  our  Church.  He  kindly  undertook  his  task,  and  will 
be  able  to  report  his  impressions  of  what  he  saw  and  heard.  M.  Procfaet' 
of  Genoa,  who  has  succeeded  the  lamented  Dr.  Kevel  as  President  of 
the  Waldensian  Board  of  Evangelization,  is  to  be  present  at  our  Synod 
as  a  delegate  from  the  Waldensian  Church.  There  is  certainly  no 
agency  at  work  in  Italy  that  can  he  preferred  to  that  of  our  Walden- 
sian brethivn.  Those  who  know  it  and  them  best,  have  the  most 
thcwough  confidence  in  them  i  and  M.  Prochet  will  doubtless  bear  back 
to  hia  Church  the  assurance  of  unchanged  attachment  and  admiration 
on  his  part  of  their  United  Presbyterian  friends. 

From  Spain  a  letter  has  been  received  from  the  Consistory  of  the 
Spanbh  Christian  Churches,  addressed  to  the  Synod,  and  signed  by 
Antonio  Carrasco  as  President.  It  will  be  laid  on  the  table  of  the  Synod. 
The  deepest  sympathy  cannot  but  be  felt  by  ns  in  the  movements  of 
that  great  people  towards  Christian  truth  and  liberty.  Everything 
should  be  done  by  which  we  can  help  and  cheer  them  on. 

The  work  of  God  in  Bolitmia  is  also  in  a  very  hopeful  and  enconrog- 
ing  state.  Friends,  chiefly  connected  with  onr  Church,  have  for  many 
years  watched  and  assisted  it.  It  might  be  well  to  give  it  direct  recog- 
nition, and  also  a  measure  of  pecuniary  support.  Nowhere  is  there 
greater  fidelity  displayed  by  a  small  Protestant  minority  placed  in  the 
midst  of  Papal  ignorance  and  superstition. 

A  very  interesting  and  touching  appeal  for  help  to  Queensland,  in 
name  of  the  Presbyterian  Committee  of  Church  Extension,  has  been 
made  to  this  Synod  by  a  letter,  signed  by  Bev.  Matthew  M'Gavin, 
well  known  formerly  to  many  in  this  country  as  one  of  our  ministers  in 
Airdrie,   Your  Comxaittee  having  neither  men  nor  funds  at  their  disposal, 
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have  forwarded  the  letter  to  the  Foreign  Mission  Board.  They  were 
much  impressed,  however,  with  the  statements  of  tliis  appeal,  and  agreed 
to  record  their  sense  of  the  claims  of  Queensland  and  onr  other  colonies 
on  our  most  careful  and  generous  consideration. 

The  Committee  close  their  Keport  by  an  urgent  request  to  their  bre- 
thren to  give  the  condition  and  the  wants  of  other  Christian  Churches  a 
place  in  their  thoughts,  contributions,  and  prayers.  We  are  exposed 
to  common  dangers,  and  stand  in  need  of  mutual  help.  May  the  long- 
divided  Church  of  Christ  be  made  one  at  home,  and  may  the  branches 
of  it  that  are  'scattered  abroad'  joyfully  recognise  their  real  unity  in 
'  the  one  Lord,  one  faith,  one  baptism,  and  one  God  and  Father  of  all, 
who  is  above  all,  and  through  all,  and  in  us  alll'

REPORT  ON  INCREASING  POPULATION  OF  LARGE 
TOWNS. 

The  Home  Committee,  having  reference  to  the  Minute  of  Synod 
(a,d.  1871,  p.  233)  concerning  *  the  provision  made  for  the  spiritaal 
wants  of  the  increasing  population  in  large  towns,'  and  believing  that 
that  sabject  was  remitted  to  them  for  farther  consideration  by  last 
meeting  of  Synod,  have  had  their  attention  turned  to  the  means  to  be 
adopted,  in  order  that  such  provision  may  be  more  fully  made,  and  re- 
spectfully present  the  following  interim  Report,  leaving  it  to  the  Supreme 
Court  either  to  take  the  Keport,  and  the  subject  to  which  it  refers,  into 
consideration  at  the  meeting  iu  May  1872,  or  to  refer  it  back  to  the 
Home  Committee,  with  instructions  to  report  to  the  Synod  in  May  1873. 

Should  the  Synod  adopt  the  latter  method  of  dealing  with  the  Re- 
port, it  may  be  necessary  for  it  to  consider  whether  the  powers  granted 
to  the  Home  Committee  in  the  Minute  referred  to  above,  in  regard  to 
the  initiation  of  new  stations  in  Glasgow  and  Edinburgh,  which  were 
limited  to  one  year,  shall  not  be  continued  until  a  final  Synodical  de^- 
sion  concerning  the  Report,  and  the  questions  to  which  it  r^ers,  shall 
be  arrived  at. 

The  Interim  Report,  and  the  Minute  of  the  Home  Committee  con- 
cerning it,  are  as  follows : — 

'  May  8,  1872.~The  Home  Secretary  laid  on  the  table  the  Report 
of  the  meeting  of  the  Sub-Committee  on  the  Evangelization  of  the 
Masses  in  large  Towns,  which  had  been  held  on  19th  February ;  and  also 
eight  letters  on  the  subject  to  which  the  Report  refers,  which  bad  been 
submitted  to  the  meeting. 

*  Read  the  Report,  which  was  as  follows : — 
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* "  Glatgowy  19(A  February  1872. 

' "  Which  day  and  place  the  SaVCominittee  met,  which  was  appointed 
by  the  Home  Committee  to  consider  the  Synod's  Remit  concerning  the 
evangelization  of  the  masses  in  large  towns,  and  put  this  question  into 
a  form  which  may  facilitate  its  consideration  in  the  Committee.  The 
meeting  was  opened  with  prayer  by  the  Rev.  James  Inglis.  There  n'ere 
present,  with  Mr.  James  Alexander  in  the  chair,  Revs.  James  Inglb  and 
William  Wood,  with  Mr.  George  Pearson. 

' "  It  was  reported  that  a  circular  had  been  isaaed  to  members  of  the 
Home  Committee,  inviting  suggestions  for  the  use  of  the  Sub-Committee 
on  the  matter  remitted  to  them.  Communications  in  answer  to  the  cir- 
cular were  laid  on  the  table  from  the  Rev.  William  Orr,  Fenwick;  Mr. 
R.  T,  Middleton,  Glasgow;  Mr.  D.  H.  Saunders,  Blairgowrie;  and 
Messrs  J.  and  D.  Paton,  Alloa.  Read  these  communications ;  and,  after 
lengthened  consideration,  agreed  to  report  to  the  Home  Committee : — 

' "  1.  That  means  should  be  employed  to  ascertain  as  accurately  as  pos- 
sible the  amount  of  religious  destitution  that  exists  in  oar  most  populous 
places;  and  that  information  on  the  subject  should  be  solicited  from 
Presbyteries. 

' "  2.  That,  with  a  view  to  foster  such  operations  as  may  contemplate 
the  overtaking  the  religions  destitution  of  populous  places,  the  Synod 
should  be  requested  to  make  applicable  to  new  congregations  in  destitute 
localities  in  large  cities  or  towns  the  rule  which  already  exists  with  refer- 
ence to  extension  churches  in  England,  and  which  anthonzea  the  Home 
Committee,  during  the  missionary  stage  of  a  congregation,  that  is,  during 
its  first  three,  or  at  most  five,  years,  to  grant  a  sum  not  exceeding  £250, 
in  such  annual  amounts  aa  may  be  best  suited  to  gain  the  end  of  ulti- 
mate self-support. 

' "  3.  That,  when  the  membership  of  congregations  is  very  nnmerons, 
means  should  be  employed  to  induce  and  encourage  a  number  of  said 
members,  sufficient  to  form  the  nucleus  of  a  new  congregation,  to  select, 
with  the  consent  of  Presbytery,  a  suitable- locality  in  which  to  commence 
worship  and  Christian  work,  with  the  view  of  forming  in  due  time  a 
separate  congregation. 

*  "4.  That,  inasmuch  as  a  very  numerous  membership  is  beyond  the 
efficient  oversight  of  any  one  pastor,  it  be  strongly  recommended  that 
church  buildings  should  be  so  constructed  as  not  to  accommodate 
more  than  800  sitters,  or  thereby. 

*  "5.  That,  with  a  view  of  harmonious  action  on  the  part  of  all  who  seek 
the  evangelization  of  the  lapsing  masses,  a  conference  should  be  invited 
by  the  Home  Board  with  the  Glasgow  United  Presbyterian  Klders' 
Church  Extension  Association,  and  with  the  Church  Extension  Com- 
mittee of  Presbytery,  so  far  as  Glasgow  is  concerned ;  and  that  means 
should  be  used  for  co>operatton  with  any  similar  Associations  or  Com- 
mittees in  other  cities, 
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* "  6.  Some  conversation  having  taken  place  as  to  whetber  onr  Church 
is  increasing  the  number  of  the  congregations  in  proportion  to  the  in- 
creasing population  of  large  towns,  the  Kev.  Mr.  Inglis  was  requested  to 
endeavour  to  secure  any  statistics  bearing  on  the  matter  that  may  be 
within  his  reach,  taking  special  notice  of  the  popalation  returns  of  1861 
and  1871,  and  the  number  of  churches  in  existence  at  each  of  these 
periods  iu  the  large  towns.     Closed  with  the  benediction." 

'  Mr.  Inglis  stated  that  he  had  not  as  yet  obtained  the  information 
concerning  the  increase  of  the  population  from  1861  to  1871,  which  he 
had  been  requested  to  obtain. 

'  After  deliberation,  agreed  to  adopt  the  Export  of  the  3uKCommittee 
aa  an  ittUrim  report  to  the  Synod  on  the  important  subject  to  which  it 
refers,  and  as  affording  to  the  Synod  the  opportunity  of  giving  such 
instructions  to  the  Home  Committee  in  relation  to  it  as  the  Supreme 
Court  may  deem  expedient ;  and  with  the  view  of  the  further  consider- 
ation of  the  matter  of  the  Report  after  the  meeting  of  the  Synod,  ngree 
to  appoint  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Ingli»  and  Williamson  as  a  Sub-Committee 
to  obtain  the  statistical  information  referred  to  in  the  6th  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Sub-Committee.'

ROYAL  PROCLAMATIONS  OF  NATIONAL  FASTS 
AND  THANKSGIVINGS. 


The  year  just  closed  has  been  one  of  the  moat  intereating  and  import- 
ant in  connection  witli  the  question  of  National  Fasts  and  Thanksgivings 
that  has  passed  since  the  appointment  of  the  Committee,  and  probably, 
in  some  of  its  incidents,  in  the  history  of  the  country. 

The  alarming  illness  of  the  Prince  of  Wales,  and  his  merciful  and 
for  a  time  unexpected  recovery,  awakening  widespread  sympathy  among 
all  classes  in  the  United  Kingdom,  and  evoking  addresses  of  condolence 
and  congratulation  to  her  Majesty  from  numerous  bodies  of  the  sub- 
jects throughout  the  empire,  as  well  as  from  independent  Governments 
■nd  fiiendly  Powers,  presented  a  providential  call  to  the  exercise  of 
prayers,  supplications,  and  thanksgivings  on  the  part  of  the  people  of 
God.  These  offerings  spontaneously  flowed  at  the  appropriate  moment, 
vitboat  concert  or  appointment,  in  the  public  devotions  of  the  sanctuary, 
as  well,  doubtless,  as  in  families  and  closets,  throughout  all  the  Ciiurches 
of  the  country  accustomed  to  free  prayer ;  and  tbey  were  general,  if  not 
universal,  in  the  congregations  of  this  Church.  A  union  in  prayer  more 
'  extensive,  nnartificial,  simultaneous,  instant,  and  sincere, — more,  truly 
national  in  the  best  sense, — has  seldom  occurred  in  our  annals ;  and  may 
it  not  be  said  that  the  Lord  heard  the  voice  and  supplications  of  them 
that  feared  Him  T 

Your  Committee  bad  communicated  with  Mr.  Secretary  Bmce,  at  an 
early  period  of  the  autumn,  reminding  him  of  the  position  of  the  Synod 
in  the  matter  entrusted  to  them ;  and  they  watched  with  mnch  interest 
the  manner  in  which  the  Government  would  act  in  fulfilment  of  its 
engagement  to  make  important  changes  in  the  form  of  future  Rt^al 
Proclamations  of  Fasts  or  Thanksgivings.  They  were  not  surprised  to 
find  that  no  Eoyal  Proclamation  was  issued ;  but  that,  following  appa- 
rently the  more  recent  precedents,  instead  of  a  Proclamation  for  a  week- 
day service,  an  arrangement,  by  Order  in  Council,  for  prayers  at  the 
ordinary  hours  of  divine  worship,  on  the  Lord's  Day,  in  the  statutory 
churches  and  chapels,  was  preferred.  At  the  crisis  of  the  Prince's 
malady,  accordingly,  two  Orders  in  Conncil,  duly  limited,  were  issued, — 
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one  for  England,  ordering  the  preparation  of  a  special  form  of  prayer  for 
ttie  recovery  of  his  Boyal  Highness,  and  its  use  upon  the  following 
day  in  the  castomary  places  of  worship ;  and  another  applicable  to  all 
ministers  and  preachers  of  speciiied  communions  in  Scotland, — earnestly 
exhorting  lliem  to  offer  prayers  in  behalf  of  the  Prince,  the  Queen,  and 
the  Koyal  family.* 

These  Orders  were  hastened,  but  official  diligence  had  been  antici- 
pated by  the  moyement  of  unfettered  sympathy  amosg  the  Christian 
people  and  Churches. 

The  document,  however,  of  chief  consideration,  and  marking,  your 
Committee  believe,  an  era  in  the  history  of  Royal  communications  to  the 
people,  is  the  letter  addressed  by  the  Qneen  to  the  nation  during  the 
precu'Ioua  convalescence  of  the  Prince,  expressing  her  deep  sense  of 
the  sympathy  of  her  faithful  subjects,  and  requesting  their  continued 
prayers  for  his  complete  recovery. 

As  probably  the  first  of  its  kind  emanating  from  British  Royalty,  as 
well  as  for  its  intrinsic  interest,  it  is  here  introduced.

ftud  her  beloved  daughter,  tbe  Fiiocess  of  Wales,  as  well  as  the  general  joy  at 
the  improvement  in  the  Prince  of  Wales'  state,  have  made  a  deep  and  lasdng 
impression  on  her  heart  which  can  never  be  effaced.  It  was,  indeed,  nothing 
new  to  her,  for  the  Queen  met  with  the  same  sympathy,  when,  just  ten  years 
ago,  a  similar  illness  removed  from  her  side  the  mainstay  of  her  life,  the  best, 
wisest,  and  kindest  of  husbands.  The  Queen  wishes  to  express  at  the  same 
■time,  on  the  part  of  the  Princess  of  Wales,  her  feeling  of  heartfelt  gratitude, 
for  she  has  been  as  deeply  touched  as  the  Queen  by  the  great  and  universal 
manifestations  of  loyally  and  Bympatiiy.  The  Queen  cannot  conclude  without 
expressing  her  hope  that  her  faithful  subjecte  will  continue  their  prayers  to 
God  for  the  complete  recovery  of  her  dear  son  to  health  and  strength.' 

Thia  nnprompted  utterance  of  the  Bojal  heart,  so  touching  in  it« 
natoral  sentimenta  and  pious  anxiety,  proceeding  from  ber  Majesty 
purely  in  her  persoual  character,  could  not  but  produce  a  aniversal  echo 
of  affectionate  loyalty;  as  it  was  without  doubt  responded  to  by  the 
praying  people  of  the  nation,  in  a  manner  eminently  fitted  to  comfort 
their  afi^cted  Sovereign,  as  well  as  to  suggest  the  true  fellowship  of  all, 
in  whatever  widely-separated  stations  of  life,  who  unite  ia  the  hallowed 
exercise  of  approach  to  the  Highest  Throne. 

Formal  Orders  in  Council,  of  18th  January  1872,  directing  prayers 
and  thanksgivings  for  the  recovery  of  his  Royal  Highness  the  Prince  of 
Wales,  were  issued,  duly  limited,  and  require  no  remark.* 

The  Thanksgiving  service  of  February  last,  observed  in  St.  Paul's, 
which  waa  attended  by  the  Queen,  the  Prince  and  Princess  of  Wales, 
tiie  Royal  family,  and  a  large  assemblage  of  members  of  the  various 
bodies  of  the  State  and  of  the  public,  presents  some  important  and  novel 
of  divine  service  in  their  churches,  congregations,  or  aesemblies,  to  offer  np  solemn 
prayers  to  Almighty  God  for  the  recovery  of  hia  Bojal  HigfaneBS  the  Prince  of  Wslea, 
and  also  on  b«half  of  the  Queen,  the  Prinoeas  of  Wales,  and  all  the  Boyal  family.

In  the  !Ro;al  message,  at  the  opening  of  Parliameat,  after 
reference  to  the  recovery  of  the  Prince,  the  Queen  intimated,  '  I  par- 
pofle,  on  the  27th  instant,  conformably  to  the  good  and  becoming  nsage 
of  former  days,~that  the  blessing  thus  received  shall  be  acknowledged  on 
behalf  of  the  nation  by  a  Thanksgiving  in  the  Metropolitan  Cathedra). 
At  thia  celebration  it  is  my  desire  and  hope  to  be  present.'  Apart  from  the 
intimation  in  the  message,  the  circumstances  of  the  event  itself  appear  to 
have  been  distinguished  by  the  entire  absence  of  royal  proclamation,  or 
of  any  language  implying  assumption  of  authonty  either  to  appoint, 
command,  or  exhort  in  reference  to  its  observance.  The  form  of  com- 
munication employed  in  behalf  of  Royalty  was  essentially  that,  of  a  per- 
sonal invitation  to  various  subjects  to  join  with  her  Majesty  in  exercises 
of  supplication  and  thanksgiving.  A  representative  character  was 
sought  to  be  imparted  to  the  solemnity,  by  the  issuing  of  invitations  to  a 
large  number  of  leading  persons  both  in  the  ecclesiastical  and  civil  com- 
munities, including  several  prominent  ministers  and  ofGce-bearers  of 
this  Synod.  While  the  pageantry  of  the  occasion,  and  other  circum- 
stances giving  prominence  to  the  State  Church  System  of  the  kingdom, 
detract  from  our  favourable  estimate,  the  Thanksgiving,  in  which  so 
many  of  her  Majesty's  subjects  were  invited  to  unite  with  their  Sove- 
reign in  acknowledgment  of  national  mercies,  must  be  regarded  as  a 
marked  departure  from  the  exclusive  and  arbitrary  ideas  of  former  times, 
and  in  itself  as  a  pleasing  indication  of  grateful  and  devout  sentiment 
on  the  part  of  our  rulers,  as  well  as  of  earnest  feelings  widely  diffused. 

.  Except  in  the  metropolis,  th6  day  was  not  generally  marked  by  cessa- 
tion of  labours;  but  numerous  religious  services- were  simultaneously 
held  in  various  parts  of  the  kingdom,  congregations  and  churches  in 
several  instances  combining  in  the  exercises.  If  further  illustration 
were  needed  of  the  importance  of  the  position  maintained  by  the  Sj'nod 
during  seventeen  years,  it  would  be  found  in  the  events  of  this  year. 
The  language  of  the  letter  addressed  to  Mr.  Bruce,  embodied  in  Report 
of  Committee  for  1870,  may  here  be  recalled  in  connection  with  these: — 

'  Were  tbe  action  of  the  Sovereign,  in  initiating  a  movement  for  prayer, 
understood  to  be  simply  personal,  a  great  cause  of  conflicting  sentiment  would 
be  removed.  The  simply  persoiinl  action  of  the  Sovereign,  promoting  union 
for  prayer  by  inviting  to  Its  exercise,  would  seldom  be  misconstrued,  and  would 
in  general  receive  due  consideration ;  while  official  action,  by  suggesting  the 
assertion  of  a  civil  or  divine  right  of  office  to  interpose,  inevitably  awakens 
opposition  and  jealousy.  A  simple,  earnest  invitation  to  the  subjects  to  join 
with  the  Sovereign  in  a  concert  for  prayer,  is  apparently  the  utmost  that  can 
wisely  and  rightly  be  attempted  in  a  matter  so  grave  and  deiicate,  and  affecting 
the  most  sacred  exercises  and  rights.  It  is,  therefore,  greatly  to  be  desired  that 
"  exhort"  should  yet  be  withdrawn  from  the  frame  of  Proclamations  and  Orders 
having  reference  to  prayer,  and  "  invite"  or  some  other  clearly  unauthoritative 
term  substitated.' 
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The  following  are  tbe  terms  of  invitation  iaaaed  to  United  Presbj- 
terian  ministers : — 

'  I  am  desired  by  the  Lord  Chamberlaia  to  inforro  joa,  that  it  is  her 
Uajesty'B  intention,  on  Tuesday,  the  27th  instant,  to  proceed  to  St.  Paul'i 
Cathedral,  tu  offer  thanksgiTiog  for  the  recoveiy  of  his  Soyal  Highness  the 
Prince  of  Wales,  and  that  it  is  wished  that  the  attendance  of  her  Majesty's 
subjects  should  assume  on  this  occasion,  as  much  as  possible,  a  nauoaal  and  re- 
presentative character.  With  this  view,  I  have  to  state  that  his  Lordship  will 
reserve  a  seat  for  you  personally  in  the  Cathedral,  on  rec^ving  an  intimation 
of  your  deure  to  be  present  oa  the  occasion,  as  a  representative  of  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church.' 

These  terras,  and  other  circumstances  of  the  service,  may  be  regarded 
as  a  significant  movement  in  the  direction  of  the  principles  indicated  in 
the  above  extract. 

As  a  precedent  in  the  advancing  direction,  the  Thanksgiving  is  likely 
to  exert  a  useful  influence  on  future  policy ;  and  your  Committee  can- 
not but  regard  the  considerable  innovation  made  upon  forras  and  nsages 
which  had  become  unsuitable  to  the  times,  and  offensive  to  large  bodies 
of  the  subjects,  as  reflecting  honour  on  the  prudence,  delicacy  of  feel- 
ing, and  independence  of  judgment  of  the  Queen,  to  whom,  with  advice 
of  her  Ministers,  it  is  undoubtedly  due. 

It  will  be  the  prayer  of  all  that  her  Majesty  may,  through  the  divine 
favour,  be  long  spared  the  experience  of  similar  domestic  trial ;  that  her 
councils  may  be  ever  guided  by  wisdom,  and  her  throne  established  in 
righteousness ;  and  that  the  future  action  of  Koyalty  in  these  realms,  is 
regard  to  the  initiatire  in  union  for  prayer  on  occasions  believed  to  be 
of  national  interest,  may  be  characterized  by  the  fullest  recognition  of 
the  rights  of  conscience  and  of  private  judgment  in  all  acts  involving 
the  acknowledgment  of  Providence  and  the  worship  of  God. 

It  is  only  further  suggested,  that  the  Committee  be  continued  in  temu 
of  reappointment,  to  teatch  over  Vte  form  in  which  Proelamationt  may  &e 
iiMued  in  future,  and  to  report  improvementt  they  may  observe  or  secure,

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REPORT  ON  SABBATH  SANCTIFICATION. 

The  belief  that  there  ia  a  God  inTolves  tlie  obligation  to  worship  Him. 
If  that  obligation  is  to  be  fulfilled,  some  stated  time  most  be  secured  for 
His  worship.  What  stated  time  should  be  provided  for  all  who  lie 
under  that  obligation,  only  His  wisdom  and  authority  can  determine. 
That  stated  time  He  has  appointed  to  be  '  one  whole  day  in  seyen,'  to  be 
separated  from  all  worldly  occupations,  and  to  be  devoted  to  Hia  worship 
and  BQch  congenial  exercises  as  conduce  to,  or  at  least  consist  with, 
spiritual  improvement.  Six  days  ehalt  thou  labour,  and  do  all  thy  work : 
but  the  seveJtth  day  is  tlie  Sabbat/i  of  the  Lord  thy  God:  in  it  thou  shall 
not  do  any  work :  for  in  six  days  the  Lord  made  heaven  and  earth,  the 
tea,  and  all  that  in  them  is,  and  rested  on  the  seventh  day :  wherefore  the 
Lord  blessed  tlie  Sabbath-day,  and  hallowed  it. 

Obedience  to  that  commandment  has  ever  been  accounted  by  the 
believer  a  reasonable  service,  and  has  been  a  characteristic  of  the  godly, 
both  under  the  Jewish  economy  and  under  the  Christian.  No  observance 
is  more  insisted  on  in  the  writings  of  Moses  and  the  Prophets,  as  the  test  of 
fidelity  to  God,  than  keeping  holy  the  Sabbath ;  and  none  has  in  all 
generations  been  more  distinctive  of  those  who  were  eminent-  for  piety 
in  the  Christian  Church.  The  place  which  we  find  from  the  scriptures 
of  the  Old  Testament  that  the  Sabbath  occupied  in  the  Jewish  Church, 
we  find  from  the  scriptures  of  the  New  Testament  that  the  Lord's  day 
occupied  in  the  Christian  Church,  as  the  weekly  day  of  rest  from  all 
worldly  occupation,  and  of  dedication  to  God's  worship  and  service, 
when  the  disciples  came  together  to  engage  in  devotional  exerdses, 
to  hear  the  "Word,  to  observe  the  Lord's  Supper,  and  to  offer  their 
benevolent  contributions. 

The  claims  of  God  to  a  seventh  part  of  onr  weekly  time,  to  be  given 
as  entirely  to  His  service  and  the  promotion  of  onr  spiritual  interests,  as 
any  of  the  other  six  parts  of  it  are  given  to  worldly  service  and  the 
promotion  of  our  temporal  interests,  appear  the  more  reasonable  and 
cogent  when  we  consider  that  it  is  the  only  stated  part  of  our  time  which 
He  requires  of  os  nnder  the  gospel,  and  in  this  respect  contrasts  with 
the  numerous  stated  seasons  required  for  His  service  under  the  law ; 
and  that  it  is  identified  with  and  commemorative  of  an  event  of  yet 
higher  moment  and  interest  to  us  than  any  of  those  with  which  it  was 
previously  assodated  and  hallowed  to  the  Jews.  '  Made  for  man '  before 
the  Fall,  the  Sabbath  is  designed  for  the  whole  race,  and  is  the  memorial 
to  all  of  the  finished  work  of  creation.  It  is  incorporated  in  the  law  of  the 
Ten  Commandments  as  a  precept  of  perpetual  obligation,  enacted  with 
the  greatest  authority,  prominence,  and  explicitness  of  any  ordinance 
ever  delivered  by  God  to  man.    To  the  Jews  it  was  invested  with  tlie 
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additional  sanctions  of  a  metnorial  of  the  redemption  from  Egypt,  and 
of  a  sign  or  covenant  between  them  and  Jehovah.  To  us  it  comes,  not 
only  with  all  the  authority  of  its  primeval  institution  in  Paradise,  and  of 
its  re-enactment  as  an  integral  part  of  the  Moral  Law  at  Sinai,  but  by 
the  change  of  the  day  under  Christ,  who  '  is  the  Lord  of  the  Sabbath,' 
with  all  His  authority  as  Head  of  the  Church,  and  with  all  the  sacred 
interest  of  a  special  memorial  of  His  resurrection  from  tlie  dead.  Under 
the  Mosaic  law  many  other  stated  times  were  required  to  be  Kt  apart 
from  all  worldly  occapaUon,  and  devoted  to  the  special  service  of  God, 
— as  the  first  day  or  new  moon  of  every  month,  as  the  day  of  atonemnit, 
as  the  day  of  pentecost,  as  the  eight  days  of  the  feast  of  tabernacles^ 
with  its  multiplicity  of  sacrifices  and  offerings,  and  as  the  seven  days' 
feast  of  unleavened  bread.  'Three  times  in  the  year,'  ran  the  law,  'shall 
all  the  males  appear  before  the  Lord  Ood  in  the  place  which  He  shall 
choose ;  in  the  feast  of  unleavened  bread,  aud  in  tlie  feast  of  weeks,  and 
in  the  feast  of  tabernacles  ;  and  they  shall  cot  appear  before  the  Lord 
empty.'  Then  every  seventh  year  was  the  Sabbath  year  of  entire  cessation 
from  tillage  and  labour ;  and  every  fiftieth  year,  succeeding  the  seventh 
Sabbatli  year,  was  the  Sabbath  year  of  Jubilee,  with  all  its  privileges 
of  release  from  debts  and  restoration  of  heritages,  and  continued  entire 
cessation  from  labour  thus  extended  over  two  whole  years.  Under  the 
gospel  all  these  sacred  days  and  seasons,  monthly  and  annual,  septennial 
and  quinqaagesimal,  in  addition  to  the  Sabbath,  are  abolished,  and  no 
day  has  divine  authority  to  be  set  apart  from  worldly  business  and  kept 
holy  bnt  the  Lord's  day.  This  is  the  one  day  which  the  disciples  of 
Christ  are  under  moral  and  perpetual  obligation  to  hold  sacred.  And 
by  so  much  as  it  is  the  only  one,  and  comes  to  us,  with  all  the  authority 
of  the  gospel,  as  the  memorial  of  Christ's  relations  and  claims  as  onr 
Creator  and  our  Redeemer,  it  possesses  a  paramonnt  title  to  our  reveren- 
tial and  grateful  and  faithful  observancie. 

But,  at  the  present  time,  many  and  powerful  causes  are  in  operation 
throughout  onr  country  to  set  aside  the  sacred  observance  of  the  Lord's 
day.  Among  a  numerotu  portion  of  the  lower  classes  in  large  towns, 
the  sale  of  goods  on  the  Lord's  day,  which  fifty  years  ago  was  in  few 
places  heard  of,  and  in  all  discountenanced,  has  become  common,  and  is 
continually  increasing ;  the  namber  of  shops  open  for  the  sale  of  all  sorts 
of  provisions,  and  of  most  kinds  of  wares,  amounting  in  some  towns  to 
■cores,  and  in  others  to  hundreds.  The  railways  have  become  channels 
for  a  huge  and  augmenting  system  of  traffic  on  the  Lord's  day  in  Uie 
conveyance  of  goods,  and  hold  out  temptation  to  tens  of  thousands  to 
spend  the  time  which  God  requires  to  be  kept  holy  in  travelling  for 
business  or  pleasure.  The  Post  Office  has  contributed  largely  to  the 
secularization  of  the  day  by  the  deliveiy  of  letters  and  newspapers ;  and, 
by  its  facilities  and  encouragements,  the  practice  is  rapidly  extending  in 
all  parts  of  the  country.     Thus,  by  traffickers  of  the  lower  order,  by 
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powerfol  railway  cwnpanies,  and  by  the  GJcvemment  itaelf,  the  pro- 
hibition in  the  fourth  commandment  is  set  at  nought — In  it  thou  ahah 
noi  do  any  work.  This  invaaion  of  the  divine  law  derives  powerfnl 
Bopport  from  an  inBuential  portion  of  the  public  press,  which  denies  its 
authority  and  obligation.  It  is  promoted  not  least  by  those  ministeia  of 
idigion  whoM  notions  of  morality  and  honour  do  not  hinder  them,  after 
a  solemn  avowal  and  subscription  of  their  belief  in  the  divine  aotborily 
and  perpetual  obligation  of  the  Sabbath,  as  a  term  of  admission  to  their 
office,  from  teaching  and  publishing  in  that  office  sentiments  wholly 
oontraiy  to  such  belief.  And  it  is  aided  and  abetted  by  all  who, 
professing  that  belief,  neglect  the  ordinances  of  public  worship  on  the 
Lord's  day,  or  give  its  sacred  hours  to  worldly  society,  conversation,  or 
pleasure,  er  employ  them  in  travelling  for  gain_  or  convenience.  The 
higher  or  more  prominent  the  character  or  position  of  those  who  sanction 
the  appropriation  of  the  Lord's  day  for  secular  uses,  the  wider  and  mom 
pomtctous  is  the  influence  of  their  example.  It  was  with  un  mingled 
disappointment  and  grief  to  many  moat  deeply  attached  to  the  Sovereign, 
whose  personal  character  and  regal  career  have  long  secured  the  bwhest 
admiration  and  confidence  of  her  subjects,  and  had  drawn  forth  their 
utmost  sympathy,  solicitade,  and  solemnity,  under  the  dangerous  illneu 
of  the  Prince  of  Wales,  that,  after  his  signal  recovery,  in  answer  to  a 
nation's  prayers,  the  journeys  of  the  Prince  and  of  the  Queen  to  the 
Continent  should,  without  any  apparent  or  alleged  emei^ncy,  have 
taken  place  on  the  Lord's  day.  With  such  causes  and  influences  in 
operation,  the  tendencies  on  all  bands  are  manifold  and  powerful  to 
convert  the  Lord's  day  into  a  mere  holiday,  when  the  public  ordinance 
of  religion  may  be  attended  or  not,  as  suits  convenience,  and  when  a 
aaall  portion  of  the  day  may  be  given  to  them,  without  interfering  with 
its  employment  otherwise  for  secnlar  use  and  enjoyment. 

In  titese  circumstances  the  Church  is  called  to  renewed  watchfolnesa, 
fidelity,  and  seal  in  maintaining  this  ordinance.  It  is  not  to  Courts  and 
Parliaments  she  is  to  look  for  <  observing  and  keeping  pure  and  entire 
all  suob  religions  worship  and  ordinances  as  God  hath  appointed  in  His 
word.'  This  great  trust  is  committed  to  her,  and  her  alone ;  and  on  her 
fidelity,  and  the  intelligence,  principle,  consistency,  and  zeal  of  her 
membera,  in  vindicating  and  upholding  these  ordinances,  will  depend  the 
manner  in  wlucb  they  are  regarded  and  the  measure  in  which  they  are 
respected  by  others.  It  is  when  the  Church  exemplifies  the  character 
required  of  her,  and  fulfils  ber  mission,  that  she  becomes  the  centre  of 
attraction  and  of  moral  influence  to  all  around  her.  Then  will  the 
invitaUon  go  forth  from  her  with  persuading  power,  '  Come  thou  with 
us,  and  we  will  do  thee  good,'  and  the  response  will  be  given,  'We  will 
go  with  yon,  for  we  have  heard  that  Qod  is  with  you.'  Not  that  her 
members  are  to  be  indifferent  to  the  legislation  or  government  of  the 
country  in  which  they  dwell.    The  civil  and  political  relations  in  which 
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tLey  are  placed  involve  responsibilities  which  thej  are  to  fulfil  with  all 
fidelity  for  the  interests  of  the  commanity,  and  especially  in  seeking  that 
its  laws  and  usages  may  be  brooght  into  harmony  with  the  law  of  Giod, 
as  the  snpreme  standard  of  tratb  and  righteousness,  and,  wherever 
obeyed,  the  supreme  security  for  liberty  and  peace.  What  is  incambent 
on  the  people  of  God,  even  when  exiles  in  a  land  of  captivity,  becomes 
rtill  more  their  duty  when  they  are  invested  with  all  the  rights  and 
privileges  of  free  citizens ;  '  Seek  the  peace  of  the  city,  and  pray  anlo 
the  Lord  for  it:  for  in  the  peace  thereof  ye  shall  have  peace' — a  direc- 
tion which  nowise  implies  acquiescence  in,  or  connivance  at,  any  infrac- 
tion of  the  divine  law,  or  any  wrong  to  classes  or  to  individuals,  by 
whdmsoever  committed  or  sanctioned.  But  whatever  may  be  required 
of  the  Church,  or  of  her  members,  in  relation  to  civil  government  or 
civil  matters,  the  observance  and  the  guardianship  of  Christ's  institutions 
are  her  province  and  work ;  and  in  proportion  to  her  fidelity  will  they  be 
upheld  and  honoured  and  extended  in  the  world.  As  practical  measures 
for  promoting  Sabbath  sanctification,  the  Committee  recommend : — 

1.  That  the  doctrines  held  by  this  Church  on  the  subject,  and  set 
forth  in  the  Shorter  Catechism  and  other  subordinate  standards,'  should 
be  very  fully  and  plainly  preached  from  all  its  pulpits,  and  taught  in  all 
its  Sabbath  schools. 

2.  That  the  discipline  of  the  Church  should  be  faithfully  administered, 
without  respect  of  persons,  where  the  public  ordinances  of  religion  are 
neglected,  or  where  the  conduct  or  occupation  on  the  Lord's  day  is 
inconsistent  with  its  sacred  observance. 

3.  That  all  the  members  of  the  Church,  and  specially  heads  of 
families,  elders,  and  ministers,  should  study  to  recommend  and  enforce 
the  sanctification  of  the  Sabbath,  by  their  own  example  of  'a  holy 
resting  all  that  day  from  such  worldly  employments  and  recreations  as 
are  lawful  on  other  days,  and  spending  the  whole  time  in  the  public  and 
private  exercises  of  God's  worship,  except  so  much  as  is  to  be  taken  up 
in  the  works  of  necessity  and  mercy.* 

4.  That  the  office-bearers  and  members  of  the  Church  ahonld  nse 
diligent  endeavours,  and  co-operate  with  like>minded  brethren  of  other 
Churches,  to  reclaim  those  who  are  living  in  the  neglect  or  violation  of 
the  sacred  day,  by  personal  persuasion  and  remonstrance,  and  to  diffuse 
right  views  of  the  authority  and  claims  of  the  Lord's  day  throughout  the 
community, 

5.  That  strenuous  opposition  should  be  offered  to  all  legislative 
measures  which  are  designed,  or  tend,  to  sanction  labour  or  traffic  on 
the  Lord's  day,  or  to  deprive  servants  of  the  Government  of  the  oppor- 
tunity of  keeping  it  holy,  and  thereby  to  impose  disability  for  employ- 
ment in  some  departments  of  the  public  service  on  those  who  are  faithful 
to  God  in  this  matter.

Presbytery  has  been  disposed  of. 

The  Rev.  M.  Dardier,  of  the  Evangelical  Society  of  Geneva ;  Signor  invited  to 
Gavazzi,  minuter  of  the  Free  Church  of  Italy ;  the  Rev.  John  R  orr'«P<»' 
Macdougall,  of  Florence ;  the  Rev.  Thomas  Macpherson,  Liverpool, 
Moderator  of  the  English  Presbyterian  Synod ;  the  Rev.  John  Bost,  of 
La  Force,  Dordogne,  accredited  deputy  to  this  Synod  from  the  Union 
of  Evangelical  Churches  in  France ;  and  the  Rev.  Dr  Alexander  Bobb, 
of  Old  Calabar,  \vere  introduced  to  the  Synod,  and  in'vited  to  correqtond. 

The  Synod,  as  agreed  upon  at  fourth  sederunt,  proceeded  to  tako  Union  iir 
up  the  question  of  Union  in  England.     Called  for  Report  of  the  Com-  *^"eii>i"J- 
mittee  appointed  last  year  on  Union  between  the  English  Synod  and 
the  Synod  of  the  English  Presbyterian  Church,  which  was  presented  by 
Dr  Young,  Convener,  and  being  printed  among  Synod  Papers,  was  held  as 
read.     Dr  Young  was  heard  in  explanation  of  the  Report. 
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A  coinmamcati<Hi  was  read  from  the  English  Presbyterian  Synod, 
coDveying  extract  minnte  of  their  deliverance  on  the  snbject  of  Unl<Ht 
at  their  recent  meeting,  and  bearing  their  commission,  as  a  depntation  to 
this  Synod,  to  the  Rev.  Thomas  Macpherson,  A.ML,  of  Uverpool, 
Moderator  of  the  English  Presbyterian  Synod,  and  the  Bev.  Wm. 
Chalmers,  D.D.,  Professor  of  Theology  and  Chnrch  Hisbny,  Ijondon. 

Dr  ^  S.  Scott,  Clerk  of  the  English  Synod,  laid  on  the  table  a 
Certified  Copy  of  the  Proceedings  of  swd  Synod  at  their  annual 
meeting  held  at  Birkenhead  in  October  last. 

The  Synod  having  heard  the  Keport  of  the  Committee  on  Union  In 
England,  agreed  to  receive  the  Report,  and  cordially  thanked  the 
Committee  for  their  diligence. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded — That  the  Synod  express,  generally 
and  provisionally,  their  approval  of  the  action  of  the  Committee, 
and  of  the  Documents  now  laid  by  it  npon  the  table;  declare  their 
continued  interest  in  the  important  cause  of  Presbyterian  Union  in 
England,  and  their  desire  to  see  the  Union  effected  so  soon  as  it  shall  be 
agreeable  to  the  members  of  the  English  Synod,  and  to  the  Congrega- 
tions under  their  charge;  meanwhile  order  the  Report  of  the  Com- 
mittee to  be  sent  down  to  all  the  Presbyteries  and  Sessions  of  the 
Church,  that  they  may  carefully  consider  the  same,  and  transmit  to  the 
Committee  any  suggestions  they  may  desire  to  make,  before  1st  Septem- 
ber nest;  and  re-appoint  the  Committee  with  instructions  to  receive 
any  suggestions  that  may  be  made  to  them  by  the  Presbyteries  and 
Sessions,  to  confer  anew  on  the  whole  stihject  with  the  English  Synod  and 
its  Union  Committee,  andwiththeUnion  Committee  of  the  English  Pres- 
byterian  Church,  and  to  bring  np  a  final  Report  to  the  Synod  of  1874.

The  Synod  received  the  Report,  tendered  thanks  to  the  Com- 
mittee  for  their  diligence,  agreed  to  record  their  satisfaction  with 
the  discretiou  manifested  by  the  Committee  in  their  conduct  of 
the  case,  and,  in  terms  of  the  Committee's  Report,  found — 

That  Mr  Webster  withdraws  Protest  and  Appeal,  by  himself  and  Kot.  d.  Wvb- 
Mr  S.  Reid,  against  the  Deed  of  the  Presbytery  of  Orkney,  6th  August^ 
1872,  receiving  a  certain  appeal  alleged  out  of  dne  time.     The  Synod 
declared  the  Protest  and  Appeal  withdrawn. 

Having  considered  the  Protest  and  Appeal  of  Mr  John  Moar  MrJ.Moar. 
against  the  Presbytery's  contiouicg  Mr  Smdair  as  Presbytery  elder, 
and  refusing  his  commission  to  take  the  place  of  Mr  Sinclair,  the 
Synod,  withont  ^ving  any  jadgment  on  the  question  of  prudence  in 
substituting  Mr  Moar  in  the  room  of  Mr  Sinclair  during  the  currency 
of  the  twelve  months,  sustained  the  Protest  and  Appeal,  regarding  it  as 
the  right  of  a  session  to  recall,  at  any  time,  the  appointment  of  an  elder 
to  sit  in  Presbytery. 

In  the  matter  of  the  Protest  and  Appeal  of  Rev.  D.  Webster  and  Hav,  d.  Wob- 
Mr  S.  Reid,  against  Deed  of  Presbytery  of  21st  October,  1872 ;  and  iidd. 
Protest  and  Appeal  of  Rev.  D.  Webster,  agEunat  Presbytery'a  decision 
in  Mr  Torrya  case,  9th  October,  1872  ;   the  Synod  found,  in  regard  to 
the  Minute  of  the  Presbytery  of  Orkney  of  2lst  October,  1872,  anent 
Mr  Webster's  demission  of  his  Clerkship : — 

That,  on  the  one  hand,  the  Fresbyteiy  declare  that  they  did  not 
intend  to  impute  immorality  or  unfaithfulness  to  Mr  Webster  in 
affirming  that  he  was  guilty  of  breach  of  trust,  but  merely  that  he  had 
divulged  what  he  had  been  directed  to  keep  secret;  and,  on  the  other 
hand,  Mr  Webster  declares  that  he  understood  the  arrangement  come 
to  by  the  Presbyteiy  allowed  the  elders  to  see  the  evidence  in  question ; 
that,  acting  on  this  understanding,  he  showed  a  portion  of  the  evidence, 
and  now  regrets  that  he  misunderstood  the  mind  of  the  Presbyteiy ;  and 
he  states  that  he  had  no  intention  of  acting  contrary  to  what  he  beUcved 
to  be  their  arrangement. 

On  this  finding  being  put  to  the  parties,  they  acquiesced  unanimously 
in  it.  The  Synod  further  directed  that  this  finding  be  engrossed  in 
the  Minutes  of  the  Presbytery  of  Orkney. 
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In  regard  to  the  Kirkwall  Memorial  and  Petition,  the  Synod  fminci 
that  these  are  withdrawn ;  that  the  Memorial  of  Sandwick  Session  is  also 
withdrawn,  in  so  far  as  it  referred  to  the  Presbytery's  decision  in  the 
Sandwick  case ;  and  that  Mr  Webster  agrees  to  withdraw  his  Protest  and 
Appeal  aRainst  Deed  of  Presbytery  of  9th  October,  1872. 

The  Synod  earnestly  reconunended  to  parties  to  forget  all  past  dis- 
agreements, and  to  tesnme  on  all  sides  full  and  fraternal  intercourse. 

In  accordance  with  a  recomme^idation  given  by  the  Committee  on 
reqaest  of  parties  themselves,  that  a  special  commissioner  be  sent  down 
to  O^ney  to  vimt  the  Congregation  of  Sandwick  in  their  present 
circnmstances,  to  preside  in  the  dispensation  of  the  Lord's  Snpper,  to 
moderate  in  the  Session  and  Congregation  as  circumstances  may  require, 
and,  in  general,  to  employ  all  his  influence  in  healing  existing  divi»on, 
and  in  restoring  the  Congregation  to  a  state  of  harmony,  the  Synod 
appointed  to  this  duty  the  £ev.  James  Borwick,  of  Rathillet. 

The  Synod  ag^ed  to  express  their  tmet  that  the  issue  reached  in 
this  case  will,  under  the  blessing  of  God,  prove  helpful  to  the  good 
of  the  Church  in  the  districts  spedally  interested,  and  to  recom- 
mend all  the  parties  to  study  the  things  which  make  for  peace 
and  whereby  they  may  edify  one  another. 

Mr  Peddie,  Synod  Treasurer,  laid  on  the  table  a  copy  of  his 
Accounts,  and  read  the  following  report,  which  had  previously  been 
published  in  the  Mismmiry  Record,  of  the  auditors  of  his  accounts

The  Rev.  John  Bost,  of  Laforce,  deputy  from  the  Union  of  Evan-  Bei.JtAnBoit 
gelical  Churches  in  France,  addressed  the  Synod,  bearing  the  ealuta- 
tionB  of  these  Chnrches  to  this  Synod,  conveying  information  as  to 
their  state,  and  presenting  the  claims  of  the  benevolent  work  under 
his  care  at  Laforce  on  the  liberality  of  the  Churches. 

The  Rev,  W.  Schubert,  of  Bohemia,  addressed  the  Synod  in  Ger-  Bct-  w,  sdin- 
man,  interpreted  by  Dr  Cairns,  bringing  the  salutations  of  the 
Evangelical  Church  in  Bohemia,  giving  accoimt  of  a  remarkable 
awakening  of  rehgious  life  in  that  country  since  he  had  last  visited 
this  Synod  five  years  ago,  and  appealing  for  aid  in  behalf  of  the 
Churches  he  represented.  . 

Herr  M.  Van  Andel,  of  Holland,  minister  of  the  Dutch  Secession  h«it  Van 
Church,  addressed  the  Synod,  interpreted  by  Dr  MacEwen,  bringing 
cordial  greetings  of  that  Church,  consisting  of  300  congregations, 
but  having  only  230  ministers ;  testifying  to  the  sound  evangelical 
doctrine  held  by  it,  and  requesting  help  toward  the  educational 
inatitations  under  its  care.  ' 

M.  Dardier,  of  the  Evangelical  Society  of  Geneva,  addressed  the  M,  Darker. 
Synod,  bearing  thanks  from  that  body  for  the  aid  given  to  it  by  this 
Synod  in  its  work  of  evangelization  in  France,  and  soliciting  a 
continuance  of  such  aid. 
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M»7  iVlSTfl-         The  Rev.  Robert  Sedgewick,  accredited  deputy  from  the  Preeby- 
Sevuith  Sade-  terian  Church  in  the  Lower  Provincea  of  British  North  America, 
HepntisB:—      addresfled  the  Synod,  earnestly  craving  it  to  send  a  deputation  to 
Rev^  H.  Badge-  t^at  ChuTch,  38  the  oldest  Colonial  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  world, 
and  referring  to  interesting  facts  in  the  history  of  said  Church.    Mr 
Sedgewiek  urged  the  demand  of  the  Lower  Provinces  for  ministeis 
from  the  Home  Church. 
siB,  QkTUEl.  Signor  Alesaandro  Gavazzi,  deputy  from  the  Free  Italian  Church, 

addressed  the  Synod,  showing  the  great  changes  in  favour  of  reli- 
gious liberty  and  evangelical  progress  in  Italy,  and  particularly  in 
Rome,  since  the  establishment  of  the  Italian  Government  in  that 
city,  and  soliciting  aid  tor  the  Church  he  represented,  in  the  work  of 
evangelizing  Italy. 

Dr  John  Eer,  who  had  spent  some  time  in  evangelical  work  in 
Rome  during  the  past  winter,  spoke  in  support  of  a  movement, 
promoted  chiefly  by  the  Free  Church  of  Scotland,  for  setting  up 
evangelical  ordinances  at  various  stations  on  the  Continent,  and 
nought  to  enlist  the  Church's  warm  and  liberal  interest  in  such  opera- 
tiouH  in  liberated  Rome. 

Dr  Cairns  addressed  the  Synod,  giving  an  account  of  a  visit  paid 
by  bim,  in  June  last,  to  the  Synod  of  the  National  Protestant  Church 
of  France,  at  the  first  meeting  which  it  has  been  permitted  to  hold 
for  more  than  two  centuries  past  as  aa  ecclesiastical  body. 

The  Synod  directed  that  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign 
Correspondence  be  printed  in  Appendix  to  Minutes.*

Any  allowance,  however,  for  a  second  year,  or 
for  a  longer  time,  to  a  Missionary  not  disabled,  shall  be  separate^ 
considered,  and  that  only  in  connection  with  a  new  t^tplicatiou, 
specifying  the  special  circmnstances  under  which  it  may  be  held  by 
the  applicant  that  the  Board  should  make  another  grant ;  and  even 
in  the  case  of  a  Missionary  more  or  less  disabled  by  age  or  in- 
firmity, that  his  claims  shall  be  considered  at  the  close  of  the  first 
year,  and  any  allowance  then  granted  from  the  ordinary  Mission 
funds  shall,  as  often  as  the  Committee  deems  fit,  be  reconsidered  in 
connection  with  the  recipient's  abiJity  and  desire  for  ministerial  ser- 
Education  of  vicc,  and  other  circumstances.  On  tbe  question  as  to  the  relar 
ChHdiX^*  tion  of  the  children  of  retired  Missionaries  to  the  fund  for  the  Edu- 
cation of  Missionaries'  children,  the  Synod  agreed  that  applications 
on  behalf  of  such  Missionaries*  Children  as  have  been  bom  daring 
the  term  of  their  fathers'  service  in  the  Foreign  field,  are  admissiUe, 
and  that  like  other  applications  they  are  to  be  treated  according  to 
their  merits. 
Proposed  mib-  '^''^  Foreign  Mission  Secretary  laid  on  the  table  an  extract  fium 
siotttoJnpan.  i]^q  Report  of  the  Foreign  Committee,  recommending  the  adoption 
of  Japan  as  a  mission  field,  and  gave  varions  reasons  in  behalf  of 
this  proposal,  referring  specially  to  the  enconragements  afforded  by 
oiu:  missionary  histoiy  in  favour  of  tbe  enterprise;  to  the  special 
claims  of  Japan  on  the  fiiends  of  the  Gospel ;  and  to  the  answer 
which  may  be  given  to  certain  objections.  After  earnest  rea- 
soning, the  Synod  unanimously  resolved  to  express  high  appro- 
bation of  the  course  taken  by  the  Foreign  Mission  Committee, 
in  resolving  with  such  promptitude  to  avail  themselves  of  the 
opening  presented  for  entering  Japan  as  a  mission  field,  and  to 
record  special  thanks  to  the  Foreign  Secretary  for  the  diligeaM», 
tact,  and  zeal  with  which  he  has  so  successfiiUy  promoted  this  new 
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Mission  of  our  Chxirch,  by  raising  bo  liberal  a  ftind  for  commencing  *■*?  '*>  '**'■'■ 
its  operations,  and  by  stirring  up  bo  warm  and  extensive  an  interest  Ninth  Sede- 
t^erein. 

The  Synod  directed  tbat  the  Extracts  from  the  Foreign  Com-  Prap<»«i  mi>" 
mittee's  Report,  on  the  proposed  Mission  to  Japan  be  inserted  in 
Appendix.* 

The  Synod  took  up  Overtures  from  the  Presbytery  of  Glasgow,  and  ^*|«''ob'"'' 
the  Presbytery  of  Paisley  and  Oreenock,  anent  more  effident  training 
of  Students  at  the  Theological  Hall.    The  Overtures,  being  printed 
among  %nod  Papers,  were  held  as  read. 

Dr  David  Young  wsa  heard  for  the  Presbytery  of  Glasgow,  and  Mr 
David  M'Rae,  Jan.,  for  the  Presbytery  of  Paisley  and  Greenock,  in 
support  of  these  Overtures  severally;  and  the  Synod  proceeded  to  give 
judgment  thereon. 

After  reasoning,  it  was  moved,  seconded,  and  unanimously  resolved —  ConumitBe  to 
Tliat  the  Synod,  concurring  in  the  genera!  object  of  the  Overtures,  ''' 
especially  believing  that  the  time  has  come  for  considering  whether  the 
period  of  annual  attendance  on  the  Theological  Hall  ought  not  to  be 
lengthened,  and  impressed  with  the  great  importance  of  the  whole 
subject,  appoint  a  Committee  to  consider  the  same,  to  confer  with  the 
Professors  and  Theological  Committee  regarding  it,  and  to  report  at  the 
next  meeting  of  Synod. 

The  Synod  adjourned,  to  meet  in  the  same  place  on  the  evenmg  of 
Monday  first,  at  half-past  six  o'clock.     Concluded  with  prayer.

Called  for  Report  of  Committee  on  Petitions  from  Ministers  and  PeOtionB  from 
Students,  which,  in  the  absence  of  Mr  Croom,  was  presented  and  r^"  Ga™„B 
read  by  Mr  William  Blair.     In  terms  of  recommendations  by  the  Morrisou. 
Committee,  the  Synod  agreed  as  follows — That  the  name  of  George 
Morrison,  M.A.,  formerly  Minister  at  Gourock,  be  admitted  on  the 
roll  of  Probationers ;

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That  the  attendance  of  Thomas  Kirlmp,  M.A.,  and  James  A. 
FatoFSon,  M.A.,  for  one  Session  at  Free  Church  College,  Edinburgh, 
be  counted  for  a  Session  at  the  Theological  Hall,  but  that  their  case 
shall  not  l>e  regarded  as  a  precedent ; 

That  Henry  A.  Hutchison,  Robert  Davidson,  and  Thos.  Shearer, 
Students,  shall  have  their  course  of  attendance  at  the  Hall  shortened 
to  four  Sessions,  on  the  ground  of  their  purpose  to  labour  in  the 
Foreign  Missionary  Field ;  , 

That  J.  S.  Nelson,  James  Scott,  Thomas  Shearer,  and  Adam 
Baillie,  be  allowed  to  attend  the  Hall  for  the  second  year,  before 
taking  the  Natural  Philosophy  Class,  on  condition  of  their  taking 
that  Class  next  Session ;  and 

That  in  regard  to  a  case  of  partial  absence  from  the  Hall  on  the 
first  week  of  the  Session,  the  Synod  declare  the  Student  to  have 
taken  an  unwarranted  liberty  in  having  so  absented  himself,  and 
direct  that  he  be  admonished  by  the  Theological  Committee. 

With  regard  to  the  case  of  a  Student  who  had  been  absent  last- 
SesBion  for  three  hours,  without  excuse,  in  addition  to  sixteen  hours' 
absence  through  indisposition,  the  Synod,  on  the  ground  of  new  in- 
formation which  had  been  supplied  to  the  Committee  since  their 
Bepoi't  was  printed,  agreed  that  the  Student's  attendance  be  sus- 
tained.

REPORT  ON  SYNOD  CLERKSHIPS. 

This  Committee  waa  appointed  at  laat  meeting  of  Synod,  with 
iaatnictions, "  to  consider  the  whole  question  of  the  duties  devolviug 
upoa  the  Synod  Clerk  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Committee  on  Bills  and 
Overtures,  together  with  the  Emoluments  of  their  Offices,  and  to  con- 
fer with  them  as  to  the  beet  mode  of  expediting  the  business  of  the 
Synod."  Following  out  these  instructions,  the  Committee  has  con- 
ferred with  the  Clerks,  and  received  from  them  full  statements 
regarding  the  duties  devolving  on  them ;  and  after  careful  consider- 
ation of  the  whole  subject,  the  follomng  Heport,  recommendations, 
and  suggestions,  are  respectfully  submitted : — 

I.  The  Duties  of  the  Clerks. — These  the  Committee  find  to  be 
both  numerous  and  onerous  beyond  what  many  members  of  Synod 
are  likely  to  be  aware  of,  and  to  have  materially  increased  in  recent 
years,  with  the  expansion  of  the  business  of  the  Church. 

(1.)  The  Recording  Clerk  of  Synod  furnishes  the  following  vidimns 
of  the  more  important  of  his  duties,  which  will  give  some  idea  of 
the  time  and  labour  required  for  their  performance: — Three  copies  of 
tlie  Proceedings  of  Synod  are  written  with  his  own  hand,  including 
the  Permanent  Record,  extending  to  some  eighty  pages  of  a  largo 
folio  volume,  witl)  marginal  index.  The  Synod  Roll  is  prepared  by 
him,  and  copied  into  the  Permanent  Record.  The  Proceedings  are 
printed  under  his  superintendence,  and  the  printed  copy  compared 
with  the  Permanent  Record,  under  the  supervision  of  a  Synodical 
Committee.  Alterations  in  the  Rules  and  Forma  are  extracted  by 
him  from  the  Minutes,  and  separi^tely  printed  under  their  appro- 
priate beads.  And  all  the  official  correspondence  of  the  Synod — 
with  other  Churches,  Home  and  Foreign,  and  with  members  of  the 
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Government  and  the  Lefrielature  in  the  matter  of  Memorials, 
Petitione,  &c., — is  condacted  by  him.  When  to  these  things  are 
added  the  numerous  appiications  which  are  necessarily  made  to  the 
Synod'  Clerk  for  advice  on  points  of  ecclesiastical  law  and  procedure 
— for  extracts  from  the  Synod's  Minutes  before  and  after  they  art* 
printed — and  for  information  of  various  kinds  connected  with  the 
administration  of  the  Church — it  will  he  seen  that  the  duties  devolv- 
ing on  hhn,  and  the  labour  they  occasion,  apart  from  the  strain  to 
vhich  he  is  unavoidably  subjected  during  the  actual  sittings  of 
the  Synod,  render  his  office  both  responsible  and  burdensome  to  no 
inconsiderable  degree. 

(2.)  According  to  the  statement  of  tho  Clerk  of  the  Committee 
en  BiUi  and  Overtures,  he  also  has  a  large  amount  of  important 
bttsinegs,  involving  many  details,  connected  with  his  office.  It 
belongs  to  him  to  make  general  arrangements  for  the  meet- 
ing of  the  Synod,  and  for  the  preparation  of  its  business.  Ho 
corresponds  with  Presbytery  Clerks  and  Conveners  of  Committees, 
in  order  to  secure  a  timely  tranamission  to  him  of  their  varioMn 
Papers  and  Eoports,  All  Papers,  including  often  lengtheaed 
'details  of  important  causes,  require  his  revision,  and  freqneutly 
necessitate  correspondence  both  as  to  their  form  and  their  expns- 
aion,  before  they  can  properly  be  laid  before  tho  Court.  The  syoteai 
of  printing  Synodical  papers  has  diminished  his  work  in  the  Sjmd 
itself,  but  the  superintendence  g^  the  printing  has  increasol  it  ia 
.anotiier  direction.  He  prepares  a  Draft  of  the  Hell  of  Causes,  and 
presides  in  the  Committee  to  which  the  same  is  submitted  for  altera- 
tion or  approval.  During  the  sittings  of  Synod,  the  CleA  of  Bill 
requires  to  give  constant  attendance ;  to  introduce  the  various 
causes,  and  give  such  explanations  regarding  them  as  may  bei>eee»' 
sary ;  to  name  Committees  (with  the  sanction  of  the  Moderator)  for 
the  examination  of  Preahytery  Records,  and  to  attest  the  eamie  in 
accordance  with  the  Committees' Keporte ;  and  to  take  cbargeof  tbe 
printing  and  issuing  of  "Notices  of  Motions  on  Important  Snl^eets." 
The  correct  recording  of  the  Minutes  of  his  Committee,  of  wWdi  iwo 
copies  require  to  be  written ;  the  insertion,  in  the  Proceedings  of 
Synod,  of  the  names  of  the  Committee,  and  of  all  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee^  of  the  Church ;  the  assistance  of  the  Synod  Clerk  in  -aaour- 
ing  tho  accnracy  of  the  printed  and  permanent  Records ;  togetb«r 
with  frequent  correspondence  with  parties  regarding  decisions  cf 
Synod,  and  the  interests  affected  thereby — are  also  items  which 
add  considerably  to  the  demands  made  on  the  time  and  attentMu 
of  tiie  holder  of  this  Clerkship. 

U.  EmolxmtntXi — Each  of  the  Clerks  U  paid  £80  per  aDnam,  vai 
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■tiaa  ia  the  whole  pectiniarj  advantage  connected  with  their  officeH. 
The  Conunittee  are  Btrongly  of  opinion  that  these  salariee  are  iti- 
. adequate.  Even  as  payment  for  the  amount  of  writing  done — 
especially  by  the  Recording  Clerk — they  coneider  them  not  more  than 
sufficient,  apart  from  what  is  due  to  the  anxietiea  and  responsibilitieK 
inseparable  from  the  position  of  Synod  Clerks,  and  the  high  standard 
of  qualification  which  the  Synod  ought  to  require  in  those  who  hold 
it.  The  Committee  do  not  euggeat  to  what  extent  the  salaries 
should  be  increased,  in  the  event  of  preseut  arrangements  beii^ 
continued;  but  tliey  refer  the  Synod  to  the  filcetch  which  has  been 
given  of  the  duties  of  tho  Clerks,  to  the  fact  that  these  tf  uties  have 
been  very  considerably  augmcntod  since  the  present  salaries  wen- 
fixed,  and  to  the  consideration  of  the  class  of  men  whom  it  is  desir- 
able to  secure  for,  or  retain  in,  such  important  offices,  as  reasons 
why  some  increase  seema  imperatively  demanded.  It  is  well  known 
that  in  the  Groneral  Assemblies  of  the  Established  and  Free  Climrches, 
the  emoluments  of  the  Clerks  are  much  more  liberal  than  with  ne, 
while  no  small  portion  of  such  work  as  is  done  by  our  Clerks  person- 
ally is  done  in  the  bttslncss  offices  of  the  respective  Churches. 

III.  BuggestioaB  fTT  Expediting  the  Business  of  the  Sifnod. — The  Com- 
mittee are  of  opinion  that,  with  the  vfew  of  securing  that  the 
Mmutes  of  the  Synod  shall  be  promptly  and  accumtely  framed,  and 
at  the  same  tiine  duo  attention  given  to  the  orderly  conduct  of  its 
procedure,  a  second  Recording  Clerk  is  required.  When  numerous 
motions  are  almost  simultaneously  proposed,  or  wlien  decisions  arc 
rapidly  arrived  at  on  a  series  of  details,  a  single  Clerk  fii\ds  it  im- 
possible to  avoid  distraction ;  and  confusion  or  omission  in  the  record 
is  in  danger  of  resulting.  And  at  the  best,  a  Clerk  who,  on  most 
occasions,  is  fully  occupied  with  the  construction  of  his  Jlinutes, 
and  who  is  likely  to  be  specially  engiossed  at  tlie  very  moment 
when  complications  arise,  can  scarcely  bo  expected  to  render  to  the 
Moderator  and  the  Coui't  the  requisite  assistance  iu  determining 
those  principles  and  points  of  order,  on  the  right  application  of 
which  decorum  and  despatch  so  much  depend.  The  Committee 
have  considerod  whether  it  might  not  bo  sufficient  to  appoint  an 
assistant  to  the  present  Clerk,  who  might  relieve  him  of  a  great 
portion  of  his  more  strictly  clerical  duties ;  but  they  have  come  to 
the  conclusion  that  the  services  of  a  thoroughly  competent  Clerk 
are  required,  and  that  snch  a  Clerk  can  only  be  obtained  by  calling 
one  to  the  office  who  shall  enjoy  the  full  status  and  authority 
which  the  appointment  ought  to  confer. 

With  the  view  of  avoiding  the  creation  of  a  third  salary,  and  as 
an  arrangement  which  they  are  prepared  to  recommend  on  its  own 
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merits,  the  Committee  suggest  that,  sooner  or  later,  the  Clerkship  of 
the  Committee  on  Bills  and  Overtm'es  should,  as  a  distinct  Clerk- 
ship, be  discoQtinaed.  They  propose  that  this  Committee  slioiild 
be  reduced  by  at  least  a  half  of  its  present  numbers,  and 
placed  as  a  Business  Committee  under  the  charge  of  an 
Honoi-aty  Convener,  who  should  be  responsible  for  the  due 
preparation  of  the  busiuees  of  the  Synod,  and  for  its  proper 
introduction  to  the  Court,  in  the  order  which  the  Court,  as  at 
.present,  shall  have  previously  sanctioned.  It  should  be  assigned 
to  one  or  other  of  the  CIcrka  of  Synod,  or  to  each  of  them  alter- 
nately, to  assist  this  Convener  in  all  clerical  work  required  by  him, 
to  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Committee,  and  to  take  charge  of  all 
its  records.  The  duties  of  the  Convener  should  be  strictly  those  of 
a  Chairman,  responsible  for  the  proper  management  of  the  business 
of  the  Committee,  and  representing  it  in  the  Synod.  Were  the 
Sj~nod  to  appoint  one  of  its  most  eminent  business  men  (who  might 
ijold  office  for  several  years  in  succession)  to  such  a  Convenership, 
and  entrust  him,  with  the  aid  of  his  Committee  and  of  the  Synod 
Clerks,  with  the  preparation  and  introduction  of  all  causes  and 
niattera  requiring  to  come  before  it,  the  Committee  feel  persuaded 
that  the  work  would  be  efficiently  d<mc.  and  that  greater  simplicity 
and  unity  in  the  department  of  the  Cierkshipe  would  be  secured 
without  involving  an  additional  salary'. 

In  addition  to  the  arrangements  thus  suggested  in  regard 
to  the  Clerkships,  the  Committee  have  considered  wliat  other 
changes  might  be  adopted  with  the  view,  more  strictly,  of 
expediting  the  business  of  the  Synod.  Various  proposals  under 
this  head  have  received  their  oereful  attention ;  but  they  feel 
that  almost  all  of  them  are  encompassed  with  difficulties,  and 
are  likely,  m  one  quarter  or  another,  to  meet  with  serioiis  and 
conscientious  opposition. 

-  (1.)  The  Committee,  however,  are  agreed  in  recommending  that, 
at  least,  the  receiving  of  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Corre- 
spondence with  Foreign  Churches,  and  the  hearing  of  Deputies, 
should  be  combined  with  the  proceedings  of  the  Annual  Missionary 
Meeting.  They  believe  that  by  fliis  change  the  interest  of  the 
Missionary  Meeting  would  be  increased,  and  a  more  worthy  recep- 
tion given  to  the  eminent  men  who,  frora  year  to  year,  bring 
greetings  to  the  Charch  fi-om  different  parts  of  the  world ;  whilo 
the  whole  of  Thursday  evening  would  be  regained  for  business 
which,  by  that  period  of  the  week,  lias  usually  become  complicated 
and  pressing, 

(2.)  The  Committee  further  recommend  that  the  present  Stand- 
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iiig  Older  in  regard  to  adjournment  at  nine  o'clock,  should 
be  rescinded,  and  that  the  Coiu't  should  sit,  as  a  rule,  until 
all  the  business  set  down  in  the  Roll  of  Causes  for  the  day  has 
been  disposed  of,  only  adjourning,  ■while  business  still  remains, 
when  a  motion  to  that  effect  has  been  duly  proposed  and 
earned.  The  discomfort  of  protracted  sittings  ie,  no  doubt,  great 
for  many  members ;  but  the  curtailment  or  adjournment  of  debates, 
and  the  dislocation  of  the  scheme  of  business,  are  greater  evils ; 
and  the  Committee  believe  that,  as  in  other  deliberative  assemblies 
so  ill  ours — especially  considering  tliat  our  sessions  are  so  brief— 
the  inconvenionce  of  late  sederunta  should  be  submitted  to,  and 
every  endeavour  made  to  prevent  the  disorder,  and  often  injustice, 
whicli  a  swelling  list  of  *'  lapsed  causes  "  must  necessarily  involve. 

(3.)  AVith  the  view  of  preventing  the  disarrangement  of  the  order 
of  hnsincas,  it  is  otherwise  recommended  that,  instead  of  attempti]ig 
to  determine  all  the  business  to  be  taken  up  at  each  sederunt,  import- 
ant causes  only  shall  bo  fixed ;  and  that  all  other  causes  shall  be 
an-anged  by  themselves  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  to  be  taken 
>ip,  when  the  business  appointed  for  each  sedenmt  has  been  de- 
spatched. 

(4.)  The  Committee  would  suggest  for  the  consideration  of 
the  Synod,  though  they  feel  less  clear  in  bringing  it  forward  as  a 
distinct  recommendation,  whether  the  hour  of  the  Synod's  first 
meeting  might  not  be  advantageously  changed  from  six  in  the 
evening  to  one  in  the  afternoon,  for  the  hearing  of  the  Synod  ser- 
mon, the  election  of  Modemtor,  and  the  adjustment  and  adoption  of 
the  Roll  of  Causes.  In  favoiu:  of  this  alteration,  the  Committee  would 
urge  that  a  much  larger  number  of  members  of  Synod  can  now  he  in 
Edinburgh  by  one  o'clock,  than,  not  many  years  ago,  could  bo 
forward  at  six ;  that  presumably  many  of  those  who  can  arrive  on 
Monday  at  all,  or  until  late  in  the  evening,  may  find  it  practicable 
to  arrive  by  the  earlier  hoiu- ;  and  especially  that  an  entire  addi- 
tional sederunt  of  the  first  week  would  be  secured  for  tho  proper 
work  of  the  Court. 

(5.)  The  Committee  have  had  imder  consideration  a  still  more 
important  change,  which  they  deem  it  desirable  to  bring  under  the 
notice  of  the  Synod,  though  probably  it  will  not  be  entertained  till 
the  Overtures  now  on  the  table  anent  the  formation  of  a  General 
Assembly  have  been  disposed  of.  As  alternative  to  the  auggeatioii 
last  mentioned  (4),  it  has  seemed  to  the  Committee  that  the  great  end 
of  securing  the  fullest  attendance  of  nicmbers  of  Synod  during  the 
days  when  its  chief  business  is  being  discussed,  might  be  gained  if 
the   Synod   (like   the   General   Assemblies)   were   to   convene    on

Thursday  iiistead  of  Monday,  and  to  arrange  that  its  nseetings 
should  tenninate  on  the  Friday  week  thereafter.  The  second 
W£ek  woold  thuH  become  the  principal  week  of  the  Synod, 
and  metubora  coming^  up  on  Monday  would,  as  a  rule,  remain  till 
the  close.  Were  the  sermon  to  be  preached  on  tho  Thnraday 
iiftei-uoon,  and  the  Roll  of  Causes  adjusted,  the  evening  of  Thurs> 
day  and  the  whole  of  Friday  could  be  devoted  to  routine  businesft 
of  inferior  moment  (the  causes  to  be  taken  up  being  specified  and 
understood),  wliile  all  principal  reports,  important  cases,  and 
general  questions,  should  be  reserved  till  the  second  week.  The 
Committee  believe  that  a  laiger  number  would  attend  theso  pre- 
liminary sedcrunts  than  arQ  now  present  at  the  closing  sederunts- 
of  tho  Synod;  and  they  feel  confident  that,  were  this  change 
jidoptcd,  tho  complaints  which  are  now  rife  of  the  discussion 
and  decision  of  matters  vitally  affecting  the  procedure  and 
reputation  of  the  Church  by  a  mere  residuum  of  its  Supreme 
Court,  would  cease  to  be  heard.  The  Moderator,  for  obviona 
rea«one,  would  require  to  be  chosen  the  previous  year.  The  Com- 
mittee regard  tiiis  proposal  as  worthy  of  the  careful  consideration 
<)f  the  Synod,  whether  the  Overtures  in  favour  of  a  General- 
AseemUy  be  adopted  or  not.  Should  the  Overtures  be  adopted^ 
of  coiu-se  the  most  serious  objection,  to  tlie  proposal  would,  in  great 
measure,  lose  its  force. 

All  which  is  hmiibly  reported  for  tho  Committee  by

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  UNIOX.    Mat,  1873. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Union  this  year  needs  only  to  be 
ef  the  briefest  character,  as,  for  re&soDS  which  have  commended  them- 
selves to  the  judgment  of  all  its  members,  as  to  the  members  of  the 
Committees  of  the  sister  Churches,  the  matter  which  might  have 
been  iatrodnced  by  them  into  separate  Reports  to  their  Supreme 
Coarts,  is  embodied  in  a  Statement  prepared  for,  and  adopted  by,  the 
Joint-Committee,  and  herewith  subjoined. 

This  Statement,  along  with  earlier  notices  of  an  historical  char- 
acter,  cxistains  the  record  of  the  work  of  the  year  since  last  meeting 
of  Synod;  and  it  is  only  necessary  to  add,  that  the  Joint-Committee 
has  met  in  all  fonr  times — on  the  7th  of  November,  on  the  22nd  of 
January^  on  the  19th  of  March,  and  ou  the  15th  of  April — in  connec- 
tion with  all  of  which  meetings  there  have  been  separate  meetings  of 
the  Synod's  Committee. 

The  attention  of  the  Synod  is  called  to  the  recommendations  of  the 
Joint-Committee  on  the  important  subject  of  co-operation  in  Home, 
Colonial,  and  Continental  Missions,  inserted  in  the  Statement  already 
referred  to;  and  it  is  hoped  that,  as  the  Synod  last  year  adopted 
recommendations  of  a  similar  tenor  in  regard  to  Foreign  Missions,  an 
equally  favourable  response  may  be  given  to  those  now  submitted ; 
and  that  your  Committee  may  be  re-appointed  to  mature  the  proposed 
plans  of  co-operation  between  the  negotiating  Churches,  and  to  act  in 
the  interests  of  Union  as  they  may  see  cause. 

As  your  Committee  concnrred,  though  with  the  deepest  regret,  in 
the  Statement  of  the  Joint-Committee  that,  for  reasons  there  allnded 
to,  and  which  are  well  known,  negotiations  for  incorporating  Union 
with  the  Free  Church  may  require  to  be,  for  the  present,  suspended, 
it  became  their  anxious  duty  to  inquire  whether  the  same  conrse 
should,  in  that  case,  he  adopted  on  the  part  of  this  Church  in  regard 
to  the  other  negotiating  Churches.  Your  Committee  were  most  soli- 
oitoUB  to  avoid  every  appearance  of  serving  themselves  heirs  in  any- 
thing of  a  denominational  spirit,  to  the  great  work  of  Presbyterian 
Union  in  which  their  honoured  brethren  of  the  Free  Church  have 
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borne  so  noble  and  magDanimoas  a  part,  and  from  which  they  may 
be  coaatraincd  reluctaotly  to  withdraw ;  aor  would  the  Synod,  it  is 
bDlieved,  for  a  moment  have  entertained  the  idea  of  separate  negotia- 
tions, if  these  might  have  had  the  appearance  of  making  light  of  their 
co-operation,  or  imperilling  the  result  of  speedy  and  comprehensive 
Union,  in  which  all  the  Churches  are  equally  concerned.  Yet,  as 
this  Church  liks  already,  in  the  providence  of  God,  been  led  ioto 
separate  negotiations  with  the  English  Presbyterian  Church — negoti- 
ations, of  which,  in  their  tenor,  this  Committee  has  generally  approved 
—it  has  become  a  question  of  the  gravest  responsibility  whether  the 
same  providence  may  not  call  as  to  consider  the  like  course  in  regard 
to  our  Reformed  Presbyterian  brethren,  and  that  equally  in  the 
interests  of  general  union.  After  the  fullest  deliberation  your  Com- 
mittee are  unanimously  of  opinion  that  the  Committee  which  may  be 
re-appointed  under  the  above  recommendation,  should  have  power 
not  only  to  promote  the  cause  of  union  with  the  English  Presbyterian 
Church,  but  also  to  confer  with  the  Keformed  Presbyterian  Church ; 
and,  if  the  representatives  of  both  Churches  are  satisfied  tliat  there  is 
a  call  to  proceed  in  the  work,  to  enter  upon  negotiations  with  a  view 
to  incorporating  Union. 

In  thus  recommending  the  Synod  to  acquiesce  for  the  present,  if 
it  shall  be  found  needful,  in  the  suspension  of  negotiations  for  Union 
with  the  Free  Church,  the  Committee,  while  unshaken  in  their  con- 
viotion  of  the  duty  and  advantage  of  Union  with  that  great  sister 
Church,  and  only  bowing  to  a  painful  necessity,  should  such  arise,  put 
on  record  their  warmest  sense  of  the  Christian  honour,  candour,  and 
kindness  which  their  brethren — from  whom  they  may  now  for  a  season 
have  to  part — have  from  the  first  displayed ;  their  deepest  sympathy 
with  tbem  in  the  difficulties  and  troubles  in  which  their  Church, 
through  its  efforts  after  Christian  Union,  has  been  involved;  and 
their  most  earnest  prayer,  that  the  delightful  and  profitable  labotrrs 
thus  interrupted — if  interrupted  they  must  be — may  speedily  be 
resumed  under  the  smile  and  blessing  of  Him  who  "  doth  build  up 
Jerusalem  and  gatheieth  the  dispersed  of  Israel  into  one.''

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PRESBYTERIAN  CHURCHES. 

For  reaaoiis  that  will  appear  as  tliis  Report  proceeds,  the  Joint- 
Uoion  Ckumnittee  Lavo  come  to  apprehend  that  it  may  be  found 
oxpedient,  on  the  pai-t  of  one  at  least  of  the  Churches  concerned,  to 
HBspend  for  the  present  the  negotiations  in  which  they  have  been  for 
nearly  ten  years  engaged,  and  to  wait  for  better  times.  It  is  with 
profoimd  sorrow,  and  not  without  grave  anxiety,  the  Committee  have 
felt  themselves  shut  up  to  this  view  of  the  case.  In  adopting  it, 
they  humbly  hope  they  have  done  nothing  to  justify  the  opposition 
from  a  section  of  one  of  the  negotiatmgChurches,  to  which  they  are 
thus  giving  way,^ — and  that  their  divine  Master,  wliom  by  their 
Idbours  in  the  cause  of  Union  they  have  been  seeking  to  serve,  may 
be  pleased  to  say  of  them,  aa  He  said  in  the  caae  of  His  servant  of 
old — who  desired  to  do  a  work  that  was  reserved  for  another — 
'•  Thou  didst  well  that  it  was  in  thine  heart."  In  view  of  the  course 
thus  indicated,  it  has  soemed  to  the  Committee  to  be  their  duty  to 
put  upon  record,  iu  a  Joint  Report,  a  summary  of  their  proceedings 
since  the  date  of  their  original  appointment  in  1863, — it  being 
nnderstood  that  the  responsibility  of  those  members  of  the  Free 
<Jhurch  Union  Conunittee,  who  entered  it  on  a  special  understand- 
ing, in  1871,  extends  only  to  that  part  of  the  Report  which  deals 
with  what  took  place  subsequently  to  their  appointment.  Some  of 
these  members  consider  that  such  a  Report  does  not  fall  within 
the  instructions  to  the  Committee  in  so  far  as  it  deals  with  the 
question  of  incoi-porating  Union. 

The  preparation  of  such  a  narrative,  in  the  circumstances  wliicli 
have  arisen,  appears  to  the  Committee  to  be  due,  in  the  first  place, 
to  themselves  and  to  the  Churches  they  have  the  honour  to  repre- 
sent,— showing,  as  the  narrative  will  do,  by  the  extent  of  the 
Committee's  labours,  the  pains  they  haVe  bestowed  on  the  impor- 
tant and  arduous  task  assigned  to  them ;  and  showing  also,  by  the 
amount  of  agreement  on  vital  points  which  has  been  elicited,  tho 
strength  and  sufficiency  of  the  grounds  which  existed  to  justify  the 
Churches  in  taking  the  subject  of  Union  in  hand.  And,  in  the 
second  place,  tJio  ]>veparation  of  such  a  narrative  is  still  more  due 
to  the  interests  aud  advancement  of  the  cause  of  Union  itself.  By 
presenting,  in  a  connected  aud  authentic  form,  the  results  of  this 
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f^reatest  effort  of  modern  times  to  bring  together  tlio  broken 
iragmeotB  of  the  Scottish  Preabyteriiin  Church,  not  only  at  home, 
bat  in  the  sister  kingdom,  it  can  hardly  fail  both  to  prompt  and  to 
facilitate  fresh  efforts  in  the  same  direction — when,  at  no  distant 
n^iod,  as  the  Committee  fervently  hope  and  pray,  the  set  time  to 
favour  our  Scottish  Zion  will  be  found  to  have  fully  come. 

For  some  time  previous  to  the  year  1863  many  indications  had 
i^f^eaied  of  a  growing  desii'e,  on  the  part  of  Christians  generally, 
^d  of  many  individual  Christian  Chm-ches,  to  cultivate  closer  and 
naa»-  friendly  relations  with  one  another.  The  formation  of  the 
EvangeHcal  Alliance  in  1845  was  one  of  the  marked  results  of  the- 
growth  and  prevalence  of  this  feeling,  as  affecting,  more  or  less,. 
nearly  all  the  evangelical  branches  of  the  Christian  Church  in  the 
United  Kingdom.  Another  movement,  much  more  akin  to  the  one 
■with  the  history  of  which  this  Report-  is  to  be  occupied,  toot  place 
in  Scotland  in  1857, — originated,  and  actively  promoted,  as  is  well 
known,  under  the  auspices  of  Sir  George  Sinclair,  by  a  number  of 
distinguished  office-bearers  of  the  Free  and  United  Presbyterian 
Churches,  and  which  had  for  its  aim  the  bnnging  of  these  two 
Churches  into  an  incorporating  union.  The  current  of  men's- 
thoughts  and  sympathies,  in  the  Scottish  Churches,  was  still  further 
tmned  to  this  subject  by  the  unions  which,  about  the  period  now 
alluded  to,  began  to  take  place  among  the  Presbyterian  Churches- 
in,  the  colonies  of  the  British  Crown,  and  by  the  diacuaaions  to 
wtich  these  unions  gave  rise  in  some  of  the  kindred  Scottish 
Churches  at  home ;  discussions  which  gave  strong  expression  to  the 
.  cordial  satisfaction  with  wliich  these  colonial  Church  unions  were 
generally  regarded.  The  name  feelings  were  also  much  deepened 
and  stimulated  by  the  great  spiritual  awakening  with  which,  about 
the  same  tinle,  this  country  was  graciously  visited,  and  which 
tended  powerftilly  to  draw  the  huarta  of  God's  people  in  different 
Churches  together.  Not  only,  therefore,  did  it  excite  no  surprise 
when  overtures  in  favour  of  union  began  to  appear  on  the  tables  of 
some  of  our  Scottish  (!3hurch  cotu-ta, — their  appearance,  on  the  con- 
trary, was  largely  felt  to  be  the  simple  and  natural  outcome  of 
asjpirations  widely  cherished  by  many  of  the  most  earnest  ChristianB 
tkroughout  the  land — aspirations  which  were  no  doubt  powerfully 
trtomulated  by  the  eventfid  character  of  the  times,  and  more 
especially  by  the  gathering  forces  of  error  and  evil  with  which  all 
the  Churches  of  Christ  found  themselves  called  to  contend. 

It  was  in  the  Synod  of  the  United  Prcabyterian  Chiurch,  and  on 
the  15th  of  May,  1863,  that  this  Union  movement  took  formal  shape 
in  the  following  minute : — 

" /nter  aKo.— Trail Bmitted  nnd  read  OTertnro  bj  the  Presbytery  of  Berwick  Snent 
Uftion  with  the  Free  Chnrcli  of  Scotland,  the  English  FreahyteriaD  Chnrch,  nnd  the 
Chauokotthe  OrigioalSecenioD,— with  overture  from  the  Preabytery  of  Lftoouliire 
onthasune  subject;  aod  also  oTertuie  by  the  SeraiOD  of  Broughton  Flace,  Edin. 
borgh,  and  by  Dr  George  Jolinaton,  iu  foTOur  of  union  with  the  Free  Church." 

The  Presbytery  of  Berwick,  the  Presbytery  of  Lancashire,  and 
the  Session  of  Broughton  Place,  were  heard  in  support  of  their 
Tjespcctive  overtures.     The  other  overturist,  Dr  Johnston,  was  not 
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present,  but  a  commiuiication  from  hini,  aJJressed  to  the  Clerk,  was 
read  by  permiBBioii  of  Synod,  explaiuing  the  cause  of  his  absence, 
and  expressing  bis  mind  on  the  subject  of  the  overture. 

After  lengthened  reasoning,  the  Synod  resolved  that  a  committee 
be  appointed  to  consider  the  subject  of  Union  with  other  Presby- 
terian bodies  in  all  its  bearings,  and  more  immediately  to  meet  with 
any  committees  that  may  be  appointed  by  the  General  Aeaembly 
<tf  the  Free  Church,  or  by  the  Synod  of  the  English  Presbyterian 
<;imrch,  the  Reformed  Presbyterian  Church,  or  the  Original  Seces- 
sion Church,  arid  to  confer  with  them  respectuig  the  relative  position 
of  tliese  several  bodies  and  tlie  United  Presbyterian  Climch,  and 
the  steps  propef  to  be  taken  for  their  present  co-operation  and 
ultimate  union. 

In  connexion  ^Wth  the  resolution  thus  come  to,  Dr  Cainis,  at  the 
request  of  the  Synod,  led  their  devotions  in  thanksgiving  and  prayer 
at  the  throne  of  grace. 

This  minute  was  transmitted  forthwith  to  the  General  Assembly 
of  the  Free  Church,  whicli  was  then  in  session,  aceompanied  by  a 
letter  from  the  Synod  Clerk,  wliich  contained  the  following  state- 
ment :— 

"It  gives  ma  grcftt  pleasure,  Moderator,  to  state  that  the  resolution  roferrcd 
to  was  i^opted  with  almost  entire  unanimity  on  the  part  of  the  Synod — 178  votes 
having  been  tendered  ia  its  support,  while  no  more  thin  17  \abet  were  given  in 
favour  of  two  amendments,  neither  of  which  was  opposed  to  Union — their  supporters 
desiring  only  that  the  object  should  be  attained  in  a  somewhat  different  way.  The 
cordiality  and  devout  earnestness  witb  which  the  Synod  passed  the  resolution  is 
indicated  io^heir  minute  \  and  the  day  will  long  be  remembered  by  the  brethren 
present  as  a  time  of  refreshing  from  the  presence  of  the  Lord." 

On  the  26th  of  the  same  month  this  subject  was  taken  up  by  the 

Free  Chxirch  General  Assembly,  on  whose  table  several  overtures 

from  Synods  and  Presbyteries  of  the  Free  Clnirch  were  at  the  same 

■   time  laid;,  and  after  a  full  discussion  the  following  resolution  was 

unanimously  adopted : — 

"iThe  General  Aesembly,  cordially  approving  of  the  object  contemplated  in  the 
orertuiea,  and  recognizing  the  duty,  especially  in  present  circumstances,  of  aiming 
at  its  accomplishment  by  all  suitable  means  consistent  witb  a  due  regard  to  tbe 
principles  of  this  Church,  appoint  a  Committee  to  take  into  consideration  the  whole 
subject  of  Union  among  tne  non-establisbed  Churches  in  Scotland.  And,  in 
particular,  the  General  jVasembly  authorize  the  Committee  to  confer  with  the 
C'ommittce  on  Union  recently  appointed  by  the  Synod  of  the  United  Presbyteriait 
Church,  as  well  as  with  representatives  of  any  of  the  other  Churches  named  or 
indicated  in  the  overtures,  should  occasion  or  opportunity  of  doing  so  arise.  And 
the  Aaaembly  appoint  the  Committee  to  report  on  the  whole  subject  to  the  GeaN«l 
Assembly  of  next  year." 

At  the  first  meeting — on  the  17th  June,  1863 — of  the  Free 
Cluu-ch  and  United  Presbyterian  Committees  thus  appointed  by 
tlieir  respective  supreme  courts,  steps  were  taken  to  open  com- 
munications with  the  Synod  of  the  Eeformed  Presbyterian  Church, 
and  with  that  of  the  Original  Seceders.  From  the  Reformed  Synod, 
which  then  stood  adjourned  till  the  following  month  of  May,  they 
received  in  due  time  the  subjoined  extract  minute,  dated  4th  May, 
1864:— 

"  The  Synod  took  into  consideration  the  question  of  Union  among  the  non- 
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eitabliehed  Presbyterian  Churclica  in  ScotUncI,  whco,  after  communicatiooa  from 
the  General  ABaemblj  of  the  Free  Church,  from  the  Synod  of  the  United  Presby- 
terian Church,  aod  from  the  Joint- Committees  of  these  Churches,  had  faeeo  read 
'  by  the  Clerk,  it  was  moved  by  the  Rev.  William  Symington,  and  seconded  by  the 
Rev.  Professor  Binnie,  '  That  the  Synod,  recogniiin^  with  gratitude  to  God  the 
lartte  amount  of  attention  which  has  recently  been  given  to  the  eubject  of  L'nion 
among  the  non- established  Presbyterian  Churches  in  Scotland,  cordially  acknoir- 
ledging  the  Christian  courtesy  of  the  CommitteeB  of  the  Free  and  United  Presby- 
tetian  Churches  in  the  comniunicatioua  uovr  on  the  table,  and  prayerfully  desirous 
to  promote  the  glory  of  the  Head  of  the  Church  by  co-operating  in  any  way  con- 
ustent  with  the  principles  of  this  Church,  with  those  who  are  already  seeking  this 
desirable  end,  do  appoint  the  following  ministers  and  elders  a  Oommitteo  to  confer 
with  the  said  Committees,  and  to  report  to  next  meeting  of  Synod." — [The  names 
were  subjoined.] 

From  the  Synod  of  tlio  Original  Secession  Cburcli  a  communi- 
cation \vaB  also  received,  wliich,  while  it  expressed  a  cordial 
interest  in  the  cause  of  Union  among  the  Presbyterian  Chui-clies, 
intimated  that  the  Synod  felt  themselves  precluded,  by  their 
primary  obligations  as  Covenanters,  from  taking  part  in  any  nego- 
tiations for  union  which  do  not  proceed  upon  the  judicial  recogni- 
tion of  these  obligations. 

At  the  meeting  of  its  Synod  in  the  spring  of  the  same  year, 
1864,  the  Knglisn  Presbyterian  Church  also  appointed  a  Union 
Committee,  with  which  communications  were  soon  after  opened  by 
the  Committees  of  the  other  Churches  previously  appointed ;  and 
from  that  date  the  negotiations  for  Union  have  ever  since  been 
carried  on  by  these  four  Committees — the  Free  Church,  the  United 
Presbyterian,  the  Reformed  Presbyterian,  and  the  English  Presby- 
terian, combined.  The  work  of  the  Joint-Union  Committee,  how- 
ever, was  begim  at  once  in  1863  by  the  two  Committees  first 
appointed — thone,  namely,  of  the  Free  and  United  Presbyterian 
Cnurches.  After  calling  for  the  doctimcnts  that  were  of  authoritj% 
and  that  eer^'od  to  illustrate  the  position  and  principles  of  these 
two  Churches,  and  after  framing  and  adopting  certain  standing 
orders  for  the  regulation  of  their  proceedings,  the  .loint^ommittee 
drew  np  a  programme  of  the  leading  subjects  which  appeared  to 
require  consideration  in  the  view  of  following  out  the  great  object 
of  Union  which  had  been  remitted  to  them.  The  programme  in 
question  embraced  the  following  heads : — 

1.  The  extent  to  which  the  two  Churches  agree  as  to  tlic  province  of  the  Civil 
Mngiatiate  in  relation  to  religion  and  the  Christian  Church. 

2.  Any  other  matter  of  doctrine  about  which  explanations  on  either  side  may 
seem  to  be  called  for. 

3.  Theological  curriculum,  and  the  training  and  liceniing  of  stndcats,  and 
arrangements  regarding  probationers. 

4.  Election  of  office-bearers,  constitution  of  the  Church  Courts,  and  the  relation 
of  these  courts  to  one  another,  and  forms  of  ecclesiastical  procedure. 

6.  Law  and  practice  of  the  "'       '  ■        »•■  ■  >-

7.  Finance  and  Church  Properly^  including  such  matters  ae  the  Free  Church 
Snstentation  Fund,  Titles,  administration  of  secular  affairs  by  Managers  or  by 
Deacons'  Courts. 

5.  Principles  on  vhich  admission  to  sealing  ordioaDcee  is  regulated  in  the 
Chorches. 
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To  these  heads  of  the  programiTic  of  hujuiry  two  others  -.wsre 
snbeequently  added,  as  follows : — 

10.  Tbe  beuiagof  the  coatemplated  union  upon  tbe  vorkingof  the  Foreijpi 
MisaioDS  of  tlie  various  Cbnrclies. 

11.  Tbe  Telation  of  tbe  united  Church,  in  its  compooent  parta,  to  the'post  ecden- 
astiol  historir  of  this  countiy— parti cularl;f  irith  reference  to  the  dntj  and  desirable- 
hms  of  effecting  the  union  on  a  basis  that  would  idenlify  it  with  tiie  Befarawd 
Church  of  Scotland. 

■Whfit  is  now  proposed,  in  the  present  Report,  is  to  lay  before  the 
supreme  coarts  of  the  Churches  the  Joint-Uoion  Committee  represents 
a  combined  view  of  the  results,  in  regard  to  this  wide  field  of  imjuirj, 
jit  which  the  Committee  were  enabled-to  arrive. 

REPORT  OF  NEGOTIATIONS  UNDKU  THE  FIRST  IIE-ID  OF 
I'ROCRAMME. 

The  first  and  perhaps  most  important  year  of  the  Union  negotia- 
tiona  was  occupied  entirely  with  the  first  head  of  the  proj^rtname  of 
«abject9  which  had  been  marked  out  for  Conference  between  tbe  Oom- 
mitteea  of  the  Free  and  United  Presbyterian  Churches.  This,  «s 
already  stated,  was  entitled,  "  The  ext«nt  to  which  ihe  two  Churc^ies 
agree  as  to  the  province  of  the  Ciyil  Magistrate  in  relation  to  Beligien 
and  the  Christian  Church."  This  was  taken  up  first,  because  it>w»8 
universally  felt  that  the  success  of  the  whole  negotiations  hinged  upon 
its  being  found  that  the  Churches  were  sufficiently  ai^eed  upon  it, 
«ither  to  remove  their  differences,  or  to  make  them  matter  of  fotfeear- 
aace  in  a  united  Church.  As  soon,  therefore,  as  the  first  two  meetrogs 
had  hrouglit  tiie  brethren  into  friendly  contact,  and  had  aettled:tlie 
preliminaries  mentioned  above,  this  grave  question  of  the  proviueo  of 
the  Civil  Magistrate  was  taken  up,  and  occupied  not  less  than  eight 
lengthened  meetings  of  the  Joint-Committee,  with  a  correspoudiog 
number  of  meetings  of  the  separate  committees  or  aub-committccs 
appointed  to  prepare  or  revise  papers  on  the  sul^ect.  As  this  first 
year's  negotiations  largely  infiuenced  all  that  followed,  a  fuller  account 
of  them  may  be  given  than  would  otherwise  be  necessary. 

The  difficulties  ih  the  way  of  those  engaged  in  these  conferences 
were  very  great.  Tbe  matters  treated  of  were  in  themselves  by  no 
means  easy,  and  had  repeatedly  divided  the  Scottish  Churches.  Th^ 
had  quite  recently  been  the  subjects  of  prolonged  aad  excited' contn>- 
Tersy,  in  which  not  a  few  of  those  who  now  met  in  oonfer^ee  had 
taken  an  active  part  on  opposite  sides.  The  whole  field  was  stilkmore 
or  less  seen  through  this  medium;  and  even  if  the  representativee  of 
the  Churches  could  have  risen  above  this  disturbing  infiu«ice,  it  w«uld 
have  been  hard  for  them  to  divest  themselves  of  anxieties  as  to  how 
far,  in  their  approaches  to  each  other,  they  could  count  on' the  sym- 
pathies of  those  without,  who  were  naturally  jealous,  in  theiibssnce 
of  full  e^iplanatlons,  of  every  concession  and  accommodation,' ai^-pn- 
pared  to  resent  it  as  a  surrender  of  denominational  integrity  and 
honour.    It  must  ever  remain  a  mutter  of  wonder  and  thatddiiliKH 
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that,  by  the  good  linnd  of  God  upon  them,  the  Joiat-Committee  were 
carried  hsppily  throagh  all  these  novel  and  tryinir  circamstances, — 
were  ted  to  eiicrcise  full  confidence  in  each  other,  as  well  na  in  the  can- 
dour and  l8r^e4ieartcdnQSs  of  the  Churchea  which  they  Boreraliy  re- 
presented,—  and  were  enahled  to  approach  each  otlier'a  point  of  view 
with  respect  and  fairness,  and  by  full  and  frank  explanations,  though 
often  Dot  without  animated  discussion  and  debate,  to  arrive  at  oon- 
clnsioDB  in  which  all  could  acquiesce. 

Mnch  help  was  aS'ordod  the  Joint -Conunittec  m  their  conferenees 
by  the  ample,  earnest,  and  thorough  discussion  which  hod  preceded 
their  appointiBent  in  the  United  Presbyterian  Synod  and  Feeo  Church 
General  Assembly.  Much  assistance  was  also  derived  from  two  docu- 
ments which  had  been  referred  to  in  that  discussion — the  United 
Seoession  Testimony  of  1827,  in  its  statements  respecting  the  Civil 
Magiatrate,  which  were  found  in  Ciiapter  Second  and  Section  Twelfth 
of  that  work;  and  the  articles  of  a  Declaration  on  the  same  subjeot 
framed  in  connection  with  the  movement  to  which  reference  has 
already  been  made  aa  associated  with  the  name  of  Sir  George  Sinclair, 
and  signed  by  many  laymou  of  the  Free  and  United  Presbyteriaa 
Churches  in  1857.  As  earlyas  the  second  meetitrg  of  the  Joint-Com- 
mittee, which  was  held  on  28th  July,  1863,  the  United  Presbyterian 
Committee,  feel^ug  it  desirable  to  make  the  first  statement,  submitted 
a  paper,  in  which,  while  setting  forth  in  the  first  article  what  is  com- 
monly called  the  -Voluntary  principle,  as  held  by  them,  they  incorpe^ 
rated  in  succeeding  paragraphs  the  most  important  statements  of  the 
Secession  Testimony  and  that  part  of  the  Declaration  of  1857  wbicji 
affirms  the  duty  of  the  Magistrate  in  regard  to  the  Christian  Sabbath. 
The  Free  Church  Committee  produced  a  correspottding  paper,  em- 
bracino;  the  statements  in  the  Testimony  and  also  those  in  the  Declar- 
ation, hut  with  some  eniargemente  upon  the  latter  as  to  the  Sabbath; 
and  while  tbey  mtrodnced  some  fresh  passages  from  the  Declardtion 
of  1857  as  to  the  general  duty  of  the  magistrate  beyond  what  the 
United  Presbyterian  paper  had  contained,  they  also  set  forth  his  duty 
ia  regard  to  d^s  of  humiliation  and  thanksgiving,  and  closed  by  ao 
assertion  of  the  so-called  BstabUshnrent  principle,  in  oider  to  meet  the 
expression  of  the  Volnntary  principle  which  hadheadedthe  documeat 
of  the  United  Presbyterian  Committee.  These  two  papers  were  the 
starting-point  of  the  lengthened  and  earnest  discussions  which  fol- 
lowed, and  whirfi  happily  issued  in  the  adoption,  on  the  10th  of  Feb- 
ruary, 1^64,  of  what  were  first  known  as  the  "Articles  of  AgreemvLt,' 
and  subsequently  as  "  Principles  held  in  Common," — 'Some  not  n 
siderablfi  alterations  having  forwards  been  made  upon  this  s' 
of  ascertaiaed  harmonies. 

It  isnot  going  too  far  to  say  that  the  visible  ami  sij^nal  approach 
of  the  negotiating  Chnrohes,  made  in  this  paper,  filled  those  vrho 
prepared  it  not  ouly  with  thankfulness  but  witli  surprise.  Once  and 
again,  when  somo  unexpected  disclosure  was  mode,  which  showed 
on  the  one  hand,  how  earnestly  those  who  contended  for  the  'Cscloaioa 
of  the  civil  magistrate  from  the  work  of  establishing  or  endowing  the 
Church,  wero-pr^iared  also  to  contend  for  his  subjectioniQ^rerytfaiiig, 
and  oven  in  this,  to  the  law  of  Christ,  and  for  the  regulation 'of  all 
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national  affairs  in  the  light  of  Chriatiaoity,  and  with  a  yiew  to  its  fop- 
therance;  or  which  brought  out,  on  the  other  hand,  the  primary  and 
paramount  place  which  those  who  contended  for  the  lawfulaees,  in 
certain  circumstances,  of  State  aid,  nevertheless  assigned  to  the 
jree>will  offerings  of  the  Christian  people,  the  sense  of  harmony  was 
so  great  that  it  hroke  out  in  mutual  congratulations,  and  found,  ia 
duti  course,  utterauce  in  joint  thanksgiTlngs  to  God. 

The  chief  difficulty  in  preparing  the  paper  of  agreements,  when 
the  general  harmony  was  once  established,  lay  in  finding  expressions 
which  should  be  sufficiently  precise  without  trenching  on  the  differ- 
ences which  were  felt  still  to  remain,  which  should  avoid  the  voces 
aignatcB  of  controversy,  and  which  should  commend  themselves  to  the 
negotiating  Churches  as  a  true  harmony  or  co7i8en»us,  instead  of  a 
victory  of  the  one  over  the  other.  In  this  lahonr  months  passed  away; 
and  the  renewed  and  prolonged  conferences  always  deepened  the  con- 
viction that  the  harmony  was  not  in  appearance  or  in  word  only,  but 
in  deed  and  in  truth.  When  these  points  of  agreement,  extracted 
from  the  original  papers,  and  others  wnich  succeeded,  had  thus  heea 
ascertwned,  the  representatives  of  the  negotiating  Churches  proceeded 
to  consider  more  carefully  the  differences  which  remained,  and  which 
were  commonly  called  "  Distinctive  Principles,"  though  this  appellation 
did  not  decide  the  qaestiim  how  far  each  Church  regarded  them  as  a 
part  of  its  confession.  The  statement  of  these  differences  belonged  to 
each  separate  Cliurch,  and  could  not  be  adopted  by  the  Joint- 
Committee  ;  but  it  was  felt  desirable  to  revise  them  in  joint  confer- 
once,  partly  because,  in  stating  them,  the  representatives  of  either 
Churcii  might,  by  implication,  ascribe  to  the  other  something  it  would 
disclaim,  and  partly  because,  in  the  course  of  the  discussion  of  tho 
harmonies  of  the  Churches,  it  had  been  found  convenient  to  remit  to 
the  head  of  Distinctive  Principles  whatever  was  not  readily  admitted 
to  he  common,  and  thus  the  distinctive  papers  had  been  overloaded 
with  claoses  not  agreeing  with  this  title.  This  work  of  revision 
occupied  the  remaining  time  of  the  first  year's  negotiations,  and 
considerable  progress  was  made ;  but  the  articles  in  question  etiU  con- 
tained much  which,  at  a  later  date,  was  referred  to  the  more  suitable 
columns  of  the  "  Articles  of  Agreement." 

The  results  of  the  Joint- Committee's  labours  were  published  in 
March,  and  afterwards  submitted  to  the  Supreme  Courts  in  May. 
They  awakened  lively  interest,  and  called  forth  lengthened  discussion ; 
but  the  Joint-Committee  had  desired  no  formal  opinion  upon  the 
spbstance  of  the  Keport  at  this  stage,  and  the  Church  Courts  pro- 
nounced none,  thinking  it  sufficient  to  re-appoint  their  several 
Committees.  The  Synods  also  of  the  English  Presbyterian  and 
Reformed  Presbyterian  Churches,  on  the  invitation  of  tho  Churches 
already  engaged,  now  took  part  in  the  negotiations,  and  appointed 
Committees  to  share  in  the  deliberations,  which  had  proceeded  so 
favourably. 

As  the  second  year  of  the  negotiations  was  occupied  with  other 
heads  of  the  programme,  it, added  to  the  results  of  the  first  year 
little  beyond  the  acceptance  of  these  by  the  English  Presbyterian  and 
Reformed  Presbyterian  Churches.     The  English  Preshyterjan  Church 
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Accepted  tliem  nnconditioQally.  A  paper  was  giveif  in  by  their 
Committee,  bearing  that  "  they  are  prepared  to  accept  as  theira  the 
statement  of  the  points  on  which  the  Committees  of  the  Churches 
were  agreed  ;  and  that  in  reference  to  the  points  of  difference  between 
these  two  Committees,  they  accept  as  their  principles  the  statements 
made  by  the  Free  Church's  Committee."  The  concurrence  of  the 
Reformed  Presbyterian  Committee  was  less  formal  and  absolute. 
They  gave  in  a  lengthened  paper,  stating  their  views  on  all  the  points 
which  h&d  been  embraced  in  the  document  accepted  by  the  Joint- 
Oommittee  of  the  foregoing  year,  and  affirming  "  their  substantial 
harmony  with  the  '  Articles  of  Agreement,'"  but  desiring  to  "guard 
themselves  against  any  absolute  committal  to  the  document  in  the 
same  stringent  sense  in  which  they  would  have  been  committed  had 
they  been  responsible  for  the  preparation  of  it."  In  view  of  this  de- 
cliration,  the  Joint-Committee  were  amply  satisfied  that  they  might 
in  the  meantime  proceed  to  other  matters,  and  leave  the  final  con- 
currence of  the  Reformed  Presbyterian  Committee  to  the  time  when 
the  conclusions  under  the  first  head  of  the  programme  should  bo 
revised  by  them,  along  with  the  representatives  of  the  other  Churches. 

The  third  year  of  the  negotiations  (1865-6),  being  occupied  with 
the  remaining  heads  of  programme,  entirely  excluded  the  first 
from  reconsideration.  The  only  step  taken  iu  regard  to  it  was,  to 
advise  the  Churches  to  send  down  the  findings  under  it,  as  under  the 
other  heads,  to  their  respective  Presbyteries  for  suggestions,  whereby 
the  results  already  reported  might  be  amended  and  improved.  This 
course  was  accordingly  taken  by  the  Supreme  Courts  in  April  and 
May,  1866,  bein"  the  first  appeal  to  the  Churches  on  the  subjects  em- 
braced in  the  deliberations  of  their  Union  Committees. 

Before  the  returns  of  Presbyteries  with  their  various  suggestions 
bad  been  received,  the  Joint-Committee,  in  the  summer  and  autumn 
of  1866,  had  returned,  after  an  interval  of  two  years,  to  the  firsti 
head  of  programme,  and  a  further  revision  took  place  in  the  light  of 
the  suggestions  which  tbe  Presbyteries  had  made,  the  whole  being 
completed  iu  time  for  the  meetings  of  the  Supreme  Courts  in  1867. 
Nothiqg  could  exceed  the  interest  of  these  discussions,  increased  as  it 
was  by  the  presence  of  the  Reformed  Presbyterian  and  English  Pres- 
byterian Committees,  who  now  took  part  in  them  for  the  first  time, 
and  also  by  the  long  familiarity  with  each  other,  which  the  assembled 
brethren  had  acquired,  in  travelling  over  all  the  other  difficult  and 
complicated  subjects  embraced  in  the  programme.  It  is  hardly 
possible  to  conceive  circumstances  more  favourable  to  the  dear 
ascertainment  of  each  other's  views  and  Beutiments;  but  the  result 
was  that  the  "  Articles  of  Agreement,"  in  their  essential  principles, 
passed  unchanged,  and  only  received  alterations  in  the  way  of  making 
some  of  their  expressions  more  precise,  and  still  more  in  the  way  of 
transferring  to  their  record  of  full  agreements  not  a  few  important 
statements  which  had  hitherto  been  found  ranked  as  modifications  of  the 
Distinctive  Articles.  At  length,  after  the  most  earnest  consideration, 
this  work  was  finished,  and  the  "  Articles  of  Agreement"  were  adopted 
unanimously,  and  with  the  conviction  that  a  great  and  important 
work  had  been  consummated. 
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It  seems  desirable  to  insert  this  docnment  in  its  final  sliape  as  it 
was  preseDted  to  the  Supreme  Oonrts  ia  1867,  since  it  thns  representa 
the  views  of  the  four  negotiating  Churches,  and  of  tUe  full  Conimittee, 
when  aa  yet  no  breach  bad  been  made  in  its  original  members.  With 
the  Dietinctive  Articles,  also  appended  in  their  amended  state,  there 
ia  given  the  one  drawn  up  for  the  first  time  by  the  Eeformed  Presby- 
terian Committee : —

"  I.  Th«t  Civil  Govcnunent  ia  an  ordinmce  of  God  for  His  own  glory  and  the 
public  good ;  that  to  the  Lord  Jeius  Christ  ia  given  all  power  in  heaven  and  on 
enrth,  and  that  all  men  in  their  several  placea  and  relations,  and  therefore  Civil 
Magistrates  in  theirs,  are  nnder  obligation  to  submit  theraselTes  to  Christ,  and  to 
regulate  their  conduct  by  His  Word. 

"  II.  That  the  Civil  lAagistrate  ought  himself  to  embrace  and  profem  the 
religion  of  Christ ;  and  though  hia  office  ia  civil,  not  spiritual,  yet,  like  other 
CbriatiuiB  in  their  places  and  relations,  ho  ought,  acting  in  hia  public  capacity  aa 
a  Magistrate,  to  furwer  the  intcreata  of  the  religion  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  among 
his  subjects  in  every  way  consistent  with  iu  spirit  and  enactments,  and  that  he  ou<;Lt 
tti  be  ivled  by  it  in  the  making  of  laws,  the  administration  of  justice,  the  sn'eariug  of 
oaths,  and  other  matters  of  civil  jurisdiction. 

"  UL  That  while  the  Civil  Magistrate,  in  legislating  aa  to  matters  within  bifl- 
own  proviace,  may  and  ought,  for  hia  own  guidance,  to  judge  what  is  agreeable 
to  the  Word  of  God  ;  yet,  iaasmuch  aa  he  has  no  authority  in  spiritual  things, 
and  aa  in  these  the  employment  of  force  is  opposed  to  the  spirit  and  precepts  of 
Christianity,  which  disclaim  and  prohibit  all  persecution,  it  ia  not  wittun  his  pro- 
vince authoritatively  to  prescribe  to  bis  aubjects,  or  to  impose  upon  them,  a  creed  or 
form  of  woiship,  or  to  iatcrfere  with  that  government  which  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ 
had  appointed  in  His  Church,  in  the  hands  of  Church  ofGcers,  or  to  invade  any  of 
the  rights  and  liberties  which  Christ  has  conferred  on  His  Church,  and  which  all 
])owerB  on  earth  ought  to  hold  sacred — it  being  the  ezolusive  prerogative  of  the  Lord 
Jesus  to  rule  in  matters  of  faith  and  worship. 

"lY.  That  Marriage,  the  Sabbath,  and  the  appoinbnent  of  Days  of  National 
Humiliation  and  Thanksgiving,  are  practical  instances  to  wliich  those  principles 
apply.  (1.)  In  regard  to  Marriage,  the  Civil  Magistrate  may  and  ought  to  frame 
his  marriage  laws  according  to  the  rule  of  the  Divine  Word.  (2.)  In  regard  to  the 
i»abbath,  the  Civil  Magistrate,  recognizing  its  perpetual  obligation  according  to  tiia 
rule  of  the  Divine  Word,  especially  as  contained  in  the  original  institution  of  tjie 
Sabbath,  in  the  Fourth  Commandment,  and  in  the  teaching  and  example  of  our  Lord 
and  His  Apostles,  and  its  inestimable  value  in  many  ways  to  human  society,  may 
and  ought,  in  his  administration,  to  respect  ita  sacred  character,  to  legislate  in  the 
matter  of  its  ontward  observance,  and  to  protect  tJie  people  in  the  enjoyment  of  the 
privilege  of  resting  from  their  week  day  occupations,  and  devoting  the  day  to  the 
public  and  private  exercises  of  Divine  Worship.  (3.)  The  Civil  Magistrate  may 
and.  on  snitable  occasions,  ought  to  appoint  days  on  which  hia  subjects  shall  be 
invited  to  en^ge  in  acts  of  Humiliation  or  of  Thanksgiving ;  but  without  authorita- 
tively preecnbing  or  enforcing  any  special  form  of  reLigious  service,  or  othawiae 
interposing  his  authority  beyond  securing  to  them  the  opportunity  of  ezeroiiing 
their  free  discretion  for  these  purposes, 

■'  V.  That  the  Church  and  the  State  being  ordinances  of  God  distinct  from  each 
other,  they  are  capable  of  existing  withoat  either  of  them  intrndiu);  into  the  proper 
province  of  the  other,  and  ought  not  so  to  intrude.  Erastian  supremacy  of  tbe 
State  over  t^e  Church,  and  Anti^christian  domination  of  ti>e  Church  over  the  State, 
OUf^t  to  be  condemned ;  and  all  schemes  of  connexion  involving  or  tending  to  either 
are,  therefore,  to  be  avoided.  The  Church  haa  a  spiritual  authority  over  such  of  l^e 
subjects  and  rulera  of  earthly  kingdoms  as  are  m  her  cominunion,  and  the  Civil 
Powers  have  the  same  secular  authority  over  the  members  aud  oihce-hearera  of  the^ 
Church  as  over  the  rest  of  their  subjects.    The  CIuiti^  haa  no  power  over  earthly 
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kingdoma  in  thoir  collective  and  citiI  capacity,  nor  have  they  «ny  power  orer  ber  U 
ft  Cbarch.  But,  though  thus  distinct,  the  Church  and  the  State  owe  mntnal  dntieB 
to  each  other,  and  acting  within  their  reepeetife  apheree,  may  be  aignally  sabiervient 
to  each  otlier'B  welfare. 

■"VI.  That  the  Church  cannot  lawfully  anrrender  or  compromise  her  ^iritnal 
iodependence  for  any  worldly  consideration  or  advantage  whaiaoevcr.  And  further, 
the  Church  miut  ever  maintain  the  eueutial  and  peroetual  obligation  which  Christ 
haa  laid  on  a]l  his  people,  to  anpport  and  estend  His  Church  by  ft«e-will  q~

At  this  stage  of  tho  negotiatione,  after  these  pupers  had  been 
t^reed  to,  bnt  before  they  were  preaented  to  the  oupreme  CourtB, 
the  United  Presbyterian  Committee,  seeing  that,  under  other  heads 
of  the  programme,  it  had  been  declared  that  whatever  diverBities 
had  been  found  to  exist  -vrcre  not  regarded  by  the  Joint-Committee 
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as  an  insuperable  bar  to  union,  proposed  tliat  steps  should  be  taken 
to  ascertain  the  mind  of  the  several  Churches  as  to  the  gravity  of 
the  differences  under  the  first  head  of  the  programme.  As  the 
Joint-Committee  was  not  prepared  to  make  a  declaration  on  the 
subject  itself,  it  was  sought  that  it  should  recommend  to  the  separate 
tJommitteea  to  request  their  respective  Supreme  Courts  to  give  a 
decision  on  the  question,  whether  the  difi'erences  which  had  emerged 
in  regard  to  the  province  of  the  Civil  Magistrate,  viewed  in  the  light 
of  the  agreements,  which  had  also  been  ascertained,  formed  an 
insuperable  bar  to  the  union  of  the  Churches.  The  Joiut-Oommittee 
did  not  see  their  way  to  adopt  this  course,  but  left  it  to  each  Com- 
mittee to  act  on  its  own  judgment  in  this  matter. 

The  question,  however,  was  raised  in  all  the  Supremo  Courts  at 
their  meetings  in  April  and  May,  1667,  and  formed  an  important 
turning-point  in  the  negotiations.  In  all  the  Supreme  Courts  find- 
ings were  come  to,  that  the  differences  which  had  been  ascertained 
to  exist,  taken  by  themselves,  and  viewed  in  the  Hght  of  the  ascer- 
tained harmonies,  did  not  necessarily  bar  union  ;  and  on  this  footing 
tlie  Committees  were  re-appointed  to  prosecute  the  negotiations. 
It  was  matter,  however,  of  deep  regret  that  several  respected  mem- 
bers of  the  Free  Chui'ch  Committee,  who  had  hitherto  taken  an 
active  part  in  the  deliberations  of  the  Joint-Committee,  and  concurred 
in  all  its  decisions  under  the  first  head  of  programme,  finding 
themselves  called  on  to  dissent  from  the  deliverance  of  the  Free 
Church  General  Assembly,  retired  from  its  Committee,  aud  from  all 
part  in  the  projected  work  of  union.  Their  places,  however,  were 
supplied  by  other  brethren,  and  the  conferences  were  resumed;  but 
the  whole  of  the  year  1867-8  was  devoted  to  other  subjects  than 
those  embraced  under  this  bead ;  and  it  was  not  till  the  following 
year  that,  with  a  final  report  in  view,  the  Joints-Committee  returned 
to  the  starting-point  of  these  long-contiuued  inquinea.  For  the 
third  time  the  province  of  the  Civil  Magistrate,  in  relation  to  reli- 
gion and  the  Christian  Church,  was  subjected  to  carefdl  investi- 
gation, and  the  results  were  as  harmonious  as  before.  It  was  not 
judged  needful  or  desirable  to  make  any  other  than  verbal  changes 
upon  the  paper  hitherto  called  "  Articles  of  Agreement ;"  but  as 
this  title  had  given  rise  to  some  misconceptions,  it  was  thought 
better  to  change  it  into  "  Principles  which  the  negotiating  Churches 
hold  in  Common."  Some  explanatory  statements  made  by  the 
Joint-Committee  in  answer  to  the  inquiries  of  one  of  its  membets 
were  also  added ;  and  thus  ended  the  revision  of  a  document  which 
had  probably  been  as  frequently  and  carefully  considered  as  any 
important  paper  evev  given  out  in  the  history  of  the  Christian 
Church. 

With  the  so-called  "  Distinctive  Pnnciplee  "  a  different  course  was 
taken.  It  was  judged  better  to  incorporate  them  in  a  new  paper, 
appended  to  the  so-called  "  Articles  of  Agreement,"  and  entitled 
"  Statement  as  to  the  apphcation  of  the  preceding  Principles,  and 
their  bearing  on  the  present  duty  of  the  negotiating  Ohurchea."  The 
design  of  this  statement  was,  to  present  more  clearly  and  fulty  in  the 
light  of  history  whatever  might  be  regarded  as  distinctive  in  the  posi- 
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tion  of  the  several  negotiating  Churches,  to  exhibit  the  relation  of  these 
snbordinate  differences  to  a  common  origin,  as  well  aa  their  act  ual 
tendency  to  approximation  in  the  past,  and  to  set  forth  the  grounds  on 
which,  without  compromise  of  truth  or  liberty.  Churches  so  visibly  of 
the  same  lineage  and  affinities  should  strive  to  be  again  one.  The 
two  papers  which  tlias  close  and  sum  up  the  entire  labonre  of  the 
Joint-Go  mm  it  tee  in  dealing  with  principles,  whether  common  or  dis- 
tinctive, in  relation  to  the  Civil  Magistrate,  are  here  subjoiued,  as  they 
were  presented  to  the  Supreme  Courts  in  1869 : —

1.  Principles  wniCH  the  negotiatinb  Churches  hold  in  Common. 

n.)  That  ciTil  government  is  va  ordinance  of  God,  for  His  own  glory  and  the 
public  good ;  that  to  the  Lord  Jcsua  Christ  ia  given  all  power  in  heaven  and  on 
earth ;  and  that  all  men  in  their  several  places  and  relations,  and  therefore  civil 
magistrates  in  theirs,  are  under  obligation  to  submit  themselves  to  Christ,  and  to 
regulate  ttteir  conduct  hj  Hia  Word. 

(2.)  Thai  the  civil  magistrate  onght  himself  to  embrace  and  profess  the  religion 
of  Christ ;  and  though  bis  office  ia  civil,  and  not  spiritual,  yet,  litce  other  ChriatianA 
in  their  places  and  relations,  he  ought,  acting  in  his  public  capacity  as  a  magistrate, 
to  further  the  interests  of  the  religion  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  among  his  subjeotB, 
in  every  way  consistent  with  its  spirit  and  enactments  ;  and  that  he  ought  to  be 
ruled  by  it  in  the  mating  of  laws,  the  administrationof  justice,  the  swearing  of  oaths, 
and  other  matters  of  civil  jurisdiction. 

(3.)  That  while  the  civil  m^p8trat«,  in  legislating  as  to  matters  within  his  own 
Tirovince,  may  and  ought,  for  .his  own  guidance,  to  judge  what  is  agreeable  to  the 
Word  of  God ;  yet,  inasmuch  as  he  has  no  authority  in  spiritual  things,  and  as  in 
these  the  employment  of  force  is  opposed  to  the  spirit  and  precepts  of  Christianity, 
which  disclaim  and  prohibit  all  persecution,  it  is  not  within  his  province  authori- 
tatively to  prescribe  to  his  aabjects,  or  to  impose  upon  them,  a  creed  or  form  of 
worship,  or  to  interfere  with  that  goTerumeat  which  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  has 
appointed  in  His  Church,  in  the  hands  uf  Church  officers,  or  to  invade  any  of  the 

Shts  and  liberties  which  Christ  has  conferred  on  His  Church,  and  which  acCOTdingly 
powers  on  earth  ought  to  hold  sacred ;  it  being  the  eicluaive  prerogative  of  the 
Lonl  Jesus  to  rule  in  matters  of  faith,  worship,  and  discipline, 

(4.)  That  marriage,  the  Sabbath,  and  the  appointment  of  days  of  humiliation  and 
thanksgiving,  are  practical  instances  to  which  these  principles  apply.  (1.)  In  regard 
to  marriage,  the  civil  magistrate  may  and  ought  to  frame  his  marriage  laws  according 
to  the  rule  of  the  Divine  Word,  f  2.)  In  reganl  to  the  Sabbath,  the  civil  magistrate, — 
recognizing  its  perpetual  obligation  according  to  the  rule  of  the  Divine  Word,  espe- 
cially as  contained  in  the  original  institution  of  the  Sabbath,  in  the  Fourth  Com- 
mandment, and  in  the  teaching  and  example  of  our  Lord  and  His  apoetles,  and 
recognizing  also  its  inestimable  value  in  many  ways  to  human  society, — may  and 
onght,  in  his  administration,  to  respect  its  sacred  character,  to  legislate  in  the  matter 
of  its  outward  observance,  and  to  protect  the  people  in  the  enjoyment  of  the  privilege 
of  resting  from  their  week-day  occupations,  and  devoting  the  day  to  the  public  and 
private  eiercisee  of  Divine  worahip.  (3, J  The  civil  magistrate  may  and,  on  suitable 
occasions,  ought  to  appoint  days  on  which  his  subjects  shall  be  invit«d  to  engage  in 
acts_of  htmiiliation  or  of  thanksgiving;  but  without  authoritatively  prescribing  or 
enforcing  any  special  form  of  religious  service,  or  otherwise  interposing  his  authority 
beyond  secnring  to  them  the  opportunity  of  exercising  their  free  discretion  for  these 
purposes. 

^5.)  That  the  Church  and  the  State  being  ordinances  of  God  distinct  from  each 
odier,  they  are  capable  of  existing  without  either  of  them  intruding  into  the  proper 
province  of  the  otoer,  and  ought  not  so  to  intrude.  Erastian  supremacy  of  the  State 
over  the  Church,  and  anti- Christian  domination  ol  the  Church  over  the  State,  ought 
to  be  condemned;  and  all  schemes  of  connexion  involving  or  tending  to  either  are, 
therefore,  to  be  avoided.    The  Church  has  a  spiritual  authority  over  such  of  the 
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snbjeotB  aad  rnlen  of  euthlj  kingdOnis  u  are  ia  ber  comuimiioii ;  and  tbe  dvil 
powers  bare  tlie  eame  secular  authDritj  over  the  memben  and  ofbw-bearcn  of  the 
Gbmch  aa  over  the  reat  of  their  subjeota.  The  Cburcb  haa  do  power  over  earthly 
kingdoms  in  their  collective  and  civil  capacity ;  nor  have  they  any  power  over  her  «a 
a  Church.  But,  though  thna  distinct,  the  Church  and  tbe  State  owe  inntQal  datjes 
to  each  other,  and,  acting  witbia  their  respective  spheres,  may  be  signallf  snbaei^ 
fiart  to  each  other's  welfare. 

(6.)  'Ihat  the  Chorch  cannot  lawfully  aurrnider  or  compromise  her  Bpiritiud 
iudepeadeace  for  any  worldly  consideration  or  advantage  whatsoever.  And  further, 
Ule  Church  must  ever  maintaia  tbe  essential  and  perpetual  obli(;atton  which  Chriat 
baa  laid  on  all  His  people  to  support  and  extend  His  Church  by  free-will  offerings. 

2.  St.itemekt  as  to  the  applicatios  of  the  frkcediko  PitDJCiPLEs,  akd  tueik 

BKAImiO  ON  TUE  PBESENT  OUTY  OF  THIS  HEGOTLATUiG  CllURCIIES. 

The  Reformed  Church  of  Scotland  held  it  to  be  the  dutf  of  the  Slate,  not  only 
to  protect  tbe  persooB,  liberties,  and  property  of  church -ofliccia  and  members  in 
tlio  due  exercise  of  their  apiritiial  fanctions,  and  generally  to  rvcogniie  the  Church 
OS  a  divine  institution  ;  but  also  to  give  logbalative  sanction  to  her  creed  and  juria- 
diction,  and  to  provide,  as  far  aa  necesaary,  for  tbe  support  of  her  ministers  and 
ordinances.  But  it  waa  not  heldithat  the  sanctioa  and  support  of  the  St^  were 
essential  to  the  existence  of  the  Church,  or  to  the  validity  of  her  acta ;  nor  was  it 
deemed  lawful  to  accept  of  legislative  countenance  and  material  aid  from  the  State 
on  the  condition  of  aurrendering  the  Church's  spiritual  independence. 

These  views  arc  clearly  marked  io  connection  with  the  origin  and  hiatory  of  tbo 
several  bodies  now  engaged  in  conference. 

They  were  maintained  by  the  fathers  of  the  Rffnrmed  Prahi/ffrinn  Church  when 
tJiey  refoaed  to  recognize  the  Revolution  Settlement,  because  in  their  jndgment  it 
tlid  not  present  a  scriptural  and  faithful  adjustment  of  the  relations  between  the 
Church  and  the  State,  and  involved  a  departure  in  several  important  particulartt 
from  the  Covenauted  Reformation ;  and  tbey  are  still  mainteincd  by  that  Church. 
The  lirfomtfd  J'retbylcriaii  Church  holds  that,  while  friendly  alliance  ought  always 
to  be  kept  in  view  as  the  normal  relation  of  the  Church  and  the  State,  the  qnestioa 
whether,  or  to  what  eitent,  the  realization  of  it,  in  any  given  case,  ought  to  be 
attempted,  cannot  lawfully  or  safely  be  determined  withont  taking  into  account  the 
circumstances,  character,  and  attainmenta  of  both,  particularly  the  d^ree  of  unitj 
which  the  Churfib  has  attained,  and  the  extent  to  which  the  State  haa  become 
Christian.  In  ber  published  testimony  this  Church  gives  a  full  exhibition  of  tbe 
sense  in  which  she  adhere*  to  tbe  Covenanted  Reformation:  declaring,  at  tbe  same 
time,  that  she  is  "not  pledged  to  defend  every  sentiment  or  ezpreeeion"  to  be  found 
in  the  Covenants  and  the  Westminster  Standards,  and  explicitly  asserting  that  "  to 
employ  civil  coercion  of  any  kind  for  the  purpose  of  inducing  men  te  renounce  an 
erroneous  creed,  or  to  espouse  and  profess  a  sound  acriptural  one,  is  incompatible 
with  the  nature  of  true  religion,  and  must  ever  prove  ineffectual  in  practice." 

They  were  also  generally  held  by  the  fathers  of  the  several  bodiea  now  repnt- 
■ented  by  the  United  Prtsbyterirm  Chtreh,  when  they  aeparalcd  from  the  judicatories 
of  the  Established  Church,  because  of  the  defections  of  the  prevailing  party,  the 
■uppreeaion  of  ministerial  freedom  in  testifying  against  their  errors,  and  Uieir  viola- 
tion of  the  righta  of  the  Christian  people. 

They  were  maintained  in  the  claim  of  right  and  tbe  protest  of  the  Fret  Chmrk 
when  she  separated  from  connection  with  the  State,  and  voluntarily  relinquished 
ber  temporalitiea  by  reason  of  the  encroachments  of  the  civil  courts  on  the  spiritool 
righte  and  liberties  of  her  office-bearers  uid  members,  and  they  have  been  asserted 
tdnoe  then  in  varioua  Acta  of  the  Assembly  of  that  Church.  It  is  held  that,  aa  an 
act  of  national  homage  to  Christ,  the  civil  magistrate  ought,  when  neceaiaiy  and 
expedient,  to  afford  aid  from  the  national  resources  to  tho  Church  of  Christ;  pro- 
vided always  that  in  doing  so,  while  reserving  full  control  over  his  own  gift,  he 
abstain  from  all  autfaoritetive  interference  in  the  internal  government  of  the  Ohnrcli. 
It  is  held  that  it  must  always  be  a  question  to  be  judged  of  according  to  timea  and 
circumstances,  whether  or  not  such  aid  ought  to  be  given  by  the  civil  magistrate, 
as  well  aa  whether  or  not  it  ought  to  be  accepted ;  and  that  the  question  moat,  in 
every  instance,  be  decided  by  each  of  the  two  parties  judging  for  itself,  on  its  own 
reaponsibility.    In  the  Act  on  tlie  Formula,  the  Free  Charcii  disclaims  intolerant 
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and  persecuting  principles,  and  repudiates  as  uagronnded  any  exposition  of  the 
Confession  acceding  to  vhioh  it  should  be  nuderstood  to  faroor  intoteranoe  or  per- 
seeutiOD,  or  to  inculcate  ptinciplea  inconniatent  with  liberty  of  comcienco  and  tbe 
light  of  private  judgmeat. 

The  Engtinh  Presbyterian  Church  has  always  expressed  adhereaoe  to  tl>e  same 
Tiews,  and  at  the  period  of  the  Dismption  in  1813,  her  coontenanee,  sympaUij,  and 
friendly  aid  were  cordially  given  to  the  Free  Church. 

It  is  well  known  tbat  at  an  early  period  in  the  history  of  the  bodies  now  coni|ioi- 
ing  tlie  United  Pretbyteriaa  Chanh,  difflcnlties  began  to  be  felt  as  to  the  pronnce 
assigned  by  the  Refonued  Chnrch  of  ScotUud  to  the  civil  magistrate  in  relkcioii  to 
religion  and  the  Christian  Church.  These  difhcaldes  were  met  by  introdncing  into 
their  fomiulBS  a  claoae  which  anthoriied  a  qualified  acceptHUce  of  the  Weatmiiist«r 
Standards  on  this  Head,  and  which  now  stands  thos : — "  It  being  understood  that 
you  ore  not  required  to  approve  of  anything  in  these  documents  (the  Weetminstcc 
Standards)  which  teaches,  or  is  supposed  to  teach,  compulsory  or  persecuting  and 
intolerant  principles  in  religion."  More  recently,  views  adverse  to  Church  establish- 
ments have  prevailed.  Uniforoiity  of  opinion  on  this  subject  has  not  been  made  a 
term  of  communion  or  a  test  of  admission  to  office  in  the  United  Pre^yterian  Church  ; 
bnt  ber  office-bearers  and  members  generally  hold  tbat  such  institutions  are  ud- 
scriptural.  They  hold  that  it  is  not  competent  to  the  civil  magistrate  to  give 
legislative  sanction  to  any  creed,  in  the  way  of  setting  up  a  civil  establishment  of 
religion ;  and  that  it  is  not  within  his  province  to  provide  for  the  erpense  of  the 
ministrations  of  the  Chnrch  out  of  the  national  resources ;  that  Jesus  Cnrist,  as  eole 
King  and  Head  of  His  Church,  has  enjoined  upon  His  people  to  provide  for  main- 
taining and  extending  it  by  free-will  offerings ;  that  this  being  the  ordinance  at 
Christ,  it  excludes  State  aid  for  these  purposes ;  and  that  adherence  to  it  is  the  true 
safeguard  of  the  Church's  independence. 

i^  Aa  to  the  bearing  of  these  facta  on  the  present  duty  of  the  negotiating  Chnrche^ 
the  circumstance  of  our  common  separation,  on  grounds  of  principle,  from  State 
connection,  forms  a  strong  pn'mayacie  a^ument  for  our  aimiag  at  an  incoipor>tiT» 
union,  if  it  be  attainable  on  sound  principles.  Holding  in  oommon  the  general 
priaciplcs  already  set  forth,  it  is  nlso  important  to  observe  that  there  is  no  qnestioa 
as  to  their  practical  application,  in  the  direction  in  which  we  avowedly  differ,  press- 
ing at  present  for  solution.  Again,  all  tbe  aapects  of  providence, — the  divided  state 
oE  relij^ous  opinion  in  the  country,  the  Erastianism  of  the  ensting  Established 
Churehes,  the  maintenance  and  exercise  of  tbe  royal  supremacy  in  all  cousce,  spiritnal 
and  eGcleBiaatical,  the  open  and  determined  avowal  of  Eraatiau  aontdmente  by  lead- 
ing Statosmen,  and  specially  the  gracions  dealings  of  the  Lord  with  us  in  our  die- 
established  state,— clearly  indicate  that  whatever  views  any  of  us  may  hold  as  to 
the  lawfulness  and  advantages  of  civil  establishments  of  religion  and  State  endow- 
ments to  the  Church,  it  is  onr  present  imperative  doty,  in  faithfulness  to  our  Divina 
Head  aod  to  the  interests  of  trae  religion,  to  remain,  as  Churches,  entirely  free  of 
State  connection.  All  the  negotiating  Churches,  it  is  believed,  are  at  one  in  this 
view  of  present  duty ;  and  also  in  regarding  it  as  of  the  highest  importance  for  the 
more  efficient  prosecution  of  the  proctictil  work  of  tbe  Church,  that  a  sound  scriptu- 
ral union  should  be  attained.  If,  therefore,  the  findings  under  the  first  head  of  the 
programrne  should  prove  to  be  satisfactory  to  the  negotiating  Churches,  and  if  bj 
(lod's  blessing  those  Churches  should  find  themselves  on  common  ground  as  to  the 
'other  important  subjects  of  inquiry,  and  should  thus  see  their  way  to  Union,  this 
conclusion  must  be  held  on  the  distinct  understanding  that  it  will  be  the  duty  of  thA 
United  Church  freely  to  consider  and  decide  on  any  question  which  may  arise  in  tha 
course  of  providence  as  to  the  future  practical  application  of  the  above  principles; 
and  that  neither  office-bearers  nor  members  in  any  of  the  Churches  shall  be  held  as 
compromised  with  respect  to  the  sentiments  which  they  have  hitherto  maintained  as 
to  the  duties  of  the  Church  and  the  State  respectively  with  reference  to  the  public 
interests  of  Christ's  kingdom.

At  the  request  of  a  member  of  Committee,  it  was  minuted  that  a  question  had 
been  put  as  to  the  sense  in  which  the  terms  "  religion  of  Christ,"  and  "  the  Chnrch,'* 
are  used  in  the  Statement  of  rrinciples  heretofore  called  "  Articles  of  Agreement ; " 
and  that  this  question  was  answered,  with'the  unanimous  assent  of  the  Committee, 
to  the  effect  that  these  terms  are,  of  course,  employed  in  tbe  sense  in  which  they  ara 
osed  in  the  common  Confession  of  the  negotiating  Cbnrches. 
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It  was  farther  asked  whether  the  m^iitnite,  in  "  fortheiiag  the  religioa  of  the 
Loid  JesoB."  IB  nndcTstood  to  have  a  right  to  do  anjthiDg  ia  behalf  o£  Christ's 
true  Church  ^hich  he  oaght  not  to  do  for  every  religious  society.  It  wax  an- 
swered, with  the  unanimouB  aaeent  of  the  Committee,  that  the  Beeood,  third,  and 
fourth  beads  of  the  Statement  of  Principles  afford  instances  of  duties  which  the 
magistrate  is  to  perform,  that  in  their  verj  nature  promote  the  intereata  of  the 
Church,  and  not  of  all  religious  societieB  indiscriminately.  To  give  any  ezbaus- 
tare  ennmpTation  of  all  thftt  may  or  may  not  fall  within  the  magistrate's  comi>otency 
in  this  respect  is  not  possible ;  for  this  reason,  among  others,  Decauae  the  circum- 
stBDcea  in  which  the  principle  has  to  be  applied  are  variable,  and  what  is  suitable  at 
one  time  ia  not  suitable  at  another.  And  the  Committee  are  not  to  be  undeiatood 
aa  meaning  that  there  are  no  ciroumstances  in  which  the  magistrate  might  not,  in 
Other  ways  additional  to  thoae  specified  in  the  Statement,  manifest  bis  recognition  of 
the  claims  of  Christ's  truth,  and  Christ's  Church,  witboat  leaving  his  own  province 
orlreBpaBsing  on  the  rights  of  conscience. 

The  Joint-Committee,  in  presenting  Biieli  a  re\'i8ed  Report,  had 
not  judged  it  desirable  to  recommend  the  immediate  judicial  con- 
sideration of  it  by  the  negotiating  Ohurchea ;  but,  believing  tliat 
moch  mieconception  existed,  and  that  the  indifference  or  oppoeitioQ 
to  union  which  had  appeared  might  be  abated  by  better  instruction 
and  the  lapse  of  time,  they  recommended  the  Supreme  Courts  to 
send  down,  in  the  mean  time,  the  Report  for  the  information  of 
Preabyteriea,  offering  them,  at  the  same  time,  an  opportunity  of 
making  freah  suggestions,  and  also  to  call  the  Churches  to  special 
exercises  of  prayer  in  the  view  of  an  approaching  decision  upon  the 
points  at  issue.  This  accordingly  was  done  by  all  the  Supreme 
Courts;  and  thus,  though  the  Committees  continued  to  meet,  the 
year  1869-70  was,  in  a  great  measure,  one  of  suspended  rffort  bo  far 
as  their  labours  were  concerned. 

Before,  however,  the  meeting  of  the  Supreme  Courts  in  1870,  a 
new  direction  had  been  given  to  the  efforts  of  the  Committees.  A 
great  union  bad  been  effected  among  the  leading  Presbytsrian 
Churches  of  America,  on  the  basis  of  their  common  Standards ;  and 
it  was  hoped  that  the  negotiating  Churches  at  home  might  be  pre- 
pared to  follow  a  somewhat  similar  procedure,  the  more  especially 
as  this  would  obviate  all  appearance  of  making  the  common  princi- 
ples which  had  been  ascertained  to  be  held  virtually  a  new  Confes- 
sion or  Basis  of  Union,  For  this  proposal,  which  was  made  to  the 
other  Committees  by  the  Committee  of  the  Free  Church,  and  after 
dehberation  accepted,  the  way  had  been  prepared  by  repeated  con- 
sideration of  the  Formulas  by  which  the  respective  Churches 
expressed,  and  at  the  same  time  qualified,  their  adherence  to  the 
"Westminster  Standards.  As  early  aa  April  30,  1867,  the  following 
deliverance  had  been  come  to  in  regard  to  these  Formulas : — 

"  The  Joint- Commit  tee  entered  into  conTeraation  on  the  subject  of  Formulas  used 
in  the  several  Churches,  and  relative  questions,  in  connexion  with  the  Report  of  the 
Free  Church  Committee  thereanent.  After  comparing  the  statements  in  the  several 
Formulas  and  questions  put  to  otbce-bearers  at  draiastion  and  admiaaioD,  aa  well  as 
to  sbidents  previously  to  their  being  licensed  as  probationers,  and  after  oonveraation 
thereanent,  the  Joint  .Committee  hereby  record  their  gratification  that  there  appears 
to  be  no  intended  difference  of  meaning  in  the  diversity  of  expression  in  adhering  to 
the  Westminster  ConfessioD  of  Faith,  and  that  there  does  not  appear  to  be  any 
difBculty  connected  with  that  diversity  aa  to  an  agreement  by  the  several  Churches 
in  a  common  Formula.  In  this  finding  the  Committee  do  not  embrace  any  definite 
conclusion  as  to  the  manner  in  which  tiie  views  of  the  aeveral  Churches  on  the  aub- 
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ject  of  the  relation  of  the  Civil  Mapstrate  to  religion  »ad  the  Christian  Church  are 
at  present  expressed  in  their  respective  Formnlas.  or  in  which  thef  ought  to  be  dealt 
with  in  the  Formula  of  the  proposed  United  Chnrch.  The  fitting  time  for  framing 
such  a  Formnla  will  not  arrive  tilt  a  basis  of  union  Bholl  have  been  agreed  on." 

Though  in  this  finding  tlio  Joint-CoiDioitte  did  not  embrace  any 
conclusion  in  regard  to  the  qualifications  of  the  existing  Forraulaw, 
they  pointed  to  a  E'ormula  which  might  harmonize  their  differences ; 
and  this,  with  the  clear  assertion  of  the  equal  assent  by  all  the 
Churches  to  the  general  doctrine  of  the  Confession,  encouraged  the 
hope  that  the  Churches  would  respond  favourably  to  an  appeal 
founded  on  the  measure  of  their  confessional  unity.  Hence  tiie 
Joint-Committee  unanimously  recommended  the  Supreme  Courts  to 
request  the  Presbyteries  of  the  several  Churches,  not  in  the  way  j>f 
ecclesiastical  enactment,  but  of  judicial  counsel,  to  answer  this  ' 
question,  "^Vhether  the  amount  of  agreement  ascertained  to  exist 
among  the  negotiating  Churches  is  such  as  to  warrant  union  on  the 
,  basis  of  their  common  Standards,  with  the  explanations  whereby 
the  Churches  respectively  qualify  their  adherence  to  these  Stand- 
ards 1"  This  recommendation  was  adopted  by  all  the  Supreme 
Courts ;  and  the  Committees  were  reappointed  to  receive  the 
returns  of  Presbyteries,  and  to  prosecute  otherwise  the  negotia- 
tions. 

On  the  answers  of  Presbyteries  being  received,  it  was  foimd  that 
all  the  Presbyteries  of  the  English  Presbyterian  Synod  that  had 
reported,  all  of  the  Reformed  Presbyterian  Synod,  and  all  of  the 
United  Presbyterian  Synod,  had  responded  to  the  question  in  the 
affirmative,  and  that,  in  the  Free  Church,  by  a  great  majority  the 
same  reply  had  been  given.  As  it  came  out,  however,  that  in 
several  of  the  Presbyteries  of  the  Free  Church  difficulties  had  been 
experienced  in  giving  a  decided  answer,  on  the  ground  that  tho 
so-c-alied  "Articles  of  Agreement"  had  not  been  sufficiently  accepted 
by  the  negotiating  Churches  to  be  regarded  as  the  basis  of  a  judg- 
ment, and  as  allegations  to  the  same  effect  were  circulated  else- 
where, the  Committee  of  the  Free  Church  proposed  to  the  other 
Committees,  before  the  meeting  of  the  Supreme  Courts  in  1871,  to 
recommend  to  these  Courts  that  steps  should  be  taken  by  them  of 
such  a  nature  as  would  leave  no  room  for  doubt  that  the  "Articles. 
of  Agreement,"  or  common  principles,  did  fairly  represent  tho 
mind  of  the  Churches.  The  .Joint^ommittee  had  already  had  its 
attention  turned  to  this  subject,  and  had,  in  the  faco  of  the  allega- 
tions referred  to,  adopted  a  minute,  of  which  the  following  is  an 
extract : — 

"  Atter  full  conmderation,  the  Committee  thought  fit  to  place  on  record  tlio 
expression  of  their  unanimous  and  entire  conviction  not  only  that  the  common 
principles  do  express  the  mind  of  the  Churches  severally,  but  also  that  the  decisions 
and  finding  of  the  Conrts  of  the  Churches,  enpreme  and  subordinate,  have  afforded, 
and  will  continue  to  afford,  evidence  on  this  subject  which  is  absolutelj  conclusive." 

As  the  subject,  however,  was  of  such  importance,  the  Joint-Com- 
mittee judged  it  right,  in  the  interests  of  union,  to  adopt  the  pro- 
posal of  tho  Free  Church  Committee,  and  to  make  an  appeal  to  the  ■ 
several  Supreme  Courts  to  give  forth  a  declaration  of  sucn  a  naturt- 
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hlB  -would  remove  all  ground  of  challenge  or  objection.  In  the 
meetingB  of  these  Courts  accordingly  this  wa8  done.  The  Reformed 
Presbyterian  Synod,  which  had  already  formally  declared  ita  aecept- 
a,nce  of  the  Joint-Committee's  Report,  renewed  its  approval^  and 
the  United  Presbyterian  Synod  and  Free  Assembly,  which  bad 
given  an  indirect  but  suEBciently  distinct  testimony  previously, 
now  converted  this  into  an  act  of  express  adoption.  1  hese  deliver- 
ances of  the  Supreme  Courts,  io  so  far  as  tlicy  bear  on  the  first 
head  of  the  programme,  are  subjoined : — 

ESFOIUIl^  PjtCSBTTERLUI  SlIiOD. 

"  Th&t  accoiding  to  the  expreis  t^^QB  of  the  Bemit,  both  in  tbe  Beport  of  Vbe 
Uoion  Comiuitt«o  lut  fear,  and  in  the  mutioo  receiving  and  adopting  it,  special 
regard  was  to  be  had  to  the  'Statement  o(  Prinoiples  held  in  common  by  the 
negotiating  Charchea,'  aa  BUbstantiatly  etnhodjing,  according  to  two  unKnimons 
decisions  of  the  Synod  in  1867  and  1869,  the  doctrine  of  the  Church's  teatimony  on 
the  mediatorial  dominion  of  Christ  orer  the  nations ;  and  in  now  affirming  the  Teoent 
-deciBion  of  the  Preabyteries.  the  Synod  regard  their  eoncliisioa  to  this  effect  as  in. 
perfect  harmony  with  their  tmawerving  adheience  to  thia  great  prininple." 

Untted  Presbtteioah  Stkod. 
"  That  the  Synod  adopt  the  Report,  and  in  compliance  with  the  request  of  the 
Committee,  and  in  accordance  with  the  former  acts  of  Synod,  eapecialty  that  of 
1867,  declare  that  the  Committee  has  fairly  represented  the  prinoipleH  of  thia 
Church,  both  common  and  distinctire,  under  the  several  hcada  of  the  ilcpoit  anb- 
miUed  to  Preabyterioa  last  year."  , 

Frei  CucRcn  AssuruiiLY. 
"  That  the  Asaerably  record  their  great  satisfaction  that  the  United  and  Reformed 
Freahyterian  Churches  had  acceotcd  the  Articles  of  Agreement,  and  declared  that 

there  was  no  objection  to  union  in  point  of  principle;  that  the  Aseeiobly  also 
record  their  satisfaction  ^at  a  decided  majority  of  tUe  Free  Church  Preabyterie* 
have  expressed  the  same  opinion ;  but  tiint,  having  regard  to  present  circum- 
stances in  the  Free  Chnrch,  the  Union  Committee  be  instructed,  instead  of  pr»- 
ceeding  to  the  farther  consideration  of  the  hcada  of  inquiry,  to  direct  their 
attentioD  for  the  present  to  meaauies  for  friendly  cO'Operatiou  with  the  sister 
Churches;  further,  that  the  Assembly  declare  their  unalterable  adherence  to  the 
Headship  of  Christ  over  His  Church  and  orer  the  nationa."  , 

Sncb  was  the  closing  act  of  the  Committees  and  of  the  Churches'  in 
,  dealing  with  the  province  of  the  Civil  Magistrate  in  relation  to  religion 
and  tiie  Christian  Chnrch ;  and  with  this  record  of  their  publicly  avowed 
unity  in  the  midst  of  subordinate  differences,  this  narralivo  may  fitly  ter- 
minate. Bnt  in  concluding  it,  there  may  he  advantage  in  calling  attention 
to  (Arec  points,  which  the  course  of  this  history  must  have  made  so  mani- 
fest that  a  simple  enumeration  of  them  will  siifSco.  Thcjir^i  point  is  tbo 
amount  of  earnest,  anxious,  and  ever-renewed  labour  which  the  several 
Committees  and  the  Joint- Committee  bestowed  on  this  subject  for  a  period 
of  well-nigh  eight  years,  from  1863  to  1871.  The  second  point  is  the 
large,  unexpected,  and  ever  increasing  measure  of  liarmony  which  their 
inquiries  and  conferences  discovered.  The  only  mark  of  aistinction, 
which  the  later  results  of  their  labours  show  in  comparison  with  the  earlier, 

_'  The  English  Presbyterian  Synod,  being  engaged  in  negotiationa  for  separate 
union  with  the  English  Congregations  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church,  dSd  not 
deem  it  necessary  formally  to  adopt  the  "  Articles  of  Agreement." 
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is  found  always  and  visibly  in  the  growth  of  concord  and  not  of  diverg- 
ence, the  evidonce  becoming  more  and  more  clear  that,  in  regard  to  tlie 
great  doctrine  of  the  universal  sapremacy  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Ohrist,  and 
of  the  oblifratioii  of  nations  and  their  rulers  to  acknowledge  their  subjec- 
tion to  Him,  and  to  be  guided  by  His  word,  tliey  were  entirely  at  one,  and 
that  the  only  point  of  difference  on  this  head  of  the  prograuime,  existing 
among  them,  had  re^)ect  to  the  lawfulness  of  civil  estabiiahments  of  reli- 
gion. And  the  third  yoiat  is  the  large  amount  of  support  and  counten- 
ance which  tlieir  deliberations  and  conclusions  have  received  from  the 
negotiating  Churches,  amountingin  the  last  decision  given  by  the  Supreme 
Courts,  to  a  formal  ratiBcation  of  their  work  in  the  cause  of  Union.  In 
these  things  they  would  devoutly  acknowledge  the  goodness  of  Him  who 
is  at  once  Head  of  the  Church,  and  Head  over  all  things  to  tlie  Church, 
which  is  His  body,  and  they  would  humbly  leave  the  issues  of  their 
labours  in  His  hands. 

nEPORT  OF  NEGOTLVTIOXS  UNDER  SIXTH  HEAD  OF  PROGR.A.MME. 

The  sixth  head  of  programme,  as  already  stated,  was  entitled  "Extent 
of  Difference  of  the  Churches  as  to  Education,  witli  special  reference  to 
Government  Grants."  It  was  known  beforehand,  however,  that  the  whole 
difference  respected  religious  education,  and  the  duty  of  the  national 
authorities  in  regard  to  it;  and  as  this  limited  the  field,  bo  it  also  involved 
a  perpetual  return  to  the  questions  raised  under  the  first  head  of  pro- 
gramme relative  to  tlie  general  duty  of  the  Civil  Magistrate  toward 
religion  and  the  Christian  Church.  It  seems  therefore  desirable  to  tako 
these  two  heads  of  programme  together,  as  they  involved  essentially  the 
same  principles,  started  the  same  difficulties,  and  conducted  to  the  same 
results  of  large  ascertained  agreement,  with  ii  remaining  difference,  and 
that  difference  in  both  cases  the  same. 

It  was  not  till  June  1865  that  this  subject  was  entered  ni>on  by  the 
Joint- Committee,  when  authorized  statements  of  the  views  held  on  it  by 
the  several  Churches  were  presented.  The  following  extracts  from  thesis 
sufEciently  bring  out  the  position  of  the  several  Churches,  Tho  Act  of 
the  Free  Church  General  Assembly  of  1850  declares  "  that  this  Church 
has  ever  miuntained  the  importance  of  securing  the  gotlty  upbringing  of 
tho  young,  by  having  the  true  religion  taught  in  sdiools,  and  the  entire 
system  of  instruction  based  upon  the  principles  of  the  Word  of  God,  and 
conducted  in  full  accordance  with  the  spirit  of  the  Gcepel."  The  follow- 
ing among  other  resolutions  of  the  Eeformed  Presbyterian  Synod  was 
adopted  in  1854: — "  That  there  is  a  loud  call  for  the  eata'bHBhment  in 
Scotland  of  a  national  system  of  education  based  on  Scriptural  principles, 
thorougldy  imbued  with  the  spirit  of  the  Gospel,  and  adequate  to  provide 
the  whole  land  with  sound  literary  and  religious  instruction."  On  tlie 
same  subject,  resolutions  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Synod  were  passed 
in  1847,  and  re-affirmed  in  18C5,  to  the  effect  "  that  it  is  not  within  the 
province  of  civil  government  to  provide  for  the  religious  instruction  of 
the  subject,  and  that  this  department  of  the  education  of  the  young  be- 
longs exclusively  to  the  parents  and  the  Church  ; "  and  "  thaf  tne  system 
of  Privy  Council  grants  to  denominational  schools  is  on  many  groundit 
most  reprehensible  and  ought  to  be  abolished." 
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Wlicn  conference  on  these  and  otlier  documents  was  gone  into,  it  was 
fully  explained  on  the  part  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Committee  that 
they  did  not  exclude  the  civil  Government  from  the  work  of  providing 
religious  instruction  for  the  young  on  the  ground  of  any  difference  with 
the  other  Committees  as  to  its  pHramount  importance;  since  they  held 
religious  instruction  to  be  fundamental  in  every  scheme  of  training,  and 
desire  to  SL>e  it  maintained  in  all  national  schools;  but  solely  becanse 
Uiey  looked  on  this  arrangement  as  not  belonging  to  the  Government, 
btit  to  the  parents  and  the  Church,  who  aliould  fumiah  it  without  any- 
thing of  the  nature  of  a  State  endowment,  and  apart  from  that  indis- 
crimmate  support  of  truth  and  error  which  all  the  Churches  alike 
condemned.  At  tlie  same  time,  it  was  held  that  the  State  ought  to  give 
every  facility  for  thecombinationofreligioua  instruction  with  that  which 
it  should  itself  provide,  and  thus  to  testify  its  sense  of  the  supreme  im- 
portance of  religious  instruction. 

In  the  discussions  which  arose  as  to  the  harmonizing  of  these  differ- 
ences in  a  United  Church,  much  help  was  furnished  by  a  clause  in  the 
Act  of  the  Free  Church  General  Assembly  of  1847,  which,  without 
deciding  it,  raised  the  question,  ''  How  far,  in  the  embarrassments  which 
the  religious  divisions,  especially  in  other  parts  of  the  empire,  occasion, 
the  Government  might  not  be  warranted  in  acting  upon  the  plan  of 
giving  aid  to  all  schools  which  profess  to  furnish  the  secular  branches 
required,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Government  Inspectors,  without 
taking  any  cognizance  at  all  of  anything  beyond  these  branches?"  As 
a  view  akin  to  thb,  in  the  default  of  a  hoped  for  system  of  National 
Education,  which  should  supersede  Government  grants,  and  be  accepted 
f  all  the  negotiating  Churches,  was  generally  regarded  with  favour  by 
le  Free  Church  and  other  Committees  as  a  solution  of  the  difficulty, 
and  was  concurred  in  by  the  representatives  of  the  United  Presbyterian 
Chnrch,  the  Joint-Committee  found  themselves  able,  on  the  ISth 
October,  1865,  to  adopt  the  following  minute : — 

"The  Committee  find  that  the  question  as  to  the  aid  giren  by  Government  for 
Kligious  or  secular  educatioc  may  t>e  appropriately  taken,  up  in  connection  with  the 
first  head  of  progrftmme,  when  the  Bubjtot  ahsJI  be  resamed.  The  Committee, 
therefore,  postpone  the  farther  coDHideration  of  the  question  as  to  Government 
grants  for  education  j  but  hereby  record  their  aatlsfaction  with  the  evidence  furnished 
by  the  conversation  now  held,  that  this  question  may  be  colved  in  a  manner  wbich 
will  prevent  it  from  causing  any  bar  to  union  between  the  several  Churches." 

The  same  conciliatory  spirit  appeared  when  this  question  was  re- 
opened in  June,  1866,  and  repeatedly  discussed  till  the  date  of  the 
meeting  of  the  Supreme  Courts  in  1867.  In  particular,  in  answer  to 
(queries  addressed  by  the  Committee  of  the  Free  Church,  ss  to  the  con- 
tmuance  of  Government  Grants  in  a  United  Church,  the  United 
Presbyterian  Committee  replied  that  the  mission  schools  of  the  Free 
Church  might,  in  a  United  Church,  continue  to  receive  Government 
aid  for  the  secular  instruction  taught  in  them,  on  condition  that  they 
were  open  to  the  public,  and  admitted  scholars  to  the  benefit  of  secular 
instruction,  who  might  not  accept  the  religious.  This  referred  to 
schools  where  Government  took  no  cognizance  of  religious  mstruction ; 
but  in  regard  also  to  the  Normal  and  Congregational  Schools  of  the 
Free  Church,  which  were  aided  on  the  footing  that  religion  was  taught^ 
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and  as  to  which  a  Bimilar  qaestion  w>is  asked,  the  United  Presbyterian 
Committee,  though  ohjectinjj  in  itself  to  this  Governmeat  requiremeDt, 
were  willing  to  leave  the  question  ot  thu  reception  of  Governineot  aid 
to  the  decision  of  a  United  Church.  From  tbia  answer  in  the  case  of 
Normal  and  Congregational  Schools,  one  member  of  the  United 
Presbyterian  Committee  diesenle'l. 

In  this  stage  the  question  of  Niitional  Education  remained  till  the 
liiat  revision  of  the  Joint-Committi-e'a  Report,  which  was  laid  before 
the  Supreme  Courts  in  1869,  The  whole  subject  was  then  reviewed 
in  the  light  both  of  the  fresh  discussions  and  of  the  final  findings 
under  the  first  head  of  progranime;  and  the  results  of  these 
lenj^thened  and  repeated  inquiries  wi-re  embodied  in  the  following 
deliverance,  which  is  the  last  utterance,  and  one  unanimously  adopted, 
of  the  Joint^Committee  on  the  subject : — 

"  1.  The  Conimittee  find  tbtit  the  Cbnrches  are  all  agreed  in  ap[n^>ving  of  a 
natioDal  BTstem  of  edacatioD,  and  !□  holdiog  thnc  thu  educatioa  of  tl)e  young  ought 
to  be  based  upon  the  Word  of  (iod,  and  pervaded  by  the  inculciition  of  mornl  and 
Teligioua  truth  aa  therein  revealed. 

"  2.  That  as  regards  the  part  which  it  belongs  to  the  State  to  take  in  proriding 
for  the  reli^ouB  inatructloa  of  the  young,  there  is  nmong  tho  negotiating  Churches 
a  difference  of  view  similar  to  that  wliich.  under  the  first  head  of  programme,  has 
bi^n  shown  to  exist  iu  reference  to  State  aid  fur  the  support  of  the  ordinances  of  the 
Christian  Church. 

"  3.  That  as  regards  Government  grants  in  aid  of  education,  it  is  believed  that 
DO  objection  on  the  ground  of  conscience  exists  to  the  acceptance  of  such  grants 
when  made  in  aid  of  secular  iostruction  onlj  ;  aud  irhen  no  right  is  claimed  by 
tlie  tijtate  to  interfere  ia  any  way  with  the  liberty  of  School  managers  to  provide 
religious  instruction. 

"  4.  That  with  respect  to  any  action  which  might  affect  exinting  arrangements 
in  any  of  the  Churchea  in  connection  with  Government  school  grants,  tJie  tJnited 
Church  should  be  left  to  decide. 

"  In  view  ot  these  findings,  the  Committee  record  their  satisfaction  that  any 
difficulty  which  is  likely  to  arise  under  this  head  of  the  programme  may  b« 
solved  in  a  manner  which  wtU  prevent  it  from  becoming  a  bar  to  union  among  the 
negotiating  Churches." 

These  findings  would  in  all  probability  have  ended  the  connexion 
of  the  Joint-Committee  with  the  sixth  Lead  of  programme,  had  not 
circumBtances  arisen  which  required  a  brief  return  to  it  In  the 
public  agitation  connected  with  a  Government  scheme  of  education 
for  Scotland,  and  also  in  the  discussions  and  controversies  which 
preceded  a  final  appeal  to  the  Churches  in  regard  to  the  Report  on 
Union,  strong  assertions  were  miide  aa  to  the  position  of  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church  in  reference  to  religious  education,  and  it  was 
even  stated  to  be  the  aim  of  that  Church  to  drive  religion  from  the 
Kational  Schools.  In  particulur,  an  Attempt  was  made  to  show  that  a 
proposed  addition,  suggested  by  tlie  United  Presbyterian  Committee 
on  Kational  £dacatioQ,  to  the  conscience  clause  in  the  Government 
Bill,  was  designed  t»  discountenance  reli<;iouB  instruction  as  it  had 
hitherto  been  imparted  in  the  parochial  schools  of  Scotland.  These 
misrepresentations  were  naturally,  in  the  interests  of  anion,  referred 
to  in  the  Joint-Committee ;  and  the  members  of  the  United  Presby- 
terian Committee  deemed  it  riglit  lo  oppose  to  them  the  following 
resolutions,  whichj  when  submiited  to  the  Joint-Committee,  were 
regarded  by  them  as  well  fitted  to  coafirm  the  findings  already  come 
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to,  and  to  demonstrate  the  practical  burmony  of  the  Churches  in 
regard  to  religious  education: — 

"I.  That  the  United  PreabytcrUn  Church  has  alwaj-B  been  the  BtrennoHa 
advocate  of  having  religion  taught  in  all  common  BchooU,  uni)  of  having  for  tbcir 
teachers  pious  men,  whoso  Christian  apirit  will  poTT«de  ^le  whole  managemcat 
of  the  achooU. 

"  n.  That  ahe  holds,  and  has  alwayH  maintained,  that  the  right  wajr  of  having 
religion  taught  in  tbeie  schools,  ia  to  have  this  department  of  the  religious  education 
of  the  young  left  in  the  hands  of  the  parents  (who  ma;  be  regarded  as  repreauntcd 
b;  the  ratepayen)  and  of  the  Church. 

"HI.  That  the  object  of  the  addition  propoeed  to  be  made  to  \h«  conacience 
clauae  in  the  late  Bill  by  the  United  Presbyterian  deputation  was  not  in  any  way  to 
interfere  with  the  practical  carrying  out,  under  the  direction  of  the  local  school 
committees,  of  what  had  been  the  use  and  wont  as  to  religions  cdiipatiou  to  Scotland, 
but  aimply  to  secure  to  the  children  who  may  be  withdrawn  from  the  spt-cinl 
religious  instruction  the  full  benetits  of  the  common  education." 

From  thiB  ruvitsw  it  will  appear  (1.)  that  flie  negotiating^ 
Churchea  tvere  all  equally  alivu  to  the  paramount  importance  of 
religious  infitructioii.  and  equally  anxious  to  have  it  maintained  in 
National  Hclioolu ;  (2.)  that  they  all  lamented  and  Huught  to  dis- 
courage and  terminate  the  indiscriminate  teaching  in  National 
Schools  of  truth  and  error ;  (3.)  that  their  only  difference,  as  they 
themselves  avowed,  was  that  which  had  emerged  under  the  first 
head  of  progranunc,  as  to  the  application  of  State  funiU  to  religious 
iuntruotion ;  and  (4.)  that  they  were  prepared  to  surmount  this  as 
a  bar  to  union  by  the  mutual  confidence  of  the  Churches  in  each 
other  that  Government  grants,  if  it  came  to  a  choice,  would  "not  be 
preferred  to  permanent  good  understanding  after  a  imlon  bad  been 
effected,  and  by  leaving  tlio  wiiole  matter  to  the  cou»cicuce  and 
heart  of  a  United  Church, 

The  Joint-Committee  recall  the  harmony  of  their  action  under 
this  head  of  programme  with  peculiar  gratitude ;  and  they  cannot 
doubt  that  their  deliberations  and  the  practical  issueB  to  which  they 
led  in  dealing  with  recent  legislation  have,  under  Ood.  had  a  vital 
bearing  ou  -uie  progress  of  education,  botli  secular  and  religions, 
in  Scotland. 

SECOND  HEAD  OF  TlIE  PUOGEAMMi:. 

ThciriiK — "Any  otiier  matter  of  doctrine  about  which  explaoatiomi  on  either  side 

may  seem  to  be  calkd  fc*." 

Among  the  elements  in  which  the  unitv  of  the  Chnrch  is  in 

Scripture  declared  to  consist,  a  special  place  is  assigned  to  the  '■  one 

faith,"     There  could  be   no   real  success  in  any  negotiations  for 

Union,  unless   a   cordial   agreement   was   ascertained  to  exist  in 

reference  to  the  doctrines  of  the  Gospel.     No  subject  accordingly 

was  more  thorouglily  sifled  and  considered  by  the  Joint-Committee. 

In  the  very  place  which  doctrine  received  in  the  programme,  and 

in  tho  frequency  ■with  which  the  questions  raised  were  subjected 

to  examination,  evidence  was  afforded  of  the  care  taken  to  ascertain 

how  far  identity  of  view  on  various  important  doctrines  prevailed  in 

the  different  negotiating  Churches. 

The  principles  on  which  the  inquiry  was  conducted  were  mainly 
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two.  It  was  agreed  to  confine  the  mquirr  to  the  pomts  on  which 
Botne  explanation  might  eeem  to  be  needed.  Not  only  was  the  loas 
of  time  thuB  avoided,  bj  refusing  to  discuss  general  doctrine  on 
which  no  diversity  of  view  was  alleged  or  believed  to  exist,  but  the 
iuveeti^ation  in  regard  to  queatioiis  which  it  wae  found  necessary 
to  consider  fully  and  in  detail  was  all  the  more  rigid  and  thorough. 
These  questions,  it  was  frankly  admitted  from  the  outBot,  chiefly 
related  to  controversies  that  had  prevailed  in  one  of  the  negotiating^ 
Churches  on  the  eubject  of  the  Atonement.  It  is  eimple  justice  to 
tho  representatives  of  that  Church,  when  the  fact  is  recorded  that 
the  otnaost  willingness  was  exhibited  on  their  part  to  supply  tho 
fullest  information  in  regard  to  the  views  held  in  their  denomination 
on  all  the  subjects  directly  and  collaterally  embraced  in  the  inquiry. 
It  must  be  added  that  opportunity,  encouragement  even,  was 
afforded  to  any  member  to  raise  a  queefion  in  regard  to  any  other 
doctrinal  subject,  and  in  regard  to  any  other  of  the  negotiating 
Churches.  No  other  question,  however,  was  mooted  under  tliis 
head.  Secondly,  tho  course  taken  to  elicit  the  state  of  belief  on 
the  subject  to  which  the  inquiry  was  confined  had  reference  to  the 
Westminster  Confession  of  Faith.  It  was  found  that  this  was  tho 
common  Standard  of  all  the  Churches ;  and  moreover,  that  on  the 
Bubject  of  the  Atonement  it  was  accepted  by  them  all  without 
qualiflcatioQ,  reservation,  or  esplanation.  Only  two  inquiries  re- 
iiiained:  in  what  sense  its  statements  were  accepted,  and  whether 
the  form  in  which  assent  was  required  and  expressed  to  them  was 
BufBciently  definite  and  explicit  iu  all  tho  negotiating  Churches. 

Having  come  to  some  understanding  as  to  the  principles  which 
shoidd  guide  them  in  this  important  inquiry,  tho  Joint-Committee 
filtered  formally  and  at  great  length  on  the,  inquiry  itself.  In 
tracing  the  history  of  the  discussion  during  tho  ten  years  of 
negotiation,  this  bead  of  doctiiae  was  ofteii  revived  and  re-con- 
ttidered,  but  on  tlu-ee  different  occasions  it  formed  the  subject  of 
special  discussion. 

So  early  in  the  negotiations  as  July  18C4,  the  Joint-Committee 
-  engaged  in  conference  upon  various  portions  of  the  Confusion  of 
Faith,  relating  (1<)  to  man's  &llen  state,  in  particular,  the  guilt, 
depravity,  and  inability  of  man;  (2.)  to  Clmst  the  Mediator,  in 
particular  with  reference  to  the  nature,  sufficiency,  and  extent  of 
the  Atonement;  and  (3)  to  the  application  of  redemption,  in 
particular  the  necessity,  sovereignty,  and  efficacy  of  the  Spirit's 
work  therein.  The  Jobit-Committce  found,  after  various  con- 
ferences had  been  held  and  the  fullest  explanations  had  been  given, 
"  that  holding,  as  all  the  Churches  represented  do,  the  AVestmrnster 
Confession  of  Faith  as  their  common  Standard,  they  were  in  entire 
harmony  as  to  the  views  ■wliich  the  Confession  gives  of  the  teach- 
ings of  the  Word  of  God"  on  these  fundamental  truths.* 

The  conclusions  of  the  Joint-Committee  having  been  remitted  to 
the  Presbyteries  of  the  negotiating  Churches,  not  for  final  judgment 
on  them,  but  with  the  view  of  receiving  any  suggestions  as  to  their 

°  See  "  Kevued  and  Completed  Findings,"  in  the  Appendix. 
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improvement  in  substance  or  form,  the  Joint-Committee  again,  iii 
18t;7,  had  several  discussions  on  this  bead  of  the  programme,  aad 
full  attention  ^vas  given  to  the  suggestions  emanating  from  the 
('resbyteries.  The  results  of  the  consideration  given  to  them  were — 
1.  TheadditionofanotherpassageoftheConfesflionofFaith  to  those 
in  regard  to  which  the  Joint-Committee  had  already  aiBrmed  that 
uuanimity  had  been  found.  2.  The  insertion  among  its  findings 
on  this  head  of  the  30th,  Slst,  and  32nd  Questions  of  the  Larger 
( -atechism.  3.  The  ascertainment,  ia  accordance  witli  suggestions 
that  inquiry  should  be  made  as  to  the  sense  in  which  the  statements 
of  the  Confession  were  understood,  that  in  the  formulas  of  the 
different  Churches  "  there  appears  to  be  no  intended  difference  of 
meaning  in  the  diversity  of  expression"  employed.  And  lastly, 
the  refusal,  on  full  consideration,  to  accept  any  new  propositions 
on  the  subject  of  doctiine. 

A  new  proposition,  indeed,  on  the  subject  of  the  death  of  Christ, 
Iiad  been  submitted  for  the  adoption  of  the  Joint^Coramittee.  It 
was  to  the  efftsct  "  that  Jesus  Christ,  in  the  purpose  of  the  Father 
and  in  His  own  intention,  offered  Himself  to  satisfy  Divine  justice, 
only  for  the  sins  of  the  eleot."  The  Joint-Committee  declined  to 
«dnpt  it,  on  two  grounds — the  inadequacy  of  the  statement  itself 
on  the  great  subject  to  which  it  refers,  and  the  inexpediency  of  sab- 
Btituting,  in  a  formal  official  deliverance,  other  language  than  that 
<Tf  the  Confession  of  Faith,  in  settingforththerforfrinej  of  the  Churches. 
The  Joint-Committee  felt  itself  all  the  more  constrained  to  this  con- 
clusion, as  it  found  that  it  could  re-affirm  with  confidence  its  previous 
rejiorta  to  the  Supreme  Courts  of  these  Cbiirches,  that  "there  was 
entire  harmony  as  to  the  view3  which  the  Confeaaion  gives  of  the 
teachingB  of  the  Word  of  God." 

For  the  third  time,  the  consideration  of  this  head  of  the  pro- 
gramme was  resumed  in  1868.  Proposals  were  made,  and  adopted, 
for  its  completion  and  amendment.  An  important  explanatory  state- 
ment was  prefixed  to  the  findings  under  this  head,  declaiing  that 
there  had  been  "  the  fullest  and  freest  discussion  "  regarding  it,  and 
at  the  same  time  detailing  and  vindicating  the  course  pursued  by 
the  Joint-Committee  in  its  inquiries,  and  summarizing  the  results. 
Kolemn  and  special  prayer  was  offered  up  in  thankfulness  to  G-od  foe 
the  gratifying  issue  of  these  deliberations. 

The  labours  of  the  Joint-Committee  on  this  subject  were  thus 
brought  to  a  close.  Xo  change  has  been  subsequently  made  on  its 
findings.  In  the  comjileted  and  revised  form  to  winch  they  were 
thus  brought,  they  were  submitted  to  the  Supreme  Courts  of  the 
vacioQs  Churches.  In  1870  in  was  agreed  to  append  to  them  the 
Formulas  of  the  Churches,  that  the  terms  in  which  adherence  was 
required  to  the  Confession  of  Faith  might  be  seen.  At  the  same 
time,  the  Joint-Committee  fult  that  the  real  and  substantial  harmony 
on  the  questions  of  doctrine  regarding  which  they  had  prosecuted 
such  prolonged  and  anxioas  inquiries  was  so  manifest  and  decided, 
that  they  ventured  to  recommend  to  the  Snpreme  Coorts  noion  on 
the  basis  of  the  Westminster  Confession  of  Faith.  In  this  conclusion 
the  Joint-Committee  was  unanimous. 
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So  much  for  the  history  of  the  process  hy  which  the  Joint-Oom- 
mittec  reached  its  general  conclusiODs  on  the  subject  of  doctrine, 
though  it  should  be  nmleretood  and  remembered,  at  the  same  time, 
that  much  important  work  was  done  iii  the  Union  Committees  of  the 
Churches  aeparately,  the  benefit  of  which  accrued  to  the  Joint-Com- 
mittee in  the  shape  of  important  suggestions  reported  to  it.  It  i3  of 
.more  consequence,  perhaps,  that  a  distinct  aoramary  be  given  of  the 
general  substance  of  the  conclusions  adopted  by  it,  and  reported  from 
time  to  time  to  the  Supreme  Courts. 

1.  It  was  found  that  all  the  (.Churches  negotiating  held  the  same 
confession  in  regard  to  doctrine — that  by  whatever  form  adherence 
to  it  was  expressed,  whether  by  signature  or  declaration,  the  extent 
of  obligation  in  the  acceptance  of  it  was  identical:  that  any  variety 
in  the  phrases  of  the  formula  implied  no  diversity  in  the  meaning 
conveyed  or  the  obligation  imposed ;  and  that  no  difficulty  need  on  . 
this  ground  be  anticipated  in  Iraming  a  common  formula  in  which  all 
the  Churches  could  acquiesce. 

2.  In  particular,  on  the  subject  of  the  atonement  and  the  doctrines 
usually  regarded  as  essential  to  the  Calvinistic  system  of  theology, 
there  ivas  entire  harmony  in  accepting  the  statements  of  the  Confession 
of  Faith,  and  they  were  accepted  as  expressive  of  personal  couviction 
without  reserve  or  qualification. 

3.  Still  further,  it  was  found  and  affirmed  that  all  the  Churches 
had  resisted  "Pelagian  and  Arminian  tendencies"  in  their  '* strong 
determination  to  maintain  Calvinistic  doctrine,"  while  anxious  to  the 
ntmost  for  the  full  and  free  offer  of  the  Gospel  to  all  sinners  of  man- 
kiud. 

4.  Lastly,  there  was  an  equal  jealousy  in  all  the  Churches  against 
any  deviation  from  the  exact  doctrinal  ground  of  the  Westminster 
Confession  by  attempts  to  formulate  new  propositions,  which  de- 
tached from  the  general  system  of  truth  might  be  va^e  and  insuffi- 
cient in  themselves,  and  while  removing  no  anibiguity  in  the 
Confession,  might  only  lay  that  document  under  the  suspicion  of 
ambiguity. 

There  was  accordingly  this  vast  measure  of  agreement — a 
measure  of  agreemt^nt  for  which,  in  the  present  conflict  of  opinion 
elsewhere,  it  is  not  wonderful  that  the  JointrCommittee  united  in 
ft'rveot  and  solemn  thanksgiving  to  God — agreement  in  accepting 
the  same  subordinate  standard  of  religious  belief — in  accepting 
explicitly  its  particular  statements  on  the  points  on  which  any 
difference  of  view  might  be  supposed  to  exist — in  condemning  all  the 
errors  opposed  to  these  statements,  and  in  adhering  rigidly  to  the 
form  of  sound  words  in  which  the  Fathers  of  the  Westminster 
Assembly  had  expressed  the  faith  once  delivered  to  the  saints.  A 
very  slight  examination  of  the  important  and  weighty  extracts  from 
tiie  Confession  in-  regard  to  whicli  this  harmony  of  view  was  so  em- 
pliatically  affirmed  should  satisfy  any  mind  that  a  degree  of  unity  had 
bi-en  attained,  wurrantiug  the  hope  of  a  united  Church,  with  less  of 
division  and  of  doubtful  sentiment  in  it  than  even  in  the  Westminster 
Assembly  itself. 

It  is  the  simple  fact,  therefore,  that  among  all  the  Churches  repre- 
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feoted  in  these  negotiatioiiB}  there  was  not  a  single  tenet  in  which 
one  of  the  Churches  differed  from  the  rest.  There  was  one  point  on 
whicli  a  difference  of  view  emerged,  but  it  was  a  di^reuce  not  be- 
tween Church  and  Church,  but  between  different  members  in  each  of 
the  Churches.  It  had  reference  to  the  Atonement  in  connexion  with 
the  offer  of  the  Gospel,  whether  the  universality  of  the  offer  was  to 
be  based  on  an  element  in  the  Atonement  itself,  such  as  its  infinite 
sufficiency,  or  exclusively  on  the  simple  authority  of  a  Divine  com- 
mission. There  was  no  difference  as  to  the  entire  Calvinism  of  the 
Confession  on  the  subject  of  the  Atonement — as  to  the  truth  that 
redemption  is  certainly  and  effectually  applied  to  all  those  for  whom 
Christ  pnrchased  it  (Chap,  vni.,  sect.  8,  Confession.)  But  after 
thoroagn  and  keen  investigation,  the  Joint-Committee  embodied  its 
conclusions  on  the  one  point  on  which  diversity  seemed  to  exist  iu  the 
following  terms,  which  really  express  all  that  can  be  said  on  the 
matter,  "  more  especially  in  regard  to  the  extent  of  the  Atonement ; 
after  explanations  given  and  received,  it  has  been  clearly  ascertained 
that  the  general  expressions  more  or  less  used  in  all  the  Churches  are 
simply  dmerent  modes  of  stating  the  truth  held  by  all  the  negotiating 
Chm»;bes,  that  the  Atonement  is  safficient  for  all  and  adapted  to 
all,  and  that  its  benefits  are  freely  offered  to  all  to  whom  the  Qespel 
comes." 

It  only  remains  to  state  how  far  these  conclusions  of  the  Joint- 
Committee  were  endorsed  by  the  Churches,  when  they  were  submitted 
for  the  consideration  and  approval  of  their  Church  Courts,  supreme 
and  subordinate. 

So  far  as  relates  to  the  Eeformed  Presbyterian  Church,  its  Synod, 
"  rejoicing  in  the  amonut  of  agreement  already  ascertained,"  trans- 
mitted to  Presbyteries  the  Report  of  the  Joint-Committee  in  1866 — 
rejoiced  ^o  find  in  1867,  "in  regard  to  the  second  head  of  the  pro- 
gramme, that  there  is  on  the  part  of  all  the  Churches,  so  far  as  can 
be  ascertained  by  the  inquiries  of  the  Committee,  a  bonajide  adherence 
to  the  statement  of  these  doctrines  as  set  forth  in  the  Confession  of 
Faith ;"  and  ia  1870,  by  a  majority  of  54  to  4,  approved  of  the  pro- 
posal to  base  the  Union  on  the  Westminster  Confession  of  Faith  "  as 
a  scriptural  and  sufficient  basis,"  and  sent  it  down  for  the  considera- 
tion of  Presbyteries.  All  the  Presbyteries  resolved  in  favour  of  the 
proposal. 

The  Assembly  of  the  Free  Church  also,  in  1866,  transmitted  the 
Report  of  the  findings  of  the  Joint-Committee  to  Presbyteries  for 
suggestions:  in  1867  expressed  "grateful  satisfaction  with  the  re- 
iterated assurance  of  entire  agreement  under  the  second  head ;  "  and^ 
in  1870,  sent  down  the  Report  of  its  Union  Committee  to  the  Pres- 
byteries, with  a  special  instmetion  to  inquire  whether  there  was  any 
objection  in  principle  to  an  incorporating  Union  on  the  Westminster 
Confession  as  at  present  accepted  by  the  Churches.  The  motioti 
carried  in  the  Assembly  of  1871  recorded  its  satisfaction  that  a  decided 
majority  of  the  Free  Church  Presbyteries  had  expressed  the  opinion 
that  there  was  no  objection  to  the  Union  on  principle. 

The  United  Presbyterian  Synod  transmitted  the  findings  of  .the 
Joint-Conmiittee  to  its  Presbyteries  in  1866 ;  in  1867  "  rejoiced  in  the 
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testimony  whicli  tlie  Joint-Committee,  after  tlie  fullest  inquiry,  lias 
again  borne  to  tlie  unity  of  tbe  Churches  in  Christian  doctrine,  as  set 
forth  in  their  Common  Standards ; "  in  1870,  accepted  with  satisfaction 
the  unanimous  proposal  of  the  Joint-Committee  to  send  down  to  Pres- 
byteries the  question  as  to  Union  on  the  basis  of  the  Common  Standards, 
as  presently  qualified;  and  in  1871  it  was  found  by  the  Synod  that  the 
Presbyteries  had  been  unanimous  in  favour  of  the  course  proposed. 

No  coQclnaion  of  the  English  Presbyterian  Synod  can  be  found  at 
variance  with  the  results  attained  in  the  Courts  of  the  other  Churches ; 
on  the  contrary,  in  1867,  they  "  thankfully  rejoiced  in  the  completion  of 
the  labours  of  the  Joint-Committee,  embodied  in  the  certifiecT  copy  of 
their  findings  on  the  several  beads  of  tbe  prograuune." 

The  general  result  'is,  that,  so  far  as  the  voice  of  the  Churches  can 
be  beard  through  majorities — and  large  majorities — in  tlie  Supreme 
■Courts,  they  are  unanimous  in  ratifying  on  the  subject  of  doctrine  the 
main  decision  of  their  Union  Committees,  when  assembled  in  one  con- 
ference for  the  special  purpose  of  inquiry  regarding  this  momentous 
subject,  namely,  that  "AFTER  FULL  mutual  INQDIBT  AND  IXTERCHASGIB 

of  opinion  the  neootiatino  churches  are  cordially  at  one  as  to 
the  views  which  the  confession  gives  of  the  teachings  op  the 
Word  of  God." 

THIRD,  FOURTH,  FIFTH,  EIGHTH,  asd  TENTH  HEADS  OF 
PROGRAMME. 

Of  the  remaining  heads  of  inquiry  there  are  five,  which  have  respect 
to  the  constitution  and  to  the  internal  action  and  arrangements  of  the 
negotiating  Churches  on  such  important  spiritual  matters  as  (third 
head^  the  training  and  licensing  of  students  for  the  Christian  ministry ; 
{fourth  head)  tbe  election  of  office-bearers  and  constitution  of  the 
■Churcli  Courts,  together  with  the  mutual  relations  of  these  Courts,  and 
-the  forms  of  their  ecclesiastical  procedure ;  {fifth  head)  the  law  and 
practice  of  the  Churches  as  to  public  worship ;  (eighth  head)  the 
principles  on  which  admission  to  sealing  ordinances  is  regulated  in  the 
Churclies ;  and  (tenth  head)  the  bearing  of  the  contemplated  Union 
upon  the  working  of  the  Foreign  Missions  of  the  various  Churches. 
Without  substantial  awroemont  on  matters  such  as  these,  it  was  obvious 
tliat  an  incorporating  Union  must  be  all  but  impossible.  All  of  them 
were,  in  consequence,  made  the  subject  of  careful  inquiry  and  thought- 
ful consideration ;  and  the  result  was,  that  no  difference  which  did  not 
^mit  of  comparatively  easy  adjustment,  was  found  to  exist  among  tbe 
Churches  concerned,  in  the  case  of  any  one  of  them.  In  regard  to 
the  third  hearl,  after  noticing  the  substantial  agreement  of  all  the 
Churches"  in  their  common  aim  to  secure  an  educated  and  pious  minis- 
try, and  in  their  plans  for  promoting  that  vital  object ;  and  after  allud- 
ing to  some  difference  in  details  which,  it  was  allowed  on  all  hands, 
would  at  once  disappear  so  soon  as  a  union  took  place,  tbe  Committee 
resolved  "  to  report  to  their  constituents  their  great  satisfaction  with 
tho  harmony  of  view  which  prevails  in  all  the  four  Churches  on  the 
topics  embraced  under  this  third  head  of  the  programme." 

Again,  in  reviewing  the  whole  subject  of  the  fourth  head,  the 
Committee  found  "  with  much  satisfaction  that  there  is  great  harmony 
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of  opinion  and  practice  in  all  the  four  Cliurches  witli  respect  to  the  prin- 
ciples which  should  re};ulate  the  nomination,  tlie  election,  the  judgment 
as  to  qualifications,  and  the  ordination,  both  of  elders  and  ministers,  and 
that  a  similar  harmonyprevails  regarding  "the  constitotion  and  fmictions 
of  the  several  Church  Courts ; "  .  .  .  "  also,  that  the  four  Churches 
were  agreed  in  the  principles  upon  which  the  forms  of  procedure  are 
based  for  the  admission  of  members'  and  office-bearers,  and  for  the 
licensing  of  probationers."  And  they  added  that  they  saw  "  no  proba- 
bility of  any  hindrance  to  the  proposed  Union  arising  under  the  de- 
partment of  Presbyterian  order  which  the  fourth  head  of  the  pro- 
gramme embraces." 

Next,  as  to  the  fifth  head — that  of  the  law  and  practice  of  the 
Churches  as  to  public  worship— the  Committee  "  having  carefully  con- 
sidered the  whole  subjects  requiring  attention  under  it,  find  that  there 
is,  on  the  whole,  much  harmony  both  in  principle  and  practice,  with 
relation  to  these  subjects  in  all  the  four  Churches."  After  quoting 
those  passages  in  chapters  xx.  and  xxi.  of  the  Confession  of  Faith,  bear- 
ing on  this  head,  and  which  lay  down  the  great  principles  on  which 
public  worship  must  be  regulated,  and  in  the  cordial  acceptance  of 
which  the  Churches  were  entirely  at  one,  the  Committee  furtner  found 
that  a  like  agreement  exists  in  regard  to  the  subordinate  principle  that 
*'  uniformity  of  practice  in  public  worship,  so  far  as  the  Church  may 
regard  it  as  conducive  to  edification,  ought  to  be  observed,  and  divisive 
courses  avoided  according  to  the  ordination  engagements  of  ministers 
and  elders  in  all  the  four  Churches."  In  their  finding  the  Committee 
also  took  notice  of  the  existence  of  some  diversity  of  practice,  in 
particular  arrangement  connected  with  the  observance  of  some  of  the 
ordinances  of  public  worship,  and  as  to  the  use  of  paraphrases  and 
hymne,  but  concluded,  on  the  whole,  that  "  there  is  no  suca  difference 
either  in  these  arrangements  or  in  any  other  matter  under  this  head  of 
the  programme,  as  is  likely  to,  stand  in  the  way  of  an  incorpora^vc 
Union." 

Once  more,  in  regard  to  the  eighth  head  of  the  programme,  the 
Committee's  brief  but  highly  satisfactory  finding  was  embodied  in  this 
single  sentence,  "  that  there  is  substantial  agreement  with  reference  to 
the  terms  and  modes  of  admission  to  sealing  ordinances.*' 

And  finally,  as  to  the  last  of  the  five  heads  of  the  programme  thus 

frouped  together — the  bearing  of  the  contemplated  Union  upon  the 
'oreign  Missions  of  the  Churches, — it  was  never  anticipateU  that  there 
would  or  could  be  found  any  real  ilifficoity.  Enough  was  known  already, 
by  the  negotiating  Churches,  of  each  other's  views  and  action  in  this 
great  branch  of  the  Christian  Church's  work,  to  make  Itcertain  beforehand 
Uiat  they  would  find  themselves  entirely  at  one.  That  it  really  was  so, 
their  ofiicial  inquiries  abundantly  proved.  As  the  result  of  their  earnest 
conferences  on  this  subject,  it  came  clearly  out  that  all  the  negotiating 
Churches  do,  in  their  corporate  ecclesiastical  capacity,  recognize  God's 
eternal  purpose  with  regard  to  the  evangelization  of  a  lost  and  ruined 
world,  and  then-  own  correlative  obligation  to  do  what  in  them  lies  for 
the  furtherance  of  that  blessed  end ;  that  all  of  them  are,  as  Churches, 
practically  engaged  in  this  work;  that  their  fields  of  labour  have  been 
so  chosen  as  to  avoid  all  interference  with  each  other's  operations ;  and 
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that,  wherever  it  lias  been  practicable,  tliore  liaa  been  the  most  brotherly 
interc^ourae  between  their  respective  miasionaries.  In  a  word,  the 
decision  of  the  Committee  was  emphatically  expressed  in  the  following 
terms: — "That  there  appears  to  be  nothing  in  connesion  with  thii 
head  of  the  programme  of  a  nature  to  hinder  Union." 

SEVENTH  HEAD  OF  PROGRAMME. 

The  questions  which  belong  to  the  department  of  the  Churcli's 
secular  affairs,  are  all  embraced  under  the  seventh  head  of  the  pro- 
gramme of  the  Committee's  inquiries.  Among  these  a  prominent  place 
was  given  to  the  Free  Church  Snstentation  Fund,  which  all  the 
negotiating  Churches  were  known  to  regard  with  great  interest,  both  on 
account  of  its  intrinsic  merits  and  of  the  invaluable  results  it  had  been 
the  means  of  securing  for  the  Church  with  which  it  is  so  closely  and 
honourably  identified.  From  the  commencement  of  these  Union 
ne^otiationsj  it  was  avowed  by  the  Free  Church  Union  Committee,  and 
acknowledged  by  all  the  others,  that  the  maintenance  of  the  Sustentation 
Fund  scheme,  in  its  essentiaj  features  and  arrangements,  was  indis- 
pensable, humanly  speaking,  to  the  Free  Church  itself ;  and  that  it  was 
eminently  desirable,  m  order  to  the  right  and  harmonious  working  of  a 
united  Church,  that  in  it  the  financial  system  of  ministerial  support 
should,  as  soon  and  as  far  as  possible,  be  unified  in  substantial  accord- 
ance with  the  plan  and  methods  of  the  Free  Church  Fund.  The  course 
which  events  have  recently  taken,  in  the  way  of  obstructing  the  present 
prosecution  of  the  Union  movement,  to  which  reference  was  briefly 
made  at  the  outset  of  this  Report,  and  to  ivhicb  further  and  more  special' 
reference  will  yet  he  made  before  the  Report  is  closed,  has  prevented  the 
Commitiee  from  completing,  on  the  subject  of  Finance,  the  recommen- 
dations that  were  so  hopefully  begnn.  These  recommendations  evinced 
an  amount  of  agreement,  which  made  it  all  but  certain  that,  in  the  event 
of  a  union  of  the  Churches  taking  place,  the  satisfactory  settlement  of 
this  most  important  practical  question  would  present  no  serious 
difficulty.  The  finding  of  the  .Toin(»-Unioii  Committee  on  this  head 
shows  that  entire  unanimity  existed  on  such  fundamental  points  as 
these : — That  the  minimum  stipend  for  the  ordinary  charges  of  the 
united  Church  should  not  be  less  than  £150 ;  that  for  the  purpose  of 
securing  this  minimum  stipend  there  ought  to  be  a  central  fund,  similar 
to  that  of  the  Sustentation  Fund,  and  having  the  same  ends  in  view ; 
that  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  united  Church  should  take  all  competent 
means  to  secure  that  there  shall  be  an  association  in  every  congregation 
for  the  support  of  the  central  fund ;  that  every  congregation  should,  if 
able,  be  self-supporting  up  to  the  amount  of  the  minimum  stipend ;  and 
that  the  aim  of  the  united  Church  should  be,  to  bring  about  aniformity 
in  the  practice  of  all  the  congregations,  both  in  the  support,  and  in  the 
maintenance  and  use,  of  the  centi-al  fund.  With  the  view  of  reaching 
this  uniformity,  as  will  be  seen  by  consulting  tiie  finding  itself,  as  given 
at  length  in  the  Appendix,  suitable  arrangements  were  suggested — 
arrangements  which  also  made  provision  for  cultivating  and  keeping 
alive,  over  the  whole  united  Church,  an  earnest  and  cordial  interest  in 
the  raising  of  the  central  fund,  and  in  guarding  it  against  abuse ;  ns 
well  as  for  instituting  mission  and  church  extension  charges  in  coit- 
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nexion  with  Uie  central  fund.  In  a  vrard,  in  dealing  with  this  great 
subject,  the  Joint-Committee  were  so  much  of  one  mind  in  realizing  its 
importance,  and  in  their  views  of  the  manner  in  which  its  interests  mieht 
beoest  promoted,  that  they  felt  themselves  encouraged  to  cherish  the 
most  sanguine  hopes  as  to  the  augmented  prosperity  which,  under  the 
Divine  blessing,  a  uuited  Church  would  secure  for  the  support  of  the 
ministry,  and  for  the  maintenance  of  gospel  ordinances  all  over  the  land. 

Under  the  same  seventh  head  of  the  programme  there  fell  to  be 
considered  the  question  of  the  administration  of  the  Church's  secular 
affairs  by  Managers  or  by  Deacons'  Courts.  On  this  subject  no  differ- 
ence of  opinion  was  found  to  exist  in  regard  to  the  Scripture  principles 
bearing  upon  the  subject.  The  negotiating  Churches  were  all  agreed 
'  that  the  office  of  Deacon  is  of  Divine  institution,  and  were  substantially 
at  one  as  to  the  fanctions  proper  to  the  office.  It  was  ascertained  that 
there  are  some  congregations  in  all  the  Churches  in  which  deacons  are 
found ;  that  in  the  Free  Church  there  are  few  congregations  without 
^em ;  and  that  in  the  Reformed  Presbyterian  «nd  United  Presbyterian 
Churches  it  is,  for  the  most  part,  by  managers  the  secular  affairs  of  con- 
gregations  are  administered.  In  all  cases  the  managers  are  chosen  by 
toe  members  of  the  congregation,  and  are  elected  for  a  limited  period  of 
time,  and  only  those  arc  ehg^ble  who  are,  at  the  time,  members  of  the 
congregation. 

In  regard  to  "  Property  and  Titles "  which  the  seventh  head  also 
embraced,  there  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix  to  this  Report  statements 
as  full  as  the  nature  of  the  case  admitted,  and  representing  the  state  of 
matters,  in  regard  to  the  above  subject,  in  all  the  four  negc^ting 
Churclies. 

Looking  to  these  several  findings  connected  with  the  different  sections 
of  this  head  of  the  programme,  the  Joiut-Committee  placed  this  sentence 
on  record,  that  *'they  do  not  see  any  difficulty  therein  which  should  pre- 
vent an  incorporating  Union." 

NlSrn  AND  ELEVENTH  HEADS  OF  PROGIUMME. 
The  only  other  heads  of  the  programme  whicli  remain  to  be  noticed 
— IX.  and  XI. — refer  to  matters  of  a  quite  different  kind,  viz.,  (ninth 
head)  to  the  relation  of  the  Churches,  if  united,  to  ministers  and  con- 
gregations beyond  the  limits  of  Scotland;  and  (eleventh  head)  their 
relation  to  the  past  ecclesiastical  histoiy  of  this  country.  The  con- 
clnsion  to  which,  on  the  ninth  head,  the  Joint-Union  Committee  came, 
was  substantially  this, — that  there  should  be  one  united  Church  for 
Scotland,  and  which  should  consist  of  the  Free  Church,  of  the  Reformed 
Presbyterian  Chtuth,  and  of  that  greatly  preponderating  section  of  the 
United  Presbyterian  Church,  which  has  its  seat  in  this  northern 
kingdom;  that  there  should  he  another  united  Church  for  England, 
consisting  of  the  English  Presbyterian  Church,  and  of  tho  portion 
of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  which  is  located  in  England; 
and  that  the  relation  of  these  two  united  Churches  to  one  another 
should  be,  not  of  an  incorporative,  but  of  a  federal  kind.  Though  the 
finding  of  the  Joint^Union  Committee  on  this  subject  does  not  assume 
to  be  final,  nor  to  anticipate  the  ultimate  decision  of  the  Supreme 
Courts,  to  which  it  may  be  snbmitted,  it  at  the  same  time  contains 
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snggestioiis  of  a.  nature  to  indicate  the  sort  of  ammgement  by  which 
tlie  two  Churches,  while  maintaining  each  a  separate  and  independent 
jnriadiction,  might  secure  and  exhibit  so  large  a  measure  of  real  unity  as 
would  carry  with  it  atl  the  benefits,  without  the  iaconveuiences,  whicli 
.in  incorporating  union  might  be  expected  to  produce.  In  connexion  with 
this  findmg  of  the  Committee,  it  is  interesting  to  observe  that  the  Enghsh 
part  of  the  arrangement,  now  alluded  to,  seems  about  to  be  realized. 

On  the  eleventh  and  last  head  of  the  proeramme  a  very  few  ^vords 
will  suffice.  The  Committee,  after  fully  considering  it,  came  to  be  nnani- 
mously  of  opinion  that  the  time  had  not  come  for  entering  on  the  large 
and  deeply  interesting  questions  to  which  it  refers.  It  seemed  to  them 
that  all  tliat  was  needful  at  the  stage  of  these  negotiations  at  which  the 
Churches  had  arrived,  was  contained  in  the  statement  under  the  first 
head,  appended  to  the  "principles  which  the  negotiating  Churches  held 
in  common,"  and  already  quoted  in  this  Report,  pp.  14,  15,  16,  That 
statement  briefly  but  clearly  points  out  the  historical  position  of  the  several 
negotiating  Churches,  in  relation  to  the  Church  of  the  Scottish  Refor- 
mation. It  shows  their  ecclesiastical  descent  from  it,  and  their  essential 
identity  with  it,  in  doctrine  and  worship,  discipline  and  government,  in 
the  efforts  and  sacrifices  they  have  all  made  to  maintain  its  purity,  and 
to  vindicate  its  cardinal  principle  of  Christ's  Headship  over  it  as  the 
only  King  of  Zion.  The  statement  further  shows  that  in  supporting  this 
conflict,  they  have  been  driven,  all  of  them,  one  after  another,  into  entire 
reparation  from  the  State. 

It  shows,  moreover,  to  nse  the  language  of  the  statement — "  that  all 
the  aspects  of  Providence — the  divided  state  of  religious  opinion  in  the 
country,  the  Erastisnism  of  the  existing  Established  Churches,  the  mmn- 
tenance  and  exercise  of  the  royal  supremacy  in  all  causes,  spiritual  and 
ecclesiastical,  the  open  and  determiuDd  avowal  of  Erastian  sentiments  by 
leading  statesmen,  and  specially  the  gracious  dealings  of  the  Lord  with 
us  in  our  disestablished  state — clearly  indicate  that  whatever  views  any 
of  us  may  hold  as  to  the  lawfulness  and  advantages  of  civil  establishments 
of  religion  and  State  endowments  to  the  Church,  it  is  our  present  impera- 
tive duty,  in  faithfulness  to  our  Divine  Head,  and  to  the  interests  of  true 
religion,  to  remain,  as  Churches,  entirely  free  of  State  connexion."  The 
Committee  have  said  all  this  in  the  firm  belief  that  it  is  iu  following  the 
course  thus  described,  the  Chtu\!he8  concerned  will  best  approve  them- 
selves as  legitimate  representatives  of  all  that  was  noblest  and  most 
scriptural  in  the  Reformed  Church  of  Scotland. 

PEOCEEDISGS  TILL  MAT,  1871. 
The  findings  of  the  Joint-Union  Committee,  in  tlie  precise  form  in 
which  they  have  now  been  presented  and  described,  were  not  Bent  up  to 
the  Supreme  Courts  of  the  negotiating  Churches  till  1869.  In  a  less 
complete  form,  however,  the;n  had  been  reported  to  these  Courts  so  early 
as  1866,  and  by  these  Courts  were  then  transmitted  to  the  Presbyteries 
of  the"  several  Churches,  with  a  view  to  obtain  from  these  Presbyteries 
such  suggestions  as  might  aid  the  Joint-Union  Committee  in  making 
their  inquiries  more  complete.  With  the  suggestions  thus  obtained  before 
them,  the  Committee,  in  the  course  of  the  same  year,  made  further  pro- 
gress in  the  way  of  revision,  chiefly  in  the  case  of  the  first  and  second

heads  of  the  programmcj  and  which  progress  tney  accordingly  reported 
in  1867.  In  that  year  resolutions  were  adopted  by  the  several  Supremo 
Courts,  to  the  effect  that  they  found  no  insuperable  bar  to  Union  exist- 
ing in  connexion  with  the  first  head  of  the  programme.  At  tlie  same 
time  the  findings  reported  at  that  date  were  sect  back  to  the  Union 
Committees  for  furdicr  consideration.  In  this  work  they  had  pro- 
ceeded 80  far  in  the  course  of  the  succeeding  twelve  months,  as  to  have 
found  themselves  in  a  position  to  say,  in  their  Report  of  1868,  that  another 
year  would  probably  snfficc  for  enabling  the  Committee  not  only  to  com- 
plete their  .examination  of  those  heads  of  the  programme  which  still  stood 
over  for  further  and  more  careful  treatment,  but  also  to  make  a  more 
thorough  revisal  of  the  whole.  This  antici])ation,  oa  has  been  already 
stated,  was  actually  realized.  And  accordingly,  in  the  appendix  of  the 
Report  sent  up  in  18(19,  there  appeared  the  "Revised  and  Completed 
Findings  of  the  Committee  on  tne  several  beads  of  the  programme." 
That  Report  the  Supreme  Courts  allowed  to  He  on  their  tables  till  the 
foil owiug  year ;  directing  that,  in  the  meantime,  it  should  be  pubhshed 
for  the  information  of  allthe  office-bearers  and  members  of  the  Churches 
concerned.  Their  object  in  so  doing  was  to  ripen  the  mind  of  the 
Churches  on  the  great  question  of  an  incoq]orating  Union.  With  this 
view  it  was  earnestly  recommended  to  all  the  Churches  to  abound  in 
prayer  to  God  for  light  and  guidance,  and  to  cultivate  fraternal  inters 
course  and  brotherly,  love. 

As  almost  no,  suggestions  were  sent,  to  any  of  the  Committees  during 
the  year  thus  set  apart  for  prayerful  deliberation,  the  only  addition  they 
deemed  it  needful  to  make  to  their  previous  findings,  was  the  brief  one 
upon  Formtilas,  to  which  attention  has  been  already  directed  in  an  early 
part  of  the  present  Report.  In  the  Report,  however,  sent  up  to  the 
Supreme  Courts  in  1870,  they  appended  all  the  Formulas  presently  in 
use  in  the  negotiating  Churches;  the  questions  put  to  office-bearera  at 
ordination  and  admission,  and  to  students  on  being  licensed;  and  also, 
the  "bases"  adopted  in  unions  recently  consummated,  among  kindred 
Presbyterian  Churches,  in  the  various  colonies  of  the  British  Crown. 
It  appeared  to  the  Joint-Committee  to  be  highly  important  that,  at 
the  stage  the  Union  negotiations  had  then  reached,  the  docu- 
ments above  mentioned  should  be  brought  under  the  notice  of  the 
Churches,  The  Committees,  at  the  same  time,  took  occasion 
explicitly  to  state,  that  the  findings  they  htid  reported  were  never 
meant  to  be  regarded,  or  treated,  either  as  a  basis  of  Union  or  as 
supplying  doctrinal  articles  or  statements  to  be  added,  in  the  event  of 
Union,  to  the  existing  standards  of  the  Churches,  but  were  intended 
simply  to  supply  the  requisite  information  for  enabling  the  Churches 
rightly  and  wisely  to  dispose  of  the  great  question  of  an  incorporating 
Union.  As  the  mquirics  proceeded,  and  especially  since  the  auspicious 
event  which  bad  meanwhile  taken  place,  of  the  union  of  the  two  great 
branches  of  the  American  Presbyterian  Church  in  America,  it  had  be- 
come the  unanimous  opinion  of  the  Joint- Committee,  that  if  it  should 
please  God  to  open  a  way  to  the  union  of  the  Churches  they  repre- 
sented, that  union  ought,  like  the  one  in  America,  to  be  based  on  the 
standards  common  to  all  the  Churches,  with  the  explanations  or  qualifi- 
cations with  which  these  standards  are  at  present  received. 
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The  action  of  the  Supreme  Courts  in  1870,  upon  the  Boports  thus  laid 
before  them,  has  been  already  noticed  at  p.  18  of  this  Report,  and  was  as 
follows.  They  reaolveil  to  send  down  the  Report  of  1869,  together  with 
the  supplementary  Report  of  1870,  to  the  PresbyterieH  of  the  several 
Chtirches,  with  aview  to  their  carefully  considering  the  whole  suhjeet, 
and  sending  up,  in  the  following  year,  the  results  or  their  deliberations; 
and  more  especially,  while  keepmg  the  question  of  Union  entirely  open 
and  undecided,  the  Presbyteries  were  requested  to  send  up  their  opinion 
on  this  single  point,  viz.,  Whether  there  is  any  objection  in  principle  to 
the  formation  of  an  incorporating  Union  among  the  negotiating  Churches 
on  the  footiny  or  basis  of  the  WcstminstuT  Confession  of  Fuitli,  as  at  pre- 
sent accepted  by  the  said  Churches? 

In  regard  to  this  remit  to  the  Presbyteries,  the  report  made  to  the 
Supreme  Courts  in  1871  has  been  given  at  p.  19.  On  the  same  occa- 
sion the  Joint- Committee  further  stated  that,  whereas  in  certain 
Presbyteries  doabts  appeared  to  exist  as  to  whether  there  was  saiBeient 
evidence  to  show  that  the  Articles  of  Agreement,  or  principles  held  in 
common,  reported  under  the  first  head  of  programme,  really  repre- 
sented the  mind  of  the  negotiating  Churches,  steps  ought  to  be 
adoj)ted  by  the  Supreme  Courts  of  these  Churches,  to  take  all  grounds 
for  such  doubts  completely  away.  The  prompt  and  explicit  response 
made  by  each  of  the  Supreme  Conns  to  this  appeal — a  response  which 
gave  fort^  an  emphatic  assurance  of  the  precise  nature,  and  to  the  pre- 
cise effect,  which  the  Committee  sought — ^will  be  found  on  p.  19  of 
this  Report. 

PR0CEE3)INGS  SINCE  MAY,  1871. 
Having  thus  carried  on,  continuously,  the  narrative  of  the  Joint-Union 
Committee's  proceedings,  and  of  the  contemporaneous  action  of  tlieChurch 
Courts  on  the  same  subject,  from  18(>3  to  1871,  it  is  necessary  at  this 
point  to  make  special  reference  to  the  opposition  to  this  Union  movement 
which  had  meanwhile  arisen,  to  a  limited  extent,  in  the  Free  Church 
Union  Committee  itself,  and  to  an  extent,  somewhat  greater  in  pro- 
portion, in  the  Free  Church  at  large.  This  opposition  within  the  i  ree 
Church  Committee  took  its  moat  decided  t-bape  in  1867,  when  six  of  its 
members  withdrew  from  it  altogether ;  and,  outside  of  the  Committee, 
it  found  expression  both  in  Free  Chui'ch  Courts  and  among  a  consideiv 
able  section  of  the  Free  Church  people.  This  opposition  nad  become 
sufficiently  considerable  to  force,  especially  upon  the  General  Assembly 
of  the  Free  Church,  the  necessity  of  considering,  at  its  meeting  in 
1871,  how  far  it  was  consistent  with  Cliristian  expediency,  or  even 
with  the  interests  and  ultimate  success  of  the  Union  cause,  to  proceed, 
in  such  painful  circumstances,  any  further  for  the  present  towards  an 
incorporating  Union.  It  was  under  the  influence  of  views  and  feel- 
ings of  this  kind  that,  after  recording  its  "great  satisfaction  with  the 
result  reached  in  the  Reformed  Presbyterian  and  in  the  United  Pres- 
byterian Chnrches ;  .  .  .  that  their  Presbyteries  have  all  without 
exception  declared  their  opinion  that  there  is  no  objection  on  the 
ground  of  principle  to  an  incorporating  Union  among  the  negotiating 
Churches  on  the  footing  or  basis  of  the  Westminster  Standards  as  at 
present  accepted,"  etc.,  etc. ;  and  after  referring,  with  similar  gratifica- 
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tion,  to  the  assurauces  given  by  the  SynocU  of  theae  two  Oliarches  that 
the  comDion  principles  or  articles  of  agreament  do  fairly  represent  the 
principles  of  these  Churches ;  and  after  noticing  thia  large  measure  of 
iigreement  as  a  fact  which  appears  amply  to  justify  the  confident  ex- 
jtectations  that  the  Lord  will,  in  His  own  good  time  and  vay,  brine  the 
contemplated  Union  to  pass, — the  Free  Chnrch  General  Assembfy  of 
1871  felt  itself  called  on  "to  acknowledge  that  much  coosideratioa  is 
doe  to  the  difficulties  which  still  appear,  to  an  important  minority  of 
esteemed  and  honoured  brethren,  to  stand  in  the  way."  In  this  spirit 
the  same  Assembly  went  on,  in  its  deliverance,  to  say,  that — 

"  liaving  respect  to  the  great  deBirablenew  of  affording  adeqimte  opportnaity  to  all 
parties  calmfj'  and  folly  to  weigh  tbe  whole  import  and  benriiiK  of  the  opioion  pn>- 
DOUDced  hj  the  Presbyteries,  and  to  consider  the  position  and  duty  of  the  Church 
in  coonezioa  therewith,  the  Assembly,  in  re -appointing  tbe  Committee  as  they  now 
do,  instract  them,  instead  of  proceeding  to  the  further  conaideration  of  any  of  the 
■latten  ontstanding  under  the  programme  of  Heads  of  Inquiry,  to  direct  tbeir  atten- 
tioD  for  the  present  to  those  mesBurea  which  may  seem  beat  fitted  to  draw  the  nego- 
tJating  Chnrchea  into  closer  and  more  friendly  relations  to  one  another,  to  encourage 
nnd  facilitate  tbeir  co-operation,  and  thus,  while  allaying  the  heat  and  irritation  of 
(wntrarersy,  to  cultivate  that  more  intimate  knowledge  of  each  other,  and  to  call 
forth  and  cherish  those  mutual  sympathies  and  kindly  feelinga  which  cannot  fail, 
uuder  (jod,  to  promote  that  seeing  of  eje  to  eye,  and  that  coining  to  be  of  one  heart 
Hnil  one  soul,  which  ia  the  needful  and  fitting  preparation  forthe  more  perfect  union 
with  a  view  to  which  these  profonndly  important  negotiationa  hare  all  along  been 
carried  on." 

In  anticipation  of,  and  in  kindly  deference  to,  the  considerations 
which  prompted  the  Free  Church  Assunbly  to  follow  the  course  thus 
indicated,  the  United  Presbj-terian  Synod  of  tbe  same  year,  in  re-ap- 
pointing their  Union  Committee,  had  instructed  it  to  proceed  in  a  some- 
what corresponding  line.  The  Synod  of  the  Keformed  Presbyterian 
Church,  on  the  other  hand,  having  met  at  a  somewhat  earlier  date,  and 
when  the  reasons  for  midting  any  change  had  not-yet  appeared,  re- 
appointed their  Committee  in  terms  similar  to  those  of  previous  years, 
In  consequence  of  this  state  of  things  a  difficulty  arose  which  the  Re- 
formed Presbyterian  Committee  brought  before  the  Union  Committees 
of  the  Free  and  United  Presbyterian  Churches,  at  their  first  meeting 
thereafter,  by  the  following  minute : — 

"The  (Reformed  Pre8bjt«rian)  Committee  having  taken  into  consideration  the 
terms  of  the  motion  carried  at  Isat  meeting  of  Synod,  and  baving  compared  them 
with  tbe  terms  of  the  appointment  of  the  Committoea  of  Union  of  the  United 
Presbyterian  and  Free  Church  Committeea  respectively,  is  met,  at  the  ontset  of  the 
business  of  another  year,  by  the  difficulty  that,  while  the  United  Preabyterian  Synod 
appoints  its  Committee  '  with  instructions  to  consider  what  steps  ought  to  be  taken 
towards  the  formation  of  federal  relations  between  all  tbe  negotiating  Churches, 
and  otherwise  to  prosecute  the  negotiations  for  incorporating  Union;'  and  while 
the  Free  Church  Committee  is  '  inatruoted  to  direct  its  attention  to  those  measures 
which  may  seem  best  fitted  to  draw  the  negotiating  Churches  into  closer  and  more 
friendly  relations  with  one  another,  to  encourage  and  rfacilitate  their  cordial  co- 
operation,'— the  Committee  of  the  Reformed  Preabyterian  Church  are  simply 
appointed  to  '  consider,  along  with  tbe  Committees  of  the  other  Churches,  any 
further  step  by  which  the  movement  towards  Union  may  be  prudentiy  advanced, 
without  reference  to  federal  relations  or  measures  of  co-operation.' " 

In  brining  forward  this  difficulty,  the  Committee  of  the  Keformed 
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Presbyterian  Church  indicated  that  it  would  no  longer  embarrass 
them  if  they  were  allowed  to  assume,  that  the  rehitions  and  measures 
in  question  were  fairly  to  be  ckssed  among  the  steps  by  which 
"  Union  may  be  prudently  advanced."  In  response  to  this  appeal  the 
Free  Church  Union  Committee  adopted  the  foilowing  minute: — 

"That  while  tho  httaa  ontrhichan  incorporating  Unioa  ought  floalljtotake 
place  is  a  matter  vith  respect  to  irbich  some  of  the  members  guarded  them- 
Bclves  on  entering  this  Committee,  thej  are  all  agreed  that  the  measures  of  co- 
operation referred  to  in  tho  Act  (of  the  Free  Church  General  Agsembly)  were 
contemplated  by  the  Assembly  as  measnrea  intended  and  fitted  to  conduce  to 
ioeor[)orating  Union  of  tbe  Churches,  and  to  prepare  the  Churches  for  it ;  and  in 
this  vieT  of  them,  as  the  mind  of  the  Assembly,  and  as  implied  ia  the  nntore  of 
the  case,  the;  are  all  cordialty  prepared  to  proceed  in  the  consideration  of  these 
meaanrea  of  co-operation  which  may  moat  advantageously  be  adopted  by  Churches 
so  Bitnat«d." 

This  minute,  which  was  laid  before  the  Joint-Union  Committee, 
having  completely  satisfied  all  parties,  the  business  of  the  year  was 
at  once  proceeded  with. 

In  this  new  line  of  inquiry  on  which  the  Joint-Committee  entered, 
the  Free  Church  Committee,  at  the  instance  of  whose  Assembly  it 
had  been  adopted,  naturally  and  appropriately  undertook  the  responsi- 
bility of  suggesting  the  matters  which  the  inquiry  ought  to  embrace. 
These  were  three  in  number,  viz. : — 1.  The  training  of  ministers,  or, 
in  other  words,  the  consideration  of  the  question  how  fiir  it  might  be 
expedient  and  practicable  to  make  some  arrangement  by  which  the 
theological  students  of  any  one  of  the  Churches  might  be  allowed  to 
avail  themselves  of  some  part  of  the  teaching  in  tho  Halls  of  the  other 
Churches,  the  part  so  taken  being  allowed  to  count  as  an  equivalent 
for  some  corresponding  portion  of  the  curriculum  of  their  own  Church's 
Hall,  2.  The  mutual  and  reciprocal  eligibility  of  the  ministers  of 
fixed  charges  in  any  one  of  the  Churches  to  fixed  charges  in  any  of 
the  others.     3.  Co-operation  in  Home  and  Foreign  Missions. 

The  Joint-Committee  having  cordially  adopted  this  programme^ 
proceeded  at  once  to  investigate,  through  a  large  Sub-Committee, 
the  matters  which  it  embraced.  The  Beporta  of  the  several  sections  oi 
that  Sub-Committee  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix  to  this  Report, 
and  will  be  seen  to  contain  very  full  information  both  as  to  the 
existing  law  and  practice  of  the  several  negotiating  Churches  on 
each  of  the  three  subiects  specified,  and  also  as  to  the  practicability 
and  expediency  of  taking  joint  action  regarding  them. 

AVitn  respect  to  the  first  of  the  subjects  in  question — Ministerial 
Training — tne  Jointr^omraittee  reported  to  the  Supreme  Courts  in 
1872  that,  as  the  result  of  careful  mvestigation,  nothing  had  come 
out  "  to  affect  the  accuracy  of  tho  view  at  which  the  Committee 
had  arrived  in  18(!9,  when,  in  its  revised  and  completed  finding  on 
this  subject,  it  affirmed  that  the  Churches  '  are  entirely  at  one  iu 
their  desire  for  both  an  educated  and  pious  ministry';  that  their 
plans  for  this  purpose  are  Biihetantially  the  same ;  and  that  in 
pai'tlctilar  they  all  require  the  same  amount  of  preparation  before 
entering  the  Hall,  and  the  prosecution  of  the  same  studies  within 
the  Hall.' "     It  was  added,  that  while  this  general  concurrence  of 
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aimB  and  raetliods  "  wan-anted  the  hope  that  some  co-opei-ative 
meaeiiro  might  be  discovered  smd  adopted  by  which  the  Churchea 
could  derive  some  mutual  advantage  from  their  respective  Halls," 
the  Committee  was  not  in  circumatances  aa  yet  to  recommend  any 
definite  or  specific  proposal  for  that  end. 

Oh  the  subject  of  the  Jlutual  Eligibility  of  Ministers,  the  i-ecom- 
mendation  made  in  the  same  Keport  was  as  follows  : — 

"The  Committee  find  thftt  tlie  orderly  cfiUing  and  traoBlating  of  mioisten  of 
cbaT|;ee  in  any  one  of  the  negotinUag  Churches,  ou  the  footing  of  their  aigning 
the  FormulaB  of  the  Churcbee  into  which  thcj  are  thus  received,  would  creaM 
an  important  bond  of  sympathy  and  feUovahip  among  these  Churches ;  woald 
tend  powcrfullj  to  intereBt  them  in  each  other's  weUare  ;  and  would  promote 
their  co-operation  and  further  their  usefulnesi  in  adranciug  the  cause  and  king- 
dom of  their  common  Head  and  Lord ;  therefore  the  Joint- Committee  cooBioer 
it  to  bo  desirable  that  such  relatiooB  should  be  established  among  the  Churcbet 
which  tbej  represent;  and  they  accordingly  recomitieDd  that  this  matter  should 
be  brought  respectfully  under  the  notice  of  the  Supreme  Courta  of  their  Churches 
at  their  next  Dieeting." 

As  regards  the  third  head — Foreign  and  Home  Missions — the 
Reports  of  3872  dealt  only  with  the  former, — the  latter  being  then 
reserved  for  further  consideration.  The  resolutions  with  respect  to 
Foreign  MiBEions,  which  the  Joint-Committee  unanimously  and  corr 
diaily  adopted,  after  conference  held  through  their  Sub-Committee 
with  the  Foreign  Misaiona  Committees  of  the  Churches  concerned, 
will  be  found  id  the  Appendix  to  this  Keport.  They  are  seven  in 
number,  and  embrace  such  recommendations  as  the  following: — The 
holding  of  Joint  Conferences  from  time  to  time,  by  memhera  ap- 
pointed for  thia  purpose  by  the  severiil  Foreign  Missions  Committees, 
on  matters  of  common  interest ;  the  inserting  in  the  Missionary  Re- 
cords or  Magazines  of  the  several  Churches  of  notices  of  each  other's 
work  in  the  Foreign  Mission  field;  the  occasional  employment  of 
Joint  Deputations  in  stirring  up  the  Churches  in  behalf  of  the  mis- 
sionary cause :  the  taking  of  measures  with  a  view  to  a  common 
understanding  as  to  salaries  of  missionaries,  allowances,  furloughs, 
etc.,  especially  as  regards  those  labouring  in  the  same  field ;  the  hold- 
ing of  joint  missionary  conferences,  where  this  may  be  practicable,  in 
India,  China,  and  elsewhere:  the  holding  of  joint  meetings  of  the 
several  Mission  Boards  or  Committees  for  special  prayer;  and  lastly, 
that  the  first  of  these  recommendations— viz.,  that  of  Joint  Confer- 
ences by  delegates  appointtd  for  the  purpose — should  be  held  to 
apply  not  only  to  the  Foreign  Missions  Committees  uf  the  negotiating 
Cliurches,  but  also  to  the  Colonial  and  Continental  Committees 
nf  the  Free  Church. 

Tho  action  which  the  Supreme  Courfs  of  the  negotiating 
Churches  took  in  1872,  on  the  report  thus  briefly  describoa,  was  in 
entire  accordance  with  the  recommendations  the  Report  contained. 
1.  On  the  subject  of  Ministerial  Training  no  judgment  was  pro- 
nounced. 2.  On  that  of  "  the  Mutual  EhgibiUty  of  Ministers,"  the 
resolutions  adopted  by  the  several  Churches,  while  going  all  in  one 
direction,  were  not  identical.  Tho  English  Presbyterian  Church 
adopted  the  recommendation,  and  formally  resolved  "  in  future  to 
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receive  such  of  the  ministers  of  the  Reformed  and  United  Presby- 
terian Churches  as  may  be  called  to  charges  in  the  English  Presby- 
terian Church,  in  the  same  manner  in  -wLich  ministers  of  the  Free 
and  the  Irish  Presbyterian  Churches  have  hitherto  been  received." 
The  Reformed  Presbj-terian  Church  reciprocated  the  adoption  of  it, 
■which  had  already  taken  place  by  the  English  Presbyterian  Church. 
in  so  far  as  that  Church  is  concerned.-  In  a  similar  spirit,  the  Synod 
of  the  United  Presbyterian  Churoh  declared,  by  formal  enactment, 
"  that  ministers  in  the  other  negotiating  Churches  are  now  eligible 
to  vacancies  in  the  United  Presbyterian  Church."  The  General 
Assembly  of  the  Free  Church,  on  the  other  hand,  not  being  a 
cumulative  body,  like  the  three  Synods  now  named,  but"  only  repre- 
sentative of  the  Presbyteries,  adopted  the  only  course  which  was 
open  to  it  by  the  law  and  practice  of  the  Free  Church ;  that  is 
to  say,  the  Free  Church  Assembly  resolved  that  the  proposal  of  the 
Union  Committee  with  reference  to  the  Mutual  EHgibility  of  Ministers 
in  settled  charges  "  is  a  measure  specially  calculated  to  promote 
the  ends  for  which  the  Committee  was  appointed  last  year,  and 
being  in  harmony  with  the  relation  which  this  Church  already  sus- 
tains towards  sister  Presbyterian  Churches,  both  at  homo  and  in 
the  colonies,  is  one  that  ought  to  be  adopted,  and  they  accordingly 
direct  an  overture  to  be  prepared  and  sent  down  to  the  Presby- 
teries under  the  Barrier  Act,  adding  the  United  Presbyterian  and 
Reformed  Presbyterian  Churches  to  those  specified  in  mo  Act  1850 
as  holding  this  relation."  The  Clerks  of  Assembly  were  directed 
to  prepare  this  Act  accordingly,  and  otherwise  to  take  the  steps 
necessary  to  carry  out  the  Assembly's  resolution — all  which  was 
subsequently  done.  3.  On  the  subject  of  Foreign  Missions,  the 
recommendations  made  by  the  Committee  were  cordially  approved 
of  by  the  Supreme  Courts  of  all  the  negotiating  Churches,  out  in 
accordance  with  a  resolution  of  the  Free  Church  Assembly,  action 
in  connexion  with  these  recommendations  has  been  postponed  till  the 
mind  of  the  Free  Church  on  the  second  fundamental  part  of  this 
scheme  of  co-operation  should  be  ascertained. 

The  Union  Committees  of  the  several  negotiating  Churches 
having  been  all  re-appointed — that  of  the  Free  Church  under  a 
special  instruction  to  bring  up  to  the  Assembly  of  1873  a  final 
Report  on  all  the  matters  contained  in  the  remit  of  the  Assembly 
of  1871— it  now  only  remains  to  notice  the  proceedings  which 
have  occupied  tho  attention  of  the  Jointr-Union  Committee  during 
the  current  year. 

The  only  matters  imder  the  programme  of  tho  preceding  year 
which  it  still  remained  to  consider  and  dispose  of  were  those  of 
Ministerial  Training  and  Home  Missions.  On  the  former  of  these 
two  subjects,  the  Committee,  after  full  deliberation,  came  unani- 
mously to  tho  conclusion  that,  while  granting  its  great  importance, 
and  the  desirableness  of  havjng  a  united  system,  "  any  adjustment 
of  it  should  be  postponed  at  presenl."  Ou  the  subject  of  Home 
Missions,  it  appeared  to  the  Committee  that  many  and  strong 
reasons  existed  for  the  adoption  of  co-operative  measures  in  con- 
nexion with  it,  and  that  there  did  not  appear  to  be  any  difficulties 
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of  a  nature  to  binder  such  measures  from  being  carried  into  prac- 
tical effect.  In  dispoaiug  of  this  subject  the  Committee  dealt  ^ith 
it  under  the  twofold  arrangement  of  the  Lowlands  and  the  High- 
lands, under  which  Home  Mission  operations  are  carried  on  in  tile 
Free  Church.  But  the  Committee  did  not  confine  itself  to  tiie 
Home  field.     It  appeared,  after  much  earnest  conference  on  the 

£3int,  that  co-operation  was  hardly  less  called  for  in  the  vast 
olonial  poBsessions  of  the  British  Crown  and  on  the  continent  of 
Europe,  where  all  the  negotiating  Churches  have  an  open  door,  and 
a,  great  work  set  before  them.  The  result  of  their  consultations  on 
this  whole  branch  of  their  inquiries  was  finally  embodied  in  a  series 
■of  resolutionB  which  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix. 

CONCLUSION. 

The  Joint-Union  Committee  have  thus  traced,  as  briefly  as  tlie 
nature  of  the  case  admitted  of,  the  progress  of  their  ten  years' 
work.  They  are  deeply  conscious  of  much  imperfection  and  of 
many  shortcomings,  in  discharging  the  difficult  and  responsible 
duty,  which  the  Churches  they  have  the  honour  to  represent,  com- 
mitted to  their  hands.  It  is  their  comf ort,/however,  to  be.  able  to 
^iherish  humbly  and  thankfully  the  conviction  that  it  has  been 
throughout  tlieir  prayerful  desire  and  aim  to  discover  and  to  do 
their  Lord's  will.  When  they  entered  on  their  task,  it  was  in  the 
midBt,  to  all  human  appearauce,  not  merely  of  unanimity  bnt  of 
enthnsiasm  on  the  part  of  all  the  Churches  concerned.  It  has  pleased 
Him  who  is  over  all  to  permit  the  fond  hopes,  to  which  such  a  begin- 
niog  was  so  well  fitted  to  give  birth,  to  be  painfully  disappointed ; 
bat  only,  as  the  Committee  firmly  believe,  for  a  time.  The  Church 
«f  Christ,  at  all  periods  of  her  history,  has  had  occasion  to  remem- 
ber, and  to  realize,  the  memorable  saying  of  the  great  Teacher  sent 
from  God,  that  except  a  corn  of  wheat  fall  into  the  ground  and 
die,  it  abideth  a!one,  but  that  if  it  die  it  bringetb  forth  much  fruit. 
This  seed  of  Union  needed,  perhaps,  to  be  sown  in  tears,  that  the  long 
and  sinfully  divided  Churches  might  be  rightly  prepared  to  reap  its 
rich  harvest  in  joy.  So  glorious  a  result  as  that  which  these  Union 
negotiations  have  had  in  view — ^the  heaUng  of  some  of  the  sorest 
breaches  of  our  Scottish  Zion — was  a  cup  so  brimful  of  blessing  as  per- 
haps to  require  that  the  hand  that  was  to  carry  it  should  first  be  steadied 
by  the  discipline  of  a  panful  trial.  Of  one  thing  the  Committee  feel 
assured, — that  the  labour  bestowed  on  an  object  so  dear  to  the'  Saviour's 
heart  as  that  of  the  manifested  unity  of  His  Church  and  people  cannot  be 
altogether  for  naught  and  in  vain.  That  labour  has  arrested  attention  upon 
divisions  which  are  not  only  a  great  evil,  but  which,  especially  in  these 
critical  and  eventful  times,  constitute  also  a  great  peril  for  Christ's  king 
dom  and  cause.  It  has  done  more, — it  has  shown  that  while  there  ace 
grounds  as  numerous  as  they  are  cogent  and  strong  for  bringing 
the  evil  to  an  end,  there  are  none  which — ^viewed  in  the  light 
whether  of  right  reason  or  Scripture  principle — either  necessitate 
or  even  justiiy  its  continuance. 

It  is  profoundly  true,  as  the  Committee  have  been  made  to  feel, 
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that  in  workiug  out  the  ends  of  Hia  holy  providence,  the  way  of 
the  Most  High  is  in  the  deep,  and  His  path  in  the  great  waters,  and 
His  footsteps  are  not  known.  They  would  <  therefore  desire  to  be 
still,  and  to  know  that  He  ie  God.  Meanwhile  they  devoutly  and 
gratefully  recognize  Hia  good  hand  upon  them  in  making  them  the 
means  of  developing  and  demonstratmg  that  thorough  agreement 
of  the  Churches  concerned  on  all  questions  vital  to  them  as 
Churches  of  Christ  which  this  Report  exhibits,  and  in  granting  to 
the  members  of  the  Joint-Committee  tnemselves,  the  spiritua!  edi- 
fication and  heartfelt  joy,  which  their  long  and  truly  fraternal  inter- 
course has  so  richly  Bupplied.  Bonds,  uiey  doubt  not,  have  thuH 
been  formed  between  both  them  and  the  Churches  they  represent. 
which  time  will  only  strengthen  and  perpetuate,  and  which  cannot 
fail  more  fully  to  predispose  and  prepare  them  for  that  incorporating 
ecclesiastical  Umon  which  cannot  be  far  off,  anil  for  which,  moi-e 
than  ever,  they  long  and  pray.

PETITION  AGAINST  CONTAGIOUS  DISEASES  ACT. 

Unto  the  Honourable  the  Commons  of  Great  Britain  and 
Ibelakd  in  Parliament  assembled. 
The  Petition  of  the  Synod  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church, 
representing  611  Congregations  and  182,810  Members  in 
Chutch  Communion, 
Humbly  Sheweth, 

That  the  Contagious  Diseases  Acts  of  1864, 
1866,  and  1869  have  repeatedly  been  brought  under  the  considera- 
tion of  the  Synod,  and  have  received  its  unanimous  and  emphatic 
condemnation: 

First,  Because  they  are  opposed  to  morahty  as  involving  the 
national  sanction  to  prostitution,  inasmuch  as  they  provide  for  the 
Government  superintendence  of  profligate  women  in  their  immoral 
course  of  hfe,  that  they  may  be  enabled  to  prosecute  it  %vith 
impunity  to  their  guilty  associates. 
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Second,  Because  they  invade  the  peraonal  liberty  of  the  auhject, 
as  they  Bummarily  deprive  these  nnhappy  women  of  power  over 
their  own  pereone,  subject  them  to  degrading  and  infamous  treat- 
ment ;  and  further,  as  they  expose  women  who  are  not  of  that  class 
to  imprisonment  and  revolting  indignities  ou  the  suspicion  of  a, 
policeman,  which  may  have  no  other  ground  than  mistake  or  malice. 

Third,  Because  they  brutalize  and  harden  the  depraved  women 
who  are  subjected  to  them,  and  induce  in  them  the  idea  tha,t,  being 
certificated  to  follow  their  evil  course,  they  occupy  a  privileged  posi- 
tion of  Government  protegies ;  while,  by  the  manner  in  which  tiiese 
Acts  are  earned  ou^  other  women  are  drawn  into  submission  to 
them  without  knowing  its  real  and  full  import,  to  their  irreparablo 
injury  and  the  furtherance  of  immorality. 

Fourth,  Because  similar  Acts  have  long  been  in  operation  in 
France  and  other  countries,  and  their  effects  have  not  been  to 
abate  disease  but  to  foster  vice,  to  the  Jamentable  increase  of 
licentiousness  and  physical  degeneracy  of  the  race  in  those 
countries. 

For  these  reasons  your  Petitioners  eamestly'pray  your  Honour- 
able House  to  adopt  the  motion  set  down  for  the  21st  current  by 
Mr  Fowler,  for  the  immediate  and  total  repeal  of  these  Acts. 
And  your  Petitioners  will  ever  pray.

PROPOSED  MISSION  TO  JAPAN. 

The  Church  has  been  fully  apprised  of  a  proposition,  which  has  met 
with  the  unanimous  and  cordial  recommendation  of  the  Foreign  Com- 
mittee of  the  Mission  Board,  that  the  Synod  should  undertake  a  mission 
to  Japan.  At  its  meeting  in  1872  the  Supreme  Court  had  its  attention 
drawn  to  this  subject,  and  remitted  to  the  Foreign  Committee  the 
question  relating  to  the  toleration  of  Christianity  in  Japan,  with  instruc- 
tions to  memorialize  Her  Majesty's  Government  in  favour  of  such 
interposition  on  behalf  of  religious  liberty  there,  as  would  tend  to  the 
abolition  of  those  edicts  fvhich  had  for  generations  been  in  force  against 
the  propagation  of  the  Christian  religion.  In  considering  this  subject 
under  the  light  of  accnmuluting  information,  the  Committee  was  led  to 
revert  to  the  wider  reference  of  their  minute  of  last  year ;  and  they  did 
so  under  the  distinct  assurance,  that  no  negative  had  been  expressed  in 
the  Synod,  in  reference  to  our  actual  entrance  into  Japan  as  an 
additional  mission  field.  Accordinf^ly,  under  the  direct  sanction  of  the 
Committee,  application  has  been  made  for  a  preliminary  fund;  and  a 
response  has  oeen  returned,  of  a  kind  so  prompt  and  liberal  as  to 
encourage  the  Board  to  come  before  the  Synod  with  the  same  unques- 
tioning   expectation  of  its  acquiescence,   as   when,   on  two  -separate 
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occasions,  their  predecessors  laid  on  the  table  proposals  to  initiate 
missions  in  India  and  China.  In  the  present  instance  the  preliminary 
subscriptions  largely  exceed  those  which  were  obtained  in  originating 
our  other  two  missions  to  the  East.  The  amount  already  secured  is 
£9812,  and  all  this  from  a  limited  number  of  persons ; — the  jChurch  at 
large  having  the  prospect,  at  the  close  of  the  year,  of  entering  into 
fellowship  with  the  existing  subscribers  in  the  form  of  a  Kew  Year's 
offering,  to  be  gathered  by  the  young  people  of  our  congregations. 

Encouragements  afforded  by  our  oicrt  History. 

Our  own  history  as  a  missionary  Church  has  encouraged  us  to 
enlarge  the  place  of  our  tent,  and  to  stretch  forth  the  curtains  of  our 
habitations.  We  have  strengthened  our  stakes  just  in  proportion  as  we 
liave  lengthened  our  cords.  W^e  have  gone  out  into  "  the  field,"  which 
is  "  the  world,"  in  different  directions.  We  have  broken  forth  on  the 
right  hand  and  on  the  left.  The  result  of  this  enlarged  enterprise 
has  been  the  expansion  of  effort  to  sustain  onr  Inner  Mission  as  a 
Church;  for  under  that  name  we  may  justly  comprehend  onr 
augmented  eflForts  in  more  recent  years,  to  aid  oar  feebler  congrega- 
tions, many  of  them  doing  our  work  in  rural  districts,  where  our 
presence  is  required.  The  Foreign  Mission,  as  has  often  been  justly 
urged,  preceded  the  Inner  Mission  of  our  Church,  and  prompted  its 
very  existence.  But,  apart  from  this  happy  reaction  on  the  general 
liberality  of  the  Church,  originating  in  our  foreign  undertakings. 
these,  instead  of  being  weakened  by  expansion,  have  grown  in  strength 
as  well  as  in  number.  Our  older  missions  are,  ail  of  them,  stronger 
than  they  were,  when  we  first  went  into  India,  stimulated  into  duty  by 
the  Mutiny.  The  Indian  mission  is  now,  even  in  European  agency, 
twice  as  strong  as  when  we  went  to  China;  since  then  its  native 
agency  has  increased  fourfold ;  and  now,  when  we  propose  laying 
among  Easterns  the  foandations  of  a  third  mission,  we  do  so  with  a 
growing  native  agency  in  Jamaica,  in  Caiabar,  and  in  Caffreland, 
which  not  only  constitutes  much  of  the  strength  we  possess,  in  those 
three  fields,  but  fulfils  some  of  the  conditions  which  justify  the 
expansion  of  our  circle.  Every  new  step  we  have  taken  in  multiply- 
ing our  liabilities  has  led  to  the  increase  of  our  resources,  instead  of 
involving  us  in  straits.  In  the  year  1858,  when  our  Foreign 
missionary  expenditure  was  £17,286,  and  our  staff  of  educated  agents 
abroad  numbered  100,  including  35  European  missionaries,  we 
entered  into  the  Indian  field.  Four  years  later,  when  our  expenditare 
abroad  was  £20,461,  and  our  educated  agents  were  137,  of  whom  43 
European,  we  entered  China;  and  now,  eleven  years  later,  with  an 
income  of  £33,081  (including  what  cornea  from  reserved  funds),  with 
an  educated  agency  of  291  persons,  no  less  than  51  of  that  number 
being  Europeacs,  we  propose  to  go  into  the  empire  of  Japan,  with  a 
guarantee  of  nearly  £10,000  for  the  first  five  years.  During  this 
period  of  progress  our  Forwgn  Fund  has  risen  from  £17,286  to 
£33,081 ;  Uie  nnmber  of  our  European  agents  has  been  raised  from 
35  to  51 ;  and  of  our  native  agents,  schoolmasters,  catechista,  and 
evangelists  from  65  to  240.  At  the  three  dates  specified,  onr 
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Synodical  income  devoted  to  Home  ohjects,  by  Synodical  Committees, 
has  consisted  of  these  three  progreaaive  sums — in  1858,  £7,684;  in 
1862,  £14,993  ;  and  in  1873,  £26,954.  For  the  same  three  years  the 
total  contributions  of  the  Church  foy  all  pnrposes  has  been — in  1858, 
£171,757*;  in  1862,  £202,875;  and  in  1872,  £330,953,  an  income 
which  amounts  to  £900  a  day.  These  figures  demonstrate  that  any 
financial  difScnlty  connected  with  the  new  mission  must  be  conjured 
up,  not  by  the  experience  of  the  past,  and  not  by  any  eminent  faith 
either  in  God,  or  in  the  reaonrces  or  good  faith  of  His  people. 

Special  Claims  of  Japan. 

Surely  those  isles  are  waiting  for  that  message  with  which  we 
arc  entrusted  ;  and  we  are  bound,  as  a  Church,  having  had  our  atten- 
tion 80  specially  summoned  to  this  field,  to  consider  the  inviting 
and  commanding  circumstaucea  which  call  us'  to  enter.  We  have 
already  the  sanction  of  that  aggressive  and  universal  commission, 
which  embraces  not  merely  the  globe,  but  every  tribe  and  every  human 
creature  within  its  deepest  recesses,  and  on  its  most  distant  shores. 
If  there  be  limits  within  which  the  Church  of  Christ  must  concentrate 
her  work,  these  limits  are  prescribed  simply  by  the  narrowness  of  her 
own  enterprise,  and  not  by  any  restricted  range  in  het  commiesion. 
If  she  mnat  converge  and  centralize  on  only  a  few  fields,  it  ia  because 
of  her  own  limited  zeal  and  feeble  faith.  The  commission  speaks  of 
dispersion  and  diffusion,  much  more  directly  than  of  centralization. 
When  we  find  a  people,  like  the  Japanese,  inhabiting  salubrious  and 
fertile  islands,  far  advanced  in  civilization,  hitherto  secluded  from  the 
rest  of  the  race,  suddenly  throwing  open  their  harbours  and  their 
cities  to  men  of  all  nations '  when  wg  are  told  not  merely  of  their 
inviting  chmate,  of  their  love  of  order,  of  their  soft  and  not  formidable 
language,  but  of  their  intense  inquisitiveness,  and  their  readiness  to 
adopt  Western  ideas  and  improvements;  especially  when  we  see  them 
relaxing  their  grasp  of  their  national  religion,  and  consider  that  the 
alternative  before  them,  for  which  to  the  extent  of  our  influence  we. 
are  responsible,  ia  either  the  acceptance  of  the  truth  or  a  fresh  lease 
of 'ruinoDS  error,  new  or  old  ;  when,  in  a  word,  we  see  theia  already 
poasessing,  or  rapidly  acquiring  every  nntional  advantage  except  the 
Gospel ;  when  commerce  and  acience  are  freely  entering,  and  diffus- 
ing their  gifta  to  them  every  day,  auggesting  a  future  maritime  great- 
ness suited  to  their  position  in  the  eastern  hemisphere, — are  we  to 
hesitate,  as  if  oar  call  to  enter  into  that  empire,  with  our  message 
from  the  Lord  of  the  whole  earth,  were  doubtful  and  uncertain? 
If  our  call  be  doubtful,  let  us  at  least  give  that  great  people  the 
benefit  of  the  doubt;  and  while  we  stimulate  our  consciences  by 
looking  afresh  at  the  immeasurable  fields,  before  us  in  India  and 
China,  let  us  also  hear  the  startling  and  sudden  cry  for  help  to  Japan, 
and  find  encouragement  in  sending  that  help,  from  Christ's  commission 
and  from  the  interpretation  of  it  given  by  the  apostles. 
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A  glance  at  certain 
Tli«  general  jmd  cordial  approbation  with  which  this  proposal  has  been 
hiuled  renders  it  unnecessary  to  dwell  on  supposed  difnculties  or  objec- 
tions standing  In  the  way.  Yet  the  Foreign  Miasiou  Cominittee  would 
not  have  it  understood  that  tliey  have  not  looked  at  every  possible  objec- 
tion. It  is  not  to  be  doubted,  but  that  the  section  of  India,  to  which  we 
were  guided,  after  considering  many  providential  indications,  could  afford 
room  eiTough  for  more  missionaries  than  we  are  likely  to  send  abroad  for 
many  years  to  come,  unless  our  contributions,  and  missionary  candidates, 
he  multiplied  by  some  new  and  blessed  iilapse  of  zeal.  In  regard  to 
Northern  China,  moreover,  we  have  the  testimony  of  one  who  knows  it  as 
fully  as  any  European,  that  it  would  afford  scope  and  opportunity  to  our 
entire  ministry  should  every  pastor  in  onr  Church  devote  himseu  hence- 
forward to  gospel  work  in  China.  Much  is  the  testimony  of  Dr  Williamson, 
who,  notwithstanding,  hails  with  joy  and  thanks  our  proposal  to  go  into 
Japan.  Many  considerations  besides  the  area  and  population  open  to  a 
Church  must  be  taken  into  accQimt,  in  deciding  tlie  question  as  to  the 
number  of  countries,  or  the  number  of  points  in  a  country,  wliere  a 
Church  should  kindle  the  heavenly  light,  in  the  hope  that  when  kindled 
it  will  spread.  The  concentration  of  our  agencies  on  a  few  points,  and 
the  consolidation  of  the  work  where  these  agencies  are  at  work,  is  nn- 

Juestionably  more  wise  and  practical,  than  to  dilute  our  influence  and 
isperse  our  force  at  too  many  positions,  far  distant  from  each  other.  Yet 
the  degree  of  concentration  on  the  one  hand,  and  of  diffusion  on  the  other, 
which  is  most  effective,  involves  the  whole  question;  and  this  cannot  be 
safely  determined  without  taking  into  account  a  multitude  of  coneddera- 
tions,  to  which  justice  can  be  done  only  by  prayerful  and  practical  wisdom. 
The  number  of  mission  fields  to  be  occupied  by  the  Church  depends  partly 
on  the  number  of  such  fields  that  are  truly  open  to  the  Church.  Are  we 
to  pray  for  the  opening  of  fields,  ivithout  any  thought  of  entering  them 
wheu  they  are  thrown  open?  Are  we  to  wait  tilt  funds  be  spontane- 
ously offered  without  asking  themt  or  are  we  to  hold  back  our  funds, 
until  we  see  the  men  on  whose  commission  and  support  they  are  to  be 
expended?  Do  not  men,  in  every  enterprise,  augment  their  resources 
and  increase  their  success,  not  by  waiting  till  these  come,  by  some  happy 
accident,  to  their  hands,  but  by  dint  of  trying  to  do  more?  And  is  it 
not  a  solemn  question  for  the  Church,  as  it  is  for  our  missionary  contri- 
butors and  missionary  candi<lates,  whether  the  very  proposal  to  enter  into 
Japan,  so  mysteriously  shut  hitherto,  but  now  so  surprisingly  thrown  open, 
wiU  not  induce  many  to  say:  "\Te  shall  sustain  such  a  mbsion;"  and 
prompt  one  after  another,  moved  by  the  Spirit  of  God,  to  say:  _"  I  will  go 
m  the  strength  of  the  Lord." 

A  consideration,  demanding  more  deference  than  the  supposed  lack 
of  means,  relates  to  the  want  of  men.  The  time  has  come  when  we  must 
ask  labourers  for  the  harvest  more  earnestly  than  ever  from  God.  This 
new  mission  will  provide  new  occasion  for  recourse  to  prayer,  reminding 
us  that,  for  this  God  will  be  inquired  of  by  us,  to  do  it  for  us.  We  need 
the  men,  hut  stdl  further  we  need  the  new  errand  to  the  Throne.     If  onr 

Church  is  to  be  a  blessing  to  Japan,  we  may  be  assured  Japan  will  be- 

ctmie  a  blessing  to  our  Church. 
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Though  the  heathen  world,  as  it  lies  open  to  the  Universal  Chnrch, 
and  as  it  is  at  this  hour  occupied  hy  her  missionaries,  would  afford  scope 
for  all  these  missionaries  though  muliiplied  an  hundredfold;  would  that 
justify  the  Church  of  God  in  simply  saying,  "  Our  hands  are  full,  our 
harvest  is  boundless,  and  our  labourers  are  few?"  This  would  indeed  ex- 
press the  case  precisely  as  it  stands,  in  relation  to  ourselves;  but  would 
it  justify  Christendom  at  large,  or  would  it  justify  ub  in  saying :  "  Our 
men  and  our  resources  are  so  pre-occupied,  that  we  cannot  enter  into 
newly  opened  fields?"  One  answer  to  such  hesitating  loyalty  to  the 
commission  would  be  this,  that  the  men,  and  the  resources,  would  be  more 
likely  to  be  laid  hold  of  by  a  spirit  of  faith,  than  by  a  spirit  of  despair ; 
hut  the  true  answer  to  this  hopeless  spirit  would  be  found  in  the  prin- 
ciples and  the  example  of  the  Apostles,  who  had  all  full  scope  for  their 
energies  in  Palestine,  or  perhaps  in  Jerusalem  itself,  but  who,  though 
only  twelve  iu  number,  instead  of  concentrating  and  consolidating  at 
a  few  points,  viewed  their  commission  as  pointing  conspicuously  to  dis- 
persion and  diffusion,  and  accordingly  preached  tlie  gospel  "as  a  witness 
unto  all  nations;"  so  that,  at  no  late  etage  of  their  career,  the  most  widely 
travelled  of  them  all  could  testify  that  the  message  had  been  "  preached 
to  every  nation  that  is  under  heaven."  Who  can  look  at  their  course  and 
doubt  that,  if  Japan  had  been  as  accessible  to  thi;m,  as  it  is  now  to  us, 
some  one  of  them  at  least  would  have  boldly  and  hopefully  entered 
iu?  The  conclusion  is  irresistible  now,  when  that  empire  is  open,  and 
when  we  remember  that  our  commission,  in  its  meaning,  in  its  authority, 
and  in  its  range  and  comprehension,  is  identical  with  tkeirs,  "  Go  ye  into 
all  the  world,  and  preach  the  g>>spi^I  to  every  creature."  The  one  great 
question  which  remains  unanswered  is,  "Who  will  go  for  us^"  And  if, 
in  helping  to  answer  it,  the  Sjniod  could  search  out  its  foremost  man; 
first  in  all  the  gifts  and  graces,  supereminent  in  wisdom,  in  piety, 
in  talents,  and  acquirements;  and  should  say  to  that  man,  "Go,"  he 
would  honour  himself,  aud  would  not  overestimate  the  Mission,  by  re- 
linquishing his  present  position,  however  elevated  that  may  be,  aod 
sayiog,  *'  Here  am  I,  send  me."

MEMORIAL  AND  PETITION  ANENT  ASSESSMENTS  FOR 
PARISH  CHURCHES  IN  SCOTLAND. 

To  the  Right  Honourable  WlLLiAM  EwART  Gladstone,  Firet 
Lord  of  the  Treasury,  &c., 
The  Memorial  of  the  Synod  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church, 
agreed  to  at  their  meeting  in  Edinburgh,  on  the  20th  day 
of  May,  1873, 
Humbly  Sbeweth, 

Tour  Memorialists  represent  a  church  having 
610  congregations  in  Scotland,  and  embracing  a  memberahip  of 
about  180^000  pexaonB, 

The  members  of  the  church  raise  ansually,  for  the  snpport  of 
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their  religious  institutions,  a  som  of  upwards  of  £310,000.  But  while 
providing  liberally  for  their  ecclesiastical  buildings,  and  for  the  sup- 
port of  their  ininisters  and  other  religions  purposes,  many  of  them 
are  subject  to  aesesaineat  for  building  and  maiotaining  the  churches 
and  manses  and  for  providing  and  enlarging  the  glebea  of  ministers 
of  the  Established  Church. 

That  church  is  greatly  more  numerous  than  the  United  Pres- 
byterian Church.  It  includes,  indeed,  upwards  of  one-third  of 
the  people  of  Scotland,  and  among  these  the  great  bulk  of  the 
wealthier  clasBes, 

But  while  thus  numerous  and  wealthy,  the  burdens  falling  on 
the  members  in  connection  with  the  support  of  religions  institu- 
tions are  small,  when  compared  with  those  borne  by  the  members 
of  the  great  Dissenting  Churches  of  the  country. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  whole  revenue  of  the  Church  of  Scot- 
land, including  the  legal  provision  for  ministers,  and  voluntary 
subscriptions,  does  not  exceed  £350,000,  whereas'  the  United 
Presbyijerian,  and  the  Free  Church,  and  the  other  dissenting 
Presbyterian  Churches  raise  annually,  by  voluntary  subscriptioB, 
a  sum  not  less  than  £800,000, 

That  the  members  of  these  chiu-ches  should  be  subject  to  as- 
sessment for  the  ecclesiastical  buildings  and  glebes  of  another 
church,  especially  of  one  so  much  more  wealthy,  and  bearing  a 
burden  so  light  compared  to  that  borne  by  them,  is  felt  to  be 
most  iniquitable.  Such  assessments,  iniquitable  and  oppressive  in  their 
nature,  have  weighed  most  heavily  on  many  members  of  this  church. 

Although  these  assessments  differ  in  the  mode  in  which  they 
are  laid  on,  and  in  their  first  incidence,  from  Church  Rates  in 
England,  your  Memorialists  fail  to  perceive  any  such  difference 
in  principle  between  them  as  to  render  it  iair  and  equitable  that 
Church  Kates  having  been  abolished  in  England,  these  assessments 
should  be  continued  in  Scotland. 

The  abolition  of  compulsory  Church  Rates  in  England  has  been 
found  most  advantageous  in  allaying  the  bitterness  of  feeling  be- 
twefen  Churchmen  and  Dissenters,  while  it  has  done  but  little  to 
diminish  the  proceeds  of  the  rates,  since  by  many  they  are  vol- 
untarily paid,  oy  whom,  when  payment  was  comptilsory,  they  were 
strenuously  resisted. 

Your  Memorialists  do  not  doubt  that  the  abolition  of  compul- 
sary  assessments  in  Scotland  would  be  found  equally  beneBcial. 

Two  years  ago,  Mr  Duncan  M'Laren  introduced  a  Bill  into 
Parliament  for  the  abolition  of  compulsory  assessments.  That 
Bill  was  received  with  the  greatest  satisfaction  by  your  Memo- 
rialists, who  presented  a  petition  to  Parliament  in  support  of  it, 
but  it  was  opposed  by  the  Lord  Advocate,  and  withdrawn  by  Mr 
M'Laren  on  the  understanding,  which  your  Memorialists  shared 
with  him,  that  Government  would  early  deal  with  the  matter, 
Yoiu'  Memorialists  have  anxioTisly  awaited  what  they  regarded  as 
the  promised  measnre  of  Covemment,  and  it  is  not  vrithout  much 
surprise  and  disappointment  that  they  now  learn  that  the  Lord 
Advocate  disclaims  any  euch  promise  as  he  was  understood  to 
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have  made,  tbat  be  repi-eaents  his  undertaking  to  have  been  that 
he  woold  deal  with  the  matter  vrhen  a  reasonable  opportunity 
presented  itself  but  as  to  the  time  when  that  would  occur,  he  is 
not  yet  in  a  position  to  give  any  definite  reply. 

Your  Memorialists  are  at  a  loss  to  understand  why  it  should  be  difE- 
cnlt  to  £ud  dme  to  deal  with  a  matter  affecting  the  rights  and  conscience 
of  manv  of  the  people  of  Scotland  wlien  there  eeems  no  want  of  time 
for  dealing  with  measures  affecting  other  parts  of  the  empire,  and  espe> 
cially  Ireland.  But  they  cannot  avoid  perceiving  that  the  attention  of 
Government  is  not  given  to  measures  in  proportion  to  their  inherent 
claims,  but  that  that  is  conceded  to  violence  and  ablation  which  is 
denied  to  respectful  representation,  urged  only  by  sound  argument  and 
temperate  statement,  although  proceeding  from  those  who  have  been  the 
steady  and  reliable  supporters  of  order  and  of  Liberal  Government. 
Your  Memorialists  respectfully  request  that  you  will  not  allow  a  matter 
which  seriously  affects  the  rights  and  conscience  of  many  of  the  people 
of  Scotland  to  remain  longer  without  satisfactory  settlement.

To  the  Honotu-able  the  Ooumons  of  Geb:at  Britain  and 
IsELAKD,  in  Parliament  assembled, 
The  Petition  of  the  Synod  of  the  U.P.  Chiucb,  met  at  Edinburgh 
on  20th  May,  1873, 
Humbly  Sheweth, 

That  two  years  ago  a  Bill  was  introduced  into  Parliament 
for  the  Abolitiou  of  Compulsory  Assessments  for  Erecting  and  Main- 
taining Churches  and  Manses,  and  for  Providing  and  Enlarging  Glebes. 
That,  regarding  these  assessments  as  unjust  and  oppressivs,  your 
Petitioners  welcomed  said  Bill  with  the  hveuest  satisfaction,  and  pre- 
sented a  Petition  to  your  Honourable  House  in  support  of  it. 

That  said  Bill  was  withdrawn  on  the  understanding,  which  your 
Petitioners  shared  with  the  cooutry  generally,  that  Government  would 
early  deal  with  the  matter ;  that  your  Petitioners  have  anxiously  waited 
what  they  regarded  as  the  promised  measure  of  the  Government,  and 
that  it  is  not  without  much  surprise  and  disappointment  that  they  leam 
from  the  recent  statement  of  the  Lord  Advocate  that  tbe  Government 
is  not  prepared  to  deal  with  the  matter. 

That,  considering  the  essential  injustice  of  these  assessments,  and 
that  by  recent  legislation  compulsory  assessments  for  similar  purposes  in 
Enghuid  have  been  abolished,  your  Petitioners  earnestly  trust  uiat  legisla- 
tion in  regard  to  these  assessments  in  Scotland  may  be  no  longer  delayed. 
May  it  therefore  please  your  Honourable  Hoose  to  take  steps  for  the  ini- 
mediate  abolition  of  assessments  for  erecting  and  maintaining  Churches 
and  Manses,  and  for  providii^  and  enlarging  Glebes,  in  Scotland. 
And  your  ^titioners  will  ever  pray.

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REPORT  ON  ROYAL  PROCLAMATIONS  OF  FASTS,  Etc. 

The  Committee,  in  fulfilling  inBtructions  to  "  watch  over  the  form 
in  whioh  Prociamatiojis  may  be  issuetl  in  future,  and  to  report  im- 
provements they  may  obaerve  or  eecure,"  have  embraced  opportoni- 
ties  of  making  suitable  representations  to  those  in  authority,  with  a 
view  to  the  further  improvement  of  the  stylo  conceded  29th  June, 
1869,  especially  by  brmgiug  it  into  the  form  of  simple  invitation ; 
and  it  ia  with  satisiactioQ  they  report  that  this  object  has  been 
gained.  Following  up  previous  representations,  a  foi-mal  Memorial, 
dated  14th  January,  1873,  was  addressed  to  the  Right  Honom-able 
the  Home  Secretary,  which  obtained  hie  best  attention,  and  was 
submitted  by  him  to  the  consideration  of  the  Government,  with 
the  result  of  securing  the  exclusive  use  of  the  language  of  in- 
vitation in  future  Proclamations.  The  following  is  the  reply  to 
the  Memorial : — 

Home  Office,  Wiitehall,  4tk  March,  1S73. 

Sir,-;- With  reference  to  the  Memorial  which  you  forwarded  on 
tlie  Slst  of  January  from  a  Committee  of  the  United  Presbyterian 
Synod,  praying  that  in  all  Royal  Proclamations  of  Fasts  or  Thanks- 
livings  the  word  "invite"  maybe  substituted  for  "exhort,"  I  axi 
lesired  by  Mr  Bruce  to  state  that  the  matter  has  received  the  at- 
tention of  the  Government;  and  a  note  has  been  made  of  the 
humble  request  of  the  Memorialists,  in  order  that  on  the  next  occa- 
sion the  desired  change  of  expression  may  be  adopted, — I  am.  Sir,

The  Committee  gratefully  record  their  obligations  to  the  Right 
Hon.  H.  A.  Bruce  for  liis  courteous  attention  and  good  offices,  as 
well  as  to  the  members  of  the  Government  for  compliance  with  the 
i-equest  of  the  Memorial.

Unto  Uie  Right.  Honourable.  Hen  by  Austin  Brl'ce,  Her  Mftjeaty'a  Principil 
Secretary  of  State  for  the  Home  Department, 
The  Merootial  of  the  United  Preebfterian  Synods  Committee  on  Royal  Procla- 
mationa  of  Fasts,  ThsnlcBgiTings,  &c.,  met  at  Glasgow,  14th  Jannary,  1873, 
Moat  Respectfully  Shewcth, 

That  the  Church  to  which  your  Memorialista  belong  has  ever  been  dis- 
tingmshed  by  loyalty  to  the  throne,  and  obedience  to  the  law ;  that  it  haa  nerer 
receiTcd,  and  on  grounds  of  principle  coold  neither  sale  nur  accept,  from  the  State 
any  pecuniary  gift,  or  diatinctire  benefit;  and  that  the  present,  like  all  preTions 
appeals,  is  rested  solely  on  the  warrant  of  propriety  and  justice.    That  Memorials 
respectfully  aud  earnestly  calling  for  the  rcmoTsl  of  the  language  of  authority  and 
other  cxpressiona  offen^ve  to  the  religious  feelings  of  Memorialista,  from  the  frame 
of  Royal  Proclamations  or  Orders  having  reference  to  national  concerts  for  prayer, 
have  been  submitted  to  those  in  office  under  the  Crown  by  the  United  Freabyterian 
Church  or  its  representatives  at  interrals  since  ISfiS,  and  that  these  were  invariably 
received  with  promises  of  favourable  attention ;  but  that  so  late  as  1869,  alLhough 
fluctuating  improvements  hod  ehowed  themselves  in  certain  Proclamationa  or  Orders, 
of  the  intervening  period,  it  was  impossible  to  conclude  that  any  definite  amount  of 
change  had  been  giuned.    In  these  circumstances,  Uemorials  irere  addressed  by  tho 
Synod  to  the  Premier,  the  Lord  President  of  the  Council,  and  yourself  as  Home 
Secretary,  aod  a  deputation  sent  to  present  them  in  June,  1869,  when  the  important 
result  was  attained  of  a  writing  addressed  to  the  Lord  Advocate  in  behalf  of 
Memorialista  by  authority  of  the  President  of  (be  Council,  engaging  that  fatare 
Proclamations  should  be  altered  in  accordance  with   certain  notes  placed  on  the 
records  of  the  Council  Ofhce.     These  promised  cbangee  embrace  the  larger  number 
of  alterations  mutually  agreed  upon  between  the  Lord  Advocate  and  the  deputation 
as  proper  to  be  specifically  asked,  omitting,  however,  a  highly  necessary  deletion 
requested,  and  rejecting  suggested  alternatives  for  "appoint,"    Deleting  "appoint,' 
which  had  beenalfongly  objected  to,  the  Lords'  Committee  subatitnte  ''proclaim" 
or  "  declare,'' instead  of  "recommend,"  which,  with  alternative  specimen  contexts, 
Memorialista  suggested j  and  in  particular  they  retain  "exhort,''  the  deletion  of 
which  bad  been  earnestly  urged.    Upon  Report,  the  Synod,  while  gratefully  eipresa- 
ing  its  sense  of  the  attention  bestowed  upon  the  Memorials  of  1869,  and  of  the  value 
of  the  important  changes  secured  by  the  deletions,  re-appoiuted  the  Committee ;  and 
it  has  coutinuoualy  renewed  the  appointment,  with  instruction  te  use  all  competent 
means  to  obtain  a  more  perfect  result.    For  ilus  purpose,  your  Memorialista  sub- 
aequently  addressed  to  you  letters  calling  attention  to  the  unfinished  atate  of  the  case. 
(For  detailed  narrative  of   circumstancea  above  briefly  aketched,    viJe  document 
marked  No.  I.  herewith  sent,  being  "  Report  on  Royal  Proclamations  of  Faate,"  tie., 
presented  to  the  Synod,  1870.)    And  they  now  venture,  with  much  reluctance,  morti 
formally  to  express  the  dis^poiutment  felt,  that  Government  should  not  have  been 
able,  while  making  the  other  iadispensable  deletions,  to  consent  to  delete  the  term 
"  exhort,"  and  confine  the  language  of  the  Royal  oommnnicationa  to  such  terms  as 
convey  simple,  earnest  invitation  to  the  aubjects  to  join  in  proposed  religious  aer- 
Tices.     Of  this  style  the  Queen,  nobly  innovating  on  usage,  and  under  the  guidance 
of  the  finest  inatincts  of  nature  and  piety,  has  gireu  iUustrioua  example  in  the  letter, 
tlie  first  of  its  kind  emanating  from  British  Royalty,  and  markiug  an  era  in  the  history 
of  Boyal  communications  to  the  people — addressed  by  Her  to  the  Nation  during  the 
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I>TecariDiia  convalesceiice  of  the  Prince  of  Wales,  cxpresatog  Her  deep  sense  of  tlie 
iympath;-  of  Her  faitliful  subjects,  and  requestiug  iheir  continued  prayers  for  his 
complete  recovery.  (Vide  docnment  No.  II.,  pp.  606-610;  being  "Report  on  Boysl 
Froolamations  of  Fasts."  &c..  presented  to  the  Synod,  lg73,  with  special  reference 
to  the  Queen's  Letter,  and  the  Thanksgiviug  iu  St  Paul's.) 

Your  Hemorislists  hope  still  to  be  allowed,  through  tliis  Memorial,  most  respect- 
fallj  and  earnestly  to  urge  on  the  GoTeramen:  the  deletion  of  "exhort" — a  term 
of  evil  history  ia  this  connection,  and  lepugnaat  to  the  eeooe  of  self-respect  on  the 
part  of  all  who  conscientiously  refuse  to  acknowledge  the  right  of  the  Civil  Ruler  to 
"exhort"  the  subject  at  will  on  matters  of  supposed  religious  duty.  To  remote 
ejmpathieB  the  point  may  seem  minute,  but  its  real  magnitude  might  easily  appear 
were  a  Baler,  lees  honoured  than  our  gracious  Queen,  to  use  this  freedom  of  address 
from  the  Throne.  The  resentment  eicited  by  the  contempt  of  the  holiest  rights  oE 
the  individual,  expressed  in  such  aHsumptioos  by  Rulers  known  for  any  qualities  but 
those  of  personal  piety,  has  already  left  its  record  on  the  history  of  our  country. 
The  objection  of  principle  remains  whatever  the  personal  chiiract«r  of  the  Sovereign, 
of  which  the  Constitution  can  take  no  note.  And  if  a  term.^as  in  this  case, — 
"  exhOTt,"  is  apparently  retained  as  being  Buitablo  to  a  particular  theory  of  Koyal 
prerogative  in  religion,  it  is,  on  that  account  alone,  liable  to  the  strongest  objection. 
Referriog  to  the  language  of  the  Lords  of  Council,  your  Memorialists  beg  most 
respectfolly,  in  accordance  with  tenor  of  Letter  to  you  of  12th  March,  1870,  and  of 
conversation  at  interview  eoorteously  afforded  our  Convener  at  Glasgow  on  the  10th 
January,  to  snbmit  the  following  considerations : — 

It  is  one  thing  to  use  the  word  "  exhort "  in  a  connection  which  excludes  the 
idea  of  authority  in  religion,  as  when  it  is  used  as  an  instrument  of  peisuasion  among 
equals,  or  in  recognized  ecclesiastical  relations;  and  another  to  employ  it  as  a  part 
of  the  exercise  of  Royal  authority,  in  virtue  of  the  duty  and  right  of  civil  office,  as 
it  has  hitherto  been  employed  in  the  text  of  Royal  Proclamations,  and  aa  it  may  too 
easily  seem  to  be  employed  even  in  the  promised  modified  edicts  which  still  retain 
so  much  of  the  general  frame  of  authority.  Besides,  while  it  is  true  as  the  Lords 
of  the  Committee  observe,  that  "  exhort "  may  mean  "  to  incite  to  a  good  action,"  it 
is  to  bo  distinguished  that  the  action  lo  which  Royal  Proclamations  are  meant  to 
incite,  is  not  the  exercise  of  prayer  simply  considered,  bat  it  is  some  particular 
prayer, — prayer  in  a  particular  form,  at  a  particular  time,  and  for  a  particular 
object,  which  may  approve  iWelf  to  the  Sovereign  as  good,  bat  not  ncceasarily  to 
the  sabjecta,  who  may  bo  found  divided  in  sentiment  in  reference  to  its  propriety, 
necessity,  uUlity,  or  lawfulness- 
It  is  ecaicely  to  be  doubted  that  "  exhort "  does  carry  a  certain  assumption  of 
authority  not  belonging  to  "invito,"  "recommend,"  "entreat,"  or  "request,"  and 
it  is  not  rendered  appropriate  either  because  it  means,  or  is  designed  "  to  incite  to 
a  good  action."  On  the  latter  ground  the  worst  terms  already  deleted  might  be 
palliated,  but  the  end  does  not  justify  the  means.  It  is  happily  not  necessary,  in 
order  "  to  incite  to  a  good  action,"  to  use  the  term  "  exhort,"  and  it  is  plain  that  the 
incitement  desired  is  not  produced  by  simply  using  the  term^aa  in  the  text  of  a 
Royal  Proclamation.  '■  Exhort"  may  appear  in  a  document  or  speech,  and  proper 
exhortation  be  wanting.  Considered  strictly,  "to  exhort"  ia  to  incite  to  somf 
supposed  good  action  by  words  or  arguments— assuming  warrant.  The  incitement 
following  exhortation  proper,  is  produced  iu  rational  minds  neither  by  the  assump- 
tion of  warrant,  uorby  the  naked  vocable  "  exhort,"  but  by  the  suitable  arguments 
or  appeals.    In  point  of  fact,  the  incitement  may  be  secured  by  using  other  and 
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ycrj  different  words ;  uid  it  ia  most  effectively  prodaced  bj  the  force  of  cxmmple 
and  the  use  of  language  moat  removed  from  the  sense  of  authority,  u  Ulo  effect  <tf 
the  letter  of  the  Queen  erinced,  which  it  mtiy  s&fely  be  said  incited  more  poweif  nliy 
to  the  deftiied  action,  the  ezerciM  of  prajer,  than  any  uomber  of  Proclanutions  conld 
have  done  though  studded  with  "  eihort." 

Eren  were  it  Iteldpart  of  the  Royal  prerogative  to  "exhort"  to  prayer,  ccnsidered 
simply  as  a  religions  duty,  the  question  would  arise  whether  it  were  realty  n  legiti- 
mate or  wise  exercise  of  powers  to  "  exhort"  the  *'  loving  subject"  to  specifie  acts 
of  petition,  confessioa,  or  thanksgiving,  in  view  at  particular  circumstanceB,  and 
events  (such  as  particular  exploits  of  arms,  iacidentB  of  political  change,  etc.)  iriiich 
the  most  loyal  and  pious  m&y  lawfully  very  differently  estimate.  But  when  it  is 
«ert4ua  that  many  of  the  best  membera  of  society  believe  it  to  be  a  stretch  of  pre- 
rogative on  the  part  of  Royalty,  aa  well  as  an  nndue  pressure  upon  privste  feeling 
to  "  exhwt "  the  subject  in  such  nlatters,  the  use  of  the  style  of  exhortstioa  in 
^ocomeDta  addressed  to  "all  loving  mibjecta"  appears  stilJ  more  in^propriate. 
Were  the  action  of  the  Sovereign  in  initiating  a  movement  for  prayer  understood 
to  be  umply  personal,  a  great  cause  of  conflicting  sentiment  woold  be  rentoved. 
The  simply  personal  action  of  tho  Sovereign,  promoting  union  for  prayer  by  inviting 
to  its  exercise,  would  seldom  be  miscoostnied,  and  would  in  general  receive  due 
congider«tion ;  while  Official  action,  by  suggesting  the  assertion  of  a  civil  or  divine 
right  of  office  to  interpose,  inevitably  awakens  opposition  and  jealousy.  A  simple 
earnest  invitation  to  the  subjects  to  join  with  the  Sovereign  in  a  concert  for  prayer, 
is  apparenUy  the  utmost  that  can  wisely  and  rightly  be  attempted  in  a  matter  so 
grave  and  delicat«,  and  affecting  the  moat  sacred  exercises  and  rights.  It  ia  there- 
fore greatly  to  be  desired  that  "  exhort "  should  yet  be  withdrawn  from  the  frame  <4 
Proclamations  and  Orders  having  reference  to  prayer,  and  "  invite,"  or  some  other 
clearly  unauthoritative  term,  subMituted. 

Your  Memorialists  had  indulged  the  hope,  after  the  friendly  reception  of  the 
Klemorials  of  1869,  of  being  able  to  finish  a  protracted  labour  through  a  more  perfect 
concession  to  their  wishes  ou  the  part  of  a  Liberal  Ministry.  They  do  not  plead  any 
claims  of  political  frieudahip,  while  they  trust  it  may  be  granted  ijiat  they  have  been 
neither  impatient  nor  extravagant  in  the  tax  they  have  laid  upon  the  attention  of 
the  Government  during  eighteen  years  in  this  case,  as  they  hope  they  have,  as 
citiiens,  been  not  entirely  unserviceable  in  the  exigencies  of  Liberal  policy.  They 
ask  only  the  disuse  of  terms  which  are  employed  solely  by  a  stretch  of  prerogative, 
and  which  they  are  confidently  persuaded  the  Queen  would  be  forward  to  reject,  could 
Her  Majesty  only  know  how  distasteful  andpainful  they  are  to  so  many  of  Her  loving 
subjects,  as  well  as  the  frustration  they  cause  to  desired  union  for  prayer.  While 
they  ask  no  political  favour,  they  do  moat  respectfully  and  earnestly  ask  yon  and 
the  members  of  the  present  Government  to  do  them  the  distingoislied  kindnoB 
implied  in  the  service  of  securing  for  them  the  remaining  concession  to  which  they 
believe  themselves  on  just  grounds  entitied. 

3£ay  it  therefore  please  you  to  take  the  steps  necessary  to  obtain  the  deletion 
of  the  term  "  exhort "  from  the  frame  of  Hoyal  Proclamations  of  Fasts,  Thanks- 
givings, &c.,  and  to  give  to  these,  and  all  similar  documents  intended  for  all  loving 
.  subjects,  the  form  of  a  aimple  invitation,  recommendation,  entreaty,  or  request. 
And  your  Memorialists  will  ever  pray.

STATEMENT  BY  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  .DISESTABLISH- 
MENT AND  DISENDOWMENT  OF  THE  ESTABLISHED 
CHURCHES  OF  ENGLAND  AND  SCOTLAND. 


I. — Position  of  the  State  Church  System. 

The  quefition  of  the  coatiutuuice  or  diacontiauauce  of  the  State  Church  sfBtem  ie 
mpidlj  coining  to  the  foregronad.  DiaeatAbliBhinent  &nd  Diseiidowment  are  watch- 
words of  an  increasing  party  Id  the  State,  The  Irish  Church  has  been  disestablighed ; 
And  motiuna,  precnraors  of  otfaen,  have  alread;  been  submitted  to  Parliament,  with 
powerful  exposition  of  priuciplea,  b;  the  NonconformiBt  leader,  calling  for  similar 
legisUtiou  in  reference  to  the  remaining  Church  Eatablishments  of  England  Kod 
Scotland.  Both  in  the  ecclesiastical  and  political  world  the  abolition  of  civil 
Establishments  of  religion  is  known  to  be  onlj  a  queetion  of  time,  and  it  may 
become  sooner  than  many  expect  the  question  of  the  day.  Involving  deeply  the 
interestis  of  religion,  the  Bubjeot  demands  the  most  serious  atl«ntion  of  the  religions 
community,  and  eminently  of  members  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church,  if  they 
would  prove  themselves  "  men  having  understanding  of  the  times,  to  know  what 
Israel  onght  to  do." 

In  accordance  with  the  well-known  position  of  the  denomination,  the  Synod  has 
uniformly,  as  occasion  required,  declared  its  disapproval  of  ^le  State  Church  system. 
Of  late  years  it  has  repeatedly  taken  action  and  passed  resolutions  in  this  sense, 
bearing  on  varioos  branches  of  the  question,  and  has  laid  its  testimony  before  our 
rulers.  In  particular,  at  its  last  meeting,  upon  overture  by  one  of  its  Presbyteries, 
the  Synod  adopted  a  petition  to  Parliament,  in  which  it  declared,  "  that  in  its 
judgment  the  time  had  arrived  when,  in  the  interests  of  sound  policy,  as  well  as  of 
justice  and  religion  itself.  State  Establishments  and  Endowments  for  the  teaching  of 
religion  ought  to  cease  and  determine  in  England  and  Scotland,  as  weU  as  by  recent 
legislation  they  had  come  to  an  end  in  Ireland ;"  and  praying  for  the  Disestablish- 
ment and  Disendowment  of  these  Chnrches.  The  Synod  fortiier  appointed  a  com- 
mittee "  to  watch  over  the  attempts  of  the  friends  of  State  Churches  to  prop  up  the 
existing  system,  and  to  adopt  all  suitable  means  to  secure  the  end  contemplated  by 
the  overture."  Uther  bodies,  influenced  by  events,  have  adapted  measures  in  the 
same  direction. 

A  movement  like  the  present  must  plainly  seek  its  basis  in  sound  principles,  ns 
well  as  its  inspiration  in  the  highest  motives; 'and  it  is  of  primary  moment  that  these 
prinoiples  be  promjpently  exhibited,  and  that  there  go  forth  from  their  advocates  i[i 
the  coming  conflict  no  uncertain  sound. 

The  United  Presbyterian  Church  has  been  conspicuously  identified  with  the 
assertion  and  illustration  of  the  principles  of  Christian  voluntaryism,  and  upon  these 
alone  it  can  go  forward  honourably  and  hopefully  to  the  new  battles  of  religious 
freedom.  Kever  were  distinct  utterance  and  firm  attitude  more  indispensable. 
Co-operation  among  the  several  forces  now  menacing  the  State  Church  system 
itself  depends  on  the  nnfaltering  counsels  of  those  who  lead  the  Tan.  We  may 
«£pect  in  this,  as  in  every  moral  stmggle,  to  see  victory  crown  at  last  the  arms  of 
tiruth  and  justice  rather  ^au  those  of  policy  or  numbers ;  and  minorities,  animated^ 
definite  principle,  influence  erente  more  powerfully  than  larger  bodies  governed  by 
elastic  maxims.  While,  therefore.  United  Presbyterians  will  know  how  to  avail 
themselves  of  oU  common  ground  proper  to  citizens,  they  owe  it  to  the  cause  of  truth 
identified  with  their  history,  to  hold  forth  as  well  as  to  hold  fast  a  distinctive  testi- 
mony against  civil  Establishments  of  religion,  as  radically  injurious  to  the  interests 
of  religion,  opposed  to  the  genius  of  ite  institutions,  and  fraught  witb  political  and 
social  injustic. 

It  is  a  source  of  advantage  that  the  verdict  against  the  watem  may  be  equally 
reached  by  a  due  study  eiUier  of  the  civil  constitution,  or  of  the  special  requirements 
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uid  Uwfl  of  tiie  ecclesiaaticftl.  The  l8tt«r  hu  been  the  procees  by  which  membera 
of  our  Churches,  sided  bjr  the  resulte  of  eiperJeDce,  h&ve  chiefly  been  led  to  their 
conclusions-  They  have  become  satisfied,  from  the  nature  of  religion  and  Chris* 
tUaity,  that  ci»il  Government  ought  not  to  interfere  in  their  regnUtion  or  temporal 
maintentuice.  from  the  nature  of  common  citizsnship,  it  has  also  been  Bhawn  that 
civil  legislation  onght  not  to  extend  beyond  the  outward  and  Bccular  affairs  of  coni- 
muDitiee.  Holding  the  divine  authority  of  the  Scriptures,  we  ate  prepared  to  find 
the  dictates  of  enlightened  reason  in  harmony  with  their  teachings,  and  to  admit  its 
deciaionB. 

"To  the  taw  and  to  the  testimony,"  the  only  infallible  rule  of  faith  and  practice, 
we  first  confidently  appeal.  Neither  in  the  Okl  Testament  nor  in  the  New  has  the 
Slate  Church  syBtera  the  slightest  countenance. 

n. — Features  of  the  System. 

The  State  Church  system  has  aaBumed  various  forma,  but  the  radical  feature  of 
statutory  enactment,  patron^e,  or  control  of  religion  pervades  them  alL  Its  most 
recent  adTOcate  fairly  enough  describes  its  elements : — "The  first  is,  that  the  State 
should  recognize  and  support  some  religious  expression  of  the  community;  the 
second,  that  this  relit^ioua  expression  should  be  controlled  and  guided  by  the  State. 
These  two  elements  arc  inseparable,  and  must  be  attacked  and  defended  together." 
TliiB  principle,  carried  through,  extends  to  any  expression — Pagan,  Modem,  or 
Christian — although  its  author  appears  to  confine  it  to  Christian  forms.  Of  these, 
however,  all  possible  varieties  are  included  na  competent.  And  the  description 
applies  to  all  leadiug  forms  and  tlieories  of  the  system — to  the  union  of  the  temporal 
and  spiritnal  jurisdictions  in  the  Royal  prerogative,  or  to  their  legislative  distribu- 
tion ;  to  the  toleration  of  n  on -established  bodies,  or  their  snppresaion  by  law ;  to  tba 
eatablishment  of  orthodoxy  or  of  lieterodoxy ;  to  the  levelling  up  by  indiscriminata 
endowments  of  miscellaneous  religionists,  or  the  pensioning  oi  favoured  Bect«;  to 
the  paying  of  sums  for  the  support  of  truth  as  an  occosiontd  duty,  or  as  a  permanent 
obligation.  It  applies  to  all  Jorms  of  civil  endowment,  and  of  the  exercise  of  lay  or 
Government  patronage;  to  all  regulating  of  the  Establishment,  whether  by  tha 
Legislature,  the  Executive,  or  Courla  of  Law. 

As  we  view  the  system  historically,  we  fiod  Paganism,  Mohammedanism,  Popery, 
Prelacy,  and  Presbytery  establishibg  as  exclusively  legal  their  respective  typee  of  re- 
ligious organization,  until  the  growth  of  some  form  of  dissent  has  led  to  a  side 
patronage,  or  defined  toleration  of  other  sects.  The  history  of  the  British  Empir* 
Itself  affords  illustration  of  this  varied  result.  As  now  exisiing  in  England  and  Scot- 
land, and  but  yesterday  in  Ireland,  the  features  of  the  system  fully  appear.  Created 
by  legislation,  one  of  the  State  Churclies  of  the  United  Kingdom  has  just  been 
abolished  by  Act  of  Parliament,  while  the  others  stand  on  the  sole  foondatiou  of  the 
Statutes. 

In  England,  tlie  articles  of  faith,  the  terms  of  the  liturgy,  the  exercise  of  patronage, 
the  properties  and  revenues  of  the  ecclesiastical  corporations,  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Courts  and  of  Parliament,  the  headship  of  the  Sovereign,  the  ecclesiastical  ceremooiea 
and  ornamenta,  are  fixed  by  the  Statutes.  The  Acts  of  Supremacy  and  of  Unifoimity 
are  the  basis  of  the  English  Church. 

On  tlie  Acts  of  the  Reformed  Parliament  of  Scotland,  the  Revolution  Settlement, 
the  Treaty  of  Union,  and  other  Acts,  rests  the  structure  of  the  Scottish  Establishment. 
In  the  Act  1649,  ratifying  the  Confession  and  Catechism,  the  Estates  of  Parliament 
"  ordain  ihem  to  be  recorded,  published,  and  practised."  By  the  Act  of  Anne  1711, 
the  yoke  of  patronage  was  firmly  reimposed. 

In  the  Confession  of  Faith  itself,  which  is  the  legalised  creed  of  that  Cbnrch,  it  is 
declared  that  "  the  magistrate  hath  authority,  and  it  is  his  duty,  to  take  OTder  that 
unity  and  peace  be  prcBerved  in  the  Church,  that  the  truth  of  God  be  kept  pure  and 
entire,  that  all  blasphemies  and  heresies  be  suppressed,  all  corruptions  and  abuses  in 
worship  and  discipline  prevented  or  Kformed,  and  all  the  ordioancea  of  God  duly 
settled,  administered,  and  obsf  rved.  For  the  better  effecting  whereof  he  hath  power 
to  call  synods,  to  be  present  at  them,  and  to  provide  that  whatsoever  is  transacted  in 
them  be  according  to  the  mind  of  Und."  These  words  are  inconsistent  with  the  state- 
ment elsewhere,  that  "God  alone  is  Lord  of  the  conscience;"  but  asno  chain  isstronger 
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than  its  weakest  link,  the  latter  far-reaching  doctruie  ia  qualified  and  neiitralized  bj 
the  former. 

It  ia  not  less  true  of  the  Scotch  than  of  the  English  Establishment,  that  in  point 
of  hiakH7  the  Courts  of  kw  and  legiBlution  have  taken  order  affecting  both  its  tempo- 
ralities and  the  dedBiona  of  its  judicatories,  that  patronage  rei^s  in  the  appoiutment 
of  its  minist«ra,  and  the  Qoyaltj  aasamea  to  convoke  and  disuiss  its  Assembliw. 

m. — The  System  js  Uxscriptural. 

1.  Tested  by  tke  general  prindpfeg  of  Scripture  regarding  the  nature  nf  religion  and  the 
Church,  Che  syaUm  is  condemned. 

(1.)  It  invadet  the  dioine  prerogative. 

Nothing  is  more  plainly  tsught  ihrotigliout  Scripture  than  that  the  obligations  of 
religion  lie  cicluBively  beiween  man  and  God,  who  claims  an  undivided  and  sovereign 
control  over  its  institutiuns  and  acta.  Erroneous  conceptions  on  this  point  lie  nt  the 
root,  of  the  State  Church  systtm.  It  is  forgotten  tbat  religion  con  bo  furthered  only 
in  accordsDce  with  its  own  special  laws,  and  tliat  these  regulate  both  its  outward  form 
and  inward  life.  Its  temporal  support  has  in  parricular  been  regarded  as  something 
ouiEide  of  itself,  that  may  be  equally  or  better  made  a  civil  arrangement,  instead  of 
being  part  and  parcel  of  its  own  divine  polity.  But  religion  consists  solely  in  those 
services  and  eiercises,  public  private,  and  secret,  which  reverence  for  ibe  divine 
characl.ei  and  law  alone  can  inspire,  and  it  has  its  appropriate  divine  institutions  and 
methods,  which  adroit  neither  of  being  supplemented  nor  improved. 

All  religion  is  volunlnry,  the  free  act  of  tlie  individual  dealing  with  God  :  and  col- 
lective exercises  are  genuine  only  when  the  individuals  uniting  in  them  render  to  tiod 
their  personal  offerings  and  services. 

OoTBmmenta  and  Parliaments  do  not  offer  to  God  their  persona!  property  when 
they  voie  grants  or  impose  taxes  tor  religioti.  Neither  do  they  eiprces  any  faith  but 
their  own — if  they  necessarily  express  that — by  the  ac:  of  adopting  Confessions.  In 
neither  ease  can  ibeir  deed  be  held  the  di^ed  of  the  fuiure  or  unborn  citizen,  or  in  the 
eye  of  Him  who  will  be  worshipped  in  S|.irit  and  in  truth,  of  any  who  arc  indifferent 
to  the  act,  or  dissent  from  it.  And  there  is  no  religion  by  proxy.  To  attempt  it  is  to 
follow  a  false  analogy  from  civil  transaetions.  National  endowments  and  legal  creeds, 
fixed  by  statute  centuries  since,  however  they  might  express  the  piety  of  their  authors, 
express  nothing  of  the  subsequent  forms  and  flucuaiions  of  religious  life,  and  are 
valueless  as  continued  tesrimonies  or  gifts,  wanting  the  rital  element  of  TolnntarT' 
adhesion  or  renovation  which  the  free  life  of  the  Church  secures. 

Authority  in  matters  of  religion  includes  au'hority  both  over  the  worshipper  and 
the  worshipping  society,  over  conscience  and  over  the  Church,  the  whole  individual  and 
collective  religious  life,  and  is  competent  only  to  the  Author  of  the  soul,  who  con  have 
no  Vicar  either  in  Charch  or  State.  As  God  cannot  deny  Himself,  He  cannot  confer 
on  magistracy  or  society  a  power  of  interference  between  Him  and  His  worshippers. 
The  powers  of  society  arc  therefore  limited  by  the  rights  of  God  and  of  the  individual, 
as  first  a  subject  of  God,  and  then  of  the  State ;  and  it  is  the  first  duty  owed  to  (iod 
by  rulers  to  leave  the  religious  life,  individual  and  collective,  a  free  course,  and  its 
entire  sphere  inviolate  to  ^e  Divine  Sovereign. 

But  the  State  Church  system  invades  tbe  divine  province.  It  thrasts  human 
government  into  tbe  place  of  tbe  divine,  and  requires  the  subject,  however  orderly, 
to  acconnt  at  law  for  bis  religious  opfetions  or  practices.  It  fixes  either  the  creed  he 
shall  confess,  or  the  worship  to  which  he  shall  conform,  or  the  Church  he  shall  sup- 
port, or  the  observances  which  he  may  legally  practise.  When  it  does  not  presume 
to  forbid,  it  presumes  to  authorize  obedience  of  the  divine  law,  and  enacts  that 
which  admits  of  being  enacted  only  by  the  Divine  King,  enforcing  by  the  sword- 
power  those  gifu  and  services  which  He  Himself  refrains  from  enforcing  except  by 
moral  means. 

Its  toleration  of  dinent.  extorted  not  without  martyr  blood  and  haid  political 
struggles,  is  only  an  abatemeni  of  the  grosser  forms  of  ita  assumption  and  tyranny, 
and  no  concession  of  principle. 

Even  when  best  intenUoned,  and  not,  as  it  has  been  often  seen,  coarsely  adopted 
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M  an  engine  of  goTemment,  this  attempt  to  rule  men  in  matters  of  religion,  to  shape 
by  civil  power  the  faitb,  worship,  and  offerings  of  .1  people,  is  a  profane  meddling 
with  things  of  the  kingdom  not  of  this  world.  "  There  are  two  kings  and  two  king- 
doois  in  Scotland,"  said  Andrew  Melville  to  his  sovereign :  "  there  is  Christ  Jesos, 
the  King  of  the  Church,  whose  subject  King  James  the  Siilh  is,  and  of  whose  king- 
ilom  he  is  not  a,  king,  nor  a  lord,  nor  a  head,  but  a  member."  Yet  Ibis  womt  of 
usurpations,  that  of  Christ's  undelegated  rights  in  matlerH  of  faith  and  worship,  has 
been  atrangelf  regarded  as  homage  to  the  Heavenly  King. 

(2.)  It  violales  the  rights  of  conscience. 

These  are  the  rights  of  men  as  religious  beiogs.  The  rights  of  Ibe  Lord  of  the 
conscience,  and  those  of  the  subjects  of  His  authority,  are  necessarily  invaded  to- 
([ether.  Society  was  made  for  man,  and  not  man  for  society,  and  the  right  to  obey 
Uod  precedes  the  obligation  to  obey  man.  Peter  and  John,  when  receiving  dictation 
on  the  great  religious  question  of  their  day,  asserted  the  right  to  judge  tor  them- 
selves whatWEia  agreeable  to  the  will  of  God.  But  private  judgment  means  more 
'  .  right  to  think — that  cannot  be  wrested  away  by  legislation ;  it  means  also  the 
"■ ■      'jord  of  tJ  ■   ■     ■ 


right  to  give  effect  to  conviction,  subject  to  the  Ijord  of  the  conscience,  and  the  jus 
order  of  society.  It  includes  the  liberty  of  worship,  and  of  acting  by  persuasion  01 
other  minds,  the  whole  liberty  required  for  the  free  exercise  of  religious  life,  whether 
in  it<  iadividual  or  associated  acts.  Such  rights  being  primary,  may  not  be  eacri- 
ficcd  to  the  capricea  or  artificial  necessities  of  Uovemment,  which  ought  to  limit  itaelf 
strictly  to  the  restraint  only  of  those  departures  from  order,  in  the  name  of  religion, 
that  trespass  on  the  equal  rights  of  all.  Respect  to  these  lies  at  the  fouadatioD  of 
national  liberty  and  well-being. 

But  they  have  been  uniformly  disregarded  and  violated,  in  the  working  of  the 
State  Church  system,  which  neither  in  Popish  nor  Protestant  times  has  ever  yielded 
apontaneously  an  atom  of  privilege.  To  secure  reUgious  conformity,  or  exact 
tribute,  the  mildest  expedients  have  bceo  fine  and  imprisonment,  while  in  lesa 
scrupulous  times  the  stake  and  the  scaffold  were  freely  employed.  Not  Popery 
only,  or  Prelacy,  but  Presbytery  has  practised  iotolenmcB  and  coercion  in  ita  in- 
terests. The  old  policy,  which  made  refusal  to  worship  the  golden  image  a  political 
offence,  and  sacrificed  the  Lord  of  the  conscience  to  its  fears  and  jealousies,  has 
constituted  the  simplest  form  of  dissent  ao  iniquity  to  be  punished  by  the  judge,  as 
the  history,  not  yet  remote,  of  tithes,  church  rates,  and  annuity  tax  bears  wiineas. 
It  has  been  attempted  to  alight  such  questions  as  these  last,  as  only  questions  of 
mooey,  as  if  no  sacred  feelings  and  rights  were  affected  by  taxation,  ijut  there  is 
plainly  no  difference  in  principle  between  compelling  a  dtizen  to  part  with  bis 
money,  and  compelling  him  (o  part  with  his  time  or  labour,  for  alleged  sacred  pnr- 
poses.  The  freedom  implied  iu  the  rights  of  conscience  applies  to  the  whole  field  of 
private  judgment,  and  01  the  action  which  it  dictates,  and  includes  the  right  of  the 
citizen  to  act  for  himself  in  all  matters  of  religion,  not  excepting  the  disposal  of  his 
means  for  its  support,  the  duty  of  rendering  property  to  God.  It  is  a  right  for 
vhich  be  may  eameatly  contend,  that  Jic  he  left  free  from  any  commandments  of 
men,  to  employ  his  resources,  time,  or  labour,  for  the  promotion  of  such  religious 
objects  only  as  conscience  approves.  To  exact  by  legal  process  bis  labour,  time,  or 
property,  in  order  to  furnish  the  means  of  religious  endowments  and  grants,  is 
legalized  robbery  ;  and  to  constitute  his  refusal  to  render  them  a  legal  offence,  is  an 
act  of  civil  wrong  and  contempt ;  while  the  method  of  mixing  up  the  charges  of  the 
State  Church  with  the  ordinary  civil  charges,  seems  only  iS-oisguised  compulaion 
and  circuiteus  theft  for  religious  purposes. 

But  this  is  the  system  under  which  the  inhabitants  of  this  country  are  placed. 
Dissenting  subjects  are  still  liable  for  the  support  of  the  Churches,  the  clergy,  and 
the  religious  stipendaries  of  Government.  While  the  older  forma  of  persecution  and 
disability  have  ceased  with  a  former  age,  State  Churchism  remains  trne,  as  far  as  it 
dares,  to  what  lies  at  the  root  of  all, — compulsory  principles  in  religion. 

2.  It  is  oppomil  to  the  special  rules  and  eccampki  0/ Scripture. 

It  13  cantrary  to  Old  Tatame)it  itutiluliom. 

In  these  we  look  in  vain  for  the  features  of  civil  enactment,  support,  or  control  of 
religion,  except  in  the  impieties  and  indiscretions  of  kings  01  rulers  assuming  to  be  a 
law  to  tjiemselves. 

Primitive  and  patriarchal  timos  yield  no  trace  of  it.     Abraham  Tolautftrilf 
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preMntiiig  tithes  to  Melctusedec  of  the  epoila  of  war.  is  raiiklj  likened  to  a  modern 
heritor,  aud  the  prieGt-king  of  S&lem  to  a  parochial  incumbent.  Ucathen  monarchs 
proclaiming  faeta,  and  decreeing  religion  under  peoalUes,  are  not  approred  for  their 

threats  or  iDJnnctions  as  models  of  zeai  with  knowledge,  but  thej  and  their  people 
«T0  accepted  on  their  personal  repentance  bj  Ilim  who  is  rich  in  mercy. 

The  Jewi^  Church  was  a  polity  ituiqae  and  alone,  a  pure  theocracy  or  Church- 
State,  io  which  God  was  all.  So  far  from  beiog  a  civil  eBlablishment  of  religioif,  it 
was  wholly  a  divine  establishment  of  religion  and  civil  life,  set  up  by  infallible 
Deity,  who  guided  its  administrators,  bv  supernatural  rules  and  counsel.  Jehovah 
was  at  once  God  and  King,  political  and  apiritual  Head  ;  and  human  kings,  when 
employed,  were  but  royal  vaasais  of  the  theocratic  Sovereign.  Its  Divine  Ruler  was 
careful  then,  ss  now,  to  make  it  known  that  He  alone  was  Lord  of  the  conscience. 
"Thus  aaith  the  Lord,"  "This  is  the  thing  that  the  Lord  commanded,"  was  the 
preface  of  Moses  and  David  to  all  regulations.  But  we  have  no  such  feature  in  our 
State  Churches.  God  spake  by  Moses  and  David  and  others,  but  we  look  in  vain 
for  proof  that  He  spake  by  Conatantine,  Henry  VIII.,  or  William  of  Orange.  We 
know  that  Hezekiah,  Josiah,  and  other  kings,  had  prophets  at  their  ear ;  but  this 
■will  not  be  alleged  of  the  Jameses,  Charleses,  Marys,  the  Tudors,  Stuarts,  or  their 
eucceasors,  or  of  the  Farliamenta  that  passed  the  Acta  of  Supremacy  and  UnifonniCy, 
or  even  that  ratified  the  Confe^ions  and  Catechisms.  Men  in  whatever  atatiou  aro 
now  referred  for  rules  and  priooiples  to  a  completed  Scripture,  without  power  to 
enforce  on  others  the  interpretation  they  may  adopt.  It  waa  certainly  not  enjoined 
by  God  that  the  Confession  of  Faith,  or  the  Thirty-nino  Articles,  should  ho  made 
the  law  of  the  land ;  or  that  Henry  YUI.  should  constitute  himself  head  of  the 
Church  in  England  in  room  of  the  Fope ;  or  that  James  should  establish  Presbytery, 
or  Charles  IL  swear  the  Solemn  League  and  Covenant.  The  deeds  of  these  kings 
and  Parliaments  were  of  their  own  policy  alone,  inventions  of  men,  not  ordinances 
of  God.  And  they  were  unwarranted  inventions;  for  the  divine  law  and  not  the 
divine  procedure  forms  our  rule  of  duty ;  and  that  which  is  fitting  in  God  does  not 
■Uierefore  become  Hia  creatures.  On  the  contrary,  however  pious  it  may  superfieially 
seem  for  rulers  to  enact  religion,  there  is  nothing  more  truly  impiona,  because 
belonging  aolely  to  Himself.  Jewish  rulers  had  in  no  case  a  legislative,  but  only  a 
strictly  defined  miniHterial  power  in  religion,  which  itself  passed  away  with  Judaism, 
when  Christ  appeared  as  tho  end  of  the  law. 

Incontrost  with  the  system  of  appointment  in  State  Churches,  it  is  nndonbtcd 
that  the  appointment  of  the  ministers  of  religion  lay  exclusively  with  God. 

In  regard  to  the  support  of  religion,  the  contrast  was  not  less  striking.  The 
tabemaclein  the  wiMemess  was  erected,  not  by  the  fruits  of  taxation,  but  by  free- 
will oSeriogs.  Tbe  first  and  second  temples  were  built  on  tbe  same  principle — 
kings,  like  nursing- f a thera,  contributing  willingly,  as  did  the  people,  of^their  own 
proper  good.  The  rcpaira  of  tho  fabrics  were  provided  from  sources  strictly  sacred 
and  voluntary.  The  history  of  the  synagogues  points  the  same  lesson.  They  were 
the  fmit  not  of  tbe  taxing  power  of  rulers,  but  of  the  cheerful  liberality  of  men  like 
the  pious  centurion. 

The  payment  of  tithes  to  the  Levites  shows  a  ayatem  of  ministerial  support  bear- 
ing no  resemblance  to  civil  endowments  or  tithea,  which  are  compulsory,  purely  of 
human  origin,  and  without  moral  features.  The  Levitical  tithes  were  expressly 
appointed  by  God,  and,  while  obligatory,  were  voluntary.  God's  command  was  laid 
on  the  conscience,  and  neither  priests  nor  rulers  had  power  to  collect  them  by  legal 
puns.  Penalties  were  enforced  for  breaches  of  the  judicial  and  ccremoniid  law,  but 
only  the  penalties  of  providence  attached  to  neglect  of  tithes  and  offerings.  Besides, 
the  tithes  were  founded  in  equity  and  wise  adaptation  to  the  system  of  which  they 
were  part.  The  Levites,  being  destined  to  special  duties,  obtained  no  share  in  the 
division  of  the  land,  except  the  cities  and  suburbs  of  their  residences,  and  the  tithea 
were  assigned  them  in  lieu  of  this  means  of  support,  and,  along  with  the  things  of 
the  altar,  as  remuneration  for  their  services  in  tbe  sanctuary  and  commonwealth. 
Derived  from  the  soil  of  the  great  Proprietor,  they  were  His  wages  to  His  servants, 
who  were  also  the  servants  of  all ;  and  as  paid  by  the  human  tenants,  represented  at 
once  the  dues  they  owed  to  God  and  to  His  servants  who  served  them'  in  spiritual ' 
things.  Thus  were  the  claims  of  the  latter  impressed  on  all  worshippers,  and  the 
miuiaters  of  religion  themselves  taught  to  labour  with  diligence  for  God  and  the 
wople,  and  to  look  for  support  alone  to  the  Divine  King,  and  those  who  loved 
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The  proplieciea  in  which  kings  and  rulers  are  represented  as  doing  homage  to 
(MirisC,  are  to  be  interpreted  of  a  homage  cooBiateDt  in  its  matter  and  form  with  the 
intereeta  and  )sw  of  His  kingdom.  They  plainly  indicate  not  the  exercise  by  mien 
of  authority  in  the  Church,  or  ciril  exactions  for  ita  support,  but  the  enrolment  of 
kitigs  and  rulers  in  ite  active  membership,  the  existence  and  adnuoistration  of  jnst 
laws,  the  prosperity  and  final  triumphs  of  the  Church  under  ita  own  instiCutiona,  the 
weapons  which  are  not  carnal,  but  mighty  through  God. 

It  i'j  oppoted  to  the  leaching  o/lht  A>ir  Testament. 

The  law  was  a  schoolmaster  until  Christ.  Then  the  Church  received  its  new  and 
advanced  form  of  a  kingdom,  catholic  and  spiritual,  instead  of  local,  typical,  and 
national.  The  temporal  uationsliCy  of  Israel  was  dissolved,  and  the  i«mp)e  itself 
laid  in  ruins,  and  everything  but  moral  principles  and  eternal  lessons  abolished. 
And  what  do  we  find  when  the  whole  old  growth  has  been  cleared  down  to  the  roots, 
continued  nuder  the  new  economy?  The  principle  of  liberty  of  conscience  and  of 
freewill  offerings. 

It  is  not,  indeed,  pretended  ihat  the  Kew  Testament  Church  had  any  featurea  of 
rcsemhlancB  to  State  Churches.  The  Lord  Jesus  left  behind  Him  only  a  model  of  a 
self-governing,  self-supporting  religious  society,  guided  by  His  word,  and  animated 
Dy  His  Spirit,  a  "  kin^omnot  of  this  world,"  yet  divinely  adapted  to  exist  and  work 
out  iiB  ends  freely  everywhere,  in  harmony  witn  the  just  arrangements  and  order  of 
civil  life. 

It  has,  however,  been  said,  that  tiiere  was  no  opportunity  at  the  inanguration  of 
('hristianity  for  obtaining  the  support  of  earthly  rulers.  But  Jesus  came  in  "  the  fiil- 
IIC3S  of  the  time,"  at  the  most  tittiug  moment,  when  the  theatre  of  the  world  was  best 
prepared  for  the  display  of  the  true  fiirm  of  the  Church.  He  who  then  cune  floold 
have  come  equally  at  the  time  of  Constantine,  or  at  a  time  when  rulers  would  have 
been  ready  to  take  His  cause  by  the  hand ;  or  He  could  have  incliDed  the  hearts  of 
kings  to  establish  His  Church  by  the  civil  arm ;  but  He  acted  otherwise :  His  king- 
dom was  to  win,  not  force,  its  way  in  the  world. 

But  we  best  know  what  Jesus  meant  by  what  He  did  and  taught  (John  zviii  36). 
He  repudiated  the  sword.  He  chose  to  he  supported  during  His  ministry  by  the 
fr;ewiU  offerings  and  services  of  His  friends.  In  sending  forth  the  seventy  and  the 
twelve.  He  instructed  them  to  depend  on  similar  aids.  And  "  for  His  name's  uke  they 
went  forth,  taking  nothing  of  the  Gentiles ; "  refusing  the  carnal  things  of  those  who 
rejected  their  spiritual  things. 

la  reply  to  false  teacheis,  Paul  vindieatee  his  right  to  "  forbear  working,"  and  to 
be  supported  by  the  Churches ;  while  declining  for  special  reasons  support  from 
Corinth,  be  accepted  it  from  Philippi,  and  other  quarters.  The  right  he  shows  to  be 
founded  on  equity,  acknowledged  in  Mosaic  law,  and  permanently  established  by 
Christ  The  soldier  goes  not  to  war  at  his  own  expense ;  the  husbandman  eats  of  the 
fruit  of  the  vineyard ;  the  shepherd  of  the  milk  of  the  flock.  I'he  ox  is  unmnszled 
white  treading  the  corn.  The  Levites  lived  of  the  temple  ;  the  priests  were  partaken 
of  the  altar.  The  source  of  ministerial  support  is  spiritual,  the  offerings  of  faith.  It 
is  not  the  promiscuous  body  of  citizens  on  which  the  servant  of  the  Church  depends, 
but  the  Church  Itaelf,  and  primarily  the  flock  or  vineyard  which  he  feeds  or  tends. 
>'  Even  so  hath  the  Lord  ordained,  that  they  which  preach  the  Gospel  should  live  of 
the  GospuL"  "  If  we  have  sown  unto  you  spiritual  things,  is  it  a  great  thing  if  we 
shall  reap  yonr  carnal  things?"  (1  Cor.  iz.  1-14.)  "  Let  him  that  is  taught  in  the 
word,  commanicate  unto  him  that  teacheth  in  all  good  things."    (Gal.  vi.  6). 

In  these  apostolic  expositions  we  have  the  supreme  law  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ 
The  goepel  is  for  all  time  ;  and  this  is  an  ordinance  for  the  support  of  its  ministers  in 
all  time, — no  more  a  preliminary  arrangement  of  the  new  dispensation  than  the  altar 
and  the  offerings  were  of  ihe  old,  but  permanent  as  ihe  preaching  of  ihe  woid.  This 
ordinance  remains  till  it  can  be  shown  lo  be  supeiseded  by  a  new  law  of  Christ.  Bnt 
it  has  been  superseded  by  all  S^aie  Churches,  and  glaringly  by  those  of  our  own  land, 
where  ministers  are  required  to  live  of  the  rates  more  than  of  the  gospel,  and  to  par- 
take of  the  exchequer  rather  than  of  the  altar,  eating  the  fruit  of  all  vineyards  and 
the  tnilk  of  all  flocks  but  their  own. 

From  all  this  it  is  evident  that  giving  for  the  cause  of  Christ  has  been  denied  its 
rank  as  an  ordinance  of  Chriaiianiiy  in  Slate  Churchix.  Praise  and  prayer  are  not 
more  truly  acts  of  religion  than  offerings  of  subsiance,  and  not  more  sniiable  to  be 
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performed  or  regulated  b;  Act  of  Parliament.  All  are  duties  to  be  spontaneously 
praoUsed,  and  ul  are  prinlegea  to  be  freely  chosen. 

Nothing  baa  more  degraded  prevailing  ideas  and  practicea  regarding  the  duty,  and 
privilege  of  giving  than  the  State  Church  system,  by  which  it  has  come  to  pass  tiiat  if 
money  ia  got  by  any  turning  of  the  screw ,  by  intricate  consiructioc  of  musty  documents, 
or  ah^eless  knocking  at  the  door  of  Parliament,  the  object  is  held  as  gained ;  forgetting 
the  rule  of  the  house  of  Christ ;  "  Every  one  as  he  purpoaeth  in  his  heart,  so  let  him 
give,  not  grudgingly  or  of  necessity,  for  God  loveth  a  cheerful  giver." 

It  is  opposed  to  tbe  teaching  of  the  New  Testament  regarding  the  Magiatrate's 
power. 

Magistracy  is  an  ordinauce  of  God,  but  it  is  also  an  "  ordinance  of  man,"  and  the 
submission  required  to  it  when  set  up,  like  that  of  the  natuial  relations,  b  only  "  in 
the  Lord ; "  and  both  civil  anthority  and  civil  obedience  have  their  limitations  pre- 
scribed by  the  higher  bkW. . 

Scruplea  enat«d  among  the  Jews  regarding  aUegiance  to  foreign  rulers,  aa  among 
early  Christian  converts  regarding  tribuLe  to  heathen  kinga ;  and  our  Lord  solved 
honest  fears  as  well  as  silenced  crafty  questions  by  His  maxim,  "  Render  to  Ctesar  the 
things  which  be  Cieaar's,  and  unto  God  the  things  which  be  God's."  (Luke  ix.  25.) 
The  impression  on  the  coin  showed  the  Jeva  to  be  subject  to  Csasar.  Civil  govern- 
ment is  necessary  to  the  protection  of  society,  and  taxation  to  the  support  of  dvQ 
government.  It  is  therefore  lawful  to  render  tiibnt*.  As  the  exiles  in  Babylon  were 
enjoined  to  seek  the  peace  of  the  kingdom,  the  Jews  were  now  to  pay  tribute  to 
Caesar  in  things  not  contrsry  to  the  law  of  God.  Thus  Jesns  baffled  his  enemies,  by 
distii^uiahing  the  sphere  in  which  Ciesar  lawfully  ruled — that  of  secular  things — 
and  the  sphere  which  God  reserves  to  Himself — all  sacred  things.  In  the  spirit 
of  his  Master,  Paul  teaches  that  even  heathen  government  had  its  cMm  as  a  cnme- 
pnnJaiiing  and  peace- protecting  ordinance,  and  tnat,  as  thus  ministerial  for  the  com- 
mon good,  it  was  to  be  supported  and  obeyed.  (Rom.  xiii.  1-7-)  When  it  should 
enjoin  or  demand  anght  contrary  to  Heaven's  law,  the  rale  came  instantly  to  apply, 
"  We  ought  to  obey  God  rather  than  men.'' 

Such  passages,  instead  of  favouring  the  loose  notions  of  civil  prerogative  which 
the  State  Church  system  implies,  raUier  shut  up  the   rtder  withui  his  proper  do- 

IV. — The  System  is  Injukious  to  the  Interests  of  Religion. 

Of  tlii«  we  might  be  assured  from  its  nnacripturobiesa.  "  The  foolishness  of  God 
is  wiser  than  men,  and  the  weakness  of  God  is  stronger  than  men."  The  delicate 
plant  of  religion  thrives  under  the  nurture  of  Heaven,  but  withers  in  the  mcnld  of 
human  artifice.  It  is  confusedly  thought  that  because  civil  order  is  promoted  by  the 
iuflaence  of  religion,  religion  may  therefore  be  employed  as  a  State  machinery. 
Even  were  it  lawful  to  lay  hold  of  such  an  instrument  simply  as  a  tool  of  State,  its 
benefits  are  not  thus  secured.  The  ark  of  God,  carried  down  into  the  battle,  will 
not  ensure  the  victory.  The  institutions  of  religion  yield  their  peaceable  fruits 
only  when  scripturally  administered.  The  abuse  of  the  best  things  gives  rise  to  the 
worst ;  and  the  perversion  of  divine  ordinances  by  the  State  Church  system  haa 
inflicted  more  injury  on  religion  than  the  amount  of  Church  life  adhering  to  it  has 
benefited  law  or  order. 

Religion  ought  to  be  felt  as  a  sunshine,  a  fragrance,  a  sacred  force  in  society. 
The  State  is  society  in  its  promiscuous  form,  embracing  all  sects  and  classes,  and 
ruling  by  ph^cal  sway,  and  is  imfit  to  be  the  organ  of  the  highest  form  of  life. 
The  Church  is  tlie  divine  organization  of  Christianity.  Unlike  ^  State,  to  whiclk 
men  belong  of  necessity,  the  Church  is  a  purely  voluntary  society,  to  which  men, 
attach  themselves  freely,  and  in  which  the^  voluntarily  worship  and  labour  UDd€T 
law  to  Christ  teaching  by  His  word  and  Spirit,  and  enjoy  the  highest  sense  of  order 
and  liberty.  It  is  thus  the  only  form  of  society  that  con  provide  for  the  culture  of 
religions  willingness,  and  for  p^ect  freedom  from  coerdve  influence  in  its  acts. 

In  contrast  with  this  divme  method,  the   State  Church  system  makes  region 
geographical,  without  the  power  of  aCFecting  individual  faith  or  practice.    It  makes 
religion  official  instead  of  being  first  personal,  as  when  a  profligate  must  take  the 
sacrament  because  he  is  a  Stat«  functionary,  or  an  atheist  pay  Church  rate«  because  < 
he  is  a  shopkeeper.    It  makos  religion  political,  more  a  thing  of  the  civil  community

tban  of  the  Church.  It  makes  it  conventional,  &  m&ttor  of  ctutom  and  faahios 
rather  than  of  priociple  and  cooBcience.  It  mokea  its  collectivo  deed  that  of  pro- 
miscuous popuiations  and  ForliaTnents,  iiiet«ad  of  being  the  distinctive  act  of  Ghnst's 
professing  followcn  in  their  free  capacit;  rendering  persona!  homage  ;  leading  to 
compromise  of  religious  truth,  quickening  error  and  deadening  orthodoxy  by  con- 
rerting  them  into  statute. 

Exerting  a  pressure  foreign  to  the  nature  of  religious  tmprcBBions,  which  arise 
through  persuasion  of  the  truth  alone,  it  awakens  repugnance,  contempt  and  fear 
-with  the  hypocrisies,  evasions,  resentments,  and  active  hostility  that  follow;  and 
eogendeiB  hy  the  surest  process  tlie  worst  forms  and  manifestations  of  irreligion  and 
infidelitf. 

Besides  tliat  it  injnriomily  moulds  by  law  ideas  and  habits  which  acquire  their 
proper  form  only  in  the  process  of  free  growth,  it  debases  and  secularizes  ecclesiasli- 
oal  life.  It  destroys  the  mutual  dependence,  sympathy,  and  obligations  of  the 
ministry  and  their  flocks.  It  rears  up  a  membership  without  self -reliance  or  intelli- 
gent interest  in  religion,  indiEFerent  to  their  spiritual  rights,  and  a  clergy  more 
careful  of  civil  status  tban  of  popular  privilege.  It  builds  up  Churches,  not,  as  lias 
been  said,  for  the  poor,  but  really  for  the  rich  and  fashionable,  with  relaxed  discip- 
line, repressed  spiritual  growth,  slight  demands  on  private  liberality  and  enterprise ; 
Beau  of  servility  to  governments  and  obstruction  to  progress,  with  the  other  evils 
arising  from  the  false  authority,  responsibilily,  and  inuuenco  which  it  has  imported 
into  religion. 

V. — The  System  is  Opposed  to  Political  EQurrr. 

This  last  consideration  appeals  naturally  to  a  large  class  of  minds  not  influenced 
by  other  objeclions.     Although  secondary  in  its  form,  it  is  obviously  of  the  utmost 

Klitical  weight,  and  none  ought  to  be  more  earnest  to  ^ve  it  due  place  then  the 
ends  of  religion.  It  is  not  only  true  that,  while  religious  institutions  remain 
associated  with  the  sense  of  social  or  political  wrong,  they  cannot  accomplish  their 
beneficent  ends ;  but  justice  has  from  its  nature  ind^easible  claims,  and  is  in  truth 
a  branch  of  practical  Christianity.  If  injustice  can  be  fairly  charged,  as  it  can 
against  the  State  Church  system,  it  forms  of  itself  an  adequate  reason  for  seeking  its 
overthrow. 

Now  the  rights  of  conscience  are  not  those  of  a  class  or  sect,  but  of  men,  and 
most  be  equally  recognized  in  all  persons.  As  nothing  more  nearly  or  powerfully 
affects  personal  feeling  than  religion,  nothing  more  strongly  affects  the  comforts  of 
citizenship  tban  the  manner  in  which  its  rights  are  treated  by  the  civil  power. 
Other  grievances  may  be  borne,  but  contempt  of  these  arouses  the  keenest  sense  of 
injustice.  The  most  perfect  religious  equality  can  alouo  meet  their  just  demands. 
If  a  final  solution  of  politico -religions  difficulties  is  to  be  reached,  the  various  bodies 
composing  society,  which  is  not  accidentally  but  necessarily  a  mixed  inultitude, 
must  cease  to  compete  for  the  recognition  and  subsidy  by  the  State  of  their  religious 
distinctions ;  and  Uovemment  must  impartially  ccaso  either  to  affix  the  stamp  of  its 
patronage  or  the  brand  of  its  tolerance  on  religious  parties,  giving  all  the  equal 
right  of  a  fair  field.  Any  ether  policy  but  complicates  the  evil.  It  is  a  striking  fact, 
that  the  religious  system  laboriously  disestablished  at  the  Reformation  by  Knox, 
has  been  for  a  lengthened  period  eating  again  the  bread  of  the  State  in  its  colleges 
and  schools,  and  is  still  extending  its  demands.  The  political  cause  is  obvious.  It 
is  the  necessity  of  meeting  the  sense  of  inequality  produced  by  the  State  Cburch 
system.  But  let  that  system  be  terminated,  an  impregnable  stand  can  then  be 
made  against  the  pressure  of  sects  on  the  ground  Of  equity  and  not  of  theological 
distinctions.  Wedded,  however,  to  this  system,  no  policy  is  more  in  favour  with 
tbe  leading  politicians,  than  that  which  has  been  called  "  concurrent  endowment," 
and  gainst  its  subtle  inroads  and  disguises,  the  greatest  danger  of  the  times,  it  is 
inonmbent  to  watch. 

To  postpone  the  hour  of  erasing  from  the  statutes  the  laws  establishing  the 
Churches  of  England  and  Scotland,  and  recalling  national  property  applied  to  their 
purposes, — to  avert  the  evil  day  of  the  cessation  of  grants  to  religious  bodies,  and 
of  accompanying  political  influence, — no  efforts  will  be  spared  by  those  interested. 
Church  reform,  schemes  of  comprehension,  the  aie«ration  of  the  law  of  patroni^, 
denominational  advantages  in  education,  all  will  be  proposed,— anything  to  divide

the  nuikB  withont,  and  divert  attention  from  radical  measaieg.  But  "  BurelT  in  Tain 
is  the  net  spread  in  the  sight  of  any  bird."  Long  enough  have  the  machiueiy  and 
resonrcea  ot  the  State  been  placed  at  the  ieirice  of  Bect«,  and  it  is  now  more  than 
timo  to  meet  all  such  propoula  irith  the  simple  demand,  "  Diseatablisbment,  Dieen- 
dovment"  To  this  course  the  Synod  has  in  ita  wisdom  tiTncously  pointed.  Then 
only  shall  -we  complete  the  work  of  Reformation,  and  remove  the  dead  fly  from  the 
ointment  of  our  Froteatantiam. 

The  argument  from  political  injustice  is  in  fact  the  in>mediat«  law  of  the  states- 
man's policy,  and  a  practical  test,  or  sboTt  and  easy  method,  by  which  he  may  de- 
termine his  soundness.  That  can  be  no  divine  institution  which  requirea  for  ita 
maintenance  the  enforcement  of  injurions  diatinctions  among  citizens.  It  is  not 
necessary,  as  it  ia  not  competent,  for  him  to  judge  between  the  confiicting  tenets  of 
'  ecclesiaatical  psjtics.  Enough  that  he  cannot  equitably  patronize  one  aection  of  the 
religious  pubhc  at  the  expenae  of  the  feelings  and  resources  of  another ;  and  enough 
that  the  concurrent  patronage  of  truth  and  error  ia  only  an  aggravated  form  of  pro- 
vocation and  scandal. 

While,  therefore,  citizens  cannot  in  justice  call  on  the  Stnte  to  establish  or  per- 
petnate  any  religious  institution,  however  agreeable  to  themselves,  they  have  the 
right  in  equity  to  demand  that  no  institution  ahall  be  either  act  up  or  maintained 
by  public  authority  and  public  funds,  which  is  offensive  to  their  religious  convictions, 
and  that  all  civil  establishments  of  religion,  or  exercise  of  civil  authority  in  matters 
of  rehgion,  and  all  appropriation  of  the  public  rceourccs  to  ecclesiaatical  and  sec- 
tarian purposes,  shall  cease  and  determine.  This  being  their  right,  it  will  bo  their 
doty  to  seek  to  mould  the  institations  of  the  State  in  conformity  with  the  principles 
of  jostice  and  liberty. 

To  all  who  believe  the  interests  of  religion  and  justice  to  suffer  from  this  system 
of  State  patronage  and  control  of  religion,  the  motive  to  exertion  will  ba  supreme. 
It  ia  neither  denied  nor  forgotten  that  motives  equally  conscientious  may  impel  others 
to  struggle  for  its  continuance,  and  it  is  for  each  party  to  seek  its  object  by  honour- 
able and  Christian  means.  Both  cannot  prevail.  The  system  of  State  Churches 
has  long  retarded,  as  we  believe,  the  progress  of  religion  and  sound  legislation. 
We  cannot  consent  to  its  continuance  because  some  good  men  approve  of  it.  This 
would  be  to  abdicate  our  rights  and  neglect  our  opportunities ;  to  play  iuto  the  handa 
of  the  enemy  of  truth  and  justice,  and  give  a  new  lease  to  error  aod  wrong.  Let  us 
rather  go  the  more  resolutely  to  the  work  of  Disestablishment  and  Diaendowment, 
assured  that  we  only  liberate  religions  forces  hitherto  hopelessly  shackled,  and  secure 
for  all  true  Church  life  and  enterprise  a  free  career;  at  the  same  time  that  we  pluck 
up  one  of  the  most  fertile  roots  of  political  and  social  bittemeaa  which  have  infested 
the  hiatory  of  nations. 

To  accomplish  this  object,  the  faithful  exercise  of  our  political  rights,  the  legiti- 
mate use  of  the  agencies  of  the  press  and  the  platformi^in  particular,  the  proper 
exhibition  of  the  principles  of  Scripture  in  iho  teachings  of  the  pulpit, — will  bo 
necessary.  Employing  all  means  in  the  spirit  of  prayer  and  charity,  seeking 
supremely  the  interests  of  the  kingdom  "  which  is  not  meat  and  drink,  but  righteous- 
ness and  peace,  and  joy  in  the  Holy  Ghost,"  we  shall,  with  the  divine  blessing,  in  duo 
time  reap  if  we  faint  not. 

We  may  then  confidently  hope  that  Christian  opponenta,  now  apprehensive  of 
evil,  shall  learn,  as  not  a  few  have  already  begun  to  do  from  the  fruits  of  Disestab- 
lishment in  Ireland,  to  thank  us  for  benetits  which,  in  spite  of  their 
have  been  the  instrument  of  securing  to  the  Church  and  the  world.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  THEOLOGICAL 
EDUCATION,  Etc.     May  1873. 

I.— The  Divinity  Hali. — 1872. 

The  Coinmttt«c  liave  to  report  that  the  examination  of  students  for 
admission  to  the  Hall  took  place  on  the  Igtli  of  June,  in  Edinburgli, 
Glasgow,  Perth,  Dundee,  Chapelhill,  Wigtown,  Birkenliead,  and 
Boveedy.  The  number  of  students  wlio  presented  themselves  for 
examination,  duly  certified  by  the  respective  Presbyteries,  was  28,  as 
compared  with  40  last  year.  Three  of  the  applicants  withdrew  before 
tile  day  of  examination, — two  from  ill-liealth,  and  one  from  an  impression 
tliat  the  examination  did  not  take  place  till  August.  One  of  the  appli- 
cants failed  to  pass,  but  the  Committee  felt  it  to  be  their  duty  to 
encourage  him  to  persevere  in  the  prosecution  of  his  studies.  Of  those 
applying  for  admission  to  the  Hall,  17  presented  certificates  of  having 
undergone,  in  one  or  more  departments,  the  University  examinations 
with  a  view  to  a  degree  in  Arts.  This  is  a  decrease  of  two  when  compared 
with  the  previous  year.  Looking  to  the  results  of  the  examination,  the 
Committee  find  that  the  average  scholarship  over  the  whole  is  represented 
by  556,  as  compared  with  576  of  the  year  preceding.  The  test  by  num- 
bers is,  however,  dependent  in  some  degree  on  the  character  of  the 
examination  papers,  and  tlie  Committee  have  pleasure  in  reporting  tliat 
in  the  case  of  some  of  the  applicants  there  was  evidence  of  very  high 
pi'oficiency. 

An  application  was  received  from  Mr.  Robert  Laws,  A.M.,  who  bad 
passed  all  the  examinations  required  for  graduation,  but  who  was 
unable  to  appear  for  examination  in  Hebrew  on  account  of  severe 
illness,  and  who  requested  permission  to  attend  the  Hall  on  condition  that 
he  pass  the  Hebrew  examination  next  year.  The  Committee  agreed  to 
admit  Mr.  Laws  on  condition  that  the  Synod's  sanction  be  obtained  for 
the  exemption  sought,  and  that  he  andergo  the  examination  next  year. 

The  examination  of  students  of  the  first  year  in  Natural  Philosophy 
was  conducted  at  the  same  time  as  that  for  admission  to  the  Hall.  The 
number  of  students  examined  was  21,  of  whom  18  wei-e  successful  in 
passing.  As  the  Synod  now  allows  a  selection  of  subjects  in  Natural 
PhiloBophv,  it  was  found  that  all  the  students  had  chosen  Magnetism  and 
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Electrici^,  with  the  exception  of  one,  who  took  StHtlcB  and  I>7namics. 
The  three  students  who  were  ansuccessfnl  have  been  appointed  to 
undergo  examination  next  year,  so  that  their  course  at  the  Hall  in  the 
meantime  has  not  been  interrupted.  Eleven  students  were  exempted 
from  examination  in  Natural  Philosophy,  on  the  ground  of  having  passed 
in  this  department  the  University  examination  for  a  degree  in  Arts.  An 
application  was  received  from  Mr.  J.  S.  Bntchart,  accompanied  with 
medical  certificate,  for  exemption  from  the  Natural  Philosophy  examtoa- 
tion  for  one  year,  on  accountof  ilUheaith,  which  was  granted  on  condition 
that  the  Synod's  approval  be  obtained. 

The  Committee  liave  to  report  that  the  entrance  examination  to  the 
Hall  had  last  year  a  special  interest,  from  the  fact  tliat  competition  was 
invited  for  the  M'Kindlay  Bursaxy,  which  is  '  conferred  on  students  of 
Divinity,  who  are  the  sons  of  widows  of  ministers,  or  sons  of  widows  of 
lay  members  of  the  Church,'  and  '  to  be  held  in  general  by  the  student 
appointed  to  it  during  his  entire  course  at  the  Hall.'  Three  candidates 
duly  certified  enrolled  themselves  for  the  competition.  The  reBoits  of 
the  examination  showed  that  the  Bursary  had  been  gained  by  Mr.  Alex- 
ander Watt,  Edinburgh,  whose  total  average  of  marks  was  697. 

The  Hall  for  the  session  of  1872  was  opened  in  the  presence  of  the 
Committee  on  Tuesday  the  6th  of  August,  when,  after  prayer,  the 
inaugural  lecture  was  delivered  by  the  Rev.  Professor  Eadie,  the  sabjeet 
being  '  "  Notes  "  of  a  True  Church."  The  classes  were  ari-anged  accord- 
ing to  the  junior  and  senior  divisions ;  and  in  order  to  meet,  as  far  as 
passible,  an  expressed  desire  of  the  students,  without  diminishing  the  time 
of  actual  attendance  on  the  duties  of  the  Halt,  it  was  agreed  that  the 
work  on  ordinary  days  should  begin  an  ^our  earlier,  and  that  the  intervals 
between  the  several  classes  be  shortened.  On  the  26th  September  the 
session  was  closed,  when  the  Rev.  Dr.  Cairns,  the  Moderator  of 
Synod,  delivered  the  concluding  address.  The  Professors  duly  reported 
to  the  Committee  in  regard  to  the  classes. 

Dt.  Harper,  Professor  of  Systematic  and  Pastoral  Theology,  reports 
that  he  delivered  lectures  on  the  Pastoral  Epistles,  vindicating  their 
genuineness,  and  commentmg  on  the  first  to  Timothy.  With  these 
expositions  were  interspersed  homiletical  exercises  on  various  topics  con- 
nected with  the  pastoral  care,  accompanied  with  readings  from  writers  in 
that  department.  Twenty-seven  lectures  in  all  were  delivered  during  the 
session.  Thirteen  examinations  were  held  on  subjects  of  prelection,  and 
on  the  text-book.  The  written  examinations  were  four  in  number,  agree- 
ably to  regulation ;  the  answers  were  considered  and  reported  on,  and 
omissions  and  mistakes  pointed  oat 

The  answers  gave  satisfactory  evidence  of  the  advantages  i-esolliDg 
from  this  mode  of  examination. 

The    fifth -year  stndents  delivered  poptilar  sermons,  the  decided 
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mnjority  of  which  are  marked  'good/  and  tome  'superior'  and  'very 
Baperior,'  in  Dr.  Harper's  memorandum  of  the  business  of  the  clats. 
One  half  of  the  students  of  the  third  year  gave  in  essays  on  prescribed 
topics,  all  of  which  were  sustained,  as  giving  encouraging  evidence  of 
diligence  and  ability. 

The  numbers  attending  were  28  of  the  fifth  year,  21  of  the  second, 
and  18  of  the  third.  The  deportment  of  the  students  as  a  body  was 
highly  satisfactoty.  One  student  of  the  English  Presbyterian  Church, 
and  one  from  the  Pi-otestant  Church  of  Bohemia,  were  enrolled  as  private 
students. 

Dr.  M'Michael,  Professor  of  Church  History  and  the  History  of 
Doctrines,  reports  that  his  principal  subject  this  session  was  '  The  Church, 
its  Nature  and  Constitution.'  The  course  of  prelections  embraced  free 
dlacnwions  aa  to  the  Sacramentarian  controversies,  and  the  different 
theories  on  the  form  of  Church  government.  The  number  of  stadents 
was  28  of  the  fifth  year,  21  of  the  second,  and  18  of  the  third.  What 
may  be  called  the  tutorial  work  of  the  class  was  conducted  much  as 
formerly.  There  were  oral  and  written  examinations  on  the  lectures ; 
an  essay  was  prescribed  during  the  session,  a  part  of  which  was  read  in 
public  ;  each  student  of  the  fourth  year  delivered  a  lectare  memoriter; 
and  one  half  of  the  students  of  the  third  year  gave  in  a  homily,  which 
was  criticised  in  public,  and  of  wliicli  portions  were  read.  Speaking  of 
the  students  as  a  whole,  the  Professor  reports  favourably. 

At  the  close  of  the  session  it  was  stated  that  a  friend  was  prepared  to 
give  a  copy  of  Hodgc^s  St/»temaHc  Theology,  3  volumes  8vo,  price  two 
guineas,  for  ten  shillings,  to  every  student  who  shall  attend  the  senior  divi- 
sion of  the  Hall  in  the  session  1873.  The  single  condition  is  that  he 
'  shall  submit  to  a  written  examination  upon  a  part  of  the  work  on  the 
day  that  the  session  commences,  after  the  introductory  lecture  has  been 
delivered.  Professors  Harper,  M'Michael,  and  Caims  have  agreed  to 
conduct  the  examinations.  Two  prizes  of  £fi  and  £3  will  be  given  to  the 
students  in  each  year  who  make  the  best  appearances ;  the  prizes  will  thus 
be  six  in  all.  The  Committee  expressed  their  cordial  acceptance  of  this 
generous  offer,  and  their  gratitude  to  the  friend,  whose  kindness  they 
trusted  would  have,  a  beneficial  effect  in  stimulating  the  students  of  the 
senior  division  to  diligence  in  th^  theological  studies. 

Dr.  Eadie,  Professor  of  Biblical  Literature  and  Exegesis,  reports  that 
his  first  course  during  the  session  took  up  Inspiration,  the  Canon,  and 
Introduction  to  the  more  important  books  of  the  Old  and  New  Testa- 
ments, discussing  the  genuineness  and  Mosaic  origin  of  the  Pentateuch, 
the  civil  law  enacted  in  it  for  the  Jewish  people,  and  the  religious  insti- 
tute established  for  them,  showing  its  adapUtion  and  its  typical  relations ; 
and  passed  on  to  Hebrew  poetry  and  prophecy,  their  nature  and  intei^ 
pretation.     The  Synoptical  Gospels  were  discussed  in  their  individual

purpose,  clioracter,  and  style,  and  the  relation  wliicli  tliey  bear  to  one 
aoother  as  independent  documeDta ;  the  Gospel  of  John,  in  its  aim,  struc- 
taro,  and  spirit,  was  also  dwelt  upon ;  then  Paul  and  Iiis  Epistles ;  and 
lastly  the  Apocalypse.  The  Professor's  second  conrse  of  lectures  on 
Exegesis  comprised  the  whole  of  2  Tliessalonians,  with  two  papers  on 
the  <  Man  of  Sin/  showing  that  no  form  of  error  that  has  yet  arisen  in 
the  Church  exhansts  the  meaning  of  the  prediction.  Exercises  in  Hebrew 
took  op  the  history  of  Balaam  and  a  good  many  of  the  Psalms,  com- 
parison being  constantly  made  with  the  Septnagint.  Selected  portions  of 
the  New  Testament  were  also  occasionally  read.  The  four  written 
examinations  stood  very  fairly,  and  the  discourses  delivered  by  tlie 
students  were  all  cordially  sustained. 

Dr.  Cairns,  Professor  of  Apologetical  Theology,  reports  that  during 
the  session  he  had  delivered  lectnres  on  the  History  of  Apolt^^fetical 
Theology  from  the  Apostolic  Fathers  to  our  own  times.  Of  these 
lectures,  twenty  were  written  and  five  unwritten,  the  latter  embracing 
a  history  of  English  Deism  and  Unbelief,  and  of  German  Negative 
tendencies,  and  the  reaction  against  them.  He  had  also,  in  as  many  oral 
examinations,  gone  over  and  supplemented  the  lectures.  He  incorporated 
for  tho  first  time  a  notice  of  French  Unbelief,  though  Dr.  Calms 
remarks  that  this  part  of  his  course,  as  welt  as  the  criticism  of  Scientific 
Theories  hostile  to  Christianity,  is  not  yet  completed.  The  students  of 
the  second  year  delivered  discoarses  which  were  marked  by  great  care 
and  diligence,  and  deserved  much  commendation.  Two  students  attended 
the  Professor's  lectures  from  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  Nova  Scotia, 
one  student  of  the  Scottish  Congregational  Church,  and  a  Jewish  con- 
vert, who  contemplates  devoting  himself  to  missionary  work  among  liis 
brethren.  Dr.  Cairns  states  that  the  behaviour  of  the  students  had  been 
very  satisfactory,  and  their  diligence,  as  shown  by  the  written  examina* 
tions,  most  praiseworthy.  He  conclndes:  'I  close  the  session  with  much 
tliankfolness  to  God,  and  hope  in  futare  years,  if  spared,  to  overtake 
work  not  yet  entered  upon.' 

Dr.  Soinerville,  according  to  the  instructions  of  Synod,  delivered 
lectures  on  Missions  and  Evangelism.  Three  of  these  were  on  (he 
obligations  which  lie  on  the.  Church  to  seek  the  evangelization  of  the 
whole  world,  one  on  the  work  to  be  done  among  the  heathen,  two  on 
the  qualifications  of  missionaries,  and  one  on  the  missionary  map  of  tlie 
world.  The  attention  and  the  conduct  of  the  great  majority  of  the 
students  were  all  that  could  be  desired ;  but  there  were  a  few,  he  regrets 
to  say,  who  were  inattentive,  restless,  and  annoying.  His  was  llie 
closing  lecture  on  each  Friday ;  and  as  the  students  had  for  five  days 
each  week  to  lislen  to  prelections  during  four  hours  each, day,  it  was 
scarcely  to  be  expected  that  a  mere  lecturer  would,  at  the  close  of  the 
week,  secure  their  calm  and  undivided  attention. 
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Mr.  Blumenreicli  continues  to  report  in  favonrabte  terms  of  tlm 
students  who  attend  his  tutorial  Hebrew  class,  of  whom  during  last 
session  there  were  24.  He  conducted  it  as  in  former  sessions,  devoting 
as  much  time  as  possible  to  tnition  in  grammar,  and  assisting  the  stndents 
witli  the  lessons  prescribed  by  Professor  Eadie. 

On  compaHng  the  total  number  of  students  enrolled  for  the  session 
with  that  of  the  eight  years  immediately  preceding,  the  Committee  find 
that  in  1865  there  were  132;  in  1866,  134;  in  1867,  136;  in  1868, 
139;  in  1869,  142;  in  1870,  139;  in  1871,  151;  and  in  1872,  136. 
Of  the  136  enrolled,  79  belonged  to  the  senior  and  57  to  the  junior 
division  of  the  Hall. 

Looking  to  the  shortness  of  the  session,  the  Committee  feel  that,  to 
maintain  the  efiBciency  of  our  Theological  Hall,  regularity  of  attendance 
on  the  part  of  the  students  is  indispensable.  And  while  their  condact 
generally  has  been  in  this  respect  all  that  could  be  desired,  it  is  with  regret 
that  the  Committee  have  received  from  the  Professors  of  the  senior 
division  a  repoii,  of  irregalarity  on  the  part  of  some  stndents  whicli 
calls  for  consideration.  In  the  case  of  one  student,  who  had  been  absent 
twenty-six  hours  in  the  course  of  the  session  without  satisfactory  reason, 
the  Committee  refused  to  sustain  attendance,  and  withlield  tJie  usual 
certificate.  They  have  to  report,  however,  that  he  has  since  attended  a 
winter  session  at  the  Theological  classes  of  the  Free  College,  Glasgow, 
and  having  presented  excellent  certificates  from  the  Professors  there  of 
Pastoral  Theology  and  Church  History,  the  Committee  are  prepared  to 
i-ecommend  the  Synod  that  these  certificates  be  accepted,  and  tliat  his 
course  of  study  now  proceed  without  interruption.  In  the  case  of  a 
second  student,  the  Committee  reported  the  irregularity  of  his  attendance 
to  the  Presbytery  to  which  he  belonged,  and  left  them  to  deal  with  it  as 
they  thought  proper.  Three  other  cases  were  brought  under  the  Com- 
mittee's notice,  which  tliey  now  refer  to  the  Synod.  The  first  of  these 
is  that  of  a  student  who  absented  himself  duting  the  first  week  of  the 
Hall,  though  warned  beforehand  by  one  of  the  Professors,  to  whom  he 
had  written,  that  such  absence  was  not  allowed;  the  second  is  that  of 
one  who,  though  absent  for  sixteen  hoars  in  the  course  of  the  session  from 
'indisposition,'  was  absent  for  three  hours  more  without  any  reason 
whatever;  and  the  third  is  that  of  a  student  who,  in  addition  to  five 
hours  absence  from  a  cold,  was  absent  other  six  hours  'preparing  his 
discourse  for  the  Hall.'  The  Committee  feel  that  they  are  only  dis- 
charging a  duty  to  the  students  of  our  Chnroh,  and  to  our  esteemed 
Professors,  in  bringing  snch  cases  before  the  attention  of  the  Synod ;  and 
while  they  are  not  prepared  to  recommend  the  Synod  to  adopt  any 
particular  course  with  regard  to  them,  they  cannot  sustain  the  excuses 
given,  or  overlook  the  irregularity  committed,  without  obtaining  the 
Synod's  sanction. 
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In  former  Bepocts  the  Committee  have  bad  occuioa  to  adrot  to  the 
iiiconveDieot  character  of  the  clasft>rooDU.  Improvements  hare  been 
attempted,  but  theee  bare  been  inefFecdve.  Tbe  subject  baa  been  again 
preMed  with  urgency  on  the  attentiui  of  the  C<niimittee  in  a  letter  from 
Dr.  Somerville,  in  which  he  apeaka  atrongly  of  tbe  unaaiUbleoeeB  of  the 
large  hall  where  the  senior  division  of  the  students  meet,  and  the  dis- 
advantage in  which  it  places  the  Profeasora  in  commanding  attention 
and  conducting  examinations.  Complaints  r^arding  the  jonior  cliM- 
room,  especially  with  respect  to  its  defective  ventilation,  have  also  b*ea 
received.  The  Committee  are  not  prepared  to  snggeat  a  remedy,  bnt 
would  earnestly  solicit  the  Synod's  consideration  of  a  matter  in  which 
the  comfort  of  one  Frofeesws  and  stodents,  and  the  efficiency  of  our 
Hall  arrangements,  are  so  mach  involved. 

U,— Stddeiits'  Memobtai.  to  the  Stwod. 

The  Committee  have  received  the  following  memorial,  which,  at  a 
meeting  of  the  stadents  daring  last  session  of  the  Hall,  it  was  resolved 
to  forward  to  the  Synod.  It  is  now,  at  the  request  of  tbe  stodents,  snb- 
mitted  for  consideration : — 

To  the  Synod  of  tbe  United  Presbyterian  Church,  tbe  Memorial  of  the 

Stndents  attending  the  Theological  Hall,  Session  187S ; 
Bumbly  ehoweth, — 

That  last  session  we  presented  to  your  Theological  Committee  a 
memorial  desh^ng  a  diminntion  in  the  number  of  honrs  of  daily  attend- 
ance at  the  Hall,  bnt  were  informed  that  the  Committee  had  no  power 
to  make  any  such  change ;  that  we  are  still  of  the  same  opinion  with 
regard  to  the  desirability  of  the  desired  change,  and  we  hombly  think 
that  in  several  other  ways  the  arrangements  of  the  Hall  could  be  im- 
proved. We  beg,  therefore,  hnmbly  to  petition  your  Beverend  Court  to 
take  into  connderation  the  whole  working  arrangements  of  the  Hall,  and 
to  devise  such  means  as  may  seem  fitted  to  increase  the  efficiency  of  our 
Hieological  training.  And  your  Petitioners  will  ever  pray.

in. — Pbofosed  Bbtision  of  Hall  AxRAiraEHENTB. 

The  Committee  cannot  but  observe  a  growing  deidre  on  the  part  of 
many  throughout  the  Church  for  some  important  change  in  oar  present 
system  of  Theological  training.  The  foregoing  memorial,  and  overtures 
to  the  Synod  on  the  subject  by  two  Presbytories,  are  an  eipression  of 
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this  desire  not  to  be  overlooked.  Oar  arrangemenU  for  trainiog  atndents 
for  the  ministry  hare  not  diynyt  been  repreflected  in  a  manner  that  does 
jiutice  to  the  practical  booefita  connected  with  them,  and  to  the  invalu- 
able  laboars'of  onr  Professors.  Looking,  however,  to  the  demand  which 
is  being  made  at  present  in  all  Charches  for  a  high  atandanl  uf  Theo- 
logical scholarship,  tlie  increased  means  which  our  people  ii>  general  have 
for  self-support  in  prosecuting  study,  the  necessity  for  candidates  for 
the  ministry  having  such  attainnients  in  Theological  science  as  shall 
qualify  them  to  grapple  successfully  witii  the  various  forms  of  modern 
error  and  unbelief,  it  appears  to  the  Comoiittee  that  a  time  lias  come 
when  the  Synod  is  again  called  upon  serioasly  to  consider  the  whole 
question  of  our  Hall  arrangements,  and  what  ohanges  it  may  be  advis- 
able to  make  to  secure  the  best  possible  training  for  our  riung  ministry. 
Ten  years  ago  Synodical  inqaiiy  resulted  in  the  continnance  of  oar 
present  Theological  course.  It  may  be  found  that  the  Church  is  now 
prepared  to  adopt  more  decided  action  ;  and  if,  on  careful  inquiry,  the 
Synod  is  convinced  that  changes  of  an  important  kind  most  be  made  in 
order  to  secure  the  efficiency  desired,  the  Committee  are  of  opinion  that 
the  more  promptly  these  are  consummated  the  better. 


IV. — SuPBEraTmroEiroE  op  Dirmmr  Studehtb  dubing  vbm 

BB0E88. 

The  Presbyteries  of  the  Church  have  sent  the  usoal  retonw  with 
regard  to  inter-sessional  supervision,  from  which  it  appears  that  the 
examinations  prescribed  by  the  Synod  have  been  regularly  held,  and  that 
the  discourses  appointed  have  been  delivered.  It  is  gratifying  to  find 
that  the  recommendation  of  last  Synod,  that  the  examinations  be  con- 
ducted in  whole  or  in  part  by  means  of  written  papers,  has  been  in  many 
instances  carried  out,  with  the  most  satisfactory  results. 


v.— StTPlKINTENDKHCB  OF  STUDENTS  DURIHO  THEIR  UNirBBSITT 
CUBBIOITLDH. 

Reports  have  been  received  from  the  superinteDdenta  of  students 
attending  onr  four  Universities. 

The  Bev.  J.  Mitchell  Harvey,  M^.,  states  in  regard  to  the  students 
attending  Edinburgh  University :  <  In  addition  to  a  preliminary  meeting, 
the  students  have  assembled  in  my  house,  daring  the  session  just  closed, 
once  a  month.  At  every  meeting  devotional  exwciaes  were  engaged  in. 
Thereafter  representatives  from  each  class  were  examined  as  to  the 
studies  pursued,  and  the  character  and  amount  of  work  done.    And  then 
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an  opportunity  was  given  to  all  tlia  students  to  speak  with  me  piivately, 
as  to  any  difficulties  they  fonud  in  their  way,  or  assistance  tliey  would 
like  to  have,  or  infoi-mation  with  which  I  could  supply  them  about  books, 
bursaries,  tutorial  classes,  etc.  Oar  formal  meeting  over,  we  spent  the 
rest  of  the  evening  in  social  intercourse  and  conversation.  I  am  happy 
to  say  that  my  connection  with  the  students  has  not  been  confined  to 
our  stated  meetings  with  each  other,  but  that  many  of  them  bare  availed 
themselves  of  the  invitation  to  use  my  advice,  experience,  and  library,  as 
their  occasions  suggested.  Their  conduct  and  diligence,  so  far  as  I  have 
been  able  to  judge,  have  been  highly  commendable ;  and  the  success  of 
not  a  few  of  them  in  their  classes  the  prize  list  of  the  University 
Calendar  will  sufficiently  attest.  On  the  roll,  made  up  from  the  report 
of  regular  attenders  at  our  meetings,  I  have  45  names.  Of  these,  32 
have  been  present  at  one  or  more  of  our  meetings,  and  the  average 
attendance  thronghont  the  winter  and  spring  has  been  from  16  to  31 — 
say  1&.'  Mr.  Harvey  '  begs  to  add,  tliat  not  only  in  his  own  opinion, 
but  that  of  the  tutors  and  the  students,  the  tutorial  classes  have  been  of 
very  great  advantage.' 

The  students  attending  Glasgow  University  were  superintended  by 
the  Rev.  Robert  Johnstone,  LL.B.,  who  reports  as  follows : — *  I  met 
with  the  students  weekly  during  the  session.  We  read  with  much  care 
a  portion  of  the  Epistle  to  the  Fhilippians  tu  Greek,  and  I  gave  also  a 
few  familiar  lectures  on  the  history  of  the  English  Bible.  Six  students 
attended  with  creditable  regularity, — several  of  them,  indeed,  being  at 
almost  eveiy  meeting.  I  greatly  enjoyed  my  interconrse  with  tliem. 
Besides  these,  a  few  pi'esented  themselves  once  or  twice.  The  number  of 
United  Presbyterian  students  attending  the  University  of  Glasgow 
during  the  session  having  been,  I  believe,  not  far  from  forty,  an  attend- 
ance of  six  at  the  superintendent's  meetings  is  obviously  altogether  un- 
satisfactory. And,  so  far  as  I  can  ascertain,  my  position  in  this  respect 
is  but  similar  to  that  of  my  predecessors,  for  some  years  at  least.  There 
seems  to  be  something  seriously  defective  in  our  plan.  It  may  work 
fairly  well  in  St.  Andrews,  where  the  superintendent  of  the  students  is 
also  their  minister;  but  in  the  larger  University  towns  I  think  the 
superintendent  system,  under  present  an-angements,  will  not  do  anything 
like  the  amount  of  good  it  might  do.  Some  change,  certainly,  should 
be  made.  Matters,  I  think,  will  probably  continue  in  this  unsatisfactory 
state,  unless  either  the  Theological  Committee,  as  the  Board  for  exa- 
mination for  admission  to  the  Hall,  or  the  Committee  on  Scholarships, 
or,  perhaps  better,  both,  be  instructed  to  require  from  every  applicant 
to  them  the  presentation  of  a  certificate  of  attendance  at  the  superin- 
tendent's class,  or  the  statement  of  a  thoroughly  good  reason  why  he  did 
Dot  attend. 

The  Bev.  Archibald  Young  reports,  respecting  the  students  attending 
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Aberdeen  Uuiversity,  that  six  meetings  were  held,  the  attendance  at 
wliick  was  not  satisfactory. 

The  Kev,  J.  G.  Scott  says  i-egurding  tlie  stndents  at  St.  Andrews  : — 
'  I  have  pleasure  in  reporting  that  ten  students  connected  themselves 
witli  the  meetings  held  here  during  the  past  winter  session.  Passages 
fi'om  the  Gospels  were  read  in  Greek,  and  familiar  addresses  were  given 
on  a  variety  of  topics, — among  others,  'Notes  of  a  Swiss  Tour,'  'Pecnliari- 
ties  of  New  Testament  Greek,'  '  Tiansmission  of  Ancient  Books,'  and 
'  Origin  of  the  Gospels.'  The  attention  of  the  students  was  evei'ything 
that  could  be  desired ;  and  in  closing  my  work  among  them  as  superin- 
tendent, I  can  only  express  the  great  and  almost  unmingled  satisfaction 
with  which  I  have  held  intercourse  with  them.  The  Students'  Mission- 
ary Society  has  also  continued  its  meetings  on  Sabbath  afternoons,  when 
devotional  exercises  were  engaged  in,  and  essays  i-cad  by  the  members.' 

The  Committee  i-egret  that  the  reports  of  our  superintendents  are 
not  alike  encouraging,  and  would  again  press  upon  ministers  wlio  have 
University  students  under  tlieir  care  to  remind  them  of  the  Synodical 
rules  in  regard  to  attendance  on  the  superintendent's  class  while  at 
college. 


VI.— New  Text-Book  fok  ihb  Moual  PuiLoeuruT 
Examination. 

In  conducting  the  examination  in  Moral  Philosophy  witli  a  view  to 
admission  to  the  Hall,  the  text-book  hitherto  employed  has  been  Stew- 
art's Oallinss.  The  inadequacy  of  the  work,  for  an  examination  that 
should  embrace  the  varied  phases  of  Moi-al  Science  up  till  the  pi-esent 
time,  has  been  long  felt  It  is  now  proposed  by  the  Committee  that  the 
text-book  for  examination  in  this  department  shall  be  Professor  Colder- 
wood's  Handbook  of  Moral  I'/Ulosoph^ ;  and  the  excellencies  of  this 
work,  so  recently  published,  will  secure,  it  is  hoped,  the  Synod's  cordial 
apprubalion  of  the  change. 


VII. — ^Thb  LiBEABlES. 

1.  T/te  Edinburgh  Library, 

The  Committee  have  to  i-eport  that  the  affairs  of  this  Library  ai*e  tn  a 
very  satisfactory  condition.  The  number  of  -volumes  given  out  during 
the  last  year  amounts  to  2392.  No  record  is  kept  of  the  number  of  books 
consulted,  as  the  students  are  allowed  louch  fi'eedom  of  access,  especially 
during  tlie  Hall  ses^on,  under  the  personal  supervision  of  the  librarian. 
The  number  of  sudi  consultations,  however,  may  be  safely  estimated  at 
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from  three  to  foar  thoosand  during  the  year.  There  ha^e  been  248 
Tolames  added  to  the  Library  in  the  conne  of  the  past  year, — 221  by 
purchase,  and  37  by  presentation.

The  Oommittee  iiare  mneh  satiafiction  in  stating  tbat  they  are 
aow  in  !poifleHdo&  of  «  complete  lut  of  the  Mlnisten'  Libnriei  ^at 
have  bees  instituted  Uiroughont  the  Church.  This  liat  has  been  care- 
fiilly  made  up  from  the  StattaUoal  Retnrns  of  the  present  year.  It  is 
gratifying  to  state  that  the  total  number  of  these  LibrarieB  is  142  ;  that 
the  number  of  Tolumes  contained  in  them  is  9534 ;  and  tiiat  in  1872  no 
less  than  168  volumes  were  added  to  them,  representing  an  e:ipenditure 
of  £78,  2s.  Id.  Orest  divarrity  is  observabU  in  the  siae  of  the 
Libraries,  and  in  the  sums  annoally  spent  by  congregations  in  main- 
taining them.  The  Libraries  range  from  17  to  450  volumes,  and  the 
oc^ectionB  for  th^  extension  daring  1873,  vhioh,  it  ahoold  be  neted, 
w«re  made  by  80  chorcbes  only,  rapreseat  sums  rising  from  6a.  to  £18. 
Two  new  Libraries  are  being  added  to  the  lut,-— one  at  Warkworth,  and 
another  at  Burra  Isles,  Lerwiok.  In  the  course  of  next  year,  the  Oon^• 
mittee  hope  to  take  steps  to  revive  and  extend  ^is  important  schemeof 
the  Ohurch. 


X.— AppLKUtiCHf  OP  Mb.  Hbhrt  A.  Huiohibon. 

An  application  has  been  received  from  Mr,  Henry  A.  Hntcbison  for 
the  sanction  of  the  Synod  to  the  shortening  of  bis  Theological  course  to 
four  sessions  of  attendance  at  the  Hall,  on  the  ground  that  it  is  his  pur- 
pose to  labour  in  the  Foreign  Mission  field,  under  the  London  Missionary 
Sooiety,  to  whom  he  has  offered  his  services,  and  by  whom  he  has  been 
accepted.  The  Committee  cordially  recommend  the  Synod  to  grant  the 
request. 


XI. — Petitiok  of  Mk.  J.  S.  Nbison. 

A  petidon  has  been  received  from  Mr.  J.  S.  Nelson,  who  has 
attended  the  University  of  Edinburgh  for  three  years,  and  passed  tot 
M.A.  in  Classica  and  Mathematics,  and  has  also  attended  the  class  of 
Logic,  intending  to  take  Bhetorio  and  Mora)  Philosophy  next  year  in 
ord«r  to  complete  the  coarse  for  the  Degree,  praying  the  Synod  to  accept 
of  his  attendance  at  the  Natural  Philosophy  Class  in  place  of  that  at 
Moral  Philosophy,  as  permitted  in  the  case  of  Aberdeen  stodents,  that 
he  may  enter  the  Divinity  Hall  daring  the  present  year.  The  IVea- 
bylery  of  Perth,  to  whom  the  ttndant  belongs,  cordially  recommend  the 
p^tKH)  to  the  favourable  consideration  of  the  Synod.

XII.— Apflioation  of  Mr.  Adah  Baillus. 


Mr.  Adam  Bullie,  student  of  the  first  year,  has  not  been  able  to 
attend  tlie  Natural  Philosophy  Class  at  the  University  during  last 
session,  and  he  seeks  permission  from  the  Synod  to  continue  his  Divinity 
Gonne  uninterrupted,  on  condition  that  he  take  Natural  Philosophy  at 
the  University  next  session. 


XIIL— Bbhit  ament  King's  Collbob  and  Univebsitt  College, 
London. 

The  Committee  have  made  inquiry  as  to  the  course  of  academic 
training  given  at  King's  College  and  University  College,  London, 
in  accordance  with  the  remit  of  Synod  on  this  subject ;  and  from  the 
testimony  of  tliose  who  are  well  qualified  to  judge,  and  from  the  infor- 
mation afforded  by  the  Calendar,  more  particularly  of  Kui(^s  College, 
the  Committee  are  satisfied  that  in  the  Arts  departments  certificates  of 
attendance  at  these  Colleges  sbonid  be  accepted  equally  with  those  from 
our  Scottish  Universities.  They  recommend,  therefore,  that  the  rule 
of  the  Church  with  respect  to  attendance.of  students  at  Owen's  College, 
Manchester,  and  New  College,  St.  John's  Wood,  London,  shall  now 
apply  under  the  same  conditions  to  the  Colleges  named  in  the  Synod's 
remit. 


XIV. — Entbance  Examination  tor  University  Students. 

No  progress  has  been  made  during  the  past  year  by  our  Univer- 
sities towards  instituting  Entrance  Examinations.  By  correspondence 
with  other  denominations,  the  Committee  have  some  hope  of  getting 
the  Supreme  Courts  of  the  several  Churches  to  bring  their  influence  to 
bear  on  the  University  Councils,  with  the  view  of  having  the  Synodical 
recommendation  on  this  subject  carried  out.  At  the  same  time,  it  would 
appear  that  serious  practical  difficulties  are  in  the  way  of  its  adoption. 
'  1st,  The  Professors  are  not  prepared  to  determine  what  students  enter- 
ing the  University  shall  be  required  to  undergo  such  an  entrance  exa- 
mination. To  apply  it  to  all,  it  is  alleged,  would  be  unfiur  to  studenta 
who  do  not  contemplate  a  regular  college  curriculum ;  and  to  restrict  it 
to  '  curriculum'  students  would  necessitate  exemptions  which  it  would  be 
extremely  difficult,  if  not  impossible,  to  regulate.  2d,  Tentative  Examina- 
tions have  been  adopted  as  an  experiment  by  Professors  in  more  than 
one  University,  the  test  applied  being  of  a  lenient  kind ;  and  the  result, 
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it  is  affirmed,  goes  to  show  tliat  sucli  is  the  defective  preparatory  train- 
ing of  many  of  oar  schools^  that  were  failure  in  passing  the  exatninaUoa 
to  exclude  the  student,  the  class,  on  an  average,  woaH  be  diminished  by 
one  h^f.  Many  of  the  students  who  appear  unfavourably  in  the  results 
of  those  examinations  have  been  able,  however,  by  extraordinary  dili- 
gence during  the  session,  to  acquit  themselves  with  credit,  and  even  to 
gain  honours.  3d,  To  render  entrance  examinations  effective,  it  would 
be  indispensable  that  all  the  Universities  agreed  to  adopt  them,  and  to 
have  also  some  uniform  standard  in  conducting  them.  It  would  seem 
that  such  harmony  of  co-operation  and  arrangement  among  our  Univer- 
sities as  tliis  implies  we  arc  not  likely  to  witness,  unless  measures  he 
adopted  to  secure  it  of  a  more  potent  kind  tlian  the  Synod  has  yet  con- 
templated. With  such  difficulties  in  the  way  of  an  object  in  itself  so 
desirable,  it  may  be  for  the  Committee  to  ask  the  Synod,  at  some 
future  time,  to  consider  the  pracUcabtlity  of  instituting  entrance 
examinations  of  a  moderate  kind  for  our  own  students  before  beginning 
their  curriculum  at  College,  and  thus  obtain  for  our  Church,  at  least, 
the  benefits  for  which  we  have  been  appealing  to  the  Universities  in 
vain.

REPORT  ON  GENERAL  STATISTICS.     Mat  1873. 

The  schednles  issued  in  December  for  the  CoDgregatioaaJ  Statistics  of 
the  year  1872  have  been  filled  up  and  returned  or  reported  to  the  Home 
Secretary,  for  the  nse  of  the  Synod  and  the  Home  Committee  of  the 
Board  of  Missions,  by  606  congregations,  being  five  more  than  have  sent 
in  these  returns  in  any  previous  year.  The  returns  have  been  complete 
from  26  out  of  the  81  Presbyteries  of  the  Church  j  from  one  Presbytery 
an  imperfect  return  was  made  by  one  congregation;  and  in  the  four 
remaining  Presbyteries  there  are  only  5  congregations  which  have  not 
filled  up  and  returned  tlie  schedules  sent  to  them  for  the  year  1872 — 
namely,  one  in  the  Presbytery  of  Annandale,  one  in  the  Presbytery  of 
Berwick,  two  in  the  Presbytery  of  Glaagow,  and  one  in  the  Presbytery 
of  Stirling.  Each  of  these  five  congregations  has,  however,  made  a 
return  in  some  previous  year,  ao  that  their  statistics  can  be  estimated 
with  a  near  approximation  to  the  actual  facts  from  their  former  papers, 
and  their  retention  of  their  schedules  for  the  present  year  cannot  seri- 
ously affect  the  general  accuracy  of  the  results  stated  in  this  Report. 
The  table  snbjoined  exhibits  the  progressive  increase,  gradual  but  con- 
stant, at  once  of  the  nnmber  of  congregations  placed  on  the  Synod's 
roll,  and  of  those  by  which  the  annual  statistical  returns  have  been  pre- 
pared and  forwarded  in  accordance  with  the  regulations  of  the  Synod. 
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The  number  of  congregations  on  the  roll  of  the  Synod  in  December 
1871  was  608,  and  in  December  1872  it  was  611,  showing  an  increaBe 
of  lArw  congregations  during  the  year  1872.    Five  new  congregations 
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have,  however,  been  erected  in  the  past  year,  viz.:  Hai/market  and 
London  Road,  in  tlie  city  and  Presbytery  of  Edinbargh ;  Garseube 
hoad,  in  the  city  and  Presbytery  of  Glasgow ;  Bollon,  in  the  Presbytery 
of  Lancashire ;  and  Durham,  in  the  Presbytery  of  Newcastle.  But 
during  the  year  1872  two  congregations — viz.  Qaem  Street,  Tnvemes»j 
and  the  second  congregation  at  Newburgh — have  left  the  denomination  ; 
Ko  that,  in  consequence  of  these  secessions,  the  number  of  congregations 
on  the  Synod's  roll  lias  been  increased  daring  the  year  1872  only 
by  3,  being  2  more  tlian  in  the  previous  year. 

The  number  of  baptisms  reported  in  1872  being  11,762,  is  88  less  than 
the  number  reported  in  1871,  but  is  more  than  the  number  baptized 
in  any  of  the  years  preceding  1871.  Of  the  persons  baptized  in  1872, 
107  were  adults,  while  the  number  baptized  in  infancy  was  11,655. 

In  the  number  of  young  pei'sons  reported  as  i-eceiving  religious 
instruction  in  Sabbath  schools  and  in  Bible  classes,  there  has  been  a 
considerable  increase  during  the  year  1872.  The  number  of  Sabbatli- 
scltool  teachers,  which  in  1871  was  reported  as  10,514,  has  been  reported 
for  1872  as  10,870,  so  indicating  an  increase  of  356  in  the  latter  year ; 
and  the  number  of  scholars  attending  classes  in  Sabbath  schools,  wbicli 
was  reported  for  1871  as  81,481,  has  been  retni-ned  in  the  schedules  For 
1872  as  84,308,  showing  an  increase  of  2827  in  the  latter  year  as 
compai-ed  with  1871,  and  indicating  the  graUfying  fact,  that  not  only 
has  the  decrease  mentioned  in  last  Report  been  fully  made  np,  but  an 
increase  of  1868  scholars  secnred  beyond  the  nnmber  reported  in  the 
rctoms  for  1870.  In  the  number  of  advanced  Bible  classes  taught  by 
ministers  and  elders,  there  lias  been  'a  decrease  of  6  in  the  year  1872 
—namely,  from  729  in  1871,  to  723  in  1872 ;  and  of  these  723  classes, 
550  are  reported  as  taught  by  ministers,  and  the  remaining  173  by 
elders  or  members  of  the  Church.  The  returns  in  reference  to  the 
attendance  at  these  Bible  classes  exhibit  a  considerable  increase, — the 
number  reported  as  attending  in  1871  having  been  21,297,  while  the 
number  stated  in  the  returns  for  1872  is  22,192,  giving  an  increase  of 
895  during  the  year  1872.  In  view  of  the  recent  changes  in  the  system 
of  National  £ducation,  and  of  the  questions  raised  in  connection  with 
these  changes,  the  provision  made  by  the  Church  for  the  religiouii 
training  of  the  children  received  into  her  pale  by  baptism  is  invested 
with  new  importance ;  and  it  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  during  the  past 
year  increased  numbers  have  been  brought  under  such  training  and 
instruction  in  the  Sabbath  schools  and  Bible  classes  of  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church. 

The  number  of  members  in  full  coaimnQion  with  the  United  Presby- 
terian Church,  which  was  reported  for  1871  as  181,426,  has  been 
returned  for  1872  as  182,810.  This  indicates  an  increase  of  1384 
during  the  year,  or  of  J  per  cent,  on  the  whole  membership  of  the 
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Cliurch ;  of  which  increase  861  belong  to  the  English  portion  of  the 
denomination,  and  523  to  tlie  congregations  located  in  Scotland.  Tlie 
average  attendance  at  public  worship  on  the  Lord's  day  is  reported  for 
1872  tis  207,172,  while  the  retorna  for  the  preceding  year  gave  205,305. 
There  has  thus  been  an  increase  in  1872  of  the  attendance  at  public 
ordinances  at  the  rate  of  ^^  per  cent.,  and  amounting  throughout  the 
Church  to  1867.  The  average  membersliip  of  each  congregation 
is  299,  or  one  more  than  the  average  given  in  last  Eeport ;  and  the 
average  attendance  at  public  worship  in  each  Church  is  339,  or  one  more 
thiin  was  reported  in  the  previous  year. 

In  17  Pi-esbyteriea  of  the  Cliurcli  the  number  of  members  on 
the  rolls  of  congregations  has  been  reduced  during  the  past  year  by 
1807,  of  wliich  number  36  belong  to  the  congregations  in  the  English 
portion  of  the  Presbytery  of  Beiwick.  In  the  four  English  Presbyteries 
the  membei-ship  has  been  increased  by  897,  or  nt  the  rate  of  fully  6^  per 
cent.;  and  in  the  ten  remaining  Presbyteries  there  is  reported  an 
increase  in  the  membersliip  of  1574 ;  thus  giving,  as  stated  above,  an 
increase  in  the  number  of  members  over  the  whole  Cliurch  of  .1384. 
The  Presbyteries  in  which  the  membersliip  has  decreased  are — Orkney 
(2),  Aberdeen  (7),  Stirling  (12),  Falkirk  (14),  Banffshire  (18),  Melrose 
(22),  Luchan  (27),  >  Galloway  (29),  Annandale  (31),  Cupar  (37), 
Arbroath  (40),  Kinross  (68),  Benvick  (92),  Elgin  and  Inverness  (144), 
Kelso  (146),  Edinburgh  (1C9),  and  Perth  (229).  In  9  of  these  Presby- 
teries a  decrease  of  membersliip  was  also  reported  in  1871 ;  and  both  in 
1871  and  in  1872  the  diminution  has  been  greatest  in  the  Presbytery  of 
Perth,  while  in  both  years  it  has  been  considerable  in  the  Presbyteries  of 
Kinross,  Kelso,  and  Arbroath.  In  each  of  the 4  Presbyteries  in  England 
the  membership  has  increased  during  the  year,  and  the  additions  have 
been  :  Cariisle,  G3,  or  fully  7  per  cent. ;  Newcastle,  248,  or  very  nearly'4 
per  cent. ;  Lancashire,  171,  or  3|per  cent. ;  and  London,  415,  or  18^  per 
cent.  In  the  10  remaining  Presbyteries  the  membership  has  increased  ; 
namely,  Glasgow,  961,  or  2^  per  cent. ;  Paisley  and  Greenock,  166,  or 
1^  per  cent. ;  Dundee,  117,  or  1^  per  cent. ;  Lanark,  87  j  Kilmarnockj 
67  ;  Hamilton,  58  ;  Kirkcaldy,  48  ;  Ireland,  35 ;  Dunfermline,  27 ;  and 
Dumfries,  8.  The  increase  of  membership  dnring  the  year  1872  has 
thus  been  greatest  in  the  Presbyteries  of  Glasgow,  London,  Newcastle,' 
Lancashire,  and  Paisley  and  Greenock ;  and  the  aggregate  additions  in 
those  5  Presbyteries  have  been  1961,  or  184  more  than  the  increase  in  tlie 
membership  of  the  whole  denomination  in  1872. 

To  illustrate  the  manner  in  which  the  increase  in  the  total  membership 
of  th^  Chureh  has  been  distributed  over  the  congregations  of  tlie  Synod,  a 
tabular  statement  ha^  been  prepared,  as  in  former  years,  exhibiting  the 
number  of  congregations  in  each  Presbytery  in  which  the  decrease  in 
the  number  of  members  has  not  exceeded  ten,  or  has  been  more  than 
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ten ;  the  number  of  congregationB  in  each  Presbytery ;  the  number  of 
congregations  tn  the  larger  citie*  and  towns,  or  their  vicinity,  and  the 
proportion  of  these  in  which  the  membership  has  increased ;  and  the 
namber  of  coDgiegations  in  smaller  towns  and  raral  districts,  witli  the

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pn^rtion  of  these  in  which  also  the  membership  has  increased.  From 
that  table  it  will  be  seen  that  there  are  299  congregatiuas  on  the  Synod's 
roll,  or  13  less  than  last  year,  in  which  the  membership  has  increased  in 
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the  year  1872 ;  that  there  are  61  congregations  in  which  the  number  of 
members  §eems  to  have  been  the  same  at  the  end  of  the  year  as'at  its 
commencement ;  and  that  there  are  261  congregations,  or  18  more  than 
in  1871,  in  which  the  membership  has  diminiBbed  daring  the  year  1872, 
The  table  farther  shows,  that  of  221  congregations  classified  as  in  or 
near  to  cities  or  large  towns,  tliere  are  126,  or  exactly  the  same  number  as 
last  year,  in  which  the  membership  has  increased  in  1872,  and  therefore  95 
in  which  the  nnmber  of  membera  has  been  stationary  or  has  deoreased ; 
while  of  the  390  congregations  classified  as  located  in  small  towns  or 
rural  districts,  there  are  178,  or  13  less  than  last  year,  in  which  the  mem- 
bership  has  increased  during  the  year  1872,  and  consequently  217,  or  12 
more  than  in  the  year  1871,  in  which  the  nnmber  of  members  has  either 
remained  stationary  or  has  decreased  daring  the  year  1872.  The  table 
is  given  on  the  preceding  page. 

The  nnmber  of  students  enrolled  in  the  Theological  Hall  for  the 
session  of  1872  was  136,  showing  a  decrease  of  15  as  compared  with 
the  attendance  of  the  preceding  year.  Of  these  136  students,  there  were 
28  of  the  fifth  or  most  advanced  year,  24  of  the  fourth,  27  (including 
one  English  Presbyterian  and  one  Bohemian  student)  of  the  third  year, 
83  of  the  second  year,  and  24  of  the  first  or  entrance  year.  The  num- 
ber of  probationers,  including  those  on  the  List  of  Occasional  Supply,  is 
73,  being  4  less  than  the  number  reported  last  year,  and  30  less  than 
the  number  at  the  close  of  the  year  1869.  The  number  of  elders  in  the 
sessions  of  the  Church,  which  hi  1871  was  reported  as  4804,  is  returned 
for  1872  as  4871^  showing  an  increase  during  the  latter  year  of  67. 

The  nnmber  of  paid  agents  employed  as  missionaries,  Bible-women, 
catechiats,  etc.,  in  connection  with  the  congregatimis  of  the  Synod,  has 
been  returned  in  the  echednles  for  1872  as  200,  being  14  leas  than  the 
number  stated  in  the  Report  for  the  preceding  year  1871.  Of  these 
agents,  the  congregations  in  the  Presbytery  of  Glasgow  employ  89,  in 
the  Presbytery  of  Edinburgh  35,  of  Lancashire  14,  and  of  Paisley  and 
Greenock  14 ;  the  number  of  agents  being  greatest  in  the  districts  where 
the  population  is  most  densely  crowded  together,  while  there  are  ten  of 
the  smaller  Presbyteries  in  which  no  such  agency  has  been  reported  in 
the  returns  for  the  year  1872.  As  in  some  preceding  years,  these  con- 
gregational labourers  have  on  several  occasions  during  the  year  1872 
been  associated  with  and  assisted  by  the  evangelistic  agents  employed  by 
the  Home  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  under  the  sanction  of 
the  Synod ;  and  although  much  of  the  fruit  of  their  efforts  for  the  diffu- 
sion of  saving  knowledge  and  of  the  blessings  of  the  gospel  may  be 
hidden  from  observation  until  '  the  day  shall  declare  it,'  there  has  been 
ample  and  encourapDg  evidence  that  the  work  of  these  agents  of  the 
Church  has  not  been  *  in  vain  in  the  Lord.' 

Under  the  head  of  Congregational  Libraries,  the  schedules  for  the 
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paet  year  indicate  tlie  existence  of  522  libraries,  cootaiaing  on  an  aver- 
age 385  Tolames  in  eacli,  or  in  the  aggregate  200,419  volumes.  Tlie 
returns  for  1872  thus  indicate  a.  decrease  in  that  year  of  one  librarr  and 
of  1207  volumes,  aa  compared  with  the  numbers  reported  in  tlie  year 
1871.  New  columns  were  inserted  in  the  schedules  for  1872  in  refer- 
ence to  libraries  instituted  as  the  property  of  congregations  for  the 
sjHicial  use  of  their  respective  ministci's ;  and  it  appenrs  from  the  retnms 
received  that  there  are  such  libraries  in  142  congregations,  containing 
in  tlie  aggregate  9534  volumes,  and  that  during  the  past  year  168 
volumes  have  been  added  to  these  libraries,  at  a  cost  of  £78,  la.  Id. 

The  aggregate  attendance  at  prayer  meetings,  monthly,  fortnightly, 
and  weekly,  has  not  increased  during  the  year  1872,  hut  is  reported  as 
very  nearly  the  same  aa  in  1871 — the  numbers  being  for  1871  an  atteD{l- 
ance  of  26,449,  and  fur  1872  of  26,419 ;  decrease  in  the  latter  year,  30. 

The  number  of  out-stations  at  which  ministers  of  the  Church  have 
reported  that  they  have  conducted  religious  services,  in  addition  to  the 
regular  public  services  of  their  stated  places  wf  worship,  and  with  greater 
or  less  frequency  and  regularity  during  the  year  1872,  is  670,  or  53  less 
than  the  number  indicated  in  the  Report  for  1871. 

The  returns  received  in  the  statistical  schedules  ari'ange  tlie  income 
of  tlie  Church  under  two  heads : — 1st,  *  Income  which  appears  in  the 
Treasurer's  accounts  and  in  statistical  returns,  as  contributed  by  congre' 
gations,  and  which  may  therefore  be  regaixled  as  strictly  congi-c- 
g.itional;'  and  2d,  'Income  derived  from  legacies,  contributions  by 
foreign  mission  churches,  and  donations  from  individuals  belonging 
either  to  our  own  or  other  denominations  who  pay  their  contributions 
direct  to  the  Synod's  Treasurer,  without  passing  ibem  through  any 
congregational  society.'  The  Jatter  branch  of  the  Church's  income 
has  always  been  regarded  as  fluctuating  and  uncertain ;  and  tlie  former 
as  that  which  Includes  the  ordinary  and  more  reliable  sources  of  income, 
and  whose  increase  or  decline  affords  the  most  accurate  monetary  index 
of  the  condition  and  progress  of  the  funds  of  the  Church,  Under  this 
fu-st  head  of  Congregational  Income  we  may,  however,  again  distinguish 
between  income  received  for  strictly  congregational  pui'poses,  and  income 
contributed  for  missionary  and  benevolent  pui'poses. 

Congregational  income  for  strictly  congi-egational  pui-poses  includes 
iho  amount  subscribed  and  collected  for  the  suppoit  of  ordinances,  for 
the  erection,  enlargement,  or  repair  of  buildings,  for  the  lI<][uidation 
of  congregational  debt,  and  for  all  other  purposes  connected  with 
accommodation  and  comfort  in  the  observance  of  public  worship.  Tiie 
iiinount  of  congregational  income  returned  in  the  schedules  of  statistics 
for  the  year  1872  is  £244,847,  Is.  Id.,  which  gives  an  average  iticonic 
to  each  congregation  of  £400,  143.  8d.,  and  exceeds  the  amount  reported 
iu  1871  by  £16,116,  16s.  4d.    To  this  income  for  congregational  pur- 
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]>osGs  tliere  is  to  be  added  tlie  amonnt  conti-ibated  for  missioiiary  and 
benevolent  purposes,  wliicli  is  returned  in  the  schedules  for  1872  as 
£69,897,  123.  7d.,  and  gives  an  average  to  each  congregation  of  £114, 
79.  lid.  Tiiis  missionary  and  benevolent  incotne  for  the  year  1872 
exceeds  that  of  1871  by  £1706,  4s.  8d.,  and  that  of  the  year  1870  by 
£li52,'ls.  6d.,  and  is  consequently  tlie  largest  amount  vrhich  has  ever 
been  returned  in  the  annual  Btatistics  of  the  Church  under  the  head  of 
congregational  income  for  missionary  and  benevolent  purposes.  Taking 
these  two  branches  together,  the  total  amount  of  congregational  income 
returned  in  the  schedules  for  1872  as  collected  in  that  year  is  £314,744, 
138.  8d.,  wliich  gives  an  average  income  to  each  congregation  for  all 
purposes  of  £515,  2s.  7d.,  and  exceeds  the  amount  reported  as  the 
aggregate  congregational  income  of  the  year  1871  by  £17,823,  Is. 
The  hope  of  further  advance  in  futnre  years  in  the  development  of  the 
resoui-ces  of  the  Church,  which  was  expressed  in  the  Keport  on  Statistics 
for  1871,  has  thus  been  confirmed ;  and  as  the  increase  in  the  total  con- 
gregational income  in  the  last  two  years  has  been  more  thaii  one-tenth  of  the 
whole  income  for  the  year  1870,  and  the  increase  in  the  last  ten  years 
considerably  more  tlian  ojie-ha/fo!  the  whole  income  from  congregational 
sources  in  the  year  1862,  the  present  i-etums  indicate  no  diminution  of 
vitality  or  willingness  in  tlie  denomination,  but  rather  point  the  way  to 
further  advances  and  to  yet  more  abundant  manifestations  of  the  spirit 
of  Chiistian  liberality  in  the  congregations  of  which  it  is  composed. 
These  annual  advances  have  hitherto  been  uninterrupted, — the  amounts 
returned  as  congregational  income  during  the  last  ten  years,  commendng 
with  1863,  having  been  £216,018,  £229,549,  £246,701,  £260,540, 
£265,561,  £269,016,  £273,662,  £284,611,  £296,821,  and  £314,744, 
133. 8d.  The  income  from  congregational  sources  for  the  year  1872  has 
thus  exceeded  that  of  the  year  1863  by  £98,726  ;  while  the  aggregato 
amount  collected  and  reported  as  congregational  income  in  the  ten  years 
ondiog  at  31st  December  1872  has  been  £2,657,323,  or  £111,869 
more  than  the  amount  collected  in  the  ten  yeai-s  ending  at  3lst  Decem- 
ber 1871.  The  average  rate  of  coutribulion  to  congregational  income 
for  all  ptu-poses  during  the  year  1872  lias  been  £1,  14s.  6d.,  which 
shows  an  increase  of  Is.  8d.  per  member  on  the  rate  of  contribution  for 
1871,  but  of  8s.  S^d.  on  the  average  rate  of  1862,  oi'  of  more  than 
one-tliird  of  the  rate  of  contribution  in  that  year. 

The  amonnt  received  under  the  second  general  head  of  the  Church's 
Income,  namely,  that  which  is  derived  from  legacies,  and  from  otiier 
contributions  and  donations  which  are  not  included  in  congregational 
returns,  has  been  only  £16,209,  which  is  £12,046  less  than  the  amount 
returned  under  this  bead  in  the  year  1871,  and  £2322  less  than  the 
income  from  similar  sources  in  the  year  1870.  Tlie  decrease  as  com- 
pared with  1870  is  very  nearly  accounted  for,  and  that  as  compared  with 
1871  wholly  60,  by  the  diminished  amount  of  legacies  paid  over  to  the 
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Synod's  Treasurer  in  1672  as  compared  witli  the  amuont  received  la  the 
two  preceding  jears ;  for  while  the  legacies  for  missiong  in  1870  w«re 
reported  as  £4869,  and  those  for  1871  as  £19,482,  the  amount  of  those 
reported  in  1872  is  only  £3468.  In  pereonal  donations  during  1872 
there  has  been  an  increase  of  £1471,  or  nearly  40  per  cent,  over  the 
amonnt  of  such  donations  in  1871 ;  and  the  contributions  from  fordga 
sources,  and  from  societies  which  are  not  congr^ational,  have  exhibited 
a  similarly  gratifying  increase.  Tiie  aggregate  income  under  this  head 
during  the  tea  years  ending  Slst  December  1873  has  been  £201,754, 
which  intn  is  about  £1760  less  tlian  the  amount  received  from  the  same 
sources  in  the  ten  years  ending  at  81st  December  1871. 

In  the  amount  of  contributions  obtained  from  congregational  sources 
for  all  purposes  in  Uie  year  1872,  there  has  been  a  decrease  in  twelve 
Fresbyteriee,  or  fonr  less  than  last  year ;  namely,  Paisley  and  Greenock, 
Dundee,  Berwick,  Elgin  and  Inverness,  Kirkcaldy,  Banffshire,  Edin- 
burgh, Einroas,  Dumfries,  Galloway,  Buclian,  and  Orkney; — this 
diminution  being  greatest  in  the  Fresbyteriea  of  Paisley  and  Oreenock 
(£4166),  Dundee  (£2235),  and  Berwick  (£1705),  in  each  of  which 
Presbyteries  there  was  an  exceptionally  large  increase  of  contribntimis 
in  the  preceding  year ;  and  least  in  the  Presbytery  of  Orkney  (£31).  lo 
eight  of  these  Presbyteries — namely,  Edinburgli,  El^n  and  Inverness, 
Berwick,  Kinross,  Galloway,  Buchen,  Banffshire,  and  Orkney — there 
has  also  been  a  decrease  in  the  membership ;  and  in  some  of  the  otlier 
Presbyteries  in  which  the  decrease  has  been  largest  it  has  been  occasioned 
by  the  tarminaUon  of  special  efforl«  for  church  estension  or  the  erection 
of  new  buildings,  rather  than  by  any  marked  diminution  of  ordinary 
contributions  either  for  congregational  osea  or  for  missionary  and 
benevolent  purposes.  In  the  Presbytery  of  Bochan  the  rate  of  con- 
tributions per  member  in  1872  is  the  same  as  in  1871,  in  Edinburgh  the 
rate  per  member  for  1872  is  one  penny  more  than  in  1871,  and  in 
Orkney  it  is  one  penny  less ;  so  that  in  these  three  Presbyteries  the 
diminution  in  the  amoiint  of  congregational  income  has  been  very  nearly 
proportionate  to  the  decrease  in  the  membership.  In  the  other  ninetsen 
Presbyteries  of  the  Church  there  has  been  in  1872  an  increase  in  the 
amount  of  congregational  contributions  for  all  purposes  over  the  amount 
reported  in  1871;  this  increase  being  greatest  in  the  Presbyteries  of 
Glasgow  (£14,533,  or  nearly  20  per  cent.),  Melrose  (£4433,  or  82  per 
cent.),  Newcastle  (£2094,  or  16  per  oent.),  Lancashire  (£1696,  or  9 
per  cent.),  and  I^Iamiiton  (£1407,  or  28  per  cent.)  ;•  and  least  in  the 
Pi'esbytery  of  Carlisle  (£5,  lOs.  8d).  Jo  foitr  Presbyteries — namely, 
Aberdeen  (£993),  Kelso  (£858),  Laiiark  (£647),  and  Cupar  (£563)— 
the  increase  of  congregational  Contributions  in  1872  as  oompaivd  with 
the  previous  year  has  ranged  between  £500  and  £1000 ;  in  three  Prea- 
byterios— namely,  Stirling  (£485),  Falkirk  (£273),  and  Arbroath  (£271) 
— the  incroftse  has  been  between  £250  and  £500 ;  and  in  ew  Presby to'ies 
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— -oataely,  Eilmai-nock  (£194),  Dnnferinline  (£139),  London  (£119), 
Ireland  (£115),  Perth  (£108),  and  ADoaiidale  (£l05)~tlie  increase  in 
1873  has  been  between  £100  and  £200. 

The  following  table  exhibits  a  eompsrative  atatemeut  of  tlie  tnembeiv 
ship  and  income  of  the  Presbyteries  of  the  Church  for  the  years  1S71 
and  1872. 
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The  lotal  income  of  tho  United  Presbyterian  Churcli  for  tlie  year 
1871  was  larger  than  that  of  any  previous  year.  It  was  exceptionally 
augmented  by  the  payment  of  £17,500  to  the  Synod'a  Treasurer  by  tho 
trustees  of  the  late  Alexander  Faton,  Esq.,  of  Cowden  Park,  from  the 
residue  of  his  trust-estate ;  and,  amounting  to  £325,176,  it  exceeded  the 
income  of  the  year  1868,  in  whicli  the  large  bequests  of  the  late  John 
Henderson,  Esq.,  of  Park  were  paid  over  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Synod, 
by  £6323.  In  tlio  year  1872  no  large  legacy  or  donation,  corresponding 
to  the  noble  bequests  of  Mr.  Paton  and  Mr.  Heiidt-rson,  has  been 
brought  into  the  treasury  of  the  Charch,  and  the  amount  of  legacies 
received  has  been  £16,014  less  than  the  sum  paid  over  to  the  Treasurer 
in  1871.  Yet  the  total  income  of  tlie  Church  for  the  year  1872  has 
been  £330,953,  which  is  £5777  above  the  income  for  the  previous 
twelve  months,  end  consequently  a  larger  revenue  than  had  been 
realized  in  any  preceding  year  in  the  history  of  the  denomination.  In 
this  increased  amount  of  contribution  there  is  no  ground  for  boasting, 
since  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  tho  material  resources  of  tiie  members 
of  the  Church  have  increased  in  larger  proportion  than  their  givings  for 
the  advancement  of  the  cause  and  kingdom  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
and  that  under  a  deepening  sense  of  Christian  obligation  their  gifts 
would  necessarily  become  much  more  abandant.  Yet  it  is  valid  occasion 
for  devout  thankfulness  and  humble  joy  that  the  development  of  the 
resoarces  and  liberality  of  the  Church  has  been  continuously  progressive 
through  a  long  term  of  years,  and  that  in  this  respect  her  'last  works' 
are  still '  more  than  the  6rst.'  That  so  much  progress  has  been  made  is 
a  result  of  that  grace  of  Qod  through  which  His  people '  ai'c  enriched  in 
every  thing  to  all  bountifulness,'  and  made  to  '  abound  in  every  good 
work ; '  and  higher  progress  will  be  made  exactly  in  proportion  as  the 
members  of  the  Church  are  brought  more  fully  under  the  constraining 
power  of  the  love  and  gi'ace  of  Him  '  who,  though  He  was  rich,  yet  for 
our.sakes  became  poor,  tljat  wo  through  His  poverty  might  be  made  rich.' 

The  amount  of  congregational  contributions  for  the  support  of  tho 
Gospel  Ministry  has  usually  had  special  notice  in  the  annual  Keports  on 
Statistics.  Last  year  it  was  reported  that  the  full  amount  of  congrega- 
tional payments  to  ministers  for  stipend  and  incidenUiI  cx^ienses  in  tlie 
year  1871  had  been  £117,833,  173.  4d.,  showing  an  increase  on  t*ie  total 
payments  of  the  previous  year  of  £2935,  or  very  nearly  £3000,  which 
had  been  the  average  rate  of  increase  during  the  preceding  twelve  years. 
In  1872  the  payments  made  by  congregations  directly  for  the  stipends  of 
their  ministers  have  amounted  to  £116,489,  148.  7d.,  and  the  sum  paid 
for  travelling  and  other  incidental  expenses  has  been  £3354,  3s.  Sd^ 
making  together,  as  the  full  amount  of  congregational  payments  for 
stipends,  £119,843,  18s.  3(1.,  and  showing  an  increase  on  the  total  pay- 
ments for  stipends  and  expenses  in  the  year  1872,  as  compared  with  the 
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year  preceding,  of  X:i010,  Os.  lid.  Exclusive  of  the  allowance  for 
expenses,  the  income  in  each  of  the  ten  years  terminating  in  1872  has 
heen  £84,922,  £92,405,  £95,975,  £100,456,  £103,495,  £106,599, 
£109,932,  £111,946,  £114,580,  and  £116,489.  In  all,  these  paymenU 
amoant  to  £1,036,799,  which  is  £.33,293  more  than  the  amount  raised 
for  stipends  in  the  decade  which  closed  with  the  year  1871 ;  and  it  thus 
appears  tliat  the  amount  raised  for  stipends  by  the  congregations  of  the 
United  Pi'esbyterian  Cliurch  in  1872  exceeded  the  sum  raised  for  that 
purpose  in  1863  by  £31,567. 

In  order  to  ascertain  the  total  amount  of  the  contributions  of  the 
United  Pi'esbyterian  Cliurcli  for  the  support  of  the  ministry,  there  must 
be  added  to  the  sums  contributed  by  congregations  for  the  stipends 
of  their  own  ministers  the  amount  of  the  payments  made  under  the 
direction  of  the  Home  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Mlasioos  as  supple- 
mental grants  to  the  weaker  congregations  on  tlie  Synod's  roll.  The 
amount  of  tlieae  supplemental  payments,  which  in  1870  was  £10,745, 
had  been  reduced  to  £10,305  in  1871,  thus  showing  a  decrease  of 
£440  iu  the  latter  year ;  and  in  1872,  altliongh  tlie  same  minimum  rate 
of  stipend  has  been  maintained,  the  amount  required  for  supplemental 
grants  has  been  £9887,  showing  a  farther  reduction  as  compared  with 
1871  of  £418,  or  a  total  redaction  daring  the  last  two  years  of  £858. 
Adding  these  supplemental  grants  to  the  payments  by  congregations  for 
the  support  of  their  oyin  ministers,  there  is  found,  as  (exclusive  of  pay- 
ments from  bequests,  and  other  extraneous  sonrces)  the  total  amount  of 
stipend  paid  in  the  United  Presbyterian  Church,  the  sum  of  £129,730, 
18s.  3d.,  which  gives  an  average  annual  stipend  to  each  minister  in  the 
denomination  of  £212,  6s.  6c].,  and  implies  an  average  annual  contri- 
bution for  stipend  from  each  member  of  the  Church  of  14s.  2d.,  which 
is  exactly  the  same  as  that  for  1870,  while  it  indicates  an  advance  on 
the  Average  rate  of  contribution  in  1861  of  3s.  8d.  per  member.  These 
results  are  more  fully  set  forth  iu  tlie  following  comparative  table: —

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As  the  question  of  tiit;  coniiectiou  between  the  S^nod  and  tho» 
congregBtionii  in  Engluid,  which  constitute  at  present  an  integral  por- 
tion of  the  United  Pi-esbyterian  Chnreli,  has  acquired  additional 
interest  since  last  meeting  of  Synod,  and  must  hare  an  important  fhcv 
in  the  deliberations  of  tlie  Supreme  Court  during  its  sedeniiits  in  1873, 
tlte  Btatisticfi  of  these  oongregations  are  again  given  in  a  separata  form, 
Bs  in  the  Keports  presented  to  the  Synod  in  the  yean  1S71  and  187:2. 
For  purposes  of  comparison  two  tables  are  inserted  below,  of  which  the 
first  gives  the  statistics  of  the  congregaUons  in  England  at  Slat  Decem- 
ber 1862,  and  the  second  records  the  statistics  of  the  £nglish  congr^a- 
^ona  at  31st  December  1872 ;  so  that  the  diffei'ence  between  these  two 
tables  indicates  the  progress  of  the  denomination  in  England  for  the 
period  of  ten  years,  ending  at  the  latter  of  these  dates. 

I.  BTATisncs  OF  CosonEOATioss  in  Enoland,  for  the  Tear  enddto 
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It  thus  appears  that  dnriog  the  last  ten  years  there  have  been  added 
to  the  United  Fresbyteriaii  Church  in  England  27  congregations,  and 
5118  members  in  foil  commonion  with  the  Church;  that  tha  contriba- 
tions  of  the  congregations  in  England  have  increased  during  that  term 
of  yearSf  for  congregational  purposes,  XS0,161  lis.  Sd.;  and  for  miision- 
ary  and  henavolent  purposes,  £4861, 5s,  lOd., — thni  ^ving  an  increase  in 
the  amount  pf  annual  contributions,  for  all  prnposes,  of  £34,528,  17a. 
The  contributioDi  from  these  congi'egations  to  the  various  funds  of  the  , 
Synod  have  increased  during  these  ten  years  nearly  140  per  cent.,  ao 
that  their  annual  amount  hot  much  more  than  doubled  during  that 
period.  In  the  year  186S  the  amount  remitted  by  the  English  congre- 
gations to  the  Synod  Missions  was  £1572,  2s.  6d. ;  but  in  1S72  the 
amount  was  £8738,  lis.,  showing  an  increase  in  the  latter  year  as 
compared  with  the  formei  of  no  less  than  £2166,  8b.  6d.  in  the  amonnt 
of  annual  remittances  from  English  congregations  for  the  support  of  tha 
solienles  of  the  Church.  Tiie  contributions  of  these  English  oongraga- 
tions  for  all  purposes  exhibit  an  increase  of  £24,522  in  ten  years,  and 
amounted  in  1872  to  £55,707, 63.  7d.,  which  is  about  two-elevenths  of  the 
total  congregational  income  of  the  denomination,  and  about  £540  more 
than  one-sixth  of  the  whole  income  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Chnmh 
from  all  souroes  for  the  past  year.  The  average  rate  of  contributions 
for  all  pnrpoies  in  the  English  congregations  for  the  year  1672  was 
£2,  17s.  10^.  per  member ;  while  the  average  per  member  over  the 
whole  Church  was  £1,  143.  6d.,  or  £1,  iis.  4^.  per  member  less  than 
the  English  rate. 

These  congregations  in  England,  and  the  stations  connected-  with 
them,  have  during  the  year  1872  received  the  following  amounts  from 
the  funds  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Ohurcli,  namely : — ■

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It  thus  appears  that  althougli  the  payments  made  to  English  con- 
gragatioDS  from  some  of  the  Synod's  funds,  and  especially  from  the 
Augmentation  and  Evangelistic  branches  of  tlie  Home  Mission  Fund, 
have  in  1872,  as  in  former  years,  very  considerably  exceeded  the  amount 
of  remittances  in  favour  of  these  funds  which  tlie  Synod's  Treasurer  has 
received  during  the  year  from  Englisli  sources,  the  Balance  of  payments 
and  remittances  on  account  of  alt  the  funds  of  the  Church,  including  the 
.  contributions  for  the  Foreign  Missions,  has  been  in  1872  in  favour  of 
the  Synod's  Treasurer,  the  receipts  for  England  during  the  year  having 
exceeded  tlie  payments  to  English  stations  and  congregations  by  at  least 
£138.  Towards  this  equilibrium  of  receipts  and  payments  in  relation  to 
the  public  funds  of  the  Church,  the  English  section  of  the  congregations 
on  the  Synod's  roll  has  been  steadily  advancing  in  recent  years ;  and  now, 
as  the  figures  given  above  make  manifest,  it  has  for  the  first  time  been 
happily  attained. 

In  conclwling  this  Report,  it  is  gratifying  to  find  tliat  tlie  statistical 
schedules  sent  in  by  congregations  for  the  year  1872  again  indicate  a 
considerable  addition  both  to  the  eldership  and  to  the  membership  of 
the  Church, — the  increase  in  the  eldership  having  been  67,  and  in  the 
number  of  members  throngbout  the  Church  1384.  Yet  these  additions 
to  the  membership  aro  fewer  in  number  than  tiioseof  the  previous  year; 
and  they  are  only  at  the  rate  of  one  to  every  131  members  in  communion 
with  the  United  Presbyterian  Church,  while  last  year  the  increase  vras 
at  the  rate  of  one  to  every  104  names  on  the  communion  rolls  of  her 
congregations.  Tiie  increase  in  the  membership  of  the  Church  during 
the  year  1872,  while  giatifying  iu  itself,  and  perhaps  relatively  as  large 
as  in  some  other  denominations,  has  over  the  whole  of  Scotland  been 
only  at  the  rate  of  one  member  for  each  congregation,  and  corresponds 
even  less  adequately  than  the  increase  in  tlie  year  1871  to  the  annual 
rate  of  increase  in  the  population  of  the  country.  It  is  to  be  feared  that 
in  large  towns  iucreasing  numbers  are  growing  up  outside  the  pale  of 
Christian  churches,  and  that  in  those  districts  of  the  country  tn  which 
the  mining  and  iron-working  classes  of  the  community  are  most  densely 
located,  there  are  very  many  who  arc  living  in  habitual  neglect  of 
Christian  ordinances,  and  not  a  few  for  whom  the  means  of  observing 
ihose  ordinances  liave  been  inadequately  provided.  There  is  thus  urgent 
need  for  increased  attention  to  tl:."  spiritual  wants  of  the  homo  ]xipu- 
lation,  and  of  more  earnest  prayer  and  effort,  together  with  more  liberal 
and  willing  offering,  for  the  advancement  of  the  work  of  God  in  our  own 
beloved  land.  The  publication  of  these  annual  statistics  is  tlierefore  an 
intimation  to  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  that  there  is  much  land 
lying  spiritually  waste  around  lier,  and  that  slie  is  called  to  go  up  and 
possess  it ;  a  loud  call  to  her  ministers  and  members  to  come  '  to  tlie  help 
of  the  Lord,  to  the  help  of  the  Lord  against  the  mighty;'  and  a  voice 
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proclaiming  that,  instead  of  relaxing  lier  zeal  aud  ditigeucu  in  tlic  work 
of  liome  evangelization,  there  ought  to  be  yet  greater  earnestness  and 
liberality  in  maintaining  gospel  ordinances  in  those  rnral  distncta  in 
which  a  diminishing  population  uiayfind  increasing  difficulty  in  sustain- 
ing them,  and  in  extending  the  means  and  opportunities  for  their  observ- 
ance in  those  other  districts  to  which  the  greater  demand  for  labour,  and 
the  increased  facilities  for  acquiring  competence  or  wealth,  are  attract- 
ing tlio  masses  of  the  jxipulation.  The  exhortation  to  the  Church  is, 
'  Enlarge  the  place  of  thy  tent,  and  let  them  stretch  foi-th  the  cui*tains 
of  tliine  habitations :  spare  not,  lengthen  thy  cords,  and  strengthen  thy 
slakes ; '  and  it  is  when  in  fuith  and  love  she  obeys  that  exhortation  that 
she  becomes  heir  of  the  promise:  'For  tliou  shalt  break  forth  on  the 
right  hand  and  on  the  left;  and  thy  seed  sliall  inherit  tlie  Qentiles,  and 
make  the  desolate  cities  to  be  inhabited.' 

The  increase  in  the  amount  of  annual  contributions  for  the  support 
of  the  gospel  at  home,  and  for  Its  diffusion  abroad,  which  the  statistics  of 
tlie  Church  for  the  year  1872  record,  and  which  lins  now  been  continuous 
ihrougliout  a  long  term  of  yeai's,  is  a  source  of  mutual  congratulation 
an<I  encouragement,  and  should  be  an  e.tcitement  to  devout  thanks- 
giving nnto  God.  Every  scheme  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  for 
the  advancement  of  tlio  Church's  work,  and  the  fulfilment  of  the 
Ciiiirch's  mission  of  mercy  at  home  and  abroad,  tias  met  with  its  measure 
of  countenance  and  aid  during  the  past  year.  While  foreign  missions 
have  been  liberally  sustained,  home  organizations  have  not  been  left  to 
languish  and  decay ;  aud  the  provision  made  for  the  comfort  and  9up|>ort 
of  tlio  home  ministry  has  not  been  leas  liberal  than  in  former  years.  Yet 
it  onnnot  be  denied  that  iho  enlarged  prosperity  which  has  been  enjoyed 
by  large  sections  of  the  populiition  in  recent  yeai-s,  and  tlie  enlarged 
incomes  and  accumulated  wealth  which  have  been  the  evidence  and  fruit 
of  that  prosperity,  have  not  been  adequately  represented  by  the  enlarged 
contributions  of  the  memhei-s  of  the  Church,  and  consequently  increased 
resources  of  the  Cliurcli  for  the  fulfilment  of  the  trust  committed  to  her 
by  her  Lord.  An  addition  of  £5800  to  the  annual  income  of  the 
Cliurcli,  from  all  sources  and  for  all  purposes,  which  has  been  the 
measure  of  the  increase  reported  in  the  statistics  for  1872,  repi'esents  a 
tithe  of  less  than  £60,000;  and  there  are  probably  individual  members, 
certainly  little  groups  of  members,  of  the  Church,  whose  increased  gains 
during  the  past  year  would  have  enabled  each  of  them  to  bring  as  large 
an  offering  into  the  treasury  of  the  Church  as  is  exliibited  in  the  increased 
givings  of  a  whole  denomination.  While  grateful,  therefore,  for  the 
increase  of  contributions  which  have  been  freely  brought  into  her 
treasury  dui-ing  the  past  twelve  months,  the  Church  has  no  ground  for 
boasting.  If  all  her  members  and  adlierents  were  actuated  by  enlightened 
Cliristian  principle  in  the  matter  of  giving  for  the  work  of  God,  and  if 
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each  one  of  them  ihould  contribale  systematically  m  proportion  as  G^od 
has  prospered  him,  it  cannot  be  doubted  tliat  the  income  of  all  her  mia- 
sionary  and  benevolent  schemes  woald  be  dereloped  on  a  scale  which 
wonid  ezoite  her  wonder  and  surprise,  and  which  would  enable  her  to 
attempt  and  execute  greater  things  than  she  has  yet  devised  for  the 
advancement  of  the  kingdom  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ. 
Odo  of  her  most  learned  and  able  ministers  recently  declared  that,  in  the 
present  ttate  of  the  worid,  *  great  fortunes  nre  a  certain  proof  of  un 
^niewhere ; '  and  the  Prince  of  preachers  has  said,  *  Make  to  yourselves 
friends  of  the  mammon  of  unrighteoasnesa,  that  when  ye  fail  they  may 
receive  yon  into  everlasting  habitations.  He  that  is  faithful  in  that 
which  is  least  la  futhfut  also  in  much;  and  he  that  ie  unjust  in  the 
least  is  unjust  alio  in  muctji.  If,  therefore,  ye  have  not  been  faithful 
in  the  nnrighteous  manimoD,  who  will  commit  to  you  the  true  riches  T  '

REPORT  ON  SCHOLARSHIPS. 

I.  BtJBSAitT  Competition — November  1872. 

Tbb  Committee  have  to  t'epott  that  at  the  competitioi],  which  took  place 
oa  the  sixth  and  seventh  days  of  November,  77  students  presented 
themselvea  for  ejamination.  Tlie  general  average  of  the  papers  given  in 
was  exceptionally  tow ;  and  hence  the  number  of  successful  competitoi's 
was  smaller  than  in  several  preceding  years.  Of  22  who  competed  in 
Section  I.,  ten  obtained  scholarships ;  of  29  in  Section  II.,  seventeen ; 
of  10  in  Section  III.,  four  ;  and  of  16  in  Section  IV.,  eleven.  After 
awarding  or  continning  the  special  scliolarsliips,  thirteen  in  number,  the 
Committee  granted  ordinary  scliolarships  of  £10  each  to  the  remfunuig 
twenty-nine  successful  competitoi-s.  Two  students  in  the  first  section 
and  one  in  the  second  distinguislied  themselves  very  highly,  tlieir  total 
average' of  marks  being  841,  828,  and  830  respectively.  To  the  first  of 
these  in  Section  I.  was  awarded  the  '  William  Andei-son '  Scholarship 
of  £25  a  year  for  4  years ;  to  the  second,  the  '  Beattie'  Bursary  of  £iO 
for  8  years ;  and  to  the  student  in  Section  II.,  the  '  Paterson'  Scholar- 
ship of  £25  for  3  years.  It  may  be  noted  that  both  the  students  who 
stood  thus  high  in  Section  I.,  being  sons  of  ministers,  were  competitors 
for  the  Beattie  Bursary,  which  had  become  vacant  dui-ing  the  summer 
by  the  death  of  a  promising  student,  who  had  Iield  it  for  two  years. 
The  Committee  hare  much  pleasure  in  stating^  further,  that  among  the 
successful  competitors  in  the  first  section  were  two  who  had  obtained 
their  preliminary  training  in  the  Foreign  Mission  field — one  under  the 
superintendence  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Bobb  in  Old  Calabar,  the  other — tlie 
son  of  oneof  your  missionaiieB — in  Jamaica,  Your  Committee  have  had 
under  consideration  for  some  time  tlie  rules  according  to  which  students 
are  permitted  to  choose  the  section  in  which  they  are  to  compete)  and 
several  changes  have  been  introduced,  which  it  is  believed  will  promote 
the  eflScient  and  equal  working  of  the  Scheme.  Particulars  of  tliese 
changes  are  advertised  on  the  cover  of  the  Record  iov  this  month. 


II.  Tutorial  Assistance  and  Encoubaobhent  of  Qbadoation. 

It  has  long  been  found,  judging  from  the  Schotarsliip  examination- 
papers  and  otherwise,  that  many  students  comiog  np  to  college  hav^  had 
few  advantages  in  the  way  of  preliminary  training,  and  are  consecjaently 
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in  such  a  condition  as  not  to  derive  anything  Kke  foil  benefit  fioni  tlte 
University  classes.  An  attemjit  was  made  two  years  ago  to  provide 
such  students  with  tutorial  help  daring  their  attendance  at  college,  and 
thoa  to  make  up  to  some  extent  for  the  deficiency  whicli  tfaey  themselveB 
indeed  are  tlie  first  to  feel.  During  the  winter  of  1871-72  the  experi- 
ment was  tried,  and  proved  ao  successful  as  to  warrant  the  Committee  in 
recommending  to  the  Synod  last  year  that  this  should  be  considered  a 
part  of  the  Scholarship  Scheme. 

AiTangements  were  accordingly  made  for  carrying  on  this  work  more 
systematically  during  the  past  winter  session.  The  Committee  are 
happy  to  repoil  that  the  students  liave  shown  their  sense  of  the  value  of 
this  Scheme  by  taking  advantage  in  large  numbers  of  the  tatorial  assist- 
ance provided — 31  students  having  attended  the  tutorial  classes  for 
Classics,  and  16  the  classes  for  Mathematics.  The  tutorial  classes 
in  £idinbnrgh  have  been  well  attended,  and  a  nnmber  of  the  students 
bave  gone  in  for  the  Degree  examination  with  good  prospects  of  success. 
The  'tutors  and  the  Presbytery's  superintendent  unite  in  testifying 
to  the  marked  improvement  visible  iu  the  students  since  they  joined  the 
classes.  In  Glasgow,  the  students  in  the  Classical  department  have  met 
along  with  the  students  of  tlie  Free  Church,  the  same  tutor  doing  the 
work  for  botli  Ciiurches  in  a  joint  class.  And  both  here  and  in  tlie 
Mathematical  department  the  tutors  certify  that  the  attendance  has  been 
steady,  and  the  progress  of  the  students  highly  satisfactory.  From  St. 
Andrews  and  Aberdeen,  where  of  course  we  bave  a  much  smaller  number 
of  students,  but  where  nevertheless  tutorial  assistance  has  also  been  pn^* 
vided,  the  reports  are  equally  gratifying. 

On  the  whole,  the  Scheme  is  a  great  boon  to  students  at  all  our  Uni- 
vei'sity  seats ;  and  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  Committee  that  an  effort  should 
h€  made  to  continue  it  efficiently  until,  as  it  is  hoped,  a  more  thorough 
system  of  Middle  or  Grammar  Schools  established  throughout  the  country 
(combined  with  a  strict  entrance  examination  in  the  Universities) 
secures  to  all  students  a  proper  preliminaiy  training,  and  thus  renders 
anything  like  onr  tatorial  assistance  during  the  curriculum  unnecessary. 

Thorough  economy  has  been  studied  in  the  working  of  this  Scheme. 
Though  so  many  students  have  taken  advantage  of  it  during  the  past 
year,  the  total  expense  (including  even  a  few  graduation  fees  paid  by 
the  Committee)  is  rather  less  than  £100. 


m.  Dbgbee  OF  B.D. 

In  the  Report  of  last  year  it  was  stated  that  the  question  of  *  bestowing 
rewards  on  sach  students  as  are  successful  in  obtaining  the  degree  of 
B.D.'  had  been  refeii«d  to  the  Professors  of  Theology,  to  consider  and 
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report.  To  this  reference  the  ProfessorB  replied :  '  They  do  not  considflr 
it  expedient,  in  preeent  circamstaDces  at  least,  to  offer  a  rewwd  to  thoM 
stodents  who  have  anccessfally  competed  for  the  degree  of  B.D.' 
Having  beard  Professors  Harper  and  MfUichael  in  explanation  and 
support  of  this  decision,  after  full  deliberation  your  Committee  beg  to 
report  that  they  do  not  deem  it  advisable  for  the  Chorch  to  take  any 
action  on  this  part  of  tlie  overture  from  the  Presbytery  of  Glasgow  to 
the  Synod  of  1871. 


IV.  State  OF  THK  FcKDS. 

For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  Scholarship  Scheme  your  Com- 
mittee  have  had  a  considen^te  surplus  on  the  Ordinary  Account  at  the 
close  of  the  year.  When  the  Accounts  were  closed  on  Slst  December, 
there  remained  a  balance  in  hand  of  £201,  3s.  5d.  The  Committee  are 
of  opinion  that  it  is  in  every  way  for  the  advantage  of  the  Fnnd  that 
this  balance  be  carried  to  Capital;  and,  taking  into  consideration  the 
growing  desire  expressed  for  the  encouragement  of  the  study  of  Hebrew, 
and  the  wish  of  the '  parties  interested  to  have  the  '  Lindsay'  Bursary 
placed  on  a  different  footing,  they  have  unaaimously  agreed  to  recom- 
mend that  £200  of  this  snrplns  be  added  to  the  capital  stock  of  that 
bnrsuy ;  that  the  bursary  thua  founded  be  set  apart  as  a  Hebrew 
scholarship,  to  be  called  the  '  Lindsay  Scholarship ; '  and  that  the  fol- 
lowing be  the  rules  according  to  which  it  shall  be  awarded : — 

Itt.  TJtat  it  be  open  for  compeUtAon  only  in  the  Fourth  Section,  and 
UnabU  for  One  year, 

id,  Thit  of  the  competitors  in  Section  IV.  who  attain  the  minimum 
average  of  marks  over  all  tkeo'  papers,  it  shall  be  awarded  to  (Ac  student 
who  shows  the  greatest  projkieney  in  Hebrevi. 

Id  conclouon,  your  Committee  desire  to  express  their  conviction  that 
an  increase  in  Uie  value  of  the  ordinary  scholarships  is  at  the  present 
time  more  necessary  than  addition  to  their  number.  It  is  tlierefore  their 
inteoUon  nect  November  to  give  a  larger  number  of  scholarships  of  the 
valae  of  £15 ;  and  this,  together  with  the  outlay  required  for  tutorial 
assistance,  may  be  expected  to  make  the  expenditure  of  the  year  higher, 
rather  than  lower,  than  that  on  which  they  have  just  reported.  At  the 
same  time,  they  have  every  confidence  that  the  same  Christian  liberality, 
which  has  gradually  raised  the  Fund  from  a  state  of  great  depression  to 
its  present  flourishing  condition,  will  abundantly  sustain  them  in  their 
efforts  to  increase  its  influence.

REPORT  OF  THE  SYNOD'S  BOARD  FOR  MANSES 
AND  DEBT  LIQUIDATION. 


The  Synod's  Board  for  Mansea  and  Debt  Liqaidation  have  pleaaare  in 
submitting  to  the  Synod  and  the  Church  the  Seport  of  their  procednre 
in  the  execution  of  the  trast  committed  to  them  during  the  year  ^ 
1872-73.  Tlie  applications  which  in  that  year  they  have  received  for 
asnstance  iu  the  erection,  purchase,  and  repair  of  mansea,  have  been 
somewhat  more  numerous  than  tliose  presented  in  either  of  the. years 
preceding;  and  as  the  balance  at  the  credit  of  the  Manse  Fund  has 
recently  been  rapidly  diminisliing,  through  the  payments  rendered  neces- 
sary by  the  completion  of  works  at  manses,  for  which  grants  had  pre- 
viously been  made,  every  new  application  has  been  considered  with,  if 
possible,  greater  care,  and  witli  the  view  of  securing  tlie  extension  of 
the  benefits  of  the  Fund  to  the  greatest  possible  number  of  congrega- 
tions. The  following  anmmary  exhibits  the  number  of  cases  brought 
nnder  the  notice  of  the  Board  during  the  last  twelve  months,  and  the 
manner  in  which  those  cases  have  been  disposed  of  by  the  Board  in 
their  administration  of  the  funds  which  have  been  placed  at  their  dis- 
posal.

The  number  of  congregations  to  which,  from  the  formation  of  the 
Manse  Fand  to  the  end  of  March  1873,  pecuniary  assistance  has  been 
rendered  by  the  Manse  Board,  has  been  217.  Of  these  congregations, 
105  have  obtained  grants  to  aid  them  in  the  erection  or  purchase  of 
suitable  manses,  where  none  hail  previonsly  been  provided ;  59  have 
obtained  grants  for  rebuilding  or  replacing  old  manses  which  had  become 
dilapidate  or  unsuitable ;  and  the  remaining  53  have  received  assistance 
for  the  extensioi  or  improvement  of  th^ri  former  manse  accommoda- 
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tion.  £very  grant  thus  made  to  a  congregadon  for  the  buildiog  or  pur- 
chase of  a  new  manse,  or  for  the  enlargement  or  repair  of  an  old  one, 
implies  the  contribution,  by  the  members  of  that  congregation  and  their 
friends,  of  a  sum  of  money  usually  muoh  larger  in  amoont  than  the 
grant  made  from  the  Kanse  Fond ;  and  the  following  table,,  which  has 
btieD  corrected  to  the  end  of  March  1873,  exhibits  for  every  Presbytery 
the  proportion  between  the  amount  to  be  contributed  by  the  congrega- 
tion receiving  aid  from  the  Manse  Fund  and  the  grant  obtained  from 
the  Mianse  Board,  while  it  also  indicates  the  manner  in  which  assistance 
from  the  Manse  Fund,  and  the  benefits  of  the  Manse  Scheme,  have  been 
distribnted  over  the  Presbyteries  of  the  denomination.

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The  total  amotmt  of  the  graots  which  have  been  made  to  the  217 
congregatioDB  incladed  in  the  above  table  is  thus  estimated  at  £46,768, 
which  gives  as  the  avenge  amount  granted  in  each  case,  £215,  lOs.  5d. 
To  the  105  congregations  which  previously  had  provided  no  manBc' 
acccHnmodation,  but  which  have  now  agreed  to  erect  or  porchaae  manses 
for  their  ministers,  the  grants  made  have  amoanted  to  £27,906,  thus 
giving  as  the  average  grant  made  to  each  of  these  congregations, 
£365, 16s.;  and  the  amoont  of  the  grants  made  to  tlie  112  congrega- 
tions which  have  been  engaged  in  the  reconstruction,  enlargement,  or 
other  improvement  of  previosely  existing  manses  has  been  £18,859,  tiins 
showing  an  average  grant  to  each  congregation  of  this  class  of 
£168,  78. 8d.  In  fulfilling  the  conditions  on  which  these  grants  have  been 
made  by  the  Manse  Board,  the  217  congregations  to  which  they  have 
been  offered  are  required  to  raise  not  less  than  £80,187,  which  implies 
an  average  contribntian  of  £369,  10s.  6d.  from  each  congregation ;  and 
in  every  case  in  which  a  grant  has  been  made,  it  has  been  stipulated  Ihat 
the  maosfi  shall  be  free  from  debt  when  the  last  instalment  of  the  manse 
grant  is  paid  over  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Congregational  Manse  Build- 
ing Fond.  When,  therefore,  the  grants  which  make  up  the  total  snm 
of  £46,768,  allocated  by  the  Manse  Board,  shall  be  fully  paid,  the  com- 
pletion of  the  works  in  connection  with  which  these  grants  have  been 
asked  and  conceded,  will  have  secured  an  addition  to  the  vatae  of  the 
manse  property  connected  with  the  congregations  of  the  United  Presby- 
terian Church  of  very  nearly  £127,000.  In  its  bearing,  therefore,  on 
the  increased  value  of  the  property  which  is  held  by  United  Presby- 
terian Congregations  for  Uie  denomination,  the  Manse  Scheme  has 
been  eminently  succesaful ;  hut  this  is  only  as  one  of  the  least  of  its 
benefits.  The  erection  of  a  suitable  manse  for  its  minister  has,  in  the 
view  of  the  general  public,  given  a  higher  character  and  standing  to 
many  congregations  in  small  towns,  or  in  remote  and  roral  districts. 
The  new  erections  are,  in  many  cases,  highly  ornamental  to  the  localities 
in  which  they  have  been  placed ;  they  directly  conduce  to  the  preserva- 
tion of  the  health  and  the  promotion  of  the  comfort  of  the  families 
inhabiting  Uiem ;  and  they  must,  under  the  blessing  of  God,  greatly 
tend  to  prolong  the  lives  and  increase  the  efficiency  and  usefulness  of 
many  of  the  pastors  placed  over  those  congregations,  by  whose  exertions 
and  liberality,  with  the  assistance  of  the  Manse  Board,  these  manses 
have  been  provided.  Cases  could  easily  be  specified  in  which  a  damp 
and  unhealthy  dwelling  has  been  replaced  by  a  dry,  warm,  and  well- 
ventilated  house ;  or,  in  which  a  narrow,  confined  dwelling,  occasioning 
much  discomfort  to  the  inmates,  and  preventing  the  exercise  of  brotheriy 
hospitality,  has  been  exchanged  for  a  wider  house,  more  adapted  to  the 
necessities  and  more  condumve  to  the  comfort  and  convenience  of  the 
manse  family.     In  the  enjoyment  of  these  benefita  the  minister  will 
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pnuBs  the  Giver  of  all  good  with  a  more  joyful  and  thankful  heart  as 
he  offers  the  morning  and  evening  sacrifice  of  prayer  and  thankBgiving 
OQ  the  family  altar  within  the  manse ;  and  day  by  day  be  will  go  forth 
from  that  manse  with  a  firmer  step,  and  with  stronger  attachment  to  his 
flock  and  to  the  Church  with  which  he  is  associated,  whether  it  be  to 
visit  the  dwellings  of  the  sick  and  the  poor,  that  he  may  minister  to  them 
in  private  and  in  chambers  of  distress  the  consolations  of  the  gospel,  or 
to  enter  the  public  assembly  to  proclaim  to  the  flock  of  which  he  is  the 
under-shepherd,  *  the  glorions  gospel  of  the  blessed  God.' 

The  design  of  the  Manse  Scheme  was  to  provide  a  central  Fund,  by 
grants  from  which  congregations  paying  a  stipend  not  exceeding  £200 
per  annum  might  be  stimulated  to  the  effort  and  contribution  which 
wonld  secure  suitable  ntanse  accommodation  for  their  respective  minis- 
ters. At  the  commencement  of  the  Scheme,  it  was  estimated  that  the 
desired  end  might  be  gained  by  the  institution  of  a  Fund  whose  capital 
should  bo  £45,000 ;  but  the  original  subscriptions  amounted  only  to 
£36,953,  Os.  9d.  Of  that  sum,  £1142,  12s.  5d.  have  since  been  written 
off  as  irrecoverable,  and  there  remains  a  balance  of  £596,  lOs.  yet  to  be 
collected.  The  amount  of  ori^nal  subscriptions  paid  to  the  Synod's 
Treasurer  has  therefore  been  £35,313,  I8s.  4d.,  or  nearly  £10,000  less 
than  the  sum  which  was  at  first  estimated  as  necessary  for  the  purposes 
of  the  Manse  Scheme.  It  was  fonnd  besides,  as  the  work  of  manae  im- 
provement advanced,  that  many  of  the  old  manses  required  much  more 
extennve  alterations  and  repairs  than  had  at  first  been  supposed,  and 
that,  through  the  advance  in  wages  and  in  the  price  of  materials  in  alt  the 
building  tradeti,  the  cost  of  all  descriptions  of  work,  for  the  improvement 
of  old  manses  and  the  erection  of  new,  was  greatly  increased.  A  snp- 
plemeutary  Manse  Fund  thus  became  necessary;  and  as  the  result'of  the 
new  effort  originated  at  the  meeting  of  Synod  in  May  1869,  with  the 
view  of  raising  an  additional  sum  of  £14,000,  a  new  list  of  subscriptions 
amoanting  to  £12,233,  Is.  6d.  was  obtained.  Of  these  supplementary 
subscriptions,  £10,803,  2s.  6d.  have  been  paid  to  the  Synod's  Treasurer, 
and  there  remains  a  balance  of  £1429,  19s.  yet  to  be  collected.  The 
amount  of  the  contributions  to  the  Manse  Fund  which  have  been  realized 
up  to  the  end  of  March  1873  has  therefore  been  £46,017,  Os.  lOd.,  and 
that  sum  has  been  increased  by  the  addition  of  £4576, 19s.  8d.,  as  interest 
on  the  balances  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer ;  thus  making  the  total 
income  of  the  Manse  Scheme  from  its  commencement  to  the  end  of 
March  last,  £50,594,  Os.  6d.  The  two  following  tables,  which  are  cor- 
rected to  the  31st  March  1873,  and  which  for  convenience  of  reference 
in  the  collection  of  the  outstanding  balances  are  still  kept  distinct,  exhibit, 
in  their  relaHon  to  the  various  Presbj^ries  of  the  Church,  the  amounts 
of  the  original  and  supplementary  subscriptions,  the  sums  paid  on  account 
of  tbem  to  the  Synod's  Treasurer,  and  the  balance  yet  to  b«  collected.

Id  tlie  Report  presented  to  the  Synod  in  M«y  1872  there  was  inserted, 
in  a  tabnlar  form,  an  abstract  of  the  returns  which  had  been  received 
from  the  Presbyteries  of  the  Church  in  reference  to  the  congregations 
within  theii^bounds,  in  which  the  stijiend  paid  to  the  minister  from  all 
sources  did  not  exceed  X200  per  annum,  and  by  which  suitable  manse 
accommodation  liad  not  been  provided.  That  table  has  sinc6  been  revised 
and  rorrccted  in  accordance  with  additional  information  furnished  by 
Presbyteries  and  congregations,  and  it  is  again  inserted  below  as  indi- 
cating tlie  cases  with  which  the  Manse  Board  may  yet  have  to  deal,  and 
the  extent  of  the  work  of  manse  improvement  which  still  remains  to  be 
accomplished. 

From  the  following  table  it  appears  that,in  addition  to  38  cases  in  which 
manse  granta  have  been  already  offered,  there  still  remain,  in  that  class 
of  congregations  for  whose  benefit  the  Manse  Scheme  was  originated,  65 
cases  in  which  no  manse  has  been  provided,  and  27  cases  in  which  the 
existing  manse  accommodation  is  unsuitable  or  insufficient.  To  meet 
the  wants  of  all  these  cases  by  grants  eqaal  to  the  average  of  those  already 
made  by  the  Manse  Board  would  require  an  aggregate  expenditure  of 
more  than  £21,000;  and  as  many  of  these  congregations,  from  their 
weakness  in  numbers  and  in  wealth,  could  contribute  a  very  small  pro- 
portion of  the  cost  of  needful  manse  improvement,  and  have  probably 
been  deterred  from  making  applicaticMi  for  manse  grants  by  the  hopeless- 
ness of  straitened  resources,  it  is  evident  that  if  suitable  manse  accom- 
modation should  be  provided  for  them  all,  it  could  only  be  by  extending 
aid  on  a  mnch  more  liberal  scale  than  that  of  the  grants  already  made, 
and  consequently  by  the  expenditure  of  even  a  larger  sum  than 
£21,000.  So  large  a  sum  is  not  at  present,  and  is  not  likely  soon  to  be, 
at  the  disposal  of  the  Manse  Board ;  and  in  no  circumstances  would  it  be 
expedient  to  incur  the  expense  of  providing  manse  accommodation  for 
all  the  congregations  included  in  the  above  table.  A  careful  selection  - 
mast  tlierefore  be  made  of  the  most  important  and  urgent  cases,  and  in 
order  that  these  may  receive,  to  as  large  an  extent  as  possible,  the  aid 
which  they  reqtiire,  it  will  be  requisite  that  the  list  of  grants  already 
promised  to  congregations  in  which  the  conditions  of  offered  aid  hare 
not  been  complied  with  should  be  revised,  in  order  to  ascertain  in  how 
far  these  congregations  are  likely,  within  a  reasonable  period,  to  avail 
themselves  of  the  aid  promised,  and  with  the  view  of  cancelling  such 
grants  as  cannot  be  applied,  withoat  any  lengthened  delay,  to  those  pur- 
poses of  manse  improvement  for  which  they  have  been  made.  The  work 
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of  the  Manse  Board  being  then  gradiially  reduced  within  a  narrow  circle, 
the  outstanding  balances  of  promised  subscriptions  must  be  ^diligently 
collected,  and  the  resonreee  yet  at  command  moat  be  pnidently  applied 
to  the  relief  of '  the  most  necessitous  and  deserving  cases.  The 
Board  will  thus  fulfil  the  wishes  of  the  Synod,  by  whom  they  were 
appointed  to  administer  the  Manse  Fand,  by  extending  aid  as  widely  as

DEBT  LIQUIDATION. 

The  table  of  grants  from  the  Debt  Liquidation  Fund,  whic)i  w^a 
inserted  in  the  Keport  of  May  1872,  contained  the  names  of  forty-fo^i" 
congregations  to  which  assistance  in  Debt  Liquidation  efforts  had  beqa 
extended.  The  aggregate  amount  of  the  grants  made  to  these  forty-fo*r 
congregations  was  £5514,  15s.,  and  the  sum  to  be  raised  by  them  as  tile 
condition  of  the  payment  of  these  grants  was  £13,955,  lis.  5d.,  th^a 
providing  for  the  reduction  of  debt  on  congregational  property  to  the 
extent  of  £19,470,  6s.  5d.  At  the  date  when  tJiat  Report  was  written 
there  remained  only  two  congregations  in  which  the  Debt  Liquidation 
efforts,  indicated  in  the  Table  referred  to,  had  not  been  successfully 
completed,  namely,  Portland  Road  congregation,  Kilmarnock,  in  which 
£150  remained  to  be  collected,  as  the  condition  of  the  payment  of  £30 
as  the  balance  of  promised  grant,  and  the  consequent  extinction  of  the 
balance  of  congregational  debt ;  and  Prince's  Eoad  congregation,  Liver- 
pool, in  which  £750  were  to  be  collected,  as  the  condition  of  a  grant  of 
£250,  in  order  to  the  reduction  of  a  very  burdensome  debt  from  £2200 
to  £1200.  Since  that  Report  for  1872  was  presented  to  the  Synod  each 
of  these  congregations  has  fulfilled  the  condition  of  its  grant,  and  the 
grants  have  consequently  been  paid,  enabling  the  former  to  pay  off  the 
entire  balance  of  its  debt,  and  the  latter  to  reduce  the  principiil  of  its 
debt  by  £1000,  and  the  annual  payment  for  interest  on  that  debt  by 
'  nearly  £50  per  annum. 

In  the  Report  on  Debt  Liquidation  presented  to  the  Synod  in  Mfiy 
1870,  it  was  stated  that  one  congregation,  viz.,  that  of  Bank  Street, 
Kirriemuir,  had  declined  to  accept  the  grant  which  was  offered  to  it, 
feeling  that  it  could  not  fulfil  the  condition  on  which  the  grnnt  was 
made,  by  extinguishing  the  whole  debt  of  £350.  More  recently,  the 
position  of  the  congregation  having  greatly  improved,  a  renewed  appliaa- 
tion  for  aid  in  the  reduction  of  debt  was  presented  to  the  Board,  and 
£50  was  granted  on  condition  that  the  property  of  the  congregation 
should  be  entirely  freed  from  debt.  This  offer  was  accepted,  and  in  due 
time,  the  condition  having  been  fulfilled,  the  grant  has  paid,  and  the 
debt  estingaished.

The  whole  of  tlie  forty-five  congregations  to  which  debt  liquidation 
grants  were  offered  in  1870  have  thei-efore  sacceBsfolly  fulfilled  the  con- 
ditioDB  of  their  respective  grants ;  and  the  scheme  of  debt  liquidation,  the 
prosecution  of  which  was  encouraged  by  the  late  Mr.  Henderson's  bequest 
of  £5,000  for  that  purpose,  has  been  bronght  to  a  final  and  successful 
termination,  in  the  extinction  of  burdensome  debt  to  the  amonnt  of 
£19,820.  The  table  ^ven  below,  which  is  now  inserted  for  the  last

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time,  and  id  a  corrected  form,  presents  a  complete  snmmary  of  the  grants 
made  to  each  of  the  forty-fire  congregations  incloded  in  it,  of  the  snma 
raised  by  each  of  ib^at,  and  of  the  amount  of  debt  extinguished  and 
remaining.

The  Board  hare  only  farther  to  report  that  nothing  effective  has  yet 
been  done  for  the  institation  of  a  new  Debt  Liquidation  Fund,  according 
to  the  powers  granted  to  the  Board  by  the  Synod  at  its  meetings  in  May 
1871  and  May  1872.  One  meeting  was  indeed  held  at  which  it  was 
expected  some  steps  might  be  taken  in  tlie  direction  of  the  origination  of 
tliat  Fund,  but  it  adjourned  without  deciding  to  take  action  in  the 
matter.  Meanwhile  the  new  scheme  for  the  establishment  of  a  mission 
to  Japan  has  intervened,  and  rendered  it  for  the  time  inexpedient  to 
press  the  claims  of  the  Debt  Liquidation  scheme  on  the  attention  of  the 
Chnrcli,  and  to  solicit  on  its  behalf  the  liberal  gifts  of  her  wealthier 
members.  Much  burdensome  debt,  howerei',  remains  upon  not  a  few  of 
the  congregations  of  the  Synod,  liindering  their  progress,  diminishing  the. 
comfort  both  of  minister  and  people,  and  absorbing  in  payments  for 
interest  the  resources  which  should  be  available  for  the  support  of  the 
ministry  and  the  extension  of  the  Church.  Tlie  reduction  and  extinc- 
tion of  that  debt  cannot  long  be  left  unattempted  and  unaccomplished. 
Already  petitions  for  aid  in  interesting  and  urgent  cases  hare  been  re- 
jected from  want  of  funds,  and  others  will  fallow.  Shall  the  Church 
then  continue  to  withhold  the  needed  aid,  and  when  her  children  cry  for 
bread  only  give  them  a  stone  t  Sorely  this  ought  not  to  be  I  '  And 
who,  then,'  among  those  to  whom  O^od  has  given  the  abili^  to  help  in 
this  matter,  '  is  willing  this  day  to  consecrate  his  service  unto  the 
Lord  T '  '  Every  man,  according  as  he  pnrposeth  in  his  heart,  so  let  htm 
give ; '  and  '  as  every  man  hath  received  the  gift,  even  so  minister  the 
same  one  to  another  as  good  stewards  of  the  manifold  grace  of  God.'

'   '  REPORT  OF  THE  OOMMITTBE  ON  NATIONAL  ■ 
EDUCATION. 

Since  the  Report  of  thitCommiUse  wbs  preBeatwl  to  the  Sjnodof  1872, 
the  subject  of  National  Education  in  Scotland  bu  ondergone  an  impor- 
tant change.  For  more  than  a  quarter  of  a  centarjr  the  attention  of  this 
Court  has  been  tamed  to  the  necessity  for  eome  alteration  being  made 
Ob  our  Parochnl  school  ajeteia,  and  for  the  iotrodactioa  of  u  edbca- 
tional  measoie  commenmrate  to  tha  vastly  incteaaed  popnlation  of  the 
coimtry.  lime  after  time,  Bills  have  be^b  brought  forward  by  suoees- 
rir«  Administrations,  and  after  b«ng  befope  the  coootry  and  the  legisJar- 
ture,  they  have  all  been  either  tlirovra  oat  Or  withdrawn,  until  in  the 
IrM  session  of  Parliament  the  bill  of  the  present  Lord  Advocat*  was 
passed,  and  is  now  the  Education  (Sootiand)  Act  of  1872.  The  geueval 
natore  and  previsions  of  that  Act  are  so  well  known  that  they  need  not 
be  explained  in  this  Bc^rt.  While  they  are  by  no  means  all  that 
conld  be  desired,  they  are  undoubtedly  in  advance  of  eveiy  previons 
ednoational  Bill  for  Scotland,  mid  they  are  much  more  in  nnisoa  mth 
die  principles  which  have  been  repeatedly  laid  down  by  this  Synod.  The 
oo^ne  of  thcBe  princi[des  is  sketched  in  the  reeolotioiia  of  184:7,  whioh 
have  by  snoeessive  Synods  been  adopted  as  those  of  the  United  Pres- 
byterian* Oboich,  and  which  were  reaffirmed  at  length,  in  relation  to  the 
present  Bill,  by  the  Synod  of  last  year.  The  Instrnotitms  given  to  Uiii 
Ootnibittee,  w^en  the  Synod  tiiten  reappmaled  it,  were  '  to  employ  every 
effott  to  obtain  lAie  improvem«it  of  die  Edocatioa  Bill  f  ot  Sootknd  in 
acoordance  with  die  veport  which  has  been  aabmttted,  and  with  the  re- 
Sf^u'tions  which  have  been  adopted  t'  while  one  of  thfise  r«aolations  ex- 
^ssed  the  Synod's  cardial  approbatioB  of  the  principal  object  and  main 
prorvisions  of  the  Bill,  and  its  conviction  ihit-  -if  the  measure  donid 
become  law,  it  *  wiQ  bring  ednoatkui  within  reaeh  of  all  claases  of  the 
oommnnity,  md  secure  that  those  who  spectaUy  need  it  shall  avail  theot- 
selvea  of  its  benefits.' 

In  obedience  to  these  instructions,  the  Rev.  Dr.  MacEwen,  the  Rev. 
J.  M.  Harvey,  and  Mr.  James  Morton  were  appointed  by  the  Committee 
to  go  to  London  to  press  the  viswB  of  the  Synod  on  the  notice  of  the 
members  of  Parliament,  and  especially  of  the  members  of  G-ovemment 
The  depntdtion'were  very  oordidly  received,  and  ^  Synod's  rUolutions, 
as  stated  and  explained  by  them  ti  thbse  ^tb  whost  they  had  intfer^w^ 
were  generally  declared  to  be  fair  and  reasonable.  Tho  Bill  having 
passed  the  Hoose  of  Commons,  was  on  its  passage  through  the  House 
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of  liOrdB  altered  in  some  respects  for  the  worse ;  and  this  Oommittes, 
hftTiug  previoosly  appointed  another  deputation  to  wait  upon  the  pria- 
cipid  members  of  the  House  of  Peers,  for  the  purpose  of  calling  tbetr 
attention  to  the  Synod's  reaolutioaa,  embodied  theii*  opinion  of  the  pro- 
posed alterations  in  the  following  resolutions^  which  were  laid  before  the 
head  of  the  GoYemment  and  the  Lord  Advocate,  and  also  published 
throngfa  the  newspapeis : — 

'  1.  They  diaapprove  unanimously  of  the  preamble  or  dedaration  in- 
serted in  the  Bill  in  refereaoe  to  "  the  custom  as  to  religions  inBtrnction  ;" 
beoRuse  not  only  is  the  fact  which  it  assumes  doubtful,  but  the  di>clara- 
tion  itself  is  inconsistent  with  the  B|Hjrit  and  even  with  the  enactmeats  of 
the  measure. 

*  2.  That  as  the  Synod  has  invariably  expressed  its  decided  preference 
for  a  Board  of  superintendence  located  in  Scotland,  the  Committee  cor- 
dially approve  (^  the  change  on  this  point  introduced  into  the  Bill,  and 
earnestly  hope  that  it  will  be  retained.' 

In  regard  to  the  first  of  these  points,  the  Committee  were  not 
snocessful,  as  the  Declaration  referred  to  was,  in  another  form  at 
least,  retuned.  As  to  the  second  point,  it  was  carried,  and  a-  Scotch 
Board  was  inatitatad.  The  Committee  have  pleasure  in  recording  the 
fact  that  one  of  their  own  number,  a  very  distinguished  miniater  of  this 
Church,  was  appointed  Secretary.  It  is  only  due  to  Dr.  Taylor  to  say, 
that  in  the  judgment  of  all  competent  persons  no  one  better  fitted  for 
this  important  of&ce  could  have  been  appointed,  and  that  in  the  United 
Presbyterian  Churoh  the  choice  of  Dr.  Taylor  to  the  Secretariat  of  the 
Soottish  Board  has  been  universally  regarded  with  the  warmest  appro- 
bation. 

The  Synod  do  not  need  to  he  informed  of  the  farther  steps  that 
were  taken  by  the  QoTemnient  in  carrying  the  Education  Act  into 
actnal  operation.  The  election  of  School  Boards  has  now  taken  place  in 
almost  every  pariali  and  burgh  in  the  country.  At  a  meeting  of  this 
Committee  held  in  December  laal^  the  following  resolution  in  regard  to 
tfaeae  elections  was  adopted  and  pubUabed : — 

*  After  careful  consideration  as  to  the  beet  mode  of  procedure  in 
refwence  to  the  election  of  School  Boards  for  Scotland,  it  was  agreed 
to  recommend  to  the  members  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Ohnrcb  that 
they  cordially  co-operate  with  the  other  evangelical  Churches  in  the 
country  in  endeavouring  to  secure  the  election  of  men  who  shall  carry 
out-  fairly  the  objects  of  the  Act' 

Your  Committee  were  most  anxious  to  avoid  even  the  appearance,  and 
much  more  the  reality,  of  a  sectarian  spirit  in  regard  to  the  admiaistra* 
tion  of  the  Act.  In  several  instances  the  honourable  fidelity  of  the 
members  of  onr  Church  to  this  recommendation  may  have  resulted  in 
fewer  United  Presbyterians  being  elected  to  School  Boards  than  would 
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hftve  been  retamed  if  the  members  and  adherents  of  our  Church  had 
voted  only  for  their  own  candidates.  In  the  main,  however,  the  above 
recommendation  will  jnsttfy  itself.  The  new  Education  Act  is  far  more 
favoorable  to  our  denominational  principles  than  any  of  its  predecessors. 
Its  general  enactments  are,  in  fact,  in  the  line  of  our  Church's  resolutions. 
It  has  also  finally  severed  the  tie  of  esclasive  coimection  between  the 
Established  Church  and  the  schools  of  the  country ;  and  in  reference 
to  edacation  alt  the  Chorches  are  now  on  precisely  the  same  level. 

It  cannot  be  doubted  that  there  are  not  only  theoretical  defects  in 
this  Act,  but  that,  as  it  comes  to  be  applied,  these  are  likely  to  cause 
difficulty  and  dissension ;  and  other  imperfections,  which  only  actual 
experiment  can  disclose,  may  need  to  be  corrected.  It  is  to  be  hoped, 
however,  that  the  measure  may  get  a  fair  trial,  and  that  its  first 
operations  will  be  judged  in  no  unfriendly  spirit.  In  a  community 
so  variously  constituted  as  ours,  no  Act  of  this  kind  can  be  expected  to 
meet  all  the  viewg  of  every  section  of  society,  and  we  should  be  satisfied 
with  what  on  the  whole  can  be  regarded  as  intended  to  do  justico  to  all 
without  showing  favour  to  any.  We  earnestly  trust  that  any  irritation 
and  party  rivalry  which  have  been  excited  by  recent  elections  may  dis- 
appear, as  the  Statute,  the  initiation  of  which  has  called  them  forUi, 
becomes  the  means  of  instructing  and  elevating  the  neglected  children 
of  tiie  poor,  and  of  restoring  to  Scotland  her  long-loet  pre-eminence  as 
an  educated  country. 

It  is  only  due  to  the  Synod  to  put  on  record,  among  the  claims  to  be 
remembered  as  supporters  of  this  Bill  which  are  now  advanced  by  some 
who  were  formerly  understood  to  be  its  most  active  opponents,  the 
acknowledgment  by  the  Head  of  the  Government  of  the  real  services 
rendered  to  this  measure  by  the  United  Presbyterian  Gbnrch.  In  a 
letter  from  the  Premier's  Secretary,  Lord  F.  Cavendish,  to  the  Con- 
vener of  this  Committee,  the  following  handsome  tribute  is  paid  to  out 
Church's  actings  in  this  matter,  by  one  whose  praise  is  certainty  entitled 
to  be  preserved : — '  Mr.  Gladstone  also  desires  me  to  state  to  you  that 
the  efforts  of  the  Government  to  adjust  this  qnestion  have  been  much 
facilitated  by  the  intelligence  and  the  moderation  of  the  Synod.'

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OVERTURE  ON  REPRESENTATIVE  GENERAL 
ASSEMBLY. 

That  whereas  ministers  and  elders  at  their  ordination  come  under 
a  solemn  obligation  to  give  conscientious  attendance  on  the  superior  as 
well  as  inferior  Courts  of  the  Chorch,  which,  if  duly  felt,  woold  bring 
up  to  the  meetings  of  the  Supreme  Court,  composed  as  the  body  is  of 
600  congregations,  above  1200  members,  composing  a  costly  and 
cumbrous  judicatory : 

That  whereas  the  idea  of  such  a  result,  especially  taken  together  with 
the  difficulties  interposed  by  distance  and  expense,  overcomes  the  sense 
of  obligation  on  the  part  of  two-thirds  of  the  elders  and  one-third  of  the. 
ministers,  so  that  the  actual  attendance  on  Synod  is  never  more  than 
one-half  of  the  theoretical  number : 

That  whereas  a  Supreme  Court  of  Review  composed  of  eveii  600 
members  is  still  inconveniently  large,  and  cannot  be  held  to  steady  and 
protracted  attendance  during  the  larger  portion  of  two  consecutive  weeks: 

That  whereas  the  wide  dispersion  of  the  Fresbyteiies  of  this  Church 
thronghoot  the  three  kingdoms  has  more  than  once  of  late  years,  as  at 
an  earher  stage  in  the  history  of  one  of  its  branches,  given  rise  to  a  felt 
necessity  for  Provincial  Synods  as  centres  of  interconrse,  deliberation, 
and  activity;  and  the  same — as  has  been  illustrated  in  the  English 
Synod — wonld  at  once  facilitate  the  business  of  the  Supreme  Court, 
and  arrest  less  important  causes  from  coming  up  to  it  for  determination: 

That  whereas,  immediately  after  the  happy  consummation  of  the 
union  of  the  two  denominations  now  forming  the  United  Church,  its 
great  size  at  once  led  the  Synod  harmoniously  to  sanction  the  principle 
of  a  delegated  Supreme  Court,  and  to  issue  queries  to  Fresbyteries  and 
Sessions  in  order  to  elicit  opinion  bearing  upon  the  details  of  its  con- 
stitution i  and  to  the  principle  of  a  General  Assembly,  constituted  by 
del^ation,  no  objections  have  been  taken  in  recent  negotiations  for 
union  with  a  sister  Cliureb  having  such  an  organization : 

That  whereas  the  experience  of  other  Presbyterian  Churches  con- 
sisting of  numerous  and  widely  dispersed  congregations,  both  in  this 
coantoy  and  abroad — such  as  compose  the  United  Presbyterian  Church 
— favours  this  fiwm  of  Presbyterian  government,  in  which,  by  a  system  of 
rotation,  the  teaching  and  ruling  elders  of  the  whole  Presbyteries  in 
succesmon,  in  nearly  equal  proportions,  are  annually  sent  up  to  the 
Supreme  Court ;    • 

That  whereas  the  chief  reason  ultimately  nrged  why  the  actual 
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formatioD  of  eacb  a  General  Assembly  of  the  United  Fresbyteriaii 
Church  should  be  delayed  for  a  season  was,  that  the  union  might  be 
cemented  by  the  ampler  inteicotcfte  of  the  two  .bodies,  for  which  a 
long  period  has  now  been  allowed  to  elapse,  not  without  good  results ; 
and  tlic  near  prospect  aiore  recently  entertained  of  an  entire  reoonetruc- 
tion  of  the  Nonconformist  Pr«sbyt4rlan  Ckurches  in  the  kingdom,  which 
has   repressed    overtures    in    this    matter,   has   for   the   present    been 


Therefore^  for  these  tud  other  cogent  reasons,  in  conformity  with 
the  prertoofily  declared  opinions  of  ■  very  lai^  majority  of  Ehfi  Presby- 
teries of  ibis  Chnrcli,  it  is  humbly  overtured  by  the  subscriber — 

Fhtt,  That  a  Supceme  Court,  composed  of  a  limited  number  of 
ministers  and  elders,  in  equal  proportions,  delegated  from  eatdi  Pres- 
bytery, should  be  anbatituted  in  room  of  the  present  Synod  of  this 
Church,  now  nominally  made  up  of  all  the  membwe  of  all  tlie  Pres- 
fayteries  of  die  body ;  and  that  Presbyteries  should  be  grouped  into  a 
convenient  number  of  Provincial  Synods,  to  be  formed  within  tlieir 
respective  bounds  on  the  principle  of  the  existing  Synod. 

Stcoiid,  That  the  Supreme  Delegated  Court  aboold  consist  of  about 
800  tuenibers  in  sederunt,  or  as  nearly  as  possible  of  one-fourth  part  of 
the  Presbyteries ;  the  benefit,  in  the  case  of  odd  Damben,  being  given 
to  smaller,  and  withheld  from  larger  Presbyteries. 

Third,  That  &e  general  principle  followed  in  their  a[^tntiaent 
should  be  that  of  rotation,  half  being  taken  from  the  top  and  half  from 
the  bottom  of  the  roll,  the  elders  to  Presbyteries  being,  as  at  present, 
appointed  annnally,  and  as  far  at  possible  by  rotation  also. 

Foartit,  That  one-foorth  part  of  the  reprewntativea  from  each 
Presbytery  should  be  returned  for  two  years,  vacancies  occurring  by 
death  or  otheowise  to  be  filled  up  by  Presbyteries ;  at  least  one-third  part 
of  the  members  appointed  to  pennanent  oommittees  of  the  Supreme 
Coort  to  be  selected  from  the  members  returned  by  Pre^yteries  for 
two  years. 

F0k,  That  no  individnals  should  be  members  of  the  Supreme  Court 
in  virtae  of  their  <rf&ce— the  CleBk  of  Committee  on  Bills  and  Overturea 
and  tbe  Clerk  of  Assembly  being  permanent,  but  not  membera  onlees 
chosen  in  the  ordinary  way. 

Siaithj  Thsrt  there  should  be  nine  Pn>vin<»al  Synods,  distributed  and 
composed  as  follows :

by  tiie  Assembly's  Committee  on  Finance,  to  be  limited  to  the  cost  of 
travelling,  and  regulated  as  far  as  possible  by  mileage. 

Mtuh,  That  the  attendance  of  members,  oftet  th^  have  consented 
to  their  appointment,  should  be  itnperative  upon  all  the  sedernnU  of 
Anembly,  and  that  they  should  report  their  diligence  to  their  con- 
athnentB.

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REPORT  ON  THE  STIPEND  AUGMENTATION  SCHEME 
BY  THE  HOME  COMMITTEE  OP  THE  BOARD  OP 
MISSIONS  AND  ITS  SUB-COMMITTEE  ON  STIPEND 

AUGMENTATION. 

1.  Conitiiution  of  the  Committee^  and  ita  Mode  of  Operation. 

At  the  meeting  of  Synod  in  May  1872,  it  wu  agreed,  *  That  as  a  tem- 
poraiy  arrangemeat,  in  order  to  secure  the  efficient  organization  and 
working  of  the  Augmentation  Scheme,  a  certain  number  of  members  of 
the  Church  in  various  localities  should  bd  added  to  the  Home  Committee ; 
and  that  fhe  additions  to  the  Home  Committee  for  that  purpose  should  be 
— Dr.  Finlayson,  Dr.  MacEwen,  Rev.  William  Wood,  Professor  Calder 
wood,  Sir  Peter  Coats,  Paisley;  and  Messrs.  Thomas  Mitchell,  Green- 
field, Blairgowrie;  David  M'Cowan,  Peter  Hamilton,  and  William  Foote, 
Glasgow;  Thomas  Young,  Newcastle;  Samuel  Stitt,  Birkenhead ;  James 
Bc^d,  Manchester ;  and  John  Young,  Berwick.'  At  the  first  meeting  of 
the  Home  Committee  after  the  Synod,  held  on  12th  Jane  1872,  and 
consisting  of  the  above  members  specially  appdnted  by  the  Synod,  as 
well  as  of  the  members  elected  by  Presbyteries  in  accordance  with  the 
ordinary  mles  of  the  Forms  of  Procedure,it  was  agreed  that  other  thirteen 
members  of  the  Home  Committee  shoold  be  associated  with  the  thirteen 
selected  by  the  Synod,  as  a  Sub-Committee  on  Stipend  Angpientation — 
namely.  Dr.  Knox,  Dr.  Edwards ;  Bevs.  W.  France,  Bobert  Ruther- 
ford, James  Donlop,  Alexander  Fettigrew,  and  David  Williamson  ;  and 
Messrs.  David  Paton,  William  Walls,  John  M'Ewen,  James  Alexander, 
R.  T.  Middleton,  and  James  Morton.  Dr.  Scott,  as  Home  Secretaiy, 
was  also  tx  o^io  a  member  of  this  Sub-Committee ;  and  it  was  agreed 
that  the  Sub-Committee  should  have  its  own  Chairman,  and  that  Mr. 
James  Morton  should  hold  that  office.  Also  that,  while  the  Home  Com- 
mittee reserved  to  itself  its  existing  powers  of  dealing  independently  in ' 
the  administration  of  the  Augmentation  Fund,  this  Sub-Commtttee 
shonld  meet  as  often  as  might  be  deemed  expedient  for  tlie  consideration 
of  such  matters  connected  with  Stipend  Augmentation  as  might  be  re- 
mitted to  it  by  the  Home  Committee,  or  by  the  Home  Secretary  at  his 
own  discretion  during  the  intervals  between  the  meetings  of  the  Home 
Committee ;  that  it  shonld  report  its  procedure  from  time  to  time  to  the 
Home  Committee,  which  should  consider  and  decide  concerning  such 
grants  of  money  as  might  be  recommended  by  this  Sub-Committee ;  bat 
that  it  dall  have  full  authority  to  appoint  deputations  to  Presbyteries 
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and  congregatious,  and  to  originate  and  carry  into  effect  all  otiier  mea- 
sures which  might  be  reqnisite  for  the  institution  of  efRcient  organiza- 
tion tliroogbout  the  Chorcli  for  the  support  of  the  Angmentation  Fnnd ; 
and  also,  power  to  sub-commit  amy  matters  which  might  come  nnder  its 
conaideration.  This  arrangement  has  wrought  harmonious);  and  effec- 
tivelj  during  the  past  year ;  tlie  Sub-Committee  on  Stipend  Augmenta- 
tion liaving  met  seven  times,  and  the  Home  Committee  liaving  held  ten 
meetings,  at  which  matters  pertaining  to  the  administration  of  the  Aug- 
mentation Fund  have  been  considered ;  besides  numerous  meetings  of 
sub-committees,  to  wliicli  important  details  of  that  administration  had 
been  specially  referred. 

One  member  of  the  Committee  thus  constituted  for  Angmentation 
purposes,  the  Rev.  Thomas  Finlayson,  D.D.,  who  took  a  lively  interest 
in  its  procedure,  and  rendered  most  cheerful  and  efficient  aid  in  carry* 
ing  out  its  plans,  '  was  not  suffered  to  continue,  by  reason  of  deatii  ;* 
and  the  Home  Committee,  feeling  the  loss  sustained  in  his  removal 
fi'om  them,  agreed  to  insert  in  tlie  record  of  their  proce<lure  the  follow- 
ing Minute  concerning  him,  namely : — 

'  The  Home  Committee  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Board  of  Missions  having 
liad  their  attention  directed  by  Mr.  David  Anderson,  their  Chairman,  to  the 
recent  sudden  decease  of  ihe  Rev.  Thomas  Finlayson,  D.D.,  miniiter  of  Rose 
Street  Chiiroh,  Edinburgh,  and  a  member  of  the  Home  Committee  by  appoint- 
ment of  Synod,  it  was  unanimously  ngreed  to  record  in  the  Minutes  of  the 
Committee's  proocedings  an  expression  of  the  pleasant,  grateful  recollectbn 
which  the  members  of  the  Committee  must  ever  retain  of  their  fellowship  with 
Dr.  Finlayson  in  their  meelings,  and  in  the  work  entnisted  to  them  by  the 
Synod  ;  of  their  admiration  of  the  unfailing  courtesy,  the  business  tact  and  ex- 
^rience,  and  the  elevation  of  motive  and  aim,  with  which  he  engaged  in  the 
public  business  of  the  Church  ;  of  their  deep  sense  of  the  loss  which  they  have 
sustained  in  his  removal  from  them ;  of  their  heartfelt  sympathy  with  his  widow 
and  children,  and  with  his  congregation,  in  their  sore  trial  and  bereavement ; 
and  of  their  earnest  hope  and  prayer  that  the  God  of  all  grace  and  consolation 
may  comfort  the  hearts  of  these  mourners,  and  may  supply  nil  their  varied  need 
according  to  His  riches  in  gloiy  by  Christ  Jesus.  It  was  also  agreed  that  the 
Secretary  should  send  a  copy  of  this  Minute  to  Mrs.  Finlayson,  and  to  the 
Session-Clerk  of  Rose  Street  congregation.' 

The  present  Keport  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Homo  Committee,  and 
of  the  Sub-Committee  on  Stipend  Augmentation,  at  the  meetings  alluded 
to  above,  may  be  arranged  under  the  following  heads : — The  means 
adopted  for  securing  the  institutiou  of  efficient  congregational  organiza- 
tion for  the  support  of  the  Augmentation  Fund ;  the  means  adopted  for 
encoaraging  and  stimulating  the  liberality  of  the  supplemented  congre- 
gations, and  for  raising  them  nearer  to  the  position  of  self-support ; 
measures  affecting  the  distribution  of  the  Augmentation  Fund  ;  and  the 
present  position  and  prospects  of  the  Angmentation  Scheme. 
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2.   77ie  Meana  culoptedfor  seeuritig  the  imlilution  of  e^cient  Cougre- 
i/alional  Organiiotion  for  tkt  Support  of  the  Augmentafiott  F\md. 

As  the  Home  Committee  had  been  enlarged  by  the  Synod  in  oixler 
to  secare  the  efficient  organization  and  working  of  the  Angmentatioa 
Scheme,  the  attention  of  the  Committee,  and  of  its  Sub-Committee  on 
Stipend  Augmentation,  was  directed  at  their  first  meetings  after  the 
Synod  in  May  last  to  the  subject  of  congregational  organization  for  the 
more  efficient  collection  of  Augmentation  contributions,  and  the  conse- 
quent increase  of  the  Augmentation  Fund.  After  careful  deliberation, 
and  having  special  reference  to  the  importance  of  itumediately  increasing 
the  income  of  the  Augmentation  Scheme  from  the  larger  l;ongregations 
on  the  Synod's  roll,  it  was  agreed  to  adopt  a  series  of  resolutions  in  refer- 
ence to  the  institution  of  congregational  organization,  and  to  divide  the 
whole  Church  into  fire  sections,  each  of  which  should  be  placed  under 
the  care  of  a  special  section  of  the  Home  Committee,  in  order  that  these 
resolutions  might  be  carried  as  folly  as  possible  into  practical  effect.  A 
copy  of  these  resolations  is  inserted  here : — 

■  1.  Th&t  every  oongreg&tion  on  the  Synod's  roll  should  be  expected  aod 
requested  to  contribute  in  aapport  of  tbe  Augmentation  Scheme. 

2.  That  every  congregation  which  is  self-supporting  shall,  in  accordanee 
with  the  Synod's  resolutions,  '  inatructiog  congregations  to  provide  organin- 
tions  for  collecting  subscripUoRS  specinlly  for  Augmentation  purposes,'  be 
'  earnestly  recommended  to  appoint  a  Special  Coninuttee  to  take  charge  of  the 
work  of  raising  contributions  for  Augmentation.' 

8.  That  every  oongregadon  which  receives  supplement  shall  be  expected  to 
contribute  either  by  subscriptions  or  annual  collection ;  and  that,  if  there  l>e 
no  nibscriptions  taken  up,  the  coUecdon  be  made  in  each  year  not  later  than 
the  month  of  November. 

4.  That  for  the  present  year,  and  where  such  Committee  does  not  already 
exist,  it  shall  be  the  joint  duty  and  reipontibility  of  the  Session,  Managers,  and 
Missionary  Assotnation  of  each  of  the  self-supporting  congregations  to  take 
measures,  as  soon  as  possible,  for  the  appointment  of  an  Augmentation  Com- 
mittee, consisting  of  not  less  than  six  members,  of  whom  one  shall  be  nomi- 
nated as  Convener. 

6.  That  after  the  present  year,  1872,  the  Session,  Managers,  and  Misuonary 
Association  of  each  self-supporting  congregation  shall  take  steps  for  the 
appointment  of  an  Augmentation  Committee  (consti/ tiled  n.?  described  m  Me  pre- 
ceding resolution)  early  in  the  month  of  January  j  provided  that,  by  congrega- 
tional meeting,  or  otherwise,  this  Committee  has  not  been  previously  appointed. 

6.  That  this  Augmentation  Committee  shall  arrange  for  taking  up  subscrip- 
tions in  the  congregatjon  for  the  support  of  the  Augmentation  Soheme  at  stated 
iatervala, —monthly,  quarterly,  or  as  frequently  as  possible. 

7.  That  books  for  the  entcy  of  these  subscriptions  shall  be  provided  and 
forwarded  by  the  Home  Secretaiy  on  implication ;  for  which  purpose  t^e  name 
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of  the  Couvener  of  the  Augmentation  Committee  in  each  congregation  shall  be 
sent  to  him  as  soon  as  the  appointment  is  made. 

8.  That  a  urcukr  shall  be  iimnediately  prepared  and  forwarded  to  the 
Minister,  the  Sesaion-Clerk,  the  Preses  of  the  Managers,  and  the  Secretary  of 
the  Missionary  Aseocialion  of  each  of  these  self-supporting  congregations, 
stating  the  above  reflations,  and  requesting  immediate  attention  to  them,  with 
a.  view  to  the  efficient  organization  of  their  respective  congregations. 

9.  .That  each  of  these  ooqgregations  be  requested  to  receive  a  deputation 
from  the  Stipend  Augmentation  Committee  of  the  Home  Mission  Board,  for  the 
explanation  and  enforcement  of  the  claime  of  the  Augmentation  Fund  on 
their  support. 

10.  That,  as  far  as  possible,  each  deputation  shall  consist  of  at  least  two 
members,  one  of  whom  shall  be  a.  minister ;  that,  when  it  can  be  so  arranged, 
the  ministerial  member  of  the  deputation  shall  preach  to  the  congregation 
visited  on  the  Sabbath,  and  shall  thus  have  the  opportunity  of  publicly  enforc- 
ing the  duty  of  the  strong  to  help  the  weak,  and  to  fulfil  that  law  of  Christ 
which  requires  His  followers  to  bear  one  another's  burdens ;  and  that  on  the 
following  Monday,  or  other  convenient  day,  the  deputalioa  shall  hold  a  joint 
meeting  of  the  Session,  Managers,  and  Missionary  Association,  and  shall,  if 
possible,  meet  also  with  the  congregation,  for  the  further  explanation  find 
enforcement  of  the  claims  of  the  Augmentation  Fund.  Should  a  Stipend 
Augmentation  Committee  not  have  been  appointed  in  any  congregation  pre- 
vious to  the  visit  of  the  deputation,  they  may  avail  themselves  of  the  occasion 
for  the  purpose  of  securing  the  appoiUment  of  such  Committee.  In  places 
where  there  are  several  congregations,  it  may  be  expedient  to  combine  these 
for  the  purpose  of  visitation. 

11.  That  the  Convener  of  each  Congregational  Stipend  Augmentation 
Committee  shall  report  to  the  Home  Secretary,  on  the  1st  April,  1st  July, 
1st  October,  and  Ist  January  in  each  year,  the  amount  subscribed  for  Aug- 
mentation purposes  at  these  dates ;  and  that  the  Home  Secretary  shall  remind 
Conveners  of  this  duty  by  circular,  and  shall  preserve  a  quarterly  record  of  the 
results, 

12.  TiaA  for  the  purpose  of  the  visitation  of  congregations,  the  Augmen- 
tation Committee,  with  the  addition  of  the  names  recommended  in  the  Report 
to  the  Synod,  shall  be  divided  into  five  sections ;  that  in  like  manner  the 
Presbyteries  of  the  Church  shall  be  divided  into  five  sections,  to  be  called 
respectively  the  East,  West,  North,  South,  and  English  Sections ;  that  each 
section  of  the  Committee  shall  have  a  section  of  Presbyteries,  under  its  charge, 
and  a  Convener,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  make  the  necessary  arrangements 
for  the  viiltation  of  the  congregations  in  his  section  by  the  corresponding 
section  of  the  Committee;  and  that  each  Sectional  Committee  shtJl  have 
power  to  aeek  aid  from  other  members  of  the  Church,  and  thus  to  add  to 
their  number  for  visitation  purposes. 

13.  That  while  each  sectioa  of  the  Augmentation  Committee  shall  have  the 
responsibility  of  working  effectively  its  own  section  of  the  Church,  members 
of  one  seotion  nay  assist  those  of  other  seotitms  as  occasion  requires,  and  as 
they  have  opportunity. 

14.  I^at  the  sections  of  the  Churoh  and  of  the  Committee  shall  he 
arranged  as  follows  :—

15.  That  communication  shall  be  opened  with  Presbyteries,  explaining 
these  arrnngements,  and  asking  their  concurrence  and  co-operation. 

IG.  That  these  resolutions  shall  be  inserted  in  an  early  number  of  the 
Mixsionar}/  Record,  and  that  information  concerning  the  working  and  progress 
of  the  Augmentation  Scheme  shall  be  given  to  the  Church  at  stated  iatervals, 
by  the  Chairman  and  Secretary  of  the  Committee. 

These  resolntions,  having  special  reference  to  the  institution  of  con- 
gregational orgBDizations,  first  engaged  the  atteotion  of  the  Committee  on 
Augmentation,  because  it  was  felt  that  an  improved  organization  was 
indispensable  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Augmentation  Scheme,  and  was 
of  pressing  urgency  in  view  of  the  desired  separation,  at  the  earliest 
practicable  date,  of  the  Augmentation  Fund  from  the  Hbme  Mission 
Funds  of  the  Church.  It  may  not  bo  possible  to  institute  the  full 
organization  whicli  is  aimed  at  in  the  resolutions  of  the  Committee,  in 
many  of  the  smaller  and  weaker  congregations  of  the  denomination  ;  but 
the  Committee  intended  them,  at  least  in  the  first  instance,  specially  to 
apply  to  the  congregations  in  which  the  stipend  paid  is  not  less  liian 
£200  per  annum.  Lists  were  therefore  prepared  of  the  congregations 
paying  a  stipend  of  £200  or  upwards,  in  each  of  the  five  sections  into 
which,  for  Augmentation  purposes,  the  Church  had  been  divided ;  and 
these  lists  together  included  203  congregations.  Circulars  explanatory 
of  the  proposed  organization,  and  recommending  its  adoption  wherever 
practicable,  were  sent  to  the  ministers  and  the  Session-clerks  of  all  the 
congregations  of  the  Church  ;  bnt  they  were  also  sent  to  the  Preses  of 
the  Managers  and  to  the  Secretary  of  tlie  Missionary  Association  in 
each  of  the  203  congregations  included  in  the  above  lists,  with  the  reqneat 
that  the  managers  and  missionary  directors  would  co-operate  with  the 
minister  and  Session  in  the  institution  of  an  Augmentation  Committee  in 
their  respective  congregations,  in  order  that  contributions  for  the  Aug- 
mentation Fund  might  be  taken  up  monthly,  quarterly,  or  at  such  other 
stated  interval  as  might  be  found  most  expedient  in  the  circumstances  of 
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the  congregation.  In  many  cases  deputations  from  the  Committee  hare 
visited  Sessions  and  managers,  or  congregations  collectively,  to  explain 
the  nature  of  the  proposed  organization,  and  to  recommend  its  adoption  ; 
and  the  ministers  q>ecial1y  appointed  by  the  Synod,  and  others,  have 
occupied  several  pulpits  on  the  Lord's  day,  preaching  discoarses  illas- 
trative  of  the  nature  and  design  of  the  Augmentation  Scheme,  and 
enforcing  in  connection  with  it  the  duty  and  obligation  resting  on  the 
strong  to  help  the  weak,  and  the  importance  of  the  Church  as  a  whole 
endeavouring  to  provide  adequate  support  for  those  who,  within  its  own 
pale,  have  been  otdaioed  to  the  work  of  the  Christian  ministry.  It  is, 
however,  much  td  be  regretted  that,  from  the  pressure  of  congregatioual 
work,  and  of  other  public  engagements,  the  ministers  specially  associated 
with  the  Augmentation  Committee  by  the  Synod  for  the  purpose  of 
diffusing  information  concerning  the  Augmentation  Scheme,  and  of 
exciting  interest  and  liberality  in  its  behalf,  have  not  been  able  to  give 
that  amount  of  time  and  effort  to  thb  work  which  its  importance 
demanded,  and  that,  consequently,  the  Committee  have  not  always  been 
able  to  obtain  deputations  to  occupy  the  pulpits  which  were  opened  to 
receive  Ihem.  Nevertheless,  the  Committee  have  pleasure  in  reporting 
that  in  a  considerable  number  of  congregations  the  desired  organization 
has  been  instituted,  and  is  working  eflitnently  and  with  advantage  to  the 
Scheme ;  and  they  cherish  the  hope  that  during  the  ensuing  year  greater 
progress  shal^be  made  in  this  direction. 

In  congregations  whose  stipend  is  less  than  £200,  the  Committee 
have  endeavoured  to  impress  on  the  Session  and  managers  the  importance 
of  faithfully  making  an  annual  collection,  and  of  allocating  a  fitting 
portion  of  their  missionary  funds  to  the  support  of  the  Augmentation 
Scheme.  With  this  view,  a  circular  was  addressed  to  the  minister 
of  each  of  these  congregations,  and  the  co-operation  of  Presbyteries  has 
been  invited  in  bringing  the  claims  of  the  Scheme  under  the  notice  of 
these  congregations,  as  well  as  of  those  on  which,  from  their  more 
favourable  position  and  larger  revenue,  the  support  of  the  Scheme 
most  chiefly  depend.  These  efforts  have  not  been  without  satisfactory 
results,  as  several  congregations  in  this  class  have  manifested  a  lively 
interest  in  the  Scheme,  and  have,  in  proportion  to  their  numbers  and 
resources,  displayed  a  praiseworthy  liberality  on  its  behalf.  The  Com- 
mittee anticipate  that  a  larger  number  of  the  congregations  in  this  class 
may  be  visited  in  the  ensuing  year  with  beneficial  results ;  and  they 
desire  to  impress  on  the  more  wealthy  members  in  these  congregations 
the  thought  that,  after  they  have  done  what  they  may  regard  as  dutiful 
and  expedient  for  the  support  of  their  own  respective  ministers,  they  may 
still  have  a  duty  to  {terform  in  reference  to  the  ministry  of  the  Church 
at  large,  which  demands  from  them  a  more  generous  liberality  than  they 
have  hidierto  exercised  in  connection  with  the  Augmentation  Scheme. 
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With  the  view  of  further  promoting  the  object  aimed  at  in  these 
reaolntiona,  the  Committee  have  encouraged  the  publication  in  the 
Missionary  JRecord,  not  only  of  the  resolutions  themselves,  but  also  of  infor- 
mation concerning  the  state  of  the  Augmentation  !Fnnd,  and  in  regard  to 
the  claims  and  obligations  of  the  Augmentation  Scheme.  In  addition  to 
the  information  thus  aopplied  by  the  Home  Secretary,  the  Committee 
have  pleasure  in  expressing  their  gratefol  appreciation  of  the  service 
rendered  by  Dr.  King,  in  the  three  articles  supplied  by  his  vigorous  and 
effective  pen,  and  by  Mr.  William  Foote,  in  the  two  practical  and  able 
papers  which  he  has  contributed  during  the  past  year.  They  are  convinced 
that  the  Scheme  only  requires  to  be  fairly  stated  and  clearly  understood 
in  order  to  secure  the  attention  and  liberal  support  of  the  Church  at 
large ;  and  they  are  hopeful  that  the  information  diffused  by  these  articles 
in  the  Record,  and  otherwise,  will  prove  to  be  a  living  seed,  that  shall 
spring  up  and  yield  fruit  in  the  more  general  and  adequate  support  of  a 
scheme  which  is  of  vital  importance  at  the  present  time  to  the  con- 
tinued existence  and  the  growing  usefulness  of  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church. 

8.  Means  adopted  for  encouraging  and  stimulating  the  lAheraliiy  of  the 
Supplemented  Congregations,  and  for  raising  them  nearer  to  the  position 
of  Self-support. 

While  directing  their  attention  first,  as  to  the  business  of  most  press- 
ing urgent^,  to  the  measures  by  which  increased  support  for  the  Aug- 
mentation Fund  might  be  obtained  from  the  aid-giving  congregations, 
the  Committee  have  not  been  unmindful  that  the  development  of  the 
spirit  of  liberality,  in  fair  proportion  to  their  numbers  and  resources, 
among  the  members  and  adherents  of  the  congregations  on  the  supple- 
mental list,  was  also  an  important  branch  of  the  work  committed  to  them 
by  the  Synod.  They  have  felt  that  any  marked  diminution  in  the  rate 
of  contribution  in  the  aid-receiving  congregations,  or  any  general  mani- 
festation on  the  part  either  of  the  ministers  or  of  the  members  of  these 
congregations  to  bear  unduly  on  the  generous  aid  of  the  Church  at  large, 
would  exercise  a  most  injurious  influence  against  the  success  of  the  Aug- 
mentation Scheme ;  and  that  the  most  effective  argupient  in  support  of 
that  Scheme  would  be  drawn  from  that  spirit  of  liberality  in  the  weaker 
congregations  requiring  aid,  which  would  show  that  the  contributions  of 
the  Church  were  asked  only  on  behalf  of  those  who  were  worthy  of 
assistance,  because  they  were  doing  all  that  could  be  expected  of  them  for 
the  maintenance  of  gospel  ordinances  among  themselves.  The  publbhed 
statistics  of  the  Church  happily  prove  that,  as  a  general  rule,  the  supple- 
mented congregations  are  contributing  at  a  higher  average  rate  per  member 
for  the  support  of  the  Christian  ministay  than  a  large  proportion  of  the  con- 
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gregatlons  which  are  aelf-sostaining ;  and  their  liberality  has  not  dimi- 
nished, but  increased,  since  they  were  encouraged  by  the  practical  exhibi- 
tion of  the  sympathy  of  the  larger  and  stronger  congregations  tlirough 
the  Angmentation  Scheme.  The  Committee  are  therefore  convinced 
that,  althongK  there  may  be  exceptional  cases  in  which  a  anpplemented 
minister  and  congregation  may  not  fully  perform  the  duties  l>y  which 
the  support  of  ordinances  among  them  should  be  provided  for,  no  great 
diminution  in  the  amount  of  supplemental  grants  can  be  anticipated, 
while  the  present  minimum  rate  of  stipend  is  maintained,  from  the 
increase  of  contributions  and  income  in  the  congregations  on  the  supple* 
mental  Ibt.  In  many  instances  the  members  of  these  congregations 
must  be  regarded  as  freely  giving  according  as  Qod  has  prospered  them, 
and  as  meriting  the  commendation  that,  in  their  deep  poverty,  '  the  grace 
bestowed  on  tliem'  has  *  abounded  to  the  riches  of  tlieir  liberality.' 

Yet,  although  persuaded  that  the  majority  of  the  sapplemeated 
congregations  have  been  honourably  distinguished  by  their  liberality, 
and  by  their  earnest  desire  to  place  no  unnecessai^  burden  on  their 
Christian  brethren  in  other  portions  of  the  Church,  the  Committee  have 
deemed  it  expedient  and  dntiful  to  endeavour  to  provole  them,  or  at 
least  some  of  them,  to  greater  earnestness  and  generosity  in  r^ard  to 
tlie  support  of  gospel  ordinances.  A  Sub-Committee  has  been  appointed 
to  watch  over  the  interests  of  these  congregations,  and  to  suggest  the 
means  by  which  they  may  be  encouraged  in  the  efforts  wliicb  they  are 
'  at  present  making  for  the  sapport  of  the  ministry,  or  may  be  stimulated 
to  greater  exertion  and  increased  contribution  where  it  may  seem  that 
present  efforts  are  at  once  inadequate  for  their  purpose  and  unworthy 
of  tlie  numbers  and  ability  of  those  by  whom  tbi>y  are  put  fortli.  Al- 
ready a  considerable  number  of  supplemented  congregations  have  been 
visited  by  deputations  from  the  Committee,  while  arrangements  are  in 
progress  for  the  visitation  of  others.  And  the  Committee  have  pleasure 
in  reporting  that  not  a  few  of  these  congregations  have  added  to  the 
sum  formerly  paid  by  them  as  stipend,  and  so  reduced  to  the  same  extent 
the  amount  of  the  supplemental  grants  required  by  them;  and  that  several 
liave  attained  to  the  position  of  self-support,  and  will  not  again  appear 
in  the  list  of  congregations  receiving  aid  from  the  Augmentation  Fund. 

The  increase  of  effort  and  liberality  has  also  been  manifested  in  seve- 
ral instances  by  congregations  whose  stipends,  altliongh  they  did  not 
accept  of  supplements,  were  under  tlie  minimum  rate  of  X157,  10a., 
incinding  allowance  for  incidental  expenses ;  and  the  Committee  have 
satisfaction  in  stating  here  that  several  congregations  of  this  class  have 
recently  increased  their  contributions  for  congregational  purposes,  and 
have  thus  enabled  their  respective  treasurers  to  pay  to  their  ministers  a 
stipend  at  least  equal  to  {he  minimum  aimed  at  by  the  Church,  and  in  a 
few  cases  considerably  larger.     The  Committee  hare  again  directed  the

attention  of  Presbyteries  to  the  congregations  in  their  respective  bounds 
which  Bfo  still  paying  less  than  the  mtnimam  stipend  without  applying 
for  or  accepting  supplemental  grants ;  and  they  confidently  hope  that, 
under  the  direction  of  Presbyteries,  and  through  the  more  general  dif- 
fusion of  information  and  of  liberality,  the  number  of  such  congregations 
may  be  stilt  farther  reduced  in  each  succtfssiTe  year. 

4,  Measures  affecting  the  distribution  of  Oie  Augmeaki^ii  Fund. 

The  Committee  have  been  desirous  that  the  payments  for  supple- 
ment should  be  fully  and  punctually  made  at  the  commencement  of  each 
half  year,  on  the  1st  April  and  1st  October ;  and  they  believe  that  this 
has  been  done  during  Uie  past  year,  except  in  a  very  small  number  of 
exceptional  cases.  At  the  1st  October  1872  the  balance  in  the  bands 
of  the  Synod's  Treasurer  on  behalf  of  the  Augmentation  Fund  was  so 
reduced,  that,  as  had  happened  in  the  previous  yeaiyit  became  necessary 
to  borrow  a  considerable  sum  from  the  other  funds  of  the  Church  in  order 
to  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  supplemental  grants,  amounting  to 
upwards  of  £4500,  which  became  due  at  that  date.  This  loan  was, 
however,  required  only  for  a  limited  period ;  and  at  the  close  of  the  year 
1872  it  had  not  only  been  repaid,  but  the  balance  in  favour  of  the  Fnnd 
had  been  increased  about  £1000  above  the  amonut  of  tlie  balance  on 
hand  at  the  close  of  the  yeai'  preceding.  At  the  1st  April  1873  tiie 
arrangements  which  had  been  made  with  a  large  number  of  congrega- 
'  tions  came  to  an  end ;  and  as  the  statistical  returns  from  these  con- 
gregations for  the  year  1872  could  not  be  obtained  in  time  for  the  proper 
adjustment  of  new  arrangements  beforo  the  April  payments  for  supple- 
ment became  dae,  the  Committee  arranged  that,  while  the  usual 
half-yearly  supplement  should  be  paid  to  congregations  with  which 
existing  arrangements  had  not  terminated,  there  should  also  be  paid  to 
nearly  all  the  congregations  with  which  new  arrangements  required  to 
be  made  a  sum  equal  to  half  of  the  supplemental  grant  for  the  previous 
year,  with  the  distinct  intimation  that  this  payment  was  made  on  account 
for  the  year  1873-74,  and  that  it  did  not  in  any  way  determine  the  total 
amount  of  supplement  to  be  paid  to  any  congregation  for  that  year,  nor 
limit  the  power  of  the  Committee,  acting  in  concert  with  the  Presbytery 
of  the  bounds,  to  propose  a  new  arrangement  by  which  the  supplemental 
grant  might  be  adjusted  to  any  alteration  In  the  position  of  the  congi-e- 
gation  which  might  have  taken  place  dui'hig  tiie  term  of  the  preceding 
agreement  between  the  Augmentation  Committee  and  the  congregation. 
Payments  on  account  of  supplement  of  stipend,  amounting  as  before  to 
about  £4500,  thus  became  due  on  Ist  April  1873 ;  and  the  Treasurer  was 
enabled  to  make  these  payments  without  exhausting  the  balance  at  the 
credit  of  the  Augmentation  Fund  at  that  date. 

Meanwhile,  the  etatistica  of  the  supplemented  congregations  have 
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been  received  by  the  Home  Secretary ;  and  the  cases  of  all  those  coo- 
gregations  with  which  new  arrangements  have  to  be  made  for  the  period 
commencing  on  1st  April  1873  have  ondergone  a  preliminary  examina- 
tion by  the  Committee,  and  the  results  of  that  examination  have  been 
snbniitted  to  Presbj'teries  for  their  consideration.  Some  of  the  Presby- 
teries have  also  reported  on  the  cases  thns  submitted  to  them,  and  the 
Committee  have  consequently  been  enabled  to  decide  concerning  the 
terms  of  the  new  arrangements  to  be  proposed  to  the  supplemented  con- 
gregations in  those  Presbyteries.  The  remaining  Presbyteries  may  be 
expected  to  report  ere  long  on  the  cases  within  their  bounds ;  and  it  is 
hoped  that  the  new  arrangements  which  have  become  necessary  may  be 
satisfactorily  adjusted  thronghout  the  Church  before  the  next  half-yearly 
payments  for  supplement  become  due,  on  the  Ist  October  1873.  It  is 
not  probable,  however,  that  the  balance  which  at  that  date  may  be  in 
the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  in  favour  of  the  Augmentation  Fund  will  be 
adequate  to  meet  these  payments,  unless  the  organization  recently  insti- 
tuted in  some  congregations,  for  taking  up  the  contributions  of  the 
members  on  behalf  of  the  Augmentation  Scheme  at  stated  intervals, 
shall  secure  that  remittances  shall  be  made  at  earlier  dates  than  formerly 
to  the  Synod's  Treasurer ;  and  it  may  therefore  be  necessary  for  the 
Treasurer  to  borrow  from  the  other  funds  of  the  Church  the  sum  which 
shall  be  needed  for  making  up  that  balance  to  the  required  amount. 
The  Committee  have  satisfaction  in  adding,  that  tlie  amount  to  be  bor- 
rowed in  October  is  not  likely  to  be  so  large  as  the  amounts  borrowed  in 
either  of  the  years  1871  or  1872  ;  and  that  if  the  Augmentation  Scheme 
is  prosecuted  in  the  present  year  with  an  earnestness  similar  to  that  dis- 
played in  1872,  the  balance  of  the  Fund,  after  such  loan  has  been  effected, 
will  be  restored  to  the  right  side  of  the  account  at  an  earlier  date  than 
in  either  of  the  previous  years. 

5.  'ITie  present  position  and  prospectt  of  the  Augmaniation  Scheme, 

The  Committee  have  pleasure  in  reporting  that,  as  the  result  of  the 
increased  attention  which  has  been  directed  to  the  Augmentation  Scheme, 
and  of  the  earnest  efforts  which  have  been  put  forth  for  the  more  efficient 
support  of  that  Scheme,  it  has  been  raised  to  a  position  which  compares 
favourably  with  that  which  it  occupied  at  the  date  of  last  Report,  and 
which  affords  encouragement  to  hope  that  the  Keport  for  next  year  may 
be  yet  more  favourable  and  satisfactory.  The  income  and  expenditure 
under  the  Scheme  are  thns  exhibited  in  the  Accounts  of  the  Synod's 
Treasurer  for  the  year  1872 : —

It  thus  appears  that  the  ordinary  income  of  the  AugmentatioQ  Fund 
for  the  year  1872  has  exceeded  the  income  for  the  year  1871  by  £1147, 
4s.  lid.,  and  that  for  the  year  1870  by  no  less  than  £2747,  10s.  8d., 
or  about  one-fonrth  of  the  whole  amotint.  Also,  that  the  ordinary 
income  for  1872  has  exceeded  the  expenditnre  for  the  year  by  £439, 
168,  6d.;  and  that,  by  the  transference  of  one-tenth  of  the  late  Mr. 
A.  Paton's  bequest,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  his  trust, 
from  the  Reserve  to  the  Ordinary  Fund,  the  balance  in  favour  of  the 
Fund  at  the  close  of  the  year  1872  exceeds  the  amount  of  that  balance 
at  the  commencement  of  the  year  by  £1096,  Is.  6d.  This  lesalt,  in  the 
words  of  Mr.  Morton,  Chairman  of  the  Sub-Committee  on  Augmentation, 
*  shows  such  progress  as  to  he  encouraging  to  the  Committee  to  work  as 
they  have  been  doing,  while  it  is  not  so  decided  as  to  give  any  couute* 
nance  to  the  thought  that  the  work  is  done,  and  that  now  less  exertion

The  Committee  have  not  been  upmindful  of  the  desire  expressed  in 
the  Synod  that  the  Augmentation  Fond  should  be  separated  from  Home 
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Mission  Fonds,  as  soon  as  this  can  be  effected  with  safety  to  the  in> 
tcreBts  involved  in  the  Augmeutatiou  Scheme.  Willi  this  object  in 
view,  the;  have  ret^uested  the  Treasurer  of  the  Synod  to  alter  the  form 
in  which  the  contribntions  of  congregations  have  bitlierto  been  reported 
in  the  J/unbTtary  Record,  so  that,  instead  of  the  three  columns  inserted 
at  present  for  Foreign  Missions,  Augmentation  Branch  of  Home  Mis- 
sion Fand,  and  Evangelistic  Branch  of.  Home  Mission  Fund,  there  may 
be  four  columns,  headed  respectively,  Foreign  Missions,  Augmentation 
Fund,  Evangelistic  Fund,  and  Mission  Contributions  Unappropriated. 
In  the  second  of  these  columns  there  will  be  inserted  all  contHba^ns 
expressly  allocated  by  the  contributors  to  Augmentation  of  Stipends, 
from  whatever  source  these  contribntions  may  be  derived.  All  coutri- 
butiona  sent  without  allocation  will  be  inserted  under  the  heading  '  Un- 
appropriated/ in  the  fourth  column ;  and  the  amount  of  these  contribn- 
tions will  be  distributed  monthly,  in  the  same  proportions  as  at  present, 
among  the  tliree  preceding  columns  for  Foreign  Missions,  Augmentation, 
and  Home  Evangeliz&tion.  It  will  thus,  at  the  end  of  the  present  year,  be 
more  clearly  apparent  than  formerly  what  is  the  amount  of  the  contribu- 
tions directly  forwarded  for  the  Augmentation  of  Stipends  Fund  by  the 
congregations  of  the  Cliurcli,  and  in  how  far  these  may  be  adequate  for 
the  expenditure  under  the  Augmentation  Sclieme  without  assistance  from 
soch  Mission  Funds  as  are  not  specially  allocated  by  the  donors  when 
they  are  remitted  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Synod.  But  meanwhile  the 
Committee  have  not  the  requisite  information  for  correctly  esUmating 
the  probable  effect  on  the  Augmentation  Fund  of  separating  it  com- 
pletely from  the  Home  Mission  Fund,  with  which  it  has  hitherto  been 
connected ;  and  they  are  not  prepared  to  suggest  that  such  separation 
should  be  effected  at  present,  but  would  rather  recommend  that  it  should 
be  postponed  at  least  for  another  year. 

In  concluding  this  Iteport,  the  Committee  desire  to  express  their 
aatisfactiou  on  account  of  tlie  increased  interest  which  has  been  mani- 
fested in  the  Augmentation  Scheme  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church 
during  the  past  year,  and  the  considerable  advance  which  has  been  made 
in  tlie  contributions  for  its  support.  That  Scheme  is,  in  their  opinion, 
vital  in  relation  to  the  progress  and  continued  prosperity  of  the  denomi- 
nation ;  and  its  importance  increases  and  becomes  more  manifest  from 
year  to  year,  as  the  means,  amid  the  augmenting  wealth  of  the  general 
commonity,  and  the  enlarged  expenditure  which  the  growing  pro^terity 
of  the  country  entails  on  all  classes,  of  providing  some  adequate  remu- 
neration for  tiie  services  of  ministers  in  the  smaller  congregations  and 
at  the  more  remote  outposts  of  the  Church.  In  no  conceivable  circum- 
stances can  any  large  diminution  of  the  supplemental  grants  now  paid 
be  expected,  if  the  present  minimum  rate  of  stipend  ia  to  be  mRin* 
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tained ;  and  tbe  intei'csts  of  the  denomination,  as  well  as  tlie  comfort 
of  ministers'  households,  certainly  require,  that  instead  of  being  reduced, 
that  miniinani  should  as  speedily -as  possible  be  considerably  increased. 
Cc»itJnued  exertion  is  therefore  uecessary  for  the  support  and  expansion 
of  the  Augmentation  Fund.  The  new  organization  which  has  recently 
lieen  instituted  in  some  congregations  may  yield  from  them  an  increased 
amount  of  contribution,  and  tho  earnest  enforcement  of  the  claims  of 
the  Scheme  id  many  districts  of  the  Church  during  the  past  year  may 
be  expected  to  evoke  more  general  and  willing  effort  throughout  the 
denomination  on  its  behalf.  Yet  the  Committee  feel  that  11161*6  remains 
rauch  land  to  bo  possessed,  and  much  work  to  be  accomplished.  They 
have,  therefore,  no  hesitation  in  snggesting  to  the  Synod  that  the 
members  added  to  the  Home  Committee  last  year,  with  special  reference 
to  the  Augmentation  Scheme,  shonld  again  be  added  to  the  Home 
Committee  for  the  year  1873-74, — the  name  of  the  Kev.  D.  Williamson 
being  substituted  for  that  of  the  late  Dr.  Finlayson,  iind  those  of  Messrs. 
David  Paton  and  John  Gilmour  for  those  of  Messrs.  Thomas  Young 
and  James  Boyd,  who  have  not  been  able  to  attend  the  meetings 
regularly;  and  that  the  Synod  should  again  recommend  this  most 
important  and  vital  Scheme  to  the  attention,  sympathy,  and  liberality 
of  the  congregations  on  its  roll,  and  should  instruct  Presbyteries 
to  co-operate  heartily  with  the  Committee  in  their  endeavours  to 
stimulate  the  liberality  of  the  Church  at  large,  and  specially  of 
its  more  wealthy  members,  and  of  its  larger  and  stronger  churches, 
for  the  support  of  the  smaller  and  weaker  congregations ;  and  at 
the  same  time  to  encourage  the  aid-receiving  congregations  to  con- 
tribute willingly  and  faithfully  of  their  own  proper  good,  and  as  the 
Lord  bath  prospered  them,  towards  the  support  of  those  ministers  whom 
they  tliemselves  have  called  to  take  the  oversight  of  them  in  the  Lord, 
and  for  whose  maintenance  they  have  solemnly  pledged  themselves  to 
provide  according  to  their  several  ability.  Nor  does  this  involve  any 
harsib  or  stem  exaction ;  '  for  if  there  be  first  a  willing  mind,  it  is 
accepted  according  to  that  a  man  hath,  and  not  according  to  that  he  hath 
not.  For  I  mean  not  that  other  men  be  eased  and  ye  burdened  ;  but 
by  an  equality,  that  now  at  this  time  your  abundance  may  be  a  supply 
for  their  want,  that  their  abundance  also  may  be  a  supply  for  your 
want;  that  there  may  be  equality;'  and  that  '  the  administration  of 
this  service  may  not  only  supply  the  wants  of  the  saints,  but  be  abundant 
also  by  many  thanksgivings  unto  God.*

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  UNION  IN 
ENGLAND. 

At  last  meeting  of  Synod  an  overture  was  presented  from  the  Synod 
in  England,  declaring  its  approval  of  'an  immediate  UnioD  of  the 
English  Fresbyterian  Ghorch  and  the  United  Presbyterian  Cborches 
in  EDgland/  and  praying  the  Synod  to  '  take  this  subject  into 
earnest  consideration,  and  issue  it  in  such  a  way  as  will  most  speedily 
gain  the  desired  object.'  On  this  overtore,  and  on  a,  petition 
from  the  Presbytery  of  Newcastle  in  favour  of  '  an  immediate  Union 
between  this  Church  and  the  English  and  Keformed  Presbyterian 
Cfanrches,'  the  Synod  agreed  upon  the  following  deliverance :  '  The 
Synod  reccorde,  wilJi  much  satisfaction,  the  increasing  deure  for  Union  on 
the  sooth  of  the  Tweed,  as  espressed  in  the  recent  decision  of  the 
English  Presbyterian  Synod  and  of  the  English  Synod  of  this  Church  ; . 
and  appoints  a  Committee  to  co-operate  with  the  English  Synod  in 
cherishing  this  desire,  and  in  advising  as  to  the  measu^  which  it  may 
be  fit  to  take  for  realizing  the  proposed  Union  as  soon  as  practicable.' 
The  Committee  thus  appointed  have  now  to  submit  the  following  Report. 
It  will  be  observed  that,  in  fulfiUtng  their  appmntment,  the  Committee 
entered  upon  a  duty  for  which  the  way  had  been  already  hopefully 
prepared.  The  Synod  of  the  English  Presbyterian  Church  had  declared 
in  favour  of  the  Union  contemplated.  Our  own  English  Synod,  though 
not  with  onanimity  as  to  the  mode  in  which  the  object  shonld  be  effected, 
had  reciprocated  ^e  desire  for  onion  to  which  the  English  Presbyterians 
had  given  utterance.  And  the  General  Synod  in  Scotland  had  caressed  its 
satistaction,  and  signified  its  willingness  to  see  the  proposed  Union  realized 
as  soon  as  practicable.  Bearing  these  things  in  mind,  and  having  careful 
-  respect  to  the  terms  of  their  instructions,  the  Committee  have  done  what 
tbey  could  to  cherish  the  desire  for  union  which  they  found  existing,  and 
with  due  cantion  to  counsel  such  measures  as  seemed  likely  to  ripea 
these  desires  to  a  happy  issue.  They  have  now,  with  a  deep  sense  of 
gratitude  to  God  for  the  guidance  they  have  received,  and  for  the  spirit 
of  brotherly  concord  which  has  pervaded  all  their  conferences  on  the 
subject,  to  record  the  steps  which  have  been  taken  by  them,  and  the  results 
to  which,  in  conjunction  with  brethren,  they  have  been  led. 

I.  The  Committee  attended  the  meeting  of  the  English  Synod  held 
in  Birkenhead  in  October  last,  and  received  a  most  kindly  and  cordial 
welcome  from  the  brethren.  The  question  of  Union  with  the  English 
Presbyterian  Church  was  earnestly  disciissed,  with  but  little  difference  of 
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opinion,  so  far  as  appeared  to  the  Committee,  aa  to  the  desirableness 
of  the  Union  in  itself,  tbough  with  some  divergence  of  view  as  to  the 
manner  in  which  it  should  be  songht.  This  divergence  had  reference 
almost  exclusively  to  the  point  whether,  in  deference  to  the  strong  and 
natoral  reluctance  of  many  of  oar  ministers  and  congregations  in 
England  to  separate  themselves  from  the  Synod  in  Scotland,  and  form 
a  aec^onal  union  with  the  English  Presbyterians,  the  latter  body  should 
not  be  asked  to  unite  with  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  as  a  whole, 
on  the  understanding  that,  as  soon  as  the  Union  had  been  accomplished, 
the  congregations  of  the  United  Church  in  England  should  be  formed 
into  an  English  Synod,  with  serrate  and  independent  Jurisdiction  ;  or 
whether,  in  deference  to  the  equally  strong  and  natural  reluctance  of 
the  English  Presbyterians  to  enter  into  more  formed  union  with  the 
United  Presbyterian  Church  than  has  hitherto  subsisted  between  them 
and  the  Free  Church, — while  a  common  history  has  bound  them  in  closer 
alliance  with  the  latter  than  with  us,  which  they  have  no  wish  or  reawn  for 
relaxing, — a  sectional  union  might  not  be  assented  to,  with  the  sanction  of 
the  Home  Synod^  and  with  provisions  arranged  beforehand  for  manifest- 
ing the  suhdarUiai  oneness  of  the  United  Church  in  England  with  the 
United  Presbyterian  Church  in  Scotland,  by  the  establishment  between 
tlie  two  bodies  of  the  closest  possible  federal  relationship  and  intercourse. 
After  lengthened  and  most  amicable  discussion,  in  which  several  members 
of  the  Synod's  CommitteB  took  part,  the  following  decision,  avoiding 
any  foregone  conclneion  on  the  point  in  question,  and  simply  leaving  the 
whole  matter  to  be  considered  and  arranged  in  conference  with  the  other 
Church,  was  arrived  at,  not  only  with  unanimity,  bat  with  the  utmost 
cordiality  and  satisfaction : 

'  This  Synod,  having  conferred  with  the  Committee  of  the  General  Synod, 
desire  to  express  their  grateful  sense  of  the  interest  shown  by  tLst  Synod  in  the 
subject  of  Union  with  the  English  Presbyterian  Church  j  appoint  a  Comnoittee, 
with  instructions,  in  conjunction  with  the  Special  Committee  appointed  by  the 
General  Synod  at  its  last  meeting,  to  invite  conference  with  the  Union  Com- 
mittee of  the  EngUsIl  Preabjterian  Church,  with  the  view  of  ascertaining  on 
what  terms  Union  with  that  Church  may  be  effected,  and  to  report  to  the 
Supreme  Synod  at  its  meeting  in  May  1873.' 

II.  The  Committee  thus  appointed  at  Birkenhead  in  October  im- 
mediately opened  communication  with  the  Union  Committee,  already 
existing,  of  the  English  Presbyterian  Synod ;  and  a  conference  of  the 
two  Committees,  together  with  the  Committee  of  the  General  Synod  in 
Scotland,  was  held  in  Liverpool  on  the  3d  of  December.  Before  entering 
into  conference,  the  United  Presbyterian  Committee  met  by  themselves, 
and  agreed  upon  a  general  statement  of  proposals  to  be  submitted  to  the 
English  Presbyterian  Committee  as  a  basis  of  negotiation.  The  English 
Presbyterian  brethren  met  also  by  thomselves,  and  agreed  upon  a  umilar 
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statement  on  tlieir  side.  In  conference,  the  respective  statements  were 
read  and  exchanged,  and  the  CommUtees  again  met  sepamtcly,  each  to 
consider  the  proposals  of  the  other.  On  the  conference  being  resnmed, 
explanations  on  both  sidos  were  asked,  and  freely  given ;  and  the  views 
of  the  two  parties  were  found  to  be  so  nearly  coincident,  that  no  diffi- 
culty was  apprehended  in  framing  a  joint  paper  on  which  all  present 
conid  agree.  A  joint  Sub-Committee  was  accordingly  appointed  for  this 
purpose,  the  members  of  which,  after  a  short  sitting,  drew  up  the  follow- 
ing statement  or  scheme,  which  was  afterwards  unanimously  adopted  by 
the  Conference,  and  is  now  submitted  to  the  Synod  for  its  faN'oarable 
consideration  and  Hpproval :

IN  England  and  the  UNmn  Pbcsbttgrian  Church  ih  Scotland.  . 

'  Whereas,  in  tLo  course  of  negotittUoos  for  Prcabyleiinn  Unioa  wbicli 
liAve  been  carried  on  fox  several  years,  it  bas  been  found  that  there  is  no 
barrier  to  the  Union  of  the  negotiating  Churches  on  the  basis  of  their  common 
S^ndardfl,  with  the  explanations  whereby  the  Churches  respectively  qualify 
their  adherence  to  these  Standards;  and  whereas  practical  difficulties  have 
arisen  in  Scotland  which  stand  in  the  way  of  an  incorporating  Union  of  the 
Chorohes  there, — it  is  expedient  that  efforts  be  now  directed  on  our  part  to  give 
expression  to  liie  unity  in  doctrine,  discipline,  government,  and  worship  which 
has  been  found  to  exist,  and  to  bring  the  Chorches  into  closer  connection 
and  bannony. 

'With  this  object  it  is  desirable— 

<  L  That  the  congregations  of  the  English  Presbyterian  Church  and  the 
congregations  of  the  United  Presbyterian  and  Reformed  Presbyterian  Churobes 
situated  in  England  should  be  imited  together  under  one  Synod  or  Supreme 
Court,  such  Synod  or  Supreme  Court  having  "separate  and  independent 
jurisdiction. " 

'  II,  That,  previous  to  this  Uuion,  a  Formula  of  Subscription  for  the  United 
Church  should  be  prepared  by  the  United  Presbyterian  and  English  Presby- 
terian Synods,  and  that  the  other  negotiaUng  Churches  should  be  invited  by 
us  through  their  Union  Committees  to  assist  in  its  preparation, — it  being  under- 
stood that  this  Formula,  while  binding  all  the  office-bearers  to  the  Westminster 
Standards,  shall  secure  to  them  the  same  liberty  in  acceptiog  the  teaching  of 
these  Standards  on  the  relation  of  the  civil  magbtrate  to  religion  and  the 
Church  as  is  now  enjoyed  in  each  Church. 

■m.  That  the  name,  of  the  Church  in  England  should  be  that  which  will 
most  clearly  indicate  its  unity  yntix  the  Presbyterian  Church  all  over  the  worid ; 
and  th^  following  Colonial  example,  and  looking  forward  to  the  time  when 
the  Churches  in  Scotland  shall  be  one,  the  name  be  simply  "The  Presbyteiisn 
Church." 

<  ly.  That,  for  the  purpose  of  manifesting  the  substantial  oneness  of  the 
Churches  hereafter  to  exist  with  separate  and  independent  jotisdiction  in 
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England  and  in  Scotland,  and  so  of  avoiding  the  appearance  of  obtaining 
Union  only  by  disruption,  the  Synod  of  the  United  Fresbyteriaa  Gbarch  and  the 
Synod  of  the  English  Presbyterian  Church  shoold  solemnly  declare  tbeir  ac- 
ceptance of  a  common  doctrinal  baus,  by  re-affiraiing  their  adherence  to  the 
same  subordinate  Standards,  itith  the  qualificatioDS  now  accepted  by  these 
Chnrchea  respect!  rely. 

'V.  That  with  a  fiew  to  meet  the  natural  reluctance  of  the  English  portion 
of  the  United  Presbyterbn  Church  to  terminate  wholly  their  connection  with 
the  Synod  to  which  they  have  been  so  long  and  so  warmly  attached,  and  also 
as  a  practical  step  !n  advance  in  the  cause  of  Union,  there  should  be  established 
between  that  Synod  and  the  United  Church  to  be  formed  in  England  a  close 
federal  relationship,  such  as  shall  maintain  and  manifest  the  unity  of  the 
Churches  by  mutual  interest  and  co-operation,  to  as  great  an  extent  as  is 
consistent  with  "  separate  and  independent  jurisdiction  "—such  federal  rela- 
tionship not  being  regarded  as  rela^iing  the  existing  ties  between  the  English 
Presbyterian  Church  and  the  Free  Church  of  Scotland,  but  rather  as  antici- 
pating the  time  when  ihoso  lies  shall  be  drawn  yet  more  closely  by  a  common 
bond  embracing  all  the  Churches. 

'  VT.  That  the  proposed  relationship  between  the  Chnrches  should  embrace 
sncb  matters  ns  the  following : 

'(1.)  That  each  of  the  Churches  shall  recognise  the  status  of  the  ministers, 
elders,  deacons,  probationers,  students,  and  members  of  the  other,  as  if 
they  were  its  own. 

'(2.)  That  some  arrangement  shall  be  adopted  by  which,  in  the  meantime, 
attendance  at  the  Theological  Seminary  of  the  one  Church  shall  be 
accepted  by  the  other,  while  both  Churches  shall  aim  at  ultimate 
assimilation  in  regard  to  the  standard  and  the  methods  of  theological 
education. 

'(3.)  That  each  of  the  Churches  shall  conduct  its  own  missionary  opera- 
tions, but  aim  at  combined  etforis  in  regard  to  the  same  missionary 
enterprises,  so  far  as  that  may  be  found  to  be  practicnble. 

'  (4.)  That  a  certain  number  (to  be  subsequently  tixed)  of  corresponding 
members  be  appointed  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  each  Church  to  attend 
the  meetings  of  the  other,  with  right  to  deliberate,  but  not  to  vote. 

'(5.)  That  at  times  to  be  agreed  upon,  a  Council  of  both  Churches  shall 
meet  to  deliberate  on  their  general  interests,  without  exercising  legisla- 
tive or  judicial  functions. 

'  VII.  That  all  arrangements  aiTectiog  the  relations  of  the  Church  in  Engbnd 
to  the  other  Churches,  and  indicating  its  general  tmity  with  them,  shall  be 
subject  to  revision  in  the  event  'of  an  incorporating  Union  being  fonned  in 
Scotland. 

'  VIII.  That  the  above  proposals  be  at  once  submitted  to  the  other  nego- 
tiating Churches  through  their  Joint  Union  Committee,  and  that,  in  the  event 
of  their  being  accepted  by  the  Synods  of  the  United  Presbyterian  and  English 
Presbyterian  Churches,  an  earnest  invitation  be  addressed  to  all  the  Churches 
to  enter  into  similar  relations  with  the  United  Church  in  England  and  with 
each  other,  and  to  prepare  the  way  for  closer  union  among  themselves,  and  for 
a  yet  wider  combination  of  the  Presbyterian  Churches  in  these  kingdoms  and 
in  other  parts  of  ihe  world,' 
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m.  Before  closing  the  Conference  at  which  the  foregoing  Statement 
was  adopted,  the  subject  of  Formulaa  for  the  proposed  United  Church 
in  England  was  briefly  considered.  In  view  of  the  importance  and 
difficulty  of  this  portion  of  their  work,  the  Conference  agreed  to  appoint 
A  joint  Snb-CoDimittee  to  deliberate  carefully  on  the  subject,  and  to 
prepare  drafts  of  formulas,  in  accordance  with  Section  II.  of  the  State- 
ment, to  be  laid  before  the  Conference  at  a  subsequent  meeting.  The 
Joint  Committees  met  again  at  Liverpool  on  the  18th  of  February,  when 
the  Sub-Committee  presented  a  draft-formula  for  the  Ordination  and 
Induction  of  Ministers,  which  was  minutely  discussed,  and,  with  various 
alterations,  ordered  to  be  printed  and  circulated  among  the  members  of 
the  Committees  for  still  more  mature  consideration.  At  a  third  mee^ng 
of  the  Conference,  held  also  at  Liiverpool,  and  on  the  25th  of  March, 
the  draft  was  further  revised,  and  finally  adopted  in  the  form  subjoined. 
The  Conference  deemed  it  enough  to  agree  upon  the  Formula  for  tlie 
Ordination  and  Induction  of  Minialers,  leaving  it  to  the  United  Church 
(with  consent  of  the  respective  Synods),  in  the  event  of  the  Union  being 
consummated,  to  frame  in  accordance  with  it  the  formulas  to  be  used  In 
licenung  probationers  and  in  admitting  other  office-bearers  of  the 
Church. 

'  FOBMDLA  TOR  THE  OaOnCATIOK  AND  INDOOTION  OF  MlDISTERE  : 

'  (I.)  Do  you  believe  the  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and  Hew  Testaments  to  be 
the  Word  of  God,  and  the  only  rule  of  faith  and  duty  ? 

'  (2.)  Do  you  sincerely  receive  and  adopt  the  doctrine  of  the  Watminsler 
Con/emon  of  FailA  as  in  accordance  with  the  teaching  of  Holy  Scrip- 
ture, and  do  you  consent  to  the  said  Confeaiion  as  the  subordinate 
standard  by  which  your  teaching  in  this  Church  shall  be  Judged ;  it 
being  underatood,  in  view  of  an  acknowledged  difference  in  the  inter- 
pretation of  oertain  passages  in  the  Confistion  regarding  the  duty  of 
civil  mien,  that,  while  holding  the  subjection  of  auch  rulers  in  their 
own  province  to  the  authority  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  you  disclaim 
all  intolerant  and  persecuting  principles  ? 

'  (S.)  Are  you  persuaded  that  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  the  only  Kiog  and 
Head  of  the  Church,  has  therein  appointed  a  government  distinct  from, 
and  not  subordinate  to,  civil  government;  and  do  you  acknowledge 
the  Piesbyterion  form  of  government  to  be  founded  on,  and  agreeable 
to,  the  Word  of  God  ? 

'  (4.)  Do  you  promise,  as  a  minister  of  this  Church,  to  be  subject  to  its 
government,  and  to  take  due  part  in  the  administration  of  its  affairs ; 
and,  while  cherishing  brotherly  love  towards  all  the  faithful  followers 
of  Christ,  do  yon  eng^e  to  seek  the  purity,  peace,  and  extension  of 
this  Church  ? 

'  (5.)  Are  zeal  for  the  glory  of  God,  love  to  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  a 
desire  to  save  souls,  and  not  worldly  designs  or  interests,  as  far  as  you 
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know  your  own  heart,  your  great  motiTes  and  chief  indticemente'  to 
enter  into  the  office  of  Uie  holy  ministry  7 

'  [To  THE  COMaREQATIOH,  WHO   ARE  EXPECTED  TO  ANSWER   BT    RISIKO,  ABD  HOLDINO 
VP  THEIR  RIGHT  HANDS.] 

'  Do  yon,  the  Members  of  this  Chnroh,  testify  your  adherence  to  the  call 
which  yon  have  given  to  Mr.  A.  B,  to  be  your  minister  ?  and  do  yon 
receive  him  with  all  gladness ;  promise  to  make  provision,  aocording  to 
your  ability,  for  his  suitable  maintenance  ;  and  engage  to  give  him  all 

due  respect,  subjection,  and  encouragement? 

'To  THE  Minister. 

"   '  (6.)  Do  yon  adhere  to  your  acceptance  of  the  call  of  this  Church  ? 

'  (7.)  Do  you  engage,  in  the  strength  and  grace  of  Jesus  Christ,  our  Lord 
nnd  Master,  to  live  a  holy  and  circumspect  life,  to  rule  well  your  own 
house,  faithfully  to  discharge  all  the  parts  of  the  ministerial  work 
among  this  people,  to  the  edifying  of  the  body  of  Christ,  and  to  be 
zealous  in  maintaining  the  truth  of  the  gospel  whatever  trouble  or 
persecution  may  arise  ? 

'  (8.)  And  all  these  things  you  profess  and  promise  through  grace,  as  you 
shall  be  answerable  at  the  coming  of  the  Lord  Jesna  Christ  with  all 
His  saints,  and  as  you  would  be  found  in  that  happy  company  at  His 
glorious  appearing  ? ' 

IV.  Various  other  matters  connected  with  arrangements  for  the 
proposed  Union  have  occupied  the  attention  of  the  Synod's  Committee, 
and  of  the  Committee  of  the  English  Sjnod. 

On  the  subject  of  Finance,  It  has  been  agreed  to  recommend  to  the 
Synod  that  the  interests  of  our  supplemented  congregations  in  England 
should  be  considered  in  the  event  of  their  Union  with  the  English 
Presbyterian  Churchj  and  aid  afforded  them  for  a  period  of  not  less  than 
five  years  after  the  consummation  of  the  Union,  according  to  a  gradaalty 
diminishing  scale.  It  is  believed  that  an  arrangement  of  this  kind  would 
at  once  meet  the  requirements  of  our  weaker  English  congregations,  pend- 
ing the  establishment  of  an  efBcient  Sustentation  Scheme  and  the  develop- 
ment of  the  resources  of  the  United  Ghnrch,  and  be  a  recognition  of  the 
claims  of  these  congregations,  and  of  our  unabated  intei-est  in  them, 
grateful  to  the  feelings  of  the  entire  denomination. 

It  has  been  also  agreed  to  recommend  that  every  minister  of  our 
Church  in  England  who  shall  be  in  full  status  at  the  date  of  the  Unioii 
shall  retain  his  interest  in  the  Aged  and  Infirm  Ministers'  Fund,  the 
same  as  if  he  had  remained  a  member  of  the  United  Presbyterian 
Synod.  The  Committee  feel  assured  that  the  equity  and  propriety  of 
this  recommendation  will  be  uuiversally  recognised. 

*  In  inductions,  read, '  to  enter  on  the  discharge,  in  this  place,  of  the  functions  of 
your  sacred  office  ?  ' 
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Qitoad  uUra,  the  Committee  snggest  that  all  qoestjons  u  to  forms  of 
pTOcednre,  other  financial  arrangemonts,  and  general  details,  may  be 
safely  left,  in  the  event  of  the  Union  being  accomplished,  for  dlscaasion 
and  adjustment  in  the  United  Synod. 

V.  The  Committee  have  farther  to  report  that  the  Reformed  Presby- 
terian Ciinrch,  through  its  Union  Committee,  was  invited  to  take  part  in 
the  conferences  which  have  been  held  ;  but  that,  while  the  invitation  was 
courteonsly  received,  and  sympathy  with  the  movement  expressed,  iho 
Reformed  Presbyterian  Committee  found  it  incompetent  for  them,  in 
terms  of  their  appointment,  to  send  ^ny  representative  to  the  meetings. 

VI.  The  last  thing  done  by  the  Conference,  on  the  25th  of  March, 
was  to  adopt  a  nnanimous  resolution,  to  the  effect  'that  the  Synods  of 
the  respective  Churches  should  he  recommended  to  take  such  steps  as 
may  lead  to  the  consummation  of  the  proposed  Union  with  the  least 
practicable  delay  after  the  meeting  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Synod 
at  Edinburgh  in  May  1874.'  In  this  recommendation  the  Synod's 
Committee  heartily  concur,  believing  that,  nnless  the  steps  that  now  fall 
to  be  taken  shall  disclose  difficulties  which  have  not  yet  appeared,  the 
speedy  consummation  of  the  Union  is  on  every  account  to  be  desired. 

In  submitting  the  foregoing  narrative  of  their  proceedings,  and  of 
the  findings  to  whicli  they  have  been  led,  in  conjuncUon  with  tlie 
brethren  of  both  Churches  in  England  with  whom  they  have  been  in 
conference,  the  Synod's  Committee  desire  in  their  own  name  to  append 
a  very  few  remark?. 

1.  In  regard  to  the  general  scheme  of  Union  and  Federation  which  is 
DOW  laid  before  the  Synod,  and  which  is  not  intended  as  a  Basis  of 
Union,  bat  only  as  indicating  the  lines  on  which  such  a  basis  may  be 
constructed,  it  will  be  noticed  that  the  Union  contemplated  is  not  to 
be  f onnally  a.  Union  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  as  a  whole,  but 
only  of  its  English  congregations,  with  the  English  Presbyterian  Church. 
Some  of  our  English  brethren,  both  ministers  and  people,  may  still 
regret  this ;  though  the  Committee  have  observed  with  satisfaction  that 
in  conference  no  expression  has  been  given  to  such  regret,  even  by  those 
whose  well-known  convictions  and  feelings  make  it  scarcely  possible  that 
they  should  notentertain  it.  But  tlie  Committee  feel  convinced  that  Union 
oa  the  footing  proposed  is  the  only  Union  at  present  pracUcable;  and  they 
are  sanguine,  moreover,  that  the  virtual  if  not  formal  Union  which  the 
scheme  of  Federation,  based  on  the  adoption  of  common  standards  and 
manifested  in  the  various  ways  that  have  been  suggested,  will  establish 
between  our  whole  Church  and  the  united  sister  Church  in  England, 
will  soon  be  accepted  as  in  all  essential  respects  securing  whatever  could 
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have  been  secured  hy  a  momentary  Union  in  name,  which  led  to  no 
more  thorough-  Union  in  permanence  and  ideality.  Should  it  appear  to 
some,  on  a  wider  view  of  the  question,  that  the  Union  proposed  is  likely 
to  affect  injuriously  the  Church  in  Scotland,  by  reducing  her  numbers, 
and  so  far  her  prestige,  and  by  depriving  her  of  an  element  in  her  church 
life  which  ne  nil  highly  value,  it  appears  on  the  other  hand  to  the 
Committee,  that  such  disadvantages  will  tn  great  measure  be  com- 
pensated, while  higher  ends  will  ho  gained,  by  our  being  brought  as  a 
Ohuivh  iu  Scotlnnd  into  full  accord  and  substantial  union  with  a  mueli 
larger  and  more  powerful  sister  Church  in  Kngland,  between  which  and 
ours  we  may  anticipate  that  the  happiest  influences  will  be  reciprocated. 
The  cause  of  Presbyterian  ism  and  of  the  Oospcl  in  England  can  scarcely 
fail  to  be  better  promoted  by  such  a  United  Chnrch  operating  oil 
English  soil  than  by  any  efforts  of  which  Scotland  is  the  basis; 
and  this  is  a  consideration  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Committee,  ought 
to  outweigh  every  other  in  which  imperative  principle  is  not  involved. 
And  by  entering  into  the  Union  and  Federation  now  proposed,  the 
United  and  English  Presbyterian  Churches  would  set  before  all  the 
Churches  a  much-needed  example,  and  begin  to  realize  the  condition  of 
essential  and  manifested  unity,  subsisting  together  with  independent 
organization  and  jurisdiction,  towards  which  the  great  Presbyterian  Body 
throughout  the  world  seems  hopefully  and  happily  to  be  tending. 

3.  On  the  subject  of  the  Formula,  it  will  be  at  once  understood  tliat 
the  chief,  and  indeed  the  only  serious,  difGculty  lay  in  adjusting  the 
terms  of  the  second  question,  in  that  part  of  it  which  bears  on  the  relation 
of  the  Civil  Magistrate  to  Religion  and  the  Church.  The  Committee 
nro  not  so  sanguine  as  to  believe  that  the  conferences  in  England  have 
solved  this  difficulty  in  a  way  to  which  no  exception  can  be  taken  either 
in  the  one  Ciiurch  or  the  other;  but  they  submit  that  the  question  as 
now  framed,  while  recognising  important  principles,  secures  to  all  the 
most  perfect  liberty  in  the  interpretation  of  those  principles,  and,  in 
particnlai',  will  secure  to  ministers  entering  the  United  Church  from  ours 
at  least  as  full  a  freedom  in  adhering  to  the  Confession  of  Faith  as  we 
have  heretofore  enjoyed.  In  examining  the  construction  of  the  qualifying 
clanses  of  the  second  question,  three  things  will  be  noted.  First,  the 
broad  fact  is  acknowledged  that  a  difference  exists,  and  is  tolerated,  as 
to  the  interpretation  of  the  teaching  of  the  Confession  on  the  province  of 
the  Magistrate — some  holding,  and  being  allowed  to  hold,  that  the  language 
of  the  Confession,  when  fairly  interpreted,  affords  no  countenance  to  com- 
pulsory or  persecuting  principles ;  and  others  holding,  and  being  allowed 
to  hold,  that,  in  any  grammatical  interpretation  they  can  put  on  the 
same  language,  such  principles  are  sanctioned.  Secondly,  the  subjection 
of  Civil  Rulers  to  the  Lord  Jesua  Christ  is  affirmed  in  clear  but  genera! 
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t^rma, — terma  whichsa^fy  onr  £)agluh  Freabytemn  l)rathren,and  wbicb, 
it  is  believed,  contravene  no  doctrine  for  wliich  any  United  Presby- 
terian wonld  contend ;  certainly  no  doctrine  which  the  United  Presby- 
terian Church  has  ever  embraced  in  either  its  written  or  anwtitten 
Creed.  And  thirdly,  'intolerant  and  persecuting  principles,'  per  »c, 
are  anequivocally  disclaimed.  Thus  the  somewhat  vagne  language  in 
our  present  Formula  about  '  anything '  in  the  subordinate  standards 
which  '  teaches,  or  ia  supposed  te  teach,'  compulsory  or  persecuting  and 
intolerant  principles,  is  eliminated  ;  the  fact  of  an  '  acknowledged  differ- 
ence' is  fairly  stated,  while  no  dubious  compromise  is  resorted  to  for 
accommodating  it ;  and  the  thing  we  all  wish  to  abjure  u  abjured,  in 
terms  alike  ample  and  explicit.  If  it  be  said  that  the  clause,  '  while 
holding  the  subjection  of  snch  rulers  in  their  own  province  to  the 
authority  of  the  Lord  Jetus  Chriat,'  may  cover  more  in  the  mouths  of 
some  men  than  of  others,  this  is  at  once  admitted.  But  when  no  special 
applications  of  a  principle  held  in  common  are  insisted  on,  it  is  surely  a 
gain  both  to  liberty  and  to  charity  to  unite  on  this  principle,  leaving, 
until  better  light  arises,  every  mind  and  conscience  to  construe  it  under 
a  sense  of  responsibility  to  God  alone. 

The  other  points  in  which  the  proposed  FormuU  differs  from  that  now 
io  use  in  the  United  Presbyterian  Ohorch  are  mainly  verbal,  and  many 
of  them,  it  is  hoped,  will  be  regarded  as  improvements,  which  it  seemed 
well  to  embrace  an  opportunity  of  introducing.  One  question  has  been 
omitted  altogether, — thatwhicb  runs,  'Haveyou  used  any  undue  methods, 
by  yourself  or  others,  to  obtein  the  call  of  this  church  V — with  a  recom- 
mendation that  this  inquiry,  if  deemed  necessary,  should  rather  be  put  to 
the  candidate  by  the  Presbytery  before  appointing  bis  ordination  or  induc- 
tion. Otherwise,  the  Formula  corresponds  in  every  essential  point  with 
those  already  employed  in  both  the  negotiating  Churohes. 

3.  The  Committee  desire  to  record,  in  closing,  the  unqualified  satis- 
faotion  with  which  they  have  prosecuted  these  negotiations  up  to  the 
present  point;  their  high  appreciation  of  the  liberality,  candour,  and 
earnestness  which  have  been  uniformly  displayed  by  the  able  and  ex- 
cellent men  with  whom,  as  the  representetivea  of  the  English  Presby- 
terian Church,  they  and  their  bretliren  in  England  have  been  in 
conference;  and  their  delight  in  having  witnessed  and  experienced  the 
cordiality  and  warmth  which  the  spirit  of  Union  has  diffused  over  all  the 
deliberations  in  which  they  have  taken  part.  They  believe  that  the 
Church  with  whhsh  we  are  dealing  reciprocates  in  the  fullest  degree  the 
desire  of  this  Church  to  heal  the  breaches  of  Zion,  by  actual  Union  so 
far  as  practicable,  and  by  drawing  closer  the  relations  in  which  Churches 
that  cannot  be  formally,  though  they  are  really,  one,  should  be  bound 
together.    And  having  done  what  they  could  to  caiiy  out  the  iostmctioas 
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given  them,  the  Committee  now  leave  tlie  matter  in  the  hands  of  the 
Synod,  praying  that  He  of  whom  it  ia  said, '  In  that  day  there  ahali  be 
one  Lord,  and  His  name  one,'  may  so  guide  this  movement  to  a  happy 
issue,  that  the  Church  whose  history  has  already  been  marked  by  more 
than  one  Union  in  which  she  has  had  reason  to  rejoice,  may  be  honoured 
to  set  another  example  tending  to  mitigate  in  some  degree  the  '  long 
desolations '  over  which  we  have  had  to  mourn.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  CORRESPONDENCE    ' 
WITH  FOREIGN  CHURCHES. 

\\'e  begin  our  Report  by  referring  to  our  continued  happy  inter- 
course with  our  brethren  in  America.  At  last  Synod  it  was  agreed  that 
a  (It^putation  should  be  sent  this  year  to  all  the  Presbyterian  Assemblies 
at  once  of  America  and  Canada,  and  this  Committee  was  instructed  to 
appoint  the  deputies.  It  gives  us  pleasure  to  announce  that  we  have 
been  able  to  secure  the  services  of  Professors  Eadie  and  Calderwood, 
who  sailed  for  New  York  on  the  21st  April,  with  ingtraotions  to  attend 
the  Assemblies  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  America,  the  Reformed 
(Dutch)  Presbyterian  Church,  the  United  Presbyterian  Church,  the 
Pi-esbyterian  Church  of  the  South,  and  the  Canadian  Presbyterian 
Church.  We  are  sure  that  the  Synod  will  be  satisfied  that  the  deputies 
selected  for  this  important  mission  are  men  in  whose  fitueas  for  their 
work  the  Church  here  has  such  entire  confidence,  and  who  are  not 
unknown  by  the  Churches  to  whicli  they  are  sent.  From  Dr.  Hatfield, 
the  stated  Clerk  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church 
of  America,  a  communication  has  been  received  by  the  Convener,  noti- 
fying the  appointment  of  a  deputation  to  our  Synod,  consisting  of  the 
Ber.  Dr.  Irvine  of  New  York,  the  Kev.  J.  A.  Heniy  of  Philadelphia, 
Rev,  Dr.  Edwards  from  Illinois,  and  Mr.  Caulfield  of  Baltimore.  The 
two  deputies  first  on  this  list  have  signified  their  intention  to  be  present 
at  om'  meetings,  and  it  is  not  improbable  that  we  may  have  the  pleasure 
of  receiving  the  others  also.     We  are  persuaded  that  these  visits  of  our 
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American  bretlireii  to  m  have  niready  done  much  good,  and  we  antici- 
pate the  same  results  fram  tlie  presence  ninong  us-  of  the  honoured 
visitors  above  named,  to  whom  the  Synod  will  doubtless  give  a  hearty 
welcome. 

Our  brethren  of  the  Evangelical  Society  of  France  are  not  likely  to 
be  ivpresented  by  a  deputy  at  this  Synod.  They  generally  come  to  us 
once  in  two  years ;  and  Dr.  Fisch  was  amongst  us  as  their  representative 
last  Synod.  The  cause  wliich  he  advocated  then  so  effectively  will  not 
be  lost  sight  of,  although  there  may  be  no  one  from  France  to  plead  on 
its  behalf  on  this  occasion.  The  same  diligence  and  zeal  have  been 
displayed  by  its  agents  duiing  the  past  year  as  have  always  character- 
ized them  ;  and  their  country  was  certainly  never  in  a  more  critical  an<l 
interesting  condition  than  at  present.  Since  this  Report  was  conmienced, 
the  probability  is  announced  of  our  Synod's  being  favoured  by  a  visit 
from  tlie  Rev.  John  Bost  of  Laforce,  with  whose  character  as  a  devoted 
pbilauthropist  all  who  are  acquainted  with  French  affairs  are  familiar. 

It  will  be  remembered  that,  in  the  prospect  of  the  then  approaching 
meeUng  of  the  General  Sifuod  of  tlie  Refoi-med  Church  of  France, 
our  Synod  nt  its  last  meeting  directed  this  Committee  to  'prepare 
ft  letter,  addressed  to  that  body,  conveying  the  congratulatjons  of 
this  Synod  on  the  liberty  acquired  by  their  brethi-en  to  meet  in  Synod, 
and  their  earnest  desire  that,  under  the  blessing  of  God,  their  delibera- 
tions and  decisions  may  bo  conducive  to  the  interests  of  Protestantism 
and  the  advancement  of  the  kingdom  of  God  in  France.'  The  Mode- 
rator, Dr.  Cairns,  was  at  the  same  time  appointed  the  representative  of 
the  Synod  at  the  General  Synod  of  the  National  Protestant  Church  of 
France.  This  appointment  was  duly  fulfilled  by  Dr.  Cairns,  who  will 
give  an  account  of  the  meetings  which  be  attended,  and  by  which  be 
was  profoundly  impressed.  It  is  to  be  borne  in  mind  tliat  this  is  the 
first  Synod  which  that  Church  has  been  permitted  to  convene  sinre 
1660.  Very  keen  and  able  discussions  on  various  questions,  vitally 
affecting  not  only  that  one  Church,  but  all  the  Churches,  and  even 
Christianity  itself,  took  place  at  the  Synod,  and  were  conducted  by 
men  of  great  ability,  and  in  some  cases  of  European  reputation.  Re- 
solutions were  carried  by  a  majority  in  favour  of  evangelical  doctrine, 
and  the  proceedings  as  a  whole  were  unquestionably  calculated  to 
promote  the  cause  of  Christian  truth. 

The  Evangelical  Society  of  Genera  has  been  prosecuting  its  missionarj- 
o)>erations  very  vigorously  during  the  past  year.  Iti  chief  field  of 
labour  is  France,  and  its  labours  may  be  classed  with  French  Protestant 
agencies.  A  Iieavy  loss  has  been  sustained  not  by  Geneva  only,  but  by  the 
whole  of  Christendom,  in  the  lamented  death  of  Dr.  Merle  D'Aubigne. 
He  died  on  the  21st  October.  He  had  been  for  upwards  of  forty  years 
n  Professor  in  the  Theological  Seminary  of  Geneva,  and  was  one  of  the 
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foundtii's  of  its  Missionai-y  Society.  As  an  author,  he  did  mnch  tu 
conimeDd  the  cause  whicli  he  represented  to  the  reading  public,  and  his 
work  on  tlie  History  of  the  Reformation  especially  has  been  widely  cir- 
calated  and  extensively  useful.  His  high  character  and  active  benevo- 
lencc  endeared  his  name  to  all  who  knew  him;  and  his  memory  is  revered 
nowhere  more  sincerely  than  in  the  United  Presbyterian  Church. 

In  Italy,  tlie  work  of  God  goes  on  steadily,  and  a  deputy  from  our 
Waldeusian  brethren  will  have  the  opportunity  of  reporting  to  the 
Synod  the  part  taken  in  it  by  the  ministers  and  evangelists  of  the 
Church  of  tlie  Yalleys,  Their  evangelists  have  resolved  to  hold,  in  the 
month  of  May,  and  in  Florence,  a  meeting  similar  to  the  one  held  by 
them  last  year,  *and  which  was  productive  of  so  much  good.  It  is 
important  that  our  old  friciids  should  be  assured  of  our  continued  and 
unabated  interest  in  them  and  in  their  laboui's.  We  should  wish  well 
to  all  earnest  workers  in  this  most  interesting  and  promising  field ;  but 
it  should  be  our  special  aim  to  support  and  encourage  our  beloved 
brethren  of  the  Waldeusian  Church,  with  whom  we  have  been  privi- 
leged for  many  years  now  to  maintain  such  agreeable  and  profitable 
fellowsliip.  The  Synod  will  also  be  interested  to  know  that  a  letter  has 
been  received  from  Mr.  MacDongall  of  Florence,  announcing  that 
Oavazzi  has  left  Italy  in  company  with  Mr.  MacDongall  for  the  purpose 
of  being  present  at  our  meeting.  May  the  visit  be  instrumental  in 
awakening  and  deepening  our  interest  in  the  great  work  of  Italian 
evangelization ! 

The  struggling  Church  in  Bohemia  have  let  us  know  that  they  have 
been  much  helped  by  our  acknowledgment  of  their  claims  on  our 
sup[)ort  and  sympathy,  Tlie  Rev.  W.  Schnbart  is  to  he  present  at  our 
Synod,  to  tell  us  of  the  work  of  evangelization  and  education  amongst 
the  Bohemians.  Speaking  of  him,  M.  Van  Andel  of  Amsterdam  says  : 
'  I  am  able  to  testify,  as  a  personal  witness,  to  the  zeal  and  devotedness 
of  this  admirable  servant  of  God  ;  and  I  feel  justified  in  asking  you  to 
assist  and  encourage  him  in  Lis  great  and  difficult  work.'  The  small 
Protestant  remnant  in  Bohemia  is  indeed  a  light  in  the  darkness,  and 
we  cannot  too  heartily  welcome  its  faithful  messenger. 

The  whole  of  Germany  seems  to  be  in  our  days,  and  as  to  its  religious 
aspects,  in  a  ver}'  tronbled  and  portentous  state.  The  collision  between 
the  State,  in  the  hands  of  Bismarck,  and  the  ecclesiastical  authoiities 
of  the  Church  of  Rome,  is  to  a  certain  extent  favourable  to  Pro- 
testantism, but  undoubtedly  imperils  tlie  free  action  of  all  the  Churches, 
and  threatens  that  country  with  the  abolition  of  all  the  liberties  and 
rights  which  the  Head  of  tho  Church  has  conferred  on  the  members  of 
His  body.  In  addition  to  this  sore  evil,  there  is  what  is  even  worse, — 
great  indifference  to  vital  religion,  and  an  extraordinary  boldness  in  the 
avowal  and  dissemioatton  of  the  most  extreme  forms  of  Infidelity,  which 
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cannot  but  awaken  in  the  breasts  of  all  who  are  tnoet  deeply  interested 
in  that  great  country  the  most  anxioas  fears  for  the  fatare  of  Germany. 

To  many  who  remember  the  visits  of  our  friends  of  t&e  Seeetnon 
Chweh  of  Holland,  it  will  afford  satisfaction  to  know  that  &L  Van 
Andel  comes  to  us  this  year  as  a  deputy  from  our  Dutch  brethren. 

From  the  Aatociation  of  the  ProteaUmi  Armenian  Church  in  BH^nia 
a  letter  has  been  received,  detailing  their  history  as  Churches,  and 
introducing  their  deputy,  Pastor  Alexander  Bjejizian.  His  statementH 
of  the  manner  in  which  this  portion  of  Asia  Minor  has  been  brought 
under  the  inflaence  of  the  gospel  are  full  of  interest,  as  are  also  his 
accounts  of  the  self-denial  and  the  zeal  which  have  been  called  forth  by 
the  efforts  of  these  infant  communities  to  support  themselves.  The  very 
names  of  the  scenes  of  their  struggles  recall  to  us  the  founding  of  the 
early  Cliurches,  while  the  narrative  of  their  noble  endeavours  to  uphold 
for  themselves  tiie  ordinances  of  the  gospel  reminds  us  of  the  example 
of  those  Christians  of  old, '  the  abundance  of  whose  joy  and  their  deep 
poverty  abounded  nnto  the  riches  of  their  liberality,' 

We  must  now  pass,  without  special  notice,  the  important  Chriatitn 
work  which  is  being  carried  on  in  Spain,  Belffitim,  and  other  parts  of  the 
Continent.  We  cannot,  however,  close  this  Report  without  saying  a 
few  words  as  to  the  propriety  of  reviving  interest  in  the  scheme  for 
setting  up  Stations,  at  least  in  summer,  for  preaching  the  gospel  in 
English  at  certain  points  in  the  Continent  of  Europe.  It  is  believed 
that  much  real  good  has  resulted  from  what  has  been  done  in  this  way 
both  by  the  Established  and  the  Free  Church  of  Scotland.  The  appa- 
rently near  prospect  of  union  with  the  latter  of  these  bodies  hindered 
the  execution  of  any  special  plan  of  effort  by  our  own  Church  when  this 
proposal  was  brought  before  the  Synod,  two  or  three  years  ago ;  but  now 
that  unhappily  there  seems  little  likelihood  of  that  union  being  so  soon 
effected,  it  is  veiy  desirable  that  United  Presbyterians  should  do  siHne- 
thing  to  aid  this  morement.  There  are  now  not  a  few  of  our  own 
communion  spending  their  Sabbaths  on  tira  Continent,  and  exposed  to 
all  the  dangerous  Influences  of  a  Continental  Sunday.  It  is  surely  only 
doing  our  duty  to  take  our  share  in  meeting  their  spiritual  wants,  and 
at  the  same  time  in  providing  the  faithful  preaching  of  the  Word  to 
many  other  strangers,  who  may  be,  when  set  free  from  the  cares  of 
buslnesa  for  a  season,  in  a  state  peculiarly  favonrable  for  receiving  the 
good  tidings  which  the  goepel  brings  to  men.  In  order  to  secure  this 
end,  a  comparatively  small  expenditure  would  be  necessai^ ;  ajid  the 
Convener  of  this  Committee  has  been  assured  by  those  who  have  to 
do  with  the  operations  of  the  Free  Church  Scheme,  not  only  of  their 
readiness  to  advise  and  cu-operate  with  us,  bnt  of  their  cordial  desire 
that  we  should  at  once  enter  on  this  very  inviting  field  of  labour.

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REPORT  ON  EVANGELISTIC  EFFORT  AND  HOME 
EVANGELIZATIOK. 

The  Scheme  of  Evangelistic  Effort,  wliicli  was  instituted  by  tlie  Synod 
in  May  1869,  and  placed  under  the  direction  of  the  Home  Committee 
of  the  Board  of  Missions,  has  been  prosecuted  with  diligence,  and  not 
altogether  without  success,  during  the  last  twelve  months  ;  and  the  Com- 
mittee respectfully  submit  to  the  Synod  the  following  Report  concerning 
that  Scheme  for  the  year  1872-73. 

The  agents  employed  in  the  work  of  EvangelizatioD  have,  during  the 
gi'eater  portion  of  that  year,  been  the  same  as  in  the  previous  year,  viz : —

An  addition  was,  however,  made  to  the  list  of  agenta  In  F&brti&ry, 
last,  when  Mr.  James  Glass,  recently  residing  in  Alloa,  and  engaged  in 
mission  work  there,  was  engaged  by  the  Committee  as  an  additional 
evangelistic  Inbonrer,  and  cordially  welcomed  by  them  93  a  fellow-worker 
with  the  other  agents  on  their  list  unto  the  kingdom  of  God.  The 
number  of  agents  engaged  in  evangelistic  work  under  the  Synod,  which 
is  at  present  seven,  will  soon  be  reduced  to  six  again,  as  Mr,  Peter 
Williamson  has  accepted  the  situation  of  permanent  missionary  at  the 
Mission  Station  of  Dowanhill  Congregation,  Partick,  among  the  rapidly 
increasing  population  of  Whitetnch. 

These  agents  have  been  continnously  employed  in  their  evangelistic 
labours  during  the  past  year.  They  have  visited  numerous  localities ; 
aud,  alike  in  cities  and  towns,  in  rural  districts  and  among  the  population 
which  throngs  our  mining  villages  and  iron-working  districts,  they  have 
sought  to  publish  the  story  of  the  cross.  And  to  point  men  to  '  the  Lamb 
of  God,  who  taketh  away  the  sin  of  the  world,'  It  has  been  the  desire 
of  the  Home  Committee  in  sending  them  forth  to  this  work,  that  as  far 
as  possible  the  agents  of  the  Synod  should  be  under  the  direction  and 
superintendence  of  the  ministers  and  sessions  in  whose  districts  they 
might  for  the  time  be  labouring,  and  that  alt  theh*  work  should  be  p^- 
formed  in  harmonious  co-operation  with  .the  .Christian  instruction  and 
missionary  agencies  which  congregations  might  have  'instituted  for  the 
attainment  of  the  same  great  ends  which  the  Evangelistic  Sclieme  is  in- 
tended to  advance.  And  while  the  Committee  have  directed  the  Agents  to 
seek  the  advice  and  follow  the  guidance  of  ministers  and  other  Christian 
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office-bearers  in  forming  their  plans  and  pi-osecntingtbeir  \vork,tlicy  hare 
much  satisfaction  in  recording  their  belief  that  in  every  district  to  which  llie 
agents  have  been  appointed  they  have  been  cordially  welcomed  and  zeal- 
ously assisted  by  those  with  whom  they  were  seat  to  co-operate,  and  have 
esperienced  much  kindly  sympathy  and  mtich  seasonable  aid  in  their 
endeavours  to  execute  their  mission  and  to  win  souls  to  tlie  Saviour. 
From  no  quarter  lias  there  been  any  complaint  of  carelessness  in  their 
mission,  or  of  undue  self-assertion  and  unwillingness  to  receive  advice 
in  the  manner  of  its  fulfilment ;  but  from  many  sources  testimony  has 
been  received  concerning  their  zeal  and  assiduity  in  the  pi-osecution  of 
their  work,  t]ieir  willing  co-operation  in  the  execution  of  the  plans  pro- 
posed for  its  efficient  performance,  and  their  prudent  mid  conciliatory 
endeavours  to  adapt  themselves  to  the  circumstances  and  wants  of  those 
among  whom  they  had  been  sent  to  labour,  and  whose  spiiitual  benefit 
they  were  seeking  to  promote. 

In  accordance  with  the  regulations  of  the  Synod,  each  of  the  Presby- 
teries of  the  Church  was  requested  to  appoint  an  Evangelistic  Committee, 
to  co-operate  with  the  Home  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Missions  in  the 
performance  of  the  work  entrusted  to  it  in  connection  with  the  Evangel- 
istic Scheme ;  and  the  names  of  the  conveners  of  those  Presbyterial 
Committees  for  the  year  1872-73  were  as  follows  : —

The  evangelistic  agents  named  above,  with  tbe  assistance  of  some 
ministers  in  different  localities  who  have  given  a  portion  of  their  time  to 
evangelistic  labour  beyond  the  limits  of  their  own  congregations,  have, 
at  the  ret^uest  of  Presbyteries,  ministers,  and  local  associations,  and  under 
tbe  direction  of  the  Home  Committee,  held  meetings  and  conducted 
evangelistic  services  in  the  places  and  at  the  times  indicated  in  the  table 
below.  In  order  to  secure  accuracy  and  completeness  in  this  tabular 
statement,  each  of  the  agents  has  been  requested  to  record  in  a  journal 
ft  list  of  the  places  visited  by  him,  aud  of  the  meetings  which  he  has 
attended ;  but  some  difficulty  lias  still  been  experienced  in  the  classifica- 
tion of  places  and  seasons,  and  in  presenting  a  complete  abstract  of  the 
whole.  All  that  can  be  asserted  is,  that  the  table  now  presented  is  sub- 
stantially correct. 

In  meeting  the  applications  which  have  thus  been  received  for 
assistance  in  conducting  evangelistic  services,  the  Home  Committee 
have  paid  the  travelling  expenses  of  the  ministers  or  agents  who  have 
been  appointed  to  take  part  in  these  services.  Local  expenses  for  ad- 
vertising meetings,  and  for  securing  halls  or  other  places  in  which  the 
meetings  might  be  held,  have  been  home  by  local  parties ;  and  while  the 
friends  making  applications  for  aid  have  been  informed  that  the  agents 
employed  by  the  Synod  must  provide  lodgings  for  themselves,  if  these 
are  not  voluntarily  supplied  by  those  whom  they  are  sent  to  assbt,  the 
Committee  have  reason  to  believe  that,  on  nearly  all  occasions,  the  agents 
have  been  encouraged  in  their  work  by  the  exercise  towards  them  of  a 
generous  liospitality  by  ministers  or  others  in  the  places  visited.

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The  ministers  and  iiiijisionaries,  id  cuniiectioii  with  whose  congrega- 
tions or  mission  districts  the  evangelistic  agents  of  tlie  Synod  Iiiive 
conducted  evangelistic  services,  have  been  requested  to  send  to  the  Home 
Secretary  ^vritten  reports  of  the  work  performetl,  and  of  such  results  as 
may  seem  to  liave  been  produced  by  it.  Some  of  them  have  not 
complied  witli  that  request,  although  it  ia  knonii  that  interesting  and 
useful  services  were  conducted  in  their  districts  under  tlieir  superintend- 
ence; but  a  much  larger  number  have  sent  in  reports  of  the  meetings 
held,  and  of  interesting  and  important  facts  in  connection  with  them. 
Of  tbese  reports  a  few  have  been  published  during  the  year  in  the  pages 
of  the  Mifsionary  Record;  and,  as  illustrations  of  the  work  in  which  the 
evangelists  hare  been  engaged,  of  tlie  manner  in  which  their  services 
have  been  received,  and  of  the  results  which  have  followed  their  labours, 
eiitracts  from  oilier  reports  are  given  below,  while  it  must  be  noticed 
that  statements  and  reports,  of  which  want  of  space  necessitates  the 
omission,  bear  testimony  to  labours  as  caraest,  and  services  as  faithful, 
interesting,  and  succesful,  as  any  that  are  here  recorded. 

The  Rev.  J.  F.  Millar  of  Carnoustie,  having  been  sent  to  conduct 
eraugelistic  service^  in  September  and  October  1872,  within  the  bounds 
of  the  Presbytery  of  Annandale,  reports  concerning  his  work  there  as 
follows : — 

'From  the  29tli  September  to  tlie  Sth  October,  inclusive,  I  engaged 
in  evangelistic  services  in  Ihe  Aunsndale  Pre3b}'tery,  and  during  the  ten 
days  preached  or  addressed  xizleen  times. 

'  At  Woterbeck,  conducted  the  ordinary  Sabbath  services  on  29tli 
SepteDibcr,  and  held  a  spccinl  meeting  of  the  congregation  in  the  evening, 
which  was  largely  attended.  Gave  an  address  on  the  special  duties  of 
different  classes  in  the  Church,  referring  particularly  to  tbe  eldership,  to 
parents,  to  Sabbath-school  teachers,  and  to  nil  tlie  menibeis,  as  mission 
agents.  AH  wer^  most  attentive,  and  there  might  be  200  preseol. 
Addressed  a  meeting  of  this  congregation  also  on  the  Monday  evening, 
when,  notwithstanding  the  extremely  wet  state  of  tbe  weather,  there  was  a 
considerable  number  of  persons  present, 

'  On  the  erenings  of  the  1st,  2d,  and  3d  of  Octobei*,  I  addi-esscd  spedal 
meetings  at  Lockerbie,  the  services  b«ng  presided  over  by  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Thomas,  the  minister  of  the  congregation.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Meiklejohn  of 
Chapelknowe  also  took  part  in  the  work  on  one  of  the  evenings.  The 
Kirtlebridge  railway  accident  having  occurred  on  tlie  morning  of  the  2d 
October,  I  took  occasion  to  make  pointed  reference  to  it  on  that  and  the 
subsequent  evening.  I  had  occasion  to  meet  with  several  of  the  sufferers 
h^  that  disastrous  event,  who  had  been  brought  into  Lockerbie  shortly 
after  it  took  place,  and  the  thrilling  details  which  ttiey  communicated  I 
made  use  of  in  all  my  subsequent  addresses  both  there  and  at  Langholm. 

'  Addressed  meetings  at  Langholm  in  the  evenings  of  the  4th  and  5th 
October,  and  on  the  6th,  b^ng  the  Lord's  Day,  conducted  tlie  usual  fore- 
noon's service  in  Mr.  Baltan^e's  church,  and  the  customary   evening 
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service  in  Mr.  Watson's,  boih  being  of  an  eTangelisUc  character ;  also 
addressed  the  Sabbath  schools  respectively  of  the  two  congt^ations,  which 
appeared  to  be  ia  a  most  efficient  state  ;  and  in  tlie  late  eTening,  when  all 
the  churches  had  dismissed,  a  general  meeting  of  persona  belonging  to  all 
the  congregations  in  town  was  held  in  the  Free  Church,  in  which  several 
of  the  ministers  took  part.  At  this  meeting  I  gave  an  address  on  the  kind 
of  revival  needed  by  the  Church.  I  also  addressed  numerously- attended 
meetings  on  the  Monday  and  Tuesday  evenings. 

'  All  the  meetings  were  of  the  moat  agreeable  character,  and  there  ' 
were  not  wanting  pleasing  evidences  that  the  Master  Himself  was  present, 
blessing  Hia  own  truth,  I  had  only  the  one  regret,  that  too  little  time 
was  employed  in  such  spiritualizing  exercises  to  see  the  fruit  that  might  be 
expected  to  flow  from  it.  The  experience  of  this  short  tour,  added  to  my 
former  experiences,  has  deepened  my  conviction  that  when  such  services 
are  engaged  ih  as  an  occasional  auxiliary  to  the  ordinary  services  of  the 
sanctuary  and  the  pastorate,  they  are  fitted  to  be  of  material  good  both  to 
ministers  and  people.'  ^ 

Of  meetiDgs  held  id  Moiitvose  by  Mr.  Dalziel,  evangeUatic  agent,  in 
August  1872,  under  the  dh-^tion  of  the  Rev.  Ales.  Campbell  of  Knox'3 
Clinrch,  Dundee,  Mr.  Campbell  has  forwarded  the  following  report  :— 

'  Mr.  Dalziel,  evangelist,  laboured  in  Montrose  from  the  38th  July  till 
tlie  12th  of  August,  both  days  included.  During  that  period  he  addressed 
S5  meetings,  with  nn  aggregate  attendance  of  2500  persons,  the  numbers 
varying  from  13  in  a  small  cottage  meeting,  to  250  in  the  open  air.  The 
addresses  were  characterized  by  simplicity,  variety,  instructiveness,  and 
earnestness ;  they  were  ever  evidently  the  result,  under  the  Divine 
blessing,  of  careful  study,  and  were  listened  to  with  very  close  attention. 
All  the  meetings  held  in  the  church  on  the  week  nights  were  preceded  hy 
a  brief  meeting  in  front  of  the  church.  An  interesting  feature  of  these 
meetings  was  the  attendance  of  a  good  few  children  and  young  people,  who 
followed  the  speaker  from  the  open-air  meetings  into  the  church.  An 
event  occurred  after  Mr.  Dalziel  left  os  which  adds  a-aolemn  Interest  to 
these  meetings.  One  of  the  boys,  a  little  above  nine  years  of  age,  who 
!iat  night  afler  night  in  the  church  near  the  speaker,  was  drowned  while 
bathing,  near  my  liouse,  on  the  30th  of  Augtist.  He  waa  a  Sabbath 
scholar  in  our  mission  school,  was  the  child  of  poor  parents,  and  on  the 
morning  on  which  he  was  drowned  he  had  been  soliciting  hia  mother  for 
some  clothing  to  admit  of  his  coming  to  church  on  the  following  Sabbath. 
Who  can  say  what  in>pressions  may  not  have  been  made  on  his  youthful 
mind  by  the  meetings  of  your  evangelist  during  those  evenings  in  the 
early  part  of  the  boy's  last  month  on  earth  ?  But  Mr.  Dalziel's  work  was 
not  confined  to  holding  meetings.  He  also  made  nearly  IfiO  visits  to  indl- 
vidunla  or  to  families,  leaving  a  tract  or  small  book  at  each  visit.  In  the 
course  of  visitation  he  had  an  opportunity  of  dealing  individually  with  the 
souls  of  the  people ;  and  in  several  instancea  the  persons  visited  professed 
to  have  seen  more  clearly  the  way  of  salvation,  and  to  have  rested  with 
confidence  in  the  Savionr,  The  careless,  also,  were  left  with  notes  of 
warning,  in  terms  that,  by  grace,  may  yet  produce  good  fmit' 
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Of  other  servicea  conducted  by  Mr.  D.  M.  Cameron,  in  a  mission 
district  in  Montrose,  from  October  1872  to  February  1873,  the  Rev. 
Alex.  Campbell  fnrther  writes  thos  : — 

'  In  addidon  to  the  report  of  Mr.  Dakiel'a  labours  wbicli  I  had  the 
pleasure  of  subrnitcing  to  the  Home  Committee  in  autuma,  I  bare  now  to 
forward  another  report,  viz.,  that  of  the  labours  of  Mr.  Cameron  from  the 
28ch  October  1872  till  the  llth  February  1673,  with  the  exertion  of  two 
weeks,  when  he  was  absent  at  Alloa,  and  when  his  place  was  supplied  by 
Mr.  ColviUe. 

'Mr.  Cameron's  labours  were  carried  on  at  a  new  mission  station  whkh 
was  opened  in  September  last,  at  the  north  end  of  the  town,  where  a  large 
number  of  persons  reside  who  are  connected  with  no  place  of  worship.  At 
the  outset  of  his  work  I  visited  with  him,  and  introduced  him  to  many  of 
the  old  families  amongst  whom  his  work  was  to  be  carried  on,  and  we 
secured  bouses  in  difr(>rent  ports  of  the  district  in  which  cottsge  meetings 
might  be  held,  iu  addition  to  the  stated  meetings  at  the  mission  station. 

<  Mr.  Cameron's  kindly  manner  in  speaking  with  the  people,  and  his 
able  and  fervent  addresses  in  public,  very  soon  esdted  a  deep  interest  in 
his  work  throughout  the  district  Much  prayer,  both  in  public  and 
in  private,  had  been  offered  up  for  a  special  blessing,  and  it  wss  not  long 
until  an  answer  to  these  supplications  began  to  manifest  itself. 

'  While  the  meetings  had  been  remarkably  well  attended  from  the 
commencement,  especially  on  tiie  Sabbath  evenings,  yet  it  was  not  till 
Sabbath  the  10th  November  that  decided  tokens  of  the  blessing  appeared. 
On  the  evening  of  that  day,  after  the  public  services  were  over, 
eight  young  persons  remtuned  behind  to  be  conversed  with.  'Hie 
anxiety  of  some  of  them  appeared  to  be  deep  and  real,  and  Mr.  Cameron 
had  much  serious   conversation   with    them  ni  that  time  and  on   after 


'  From  that  period  onward,  scarcely  a  meeting  was  held  withont  some 
additional  persons  remaining  behind  to  be  Kpoken  with  after  the  public 
meetings ;  while,  in  addition  to  this,  there  was  a  considerable  number 
with  whom  Mr.  Cameron  was  asked  to  converse  at  their  own  homes. 

'  During  his  stay  there  were  about  70  persons,  young  and  old,  who, 
at  their  own  request,  were  conversed  with,  some  of  them  often,  regarding 
their  spiritual  interests  ;  and  among  these  there  were  not  a  few  who  pro- 
fessed to  be  enabled  to  look  to  a  cruciGed  Saviour  as  the  foundation  of 
their  hope  for  eternity.  Some  who  had  been  long  anxious  were  led  into 
the  light  and  liberty  cf  the  gospel.  In  several  families  great  joy  was  felt 
in  consequence  of  the  changes  produced  among  their  members.  In  other 
cases,  individuals  in  households  were  made  partakers  of  the  blesdng. 

'Mr.  Cameron's  labours  included  public  services  on  Sabbath  at  the 
mission,  a  weekly  meeting  at  the  same  place,  cottage  meetings,  honse-to- 
house  visitation,  and  tract  distribution.  The  Sabbatli  services  consisted  of 
H  forenoon  meeting  for  the  young,  and  afternoon  and  evening  meetings 
for  young  and  old.  During  the  forenoon  and  afternoon  the  meetings 
were  comparatively  well  attended,  and  in  the  evenings  the  station  was 
crowded  to  the  door.  The  meetings  at  the  station  on  Tuesdays  were 
remarkably  well  attended  for  a  week  night,  while  the  attendance  at  the 
cottage  meetings  ranged  from  10  to  between  40  and  fiO  persona 
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'  The  entire  Dtunber  of  mestings  addreased  b;  Mr.  Cameron  during  his 
«ay  was  85.  The  estimated  aggregate  attendance  at  these  meetings  vas 
524U.  The  number  of  tracU  or  small  books  distributed,  either  from  house 
to  house  or  at  the  meetings,  was  3000;  while  about  26  copies  of  the 
book  entitled,  The  Blood  ofJesun,  and  20  copies  of  Preeimis  TnOhs,  were 
given  to  peraons  in  an  anxious  state  of  mind.  All  these  tracts  and  books 
were  kindly  sent  hy  John  Melrose,  Esq.,  Edinburgh. 

'  Ml.  Cameron  had  to  be  absent  for  about  two  weeks,  labouring  at  Alloa, 
and  during  this  period  we  were  favoured  with  the  services  of  Kr.  Colville. 
I  need  not  say  that  these  were  unremitting.  By  day  and  by  night,  in 
season  and  out  of  season,  he  addressed  meetings,  made  household  visila- 
lians,  spoke  with  the  anxious  as  well  as  with  the  careless,  distributed 
evangelical  literature  in  large  quantities ;  and  lie  expressed  himself  well 
pleased  with  the  work,  so  far  as  could  be  judged  oF  by  appearances. 

'  It  only  remains  for  me  to  say,  in  closing  this  report,  that  nil  of  us 
who  are  associated  in  carrying  on  the  mission  are  deeply  grateful  to  the 
Committee  for  granting  the  services  of  its  evangelists  ;  and  let  me  add  for 
myself,  that  I  think  our  Church  was  very  wisely  directed  when  she  was 
ted  to  employ  pions,  prudent,  and  able  laymen  to  go  forth  as  evangeUsts 
tmder  her  superintendence,  .and  to  work  in  harmony  with  pastors  and 
elders  and  members  of  our  ohurcbei,  in  localities  where  multitudes  of 
families  are  to  be  found  who  totally  neglect  the  interests  of  their  souls, 
or  who,  having  a  name  to  live,  may  nevertheless  be  spiritually  dead.' 

Of  services  conducted  at  North  Suuderland  and  its  vicioity,  in  thf 
county  of  NorthuniberlaDd,  in  April  an^  May  1872,  the  Kev.  George 
Henderson,  minister  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Oongregation  there, 
thus  writes : — 

'  It  falls  to  me  to  say  a  few  woids  with  regard  to  the  labours  of  Mr.  James 
Murray  during  the  three  weeks  which  he  has  spent  in  our  neighbourhood, 
viz.  &om  the  12th  of  April  to  the  3d  of  May.  During  the  whole  tame 
of  his  stay  Mr.  Murray  was  actively  employed  In  conducting  meetings,  either 
in  the  church  or  in  one  of  the  outlying  districts.  The  particular  period 
of  the  year  selected  for  holding  these  special  services  was  rather  unfavour- 
able for  aeouring  the  attendance  at  the  church  of  those  who  ore  employed 
in  agricultural  work,  and  hence  there  was  a  necessity  of  going  out  more 
frequently  into  the  country  districts  than  in  other  inronmstances  would 
have  been  required.  Thb  circumstanoe  might  no  doubt  operate  as  a 
drawback,  as  sustained  and  continuous  effort  could  not  be  prosecuted  in 
one  place.  Notwithstanding  these  disadvant^es,  however,  the  attendance 
in  the  church  was  fair,  and  at  the  farm-places  the  meetings  were  always 
crowded.  At  the  last  of  the  services  which  was  held  in  the  country,  we 
bad  the  pleasure  of  having  Mr.  Colville  with  us,  who  took  a  part,  and  whose 
address  was  felt  by  many  to  be  very  refreshing.  Speaking  of  the  services 
generally,  it  may  be  mentioned  that  a  decidedly  marked  tone  of  serious- 
ness pervaded  all  the  meetings,  and  one  could  not  be  insennble  to  the  deep 
and  eameat  attention  of  the  audience  as  the  plan  of  salyiition  was  simply 
but  forcibly  made  known,  luid  as  many  and  urgent  appeals  were  addressed 
to  the  heart  and  conscience.  As  to  poutive  results,  it  becomes  us  always 
to  speak  wiUi  imntion.     In  any  given  ease,  judgment  must  not  be  too 
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hastilj'  formed,  but  miut  be  determined  by  experience.  Nevertheless  there 
is  ever;  reason  to  believe  that  it  has  been  a  time  of  nwokening  with  some 
—a  time  in  which  serious  impressions  have  been  mndc — a  time  in  which 
some  have  been  led  to  inquire,  more  eameatlj  thnn  iliey  have  done  before, 
into  the  true  ground  of  a  sinner'n  peace ;  and  our  hope  and  prayer  arc, 
that  God,  in  His  own  time,  inity  lead  tliem  into  the  sunshine  of  His  love. 
I  am  able  to  speak  with  great  assurance  of  the  effect  which  these  service-i 
have  had  in  sdrring  the  hearts  of  many,  and  of  exciting  a  deeper  interest 
in  the  cause  of  vital  religion  in  our  midst.  There  are  many  who  will  have 
pleasing  recollections  of  this  season  as  a  time  of  grent  refreshing  and 
quickening.  Of  Mr.  Murray  liimself,  of  his  earnestness,  of  his  wiUIngnesa 
to  do  service  for  the  Master,  1  cannot  ispeak  too  highly;  nnd  doubiless  Ins 
visit  to  this  locality  in  the  spring-time  of  this  year  will  be  remembered  by 
some  as  the  true  spring-time  of  their  spiritnal  life.  In  the  meantime,  it 
must  be  our  part  to  wait,  to  watch,  and  pray  for  the  blessing  promised 
from  on  high,  so  tliat  the  seed  which  ha«  been  sown  may  spring  up  nnd 
bear  an  abundant  harvest.' 

Ml'.  Kobert  Webster,  one  of  the  active  inemhers  of  the  United  Pres- 
byterian Church  in  Dunsc,  writes  aa  follows  concerning  evangelistic 
services  in  that  town  in  February  1873,  by  variooa  ministers  of  the 
district,  and  Mr.  D.  M.  Cameron,  one  of  the  Synod's  agents  : — 

'  1  am  happy  to  Inform  you  that  Mr.  Cameron  was  :i  general  favouriie 
here  with  all  who  attended  the  evangelistic  services,  and  also  that  those 
were  increasing  in  interest  nji  to  the  close  of  our  meetings.  The  attendance 
was  fair,  but,  with  the  exception  of  Siihbnth  evenings,  never  crowded,  hot 
even  then  wns  the  churcti  filled.  We  had  in  nil  seventeen  meetings  in 
Dntise,  three  at  Preston,  two  at  Gavinton,  two  at  Sinclair's  Hill — these 
villages  from  two  to  three  and  a  half  miles  out  from  here.  The  meetings 
in  the  country  villages  were  always  crowded,  and  much  interest  created 
by  them,  I  trust  not  without  fruit.  At  Preston  especially  there  wns  more 
than  one  case  of  awakening,  and  one  decided  case  of  conversion. 

'  In  Dunse,  upwards  of  twenty,  old  and  young,  have  been  spoken  with, 
all  under  anxiety  of  soul.  Of  these,  fourteen  have  professed  to  have  found 
peace  through  faith  in  Jesus.  May  they  be  watched  over  and  protected 
by  Ifim,  and  to  Him  be  all  the  praise. 

'  The  Rev.  D.  Kerr,  of  the  South  United  Presbyterian  Church,  and  the 
Rev.  John  Miller,  of  the  Free  Church,  presided  alternately  at  each  of  the 
meetings,  town  and  country,  and  took  part  in  the  addresses,  and  both  were 
very  much  pleased  ivith  Mr.  Cameron.  He  (Mr,  C.)  gave  aWBy  a  large 
quantity  of  tracts  at  each  meeting.  I  send  you  the  balance  of  funds  over, 
after  paying  expenses  here,  amounting  to  two  pounds,  which  I  trust  you 
will  duly  receive.' 

Tlie  Bev.  David  Webster  of  Kirkwall,  Orkney,  having  been  sent  in 
September  1872  to  condnct  evangelistic  services  in  one  half  of  the 
Presbytery  of  Carh*sle,  while  the  Bev.  Robert  Black  of  Hamilton  laboured 
in  the  other,  reports  his  work  as  follows : — 

'The  districts  assigned  to  me  were  Maryjport,  Whitehaven,  and  Wigton. 
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On  th«  7th  September  I  began  my  work  in  Maiypoii.'  Vinted  on  that 
day,  nith  Mr  Craig,  about  20  families ;  exhorted  them,  and  inrited  them 
out  to  tlia  meetingin  the  evening.  In  cases  of  infirmity  or  sicknesB  prayed. 
Addressed  a  meeting  in  the  church  at  eight  o'clock — abont  60  present. 
Saturday  the  6tli. — Visited  a  few  fumilie?,  and  arranged  for  meetings,  etc. 
on  Sabbath.  Sabbath,  9th. — Preached  in  the  church  in  the  forenoon  to  the 
onlinary  congregntion.  Af  three  o'clock  preached  on  board  a  ship  called 
the  W/iite  Flag.  There  would  be  about  200  present.  A  considerable 
number  of  seamen  in  the  audience.  At  hfdf-paat  six  o'clock  preached  in 
the  church.  The  Attendance  very  good.  Mondsiy,  lOth. — Vbitcd  for  two 
hour«.  Preached  in  the  .ifternocn  at  three  o'clock  in  the  open  nir  in  n 
hack  court  thickly  populated.  Called  on  some  families  after  the  service 
vfM  over.  Addressed  a  meeting  in  the  evening  at  eight  o'clock  in  the 
church — upwards  of  lOD  present.  Tuesday,  11th. — Visited  two  hours. 
Went  to  Ellenborough  with  Mr.  Criug  in  the  afternoon,  about  n  mile  and  it 
halt'  from  Maryport.  Preached,  according  to  intimation  on  Sabbath,  in  n 
Primitive  Mediodist  place  of  worship.  The  place  was  well  filled,  and 
the  audience  very  attentive.  At  eight  o'clock  preached  in  the  church 
in  Maryport,  the  audience  continuing  to  increase  and  the  interest  deepen- 
ing. Wednesday,  12th, — Visitation  in  the  forenoon.  Preached  in  the 
evening  to  the  young,  the  audience  the  largest  we  had  had.  There  Ik 
reason  to  believe  that  in  Maryport  many  good  impressions  were  produced. 
In  all  these  services  Mr.  Craig  took  a  part.  Other  ministers  also  were 
sometimes  with  us,  and  in  mme  instances  others  besides  ministers  led  the 
devotional  services. 

'  Thwidan,  12(/i. — Left  Maryport  for  Whitehaven.  Tlie  work  here  was 
carried  on  in  much  the  siime  way.  Mr.  Anderson  and  I  visited  daily,  and 
I  preached  every  evening.  The  meetings,  however,  were  not,  upon  the 
whole,  so  well  attended  as  they  were  in  Maryport,  although  those  present 
seemed  much  interested  and  impressed.  Our  congregation  in  Wliitehaven 
is  growing  under  the  ministrations  of  Mr.  Anderson,  and  is  in  excellent 
working  order.  But  there' is  much  need  of  evangelistic  services  in  the 
town,  It  would  take  some  time's  hard  and  earnest  work  to  produce  any 
general  impression.  There  is  reason  to  fear  thtit  there  are  many  in  While- 
haven  who  never  go  to  any  phice  of  worship,  and  n  considerable  number 
of  lupsed  Scotch  families. 

^Wtdneaday,  18(A, — Left  Whitehaven  for  Wigton.  Same  day  went 
over  with  Dr.  Leitch  and  visited  about  40  houses.  Called  upon  nearly  all 
'the  families  in  one  street,  going  up  one  side  and  coming  down  the  other. 
A  meeting  bad  been  advertised  for  the  evening  at  eight  o'clock,  and  to 
this  meeting  we  invited  all  we  visited  and  alt  we  met.  Conversed  more  or 
less  in  every  hoose,  and  in  some  prayed.  We  were  in  all  courteously  re- 
ceived, and  not  a  few  of  the  people  expressed  their  gratitude  for  our  visit. 
At  half-past  six  o'clock^  Dr.  Leitch  and  I  met  with  a  number  of  young 
men  of  an  excellent  spirit,  devoted  to  the  work  of  Christ,  and  belonging 
to  all  Christian  denominations — young  men  variously  situated  in  life,  but 
knit  together  in  love,  and  accustomed  to  meet  every  evening,  after  the 
secular  business  of  the  day  is  over,  for  prayer  aud  conference  and  Christian 
work.  There  were  about  20  of  them.  They  frequently  spoke  to  me  of 
their  great  indebtedness  to  Dr.  Leitch  for  the  instruction  and  counsel  And 
ragement  he  had  given  them,  nnd  for  the  very  happy  intercourse 
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the;  bad  enjojed  wUb  him.  From  many  qiurMtl  I  lewmed  that  these 
young  men  had  been  a  blening  to  many  Knia,  and  were  niTich  reipected 
ia  WigtAn  for  tbur  earnestnesi  and  ooniiitency.  At  my  first  meeting  with 
axm  Bereral  engaged  in  prayer,  and  I  can  truly  lay  my  heart  wat  refreshed 
and  bleesed.  After  prayer  and  conference  we  met  in  the  church  at  eight 
o'clock.  The  young  men  had  for  some  days  been  looking  forward  to  my 
visit,  and  what  with  their  work  and  our  visitadon,  we  had  a  much  better 
~andience  than  was  expected.  I  addressed  the  people,  explaining  the 
object  of  my  viut,  and  setting  before  them  the  great  things  that  perUun  to 
th^  eTBrlaating  peace — received  the  greatest  attention.  Thursday,  19th.—- 
Vuted  two  or  three  hours.  Met  some  who  had  not  been  in  church  for 
yean ;  spoke  to  them  earnestly,  and  invited  diem  to  the  service  in  the 
evening.  Het  with  the  yoong  men  a  little  after  six  o'clock;  three  or 
four  engaged  in  prayer,  after  which  I  preached  in  the  open  street  to  a 
Urge  andience,  Dr,  Leitoh  taking  part  in  the  devotional  exerrases.  It 
being  now  eight  o'clock,  we  went  to  the  church,  where  we  fonnd  a  good 
audience  waiting  us„  larger  than  on  the  previous  evening.  Dr.  Leiteh  and 
I  both  addressed  the  meeting.  There  were  indications  of  eamestnesa  and 
solemnity  throughout  the  service.  Friday,  20th. — Work  much  the  same  as 
on  the  preceding  day.  Sabbath,  22d. — Preached  in  the  forenoon;  addressed 
the  Sabbath  school  at  half-past  three  o'clock  f.k.  Het  with  the  yoting  men 
at  six  o'clock  ;  preached  on  the  street  to  a  large  audience  till  nearly  eight 
o'clock.  At  the  close  invited  the  people  to  the  church,  and,  as  I  was  told, 
some  came  who  had  not  for  years  before  been  in  a  place  of  worship.  At 
eight  o'clock  found  the  church  well  filled,  the  largest  attendance  we  had 
yet  had.  1  both  lectured  and  preached,  and  over  the  entire  service 
solemnity  prevailed.  I  am  not  aware  that  there  was  one  inattentive 
hearer,  and  the  many  who  waited  to  say  "  farewell "  at  the  close  was  to 
me  an  indication  that  our  work  had  been  in  some  measure  appreciated, 
and,  I  hope,  blessed. 

'  I  have  just  to  say,  in  conclusion,  that  I  look  back  to  those  days  spent 
in  evangelistic  work  with  great  pleasure.  Such  work  must  be  productive 
of  good,  and  it  cannot  be  doubted  that  it  is  needed  over  the  Church,  and 
in  all  our  congregations.  I  hope  that  the  Home  Misnon  Board  will  pro- 
secute with  energy  the  Evangelistic  Scheme.  What  we  want  is  a  deeper 
earnestness  and  spirituality  of  mind  among  our  Church  members  than 
generally  prevails.  Were  this  secured  as  the  fruit  of  zealous  labours,  and 
in  answer  to  prayer,  there  is  no  fear  that  the  Church  would  be  slack  in 
a^ressive  work.  It  also  strengthens  the  hnnds  of  a  minister  to  have  a 
brother  assocnated  with  him  for  a  short  time  in  daily  visitation  and  special 
services;  while  it  improves  the  minds  of  the  people  with  the  idea  that  the 
Church  as  a  whole  is  interested  in  her  congregations,  and  has  them  all 
under  her  eye  or  superintendence.  Are  we  not  too  much  like  Indepen- 
dmts,  not  in  respect  to  Church  government,  but  in  respect  to  a  want  of 
oo-operation  in  the  essential  work  of  the  ministry  7 ' 

The  Rev.  JoIid  Brand,  of  Bell  Street  Congregation,  Dundee,  in 
applying  for  further  assistance  from  one  of  the  Synod's  evangelists, 
reports  concerning  the  services  rendered  by  Mr.  William  Marray,  at  his 
former  visit  in  June  1872,  as  follows : — 
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'  I  am  oome  to  aak  you  again  for  the  loan  of  Mr.  William  Murray, 
evangalitt,  for  two  or  three  weeks.  I  hardly  deserve  thb  kindness  at  your 
hands,  not  having  sent  in  a  report  at  the  time.  But  the  vrork  done  was 
not  the  loss  real  though  unreported  ;  indeed  it  is  fortunate  the  report  was 
not  given  in  at  the  time,  as  we  are  now  better  able  to  estimate  the  results. 

'The  last  missionary  we  had  turned  Plymouthist,  and  for  some  time 
before  we  parted  with  him  had  devoted  his  attention  so  much  to  other 
work  beyond  his  own  proper  work,  that,  when  he  did  leave,  the  mission 
was  in  a  somewhat  dilapidated  condition.  Indeed,  from  the  conduct  of 
the  missionary,  and  from  other  circumsiances  connected  with  the  congre- 
gation, it  was  debated  at  that  time  (the  spring  of  last  year)  whether  it 
would  not  be  advisable  to  give  np  the  mission  altogether.  At  this  critical 
juncture,  Mr.  David  Murray,  a  mepiber  of  my  church,  and  a  brother  of 
the  earnest  evangelist,  volunteered  to  cnrry  on  the  mission,  and  accord- 
ingly commenced  work.  His  difficulties  were  at  first  very  great.  We, 
however,  obtained  through  you  a  visit  from  Mr.  William  Murray.  He 
lived  with  me  while  here,  nnd  I  cannot  refrain  from  bearing  testimony  to 
hia  intelligenoe  and  zeal  as  an  evangelist,  and  to  hia  sensible,  intelligent 
bearing  as  a  Christian  man.  The  meetings  were  very  successful,  were 
well  attended  all  through,  and  a  number  of  people  converted.  I  mention 
one  case : — ^A  young  man,  whose  name  I  give  in  confidence,  who  had  been 
trained  as  a  teacher  hut  had  come  a  short  time  before  that  to  Dundee  to  be 
a  clerk,  was  residing  in  the  neighbourhood,  and  went  to  the  meetings  in 
the  open  air  in  no  very  friendly* spirit.  An  arrow  went  home,  and  after 
a  time  he  fonnd  peace.  He  has  since  become  a  member  of  my  congrega- 
tion, and  a  teacher  in  the  mission  school.  Not  only  so,  be  has  started  a 
week-night  school  for  the  instruction  of  the  ignorant  lads  and  girb  of  the 
disttict.  For  this  work,  by  his  previous  training,  he  was  well  qualified. 
Accordingly  it  has  been  very  successful,  there  being  an  average  attendance 
of  45. 

*  'fhe  immediate  benefits  of  Mr.  Murray's  visit,  however,  were  not  all. 
It  gave  an  impulse  to  the  labourers  ;  it  gave  an  impulse  to  the  meetings — 
so  much  JO,  that  whilst  before  that  visit  the  meetings  were  vary  small,  they 
are  now  very  good.  On  Thursday  evenings  we  have  a  respectable  number, 
and  on  Sabhath  evenings  our  meeting-house  is  well  filled — often  quite  full. 
The  devoted  labourers,  all  nnpaid,  have  been  greatiy  cheered.  They  are, 
however,  ansious  for  another  visit  of  Mr.  Murray,  and  are  looking  forward 
to  it  as  a  season  of  encouragement  and  refreshment.' 

The  Kev.  David  Hay  of  Butlei-bnm,  Dundee,  hating  visited  Cross- 
gates,  to  assist  in  evangelistic  work  in  that  place  under  the  dirsctiDn  bf 
the  Rev.  Andrew  Graham,  minister  of  Crossgates  CoDgregation,  and  in 
company  with  Mr.  Jamea  Gallacher,  reports  as  follows: — 

'I  returned  from  Crossgates  on  Friday,  and  having  got  over  the  work 
of  the  Sabbath,  I  now  submit  the  following  report  of  the  work  there : — I 
commenced,  work  on  the  evening  of  the  17th  inst.,  the  day  of  my  arrival, 
by  taking  part  with  Mr.  Grab&m  and  Mr.  Gallacher  in  a  meeting  in  the 
school  of  the  village.  The  audience  did  not  exceed  50.  On  the  follow- 
ing day,  along  with  Mr.  Gallacher,  I  spent  some  time  in  visiting  from 
house  to  house,  distributiiig  tracts  and  inviting  the  inmates  to  th^  meet- 
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ings.  On  Uiat  nnd  the  following  evenings  of  the  week  we  commenced  by 
a  short  open-air  service  in  the  street  of  the  village,  md  Bfter  a  very  short 
ftddr«B3  adjoorned  to  the  school.  The  numbers  increased  nightly,  till  on 
Friday  evening  there  were  about  80  persons  present.  The  interest  of 
the  members  of  the  congregation  in  the  evangelistic  services  was  manifestly 
growing,  and  of  tlie  class  whose  benefit  was  specially  son^t  some  wen? 
beginning  to  find  their  way  to  the  meetings.  With  the  sdd  of  some  yoong 
men  belon^png  to  the  congregation,  the  entire  viilnge  \ias  visited,  and  the 
people  invited  to  the  services.  At  the  meeting  out  of  doors  some  of  the 
most  careless  of  the  inhabitants  of  &e  place  heard  the  Word  of  the  Lord. 
In  addition  to  this  work,  Mr.  Gallacher  and  1  visited  Hill  of  Beath,  a 
village  at  a  little  distance,  whose  inhabitants,  will)  rare  exceptions,  are 
living  in  entire  neglect  of  religions  ordinances,  and  addressed  an  audience 
which  incladed  a  considerable  number  of  the  men  and  women  of  the  place. 
Unfortmiately,  as  I  think,  seeing  that  the  special  effort  was  beginning  to 
take  effect  on  the  sympathies  of  the  Church  members,  as  well  as  to  attract 
the  attention  of  those  without,  it  had  been  arranged  to  shift  the  place  of 
meeting  to  Ualbeath,  a  large  colliery  village  to  the  west,  for  the  following 
week;  and  the  interest  wa»i  checked  at  Crossgates  when  it  might  have 
been  expected  to  culminate.  Accordingly,  meetings  were  held  at  Halbeath 
on  the  evening  of  Sabbath  the  22d  inst.,  and  continued  till  Thursday 
the  26th,  inclusive.  On  the  Sabbath  evening  the  audience  nearly  filled 
the  school,  which  will  accommodate  100  people.  On  Monday  and 
Thursday  Mr.  Graham  and  I  conducted  these  meetings,  which  on  the 
latter  occasion  numbered  above  forty  persons,  a  proportion  of  whom  were 
brought  out  by  visitation  from  door  to  door.  On  Tuesday  and  Wednesday 
I  held  services  at  Crossgates,  with  the  view  of  taking  advantage  of  tlw 
interest  awakened  during  the  present  week.  These  meelinga  were  not, 
however,  so  largely  attended — in  consequence,  I  believe,  of  the  break  in 
the  series  of  meetings,  and  from  want  of  the  efficient  aid  of  Mr.  Gallacher, 
whom  I  found  to  be  an  enmest,  energetic,  and  prudent  labourer  in  evan- 
gelistic work.  As  yon  are  aware,  he  lefl  on  the  23d  inst  RegardiDg 
results  in  individual  cases  I  cannot  speak.  I  believe  there  has  been  a 
quickening  of  zeal  and  spiritual  life  on  the  part  of  some  within  the  Church ; 
and  some  of  tliose  whom  the  services  were  specially  deugned  to  reach  had 
the  gospel  preached  to  them,  nnd  were  manifesting  a  willingness  to  comt? 
to  the  services.  May  He  who  giveth  seed  to  the  sower  increase  the  fmit 
of  these  labours   ' 

Of  the  same' meetings  and  services  at  Crossvates  in  1872,  the  Rev. 
Andrew  Graham  himself  wiites  thas ! — 

'  I  now  send  you,  as  I  promised,  a  report  of  our  evtogdistic  senicos 
during  the  month  of  September.  Mr.  Stark,  Dnntocher,  came  to  me  on 
the  3d  and  left  on  the  17th ;  Mr.  Hay,  Dundee,  came  on  the  17th  and  led 
on  the  27tb ;  and  Mr.  Gallacher  came  on  the  2d  aad  remained  till  the  23d. 
The  meetings  were  held  in  Crossgates,  Vordell,  Donibristle,  Halbeatb,  nnd 
the  Hill  of  Beath  works,  but  the  bulk  of  them  were  in  Cros^^tes.  We 
held  in  all  37  meetings,  Two  of  these  were  specially  for  children ;  and 
five  were  in  the  open  air,  notwithstanding  the  inclement  weather  which 
prevailed  during  most  of  the  month.    The  attendance  was  on  the  whole 
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goud,  th«  numbers  varying  from  00  to  80  on  the  week  nights,  aud 
I'roni  100  to  1 70  on  the  Sabbitth  evenings.  The  aggregate  attendance  waa 
]  790.  Household  visitation  should  tilways  form  a  large  part  of  evaagelislic 
work,  and  of  this  ive  bad  a  large  amount.  Most  of  the  families  in  Croat- 
gatea  and  Fordetl  were  visited,  some  of  them  twice ;  all  in  Donibristle 
twice ;  at  the  Hill  of  Beath  works,  where  there  are  72  families, 
thrice ;  and  some  of  Halbeath  were  also  visited.  Tracts,  too,  ivere  largely 
distributed.  Including  leaflets  and  other  little  books,  there  could  not  have 
been  fewer  than  1800.  The  attention  at  the  meetings  was  oil  that  could 
be  desired;  but  there  was  one  very  marked  feature,  that  farced  itself  upon 
my  mind,  viz.  the  absence  of  that  class  for  which  these  meetings  are 
specially  designed.  There  was  a  sprinkling  of  such,  but  only  a  aprinkling. 
Of  course  many  were  reached  by  the  household  visitation,  but  they  could 
not  be  persuaded  to  come  to  the  meetings.' 

In  reference  to  a  senes  of  interesting  meetings  and  services  at  Batli- 
gate  in  May  1872,  which  were  referi-ed  to  in  the  lieport  on  Home 
Missions  presented  to  the  Synot)  in  tliat  month,  the  Kev.  Alex.  Shennaii, 
minister  of  Bathgate  Congregation,  writes : — 

'  Though  I  should  only  be  able  to  give  you  a  somewhat  rough  and  dis- 
jointed account  of  the  state  of  matters  with  us,  I  think  we  have  reached  a 
stage  when  you,  and  the  Committee  through  you,  should  hear  again  how 
wc  have  been  getting  on  in  Bathgate  since  my  last  communication.  With- 
out entenng  into  particulars,  I  may  tell  you  that  our  evangelistic  meet- 
ings are  st^l  in  progress,  and  though  not  with  such  striking  results  aa  iu 
some  former  weeks,  wc  have  still  reason  to  thank  God  and  take  courage. 
The  Sabbath  meetings  are  still  attended  by  hundreds  of  the  young  and  old, 
and  the  week  evening  attendance,  though  now  returned  (but  only  last 
week)  to  the  United  Presbyterian  Hall  instead  of  the  Church,  are  still 
encouraging.  Lost  Wednesday,  being  Fair  Day,  it  was  resolved  that  an 
extra  effort  should  be  made  to  counteract  in  some  manner  the  evil  influ- 
ences connected  with  such  a  gathering.  Accordingly  seven  or  eight  evan- 
gelists came  here  on  request,  from  Edinburgh  and  Glasgow  chiefly,  and,  in 
concert  with  Mr.  Cameron  and  friends  here,  they  gave  addresses  in  two 
different  parts  of  the  crowded  &ir,  and  betwixt  4000  and  5000  tracts, 
together  with  about  1000  hymn  leaflets  for  use  in  connection  with  the  open- 
air  addresses,  were  distributed.  On  the  whole,  the  attention  paid  to  the 
speakers  was  gratifying,  and  the  tracts  seemed  to  be  received  more  readily 
than  I  had  anticipated.  Of  course  there  were  scofiers  and  objectors,  and 
you  might  occasionally  see  three  or  four  ballad -singers  vociferating  '  hugely' 
in  the  crowd  around  the  evangelists,  so  as  sometimes  only  to  be  silenced  by 
the  friends  joining  in  some  of  the  aurriug  hymns  used  on  such  occasions. 
On  the  whole,  I  am  disposed  to  think  that  the  work  done  on  Wednesday 
will  bear  fruits ;  and  if  it  had  done  no  more  than  draw  attention  to  our 
evangelistio  raovenent,  it  must  do  good.  You  will  be  glad  to  hear  that 
our  brother,  Mr.  John  Cotville,  who  has  been  here  during  the  past  two  or 
three  weeks,  bore  the  chief  expense  of  the  proceedings  on  Wednesdi^  in 
the  way  of  railway  farei,  etc.,  and  he  has  also  been  of  great  service  in 
many  ways  dming  the  period  of  his  stay.  His  presence  and  help  have 
been  all  the  more  valuable  that  Hr.  Cameron,  as  you  will  be  sorry  to 
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heaf,  has  been  ordered  by  the  ducton  to  give  up  ovaugelialJc  work  for  two 
or  three  weeks,  uid  take  complete  rest.' 

The  Bev.  A.  T.  Maclean,  minister  of  Baillieston  Congregation,  having 
reqneBted  the  assiBtance  of  two  evangeliatic  agenta  for  his  district,  reports 
connrning  work  done  in  February  1873  in  the  following  terms : — 

'According  to  your  arrangement,  Mr.  James  Gallacher  and  Mr. 
James  Murray,  evangelists,  arrived  here  on  Saturday  the  1st  February, 
and  remained  till  the  evening  of  Vriday  the  14tli  February.  During  their 
stay  we  had  meetings  every  night  in  the  church,  which  gradually  increased. 
Tbe  juvenile  meetings  were  very  good,  but  the  evening  meetings  for  the 
adults  did  rot  take  great  hold  on  the  district,  which  was  so  mnch  longed 
for ;  and  I  have  delayed  writing  in  order  to  send  as  cheering  a  report 
as  posMble,  Messrs.  Gallacher  and  Murray  were  very  earnest,  and  gare 
some  thoroughly  stirring  addresses,  and'  were  listened  to  with  much 
attention.  However,  I  must  say  that  I  have  not  been  able  to  follow  up 
any  trace  of  an  awakening.  This  is  exceedingly  depressing,  and  should 
m^e  us  all  the  more  earnest  in  our  pleadmg  for  the  blessing.  May  the 
Lord  answer  us  speedily,  and  send  us  a  refreshing  from  His  own  blessed 
presence  I  We  are  endeavouring  to  get  all  tho  ministers  in  this  neigh- 
bourhood to  co-operate,  and  liave  a  week  or  a  fortnight  in  each  other's 
church  iu  order.  1  am  afraid,  however,  that  we  won't  get  even  this  plim 
to  work  well.' 
Tbe  Rev.  Samuel  Huston  of  Newcastle-upon-Tyne,  having  been 
invited  to  assist  in  evangelistic  work  at  Holm,  Kilmarnock,  and  the 
adjacent  district,  has  reported  concerning  that  work  thus : — 

'  There  are  three  services  at  the  Mission  churuh  every  Sabbath — the 
first  at  11  A/iL  for  young  people,  on  the  plan  o£  the  Glasgow  Foundry 
Boys'  Society;  the  second  at  a  quarter  past  2  P.u. ;  and  the  thiid 
at  half-past  6  p.m.  There  is  also  an  evening  service  at  a  quarter  past 
6  kept  up  at  the  mining  village  of  Hurlford,  about  two  miles  from  the 
Holm  churoh.  On  Sabbath  2Sd  June  I  took  part  in  the  morning  ser- 
vice, and  heard  Mr.  Banks  address  the  young.  The  afternoon  service 
was  conducted  by  m^  and  the  evening  one  by  Hr.  Kirkwood,  the  mis- 
nonary.  Mr.  B^iks  and  I  walked  to  Hurlford  in  the  evening,  distribut- 
ing tracts  on  our  way.  He  opened  the  service  in  the  Academy,  and  intro- 
duced me.  1  preached  and  closed  the  meeting.  On  Sabbath  30th  June 
I  addressed  the  young  at  the  morning  service,  preached  in  the  afternoon 
at  the  mission,  and  in  the  evening  at  Hurlford.  On  Sabbath  7th  July  1 
oonducted  the  afternoon  service  at  the  mission,  and  one  in  the  evening  at 
Riccarton,  in  a  schoolhouse  where  a  Sabbath  school  is  conducted  and  a 
mission  service  kept  up  by  Mr.  Millar  of  Bellsland,  a  United  Presbyterian 
farmer.  Mr.  Banks  preached  at  Hurlford.  On  Sabbath  lith  July  the 
Lord's  Sapper  was  dispensed  at  the  Holm  church.  I  preached  in  the 
morning,  opened  the  afternoon  service,  and  gave  the  post-oommnnion 
address^  Mr,  Banks  giving  the  pre-communion  one.  In  the  evening  I 
preached  at  Hurlford.  On  Sabhath  2lBt  July  I  preaahed  at  the  Misuon 
church  in  the  afternoon,  and  at  Nelson  Street  schoolroom  in  the  even- 
ing, in  the  place  of  Mr.  John  Stewart     Mr.  Banks  preached  at  Hurlford. 
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On  Sabbath  28th  July  I  addrewed  the  young  at  tie  nioroing  lervice, 
preached  in  the  aheinooa  at  the  Mbsion  ohurch,  and  in  the  evening  at 
Horlford. 

'  On  every  Wednesday  evening  at  eight  o'clock  there  is  a  service  in 
the  Uiuion  ohnroh,  I  addretwed  five  of  these  meetings.  I  took  pnrt  also 
in  several  of  the  Saturday  evening  meetings  in  the  church,  at  which 
addresses  are  not  usually  given,  lliere  are  nlso  kitchen  meetings  held 
in  difierent  streets,  one  on  Thursday  and  tvro  on  Friday  evening.  At 
several  of  these  I  gave  addresses  or  expositioDs.  I  also  conducted  one 
meeting  on  a  Monday  evening  in  the  vestry  of  the  Free  High  Church 
for  Mr.  Green,  town  nussionary,  the  night  before  his  death.  At  none  of 
these  meetings  was  there  an  overflowing  audience,  but  they  were  generally 
considered  good,  and  there  was  earnest  attention  at  them  all.  Most 
warmth  was  manifested  at  the  kitchen  meetings,  many  of  the  people  com- 
ing forward  at  the  close  of  them  to  shake  hands,  and  showing  in  their 
countenances  Uiat  theyhad  enjoyed  them.  The  laat  Sabbath  afternoon  meet- 
ing was  particularly  good,  although  several  of  the  members  were  absent 
through  domestic  affliction  ;  and  that  Sabbath  falling  within  the  fair  holi- 
days is  one  on  which  the  churches  of  Kilmarnock  are  said  to  be  but 
thmly  attended.  Uy  meeting  at  Hurlford  that  evening  was  the  largest 
to  which  I  had  preached  there. 

'  In  regard  to  visitation,  I  first  called  on  a  few  of  the  members  in  com- 
pany with  Mr.  Banks.  Next  I  sought  out,  in  different  parts  of  the  town, 
a  number  of  persons  whose  names  had  been  left  by  Mr.  Dalzielas  those  of 
professed  believers.  They  were  of  different  denominations  ;  but  with  all  I 
was  favourably  impressed,  and  at  their  invitation  made  a  second  visit  to 
most  of  them,  and  to  some  who  were  in  affliction  a  number  of  visits,  as  I  did 
generally  to  the  sick  whom  I  fell  in  with.  One  woman  on  the  above  list 
was  a  candidate  for  membership,  as  was  also  her  husband.  Both  of  these 
I  examined  a  few  times  on  Barr's  Catechism,  for  Mr.  Banks,  and  they  were 
received  into  the  fellowship  of  the  Church.  I  commenced  my  regular 
house-to-house  visitation  in  West  >Sbaw  Street,  in  which  the  Mission 
church  is  situated.  Not  more  than  one-fourth  of  the  adults  resident  there, 
I  think,  attend  regularly  any  place  of  worship.  I  went  over  all  the  street 
once,  visited  a  number  of  the  people  twice,  and  a  few  on  whom  I  hoped  to 
make  some  impression  several  times.  The  next  street  I  visited  was  East 
Shaw  Street,  in  which  there  are  more  church-going  people  than  in  the 
former  one.  Douglas  Street  was  the  next  which  I  visited.  It  is  a  good 
way  from  the  Mission  house,  but  one  of  the  best  kitchen  meetings  is  held 
in  it.  A  large  majori^  of  the  inbabitatits  appear  to  be  connected  with 
some  of  the  congregations  in  town,  but  there  are  people  in  it  living 
in  the  habitual  neglect  of  means  of  grace.  The  last  street  which  I  visited 
in  Kilmarnock  was  Low  Glencaim  Street,  situatfid  between  Shaw  Street 
and  Riocarton  Bridge.  The  proportion  of  church-going  reudents  appears 
to  be  larger  than  in  West  Shaw  Street.  In  this  street  one  of  the  kitchen 
meetings  is  held,  and  generally  conducted  by  i/b.  A.  Steedman,  one  of  the 
elders,  who  is  said  to  have  been  brought  under  the  power  of  the  truth 
throi^h  the  labours  of  one  of  the  Messrs.  Murray.  Altogether  I  made 
about  360  visits  in  Kilmarnock.  On  Thursdays  and  Fridays  I  visited  regu- 
larly at  Hurlford,  and  was  accompanied  on  two  occasions  by  the  missionary, 
Mr.  Kirkwood,  aod  onca  b;  Mr.  Banks  himself.     On  these  occasions  we 
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look  difiereut  rowg  of  lioii<Kii.  'i'liere  arc  ultogethei*  eighteen  rows,  and  ul' 
tliese  I  visited  sixteen  once,  nnd  mght  of  them  u  second  time,  making;  nitu- 
Ijelher  about  400  vigils.  Klany  of  these  were  oiere  calls  to  d«livti-  u  tract 
and  invite  the  people  to  onr  meeting,  vliere  the  families  were  so  engaged 
»B  to  preclude  a  longer  vifiit.  I  found  several  sick,  with  whom  I  conversed 
und  prayed,  I  met  with  a  few  United  Presbyterians,  more  members  of 
the  Free  Church,  and  a  larger  number,  I  think,  of  RomHnists,  and  a  still 
larger  number  who  claim  connection  with  the  Church  of  Scotland.  Ifany 
of  these,  I  believe,  go  pretty  regularly  to  Riooarton  Church,  but  others 
very  leldoni.  Indeed,  some  owned  that  tliey  did  not  otien  go  to  church. 
Ai  far  as  I  could  learn  from  Church  members  residing  amongst  them,  die 
largest  number  ot  the  people  attend  no  plaoe  of  worship.  Mnuy,  when  in- 
vited to  the  meeting  in  the  school-room,  said  to  me  that  they  would  try  to 
get  to  it,  but  the  attendance  was  never  large.' 

The  Rev.  Jamea  Patrick  of  Patna  Iiaa  seiit  the  followiug  i'ei>t>rt  of 
evangelistic  work  done  in  his  district  in  July  1872  by  oue  of  the  agents 
vrnf^oyed  in  conuection  with  tlie  Synod : — 

*I  beg  to  send  you  the  following  account  of  work  done  here  by  Mr. 
James  Murray,  one  of  the  evangelists  of  our  Church.  Mr.  Murray  caoie 
here  on  the  15th  July,  and  laboured  f6r  a  fortnight.  Ills  labours  were 
confined  to  a  place  called  Letlianhill,  distant  about  one  mile  and  a  half 
from  the  village  of  Pntna.  It  contains  about  300  families,  chiefly  iron- 
stone miners.  It  is  a  new  place,  the  houses  Iiaviug  been  mostly  built 
within  the  last  four  or  live  yeai's.  As  in  very  many  mining  villages,  reli- 
gion is  al  a  very  low  ebb  in  it.  Meetings  wen>  held  every  night  except 
Saturday.  The  weather  being  favourable,  they  were  chiefly  in  the  open 
uir.  The  attendance  varied  from  100  to  40  grown-up  persons.  I  was 
glad  to  see  some  attending  the  meetiugs  whom  I  have  never  seen  at  any 
of  the  meetings  which  I  have  held  in  the  place.  I  have  do  doubt  good 
has  been  done.  The  addresses  of  the  evangelist  were  well  fitted  to  awaken 
the  careless.' 

The  Kev.  D.  M.  Connor,  M.A.,  of  Biggar,  having  reqneated  aid  in 
evangclisUo  labours  in  the  month  of  Jnly  1872,  reports  concerning  the 
work  of  the  two  evangelistic  agents  who  were  sent  to  him  as  follows  : — 

'  As  you  are  aware,  we  had  evangelistic  services  conducted  in  Biggar 
fur  a  fortnight  in  the  month  of  July  last.  The  agents  were  all  that  we  could 
have  wished  in  point  of  faithful,  assiduous,  earnest  working.  They  held 
meetings  every  night  except  on  the  Saturdays,  and,  when  the  weather  was 
favourable,  they  had  a  short  meeting  in  the  open  air  before  entering  the 
church.  Generally  two  short  addresses  were  given,  at  each  service,  one 
by  each  evangelist,  besides  the  liagbgof  hymns  or  psalms,  the  reading  of 
short  passages  of  Scripture,  and  the  offering  up  of  short  supplicatory 
prayers.  The  addresses  by  the  agents  were,  many  of  them,  powetfiil  in 
appeal,  eminently  direct,  practical,  and  home- thrusting,  while  alt  ol  them 
were  spirit-stirring,  and  well  adapted  to  the  end  we  had  in  view.  The 
attendance,  I  regret  to  say,  was  not  what  we  had  anticipated,  and  did  not 
increase,  though  we  organised  a  band  of  Christian-  workers  who  viatod 
eveiy  bouse,  distributed  tracts,  and  invited  bU  with  whom  tbey  eame  in 
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cuutact  to  tUe  nioutiiigs.  Tbiisc  wliu  did  attend  enjoyed  tlio  nieetiDgs 
exceedingly,  and  uiniiy  of  God's  people  had  u  seiuton  of  reCreahing  from 
the  presence  of  tbe  Lord.  Nor  were  »'c  allogulUer  without  signs  of  good 
huving  been  done  in  the  case  of  some  wlio,  though  professors  before,  were 
without  any  heart  I'ehgion  or  lively  belief  of  the  truth.  Tlie  open-air 
meetings  were  the  means  of  stirring  up  considerable  opposition  to  tbe 
work,  and  I  have  no  doubt  thinned  our  attendance  somewbnt.  But  they 
had  Uiis  countetbalancing  advantage,  that  they  made  timid  disciples  moro 
decided  and  resolute,  and  nerved  many  to  suffer  ridicule  and  scorn  in  the 
cause  of  their  Lord  and  Master.  We  carried  on  steadily  in  spite  of  the 
sooSs  of  infideb,  of  whom  \t&  have  a  few  here,  and,  what  is  still  worse  to 
withstand,  the  lukewarmness  and  but  half-ooncea!ed  jeei-s  of  pretended 
friends.  One  thing,  I  believe,  we  have  gained  by  our  pei-sistency  which 
will  be  a  vantage- ground  for  future  operations,  viz.  that  open-air  preach- 
ing will  no  longer  be  regarded  amongst  us  as  a  novelty,  and  st^imatiaed  as 
a  questionable  and  nnwarrautable  mode  of  publishing  tbe  glad  tidings. 
So  that  what  we  lost  in  numbers,  I  believe  we  have  more  than  giuned  iu 
moral  power.  Altogether,  I  am  hopeful,  if  not  sanguine,  as  to  the  results, 
and  feel  assured  that  the  seed  wbicli  was  so  liberally  sown  in  the  bouse 
and  by  the  way,  by  means  of  oral  addresses,  printed  statement  and  appeal, 
and  familiar  friendly  intercourse,  will  bear  fruit,  though  it  be  alter  many 
days.  Such  is  my  report  of  the  services  of  Mr.  Williamson  and  Mr.  Glasi» 
in  Biggar.  We  were  only  sorry  tbnt,  for  their  encouragement  in  their 
work,  tbe  meetings  were  not  more  largely  attended,  and  tbe  fruit  more 
iipparent.' 

Having  been  invited  to  assist  in  evangelistic  work  at  Forth  and 
neighliourliood  under  the  direction  of  the  Rev.  Alexander  JJanka,  M. A., 
in  July  1872,  the  Rev.  Joseph  Hay  of  Lethendy,  reports  as  follows : — 

*  I  send  you  a  few  lines,  merely  indicating  thut  I  fulfilled  my  promised 
term  of  evangelistic  service  at  Forth  and  neigbbourbood,  from  Monday  1st 
till  Monday  15tb  July.  I  was  engaged  eooh  day  more  or  less  in  viutlng 
or  distributing  tracts,  preaching  first  on  the  street,  then  in  the  school.  On 
each^  Sabbath  I  preached  three  times,  and  gave  an  address  to  the  youug. 
As  you  hnve  probably  been  receiving  accounts  from  other  eyangdists  as 
to  the  progress  of  the  work  there,  I  will  not  enter  into  any  details,  but  beg 
to  express  my  willingness  to  give  a  more  extended  report  if  you  desire  it. 
I  shoidd,  perhaps,  not  fail  to  state  that  I  received  every  kindness  jrom  otu' 
minister  at  Braehead,  with  wliom  I  lived  without  any  charge ;  also  that 
from  several  esteemed  Clirittiaa  friends  I  received  books  and  tracts  for 
distribution,  suited  both  to  the  young  and  old,  and  cannot  for  a  moment 
doubt  that  good  has  been  accomplished.' 

Of  the  same  series  of  meetings  and  services  at  Fortli  and  io  llie 
adjoining  districts,  the  Rev.  Alexander  Banks,  M.A.,  himself  writes: — • 

'  Up  till  the  end  of  June,  Mr.  Williamson  addressed  two  meetings  on 
Sabbath,  had  a  stated  meeting  for  prayer  iu  Forth,  usually  attended  when 
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M  home,  and  took  a  oousidembLe  part  in,  the  Tnetdaj'  evtMung  pmyvr 
meetiag  at  Braehead.  For  a  time  he  held  a  kitchen  meeting  in  the  New 
Row  in  Forth,  but  not  being  encouragingly  attended,  he  dropped  it.  Oc- 
caaionally,  when  1  was  from  home  on  other  dnty,  or  the  nights  very 
ooarse,  he  took  my  Bible  daea  to  Forth.  Oftener,  howerer,  when  I  was 
nbsent,  one  of  my  own  young  people  took  it  during  the  spring,  till  the 
middle  of  June,  when  it  was  given  up.  Mr.  Williamson's  other  duties 
were,  looking  after  the  people  attending  the  misnon,  and  house-to-house 
visitation.  The  meetings  in  Forth  kept  np  tolerably  well,  but  were  fluc- 
tuating, and  not  equal  to  those  which  Mr.  Williamson  had  when  here  in 
the  winter  and  spring  of  the  previous  year.  The  chief  oauae  of  this  arose 
probably  from  the  Established  Church  moremenL  The  weekly  prayer 
meeting  continued  small,  but  the  limes  I  was  there  I  felt  it  to  be  a  very 
interesting  and  improving  meeting.  The  people  who  attended  the  meet- 
ings expressed  themselves  very  much  gratified  and  benefitted  by  Mr. 
Williamson's  services.  In  June,  Ur.  Williamson  secured  the  services  of 
two  of  Mr.  Paton's  agents,  Messrs.  Adam  and  Bair,  to  labour  along  with 
him  dozing  the  last  week  of  June  and  a  part  of  the  beginning  of  July. 
The  services  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hay  of  Lethendy  were  also  secured  from  the 
Board  for  the  first  two  weeks  in  July.  Meetings  were  held  every  evening 
during  the  time  these  labourers  were  here  in  the  Forth,  Saturdays  excep- 
ted. ;i1ways  in  the  school-room  at  seven,  and  in  the  open  air  beforehand 
when  the  weather  permitted,  which  it  oilen  did  not  A  few  very  solenm 
and  impressive  meetings  were  held  in  the  open  air  on  Sabbath  and  other 
evetiiags  when  I  happened  to  be  there.  Beyond  this,  however,  there  were 
no  results  from  these  open-tur  meetings  ;  none  attending  them  came  to  the 
indoor  meetings  that  I  saw,  and  no  parties  were  brought  to  inquire  the 
way  Zionward.  They  gave  good  attention,  and  their  countenances  seemed 
to  say.  It  is  all  true  that  you  are  saying — religion  should  be  attended  to ; 
but  there  are  inouDtain  barriers  in  the  way.  The  Ltbourers  were  all 
earnest  and  diligent,  and  seemed  most  anxious  to  win  souls.  The  meetings 
in  the  school-room  never  gathered  well  on  the  week  nights,  were  fur  on 
the  Sabbath  evenings,  were  well  conducted,  but  nothing  more  than  ordi- 
nary interest  manifested.  Meetings  were  also  held  often,  if  not  every 
night,  in  Wilsontown,  some  in  the  open  air,  some  in  the  kitchen.  These 
meetings,  the  brethrea  said,  were  very  well  attended  considering  the 
weather,  and  there  were  two  or  three  who  said  they  were  anxions  about 
salvation.  Two  or  three  meetings  were  attempted  at  Haywood,  but  the 
weather  was  bad  and  the  attendaoce  small.  Ihe  labourers  all  exerted 
lltemselves  very  much,  and  did  what  they  could,  but  the  results  were  not 
what  could  be  wished  or  what  they  were  on  a  previous  occasion-  Mr. 
Hay  was  very  much  thought  of  by  all  who  had  the  privilege  to  listen  to 
him,  and  all  the  Lord's  people  felt  it  to  be  a  season  of  refreshment  to  their 
souls  to  have  intercourse  with  him.  I  enjoyed  his  society  and  his  services 
as  much  as  any  mmister  I  have  come  la  contact  with,  and  the  same  was 
the  feeling  of  all  here  amongst  whom  he  was  moving.  Much  of  the  Master 
appeared  in  hU  he  said  and  did.  For  myself  as  well  as  others,  I  thank  yon 
most  sincerely  for  sending  Mr.  Hay  to  us.  Had  the  weather  been  favour- 
able, as  it  sometimes  was  not,  I  feel  sure  that  he  would  have  had  in 
general  better  meetings  than  he  hod.' 
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The  Rev.  John  C.  Jackoon  of  Gorbals  Charch,  Glaigow,  having 
been  sent  to  conduct  evangelistic  services  at  Redcar  in  August  last,  with 
the  view  of  ultimately  establishing  a  congregation  in  that  rising  English 
watering-place,  reports  as  follows : — 

'  The  preaching  hall  ia  aa  old  railway  station.  About  thirty  people 
were  present,  and  I  preached  as  well  as  I  could,  and  with  as  much  energy 
as  1  could  get  up.  Then  things  began  to  turn  for  the  belter.  At  the 
conclusion  of  the  service  some  of  the  gentlemen  stayed  and  e:;pressed 
their  interest  in  the  matter  ;  the  audience  in  the  evening  was  better,  and 
the  day's  collection  was  £2,  43.  Then,  as  Mr.  Bell  wrote  saying  he  could 
not  conveniently  come  to  do  the  service  for  the  following  Sabbath,  I  agreed 
to  stay  for  another  Sabbath  and  spend  the  week  with  them,  as  this  seemed 
almost  needful  if  the  thing  was  to  get  a  tolernble  start ;  so  I  removed  out 
of  the  temperance  hotel,  and  went  to  stay  with  Mi.  Chalmers,  where  I  was 
very  comfortable,  and  met  with  much  kindness.  Considerable  interest 
was  shown  during  the  week.  We  went  and  called  on  various  families  who 
might  be  supposed  to  feel  an  interest  in  a  Presbyterian  cause,  and  the 
matter  began  to  take  a  more  solid  form  than  any  of  them,  I  believe,  had 
ever  anticipated.  The  second  Sabbath  the  audience  very  considerably 
improved,  and  the  coUection  was  £2,  lis.  Indeed,  the  spirit  pleased  me 
so  much,  the  field  seemed  to  suit  me  so  well,  and  the  need  of  a  special 
cultivation  of  it  so  great,  that,  if  I  had  not  had  a  church,  I  would  have 
Ventured  to  stay  altogether  and  form  a  church,  even  without  any  help 
from  the  Synod  in  way  of  support.  Redcar  is  a  capital  evangelistic  field, 
not  chiefly  among  the  poor,  but,  what  seems  straagely  overlooked  at  the 
present  time,  among  the  rich  and  well  educated.  Not  a  few  of  such 
might  be  powerfully  influenced  for  good  by  high-class  Presbyterian 
preaching  ;  and  almost  the  last  words  I  heard  repeated  again  and  again, 
as  I  was  leaving,  were,  "  Tel^  Dr.  Scott  to  send  us  good  preachers."  ' 

Two  of  the  agents  having  been  sent  to  assist  in  conducting  evan- 
gelistic meetings  and  services  tn  Perth,  in  June  and  July  187S,  the 
Rev.  Alexander  Henderson  has  farnished  the  following  notes  concerning 
their  work : — 

'  Mr.  Murray  came  here  on  the  22d  of  June,  and  began  his  work  that 
oight  by  addressing  a  number  of  girls,  whom  Mrs.  Sandeman  gathers  to- 
gether every  Saturday  night.  On  Sabbath  evening  he  addressed  a  meet- 
ing on  the  South  Inch— about  200  present.  On  the  following  evening  he 
addressed  meetings  in  different  parts  of  the  city.  He  was  in  the  country 
on  Friday  and  Saturday.  On  Saturday,  29th  June,  Mr.  Dalziel  arrived, 
and  went  with  Mr.  Murray  to  Mrs.  Sandeman's,  and  addressed  the  girls. 
In  expectation  of  Mr.  Dalziers  arrival,  I  called  together  a  few  friends,  and 
we  made  arrangements  for  f\iture  meetings,  which  were  advertised  by 
handbills.  On  Sabbath  evening,  30th  June,  Mr.  Murray  addressed  a 
meeting  on  the  South  Inch,  and  Mr.  Dalziel  on  the  North  Inch,  each  having 
an  audience  of  about  400,  The  two  brethren  had  been  yery  interestingly 
employed  in  the  afternoon  in  Close  No.  82  South  Street.  It  has  an  open 
space  and  some  outdde  stairs.    -It  is  densely  populated,  mostly  by  Boman' 
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Catholic.  Occu|iyiu^  une  of  the  aturs,  tliu  two  bnthnjn  succes4vely 
i^poke  to  ttbout  50  pentoos  itauding  in  tli«  court,  luid  I  doo't  know  huw 
many  more  wbo  tat  at  the  windows.  On  the  lat,  2d,  3d,  and  4lh  of  July 
the  two  bretlireu  addressed  meetings  in  thu  East  Uuited  Presbyterian 
Churcli,  presided  over  by  Messrs.  Miller,  Sutberland,  and  myself  alter- 
nately. The  first  meeting  was  small,  but  tlie  numbers  increased  every 
night,  'riie  two  brethren  bad  been  visitiiig  with  one  or  other  of  the  city 
i;)issiouaries  through  the  day.  Friday,  5th  July,  was  one  of  our  annual 
great  fairs.  At  7.30  p.m.  a  number  of  praying  people  met  with  the  two 
brethren  in  a  room,  and  after  prayer  sallied  forth  to  the  front  of  St.  Paul's 
Church,  where  for  upwards  of  an  hour  the  gospel  was  unfolded  to  a  good  and 
attentive  audience.  It  was  nine  o'clock  before  I  got  along ;  but  I  am  told 
that  for  some  time  the  audience  was  a  very  large  one.  Saturday  evening 
both  were  at  Mrs.  Sandeman's.  New  handbills  having  been  issued,  the 
two  brethren  held  meetings  in  Eust  United  Presbyterian  Church  on  the 
7th,  8th,  9th,  and  lOth  July,  nnd  in  DovecoUnnd  on  llth  and  12tb. 
Saturday  evening  at  Mrs.  Sandeman'a.  Sabbath,  the  14th,  was  quarterly 
communion  day  in  the  East  Church,  and  the  two  brethren  addressed  in 
the  evening.  On  Monday  evening  I  went  with  the  two  brethren  to  tlie 
Tullocli  bleachfield,  where  we  held  nn  open-uir  meeting.  On  Tuesday 
and  'Wednesday  evenings  they  went  alone.  On  Thursday  evening  they 
were  at  Cherry  Bonk ;  and  on  Friday  evening  ogiun  at  the  Tulloch.  At 
Mrs.  Sandeman'a  on  Saturday.  On  Sabbath,  the  2Ist  July,  Mr.  Dalziel 
occupied  a  Free  Church  pulpit  in  the  forenoon  and  the  Baptist  in  the 
evening,  while  Mr.  Murray  was  in  the  Baptist  church  in  the  forenoon 
and  on  tlie  South  Inch  in  the  evening.  The  two  brethren  held  meetings 
'at  Scone,  under  Mr.  H'NeiU's  care,  on  22d,  23d,  24th,  25tb,  and  26lh 
July.  I  have  not  seen  Mr.  M'Neill  yet,  nor  have  I  any  report  from  him. 
Botli  evangelists  lefl  on  Saturday  27th  July.  I  cannot  as  yet  say  any- 
thing as  to  fruit.  Tbst  impressions  were  made  nud  good  done  there  can 
be  no  doubt.  Tiie  fruit  may  appear  by  and  by,  when  I  shall  be  glad  to 
notify  it.' 

Of  Uie  same  meetings  and  services,  conducted  lo  Pertli  in  June  and 
July  1872,  the  Bev.  Mr.  Hraderaon  also  writes : — 

'  In  answer  to  circular  of  Synod's  Committee  as  to  places  within  its 
bounds  where  evangelistic  agency  might  be  usefully  employed,  the  Pres- 
bytery, among  other  phices,  mentioned  Pertli.  Accordingly  two  of  the 
Synod's  agents  were  sent  to  Perth  last  summer.  One  of  them  was  con- 
tinued with  us  for  five  weeks,  and  the  other  for  four  weeks.  The  meet- 
ings were  genernlly  held  in  the  East  Church,  and  in  a  gchoolioom  at 
Dovecotelaud.  Interesting  open-air  meeiings  on  several  Sabbath  evenings 
were  held — one  on  the  North  Inch,  the  others  on  the  South.  On  two 
several  Sabbath  afternoons  the  agents  addressed  a  goodly  number  of 
persons  in  one  of  the  closes  in  South  Street.  In  the  front  of  St.  Paul's 
Church,  on  the  evening  of  the  summer  market,  the  agents  addressed  a 
lai'ge  and  attentive  audience.  They  also  visited  and  held  meetings  at 
Cherry  Bank  and  at  the  Tulloch  bleachfield.  Under  charge  of  Mr. 
M'NeUI,  they  held  meetings  at  Scone  every  night  fur  a  week.  The 
audiences  were  generally  good,  though  those  within  duors  were  not  very 
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large.  Earnest  ntid  pointed  addresses  were  delivered  hj  the  agents,  and 
a  good  impression  seemed  to  be  produced.  Sererol  interesting  indiTidual 
cases  were  brought  ilnder  the  notice  of  the  agents.  But  the  whole 
amonnt  of  spiriliul  good  which  resulted  from  their  vi^it  to  and  labours 
in  Perth  and  immediate  neighbonrhood  the  great  day  will  reveal  The 
agents  were  excellent  men,  and  very  jndicions  in  their  statements  of 
trutli  and  dealing  with  individuals,  and  are  worthy  <^  all  encouragement 
from  the  Church.' 

The  Rev.  G.  Wade  of  Falkirk  having  been  invited  to  assist  in 
evangelistic  meetinga  and  services  at  Bucklyvie,  in  November  1872,  in 
company  wUli  one  of  the  evangelists  employed  by  tho  Synod,  and  tinder 
the  direction  of  the  Sev.  Jamas  Berry,  minister  of  Bucklyviti,  writes 
eonoeming  these  services  as  follows : — 

'  I  went  on  Monday  the  1 1  th  November,  and  stayed  with  Mr.  Berry 
till  Tuesday  the  19th,  addressing  meetings  every  night,  in  company  with 
our  evangelist,  ^Ir,  James  Murray,  The  meetings  were  held  in  the 
village  school-room,  the  ordinary  attendance  being  about  sixty,  sometimes 
ri^ng  up  to  more  than  double  that  number.  Upon  two  nights  during  my 
''  stay  in  the  village  we  held  meetings  for  children  an  hour  before  the  other 

meeting  for  adults,  which  upon  week  days  was  held  at  seven  o'clock. 
These  children's  meetings  'n'ere  well  attended  for  the  size  of  the  village. 
Upon  one  of  the  days  during  my  stay  Mr.  Berry,  Mr.  Murray,  and  myself 
divided  the  village  into  districts,  and  visited  the  entire  population  in  it. 
I  can  state  for  myself  a  hearty  welcome  from  all  I  visited,  the  most  of 
whom  attended  the  meetings,  nud  spoke  of  them  with  gratitude.  Regard- 
ing results,  I  would  rather  Mr.  Berry  should  himself  speak  than  I,  who 
was  so  shortly  engaged  in  addressing  the  meetinga.  My  impression, 
however,  is,  that  they  are  fitted  to  quicken  the  membership  oi  the  Church 
in  a  most  desirable  way,  and  lo  present  the  gospel  in  a  plain  and  earnest 
manner  before  any  who  may  have  been  living  in  neglect  of  ordinances, 
hut  who  were  won  out  to  the  meetings.' 

The  immber  of  evangelistic  agents  employeil  has  been  found  sufficient, 
with  the  occasional  aid  rendered  by  ministers  in  various  districts  of  tlie 
Ciinrcli,  for  meeting  nearly  all  tlie  applications  wkich  iiave  been  made 
by  ministers  and  others  for  assistance  in  conducting  evangelistic  seiTices 
<liiring  the  past  year.  Tlie  occasions  on  which  an  agent  or  agenta  conlil 
not  be  sent  to  a  district  when  requested  have  been  very  rare ;  and  in 
these  cases  the  difticulty  has  arisen  either  from  the  shortness  of  the 
notice  given  that  sucli  aid  was  required,  or  from  the  unexpected  pro- 
longation of  a  scries  of  meetings  in  some  other  quarter  of  the  Chnrch, 
or  from  an  exceptional  nnmber  of  applications  having  been  concentrated 
on  the  same  days  or  weeks.  In  order,  however,  that  disappointments 
from  the  want  of  agents  may  be  prevented,  and  that  the  wishes  and 
feelings  of  members  of  the  Church  in  many  congregations  may  be 
respected  snd  gratified,  the  Committee  express  the  hope  that  an  increasing 
number  of  ministers  may  be  found  willing  to  assist  the  evangelistic 
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Bgenta  in  thmr  important  work,  and  to  give  the  weight  of  thetr  position, 
character,  and  influence  to  insure  its  success. 

The  Oommittee  have  again  to  Btate  that' the  chui'ch  for  the  masses 
in  Glasgow,  to  which  reference  haa  been  made  in  two  preceding  Annual 
Reports,  has  not  yet  been  commenced.  This  deUy  has  arisen  from  the 
difficulty  which  has  been  experienced  in  the  selection  of  a  suitable  site 
for  the  proposed  building,  partly  in  consequence  of  the  great  changes 
which,  under  the  City  Improvement  Act,  are  taking  place  in  some  of 
those  parts  of  tlie  city  in  which  tlie  labouring  classes  were  accustomed 
to  reside,  and  partly  in  consequence  of  the  existence  of  other  con- 
gregational and  missionary  agencies,  with  whose  operatiooa  it  was  not 
ileemed  expedient  even  to  seem  to  come  into  opposition,  in  districts  in 
which  it  had  been  thought  the  new  church  might  be  planted.  It  is 
earnestly  hoped  that  next  yoar  the  Committee  may  be  able  to  report  that 
considerable  progress  has  been  made  in  the  erection  of  this  church,  and 
also  that  in  the  district  in  which  it  may  be  built  evangeliuic  work  baa 
been  commenced  with  the  earnestness  and  energy  which  are  essential  to 
Boccess.

It  is  necpssary  to  note  here  that  the  sum  of  £809,  18s.  6d.  entered 
in  the  expenditure  under  the  head  '  Special  Donations  received  for  and 
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paid  to  Congregations  and  Stations,'  and  a  corresponding  poition  of  the 
income  for  the  yeai',  ia  in  no  sense  under  the  control  of  the  Home  Com- 
mittee, as  the  money  is  forwarded  to  the  Synod's  Treasarer  with  an 
express  allocation  by  the  donors  to  a  specified  porpose,  and  is  paid  over 
by  him  to  the  congregation,  stntion,  or  society  to  which  it  was  thus  allo- 
cated. It  also  appears  from  the  above  statement  of  accounts  that  the 
total  income  for  the  year  1872  has  fallen  short  of  the  expenditure  by 
X65,  17s.,  and  that  the  deficiency  for  the  year  would  have  been 
£2Si,  12s.  if  the  sum  derived  from  Mr,  Alexander  Faton's  Trust  had 
not  been  carried  into  the  account.  The  statement  may  be  brought  down 
to  the  31st  March  1873,  as  follows  i—

The  balance  at  the  credit  of  the  Evangelistic  Branch  of  the  Home 
MisBion  Fund,  as  stated  above,  for  date  Slat  March  1873,  ia  conBiderably 
leas  than  the  balance  at  the  same  period  of  the  year  1872.  The  excess 
of  expenditure  over  income,  of  which  that  diminished  balance  is  the 
evidence,  is  to  be  marked  more  carefully,  l>ecause  it  has  occurred,  not- 
withstanding that  three  donatious,  amounting  together  to  £800,  have  been 
paidtothe  Synod's  Treasurer  on  behalf  of  the  Evangelistic  Schemeduring 
1872  by  two  liberal  members  of  the  Church,  who  are  also  earnest  and 
devoted  friends  of  evangelistic  effort.  If  their  generona  gifts  had  been 
withheld,  the  deficiency  of  income  might  have  necessitated  a  diminution 
of  the  agency  employed  in  evangelistic  work,  and  so  have  cast  a  shadow 
of  discouragement  and  donbt  over  the  whole  Home  Mission  work  of  the 
United  Presbyterian  Church.  Through  the  kind  aid  of  these  friends, 
no  such  depressing  result  is  immediately  impending ;  but  the  state  of 
the  Fund  indicates  the  continued  need  which  exists  for  liberal  contribu- 
tion, and  for  earnest  and  unwearied  effort,  for  the  support  of  the  £van- 
gelistic  Fund ;  and  it  does  so  the  more  strongly,  because,  in  order  to 
facilitate  the  desired  separation  of  the  AngmentaUon  Scheme  from  Home 
Mission  Funds,  there  ia  a  growing  tendency  to  transfer  to  the  Evangel- 
istic branch  of  the  Home  Mission  Fund  a  considerable  number  of  pay- 
menls  which  have  usually  been  charged  to  the  account  of  the  Augmenta- 
tion Fund.  That  tendency  is  in  a  right  direction,  in  as  far  as  it  may 
lead  to  the  simplification  of  the  accounts  of  the  Synod's  Treasurer,  and 
make  more  ftianifest  the  recognition  by  the  Church  of  its  obligations  as  a 
whole  denomination  to  provide  for  the  competent  support  at  tba  gospel 
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ministry  witliia  ita  pale.  But  wliilfl  one  Sclieme  is  worthy  of  libeml 
coDiitenance  and  contribution,  the  other — that  is,  the  Evan^listic — most 
not  be  ricglpcled  nr  impoverialied. '  '  These  tiling  might  yc  to  hiir« 
done,  and  not  to  leave  the  other  nndonp.' 

The  Home  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Missions  present  to  tlic  Synod 
this  fourth  Keport  on  the  Synod's  Home  Evangelistic  Scheme,  with  a 
deepening  conviction  of  tlie  itaportanoe  uf  the  work  for  nliose  advance- 
ment that  Scheme  was  instituted,  and  in  the  hope  that  already  it  has 
been  productive  of  salutary  and  saving  results  in  the  experience  of 
many.  The  staff  of  catechists  and  home  missionaries,  to  whose  support. 
a  portion  of  the  income  of  the  Evangelistic  Branch  of  the  Home  Mis- 
hion  Fnnd  is  applied,  has  been  adequately  sustained  during  the  year, 
and  the  reports  which  have  been  received  from  the  districts  in  which 
they  ai-e  located  abundantly  attest  that  their  labours  have  been  prose- 
cnted  with  zeal  and  diligence,  and  that  they  have  not  laboured  without 
encouragement  to  hope  that  their  labour  has  not  been  in  vain  in  the 
Jjord.  The  agents  specially  employed  by  the  Synod  for  evangelistic 
pnrposes  have  also  been  actively  engaged  throughout  the  year  in  the 
prosecution  of  their  humble  but  useful  labours,  and  their  vork  has  been 
interrupted  only  when  some  of  their  number  have  been  lard  aside  by 
affliction,  or  when  a  short  interval  for  necessary  I'est  was  asked  and 
granted  after  protracted  priods  of  exciting  and  exiiausting  service.  In 
the  fulfilment  of  their  mission,  they  have  visited  numerous  districts,  and 
conducted  services  in  connection  with  many  congregations ;  and,  carrying 
with  them  the  divine  message  of  mercy  and  salvation,  it  has  ever^'where 
been  their  aim  and  their  cndeavonr  so  to  publish  it  that  the  careless  and  in- 
ilifferent  might  be  awakened  and  the  backalider  reclaimed,  and  that  those 
who  are  living  without  God  and  without  hope  in  the  world,  might  be 
directed  to  that  Qod  who  '  is  love,'  and  who  *  so  loved  the  world  that  He 
gave  His  only  begotten  Son,  that  whosoever  believeth  in  Him  should  not 
perish  but  have  everlasting  life.'  Thot  many  have  heard  the  message 
from  their  lips  with  cold  neglect,  or  with  at  best  only  a  momentary 
conviction  that  it  was  a  faithful  saying,  to  which  they  would  do  well  to 
take  heed,  cannot  be  denied ;  bat  all  the  seed  which  they  have  scattered 
has  not  thus  fallen  on  the  rock  or  into  stoney  ground.  The  attention  and 
earnestness  with  which  not  a  few  have  listened  to  the  word  spcJien,  the 
manifest  solemnity  which  has  pervaded  many  of  their  services,  the 
anxiety  often  expressed  about  the  way  of  salvation,  and  the  fmits  which 
have  appeared  in  the  lives  of  some  of  those  who  have  frequented  the 
meetings  held  by  the  agents, — all  of  which  are  amply  attested  by  the 
evidence  of  competent  and  trustworthy  witnesses, — combine  to  prove 
that  to  many  the  ministrations  of  the  evangelists,  and  of  flie  ministers 
and  other  CSiristian  friends  who  have  been  associnted  with  them  in  their 
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work,  have  been  the  means  of  depositing  the  good  seed  of  the  Word  in  a 
soil  where  it  has  taken  root,  so  that  it  shall  spring  ap  unto  life  eternal, 
and  shall  yield  those  '  fruits  of  ngliteousncss  which  are  hy  Jesus  Oiirist, 
unto  the  glory  and  praise  of  God.' 

But  wliile  the  hopeful  symptoms  of  success,  and  of  the  divine  bless- 
ing accompanying  the  work  performed,  are  cheeruig  to  the  evangelists 
in  the  pevfoiinance  of  the  work  committed  to  tlieni,  and  should  be  the 
occasion  of  devout  thanksgiving  to  the  Giver  of  all  good  and  perfect 
gifts,  the  Committee  would  not  anduly  dwell  on  these.  They  would 
rather  direct  attention  to  the  urgent  need  wliich  exists  for  more  earnest, 
united,  and  prayerfal  efforts  to  promote  n  true  revival  of  the' life  and 
power  of  godliness  within  the  Church,  and  to  arrest  that  Sood  of  ungod- 
liness and  irraligion  which  is  overflowing  to  so  great  an  extent  many 
districts  of  the  land.  While  the  Synod  and  the  Church  are  thinking  of 
and  caring  for  tlie  heatlien  in  distant  lands,  are  presenting  their  prayers 
and  consecrating  their  substance  and  sending  forth  their  missionaries  to 
evangelize  the  heathen,  and  to  win  back  Africa  and  China  and  Japan 
to  the  service  and  love  of  Christ,  let  them  not  be  forgetful  of  those 
at  home,  who  have  too  often  had  to  say  that  no  man  cared  for  their  souls. 
Bather  let  them  remember  that  these  have  prior  claims,  not  only  as  men, 
but  also  as  brethren  and  countrymen ;  that  these  incur  greater  guilt 
in  neglecting  a  great  salvation  of  which  tho  heathen  abroad  have  never 
heard ;  that  among  these,  wisely-directed  and  believing  Christian 
labour  may  more  speedily  reap  its  reward ;  and  that  to  these  the  order  of 
the  divine  commission  first  directs  their  sympathy  and  efforts,  when, 
enjoining  that  the  gospel  shall  be  preached  to  every  creature,  the  Author 
of  the  gospel  also  enjoins  '  beginning  at  Jerusalem' t  No  weightier  or  more 
important  problem  can  occapy  the  attention  of  the  Synod  and  the  Chnrch 
than  that  which  asks,  How  may  the  masses  of  onr  home  population  be  more 
thoroughly  permeated  by  the  infiaence  of  Uie  gdspel,  and  be  more  uni- 
versally won  over  to  the  side  of  tmth  and  holiness,  and  to  the  service  and 
love  of  Him  who  is  the  light  of  the  world  and  the  life  of  men  t  May  it  be 
duly  pondered  by  the  Synod  and  by  the  Church,  and  may  they  so  take 
hold  of  the  strength  of  God  for  the  performance  of  the  work  to  which 
its  solntion  will  lead  them,  that  the  promise  may  be  fulfilled,  '  He  shall 
cause  them  that  come  of  Jacob  to  take  root ;  Israel  shall  blossom  and 
bud,  and  fill  the  face  of  the  world  with  fruit.'  <  God  be  merciful  onto 
ns,  and  bless  as,  and  cause  His  face  to  shine  upon  ua  ;  that  Thy  way 
may  be  known  upon  earth.  Thy  saving  health  among  all  nations.'

REPORT  ON  THE  AGED  AND  INFIRM 
MINISTERS'  FUND. 

In  accordance  witli'the  instructions  of  the  Synod,  the  Home  Committee 
of  the  Board  of  Missions  present  the  following  Report  of  their  procedore 
in  administering  the  Aged  and  Infirm  Ministers^  Fund,  for  the  year 
1872-78. 

At  the  date  of  last  year's  Report,  the  number  of  Annuitants  on  the 
Fund,  excluBive  of  the  Annuitant  on  the  Brown  Testimonial  Fund,  was 
31.  Three  of  these  have  been  removed  by  death  since  May  1872,  riz. : 
the  Rev.  James  Somerville  of  Airth,  in  the  83d  year  of  his  age  and 
57th  year  of  his  ministry ;  the  Rev.  James  M'Crie,  D.D.,  of  Old  Mel- 
dmm,  in  the  73d  year  of  bis  age  and  46th  year  of  his  ministry ;  and 
the  Rev.  David  Ronald,  senior  minister  of  the  West  Congregation,  Salt- 
coats, and  formerly  one  of  the  cler^  of  Synod,  in  Ute  82d  year  of  his 
age  and  59th  year  of  his  ministry.  Each  of  these  venerated  fathers 
came  to  his  grave  in  a  good  old  age;'  and  the  term  of  their  joint 
ministry  in  the  Church  exceeded  one  hundred  and  sisty  years,  while 
they  together  received  only  forty-three  half-yearly  payments  on  account 
of  tlieir  respective  annuities,  of  which  half-yearly  payments,  the  Jirtt- 
nained  received  18,  the  second  13,  and  the  third  12. 

These  changes  would  have  reduced  the  number  of  Annuitants  to  28^ 
but  it  has  been  restored  to  31  by  the  admission,  in  accordance  with  the 
i-eports  and  recommendations  of  their  respective  Presbyteries,  of  the  fot-  . 
lowing  brethren  as  participants  in  the  benefits  of  the  Fund,  viz. :  the  Rev, 
William  Marshall,  D.D.,  minister  of  tlie  congregation  at  Coupar-Angns; 
the  Rev.  Robert  Niven,  senior  minister  of  the  congregation  at  Mary- 
hill,  Glasgow,  and  formerly  missionary  to  Caffraria ;  and  the  Rev. 
James  Jarvie,  minister  of  the  East  Congregation,  Kelso,  Another 
annuity  was  granted  to  the  minister  of  a  fourth  congregation,  but  he 
has  not  yet  fulfilled  the  conditions  on  which  the  grant  was  made. 

The  names  taken  from  the  list  of  Annuitants  since  last  meeting  of 
Synod  have  thus  been  three,  and  the  additions  to  the  list  liave  also  been 
three.  On  the  1st  January  1873  the  usual  half-yearly  payments  were 
made  to  32  Annuitants ;  but  there  are  at  present,  as  at  the  date  of  last 
Report,  31  ministers  on  the  list  of  Annuitants,  and  entitled  to  receive 
annuities  at  the  next  half-yearly  distribution  on  the  1st  July  1873. 

The  Treasurer's  Account  of  the  income  and  expenditure  of  the  fund 
is  printed  in  the  Missionary  Record  for  April  1873  j  and,  as  in  former 
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years,  it  is  arranged  under  two  branches,  viz.:  let,  The  Capital  Fund,  the 
greater  portion  of  which  is  invested ;  and  2d,  The  Annuity  Fund,  which 
is  supported  by  the  yearly  profits  of  the  invested  capital,  and  by  annual 
subscriptions,  donations,  and  congregational  collections,  specially  allo- 
cated to  the  payment  of  tlie  annuities  granted  by  the  Home  Committee 
as  adminutrators  of  the  Fund.  An  abstract  of  the  Account  under  both 
branchefl  is  subjoined :

The  above^tatement  does  not  include  the  sum  of  £79,  16s.  7d.,  which 
was  received  during  the  year  1872  from  the  Trustees  of  the  Brown 
Testimonial  Fund,  and  paid  to  the  Rev.  John  Cooper,  formerly  of  Fala, 
as  the  Annuitant  on  that  fund. 

The  sum  added  to  the  Capital  Fund  in  1872  has  been  only  £83,  Is., 
being  £200  less  than  was  added  in  the  previous  year ;  and  this  increase 
of  capital  has  been  made  up  exclusively  from  congregational  collections 
and  individual  donations,  aa  no  legacy  on  behalf  of  the  Fund  has  been 
paid  to  tho  Treasurer  during  the  year. 

At  Whitsuntide  1872  a  sum  of  about  £6400  was  invested  in  the 
purchase  of  ground-annuals,  yielding  £303,  163.  lid.;  but  as  these 
are  only  payable  once  a  year  at  Whitsuntide,  the  accounts  for  1872  did 
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not  receive  the  benefit  of  a  Iialf-year's  payment  of  £150.  In  conse- 
quence of  this,  tlie  income  of  the  Annuity  Fund  for  1672  from  interests 
and  feu-duties  is  less  than  tliat  received  in  previous  years.  The  amount 
received  from  these  sources  in  1 870  vras  £928, 78.  lOd.,  and  in  1871,  £919, 
5s.  6(1.,  while  in  1872  it  has  ouiy  been  £803,  33.  2d. ;  but  if  the  ground- 
rents  referred  to  had  been  received,  it  would  have  been  £950,  3s.  Sd. 
There  has  also  been  a  diminution  in  the  amount  received  in  contribndons 
from  ininistera  in  1872,  as  compared  with  the  receipts  of  1871 ;  17  mini- 
sters in  1871  having  contributed  £30,  Os.  6d.,  while  in  1872  the  amount 
received  from  12  ministers  has  been  £20, 163.  6d.  la  the  other  sources 
of  income  there  has,  however,  been  a  considerable  increase  during  the 
past  year,  as  197  congregations  have  sent  in  collections  in  1872  amount- 
ing to  £923,  159.  6d,  while  in  1871  the  collections  forwarded  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Synod  from  111  corigregattonsyieldedonly  £410, 98.  9d.; 
and  32  members  of  the  Church  have  in  1872  contributed  £203,  198., 
while  in  1871  the  donations  and  subscriptions  received  from  31  contri- 
butors amounted  to  £159,  Is.  The  total  income  of  the  Annuity  Fund 
for  1872  has  consequently  been  £1964,  ds.  2d.,  while  in  1871  it  was  only 
£1571,  Os.  5d.,  so  tiiat  the  increase  of  income  in  1872  over  that  of  the 
previous  year  has  been  very  nearly  £400.

which  Bum  will  leave  a  balance  of  nearly  £400  in  the  hands  of  the 
Synod's  Treasurer  after  payment  of  the  annuities  which  will  become  due 
on  the  Ist  July  1873 ;  whereas,  two  years  ago,  it  was  estimated  that, 
after  payment  of  the  annuities  due  on  1st  July  1871,  there  would  be  « 
deficiency  of  nearly  £500.  There  has  consequently,  during  the  last 
two  years,  been  an  improvement  of  about  £900  in  the  position  of  the 
Annuity  Branch  of  the  Fund;  but  the  enlarged  income  reported  fur 
the  year  1872  has  been  realized,  at  least  in  part,  through  the  exemplary 
liberality  of  three  or  four  congregations,  whose  contributions  have  been 
larger  than  can  ordinarily  be  expected  for  the  Annuity  Branch  of  the 
Fund  alone.    The  Committee  therefore  recommend  that  £300  of  the

balance  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  on  behalf  of  the  Annuity  Branch 
of  the  Fund  shall  be  transferred  to  the  Capital  Accoant,  thus  compen- 
saling  for  tlie  entire  want  of  increase  from  legacies  during  the  past  year, 
by  the  addition  to  the  capital  of  a  portion  of  the  interest  of  the  Invested 
Fands. 

The  condition  of  the  Annuity  Branch  of  the  Fund  at  the  date  of 
the  present  Report  is  more  satisfactory  than  it  has  been  at  any  former 
period  since  the  Aged  and  Infirm  Ministers'  Scheme  was  instituted. 
Continued  care  and  effort  are,  however,  necessary  for  maintaining  the 
position  which  has  been  gained ;  and  the  prosperity  of  the  Fund  must 
still  depend  on  the  regularity  and  liberality  with  which  congregations 
throughout  the  Church  shall  make  the  collections,  which  each  of  them 
has  been  requested  by  the  Synod  to  take  np  once  in  every  biennial 
period.  In  this  respect  there  is  still  great  room  for  improvement.  In 
tlie  three  years  ending  on  ^^Ist  March  1873,  912  congregational  colleo- 
tions  for  the  Annuity  Fund  should  have  been  paid  over  to  the  Synod 
Treasurer ;  but  the  number  reported  by  him  as  received  has  only  been 
495,  showing  a  deficiency  of  abont  420.  Of  199  congregations  which 
forwarded  collections  between  April  1, 1873,  and  March  31,  1873,  theie 
were — 

95  which  had  contributed  neither  in  1870-71  nor  in  1871-72, 

82  „  „         in  1870-71, 

16  „  „         in  1871-72,  and 

7  „  „  botii  in  1870-71  and  in  1871-72. 

In  all  199,  while  one  half  of  the  congregations  of  the  Church  would 
give  304.  From  the  Treasurer's  reports  for  the  three  years  which  have 
elapsed  since  the 'biennial  collection  for  the  Annuity  Fand  was  sanctioned 
and  appointed  by  the  Synod,  it  appears  that  there  are  abont 

215  congregations  which  have  made  no  collection  for  the  Fund 

either  in  1870-71,  1871-72,  or  1872-73  ;  and 
97  congregations  which    made  the  first  collection  in  the   year 
1870-71,  but  have  not  yet  contributed  for  the  year  1 872-73. 
There  -are  consequently 

312  congregations  which  are  in  arrears  for  this  collection ;  and 
as  one-half  of  those  which  have  not  yet  forwarded  any  contribntion  to 
the  Fund  are  in  arrears  for  two  collections,  for  the  years  1870-71  and 
1872-73,  there  is,  as  stated  above,  a  deficiency  of  about  420  in  the  number 
of  collections  which  up  to  the  present  date  have  been  paid  over  to  the 
Synod's  Treasurer.  This  is  not  as  it  ought  to  be.  From  many  of  these 
congregations  a  large  collection  for  the  Fund  cannot  be  expected  ;  but 
each  of  them  may  fairly  be  required  to  manifest  interest  in  the  purpose 
for  which  the  A^d  and  Infirm  Ministers'  ^beme  has  been  instituted, 
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«nd  sympathy  with  tboae  aged  serraots  of  Christ  and  of  His  Church,  to 
whose  comfort  in  advanced  age,  or  under  the  afflictions  which  incapaci* 
tate  them  for  ofBcial  service,  the  Fund  is  intended  to  minister,  by  send- 
ing some  contribution,  larger  or  less,  according  as  Qod  Itas  prospered  its 
members,  for  the  maintenance  of  that  Sclicme,  and  for  the  enlargement 
and  expansion  of  its  resources  and  benefits.  If,  in  addition  to  the  197 
congregations  which  in  the  year  1872  contributed  £928  to  the  Annoity 
Branch  of  the  Fund,  there  had  been  20  other  congregations  contribotiog 
at  the  rate  of  £i  for  the  period  of  2  years,  20  at  the  rate  of  £3,  20  at 
the  rate  of  £2,  and  40  at  the  rate  of  £1,  the  aggregate  contributiona  of 
the  year  would  have  been  increased  to  £1150;  and  thus  the  means 
would  have  been  provided  for  paying  an  anniuty  of  £60,  instead  of  £50, 
to  each,  annuitant,  or  the  snm  carried  over  to  the  Capital  Fund  for  per- 
tnanent  investment  'might  have  been  increased  to  £500.  United  actios 
and  faithful  co-operation  woald  thus,  with  very  small  effort,  and  without 
any  painful  sacrifice,  produce  large  and  beneficent  results ;  and  certainly 
the  action  and  effort  required  should  be  cheerfully  put  forth  on  behalf 
of  those  who,  having  through  many  years  of  faithftd  labour  served  their 
generation  according  to  the  will  of  God,  have  become  unable  to  bon- 
tinne  the  labours  in  which  they  delighted,  in  consequence  of  the  weight 
of  yeitrs  and  the  infirmities  of  age. 

The  Committee  have  farther  to  report  that  they  have  felt  it  to  be  ex-  . 
pedient  that  a  medical  certificate  of  the  state  of  health  of  each  ^plicant 
for  an  annuity  should  be  forwarded  to  the  Committee  along  with  the 
schedule  of  application  attested  by  the  Presbytery.  Such  certificate  has 
been  frequently  asked  by,  and  forwarded  to,  the  Committee  for  the 
information  of  its  members ;  but  it  is  more  satisfactory  to  make  the 
production  of  a  medical  certificate  of  health  an  imperative  condition 
of  every  ordinary  grant ;  and  the  Committee,  therefore,  recommend  that 
the  Synod  should  sanction,  as  one  of  the  rules  for  the  administration  of 
the  Fund,  that  every  {ippUcant  for  an  annuity  shall  be  required  to  pro- 
duce a  medical  certificate  of  tlie  state  of  his  health  at  the  date  of  his 
application. 

The  Committee  desire  also  to  refer  with  gatisfaotion  to  the  smallnessof 
the  expenses  connected  with  the  administration  of  the  Fund.  Apart 
from  the  necessai^  cost  of  collecting  the  fea-datiea  and  other  income 
arising  from  invested  capital,  the  whole  sum  expended  in  1872  in  print- 
ing^  postages,  and  incidental  expenses,  has  been  under  £3,  lOs. 

A  proposal  to  institute  a  Fund  for  granting  annuities  to  Aged  and  In- 
valided Missionaries  having  been  brought  under  the  consideration  of  the 
Foreign  Committee  of  the  Board  of  ftUsGionB,  the  Home  Committee  have 
thought  it  dutiful  to  request  that  this  proposed  scheme  'shall  not  be 
adopted  by  the  Foreign  Mission  Committee  without  consultation  with 
them  as  to  its  bearings  on  the  Aged  and  Infirm  Minlsten^  Fund.' 
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In  closing  this  Repot-t,  the  Committee  wodIcI  ngain  remind  the 
wealthier  members  of  the  Charch|  that  the  Capilal  Fund  of  the  Aged 
and  Infirm  Ministers'  Scheme  chiefly  depends  upon  them  for  its  i  ncrcase  ; 
and  that  it  is  almost  exclusively  by  their  gifts  and  bequests  that  that 
branch  of  the  Fund  mnat  be  augmented,  so  as  at  length  by  its  annual 
interest  to  yield  an  income  moi-e  nearly  sufHcient  for  meeting  the  half- 
yearly  payments  to  such  ministei's  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  pisiced  on 
the  list  of  annuitants.  During  the  past  year  the  amoant  of  the  contri- 
butions received  on  account  of  this  branch  of  tlie  Fund  has  been  ex- 
ceptionally small — a  fact  which  may  supply  a  motive  for  augmented 
liberality  during  the  year  1873-74,  in  order  that  the  abundance  of  that 
year  may  compensate  for  the  comparative  straitness  of  the  year  for  which 
the  present  Report  is  presented, 

The  Annuity  branch  of  the  Fund  is  earnestly  recommended  to  the  aid 
of  the  younger  Ministers  of  the  denomination  who  have  not  yet  contri-> 
buted  for  the  support  of  the  Scheme,  and  of  those  members  of  the  Church 
whom  God  has  blessed  with  temporal  prosperity ;  but  specially  to  the 
liberality  of  the  congregations  on  whomj  for  the  next  year,  devolves  the 
duty  of  making  the  collection  for  the  second  bienmal  period.  The  two 
hundred  congregations  which  havo  made  no  contributions  for  the  sup- 
port of  the  Anntiity  Fund  during  the  past  three  years,  are  first  and  most 
urgently  required  to  make  the  appointed  collection  during  the  current 
year ;  and  after  them  the  obligation  rests  upon  the  congregations,  nearly 
one  hundred  in  number,  which  made  a  collection  in  the  year  1870-71, 
but  which  have  not  yet  sent  in  their  contributions  for  the  year  1872-73. 
Both  these  classes  of  congregations  may  be  said  to  be  in  arrears  to  the 
Fund,  and  in  debt  to  those  associated  congregations  which  have  complied 
with  the  Synod's  appointment  by  making  their  collections  at  the  appointed 
times ;  and  from  Uiese  congregations,  along  with  the  class  which  collected 
in  the  year  1871-72,  must  the  income  for  the  year  1873-74  be  chiefly 
obtained.  As  the  Minister  of  every  congregation  of  the  Church  may,  in 
case  of  need,  receive  benefit  from  the  Fund,  the  members  and  adherents 
of  every  congregation  should  feel  themselves  under  obligation  to 
contribute  for  the  support  of  the  Fund  in  proportion  to  their  number  and 
resonrces ;  and  this  important  and  beneficent  scheme  of  the  Church  will 
be  efficiently  maintained,  not  by  receiving  a  few  large  and  fluctuating 
donations  from  the  strongest  of  the  cnngregntions  on  the  Synod's  roll, 
but  rather  by  the  universal  and  willing  response  of  the  whole  body  of 
the  people  to  the  request  which  the  Synod  has  presented,  for  a  collection 
on  behalf  of  the  Fund  from  every  congregation  at  least  once  in  each 
period  of  two  years.  The  benefits  which  tiie  Fund  has  already  conferred 
on  many  Ministers,  and  also  on  many  congregations,  are  manifest  to 
every  considerate  observer ;  and  as  God  is  faithful  to  His  promise  that  He 
will  not  fail  nor  forsake  His  faithful  servants  in   the   day  when   their 
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strength  faileth,  He  will  also  fulfil  the  declaration  of  His  Word,  that 
'  whosoeTor  giveth  even  a  cup  of  cold  water  to  a  disciple  in  the  name  of 
a  disciple,  shall  in  no  wise  lose  his  reward ;  *  bat  shall,  in  as  far  as  the 
service  was  performed  under  the  influence  of  faith  in  Christ,  and  of  lovo 
to  Him,  obtain  the  gradoos  answer  of  that  apostolic  prayer,  '  The  Lord 
grant  nnto  him  that  he  may  find  mercy  of  the  Lord  in  that  day.'

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  SABBATH  SCHOOLS. 

May  1873. 

Tn  tlie  Keport  of  this  Gammittee  for  1872,  it  appeared  that  there  n-as  a 
decrease  in  the  uuniber  of  scholars  for  the  Tear  1871  as  compared  with 
1870.  The  Committee,  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Synod, 
brought  this  conditiou  of  tlie  Sabhath-scliool  cause  before  the  Fresby- 
tvries  of  tlie  Church ;  and  they  have  the  satiafaction  of  reporting  that, 
though  in  some  of  the  Presbyteries  there  is  a  sliglit  falling  off  both 
of  teachers  and  scholars  for  the  year  1872,  them  is  a  considerable 
increnso  over  the  wliole  Church,  as  will  appear  from  the  following 
figures ; — 

1871,  Teachen,  10,514  Schohirs,  81,481 

1872,  „         10,870        „         84,308 

Increase,       356  2,827 

Wc  have  thu.s  an  increase  of  three  hundred  and  fifty-six  teachers,  and 
two  thousand  ei^lit  hundred  and  twenty-seven  scholars.  To  this  is  to  be 
added  an  increase  of  eight  liuiidred  and  ninety-five  scholars  in  senior  and 
ministers'  classes : — 

1871,  Ministers'  and  Senior  Classes,  21,297. 

1872,  „  „  22,192. 

If  we  add  the  attendance  on  Sabbath  schools  and  ministers'  an<l 
senior  classes,  we  have  a  total  of  106,500  young  persons  under  instmc- 

One  of  the  means  by  which  the  Committee  have  thought  they  might 
do  service  to  the  Sabbath-school  cause  was  to  hold  conferences  in  some 
of  the  larger  towns  with  Ministers,  Sessions,  and  Sabbath  -  school 
teachers.  As  yet  they  liave  only  had  opportunity  to  visit  Ediabargh,  to 
which  tliey  sent  a  deputation  of  their  number,  having  requested  Mr. 
Charles  Inglis,  of  the  C^inburgh  Umon,  to  accompany  them.  They 
were  very  cordially  received,  and  much  valuable  information  was  elicited 
at  n  conference,  which  was  well  attended  by  ministers,  snperintendents, 
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and  teachers.  They  hare  lenmed  that  a  sabseqaent  meeting  has  been 
held  hj  the  sttperintendents  and  others,  and  have  reason  to  hope  that 
some  points  will  be  gathered  from  the  Conference. 

The  Committee  are  of  opinion  that  the  whole  question  of  Sabbath 
school  extension  and  improvement  mi^t  well  engage  a  portion  of  the 
time  of  every  Presbytery  once  a  year.  There  is  much  land  to  be 
possessed ;  there  are  many  pions  men  and  women  who  only  need  to  be 
appealed  to  to  undertake  Christian  labour ;  there  is  a  deficiency  of 
teachers  of  pupeiior  education ;  and  unless  we  secore  the  services  of  our 
best  men,  and  gird  ourselves  to  take  our  full  share  in  the  godly  upbringing 
of  the  yonng,  it  will  be  a  great  failure  in  one  of  onr  highest  duties,  and 
oar  own  Church  will  be  one  of  the  first  to  experience  the  loss. 

pREAOHiNQ  TO  THE  YomJG. — The  Committee  have  had  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Synod  auent  preaching  to  the  young  inserted  in  the 
cover  of  the  Record;  they  have  also  sent  a  copy  of  it  to  all  the  Proba- 
tioners, They  have  received  a  number  of  replies,  from  which  a  few 
extracts  are  appended. 

One  preacher  writes  as  follows: — 'During  my  experience  as  a 
preacher  of  a  year  and  a  half  I  have  never  ouce  been  invited  to  preach 
to  the  young.  I  am  preparing  a  suitable  discourse,  which  I  mean  to 
-  give  as  opportunity  offers.  I  always  visit  the  Sabbath  schools  of  the 
churches,  and  am  nsnally  asked  to  open  or  close  them,  giving  a  short 
address.' 

A  minister  writes : — '  I  liavc  often  of  late  in  different  places  preached 
ill  aid  of  the  funds  of  Sabbath  schools,  when  the  sermons,  of  conrse, 
required  to  have  a  bearing  upon  the  nature  and  importance  of  such  insti- 
tutions. In  being  requested  now  and  again  to  conduct  Sabbath  classes, 
I  may  mention  that  I  have  sometime*  been  made  to  wonder  at  the 
ignorance  even  of  advanced  Sabbatli-scliool  classes  in  regard  to  the 
Shorter  Catechism,  which  shonld  be  as  familiar  as  the  A  B  C 

Another  preacher  writes  : — '  In  three  vacant  congregations  (smnU) 
to  which  I  have  preached  there  were  no  Sabbath  schools ;  they  had  gone 
down  in  the  absence  of  a  minister.  Two  churches  at  the  coast,  to  which 
I  have  preached,  had  no  Sabbath  schools.  There  are  many  teachers,  and 
scholars  too,  down  at  the  coast  for  three,  four,  or  six  months  of  the 
year — could  the  scholars  not  get  introduced  to  the  teachers  somehow  ? 
It  is  a  pity  that  teaclters  should  go  out  of  harness,  and  scholars  stop 
learning,  for  such  a  lengthened  period,' 

Another  writes : — '  On  several  occasions  lately  I  have  preached 
expressly  to  the  young;  also  ^ven  addresses  to  Sabbath  schools,  and 
kept  the  Bible  classes  of  the  ministers.' 

Another  wriles :-— '  t  have  never  been  invited,  either  by  ministers  or 
Sessions  of  vacant  congregations, to  preach  to  the  young.  When  preaching

in  large  towns,  I  have  never  been  asked  to  visit  the  school.  During  the 
last  eight  months  I  was  asked  to  deliver  an  address  only  onee.  Saperin- 
tendenta  seem  reluctant  to  ask  any  assistance.  This  possibly  arises  in 
some  cases  from  a  wish  to  spare  the  preacher's  strength  ;  but  I  have  heard 
assigned  as  the  reason  that  some  preachers  decline  to  render  any 
assistance.  Bible' classes  are  usually  discontinued  during  vacancies. 
Permit  me  to  say,  that  no  Sabbath  school  that  I  have  seen  was  so  well 
attended  as  the  size  of  the  congregation  has  led  me  to  expect ;  and  in 
many  cases  there  seemed  a  paucity  of  teachers.* 


The  Committee  qnote  with  approbation  the  views  expressed  on  this 
subject  in  the  Keport  of  the  Sabbath  School  Committee  of  the  Fiee 
Church  for  1872.    They  aay  :— 

<  The  Committee  would  again  revert  to  the  great  importance  of  students  for 
the  ministry,  during  tteir  course,  seeking  to  acquire  an  aptitude  in  addressing 
ihc  young,  as  not  only  fitting  them  for  this  department  af  work,  but  as  tending 
to  impart  additional  directness  to  the  ordinary  ministrations.  Now  that  the 
Church's  duty  in  this  matter  is  b^ng  more  fully  recognised,  it  is  believed  tiiat 
nianj  miubtera,  earnestly  desirous  to  fulfil  it,  regret  their  inaptitude  from 
their  not  haviDg  earlier  given  themselves  to  the  study  of  interesting  the 
young.' 


Roll-Books  op  Baptized  Pbbsons. — It  has  been  suggested  to 
the  Committee  that  they  might  prepare  a  blank  roll-book  of  baptized 
pei-sons  for  the  use  of  Sessions,  One  minister  writes : — '  If  properly 
done,  it  will  add  very  much  to  the  efficiency  of  our  congregational  work, 
for  from  it  may  be  seen  at  once  who  should  be  attending  both  the 
Sabbath  school  and  the  Bible  class.'  It  should  '  be  regarded  aa  part  of 
the  apparatus  of  every  congregation.'  Acting  on  this  suggestion,  the 
Oommitrtee  have  corresponded  with  different  ministers  who  were  known 
to  have  prepared  books  of  the  kind  for  their  own  use,  and  have  invited 
further  suggestions.  They  are  not  yet  in  a  condition,  however,  to 
present  a  report  to  the  Synod  on  the  subject,  but  hope,  ere  long,  to 
be  able  to  make  some  arrangement  with  a  pubhsher  of  Church 
fltationcay^  without  involving  the  Synod  either  in  expense  or  reapon- 
aibility.

Grant  to  Edinbuboh  Sabbath  School  Union. — ^The  Edin- 
burgh Sabbath  School  Teachers'  Union  have  renewed  their  application 
for  a  grant  of  £50  to  aid  in  providing  an  adequate  salary  to  their  agent, 
and  the  Committee  cordiaUy  recommend  that  it  be  continued..  The 
Edinbnrgh  Union  state  that  their  agent  '  in  town  and  country  laborioosly 
prosecutes  his  work — that  of  seeking  to  imbue  Christian  people  with  a 
deeper  sense  of  what  they  owe  to  the  young,  to  elevate  the  standard  of  ' 
religious  instruction,  to  diffuse  a  knowledge  of  the  best  methods  of 
imparting  sacred  truth,  and  lo  intensify  tlie  motives  which  lead  to 
Sabbath-school  and  Bible-class  teaching.'  From  the  Report  presented 
by  Mr.  Charles  S.  IngHs  to  the  Committee,  some  extracts  are  appended, 
to  show  the  nature  and  value  of  his  labours : — 

'  Daring  the  past  year,  1871-1872,  I  have  visited  different  localities  in  the 
counties  of  Aberdeen,  Ayr,  Caithness,  Cromarty,  Clackmannan,  Dumfries, 
Dnmbarton,  Edinburgh,  Fife,  Kirkcudbright,  Kinross,  Lanark,  Perth,  Ross, 
Renfrew,  Roxburgh,  Selkirk,  Stirling,  and  Sutherland. 

'  I  have  had  interviews  with  above  300  ministers  and  other  persons  of 
influence  ;  130  Sabbath  schools  have  been  visited  ;  and  lectures  in  connection 
with  religious  education,  and  addresses  to  Sabbath  schools,  congregations, 
young  people,  parents,  teachers,  and  the  public  generally,  have  been  given,  to 
the  number  of  340. 

*  In  estimating  the  effect  of  twelve  months'  labour,  it  is  not  wise  to  judge 
merely  by  the  numbers  attending  meetings,  however  numerous,  or  by  the  time 
employei^  however  great.  Results  must  of  necessity  be  somewhat  intangible. 
He  right  means  mnst  be  employed,  whether  apparently  successful  or  not.  I 
can  only  refer  to  the  statements  of  former  years  as  to  the  means  employed  to 
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promote  the  objects  of  tbe  mission.  At  the  same  time,  it  should  be  stated  that 
commnnications  have  been  received  from  time  to  time,  verbally  as  well  as  by 
letter,  of  the  institution,  as  the  result  of  meetings  convened  for  the  purpose, 
of  prayer  meetings  and  training  classes  among  teachers,  of  new  infant  and 
senior  classes,  of  schools  and  unions  being  begun,  of  the  alteration  of  church 
halls  and  the  building  of  new  ones,  of  an  increased  interest  of  congregations 
in  their  own  young  people,  and  of  the  attention  of  parents  to  home  religions 
instruction. 

'  The  following  very  brief  excerpts  from  letters  received  are  of  an  encourag- 
ing character : — "  Ever  since  your  visit  here  a  teachers'  prayer  meeting  has 
been  held  every  Sunday  morning,  and  a  Bible  class,  specially  for  the  teachers, 
every  Tuesday  evening,  conducted  by  the  clergyman,  and  in  his  absence  by  the 
superintendent.  The  number  of  children  in  our  school  bos  greatly  increased ; 
some  of  the  classes  are  full  to  overflowing."  "  Onr  congregation,"  says  a 
minister,  referring  to  the  very  limited  accommodation  for  classes,  "  have,  unce 
you  were  here,  resolved  to  '  pull  down  their  bams  and  build  greater,'  only  for 
a  very  much  better  purpose  than  that  in  the  parable."  "  We  have  now  a  most 
prosperous  class  of  about  thirty  little  children."  "  In  our  congregational 
school  we  have  now  eighteen  teachers  instead  of  about  m  dozen  as  when  you 
were  here.  The  improvement  in  regularity  and  quietness  is  remarked  by  every 
visitor."  "  We  have  now  a  class  for  young  men,  twenty-four  in  number,  and 
ft  nmilar  class  for  young  women,  twenty  of  whom  attend  most  regularly." 

'  The  most  distressing  cdrcumstances  to  be  met  with  in  traversing  the 
country  are  the  great  numbers  in  certain  landward  districts,  as  well  as  in  the 
mining  and  manufacturing  localities,  who  are  growing  up  quite  uncared  for, 
morally  and  religiously,  and  for  whom  home,  churches,  and  schools  have  no 
attractions.  It  is  sad  to  find  many  professing  Christians  regarding  this  as  the 
state'of  things  which  must  he  accepted  as  inevitable. 

'  It  is  enoouraging,  on  the  other  band,  to  find  the  readinesq  and  corcUali^ 
(a  few  unfavourable  instances  excepted)  with  which  Christian  workers  of 
different  denominations  receive  and  appreciate  hints  for  improvements.  I 
cordially  thank  the  gentlemen,  ministers  and  teachers,  who  have  in  so  many 
cases  given  their  time  and  hospitality  to  further  the  objects  of  this  mission. 

'  Chables  S.  Inqlib.' 

The  Oommittee  invited  Mr,  Charles  tnglis  to  meet  with  them,  that 
they  might  hear  from  him  what  he  had  gathered  of  the  general  condi- 
tion  of  Sabhath  schools,  and  what  measures  might  be  taken  for  their 
improvement.  After  a  friendly  conversation,  it  was  agreed  that  the 
Committee  should  recommeud,  that  when  tlie  Sabbath  School  Com- 
mittee's Report  is  presented,  the  Synod  should  be  requested  to  give  Mr. 
Charles  Inglls  an  opportunity  of  addressing  them  on  the  subject

REPORT  ON  SUPERINTENDENCE  BY  SESSIONS  OF 
YOUNG  PERSONS  CHANGING  THEIR  PLACES  OF 
RESIDENCE. 

Oh  the  overtnre  and  aclieme  submitted  to  laat  Sjnod  on  this  subject  the 
following  deliverance  waa  given :  '  Approve  of  the  object  of  the  ove^ 
tare  as  one  of  great  practical  importance ;  adopt  it  ad  mfmm,  so  far  as 
to  recommend  the  formation  of  such  committees  as  are  proposed  in  the 
largo  towns ;  remit  the  overtore  to  Freshy teries  for  careful  consideration ; 
and  appoint  a  special  committee,  to  which  their  findings  shall  be  trans- 
mitted not  later  than  March  1, 1873,  and  which  shall  bring  np  a  maturely 
digested  Beport  to  next  Synod.' 

Returns  to  the  remit  of  Synod  have  been  received  from  the  Presby- 
teries of  Arbroath,  Berwick,  Cupar,  Dunfermliue,  Edinburgh,  Glasgow, 
Kelso,  and  Kinross — all  in  favour  of  the  overture,  most  of  them  with 
warm  approval,  and  only  two  with  suggestions,  in  both  cases  for  the 
effective  working  out  of  the  scheme,  to  which  regard  has  been  bad  by 
the  Committee.  These,  altkongh  only  a  small  portion  of  the  Presby- 
teries, comprise  more  than  a  third  of  all  the  congregations  of  the  Church ; 
and  their  unanimity  may  be  regarded  as  an  indication  of  what  would 
have  been  found  in  the  other  Presbyteries  had  they  given  to  the  overture 
the  '  careful  consideration '  for  which  it  was  remitted  to  them,  while  the 
absence  of  any  opposition  to  it  aeems  to  imply  that  it  meets  with  general 
assent  or  acquiescence. 

The  object  of  the  overture  is  'the  superintendence  by  sessions  of 
young  persons  changing  their  place  of  residence.'  What  young  persons 
are  denoted,  the  overture  or  the  scheme  attached  to  it  does  not  define 
nor  describe,  except  as  having  '  come  from  congregations  in  other  towns 
or  in  the  rural  districts.'  They  are  assumed  to  be  those  connected  with 
the  congregations  and  under  the  care  of  the  sessions  of  this  Church.  Of 
such  young  persons  there  are  two  distinct  classes, — those  who  have  been 
received  into  the  communion  of  the  Church,  and  those  who,  though  not 
in  communion,  are  baptized  members  of  it;  and  for  both  the  superin- 
tendence proposed  is  of  very  great  moment. 

The  radical  principle  of  such  superintendence  is  that  B^tism  consti- 
tutes memhership  with  the  Visible  Cliurch,  and  therefore  that  every  child 
received  into  the  Church  by  baptism  is  thereby  constituted  a  member  of 
it,  and  placed  under  the  care  of  its  overseers,  on  whom  thenceforth  the 
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obligation  rests  to  look  after  and  promote  its  spirltaal  welfare,  with  dae 
regard  to  the  prior  and  higher  authority  and  obligation  of  the  parent  to 
seek  that  end.  This  principle  is  formally  embodied  in  the  rules  of  our 
Church  relative  to  membership  and  discipline,  as  the  following  extracts 
show :  <  The  members  of  a  congregation  are  tlie  persons,  male  and  female, 
who  have  been  received  into  full  communion.  In  the  sense  of  enjoying 
the  superintendence  of  the  Chnrch,  the  children  of  members  are  also  mem- 
bers of  it'  (Chap.  iii.  sec.  1,  K.  1).  '  The  proper  subjects  of  discipline 
are  Church  members.  It  embraces  not  only  members  in  full  communion, 
but  also  baptized  children  who  are  hearers  in  the  Church,  and  have 
arrived  at  an  age  at  which  they  are  responsible  to  society '  (Chap.  vi. 
sec.  2,  R.  3).  Still  more  explicitly,  and  for  '  the  more  practical  recogni- 
tion of  the  membership  of  children  belonging  to  the  Church,'  in  the  roles 
relating  to  the  duties  of  sessions, '  the  Synod  earnestly  urge  upon  sessions 
the  importance  of  exercising  a  fiutfaful  superintendence  over  the  members 
of  the  Church  who  have  not  yet  been  received  into  full  communion, 
taking  care  that,  when  they  leave  the  bouuds,  they  be  transferred  to  the 
Bupennten deuce  of  the  session  of  the  congregation  into  whose  bonnda 
they  pass*  (Chap.  i.  sec.  1,  K.  19). 

Thus  the  object  of  the  overture  is  one  on  which  the  mind  of  the 
Synod  has  for  many  years  been  before  the  Church,  and  especially  before 
its  sessions,  in  no  ambiguous  or  obscure  form.  But  there  has  hitherto 
been  wanting  any  organization  for  systematically  carrying  it  ont,  and 
this  it  is  the  special  design  of  the  measnib  now  submitted  to  obtain. 

In  order  to  this,  the  fundamental  requisite  is  that  every  kirk-session 
should  have  as  complete  a  roll  of  all  the  baptized  members  belonging  to 
the  congregation  under  its  care,  who  have  not  been  received  into  com- 
mnnion,  as  it  has  of  all  thosp  who  are  in  full  communion.  The  roll  of 
children  baptized  should  be  as  regular  as  the  roll  of  members  received 
into  stated  fellowship ;  and  all  accessions  to  the  former  roll,  and  all  dis- 
junctions-from  it,  arising  from  the  influx  or  removal  of  families  or  from 
other  causes,  should  be  as  carefully  recorded  as  all  accessions  and  removals 
pertaining  to  the  latter  roll.  Such  a  rule  as  this  would  go  far  to  make 
elders,  parents,  and  communicants  realize  the  solemn  relations  of  the 
Church  to  baptized  children,  and  therefore  the  claims  of  these  little  ones  to 
their  prayers,  their  interest,  their  regard,  their  instruction,  their  guidance, 
their  guardianship,  and  their  solicitous  endeavours  for  their  good ;  and 
it  would  at  the  same  time  go  far  to  make  baptized  children  resize  their 
solemn  relations  to  the  Church,  and,  from  the  sense  of  the  kindness 
shown  to  them,  of  the  care  taken  of  them,  of  the  concern  felt  for  them, 
and  of  the  efforts  made  for  their  welfare,  to  bind  them  with  gratitude 
and  love  to  its  members  and  office-bearers,  and  to  make  them  pnze  mem' 
bersbip  with  it  as  their  most  pfectous  and  sacred  earthly  privilege.  Its 
adoption  would  impart  a  stimtdus  and  support  to  every  needed,  wise,  and 
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earnest  endflsvoar,  by  parents  in  the  family,  by  ministers  in  the  pulpit, 
by  elders  in  -visitation,  by  teachers  in  the  Sabbath  school,  and  by  better 
agencies  than  have  hitherto  been  ttttempted  for  their  daily  religious  instruc- 
tion, '  to  bring  np  children  in  the  nurtare  and  admonition  of  tiie  Lord.' 

To  cany  oat  this  mle,  a  regular  certificate  of  disjunction  should  be 
teqoired  for  each  baptized  child  removing  from  a  congregation,  as  for 
each  member  in  foil  communion.  When  the  chOd  is  under  the  care  of 
the  parents,  Its  co-relation  to  the  Church,  and  corresponding  claims  and 
privileges,  are  thereby  conserved  and  attested  along  with  the  parent's. 
When  the  child  is  withdrawn  from  the  parent's  to  be  placed  under 
another's  care,  the  more  needful  and  important  is  it  that  the  Church 
should  watch  over  tta  spiritual  interests,  and  see  that  its  membership  is 
preserved,  and  that  the  benefits  thereof  are  obtained  for  the  child,* 

The  spiritual  care  of  the  young  of  the  Church,  from  the  time  that 
they  enter  school  until  they  come  of  age,  is  probably  the  most  important 
department  of  pastoral  oversight  which  belongs  to  ministers  and  elders, 
as  respects  their  opportunity  and  their  influence  as  '  overseers  of  all  the 
flock,'  to  save  many  from  going  astray  in  the  paths  of  error,  vice,  and 
rein,  and  to  bring  them  while  their  hearts  are  tender  unto  '  the  Shepherd 
and  Bishop  of  their  souls,'  Over  no  other  class  will  their  pious  and 
kindly  care  be  so  much  welcomed  and  appreciated  as  over  this,  by 
parents,  guardians,  and  employers.  By  no  other  class  will  it  be  received 
with  greater  reverence,  confidence,  and  predilection.  On  no  other  class 
can  it  be  bestowed  with  greater  facility  or  encouragement,  or  for  so  long 
a  period,  and  that  when  it  is  most  important  and  infiuential.  In  no 
other  class  may  blessed  and  abundant  fruits  from  it  be  so  confidently 
expected.  Begun  early,  and  continued  throughout  the  whole  term  of  a 
youth's  education  and  training  for  the  duties  of  after  life,  this  care  of 
the  spiritual  overseers  will  have  an  influence  on  him  next  to  that  of  a 
godly  parent;  will  form  between  him  and  them  the  relation  of  Christian 
friends;  and  when  that  is  followed  by  his  admission  into  full  communion, 
will  strengthen  the  bonds  and  advance  all  the  ends  of  Church  fellowship. 
To  the  accomplishment  of  this  end,  it  is  obvious  that  a  nnifornL 
system  of  organization  is  necessary  throughout  the  Church ;  and  having 

•  To  induce  members  who  have  obtained  certifioatea  ot  diaJQDction  to  oonneot 
tliemselrM  without  delsj  with  enDtber  cocgregatioa,  and  to  sscertain  that  they  hare 
done  so,  the  following  plan  hsa  been  tried  with  encoaraging  auccess,  sud  appears  to 
the  Committee  worthy  of  univereal  adoptJoa.  1,  A  counterfoil  is  kept  of  each  cer- 
tificate, bearing  the  name  of  the  recipient  and  the  date ;  bnt  in  addition  to  this  com- 
mon arrangement  two  bknk  spaces  are  left,  for  insertion  of  the  name  of  the  place  to 
which  he  has  removed,  and  of  the  name  of  the  congregation  he  has  joined,  on  recerr- 
ing  that  information  from  Ha  minister  or  session  clerk.  2.  To  facilitate  the  trannniS' 
men  of  that  information,  there  is  attached  to  the  certificate  of  disjunctioD,  and  addressed

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considered  the  draft  remitted  to  them,  with  the  snggeBtions  receiTed  from 
tlie  Presbyteries  of  Edinburgh  and  Glasgow,  the  Committee  sabmit  the 
following  scheme : 

1.  That  the  kirk-session  of  every  congregation  sfaail  heaceforth  keep 
a  full  and  accurate  roll  of  the  baptized  children  belonjpng  to  it,  who 
have  not  been  received  into  full  communioD,  as  well  as  of  the  members 
in  full  communion. 

2.  That  of  all  juvenile  Liembers  above  five  years  of  age,  the  elder  of 
the  district  should  have  personal  knowledge,  should  make  particular 
inquiry  regarding  their  education  or  occupation,  and  should  seek,  in  con- 
junction with  the  parents,  to  promote  their  spiritual  welfare,  by  urging 
diligent  attendance  on  the  means  of  instruction  and  salvation,  by  Itindly 
watchfulness,  counsel,  and  admonition,  and,  if  need  be,  in  the  case  of 
serious  misconduct  on  the  part  of  those  who  have  come  to  years  of  re- 
sponsibility, by  reporting  their  delinquency  to  the  session. 

3.  That  every  baptised  child  shall,  on  removal  from  a  congregation, 
obtain  a  regular  certificate  of  disjunction,  stating  his  name  and  age,  to  be 
delivered  to  the  minister  or  session  clerk  of  the  congregation  to  which  he 
removes;  and  that  the  reception -of  such  certificate  shall  be  notified  by 
the  said  minister  or  session  clerk  to  the  minister  or  session  clerk  from 
whom  he  csme. 

4.  That  wherever  there  are  two  or  more  congr^ations  of  this 
Church,  but  especially  in  all  large  towns,  a  Committee  of  Superinten- 
dence shall  be  formed,  composed  of  a  representative  selected  by  each 
session,  whose  special  duty  shall  be  to  take  the  oversight  of  young 
persons  who  come  from  other  congregations  into  the  town  or  locality 
without  having  any  Christian  relatives  or  friends  in  it,  to  whose  care 
they  are  committed,  and  to  assist  them  in  the  selection  of  respectable 
lodging-houses,  to  viait  them  in  their  new  abodes,  to  watch  over  them 
in  the  spirit  of  Christian  love  and  solicitude,  to  advise  them  to  decide 
early  on  the  congregation  with  which  they  are  to  connect  themselves, 
and  to  introduce  them  to  iti  minister  or  elders ;  said  committee  to  report 
to  the  Presbytery  of  the  bounds  annually  in  the  month  of  January  its 
procedure  during  the  preceding  year. 

5.  That  the  ministers  or  session  clerks  of  the  congregations  from 
which  young  persons  have  received  certificates  of  disjunction  should 
forthwith  apprise  those  of  the  congregations  within  whose  bounds  thejr 
have  gone  of  their  removal,  with  any  further  information  they  may  deem 
it  advisable  to  communicate,  and  that  in  large  towns  this  notice  and 
information  should  be  sent  to  the  secretary  or  convener  of  the  Com- 
mittee of  Superintendence. 

6.  Tliat  tiie  Committee  of  Superintendence  should  seek  the  co-opera- 
tion of  Young  Men's  Fellowship  Societies,  of  Sabbath-school  teachers, 
and  of  a  Ladies'  Committee  to  assist  in  the  coses  of  young  women. 
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7.  That  intimation  shoald  be  made  at  least  quarterly  fi-om  tbe  pul- 
pit, and  especially  two  or  three  weeks  before  each  of  the  half-yearly 
terms  in  May  and  November,  that  any  young  persons  intending  to 
remove  beyond  the  bounds  of  the  congcegation  are  requested  to  apprise 
the  elders  of  their  districts,  and  to  obtain  a  certificate  and  introduction 
to  take  with  them  to  the  places  of  their  destination. 

8.  That  the  provisioa  of  such  Committees  of  Superintendence,  with 
the  names  and  addresses  of  their  respective  secretaries,  in  the  large  towns, 
should  be  regularly  advertised  on  the  cover  of  the  Missionary  Record. 

The  Committee  recommend  the  ad  interim  adoption  of  the  scheme, 
that  it  may  be  open  to  modification  and  improvement  from  practical 
experience  of  its  operation ;  and  also  that  the  Committee  should  be  re- 
appointed to  receive  suggestions  from  Presbyteries  and  Sessions,  or  co- 
operate with  tliem  in  carrying  out  the  scheme,  and  to  report  to  next 
Synod.
